JUDGMENT 

January  29,  1963 

KIRK,  Commissioner: 

The  Canadian  National  Railways,  by  application  dated  October  13,  1961, 
seeks  authority  to  discontinue  passenger  train  service  now  provided  by  a  type  3 
Rail  Diesel  Car  (Railiner)  operated  as  trains  Nos.  647,  648  and  650  on  a  one 
round-trip  daily  schedule  between  The  Pas  and  Flin  Flon,  Province  of  Manitoba, 
a  distance  of  91.7  miles. 
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The  present  schedule  of  service  is:

This  schedule  provides  connections  by  train  #647  to  Flin  Flon  with  trains  No.  63 
and  75  from  Winnipeg  arriving  The  Pas  at  7.30  a.m.  Wednesday,  Friday  and 
Monday,  and  7.15  a.m.  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday,  respectively.  From  Flin 
Flon,  train  No.  648  provides  connection  with  train  No.  64  to  Winnipeg,  leaving 
The  Pas  at  6.05  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  Friday  and  Sunday;  train  No.  650  provides 
connection  with  train  No.  76  leaving  The  Pas  for  Winnipeg  at  1.05  a.m.  on 
Wednesday,  Friday  and  Sunday. 

Summary  of  the  Applicant's  evidence: 

The  Railiner  has  accommodation  for  32  passengers  and  for  baggage  and 
mail.  The  crew  consists  of  one  engineer  and  one  conductor.  On  one  day  per 
week  a  baggage  man  is  carried  to  handle  mail  for  certain  intermediate  points 
on  the  route. 

Railiner  service  was  instituted  in  1959  in  replacement  of  conventional  train 
seivice  as  a  means  of  reducing  the  previous  losses  of  some  $200,000  per  year, 
and  also  to  provide  a  faster  and  more  convenient  service.  A  reduction  of  about 
one  hour  transit  time  was  realized.  In  October  1959  the  railiner  service  was 
increased  by  an  additional  trip  daily,  except  Sunday,  but  this  second  trip  was 
discontinued  in  April  1960  on  account  of  insufficient  patronage.  With  the  institu- 
tion of  railiner  service,  express  traffic  was  moved  by  highway  service  of  the 
Canadian  National  Transportation  Company.  Between  November  1953  and  May 
1956  the  applicant  provided  bus  service  by  highway  between  Kamsack— The  Pas- 
Flin  Flon;  the  reason  for  discontinuance  in  1956  was  not  stated  in  evidence. 

The  area  between  The  Pas  and  Flin  Flon  is  sparsely  populated.  There  are 
eleven  intermediate  stations,  all  of  which  are  flag  stops  excepting  Cranberry 
Portage,  population  907  (1961  Census),  where  regular  stops  are  made.  Manitoba 
Highway  No.  10,  which  was  hard-topped  in  1961,  extends  between  The  Pas  and 
Flin  Flon  and  parallels  the  railway  between  The  Pas  and  Cranberry  Portage  but 
runs  north  of  and  across  bodies  of  water  from  the  rail  line  between  the  latter 
point  and  Channing.  Stations  named  Payuk,  Millwater,  Athapap  and  Schist  Lake 
therefore  have  no  direct  contact  with  the  highway. 

Bus  service  is  provided  by  the  Manitoba  Motor  Transit  between  The  Pas  and 
Flin  Flon,  serving  all  intermediate  points  excepting  the  four  railway  stations 
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mentioned  above,  as  follows:

At  the  time  of  the  hearing  the  one-way  bus  fare  was  stated  to  be  $3.15  and 
the  comparable  rail  coach  fare  $3.10.  Since  the  hearing  the  applicant  has  filed 
a  new  tariff,  effective  January  1,  1963,  establishing  the  one-way  coach  class 
fare  at  $2.85.  Bus  service  is  also  provided  on  a  charter  basis  for  hockey  teams 
and  special  parties.  Air  service  is  also  provided  at  a  fare  of  $6.00  one-way  with 
a  transit  time  of  approximately  35  minutes. 

Bus  service  is  also  provided  between  Flin  Flon  and  Winnipeg  and  between 
Flin  Flon  and  Brandon  on  a  daily  round-trip  schedule.  Air  service  operates 
between  Flin  Flon  and  Winnipeg  on  a  daily  except  Sunday  schedule  and  a  similar 
additional  schedule  between  The  Pas  and  Winnipeg. 

At  the  time  of  the  hearing  the  comparison  of  rail,  highway  and  air  one-way 
fares  between  Flin  Flon  and  Winnipeg  was  as  follows:

Assuming  the  purchase  of  one  meal  on  train  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $3.00, 
the  inclusive  cost  by  rail  for  coach  class  travel  would  be  substantially  less 
than  by  air.  If  travelling  by  rail  sleeping  car,  which  would  require  a  first  class 
ticket,  the  approximate  inclusive  cost  Winnipeg— Flin  Flon  would  be  $25.80  fare, 
lower  berth  $4.35  (upper  $3.50),  one  meal  and  gratuities  estimated  at  $3.50,  or 
a  possible  total  of  $33.65,  or  only  slightly  less  than  by  air. 

Area  Manager  Barker,  who  was  a  witness  for  the  applicant,  stated  that  with 
the  black-top  surfacing  of  the  highway  between  The  Pas  and  Flin  Flon  in  1961 
the  passenger  traffic  of  the  railway  practically  disappeared;  that  most  of  such 
traffic  moved  by  private  automobile  as  the  bus  line  was  not  doing  much  more 
than  the  railway;  that  the  air  line  handles  considerable  long  haul  traffic  to  and 
from  Winnipeg;  and  that  since  the  application  here  involved  had  been  filed  a 
further  deterioration  in  patronage  of  the  rail  service  had  occurred.  He  also 
stated  that  none  of  the  employees  operating  the  railiner  would  be  without  em- 
ployment as  they  were  senior  to  others  elsewhere  and  would  exercise  that 
seniority.  Normal  attrition  would  be  expected  to  take  care  of  other  displacement 
of  staff  as  a  result  of  the  exercising  of  such  seniority. 

Witness  Humphreys  for  the  applicant,  who  is  sales  representative  in  the 
area,  outlined  the  efforts  made  to  develop  traffic;  the  degree  of  advertising  in 
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local  newspapers  of  such  events  as  Royal  Winter  Fair;  adjustment  of  schedule 
to  accommodate  patrons  of  hockey  games,  where  upon  one  occasion,  despite 
such  action,  only  13  passengers  travelled  by  train  and  were  not  necessarily 
patrons  of  the  game.  Mr.  Humphreys  stated  that  as  the  railway  provided  clean 
accommodation  and  fast  and  dependable  service,  he  knew  of  no  reason  why  such 
rail  service  is  not  used  to  a  greater  extent  than  it  has. 

Evidence  was  given  by  Witness  Gasior,  Superintendent  of  Equipment,  Hudson 
Bay  area,  for  the  Applicant,  to  the  effect  that  railiners  are  operated  at  substan- 
tially lower  maintenance  costs  than  conventional  trains;  and  that  the  total  repair 
cost  per  unit  mile  in  the  Prairie  Region  compares  favourably  with  like  costs  in 
other  regions.  He  presented  Exhibit  No.  10  showing  the  following  comparisons:

Mr.  Gasior  also  stated  that  due  to  winter  conditions  it  had  been  necessary 
to  install  three  rebuilt  engines  in  the  past  two  years  in  the  railiner  operating 
between  The  Pas  and  Flin  Flon;  that  such  rebuilt  engines  cost  from  two  to  five 
thousand  dollars;  that  stores  were  stocked  at  The  Pas  to  the  value  of  approxi- 
mately three  thousand  dollars  in  order  to  maintain  the  equipment;  that  mainte- 
nance work  performed  on  the  railiner  involved  more  than  one  shop  craft,  and  that 
while  some  saving  in  expense  would  result  from  the  discontinuance  of  the  railiner 
service,  there  would  be  no  reduction  in  shop  staff  due  to  the  necessity  of  main- 
taining other  equipment  operating  in  the  area. 

The  applicant  called  as  witness  Mr.  W.  M.  Geiler,  President  and  General 
Manager  of  the  Manitoba  Motor  Transit,  who  stated  that  bus  service  was  insti- 
tuted in  1957;  that  no  demands  had  been  made  for  additional  service;  that  the 
service  is  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Manitoba  Utility  Board  to  whom 
complaints  may  be  made;  that  there  is  sufficient  bus  capacity  to  accommodate 
any  extra  traffic  resulting  from  discontinuance  of  rail  service;  and  that  should 
additional  capacity  be  required  it  could  be  provided. 

Mr.  Geiler  also  stated  that  his  company  had  buses  of  28,  32,  35  and  37 
capacity;  that  four  of  them  have  washroom  facilities  and  the  objective  is  to  so 
equip  all  vehicles  at  a  later  date. 

Mr.  W.  B.  White,  Research  Engineer  in  the  employ  of  the  applicant,  gave 
evidence  upon  the  economic  factors  affecting  the  service  involved.  He  presented 
14  exhibits  (Nos.  11  to  24)  showing  the  number  of  revenue  passengers  carried 
each  month  for  each  of  three  years,  October  1959  to  September  1962;  the  average 
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number  of  revenue  passengers  per  trip  for  the  same  periods;  the  number  of  revenue 
passengers  entraining  and  detraining  en  route  for  selected  weeks  of  1961  and 
1962;  the  passenger  train  revenues  for  the  two  years  October  I960  to  September 
1962;  an  analysis  of  rail  expenses  for  the  period  October  1961-September  1962 
by  each  cost  category;  and  a  summary  of  revenues  and  expenses  for  such  latter 
period.

For  the  first 
period  above  mentioned  a  total  of  92  persons  entrained  at  Flin  Flon,  3  at  Mill- 
water  and  6  at  Cranberry  Portage  —  a  total  of  101;  of  this  number  15  detrained 
at  Athapap,  13  at  Millwater,  9  at  Cranberry  Portage,  1  each  at  Atik,  Wanless  and 
Prospector,  and  61  at  The  Pas.  In  the  same  week  76  entrained  at  The  Pas,  21  at 
Cranberry  Portage,  8  at  Millwater,  4  at  Athapap  and  2  at  Schist  Lake,  or  a  total 
of  111,  of  which  7  detrained  at  Cranberry  Portage,  6  at  Millwater,  2  each  at 
Athapap,  Schist  Lake  and  Channing,  and  92  at  Flin  Flon. 

For  the  second  period  above  mentioned  a  total  of  58  entrained  at  Flin  Flon, 
1  each  at  Athapap  and  Wanless,  and  5  at  Cranberry  Portage,  or  £  total  of  65,  of 
which  3  detrained  at  Channing,  2  at  Athapap,  6  at  Millwater,  10  at  Cranberry 
Portage,  1  each  at  Atik  and  Root  Lake,  3  at  Wanless  and  39  at  The  Pas.

SUMMARY  OF  OBJECTIONS  TO  THE  APPLICATION: 


Flin  Flon  Chamber  of  Commerce: 

Flin  Flon  for  years  enjoyed  good  passenger  service  including  sleeping  and 
dining  cars,  but  completion  of  highways  and  institution  of  bus  service  created 
stiff  competition  for  the  railway  and  resulted  in  progressive  deterioration  of 
passenger  service  with  consequent  decline  in  patronage.  Removal  of  present 
service  would  leave  Flin-  Flon  and  Creighton  without  any  rail  passenger  service 
and  tickets  would  be  sold  to  The  Pas  only.  (The  latter  contention  was  corrected 
by  the  applicant,  who  stated  that  through  tickets  would  be  sold  to  and  from  Flin 
Flon  by  arrangement  with  the  present  bus  line.) 

The  proposal  to  discontinue  the  present  service  is  contrary  to  the  applicant's 
advertised  policy  of  competing  vigorously  for  passenger  business  where  a 
profitable  operation  would  justify  so  doing;  that  the  applicant  has  not  made 
reasonable  efforts  to  compete,  in  that  delays  occur  in  making  connections  at 
The  Pas;  that  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  establish  fast  daily  passenger 
service  to  Winnipeg  and  other  main  centres,  nor  to  promote  excursions  and 
week-end  travel. 

The  railway  should  not  be  permitted  to  discontinue  passenger  service  while 
the  freight  and  express  traffic  on  the  line  is  profitable;  that  the  Flin  Flon  area 
is  growing  in  industrial  and  tourist  trades;  that  discontinuance  of  the  present 
passenger  service  would  be  a  disastrous  step  in  the  development  of  the  north; 
that  the  trucking  of  express  which  coincided  with  the  inauguration  of  the  railiner 
operation  deprived  the  passenger  service  of  revenue  associated  with  that  type 
of  service;  and  that  the  applicant  should  restore  all  forms  of  business  to  carriage 
by  rail  and  competition  with  trucks  and  buses  be  vigorously  established. 

Flin  Flon  and  District  Labour  Council: 

The  north  has  a  great  future  for  development  of  both  primary  and  secondary 
industries;  that  good  alternate  transportation  facilities  are  necessary;  that  the 
applicant  has  not  tried  through  service  to  Winnipeg  and  Regina  for  passengers 
and  express  in  competition  with  bus  and  truck  transport;  that  improvement  of 
patronage  might  flow  from  the  institution  of  week-end  service  from  Flin  Flon 
Friday  nights;  and  that  the  railiner  should  handle  express  cars  instead  of  incur- 
ring the  dual  expense  of  both  trucking  and  rail. 
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That  the  favourable  revenues  from  the  carriage  of  ores  and  mining  products 
should  offset  any  passenger  service  losses;  that  the  Board  should  "establish 
a  commission  to  look  into  all  aspects  of  rail  service  as  it  pertains  to  Flin  Flon 
and  The  Pas";  but  should  the  Board  grant  the  application,  all  freight  trains 
should  carry  a  passenger  coach  to  accommodate  natives,  trappers,  prospectors, 
pulpmen  and  fishermen  who  have  recourse  only  to  rail  transportation  to  and  from 
remote  areas  of  the  north. 

The  Pas  Chamber  of  Commerce: 

Sound  business  practices  dictate  that  the  railway  eliminate  unprofitable 
lines,  but  Flin  Flon  residents  do  not  use  the  service  because  it  is  quicker  and 
more  convenient  to  use  their  automobiles.  Faster  service  between  The  Pas  and 
Winnipeg  would  make  rail  service  more  attractive.  The  railway  is  not  actively 
competing  with  other  forms  of  transportation  and  should  do  so  before  highways 
extend  even  further  into  the  north. 

Town  of  The  Pas: 

Northern  Manitoba  has  contributed  considerably  to  the  success  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railways.  The  applicant  should  not  single  out  this  one  small 
operation  and  say  it  is  operated  at  a  loss,  but  should  consider  it  as  part  of  the 
overall  operation  in  Northern  Manitoba.  Discontinuance  of  service  as  proposed 
will  deprive  some  employees  of  jobs  and  contribute  to  Canada's  unemployment 
crises. 

COMMENTS  AND  CONCLUSIONS: 

The  foregoing  summarizes  some  150  pages  of  transcript  and  24  exhibits. 
The  argument  of  Counsel  and  other  representatives  appearing  before  us  is,  in 
general,  a  summation  of  the  evidence  referred  to.  I  should  point  out  that  prior 
to  the  hearing  of  the  application  the  Board's  staff  reviewed  the  matter  on  the 
spot  and  conducted  informal  meetings  with  both  the  railway  and  representatives 
of  the  public  in  the  area  affected. 

The  applicant  relies  upon  the  evidence  it  has  adduced  showing  a  substantial 
annual  loss  by  the  continuance  of  the  involved  service;  its  evidence  as  to  the 
economic  factors  is  not  disputed  by  those  opposing  the  application. 

The  general  tenor  of  the  objecting  parties  is  that: 

1.  to  remove  trains  647,  648  and  650  will  deprive  Flin  Flon  and  the  inter- 
mediate area  of  all  rail  passenger  service; 

2.  the  railway  has  not  actively  applied  itself  of  providing  adequate  competi- 
tion for  passenger  traffic,  particularly  between  Flin  Flon  and  larger 
centres  such  as  Winnipeg; 

3.  lesser  employment  will  result  from  the  cessation  of  the  service  and  thus 
add  to  unemployment; 

4.  no  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  railway  to  develop  week-end  and  excursion 
traffic; 
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5.  the  area  and  that  to  the  north  is  in  the  process  of  extensive  development 
and  requires  that  the  railway  give  every  possible  service; 

6.  the  railway  should  re-establish  all  passenger  services  and  actively  com- 
pete for  the  traffic  being  lost  to  highway  movement  over  highways  con- 
structed and  maintained  at  heavy  expense  to  taxpayers; 

7.  the  factors  upon  which  the  railway  relies  in  justification  for  discontinuance 
of  service  should  not  be  limited  to  the  operation  only  of  the  passenger 
service,  but  should  be  considered  in  the  light  of  the  total  traffic  of  the 
line; 

8.  if  the  Board  grants  the  application  it  should  require  that  a  passenger 
coach  be  carried  on  freight  trains  to  serve  the  needs  of  those  persons  who 
are  unable  to  avail  themselves  of  alternate  transportation. 

Before  dealing  with  these  points  of  objection,  it  is  desirable  to  review  the 
evidence  of  the  applicant. 

Volume  of  traffic: 

In  the  12  months  commencing  October  1959,  a  total  of  15,204  revenue 
passengers  were  handled  on  the  operating  railiners.  In  this  period  an  additional 
6-day  service  was  provided  for  about  7  months.  However  the  operation  of  the 
additional  trip  does  not  appear,  from  the  evidence,  to  have  resulted  in  increased 
patronage. 

In  the  12  months  October  1960  -  September  1961,  the  total  passengers 
handled  had  dropped  to  7,697,  or  little  more  than  half  the  number  handled  in 
the  previous  year.  This  decline  continued  into  the  12  months  October  1961  — 
September  1962  when  it  dropped  to  6,554.  This  was  less  than  30  per  cent  of  the 
32-passenger  carrying  capacity  of  the  railiner. 

The  average  number  of  revenue  passengers  handled  per  trip  (which  is 
derived  from  dividing  the  total  passengers  handled  by  the  number  of  trips 
performed),  which  in  the  12  months  October  1959/60  was  14.5,  dropped  to  8.95 
in  the  same  peribd  1961/62. 

Pattern  of  travel: 

The  bulk  of  the  passengers  handled  move  between  The  Pas  and  Flin  Flon. 
The  second  point  in  importance  on  the  line  is  Cranberry  Portage. 

Of  the  11  stations  situated  between  the  termini  at  The  Pas  and  Flin  Flon, 
all  excepting  Payuk,  Millwater,  Athapap  and  Schist  Lake  have  ready  access  to 
the  main  highway  between  the  termini.  For  the  sample  weeks  July  3rd  to  9th, 
1961  and  September  30th  to  October  6th,  1962,  the  revenue  passengers  entraining 
and  detraining  at  these  four  stations  were  as  follows:

It  was  developed  at  the  hearing  that  accommodation  for  passengers  is 
presently  available  on  train  No.  217  from  Flin  Flon  to  Sherritt  Jet.  running 
daily  except  Saturday  and  Sunday;  train  No.  260  from  Sherritt  Jet.  to  The  Pas 
running  Wednesday,  Friday  and  Sunday;  train  No.  259  from  The  Pas  to  Sherritt 
Jet.  running  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday;  and  train  No.  218  from  Sherritt 
Jet.  to  Flin  Flon  running  daily  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Therefore  trains 
217  and  218  can  accommodate  passengers  to  or  from  the  four  stations  above 
mentioned. 

Revenues: 

As  previously  stated  herein  the  revenues  for  the  carriage  of  passengers 
and  mail  for  the  12  months'  periods  October  -  September  1960/1961  and  1961/1962 
declined  from  $29,194  to  $23,679  —  a  reduction  of  almost  20  per  cent  in  the  one 
year. 

Expenses: 

The  total  expenses  of  operating  the  railiner  service  for  the  12  months 
October  —  September,  1961/1962,  amount  to  $121,206  or  about  five  times  the 
total  revenue  received.  Crew  wages  alone,  which  amounted  to  $29,401,  exceeded 
the  total  revenue.  Details  of  the  various  items  of  expense  have  been  previously 
set  out  herein. 

Conclusions: 

A  review  of  the  patronage,  revenues  and  expenses  does  not  warrant  any 
other  conclusion  than  that  the  continuance  of  the  service  is  not  justified.  While 
the  objecting  parties  did  not  challenge  the  applicant's  evidence  as  to  expenses, 
it  must  be  noted  that  crew  wages  and  fuel,  which  are  direct  expenses,  alone 
exceeded  the  total  revenue  by  $10,747;  therefore  any  modification  of  other 
expenses  that  might  be  justified  is  of  no  consequence  in  reaching  a  decision. 

The  revenue  is  less  than  20  per  cent  of  the  total  expense;  the  patronage  of 
the  service  is  less  than  30  per  cent  of  the  seating  capacity  of  the  equipment; 
the  availability  of  adequate  bus  transportation  between  the  termini  and  all  but 
four  stations  on  the  route  provides  for  the  needs  of  those  who  desire  to  use 
public  transportation;  the  carriage  of  a  coach  on  trains  which  will  continue  to 
operate  will  provide  adequate  service  to  the  said  four  stations  not  served  by 
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highways;  and  the  fact  that  an  all-weather  road  system  exists  makes  it  apparent 
that  little  or  no  inconvenience  will  be  experienced  by  the  public  by  the  with- 
drawal of  the  railiner  service. 

The  views  expressed  by  those  opposing  the  application  that  the  railway 
has  not  actively  applied  itself  to  meeting  competition  is  a  factor  which  is  not 
very  persuasive.  The  meeting  of  competition  is  a  matter  for  management  and 
not  regulation.  It  is  a  recognized  fact  that  the  most  severe  competition  facing 
railways  in  the  carriage  of  passengers  arises  from  the  extension  of  good  high- 
ways and  the  use  of  privately-owned  automobiles.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  area 
is  reasonably  prosperous  and  has  great  potentialities  for  further  expansion  of 
industrial  activity,  but  it  is  perhaps  this  very  factor  of  prosperity  which  encour- 
ages the  use  of  private  carriage  coupled  with  the  continued  expansion  of  first 
class  highways. 

The  Royal  Commission  on  Transportation,  in  Volume  1  of  its  Report  of 
March  1961,  extensively  analyzes  the  situation  respecting  rail  carriage  of 
passengers.  It  recommends  that  progressive  steps  be  taken  to  relieve  the  rail- 
ways of  the  burden  of  passenger  service  losses,  and  that  where  adequate 
alternative  transportation  is  available  steps  should  be  taken  to  do  so. 

Without  quoting  extensively  from  the  Royal  Commission's  Report,  the 
following  extracts  appear  pertinent: 

"Rail  passenger  traffic  was  particularly  hard  hit  by  the  improvements  in 
speed  and  comfort  which  technological  advances  had  brought  to  the  private 
motor  car  as  well  as  the  commercial  motor  bus...  Competition  to  railway 
passenger  traffic  was  further  stimulated  in  the  post-war  period  by  the 
tremendous  strides  which  had  been  made  in  the  field  of  aviation. "  (Ibid. 
PP.  8-9) 

"in  most  instances  where  the  railway  finds  it  necessary  to  reduce  services 
or  abandon  a  line,  the  communities  have  deserted  the  railway  —  making  use 
of  it  only  as  a  standby  service  when  it  is  temporarily  inconvenient  to  move 
goods  and  people  by  alternate  methods. "  (Ibid.  p.  40) 

In  my  opinion  the  conditions  which  the  Royal  Commission  describe  exist 
in  the  service  here  involved. 

The  objections  which  we  have  heard  include  a  suggestion  that  the  factor 
of  employment  should  be  considered.  While  I  consider  it  to  be  inevitable  some 
displacement  of  personnel  will  result  from  the  curtailment  of  service,  it  is  not 
a  factor  which  this  Board  is  empowered  to  deal  with.  I  have  the  greatest  concern 
for  those  whose  employment  is  jeopardized  by  the  march  of  events,  but  changes 
in  the  field  of  transportation  must  be  faced  and  adjustments  made  as  in  all  other 
fields  of  endeavour. 

It  is  also  suggested  by  those  opposing  the  application  that  the  railway 
should  re-establish  all  passenger  services  and  bring  back  carriage  of  all  traffic 
such  as  express  and  freight  now  carried  on  the  highways.  The  record  made  here 
indicates  that  railiner  service  was  instituted  to  offset  annual  losses  of  some

$200,000  and  to  additionally  provide  a  fast,  convenient  and  comfortable  means 
of  travel  between  The  Pas  and  Flin  Flon.  To  revert  to  conventional  train  service 
would,  in  my  opinion,  merely  re-establish  greater  losses  and  would  in  no  way 
assure  that  the  passenger  traffic  which  has  deserted  the  railway  would  return 
thereto.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  railiner  service  is  both  fast  and  comfortable  — 
we  travelled  on  the  railiner  the  day  following  the  hearing  in  order  to  satisfy 
ourselves  in  that  respect;  and  made  the  return  journey  by  bus;  the  latter  service 
appeared  to  be  adequate,  comfortable  and  in  all  respects  suitable  for  the  public 
travel. 

Concerning  the  representations  that  the  revenues  and  expenses  should  be 
considered  in  the  light  of  the  total  traffic  of  the  line,  it  is  the  Board's  policy 
to  consider  the  factors  of  each  class  of  traffic  separately.  In  one  of  the  more 
recent  cases  decided  by  the  Board,  namely,  "Re  C.P.R.  Passenger  Service 
Winnipeg-Edmonton",  80  C.R.T.C.  129,  at  page  148  the  following  was  stated: 
"The  Board  has  considered  this  argument  many  times  in  the  past  in  similar 
applications   and  has  held  that  it  will  not  compel  a  railway  company  to 
continue  a  deficit  passenger  operation  merely  because  other  services  on 
the  same  line  may  be  profitable,  where  to  do  so  would  be  to  require  freight 
and  other  shippers  to  subsidize  an  uneconomic  passenger  service  that  is 
no  longer  patronized,  or  for  which  there  is  not  a  reasonable  need  by  the 
public.,, 

FINDINGS: 

Upon  full  consideration  of  the  application  and  the  objections  thereto,  I 
find  that: 

1.  the  service  provided  by  trains  numbered  647,  648  and  650  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railways,  operated  over  the  line  of  railway  between  The  Pas 
and  Flin  Flon  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  is  a  deficit  operation; 

2.  little  inconvenience  to  the  public  will  result  from  the  discontinuance  of 
the  service;  such  inconvenience  is  far  out-weighed  by  the  annual  loss 
incurred  by  the  applicant  in  providing  the  service. 

I  would  authorize  Canadian  National  Railways  to  discontinue  the  service 
between  The  Pas  and  Flin  Flon,  Manitoba,  now  provided  by  trains  647,  648  and 
650,  upon  30  days'  notice  filed  with  the  Board  and  posted  at  all  stations  on  the 
line*  but  such  discontinuance  shall  be  not  earlier  than  April  28th,  1963.  Order 
to  issue  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

Arnaud  Railway  Company  was  incorporated  by  a  Special  kcp€i  tfrciJLegisla- 
tive  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  (7-8  Eliz.  II,  Chafrffic137  -  Absented 
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to  March  5,  1959).  The  railway  works  and  undertakings  of  the  Company  were 
declared  to  be  works  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada  by  s-2  of  chapter  63 
of  the  Statutes  of  Canada  1960,  Third  Session,  -  Assented  to  July  14,  1960. 

The  map  showing  the  location  of  the  proposed  line  of  railway  of  the  Arnaud 
Railway  Company,  hereinafter  called  "Arnaud",  between  a  point  in  the  vicinity 
of  mileage  8.3  of  the  Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador  Railway  Company  and 
Pointe  Noire,  a  distance  of  approximately  22  miles,  was  approved  by  Board's 
Order  No.  102493,  dated  Sept.  28,  1960  and  the  plans,  profiles  and  book  of 
reference  showing  the  location  of  the  railway  between  the  same  points  were 
approved  by  Board's  Order  No.  102494  of  Sept.  28,  1960. 

Plan  L— 22,  which  is  one  of  the  plans  approved  by  Board's  Order  No.  102494, 
shows  the  portion  of  the  Railway  in  the  vicinity  of  mileage  10  extending  across 
mining  claims  1  and  2,  covered  by  Miner's  certificate  no.  139500,  and  mining 
claims  4  and  5  covered  by  Miner's  certificate  number  140693,  both  in  the  name 
of  J.E.  Richard,  of  Sept-Iles,  P.Q. 

A  notarial  contract  dated  February  25,  1960,  was  executed  and  registered 
in  the  Registry  Office  for  the  County  of  Saguenay  under  No.  30245,  covering  the 
purchase  by  Arnaud  from  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  in  rights  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  of  a  strip  of  land  of  a  maximum  width  of  200  feet  and  a  minimum  width 
of  99  feet,  extending  across  the  aforementioned  mining  claims. 

In  March  of  1961,  Arnaud  engaged  contractors  to  build  its  railway;  the 
clearing  of  the  railway  was  performed  in  the  month  of  March  and  the  grading  and 
tracklaying  were  performed  in  October  of  1961.  At  the  time  of  the  hearing  the 
construction  of  the  railway  across  Richard's  claim  was  almost  completed. 

The  Applicant,  Mr.  J.E.  Richard,  held  mining  concession  certificate  No. 
449,  dated  October  9,  1958.  He  transferred  it  to  Les  Immeubles  Sept-Iles  Ltd., 
by  a  deed  dated  Feb.  9,  1959,  containing  the  right  to  the  vendor,  Mr.  Richard, 
to  continue  to  remove  rock  from  the  concession  until  July  9th,  1959.  This  mining 
concession  covering  an  area  of  48.6  acres  in  blocks  W  and  X  of  the  Township 
of  Letellier,  is  located  some  600  feet  south  of  Arnaud  right  of  way. 

On  April  4  and  30,  1958,  Richard  staked  out  two  claims  of  40  acres  each, 
designated  on  Plan  L— 22,  as  claims  1  and  2,  covered  by  Miner's  certificate 
No.  139500,  dated  March  31st,  1958.  This  Miner's  certificate  for  claims  1  and  2 
expired  April  4th  and  30th,  1960.  Richard  obtained  Development  License  No. 
139500  for  these  claims  on  April  4,  1960.  This  license  was  renewed  on  April  4, 
1961  under  no.  98329  and  again  on  April  4,  1962,  under  no.  106417. 

On  October  28,  1958,  four  claims  of  40  acres  each,  two  of  which  are  desig- 
nated as  4  and  5  on  Plan  L— 22,  covered  by  Miner's  certificate  no.  140693,  dated 
June  30,  1958,  and  issued  in  the  name  of  P.  Aube,  were  transferred  to  J.E. 
Richard.  On  October  26,  1960,  Richard  obtained  a  Development  License  for 
claims  2  to  5,  covered  by  Miner's  certificate  140693,  which  was  renewed  for 
claims  4  and  5  under  no.  103949,  for  a  further  period  of  twelve  months. 
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On  December  9,  1961,  Mr.  Francois  Francoeur,  Solicitor  for  J.E.  Richard, 
advised  the  Board  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Plan  L-22,  approved  by  Board's 
Order  102494,  indicated  that  the  Railway  would  be  constructed  across  mining 
claims  1  and  2,  and  4  and  5,  registered  in  the  name  of  his  client,  Arnaud  took 
possession  of  the  land  without  Richard's  consent  and  that  he  was  serving  notice 
on  Arnaud  forbidding  the  Railway  to  enter  the  above-mentioned  claims  in  any 
manner  whatsoever  and  that  any  attempt  to  do  so  would  be  a  violation  of  private 
property  by  Arnaud.  The  notice  also  requested  the  Railway  to  contact  Mr.  J.E. 
Richard  within  three  days  to  inform  him  of  the  means  that  the  Railway  intended 
to  take,  with  his  permission,  to  remove  the  structure  erected  on  his  land. 

On  January  12,  1962,  Mr.  J.E.  Gibault,  Consulting  Engineer  for  Arnaud, 
wrote  to  the  Board  advising  that  all  the  land  occupied  by  the  Railway  within 
the  limits  of  the  Railway's  right  of  way,  across  Richard's  mining  claims,  had 
been  acquired  by  a  notarial  deed  executed  on  Feb.  25,  1960,  and  suggesting 
that  in  order  to  eliminate  any  doubt  as  to  Mr.  Richard's  rights  to  this  property, 
that  a  hearing  be  held,  pursuant  to  Sections  197  to  201  inclusive,  of  the  Railway 
Act,  so  as  to  establish  if  Mr.  J.E.  Richard  is  or  is  not  entitled  to  compensation 
because  of  his  mining  claims  and,  if  so,  the  extent  of  the  compensation. 

Richard  obtained  his  first  Miner's  certificate  for  claims  1  and  2  on  March 
31st,  1958  and  his  first  Development  License  on  April  4,  1960  while  Arnaud 
purchased  its  right  of  way  across  these  claims  from  the  Crown  on  February  25, 
1960.  The  deed  covering  the  purchase  from  the  Crown  stipulates  that  the  sale 
is  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  concerning  public  lands,  woods  and 
forests,  mines  and  fisheries,  etc. 

Counsel  for  the  Applicant  has  made  the  following  submissions: 

1.  that  Richard's  title  is  the  same  as  a  right  of  ownership  and  that,  therefore, 
he  can  oppose  any  interference  and  cannot  be  deprived  of  his  rights  to  the 
surface  and  the  sub  surface  without  compensation. 

2.  that  Arnaud's  title  is  posterior  to  Richard's  and  does  not  and  could  not  include 
the  existing  real  mining  rights  granted  to  Richard  by  virtue  of  his  claims. 

3.  that  in  March  1960,  Arnaud  notified  Richard  that  he  could  not  get  access  to 
his  claims.  Besides  being  illegal,  this  interdiction  deprives  him  of  the 
freedom  to  work  on  his  claims. 

4.  that  at  the  time  of  clearing  the  land,  surveying  and  constructing  the  railway 
line,  Richard's  claims  constituted  a  mine  not  only  for  the  opening  of  which 
preparations  were  being  lawfully  and  openly  made,  but,  in  operation. 

5.  that  Arnaud  has  illegally  taken  possession  of  Richard's  mining  claims 
disregarding  Section  197  of  the  Railway  Act  and  the  Applicant's  acquired 
rights. 

Submissions  1,  2  and  3,  being  submissions  of  law  will  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Assistant  Chief  Commissioner. 

With  respect  to  submissions  4  and  5,  Counsel  for  the  Applicant  submits 
that  Sections  197,  198  and  200  are  in  the  Railway  Act  for  the  protection  of  the 
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rights  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  mining  lands  and  Sections  199  and  201  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  and  the  Railway.  In  support  of  this  submission,  reference 
is  made  to  the  case  of  Attorney  General  versus  C.N.R.  and  C.P.R.  1958,  Canada 
Law  Reports,  wherein  at  page  304,  Mr.  Justice  Locke  says: 

"The  effect  of  Sections  197  to  201,  both  inclusive,  of  the  Railway  Act,  is 
to  ensure  that  when  the  Railway  is  carried  over  lands  which  contain  mine  or 
minerals,  the  interest  of  the  owner  of  such  minerals,  the  travelling  public  and 
the  Railway  Company  are  adequately  protected/' 

He  has  also  submitted  that  Section  170  of  the  Railway  Act  requires  the 
Company  to  submit  its  plan  on  paper  with  its  application  to  the  Board  for  general 
authority  to  construct  its  railway  and,  if  it  passes  over  mining  lands,  before 
making  its  layout  on  the  land,  it  must,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  197,  make 
a  new  application  to  the  Board.  Counsel  for  the  Applicant  also  submitted  that 
Arnaud  should  be  fined  the  full  amount  of  damages  for  the  future  loss  which  the 
Applicant  will  sustain  as  a  result  of  the  illegal  taking  possession  of  a  large 
part  of  his  mining  lands,  the  use  of  which  is  being  denied  completely,  illegally 
and  arbitrarily. 

The  Applicant  claims  the  sum  of  $1,184,827.00  for  the  loss  he  suffered  as 
a  result  of  the  illegal,  unjustifiable  and  arbitrary  action  of  the  respondent  com- 
pany, and  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  costs. 

As  mentioned  earlier,  Arnaud  obtained  approval  of  the  location  of  its  line 
by  Board's  Order  No.  102493  of  September  28,  1960,  and  approval  of  plan,  profile 
and  book  of  reference  by  Board's  Order  102494  of  September  28,  1960.  Although 
one  of  the  plans,  namely  L— 22,  indicated  that  the  Railway  would  be  constructed 
across  Richard's  mining  claims,  the  book  of  reference  shows  that  the  right  of 
way  was  obtained  from  the  Crown.  Neither  the  plan  nor  the  application  submitted 
by  the  Railway  implied  that  an  application  was  necessary  under  Section  197  of 
the  Railway  Act. 

Section  197  provides  "That  no  railway  company  shall,  without  the  authority 
of  the  Board,  locate  the  line  of  its  proposed  railway,  or  construct  the  same  or 
any  portion  thereof,  so  as  to  obstruct  or  interfere  with,  or  injuriously  affect  the 
working  of,  or  the  access  or  adit  to  any  mine  then  open,  or  for  the  opening  of 
which  preparations  are,  at  the  time  of  such  location,  being  lawfully  and  openly 
made. " 

To  say  that  an  open  mine  existed  or  that  preparations  for  the  opening  of  a 
mine  had  been  lawfully  and  publicly  carried  out  at  the  time  of  the  laying  out  of 
the  Railway,  Counsel  for  the  Applicant  relied  more  on  his  interpretation  of  the 
law  than  on  the  evidence. 

He  argued  that  the  Applicant  was  operating  at  the  time  of  the  laying  out  of 
the  railway  of  the  respondent,  an  open  mine  within  the  meaning  of  Jurisprudence 
and  that,  if  this  claim  is  rejected,  he  was  at  least  the  operator  of  a  mine  where 
preparations  for  opening  had  been  lawfully  and  publicly  carried  out.  In  support 
of  this  argument,  he  stated  that  the  Development  Licenses,  and  their  renewal 
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since  Arnaud  was  constructed  on  the  claims  of  the  Applicant,  are  conclusive 
evidence  that  the  latter  paid  his  rent  and  carried  out  the  works  required  in  order 
to  obtain  the  Development  Licenses. 

The  evidence  given  by  Richard  with  respect  to  the  work  done  on  his  mining 
claims  was  extremely  vague.  He  was  unable  to  give  a  proper  description  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  location  of  the  work  done  on  his  claims.  Questioned  by  Mr. 
Francoeur  as  to  what  he  did  to  obtain  Mining  Concession  449,  produced  as 
Exhibit  No.  1,  his  answers  were  as  follows: 

"I  blazed,  I  staked  —  I  blazed  some  —  I  used  some  —  If  I  recall  right  —  some 
of  the  —  there  was  some  old  survey  line  on  one  end  and  then  were  there  was  not 
any  survey  line  I  blazed  and  placed  some  pickets  around  the  area  that  I  wanted 
to  cover,  and  then  later  on  I  asked  the  land  surveyor  to  survey  those  places  and 
to  place  some  pickets.  That  has  to  be  done  by  a  land  surveyor. 

Q.  After  staking  your  claim  did  you  have  to  obtain  a  development  permit? 

A.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned  I  have.  I  had  to  obtain  it,  because  I  did  obtain 
it  anyway. 

Q.  You  did  obtain  it? 

A.  Yes,  because  I  had  the  letter.  I  had  a  letter  and  prove  to  the  Department 
of  Mines  if  there  was  any  rock  there  because  they  won't  give  you  any  mining 
concession  if  you  cannot  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Mines  that 
there  is  something  there  that  belongs  to  the  Department  of  Mines,  and  that  is 
how  —  that  is  why  you  got  to  do  some  work. 

Q.  And  after  having  obtained  your  development  permit  what  did  you  obtain 
next? 

A.  Mining  concession. 

Q.  The  mining  concession. 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Incidentally,  what  happened  to  that  mining  concession?  Did  you  keep  it 
long? 

A.  Well,  I  kept  it  until  the  end  of  1960.  I  had  an  understanding  with  the 
Immeubles  Sept-Iles.  I  needed  some  money  badly  in  1959,  so  I  mortgaged  my 
property  and  in  1960,  at  the  end  of  1960,  around  December,  I  was  given  final 
notice  by  a  notary  Mr.  Morin  that  I  was  not  any  more  entitled  to  work  on  that 
property  and  it  was  his  for  good. 

Q.  By  your  knowledge  what  was  the  approximate  quantity  of  stone  that  was 
left  in  that  quarry? 

A.  Well,  you  see  I  never  did  operate  the  quarry  itself,  only  the  stone  pit 
you  see,  this  —  not  stone,  what  is  silt  that  I  showed  to  the  Member  of  the  Board 
a  couple  of  days  ago.  That  quarry  has  been  operated  before  by  somebody  else 
1950  if  I  understand.  So  I  imagine,  to  my  own  knowledge  and  according  to  other 
information  that  I  gathered  from  mining  from  engineers  who  saw  it  and  were 
interested  once  in  a  while  for  the  company  in  the  —  they  tell  me  there  was  about 
700,000  tons."

Later: 

"Q.  Now  my  question  was  Mr.  Richard,  not  on  mining  concession  449  then 
but  on  the  claims,  did  you  do  some  work  in  the  next  24  months? 

A.  In  1959  I  done  a  lot  of  work  in  claim  No.  1,  139500,  the  pit  there  is 
there  and  it  is  very  easy  to  see,  it  is  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  road.  I  sunk 
my  tractor  there  about  three  or  four  times.  I  got  some  bills  from  H.J.  O'Connell 
and  I  got  some  bills  from  Port  Cartier  Transport  and  from  Sept-Iles  Express. 
That  is  when  I  come  there  and  dug  my  tractor  out  of  the  (pit)  out  of  the  clay. 
There  was  a  clay  formation  there." 

When  cross-examined  by  Mr.  de  Billy  as  to  the  nature  of  the  work  that  he 
had  done  on  his  claims,  Richard's  replies  were  as  follows: 

Mr.  de  Billy:  "Q.  Mr.  Richard,  have  you  done  any  diamond  drilling  on  any  of 
those  claims? 

A.  Diamond  drilling,  no. 

Q.  Have  you  constructed  on  any  of  these  claims  any  mining  shaft? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  done  any  excavations  into  the  rock? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  done  any  trenches? 

A.  I  used  the  trench  in  this  here,  I  can  see  if  -  can  I  see  that  now,  Sir? 
Q.  Yes. 

A.  You  can  see  two  things  I  have  done  according  to  article  80,  what  we 
call  stripping,  that  I  done,  and  the  next  word  which  say  in  French,  "tranchee". 
That  is  it  is  not  "tranchee"  in  the  rock,  it  is  "tranchee"  because  after  that  we 
have  excavations  done,  really  that  is  "tranchee"  in  the  rock.  That  is  first 
"decapage  de  roc",  "tranchee"  which  it  is  "tranchee"  you  can  do  it  in  silt  or 
sand  or  anything. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  "tranchee"  can  be  done  in  soft  material? 

A.  Absolutely,  because  that  is  why  you  have  the  next  word  excavation  in 
the  rock. 

Q.  So  have  you  done  any  trenches? 

A.  Yes.  Well,  I  mean  if  you  call  that  trenches.  I  done  holes  anyway.  I  don't 
know  if  they  were  round.  Maybe  if  I  have  a  trench  has  to  be  just  like  that,  no 
I  just  bulldozed  and  removed  the  material  and  I  done  everything." 

One  cannot  conclude  from  this  evidence  that  Richard  had  an  open  mine  or 
that  the  work  that  he  did  was  work  of  preparation  for  the  opening  of  a  mine. 

Evidence  has  also  been  adduced  to  the  effect  that  blocks  W  and  X,  covered 
by  mining  concession  certificate  no.  449  and  located  some  600  feet  south  of  the 
Railway  right  of  way  were  surveyed  in  1958  and  that  in  the  same  year  Richard 
staked  out  claims  1  and  2  and  obtained  the  transfer  of  mining  claims  4  and  5. 
These  mining  claims  were  not  surveyed  until  May  1962.  Richard  obtained  his 
first  development  license  on  April  4,  1960. 
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According  to  evidence  given  by  Carrier,  an  employee  of  the  land  surveyor 
who  prepared  the  plans  for  the  construction  of  the  Railway,  the  preliminary 
survey  was  made  in  November  and  December,  1958.  In  April  1961,  Carrier  made 
another  survey  of  the  same  area  in  order  to  prepare  plan  filed  as  Exhibit  No.  24. 
At  that  time,  the  right  of  way  had  been  cleared  for  a  width  of  approximately  100 
feet,  and  to  the  question  asked  by  Mr.  de  Billy:  "sur  cette  emprise-la,  avez-vous 
vu  des  indications  d'operations  de,  ou  de  travail  minier?"  Mr.  Carrier  replied: 
"non,  pas  a  cet  endroit-la. " 

Witness  Albert,  Administrative  Assistant  to  Wabush  Iron  Company,  testified 
that  in  1959,  Richard  spoke  to  him  about  his  claims  and  he  had  referred  him  to 
Mr.  Gibault,  Consulting  Engineer  for  Arnaud  Railway.  In  October  1960,  Albert 
visited  the  right  of  way  of  the  Railway  in  the  vicinity  of  Richard's  claims  and 
to  questions  asked  by  Mr.  de  Billy,  Albert's  replies  were  as  follows: 

Q.  In  1960.  Did  you  walk  or  travel  the  right  of  way  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
crossing  with  the  Rapide  Lake  Road? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  You  did.  Going  east  how  long  approximately  did  you  walk? 
A.  About  3500  feet. 

Q.  About  3500  feet.  Did  you  observe  anything  in  that  distance? 
A.  I  didn't  notice  any  activities  except  a  pulpwood,  an  area  where  pulpwood 
had  been  cut. 

As  there  was  no  evidence  of  an  open  mine  or  preparations  for  the  opening 
of  a  mine  near  the  right  of  way  at  the  time  that  the  Railway  was  located  and 
constructed,  there  was  no  obligation  for  Arnaud  to  submit  an  application  under 
Section  197  of  the  Railway  Act. 

Arnaud  purchased  from  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  the  necessary 
land  for  its  right  of  way  on  Feb.  25,  1960.  Although  Richard  had  staked  his 
claims  in  1958,  he  was  not  granted  his  first  Development  License  before  April  4, 
1960,  and  he  did  not  notify  Arnaud  about  his  claims  before  March  11,  1960. 

According  to  Section  198  of  the  Railway  Act,  the  Railway  is  not,  unless  the 
same  have  been  expressly  purchased,  entitled  to  any  mines,  ores,  metals,  coal, 
slate,  mineral  oils,  gas  or  other  minerals  in  or  under  any  lands  purchased  by  it 
or  taken  by  it,  under  any  compulsory  powers  given  it  by  the  Railway  Act,  except 
only  such  parts  thereof  as  are  necessary  to  be  dug,  carried  away  or  used  in  the 
construction  of  the  works. 

In  purchasing  the  land  from  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests  for  its 
right  of  way,  Arnaud  did  not  purchase  the  minerals  under  this  land.  Asked  by 
the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  if  the  claim  for  compensation  included  any 
claim  under  Section  198  for  any  material  that  may  have  been  dug,  carried  away 
or  used  by  the  railway  company  in  the  construction,  Counsel  for  the  Applicant 
replied:  "We  don't  claim  anything  for  the  minerals  that  have  been  used  for  the 
construction  of  the  railroad." 
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The  Applicant  asks  for  compensation  for  minerals  that  cannot  be  obtained 
by  reason  of  the  presence  of  the  Railway  on  his  claims.  The  Railway  right  of 
way  which  varies  in  width  between  99  feet  and  200  feet,  is  crossing  the  four 
claims  from  east  to  west  in  such  a  way  that  the  mining  claims  extend  for  a 
distance  varying  from  approximately  100  feet  to  a  1000  feet  north  of  the  Railway 
and  from  150  to  1600  feet,  south  of  the  Railway. 

"Section  199  of  the  Railway  Act  reads  as  follows: 

(1)  No  owner,  lessee  or  occupier  of  any  such  mines  or  minerals  lying  under 
the  railway  or  any  of  the  works  connected  therewith,  or  within  forty  yards 
therefrom,  shall  work  the  same  until  leave  therefor  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Board. 

(2)  Upon  any  application  to  the  Board  for  leave  to  work  any  such  mines  or 
minerals,  the  applicant  shall  submit  a  plan  and  profile  of  the  portion  of  the 
railway  to  be  affected  thereby,  and  of  the  mining  works  or  plant  affecting  the 
railway,  proposed  to  be  constructed  or  operated,  giving  all  reasonable  and 
necessary  information  and  details  as  to  the  extent  and  character  of  the  same. 

(3)  The  Board  may  grant  such  application  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
for  the  protection  and  safety  of  the  public  as  to  the  Board  seem  expedient,  and 
may  order  that  such  other  works  be  executed,  or  measures  taken,  as  under  the 
circumstances  appear  to  the  Board  best  adapted  to  remove  or  diminish  the  danger 
arising  or  likely  to  arise  from  such  mining  operations. " 

I  find  that  the  Applicant  did  not  have  a  mine  but  even  if  he  had  he  never 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  Section  199. 

According  to  evidence  given  by  Mr.  Philippe  Duguay,  Mining  Engineer,  the 
quantities  of  inferior  minerals  contained  between  elevation  170  and  the  surface 
within  the  limits  of  Richard's  claims,  are  estimated  at  14,918,686  cubic  yards 
of  rock  and  2,295,740  cubic  yards  of  moveable  earth  such  as  silt,  gravel,  clay, 
sand,  etc.  Mr.  Duguay  stated  that  the  presence  of  the  railway  would  preclude 
mining  operations  closer  than  40  yards  from  it  and  based  on  elevation  170  he 
has  estimated  at  856,060  cubic  yards  of  rock  and  577,690  cubic  yards  of  move- 
able earth,  the  quantity  of  rock  and  other  material  that  could  not  be  removed  due 
to  the  presence  of  the  railway. 

Mr.  Duguay's  estimates  are  based  on  information  obtained  from  maps  of 
claims  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  plan  and  profile  2103,  (L— 22),  filed  as  Exhibit 
25  and  Geological  Reports  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  1942  and  1945,  by  Carl 
Faessler.  Mr.  Duguay  also  made  a  short  visit  of  two  to  three  hours  to  Richard's 
claims  on  June  23,  1962.  When  cross-examined  by  Arnaud's  Counsel,  Mr.  Duguay 
stated  that  apart  from  the  gravel  pit  on  blocks  W  and  X  and  the  construction  of 
the  Railway,  the  only  other  work  done  on  these  claims  consisted  of  some  access 
roads  where  there  was  some  indication  that  the  surface  had  been  scraped  and 
boulders  removed. 

Mr.  Nutting,  General  Superintendent  of  Design  and  Construction  for  the 
Wabush  project,  testified  that  he  visited  the  area  in  which  Richard's  claims  are 
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located  and  particularly  in  late  March  1961,  and  the  only  activity  that  he  noticed 
in  the  area  of  the  claims  was  a  "dozer"  located  east  of  the  Riviere  des  Rapides 
Road  and  about  500  feet  south  of  the  Railway  right  of  way. 

Asked  for  his  opinion  as  to  how  a  quarry  should  be  opened  in  this  area, 
Mr.  Nutting  stated  that  from  an  economic  point  of  view,  this  should  be  investi- 
gated with  drilling  at  rather  close  spacing  to  establish  the  extent  of  the  reserve, 
and  a  proper  mining  plan  prepared  before  deciding  where  the  access  should  be. 

Dr.  Richard  C.  Schmidt,  Geologist,  an  employee  of  Pickands,  Mather  and 
Company,  testified  that  he  had  carried  on  a  geological  investigation  of  the  area 
on  the  9th  and  10th  of  April  1962.  On  the  basis  of  his  inspection  of  the  area, 
Dr.  Schmidt  has  estimated  the  quantity  of  stone  that  could  be  considered  as 
selling  material  at  some  2,082,000  cubic  yards.  He  stated  that  these  quantities 
are  only  for  rock  formation  protruding  over  the  surrounding  countryside  and 
readily  observable.  Dr.  Schmidt  also  stated  that  he  would  not  attempt  an  estimate 
of  the  quantity  of  rock  below  the  surface  down  to  elevation  170.  He  explained 
that  this  might  be  done  by  seismographic  approach  or  through  actual  drilling 
operations. 

The  large  difference  between  the  estimates  made  by  Mining  Engineer  Duguay 
and  Geologist  Schmidt  show  well  enough  that  sufficient  information  has  not  been 
obtained  in  order  to  determine  the  nature  and  the  quantity  of  minerals  available 
on  these  claims. 

Evidence  has  been  adduced  to  the  effect  that  since  Richard  staked  out  his 
claims  in  1958,  he  only  removed  some  4,000  cubic  yards  of  silt  from  an  old 
gravel  pit  located  in  blocks  W  and  X  adjacent  to  his  claims  and  has  done  nothing 
on  such  claims  that  could  be  considered  as  mining  or  preparations  for  the  opening 
of  a  mine. 

Section  200  of  the  Railway  Act  gives  power  to  the  Board  to  order  compensa- 
tion to  the  owner  of  a  mine  and  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Company  shall,  from  time  to  time  pay  to  the  owner,  lessee,  or  occupier 
of  any  such  mines  such  compensation  as  the  Board  shall  fix  and  order  to  be 
paid,  for  or  by  reason  of  any  severance  by  the  railway  of  the  land  lying  over 
such  mines,  or  because  of  the  working  of  such  mines  being  prevented,  stopped 
or  interrupted,  or  of  the  same  having  to  be  worked  in  such  manner  and  under 
such  restrictions  as  not  to  injure  or  be  detrimental  of  the  railway,  and  also  for 
any  minerals  not  purchased  by  the  company  that  cannot  be  obtained  by  reason 
of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  railway." 

I  have  had  the  advantage  of  viewing  the  site  in  company  with  Counsel  for 
the  parties  and  I  have  seen  no  evidence  of  a  mine  or  preparations  for  the  opening 
of  a  mine. 

I  have  read  the  Judgment  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  expressing, 
as  it  does,  his  opinion  as  to  the  law  applicable  to  this  application  and,  in 
particular,  as  to  his  interpretation  of  the  above  section. 
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As  to  the  questions  of  fact,  I  find  that  the  Applicant  had  not  (at  any  time 
material  to  this  application)  on  Claims  1,  2,  4  or  5  a  "mine",  nor  were  prepara- 
tions being  made  for  the  opening  of  a  mine. 

I  concur  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  and  find  that 
the  Applicant  has  not  shown  himself  entitled  to  compensation  under  the  above 
sections  of  the  Railway  Act. 

I  would  dismiss  the  application.

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GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

The  facts  are  set  out  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Deputy  Chief  Commissioner. 

The  hearing  in  this  matter  occupied  three  days.  The  evidence  given  com- 
prises some  439  pages  and  there  were  44  exhibits  filed. 

Following  upon  Mr.  Richard's  application  to  the  Board,  there  was  filed  by 
his  Solicitor  a  brief  setting  out,  with  supporting  documents,  a  very  complete 
submission  as  to  Mr.  Richard's  rights. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  most  exhaustive  written  arguments  and 
replies  were  filed  by  Counsel  for  both  parties. 

The  Board  has  therefore  had  the  benefit  of  a  very  complete  analysis  of 
the  evidence  and  the  law. 

The  Applicant's  claim,  as  stated  by  Counsel  at  the  hearing,  is  for  com- 
pensation under  the  Railway  Act  for  minerals  that  he  alleges  he  cannot  obtain 
by  virtue  of  the  construction  of  the  railway,  i.e.,  minerals  said  to  lie  under  the 
right-of-way  and  also  minerals  that  the  Applicant  alleges  cannot  be  obtained 
because  he  is  impeded  in  the  exploitation  of  his  property  by  the  presence  of  the 
railway. 

What  is  the  Board's  jurisdiction  in  respect  of  such  a  claim?  It  must  be 
found,  in  my  opinion,  wholly  within  section  200  of  the  Railway  Act. 

In  considering  the  claim  to  compensation  it  is  necessary  to  review  certain 
of  the  pertinent  facts  as  set  out  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Deputy  Chief  Commis- 
sioner. 

In  April  of  1958  the  Applicant  staked  Claims  1  and  2  under  Miner's  Certifi- 
cate No.  139500.  On  October  28th,  1958,  one  P.  Aube  located  claims  4  and  5 
under  Miner's  Certificate  No.  140693.  On  the  same  day  these  claims  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  Applicant. 

The  evidence  is  that  the  survey  party  locating  the  line  made  a  preliminary 
survey  in  November  and  December  of  1958. 

By  petition  dated  November  14,  1958,  certain  persons  applied  for  a  Special 
Act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Quebec  to  incorporate  Arnaud  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  that  Company  was  incorporated  by  Special  Act  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly,  being  7—8  Eliz.  II,  c.  187,  assented  to  on  March  5,  1959.  By  that 
Act,  among  other  things,  Arnaud  is  authorized  to  construct  a  railway  from  mile 
8.3  on  the  Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador  Railway  to  Pointe  Noire,  passing 
through  the  Townships  of  Letellier  and  Arnaud  as  more  particularly  set  out  in 
section  10  of  the  Arnaud  Railway  Act.  From  March  5,  1959,  until  July  14,  1960, 
(the  date  upon  which  the  railway  works  and  undertakings  of  the  Company  were 
declared  to  be  works  for  the  general  advantage  of  Canada)  the  location  and 
construction  was  subject  to  Arnaud's  Special  Act  and  to  the  Quebec  Railway 
Act.  * 

On  February  25,  1960,  Arnaud  purchased  from  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in 
the  right  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  a  certain  area  of  land  required  for  the  con- 
struction of  its  railway.  This  was  done  by  a  Notarial  Contract  executed  on  the 
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above  date  and  registered  at  the  Registry  Office  for  the  County  of  Saguenay. 
The  land  purchased  constituted  a  strip  of  land  of  a  maximum  width  of  200  feet 
and  a  minimum  width  of  99  feet  extending  across  the  Applicant's  mining  claims 
1,  2,  4  and  5. 

As  to  notice  to  Arnaud  of  the  Applicant's  interest,  the  evidence  is  not  con- 
clusive. From  the  evidence  it  appears  probable  that  the  railway  received  oral 
notice  in  November  or  December  of  1959.  It  is  clear  that  the  first  written  notifica- 
tion given  to  the  railway  was  by  letter  dated  March  11,  1960.  It  should  be  noted, 
however,  that  this  letter  was  written  approximately  two  weeks  after  the  Deed 
from  the  Crown  to  Arnaud. 

On  April  4,  1960,  the  Applicant  obtained  a  development  licence  covering 
claims  1  and  2.  On  October  26th,  1960,  development  licences  were  issued  to 
the  Applicant  in  respect  of  claims  4  and  5.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  develop- 
ment licences  were  issued  under  the  Mining  Act  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in 
Form  3  of  the  Appendix,  being  the  form  used  for  the  granting  of  a  development 
licence  on  or  under  public  lands. 

Between  the  above  dates,  and  in  July  1960,  the  Parliament  of  Canada  passed 
an  Act  respecting  Wabush  Lake  Railway  Company  Limited  and  Arnaud  Railway 
Company.  This  was  assented  to  on  July  14,  1960.  By  section  2  of  that  Act  the 
railway  works  and  undertakings  of  the  Company  are  declared  to  be  works  for  the 
general  advantage  of  Canada  By  this  Act  the  construction  and  operation  of  the 
railway  was  brought  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board. 

On  September  28,  1960,  the  Board  approved  the  general  location  of  the 
railway.  On  the  same  date  the  Board  approved  the  plans,  profile  and  book  of 
reference.  The  plans,  profile  and  book  of  reference  were  deposited  in  the  office 
of  the  Registrar  of  Deeds  for  the  County  of  Saguenay,  as  required  by  section  175 
of  the  Railway  Act. 

Summarizing  the  legal  position  of  the  Applicant  as  submitted  by  his  Counsel, 
I  understand  it  to  be  that  he  has  acquired  by  transfer  claims  4  and  5,  and  has 
legally  staked  and  is  the  holder  of  claims  1  and  2.  He  is  the  holder  of  develop- 
ment licences,  or  renewals  thereof,  with  respect  to  these  four  claims;  that  as 
such  he  is  the  owner  of  the  minerals  found  on  the  surface  and  in  the  sub-surface 
of  these  claims,  and  consequently  owns  the  surface  rights  over  these  claims. 
Further,  having  been  the  first  occupant  of  these  parcels  of  land,  and  his  rights 
being  registered  at  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  he  has  a  real  right,  immovable,  of 
ownership  of  these  parcels  of  land,  which  right  is  irrevocable  if  the  holder  com- 
plies with  the  Quebec  Mining  Act.  Further,  it  was  not  until  he  held  these  rights 
that  Arnaud  began  to  locate  its  line  of  railway,  and  because  Arnaud  at  the  time 
of  locating  its  line  knew  that  the  Applicant  was  the  holder  of  these  claims,  the 
Company  should  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  section  197  of  the  Railway 
Act  and  obtained  leave  of  the  Board  to  cross  his  claims.  He  submitted  further 
that  because  of  Articles  49,  paragraph  2,  79(2)  and  82,  his  four  claims  being 
adjacent  to  his  mining  concession  in  Blocks  X  and  W,  they  form  one  and  the 
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same  undertaking;  therefore,  when  Arnaud  located  and  constructed  its  railway 
it  did  so  in  contravention  of  section  197  of  the  Railway  Act,  because  at  that 
time  work  of  preparation  for  the  opening  of  a  mine  was  being  lawfully  and  openly 
made. 

With  respect  to  the  agreement  of  sale  between  Her  Majesty,  represented  by 
the  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests  of  Quebec,  and  Arnaud,  the  Applicant  submits 
that  such  Deed  of  Sale  could  not  be  entered  into  without  the  consent  of  the 
Minister  of  Mines,  and  therefore  it  did  not  convey  any  right  or  title  to  Arnaud. 

He  submits  that,  because  of  Article  224  of  the  Quebec  Mining  Act,  only  the 
Minister  of  Mines  has  the  power  of  administration  over  mining  lands  and  may 
sell  them  only  as  provided  in  the  Act.  Moreover,  the  Deed  of  Sale  contains  a 
clause  to  the  effect  that  such  sale  is  subject  to  the  Quebec  Mining  Act  and 
and  regulations  made  thereunder.  Such  sale  consequently  is  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Quebec  Mining  Act  under  which  this  district  comes,  and 
because  the  mining  claims  in  question  were  governed  by  the  Quebec  Mining  Act 
the  Deed  of  Sale  could  not  convey  what  had  already  been  conveyed  to  him  under 
the  Mining  Act. 

His  further  submission  is  that  as  early  as  March,  1960,  the  Company  by 
letter  prohibited  him  from  having  access  to  his  claims,  thus  depriving  him  of 
his  freedom  of  exploiting  such  claims. 

The  Applicant  submits  that  Arnaud  in  its  first  submission  to  the  Board  on 
January  12,  1962,  has  recognized  that  he  was  the  holder  of  these  claims  and 
conceded  that  he  had  the  rights  to  look  and  explore  for  minerals  which,  to  say 
the  least,  is  an  interest  in  the  mining  claims.  He  submits  further  that  it  was 
Arnaud's  duty  to  respect  section  174  of  the  Railway  Act,  which  embraces  the 
owner  or  any  person  having  an  interest  in  the  land,  and  it  had  the  duty  to  acquire 
such  interest  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  deposit  of  the  plans  under 
pain  of  losing  its  rights  and  of  damages.  To  this  point  I  refer  later  in  this 
Judgment. 

Although  in  this  summary  I  do  not  refer  to  all  the  points  raised  by  the 
Applicant,  I  have  considered  them  all,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment 
I  find  it  unnecessary  to  deal  with  the  others. 

With  respect  to  the  mineral  claims,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  certificates 
produced  in  evidence  show  that  the  Applicant  was  the  holder. 

It  is  not  sufficient,  however,  under  section  200  of  the  Railway  Act,  for  a 
person  to  show  that  he  is  the  holder  of  a  mining  claim  or  development  licence 
to  become  entitled  to  compensation.  He  must  prove  that  the  land  severed,  or 
which  cannot  be  worked,  or  that  has  to  be  worked  in  such  manner  and  under 
such  restrictions  as  not  to  injure  or  be  detrimental  to  the  railway,  is  land  lying 
over  or  containing  a  mine,  and  that  minerals  not  purchased  by  the  Company 
cannot  be  obtained  by  reason  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  railway. 
In  my  view  it  is  not  sufficient  to  estimate,  or  even  establish,  the  quantity  of 
minerals  lying  under  the  railway,  and  within  40  yards  thereof,  to  be  entitled 
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to  compensation.  The  claimant,  in  this  instance,  must  prove  damage  in  that  he 
cannot  obtain  the  minerals  that  he  is  by  law  entitled  to  extract. 

The  holder  of  a  mining  claim  has  but  conditional  rights.  Where  a  claim  is 
situated  north  of  the  50th  degree  latitude  North  in  a  straight  line,  such  claim  is 
valid  during  a  period  of  24  months.  He  must  within  that  period,  but  not  later 
than  10  clear  days  after  the  expiry  of  that  period,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  all  rights 
and  privileges,  obtain  a  development  licence  in  accordance  with  section  78  and 
following.  A  development  licence  is  granted  to  the  holder  of  the  claim  on  pay- 
ment of  a  stated  fee  and  on  an  annual  rental,  and  upon  affidavit  that  the  work 
required  has  been  done.  There  are  two  kinds  of  development  licences:  (1)  for 
private  lands  where  the  mining  rights  belong  to  the  Crown;  and  (2)  for  public 
lands.  Such  development  licences  are  in  two  forms.  In  Form  2,  which  is  for 
private  lands,  the  development  licence  (where  the  mining  rights  belong  to  the 
Crown)  shows  in  the  body  of  the  licence  the  name  of  the  private  owner  and 
describes  the  land.  Form  No.  3,  Public  Lands  Development  Licence,  does  not 
describe  the  owner  of  the  land,  the  owner  being  the  Crown. 

A  development  licence  is  valid  for  one  year  and  may  be  transferred  only 
with  the  consent  of  the  Minister.  The  holder  of  a  development  licence  is  pro- 
hibited under  pain  of  the  fines  and  penalties  mentioned  in  section  178  from 
mining  in  any  mine  either  upon  public  or  private  lands,  when  the  mining  rights 
belong  to  the  Crown,  without  having  previously  purchased  the  same  in  accordance 
with  the  Quebec  Mining  Act  (sections  31,  77  and  178). 

The  Applicant  had  not  purchased  the  mining  rights  belonging  to  the  Crown 
in  respect  of  claims  1,  2,  4  and  5.  He  has  submitted  that  because  of  Articles 
49,  paragraph  2,  79(2)  and  82,  his  four  claims  being  adjacent  to  his  mining 
concession  in  Blocks  X  and  W  they  form  one  and  the  same  undertaking,  and 
consequently  he  is  entitled  to  mine  such  claims,  and  that  the  work  done  on  his 
mining  concession  may  be  deemed  to  be  work  done  on  his  four  claims. 

This  raises  the  question  whether,  if  this  is  so,  the  claims  have  been  clothed 
with  the  characteristics  of  the  concession,  i.e.,  to  give  the  right  to  mine  claims 
1,  2,  4  and  5  otherwise  prohibited  by  Article  77  of  the  Quebec  Mining  Act. 

I  do  not  agree  with  the  submission  that  the  effect  of  Articles  49,  79(2)  and 
82  is  to  give  a  right  to  mine  claims  1,  2,  4  and  5.  However,  I  do  not  have  to 
decide  this  point  for,  as  set  out  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Deputy  Chief  Commis- 
sioner, the  Applicant  had  transferred  his  concession  certificate  No.  449  (on 
Blocks  X  and  W)  to  Les  Immeubles  Sept  lies  Ltee,  by  a  Deed  dated  February  9, 
1959,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  vendor  to  remove  rock  from  the  concession  only 
until  July  1959.  Consequently,  at  no  time  during  which  he  alleges  inability  to 
obtain  minerals  was  the  Applicant  owner  of  concession  449  and  could  not  thus 
have  acquired  mining  rights  on  claims  1,  2,  4  and  5. 

The  Applicant  at  no  time  has  held  any  right  to  mine  claims  1,  2,  4  and  5, 
and  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  is  not  entitled  to  any  compensation  under  section 
200  of  the  Railway  Act. 
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Notwithstanding  this  finding,  I  should  deal  with  the  question  as  to  whether 
the  Applicant  retained  any  title  to  the  inferior  minerals  after  the  sale  of  the  land 
by  the  Crown  to  Arnaud  (which  sale  included  the  surface,  but  excluded  any  right 
to  superior  minerals).  There  is  little  question  that  the  Applicant  at  one  time 
held  rights  under  miner's  certificates  in  respect  of  inferior  as  well  as  superior 
minerals.  However,  upon  the  sale  of  the  land  to  the  Railway  Company  the  lands 
became  private  lands  and  by  virtue  of  Article  4,  paragraph  2  of  the  Quebec 
Mining  Act,  once  the  lands  became  private  lands,  building  stone,  stone  and  other 
materials  set  out  in  that  paragraph  ceased  to  be  "minerals"  within  the  meaning 
of  that  paragraph.  It  should  be  noted  at  this  point  that  the  Applicant's  claim  to 
compensation  according  to  the  evidence  is  in  respect  of  stone,  gravel,  silt  and 
like  materials.  In  my  opinion,  while  the  Applicant  may  have  retained  his  rights 
in  respect  of  the  superior  minerals,  once  the  sale  had  been  made  to  Arnaud  he 
lost  them  in  respect  of  such  inferior  minerals  as  lay  on  and  under  the  land  con- 
veyed to  the  Railway  Company. 

In  support  of  his  application  the  Applicant  has  attacked  the  validity  of  the 
title  acquired  by  Arnaud  from  the  Crown.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  the  title  has  not 
been  invalidated  by  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  the  Province,  the  Board 
must  accept  it  as  being  valid. 

With  respect  to  the  point  raised  by  the  Applicant  that  Arnaud's  right  to  take 
the  land  had  ceased  because  it  had  not,  within  one  year  from  the  deposit  of  the 
plans,  profile  and  book  of  reference,  acquired  the  land,  I  need  not  go  any  further 
than  say  that  according  to  the  evidence  Arnaud  had  acquired  the  land  from  the 
Crown  over  six  months  prior  to  the  date  of  sanction  of  such  plans,  profile  and 
book  of  reference  by  the  Board,  therefore  prior  to  such  plans  being  deposited 
with  the  Registrar  of  Deeds  as  required.  Consequently  the  provisions  of  section 
174  of  the  Railway  Act  have  no  application  in  this  case. 

Moreover,  with  respect  to  the  claim  generally,  section  197  of  the  Railway 
Act  reads  as  follows: 

"197.  No  company  shall,  without  the  authority  of  the  Board,  locate  the 
line  of  its  proposed  railway,  or  construct  the  same  or  any  portion  thereof, 
so  as  to  obstruct  or  interfere  with,  or  injuriously  affect  the  working  of,  or 
the  access  or  adit  to  any  mine  then  open,  or  for  the  opening  of  which  prepara- 
tions are,  at  the  time  of  such  location,  being  lawfully  and  openly  made." 
Paraphrasing  the  section  it  may  be  read  as  follows: 

"Any  company  may,  without  authority  of  the  Board,  locate  the  line  of 
its  proposed  railway  or  construct  the  same  or  any  portion  thereof,  if  in  so 
doing  it  will  not  obstruct  nor  interfere,  nor  injuriously  affect  the  working  of, 
or  the  access  or  adit  to  any  mine  then  open  or  for  the  opening  of  which 
preparations  are  at  the  time  of  such  location  being  lawfully  and  openly  made." 
The  prohibition  in  clause  197  is  not  to  require  a  railway  company  to  obtain 
leave  of  the  Board  to  locate  or  construct  its  railway  merely  because  at  the  time 
of  its  location  or  construction  there  is  a  mine  open,  or  for  the  opening  of  which 
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preparations  are  being  lawfully  and  openly  made.  Such  prohibition  requires  the 
railway  company  to  obtain  leave  of  the  Board  to  locate  and  construct  its  railway 
where  a  mine  is  open  or  for  the  opening  of  which  preparations  are  being  lawfully 
and  openly  made,  only  when  such  construction  will  have  the  effect  of  obstructing 
or  interfering  with,  or  injuriously  affecting  the  working  of,  or  the  access  or  adit 
to  such  mine. 

The  Board  has  had  the  advantage  of  viewing  the  site  in  the  company  of 
Counsel  for  the  parties.  In  the  light  of  the  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing,  and 
the  inspection  of  the  site,  I  am  unable  to  find  that  either  at  the  time  of  the  loca- 
tion or  of  the  construction  of  the  railway  the  proposed  work  could  have  the  effect 
of  obstructing  or  interfering  with,  or  injuriously  affecting  the  working  of  or  the 
access  or  adit  to  any  mine  then  open,  or  for  the  opening  of  which  preparations 
were,  at  the  time  of  location,  being  lawfully  and  openly  made.  There  was,  on 
claims  1,  2,  4  or  5,  neither  a  mine  nor  preparations  being  made  for  the  opening 
of  a  mine.  In  this  I  concur  in  the  finding  of  the  Deputy  Chief  Commissioner. 

Section  200  was  introduced  in  the  Railway  Act  in  1919  as  section  197.  A 
similar  section  has  existed  in  the  Ontario  Statutes  since  1913  under  Chap.  36 
of  the  Statutes  of  Ontario  1913,  section  135. 

Prior  to  1919,  compensation  for  the  lands  lying  over  mines  and  minerals 
was  determined  in  an  arbitration  under  the  sections  corresponding  to  sections 
166,  218  et  seq.  of  the  present  Act.  Compensation  and  damages  could  be  awarded 
in  such  an  arbitration  both  for  the  land  taken  and  for  injury  to  the  remainder 
of  the  owner's  land.  As  to  compensation  for  minerals,  the  law  as  it  then 
stood  was  stated  by  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  in  Davies 
v.  James  Bay  Ry.  19  C.R.C.  86  at  page  94;  26  D.L.R.  450;  (1914)  Appeal 
Cases  1043.  Their  Lordships  said  at  page  94,  "It  (the  Railway)  was,  on 
the  other  hand,  put  on  terms  to  compensate  the  mineral  owner  at  once  for 
loss  of  value  arising  from  the  liability  to  support  which  rested  on  him  after 
severance  of  the  titles  to  the  minerals  and  to  the  surface."  Their  Lord- 
ships, at  page  96,  interpreted  the  expropriation  section  as  meaning  that  "there 
is  to  be  an  immediate  claim  for  compensation  for  the  value  of  the  lands  taken 
and  for  injurious  affection  of  any  other  hereditaments  the  title  to  which  is 
affected,  such  as  subjacent  or  adjacent  mines  and  minerals." 

Section  200  has  worked  a  radical  change  in  the  law  as  interpreted  in  the 
Davies  case.  It  was  later  stated  by  the  Board  in  C.N.R.  v.  Gebo  Coal  Company 
Limited,  37  C.R.C.  238  at  246:  "With  the  Act  as  amended,  compensation  either 
for  severance  of  land  or  for  minerals  is  no  longer  made  when  the  right-of-way  is 
expropriated,  but  is  to  be  made  from  time  to  time,  upon  an  application  under  s. 
196,  ss.  2  (now  s.  199,  ss.  2)  of  the  Act,  when  the  actual  damage  sustained  can 
be  accurately  determined." 

Under  section  200,  as  said  by  the  Deputy  Chief  Commissioner  in  the  above 
mentioned  case,  "Compensation  and  damages  to  mine  owners  for  severance  of 
the  land  lying  over  mines,  or  for  mines  or  minerals,  is  now  to  be  fixed  by  the 
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Board,  as  and  when  the  claim  therefor  arises,  and  the  right  to  such  compensation 
is  not  absolute,  but  is  subject  to  being  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  Board." 

To  be  eligible  for  compensation  under  Section  200,  the  Applicant  must  be 
the  owner,  lessee  or  occupier  of  a  mine;  he  must  have  complied  with  the  require- 
ments of  Section  199(2)  of  the  Railway  Act,  and  have  established  the  damage 
suffered  by  reason  of  the  circumstances  set  out  in  that  section.  The  Applicant, 
as  I  have  found,  is  not,  and  was  not,  the  owner,  lessee  or  occupier  of  any  mine 
over  which  the  railway  was  constructed;  he  is  not,  and  was  not,  the  owner, 
lessee  or  occupier  of  any  land  lying  over  a  mine,  which  land  has  been  severed 
by  the  railway;  he  is  not,  and  has  not  been,  prevented  from  working  any  mine; 
he  has  not  been  stopped  or  been  interrupted,  or  been  required  to  work  a  mine  in 
such  manner,  and  under  such  restriction  as  not  to  injure  or  be  detrimental  to  the 
railway;  he  has  not  been  deprived  of  any  minerals  which  the  railway  did  not 
purchase  or  that  he  cannot  obtain  by  reason  of  the  construction  and  operation 
of  the  railway,  and  therefore  I  find  that  the  Applicant  is  not  entitled  to  any 
compensation  under  section  200  of  the  Railway  Act. 

I  would  dismiss  the  application.

DUMONTIER,  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant: 

La  Compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  Arnaud  a  ete  constitute  par  une  loi  special  e 
de  l'Assemblee  legislative  de  la  province  de  Quebec  (7—8  Eliz.  II,  Chapitre 
187  —  sanctionnee  le  5  mars  1959).  Les  travaux  et  entreprises  ferroviaires  de 
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la  compagnie  ont  ete  declares  un  ouvrage  d'utiiite  publique  au  Canada  par 
Particle  2  du  chapitre  63  des  Statuts  du  Canada,  1960,  troisieme  session  — 
sanctionne  le  14  juillet  1960. 

La  carte  indiquant  le  trace  general  de  la  ligne  de  chemin  de  fer  projetee 
par  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  Arnaud,  ci-apres  denommee  "compagnie 
Arnaud",  entre  un  point  situe  pres  du  point  milliaire  8.3  de  la  Quebec  North 
Shore  and  Labrador  Railway  Company  et  Pointe-Noire,  soit  une  distance  d'envi- 
ron  22  milles,  a  ete  approuvee  par  l'ordonnance  n°  102493  de  la  Commission  en 
date  du  28  septembre  1960  et  les  plans,  profils  et  livre  de  renvoi  indiquant  le 
trace  de  la  voie  ferree  entre  lesdits  points  ont  ete  approuves  par  l'ordonnance 
n°  102494  de  la  Commission  en  date  du  28  septembre  1960. 

Le  plan  L— 22,  un  des  plans  approuves  par  l'ordonnance  n°  102494  de  la 
Commission,  indique  la  partie  de  la  voie  ferree,  situee  pres  du  point  milliaire 
10,  qui  traverse  les  claims  miniers  1  et  2,  vises  par  le  certificat  de  mineur 
n°  139500,  et  les  claims  miniers  4  et  5,  vises  par  le  certificat  de  mineur  n° 
140693,  ces  deux  certificats  emis  au  nom  de  J.E.  Richard,  de  Sept-Iles  (P.  Q.). 

Un  contrat  notarie,  date  du  25  fevrier  1960,  souscrit  et  enregistre  au  bureau 
d'enregistrement  du  comte  de  Saguenay  sous  le  numero  30245,  vise  l'achat,  par 
la  compagnie  Arnaud,  de  sa  Majeste  la  Reine,  du  chef  de  la  province  de  Quebec, 
d'une  bande  de  terrain  d'une  largeur  maximum  de  200  pieds  et  d'une  largeur 
minimum  de  99  pieds,  situee  a  travers  les  claims  miniers  susmentionnes. 

En  mars  1961,  la  compagnie  Arnaud  a  retenu  les  services  d'entrepreneurs 
pour  la  construction  de  sa  voie  ferree;  le  deboisement  a  ete  fait  au  mois  de 
mars  et  le  nivellement  de  la  ligne  et  la  pose  de  la  voie  ferree  ont  ete  effectues 
en  octobre  1961.

Cette  concession  miniere  qui  occupe  une  superficie  de  48.6  acres  dans  les 
blocs  W  et  X  du  canton  de  Letellier,  est  situee  a  environ  600  pieds  de  V  emprise 
de  la  compagnie  Arnaud. 

Les  4  et  30  avril  1958,  M.  Richard  a  jalonne  deux  claims  de  40  acres  chacun, 
lesquels  sont  designes  sur  le  plan  L— 22  comme  etant  les  claims  1  et  2,  vises 
par  le  certificat  de  mineur  n°  139500  date  du  31  mars  1958.  Ce  certificat  de 
mineur  pour  les  claims  1  et  2  expirait  les  4  et  30  avril  1960.  Le  4  avril  1960, 
M.  Richard  a  obtenu  le  permis  de  mise  en  valeur  n°  139500  a  regard  de  ces 
claims.  Ce  permis  a  ete  renouvele  le  4  avril  1961  sous  le  numero  98329  et  de 
nouveau  le  4  avril  1962  sous  le  n°  106417. 

Quatre  claims  de  40  acres  chacun,  dont  deux  sont  desigpes  sur  le  plan  L— 22 
comme  etant  les  claims  4  et  5,  vises  par  le  certificat  de  mineur  140693,  date 
du  30  juin  1958  et  delivre  au  nom  de  P.  Aube,  ont  ete  cedes  a  J.E.  Richard  le 
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28  octobre  1958.  Le  26  octobre  I960,  M.  Richard  a  obtenu  un  permis  de  mise  en 
valeur  pour  les  claims  2  a  5,  qui  sont  vises  par  le  certificat  de  mineur  140693, 
lequel  a  ete  renouvele  pour  une  autre  periode  de  douze  mois  pour  les  claims  4 
et  5  sous  le  n<>  103949. 

Le  9  decern bre  1961,  M.  Francois  Francoeur,  avocat  de  J.E.  Richard,  a 
informe  la  Commission  que,  bien  que  le  plan  L— 22,  approuve  par  l'ordonnance 
n°  102494  de  la  Commission,  indiquait  que  la  voie  ferree  traverserait  les  claims 
miniers  1,  2,  4  et  5,  enregistres  au  nom  de  son  client,  la  compagnie  Arnaud 
avait  neanmoins  pris  possession  du  terrain  sans  le  consentement  de  Richard 
et  qu'il  envoy  ait  a  la  compagnie  Arnaud  un  avis  lui  interdisant  de  passer  sur 
les  claims  susmentionnes  de  quelque  maniere  que  ce  soit  et  l'avertissant  que 
toute  tentative  de  le  faire  constituerait  une  violation  de  la  propriete  privee  par 
la  compagnie  Arnaud.

En  ce  qui  concerne  les  allegues  4  et  5,  l'avocat  du  Requerant  soumet  que 
les  articles  197,  198  et  200  sont  dans  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  pour  la 
protection  des  droits  du  proprietaire  ou  de  l'exploitant  de  terrains  miniers  alors 
que  les  articles  199  et  201  y  sont  pour  la  protection  du  public  et  de  la  compagnie 
de  chemin  de  fer.  A  l'appui  de  cette  affirmation,  l'avocat  cite  la  cause  "Attorney 
General  vs  C.N.R.  &  C.P.R.  1958,  C.L.R."  ou  le  juge  Locke,  a  la  page  304, 
emet  1 'opinion  suivante: 

"The  effect  of  Sections  197  to  201,  both  inclusive,  of  the  Railway  Act,  is 
to  ensure  that  when  the  Railway  is  carried  over  lands  which  contain  mine  or 
minerals,  the  interest  of  the  owner  of  such  minerals,  the  travelling  public  and 
the  Railway  Company  are  adequately  protected." 

L'avocat  a  egalement  allegue  qu'en  vertu  de  l'article  170  de  la  Loi  sur  les 
chemins  de  fer,  la  compagnie  est  tenue  de  deposer  ses  plans  sur  papier  avec 
sa  requete  a  la  Commission  pour  l'autorisation  generale  de  construire  son  chemin 
de  fer,  et  si  le  trace  passe  sur  des  terrains  miniers,  avant  de  faire  son  trace  sur 
le  terrain,  elle  doit  avant  de  ce  faire  en  vertu  de  1 'article  197,  faire  une  requete 
additionnelle  a  la  Commission.  L'avocat  du  Requerant  a  egalement  allegue  que 
la  compagnie  Arnaud  doit  etre  condamne  au  montant  entier  des  dommages,  pour 
la  perte  que  subira  le  Requerant,  par  suite  de  cette  prise  de  possession  illegal  e 
d'une  grande  partie  de  ses  terrains  miniers,  dont  elle  lui  nie,  entierement, 
illegaiement  et  arbitrairement  l'usage. 

Le  Requerant  reclame  la  somme  de  $1,184,827  pour  la  perte  qu'il  a  subie 
par  suite  de  l'acte  illegal,  non  justifie  et  arbitraire  de  la  compagnie  intimee  et 
la  somme  de  $4,000  pour  les  frais. 

Ainsi  qu'il  a  ete  mentionne  anterieurement,  le  trace  de  la  voie  de  la  com- 
pagnie Arnaud  a  ete  approuve  par  la  Commission  en  vertu  de  son  ordonnance 
n°  102493  du  28  septembre  1960,  et  le  plan,  le  profil  et  le  livre  de  renvoi  ont 
ete  approuves  par  la  Commission  en  vertu  de  son  ordonnance  n°  102494  du 
28  septembre  1960.  Bien  que  d'apres  un  des  plans  (L— 22)  la  ligne  de  chemin  de 
fer  devait  traverser  les  claims  miniers  de  M.  Richard,  il  est  indique  dans  le 
livre  de  renvoi  que  le  terrain  constituant  1 'emprise  a  ete  acquis  de  la  Couronne. 
Ni  le  plan  ni  la  demande  presentee  par  le  chemin  de  fer  n'inferaient  qu'il  fallait 
presenter  une  demande  en  vertu  de  l'article  197  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer. 

En  vertu  des  dispositions  de  l'article  197,  "Nulle  compagnie  ne  doit,  sans 
l'autorisation  de  la  Commission,  tracer  la  ligne  de  chemin  de  fer  qu'elle  se

propose  d'etablir,  ni  construire  son  chemin  de  fer  ou  une  partie  de  ce  chemin 
de  fer,  de  maniere  a  obstruer  P entree  de  la  galerie,  ou  a  nuire  a  Sexploitation 
d'une  mine  alors  ouverte,  ou  dont  les  preparatifs  d'ouverture  sont  legalement  et 
publiquement  executes  a  l'epoque  de  ce  trace." 

L'avocat  du  Requerant  s'appuya  plutot  sur  son  interpretation  de  la  loi  que 
sur  la  preuve  soumise,  pour  affirmer  qu'une  mine  etait  ouverte  ou  que  les  pre- 
paratifs d'ouverture  avaient  ete  legalement  et  publiquement  executes  a  l'epoque 
du  trace  du  chemin  de  fer. 

II  a  tente  de  demontrer  que  le  Requerant  exploitait  a  l'epoque  du  trace  du 
chemin  de  fer  de  l'intimee  une  mine  ouverte  au  sens  de  la  jurisprudence  et  que 
si  cette  pretention  etait  rejetee,  il  etait  tout  au  moins  l'exploitant  d'une  mine 
dont  les  preparatifs  d'ouverture  avaient  ete  legalement  et  publiquement  executes. 
A  l'appui  de  cet  argument,  il  a  affirme  que  les  permis  de  mise  en  valeur  et  leur 
renouvellement  meme  depuis.  que  le  chemin  de  fer  Arnaud  avait  ete  construit  sur 
les  claims  du  Requerant  sont  une  preuve  concluante  que  celui-ci  a  paye  son 
loyer  et  a  effectue  les  travaux  requis  par  la  loi  pour  1'obtention  de  ces  permis. 

Le  temoignage  de  M.  Richard  au  sujet  des  travaux  effectues  sur  ses  claims 
est  tres  imprecis.  II  semble  incapable  de  donner  une  description  precise  quant 
a  la  nature  des  travaux  et  de  l'endroit  ou  ils  ont  ete  executes.  Quand  M.  Fran- 
coeur  lui  a  demande  comment  il  s'y  etait  pris  pour  obtenir  la  concession  miniere 
n°  449,  deposee  comme  piece  n°  1,  il  a  repondu  de  la  facon  suivante: 

"I  blazed,  I  staked  —  I  blazed  some  —  I  used  some  —  If  I  recall  right  —  some 
of  the  —  there  was  some  old  survey  line  on  one  end  and  then  were  there  was  not 
any  survey  line.  I  blazed  and  placed  some  pickets  around  the  area  that  I  wanted 
to  cover,  and  then  later  on  I  asked  the  land  surveyor  to  survey  those  places  and 
to  place  some  pickets.  That  has  to  be  done  by  a  land  surveyor. 

Q.  After  staking  you  claim  did  you  have  to  obtain  a  development  permit? 

A.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned  I  have.  I  had  to  obtain  it,  because  I  did  obtain 
it  anyway. 

Q.  You  did  obtain  it? 

A.  Yes  because  I  had  the  letter.  I  had  a  letter  arid  prove  to  the  Department 
of  Mines  if  there  was  any  rock  there  because  they  won't  give  you  any  mining 
concession  if  you  cannot  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Mines  that 
there  is  something  there  that  belongs  to  the  Department  of  Mines,  and  that  is 
how  —  that  is  why  you  got  to  do  some  work. 

Q.  And  after  having  obtained  your  development  permit  what  did  you  obtain 
next? 

A.  Mining  concession. 

Q.  The  mining  concession. 

A.  Yes. 

Q.  Incidentally,  what  happened  to  that  mining  concession?  Did  you  keep 
it  long? 

A.  Well,  I  kept  it  until  the  end  of  1960,  I  had  an  understanding  with  the 
Immeubles  Sept-Iles.  I  needed  some  money  badly  in  1959,  so  I  mortgaged  my 
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property  and  in  1960,  at  the  end  of  1960  around  December,  I  was  given  final 
notice  by  a  notary  Mr.  Morin  that  I  was  not  any  more  entitled  to  work  on  that 
property  and  it  was  his  for  good. 

Q.  By  your  knowledge  what  was  the  approximate  quantity  of  stone  that 
was  left  in  that  quarry? 

A.  Well,  you  see  I  never  did  operate  the  quarry  itself,  only  the  stone  pit 
you  see,  this  -  not  stone,  what  is  silt  that  I  showed  to  the  Member  of  the  Board 
a  couple  a  days  ago.  That  quarry  has  been  operated  before  by  somebody  else 
1950  if  I  understand.  So  I  imagine,  to  my  own  knowledge  and  according  to  other 
information  that  I  gathered  from  mining  from  engineers  who  saw  it  and  were 
interested  once  in  a  while  for  the  company  in  the  —  they  tell  me  there  was  about 
700,000  tons." 

Plus  tard: 

"Q.  Now  my  question  was  Mr.  Richard,  not  on  mining  concession  449  then 
but  on  the  claims,  did  you  do  some  work  in  the  next  24  months? 

A.  In  1959  I  done  a  lot  of  work  in  claim  no.  1,  139500,  the  pit  there  is 
there  and  it  is  very  easy  to  see,  it  is  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  road.  I  sunk 
my  tractor  there  about  three  or  four  times.  I  got  some  bills  from  H.J.  O'Connell 
and  I  got  some  bills  from  Port  Cartier  Transport  and  from  Sept  lies  Express. 
That  is  when  I  come  there  and  dug  my  tractor  out  of  the  (pit)  out  of  the  clay. 
There  was  a  clay  formation  there." 

Contre-interroge  par  M.  de  Billy  sur  le  genre  de  travaux  effectues  sur  ses 
claims,  M.  Richard  a  repondu  de  la  fa  con  suivante: 

Mr.  de  Billy:  "Q.  Mr.  Richard,  have  you  done  any  diamond  drilling  on  any  of 
those  claims? 

A.  Diamond  drilling,  no. 

Q.  Have  you  constructed  on  any  of  those  claims  any  mining  shaft? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  done  any  excavations  into  the  rock? 
A.  No. 

Q.  Have  you  done  any  trenches? 

A.  I  used  the  trench  in  this  here,  I  can  see  if  —  can  I  see  that  now,  sir? 

Q.  Yes. 

A.  You  can  see  two  things  I  have  done  according  to  article  80,  what  we 
call  stripping,  that  I  done,  and  the  next  word  which  say  in  French  "tranchee". 
That  is  it  is  not  "tranchee"  in  the  rock,  it  is  "tranchee"  because  after  that 
we  have  excavations  done,  really  that  is  "tranchee"  in  the  rock.  That  is  first 
"decapage  de  roc",  "tranchee",  which  it  is  "tranchee"  you  can  do  it  in  silt 
or  sand  or  anything. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  * 'tranchee"  can  be  done  in  soft  material? 

A.  Absolutely,  because  that  is  why  you  have  the  next  word  excavation  in 
the  rock. 

Q.  So  have  you  done  any  trenches? 
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A.  Yes.  Well,  I  mean  if  you  call  that  trenches.  I  done  holes  anyway.  I  don't 
know  if  they  were  round.  Maybe  if  I  have  a  trench  has  to  be  just  like  that,  no. 
I  just  bulldozed  and  removed  the  material  and  I  done  everything/' 

On  peut  conclure  de  ces  temoignages  que  M.  Richard  exploitait  une  mine 
ouverte  ou  qu'il  executait  des  preparatifs  d'ouverture  d'une  mine. 

II  a  egalement  mis  en  preuve  que  les  blocs  W  et  X,  vises  par  le  certificat 
de  concession  miniere  n°  449  situes  a  environ  600  pieds  au  sud  de  l'emprise  du 
chemin  de  fer  ont  ete  arpentes  en  1958  et  que  M.  Richard  a  jalonne  les  claims  1 
et  2  et  obtenu  le  transfert  des  claims  4  et  5  la  meme  annee.  Richard  a  obtenu 
son  premier  permis  de  mise  en  valeur  le  4  avril  1960. 

D'apres  le  temoignage  rendu  par  M.  Carrier,  un  employe  de  l'arpenteur  qui 
a  prepare  les  plans  pour  la  construction  du  chemin  de  fer,  l'arpentage  prelimi- 
naire  a  ete  fait  en  novembre  et  decembre  1958.  En  avril  1961,  M.  Carrier  fit  un 
autre  arpentage  de  la  meme  region  en  vue  de  preparer  le  plan  depose  comme 
piece  n°  24.  A  cette  epoque,  l'emprise  avait  ete  deboise  sur  une  largeur  d'envi- 
ron  100  pieds.  Lorsque  M.  de  Billy  demanda  a  M.  Carrier  "sur  cette  emprise-la, 
avez-vous  vu  des  indications  d'operations  de,  ou  de  travail  minier?",  celui-ci 
repondit:  "non,  pas  a  cet  endroit-la." 

Le  temoin,  M.  Albert,  adjoint  administratif  de  la  Wabush  Iron  Company,  a 
declare  au  cours  de  son  temoignage  que  M.  Richard  lui  avait  parle  de  ses  claims 
en  1959  et  qu'il  lui  avait  dit  d'en  parler  a  M.  Gibault,  ingenieur-conseil  de  la 
compagnie  Arnaud.  En  octobre  1960,  M.  Albert  se  rendit  sur  l'emprise  du  chemin 
de  fer  a  proximite  des  claims  de  M.  Richard.  II  a  repondu  de  la  facon  suivante 
aux  questions  que  lui  a  posees  M.  de  Billy: 

"Q.  In  1960.  Did  you  walk  or  travel  the  right  of  way  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
crossing  with  the  Rapide  Lake  Road? 

A.  I  did. 

Q.  You  did.  Going  east  how  long  approximately  did  you  walk? 
A.  About  3500  feet. 

Q.  About  3500  feet.  Did  you  observe  anything  in  that  distance? 
A.  I  didn't  notice  any  activities  except  a  pulpwood,  an  area  where  pulpwood 
had  been  cut." 

Etant  donne  que  rien  n'indiquait  qu'il  existait  une  mine  ouverte  ni  qu'on 
effectuait  des  preparatifs  en  vue  de  l'ouverture  d'une  mine  pres  de  l'emprise 
a  1 'epoque  du  trace  et  de  la  construction  du  chemin  de  fer,  la  compagnie  Arnaud 
n'etait  pas  tenue  de  presenter  une  requete  en  vertu  de  1 'article  197  de  la  Loi  sur 
les  chemins  de  fer. 

C'est  le  25  fevrier  1960  que  la  compagnie  Arnaud  acheta  du  ministere  des 
Terres  et  Forets  les  terrains  necessaires  a  la  construction  du  chemin  de  fer. 
Bien  que  M.  Richard  eut  jalonne  ses  claims  en  1958,  ce  n'est  que  le  11  mars 
1960  qu'il  avisa  la  compagnie  Arnaud  de  1 'existence  de  ses  claims  et  que  le 
4  avril  1960  qu'il  obtint  son  premier  permis  de  mise  en  valeur. 

En  vertu  de  1 'article  198  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  la  compagnie 
n'a  pas  droit,  a  moins  qu'elle  ne  les  ait  expressement  achetes,  aux  mines, 
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minerais,  metaux,  charbon,  ardoise,  huiles  minerales,  gaz  et  autres  mineraux, 
a  la  surface  ou  sous  le  sol  des  terrains  qu'elle  achete  ou  qu'elle  prend  en  vertu 
des  pouvoirs  coercitifs  que  lui  confere  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  excepte 
ceux  qu'il  lui  faut  extraire,  enlever  ou  employer  dans  la  construction  de  ses 
ouvrages. 

Lorsqu'elle  a  achete  du  ministere  des  Terres  et  Forets  les  terrains  devant 
servir  a  l'amenagement  de  son  emprise,  la  compagnie  Arnaud  n'a  pas  achete  les 
mineraux  sous  le  sol  de  ces  terrains.  Lorsque  le  commissaire  en  chef  adjoint  lui 
a  demande  si  la  reclamation  d'indemnisation  comprenait  une  reclamation  en  vertu 
de  l'article  198  a  l'egard  des  mineraux  que  la  compagnie  aurait  pu  extraire, 
enlever  ou  employer  dans  la  construction  de  ses  ouvrages,  l'avocat  du  Requerant 
a  repondu  de  la  facon  suivante:  "We  don't  claim  anything  for  the  minerals  that 
have  been  used  for  the  construction  of  the  railroad." 

Le  Requerant  demande  d'etre  indemnise  pour  les  mineraux  qu'il  ne  peut 
obtenir  en  raison  de  la  presence  du  chemin  de  fer  sur  ses  claims.  L'emprise 
du  chemin  de  fer  dont  la  largeur  varie  entre  99  et  200  pieds  traverse  les  quatre 
claims  de  Test  a  l'ouest  de  telle  maniere  que  ceux-ci  s'etendent  sur  une  distance 
d'environ  100  a  1000  pieds  au  nord  du  chemin  de  fer  et  de  150  a  1,600  pieds  au 
sud  du  chemin  de  fer. 

L'article  199  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  est  ainsi  concur 

"(1)  Nul  proprietaire,  locataire  ou  exploitant  de  ces  mines  ou  mineraux 
gisant  sous  le  chemin  de  fer  ou  sous  l'un  des  ouvrages  qui  en  dependent,  ou 
situes  a  moins  de  quarante  verges  du  chemin  de  fer  ou  de  l'ouvrage,  ne  peut  les 
exploiter  avant  d'avoir  obtenu  de  la  Commission  une  autorisation  a  cet  effet. 

(2)  En  s'adressant  a  la  Commission  pour  obtenir  l'autorisation  d'exploiter 
ces  mines  ou  mineraux,  le  requerant  doit  soumettre  un  plan  et  un  profil  de  la 
partie  du  chemin  de  fer  qui  doit  etre  visee  par  cette  exploitation,  ainsi  que  des 
ouvrages  ou  du  materiel  de  mine  dont  le  projet  de  construction  ou  de  mise  en 
service  doit  affecter  le  chemin  de  fer;  et  ce  plan  et  ce  profil  doivent  donner 
tous  les  renseignements  et  details  raisonnables  et  necessaires  sur  l'etendue 
et  la  nature  de  ces  ouvrages  et  de  ce  materiel. 

(3)  La  Commission  peut  accorder  cette  requete  aux  termes  et  aux  conditions, 
relativement  a  la  protection  et  a  la  surete  du  public,  que  la  Commission  juge 
necessaires,  et  elle  peut  ordonner  que  soient  executes  les  autres  ouvrages  ou 
que  soient  prises  les  autres  mesures  que  la  Commission,  dans  les  circonstances, 
juge  les  plus  propres  a  faire  disparaitre  ou  a  diminuer  le  danger  resultant  ou 
pouvant  resulter  de  ces  operations  minieres." 

A  mon  avis,  le  Requerant  n'avait  pas  une  mine  a  cet  endroit,  et  meme  s'il 
en  avait  eu  une,  il  ne  s'est  jamais  prevalu  des  dispositions  de  l'article  199. 

Au  cours  de  son  temoignage,  M.  Philippe  Duguay,  ingenieur  des  mines,  a 
declare  qu'on  estime  que  les  mineraux  inferieurs  qui  se  trouvent  entre  1 'elevation 
170  et  la  surface  dans  les  limites  des  claims  de  M.  Richard  comprennent  environ 
14,918,686  verges  cubes  de  pierre  et  2,295,740  verges  cubes  de  terre  meuble, 
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c'est-a-dire  des  depots  vaseux,  du  gravier,  de  l'argile,  du  sable,  etc.  II  a  declare 
que  la  presence  du  chemin  de  fer  Tempeche  d'effectuer  des  travaux  d'exploitation 
miniere  a  moins  de  40  verges  de  celui-ci  et  en  se  basant  sur  Televation  170,  il 
a  estime  que  la  pierre  et  les  autres  mineraux  qui  ne  pouvaient  etre  extraits  a 
cause  de  la  presence  du  chemin  de  fer  comprenaient  environ  856,060  verges 
cubes  de  pierre  et  577,690  verges  cubes  de  terre  meuble. 

Dans  ses  calculs,  M.  Duguay  s'est  base  sur  des  renseignements  tires  de 
cartes  de  claims  de  la  province  de  Quebec,  du  plan  et  du  profil  2103,  (L— 22), 
depose  comme  piece  25  et  des  rapports  geologiques  de  la  province  de  Quebec, 
1942  et  1945,  prepares  par  Carl  Faessler.  M.  Duguay  a  egalement  passe  deux 
a  trois  heures  sur  les  claims  de  M.  Richard  le  23  juin  1962.  Contre-interroge  par 
l'avocat  de  la  compagnie  Arnaud,  il  a  declare  qu'outre  la  graviere  situee  dans 
les  blocs  W  et  X  et  la  construction  du  chemin  de  fer,  les  autres  travaux  effectues 
sur  ces  claims  ne  consistaient  qu'en  chemins  d'acces  ou  apparemment  la  surface 
du  sol  avait  ete  deblayee  et  les  gros  cailloux  enleves. 

Au  cours  de  son  temoignage,  M.  Nutting,  surintendant  general  de  Tentreprise 
Wabush,  a  declare  s'etre  rendu  dans  la  region  ou  sont  situes  les  claims  de  M. 
Richard  en  particulier  a  la  fin  de  mars  1961  et  qu'il  avait  remarque  dans  le 
secteur  des  claims  seulement  la  presence  d'un  "bulldozer"  qui  se  trouvait  a 
Pest  du  chemin  de  la  Riviere  des  Rapides  et  a  environ  500  pieds  au  sud  de 
l'emprise  du  chemin  de  fer. 

Quand  on  lui  a  demande  comment  on  devrait  proceder  pour  l'ouverture  d'une 
carriere  dans  ce  secteur,  M.  Nutting  a  declare  que  pour  en  constater  la  rentabilite 
on  devrait  effectuer  des  forages  tres  rapproches  les  uns  des  autres  afin  de  deter- 
miner l'etendue  de  la  reserve,  et  etablir  un  plan  minier  approprie  afin  de  deter- 
miner a  quel  endroit  ouvrir  la  carriere. 

Au  cours  de  son  temoignage,  M.  Richard  C.  Schmidt,  geologue  a  l'emploi 
de  Pickands,  Mather  and  Company,  a  declare  avoir  poursuivi  une  etude  geologique 
du  secteur  les  9  et  10  avril  1962.  A  la  suite  de  son  inspection,  il  a  estime  a 
environ  2,082,000  verges  cubes  la  quantite  de  roche  susceptible  d'etre  vendue. 
II  a  declare  qu'il  ne  parlait  que  des  formations  rocheuses  surplombant  les  terrains 
environnants  et  qu'il  avait  pu  observer  facilement.  II  a  egalement  declare  qu'il 
ne  tenterait  pas  d'estimer  la  quantite  de  roche  souterraine  jusqu'a  l'elevation 
170,  calcul  qui  pouvait  etre  etabli  au  moyen  de  seismographes  ou  par  des 
forages. 

On  voit  bien  d'apres  Tecart  important  qui  existe  entre  les  estimations  de 
M.  Duguay,  ingenieur  des  mines  et  celles  de  M.  Schmidt,  geologue,  que  les 
renseignements  obtenus  ne  sont  pas  suffisants  pour  determiner  la  nature  et  la 
quantite  de  mineraux  qui  se  trouvent  sur  ces  claims. 

II  a  ete  mis  en  preuve  que  depuis  qu'il  avait  jalonne  ses  claims  en  1958, 
M.  Richard  n'avait  enleve  qu'environ  4,000  verges  cubes  de  depots  vaseux 
d'une  ancienne  graviere  situee  dans  les  blocs  W  et  X  a  proximite  de  ses  claims 
et  qu'il  n'avait  effectue  sur  ces  derniers  aucun  travail  pouvant  etre  considere 
comme  de  Sexploitation  miniere  ou  des  preparatifs  d'ouverture  de  mine. 
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En  vertu  de  l'article  200  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  la  Commission 
a  le  pouvoir  d'ordonner  que  le  proprietaire  d'une  mine  soit  indemnise.  Voici 
l'article  en  question: 

"La  compagnie  doit,  s'il  y  a  lieu,  payer  au  proprietaire,  au  locataire  ou  a 
l'exploitant  de  ces  mines  l'indemnite  que  la  Commission  determine  et  ordonne 
de  payer,  par  le  fait  ou  a  cause  du  passage  du  chemin  de  fer  sur  le  terrain  qui 
recouvre  ces  mines,  ou  parce  que  Sexploitation  de  ces  mines  est  empechee, 
arretee  ou  interrompue,  ou  parce  que  ces  mines  doivent  etre  exploitees  de  cer- 
taine  maniere  et  selon  certaines  restrictions  pour  ne  pas  endommager  le  chemin 
de  fer  ou  lui  etre  prejudiciables,  et  aussi  a  cause  des  mineraux  non  achetes 
par  la  compagnie  et  qu'il  est  impossible  d'obtenir  du  fait  de  la  construction  et 
de  la  mise  en  service  du  chemin  de  fer. " 

J'ai  eu  l'occasion  de  me  rendre  sur  l'emplacement  en  compagnie  des  avocats 
des  parties,  et  je  n'ai  rien  vu  qui  indiquait  Pexistence  d'une  mine  a  cet  endroit 
ni  qui  indiquait  qu'on  se  preparait  a  en  ouvrir  une. 

J'ai  lu  le  jugement  du  commissaire  en  chef  adjoint  dans  lequel  il  exprime 
son  opinion  sur  les  articles  de  loi  qui  s'appliquent  a  la  requete  en  cause  et  ou 
il  donne  en  particulier  son  interpretation  de  l'article  qui  precede. 

En  ce  qui  concerne  les  faits,  je  suis  d'avis  que  le  Requerant  n'avait  pas 
une  "mine''  sur  les  claims  1,  2,  4  ou  5  durant  les  periodes  visees  par  la  requete 
en  cause,  et  qu'il  ne  s'y  faisait  pas  de  preparatifs  en  vue  de  l'ouverture  d'une 
mine. 

Je  partage  l'opinion  du  commissaire  en  chef  adjoint  et,  a  mon  avis,  le 
Requerant  n'a  pas  prouve  qu'il  a  droit  a  une  indemnite  en  vertu  des  articles 
precites  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer. 

Je  rejetterais  la  requete.

Je  suis  d'accord  avec  les  conclusions  et  la  decision  du  commissaire  en 
chef  suppleant  et  je  rejetterais  la  requete.

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H.H.  GRIFFIN,  commissaire  en  chef  adjoint: 

Les  faits  sont  exposes  dans  le  jugement  du  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant. 

L'audition  de  cette  cause  a  dure  trois  jours.  La  preuve  est  comprise  dans 
quel  que  439  pages  et  44  pieces  a  l'appui  ont  ete  deposees. 

A  la  suite  de  la  requete  presentee  a  la  Commission  par  M.  Richard,  l'avocat 
de  ce  dernier  a  depose  un  memoire  donnant,  avec  documents  a  l'appui,  un  expose 
tres  complet  des  droits  de  M.  Richard. 

A  la  fin  de  P audition,  les  avocats  des  deux  parties  ont  presente,  par  ecrit, 
des  plaidoyers  et  des  repliques  tres  elabores. 

Par  consequent,  la  Commission  a  pu  beneficier  d'une  analyse  tres  complete 
de  la  preuve  et  de  la  loi. 

Ainsi  que  l'a  declare  son  avocat  lors  de  l'audition,  le  Requerant  reclame, 
en  vertu  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  une  indemnite  a  l'egard  de  mineraux 
qu'il  pretend  ne  pouvoir  fetirer  par  suite  de  la  construction  du  chemin  de  fer, 
c'est-a-dire  des  mineraux  qu'on  dit  se  trouver  sous  l'emprise  du  chemin  de  fer 
et  aussi  d'autres  mineraux  que  le  reclamant  pretend  ne  pouvoir  atteindre  parce 
qu'il  est  entrave  dans  Sexploitation  de  sa  propriete  par  la  presence  du  chemin 
de  fer. 

Quels  sont  les  pouvoirs  de  la  Commission  devant  une  reclamation  de  ce 
genre?  A  mon  avis,  nous  devons  nous  en  tenir,  a  cet  egard,  aux  dispositions 
de  l'article  200  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer. 

En  etudiant  la  demande  d'indemnite,  il  faut  reexaminer  certains  des  faits 
pertinents  exposes  dans  le  jugement  du  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant. 

En  avril  1958,  le  Requerant  a  jalonne  les  claims  1  et  2  vises  par  le  certifi- 
cat  de  mineur  n°  139500.  Le  28  octobre  1958,  un  certain  P.  Aube  jalonnait  les 
claims  4  et  5  vises  par  le  certificat  de  mineur  n°  140693.  Le  meme  jour,  ces 
claims  etaient  transported  au  requerant. 

Selon  la  preuve,  les  arpenteurs  qui  ont  etabli  le  trace  de  la  ligne  avaient 
fait  un  releve  preliminaire  en  novembre  et  decembre  1958. 

Par  requete  en  date  du  14  novembre  1958,  certaines  personnes  ont  fait  une 
demande  a  TAssemblee  legislative  du  Quebec  en  vue  d'obtenir  une  loi  speciale 
constituant  en  societe  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  Arnaud  et  cette  compagnie 
a  ete  constitute  en  societe  par  une  loi  speciale  de  l'Assemblee  legislative, 
7—8  Eliz.  II,  c.  187,  sanctionnee  le  5  mars  1959.  Par  cette  loi,  la  compagnie 
Arnaud  est  autorisee,  entre  autres  choses,  a  construire  un  chemin  de  fer  allant 
du  point  milliaire  8.3  du  Quebec  North  Shore  and  Labrador  Railway  jusqu'a 
Point e-Noire,  traversant  les  cantons  de  Letellier  et  d* Arnaud,  trace  plus 
particulierement  decrit  a  l'article  10  de  la  Loi  sur  le  chemin  de  fer  Arnaud. 
Entre  le  5  mars  1959  et  le  14  juillet  1960,  date  a  laquelle  les  travaux  de  cons- 
truction du  chemin  de  fer  et  les  entreprises  de  la  compagnie  etaient  declares 
etre  un  ouvrage  d'utilite  publique,  le  trace  et  la  construction  relevaient  de  la 
loi  speciale  sur  le  chemin  de  fer  Arnaud  et  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer 
du  Quebec. 
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Le  25  fevrier  1960,  ]a  compagnie  Arnaud  a  achete  de  sa  Majeste  la  Reine 
du  chef  de  la  province  de  Quebec  tine  certaine  etendue  de  terrain  necessaire 
a  la  construction  de  son  chemin  de  fer.  Cette  transaction  a  ete  faite  par  contrat 
notarie  souscrit  a  la  date  susmentionnee  et  enregistre  au  bureau  d'enregistrement 
du  comte  de  Saguenay.  Le  terrain  achete  etait  une  bande  de  terre  d'une  largeur 
allant  d'un  maximum  de  200  pieds  a  un  minimum  de  99  pieds  et  traversant  les 
claims  miniers  1,  2,  4  et  5  du  requerant. 

Quant  a  l'avis  donne  a  la  compagnie  Arnaud  relativement  aux  droits  du 
Requerant,  la  preuve  n'est  pas  concluante.  D'apres  la  preuve,  il  semble  probable 
que  le  chemin  de  fer  a  recu  un  avis  verbal  en  novembre  ou  decembre  1959.  II  est 
clair  que  le  premier  avis  ecrit  donne  a  la  compagnie  a  ete  donne  par  lettre  en 
date  du  11  mars  1960.  On  remarquera  cependant  que  cette  lettre  a  ete  ecrite 
environ  deux  semaines  apres  la  date  de  l'acte  passe  entre  la  Couronne  et  la 
compagnie  Arnaud. 

Le  4  avril  1960,  le  Requerant  obtenait  un  permis  de  mise  en  valeur  pour 
les  claims  1  et  2.  Le  26  octobre  1960,  des  permis  de  mise  en  valeur  etaient 
delivres  au  Requerant  pour  les  claims  4  et  5.  On  remarquera  que  ces  permis  ont 
ete  delivres  en  vertu  de  la  Loi  des  mines  de  la  province  de  Quebec  et  rediges 
en  conformite  de  la  formule  3  donnee  en  appendice  et  utilisee  pour  les  permis 
de  mise  en  valeur  sur  ou  sous  les  terres  publiques. 

Entre  les  dates  susmentionnees,  et  en  juillet  1960,  le  Parlement  du  Canada 
a  adopte  une  loi  concernant  la  Wabush  Lake  Railway  Company  Limited  et  la 
compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  Arnaud.  Cette  loi  a  ete  sanctionnee  le  14  juillet 
1960.  En  vertu  de  l'article  2  de  cette  loi,  les  travaux  et  entreprises  de  la  com- 
pagnie etaient  declares  un  ouvrage  d'utilite  publique  au  Canada.  En  vertu  de 
cette  loi,  la  construction  et  l'exploitation  du  chemin  de  fer  passaient  sous  la 
juridiction  de  la  Commission. 

Le  28  septembre  1960,  la  Commission  a  approuve  le  trace  general  du  chemin 
de  fer.  Le  meme  jour,  la  Commission  approuvait  les  plans,  profils  et  livre  de 
renvoi.  Les  plans,  profils  et  livre  de  renvoi  ont  ete  deposes  au  bureau  du  regis- 
traire  des  titres  du  comte  de  Saguenay,  en  conformite  des  dispositions  de  l'article 
175  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer. 

A  mon  avis,  la  position  du  Requerant  du  point  de  vue  de  la  loi,  telle  que 
l'a  exposee  son  avocat,  est,  en  resume,  qu'il  a  acquis  par  voie  de  cession  les 
claims  4  et  5  et  qu'il  a  legal ement  jalonne  les  claims  1  et  2  et  qu'il  en  est  le 
detenteur.  II  est  porteur  de  permis  de  mise  en  valeur  ou  de  renouvellements  de 
tels  permis,  applicables  aux  quatre  claims  en  question;  que,  a  ce  titre,  il  est 
proprietaire  des  mineraux  trouves  a  la  surface  ou  sous  la  surface  de  ces  claims 
et  a,  par  consequent,  des  droits  de  surface  sur  ces  claims.  En  outre,  ayant  ete 
le  premier  occupant  de  ces  terrains,  et  ses  droits  etant  enregistres  au  Bureau  des 
mines,  il  a  un  droit  de  propriete  reel,  immobilier,  sur  ces  terrains,  lequel  droit 
est  irrevocable  si  le  detenteur  observe  la  Loi  des  mines  de  Quebec.  En  outre, 
la  compagnie  Arnaud  n'a  pas  commence  a  determiner  le  trace  de  son  chemin 
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de  fer  avant  que  le  Requerant  n'ait  ete  possesseur  de  ces  droits  et  parce  que, 
au  moment  ou  la  compagnie  Arnaud  a  determine  le  trace  de  sa  ligne,  elle  savait 
que  le  Requerant  etait  le  detenteur  de  ces  claims,  la  compagnie  aurait  du  se 
conformer  aux  dispositions  de  l'article  197  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  et 
obtenir  la  permission  de  la  Commission  pour  traverser  les  claims.  II  soutient 
qu'en  vertu  du  paragraphe  2  de  l'article  49,  du  paragraphe  2  de  l'article  79  et  de 
l'article  82,  ses  quatre  claims  etant  adjacents  a  sa  concession  miniere  dans 
les  blocs  W  et  X,  ils  forment  une  seule  et  meme  exploitation;  par  consequent, 
quand  la  compagnie  Arnaud  a  etabli  le  trace  de  son  chemin  de  fer  et  a  construit 
celui-ci,  elle  a  enfreint  l'article  197  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  vu  qu'a 
cette  epoque  les  travaux  de  preparation  en  vue  de  l'ouverture  d'une  mine  etaient 
legalement  et  pubtiquement  en  cours. 

Quand  au  contrat  de  vente  intervenu  entre  Sa  Majeste,  representee  par  le 
ministre  des  Terres  et  Forets  du  Quebec,  et  la  compagnie  Arnaud,  le  Requerant 
pretend  qu'un  tel  acte  de -vente  ne  pouvait  pas  etre  passe  sans  le  consentement 
du  ministre  des  Mines  et  que,  par  consequent,  il  ne  donnait  ni  droit  ni  titre  a  la 
compagnie  Arnaud. 

II  pretend  que,  en  vertu  de  l'article  224  de  la  Loi  des  mines  de  Quebec, 
le  ministre  des  Mines  a  seul  le  pouvoir  d'administrer  les  terrains  miniers  et  il 
peut  les  vendre  seulement  en  conformite  des  dispositions  de  la  Loi.  En  outre, 
l'acte  de  vente  contient  une  clause  suivant  laquelle  la  vente  est  soumise  aux 
dispositions  de  la  Loi  des  mines  de  Quebec  et  de  ses  reglements  d'execution. 
Par  consequent,  ladite  vente  est  soumise  aux  exigences  de  la  Loi  des  mines  de 
Quebec,  de  laquelle  releve  ce  district,  et  vu  que  les  claims  miniers  en  question 
sont  vises  par  la  Loi  des  mines  de  Quebec,  l'acte  de  vente  ne  peut  ceder  ce 
qui  lui  avait  deja  ete  cede  a  lui-meme  en  vertu  de  la  Loi  des  mines. 

II  soutient  aussi  que  des  mars  1960,  la  compagnie  lui  interdisait  par  lettre 
l'acces  a  ses  claims,  le  privant  ainsi  de  sa  liberte  d'exploiter  lesdits  claims. 

Le  Requerant  dit  que  dans  son  premier  memoire  adresse  a  la  Commission, 
le  12  janvier  1962,  la  compagnie  Arnaud  admettait  qu'il  etait  le  detenteur  de 
ces  claims  et  admettait  qu'il  avait  le  droit  de  faire  des  recherches  et  de  l'ex- 
ploration  en  vue  de  trouver  des  mineraux,  ce  qui  constitue  au  moins  un  interet 
dans  les  claims  miniers.  II  dit  en  outre  que  la  compagnie  Arnaud  avait  le  devoir 
de  se  conformer  aux  dispositions  de  l'article  174  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de 
fer,  lequel  vise  le  proprietaire  ou  toute  personne  ayant  un  interet  dans  le  terrain, 
et  qu'elle  avait  le  devoir  de  se  porter  acquereur  de  cet  interet  dans  un  delai 
d'un  an  a  compter  de  la  date  du  depot  des  plans  sous  peine  de  perdre  ses  droits 
et  d'avoir  a  payer  des  dommages.  Je  parle  de  ce  point  plus  loin  dans  le  present 
jugement. 

Bien  que,  dans  ce  resume,  je  n'aie  pas  mentionne  tous  les  points  souleves 
par  le  Requerant,  je  les  ai  tous  etudies  et  aux  fins  du  present  jugement  je  ne 
considere  pas  qu'il  soit  necessaire  de  traiter  des  autres. 

En  ce  qui  concerne  les  claims  miniers,  je  suis  convaincu  que  les  certificats 
deposes  en  preuve  demontrent  que  le  Requerant  en  etait  le  detenteur. 
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Toutefois,  aux  termes  de  l'article  200  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer, 
il  ne  suffit  pas  qu'une  personne  demontre  qu'elle  est  detenteur  d'un  claim  minier 
ou  porteur  d'un  permis  de  mise  en  valeur  pour  avoir  droit  a  une  indemnite.  L'in- 
teresse  doit  prouver  que  le  terrain  sur  lequel  passe  ie  chemin  de  fer,  ou  qui  ne 
peut  etre  exploite,  ou  qui  doit  etre  exploite  d'une  certaine  maniere  ou  sous 
certaines  restrictions  pour  ne  pas  endommager  le  chemin  de  fer  ou  lui  etre 
prejudiciable,  est  un  terrain  qui  s'etend  au-dessus  d'une  mine  ou  qui  contient 
une  mine  et  que  les  mineraux  qui  n'ont  pas  ete  achetes  par  la  compagnie  ne 
peuvent  etre  atteints  en  raison  de  la  construction  et  de  la  mise  en  service  du 
chemin  de  fer.  A  mon  avis,  il  ne  suffit  pas  d'estimer,  ni  meme  d'etablir,  la  quan- 
tite  de  mineraux  qui  se  trouve  sous  le  chemin  de  fer  et  a  40  verges  ou  moins 
du  chemin  de  fer,  pour  avoir  droit  a  une  indemnite.  Le  Requerant  doit,  en  ce 
cas,  demontrer  qu'il  subit  des  dommages  du  fait  qu'il  ne  peut  atteindre  les 
mineraux  qu'il  a  legalement  le  droit  d'extraire. 

Le  detenteur  d'un  claim  minier  n'a  que  des  droits  conditionnels.  Lorsqu'un 
claim  est  situe  au  nord  du  50e  degre  de  latitude  nord  en  droite  ligne,  il  est 
valable  pour  une  periode  de  vingt-quatre  mois.  Durant  cette  periode,  ou  au  plus 
tard  10  jours  francs  apres  l'expiration  de  cette  periode,  le  detenteur  doit,  sous 
peine  de  decheance  de  ses  droits  et  privileges,  obtenir  un  permis  de  mise  en 
valeur  en  conformite  des  articles  78  et  les  suivants.  Un  permis  de  mise  en  valeur 
est  accorde  au  detenteur  du  claim  contre  paiement  d'un  droit  determine  et  d'un 
loyer  annuel,  et  sur  declaration  faite  sous  serment  pour  attester  que  les  travaux 
exiges  ont  ete  executes.  II  y  a  deux  sortes  de  permis  de  mise  en  valeur:  (1)  pour 
terres  des  particuliers,  lorsque  les  droits  miniers  appartiennent  a  la  Couronne, 
et  (2)  pour  les  terres  publiques.  Deux  formules  differentes  sont  utilisees  pour 
ces  permis  de  mise  en  valeur.  Dans  la  formule  2,  utilisee  dans  le  cas  des  terres 
des  particuliers  (lorsque  les  droits  miniers  appartiennent  a  la  Couronne),  le 
corps  du  permis  renferme  le  nom  du  proprietaire  particulier  et  la  description  du 
terrain.  Dans  la  formule  3,  utilisee  pour  les  terres  publiques,  le  nom  du  pro- 
prietaire n'est  pas  donne,  celui-ci  etant  la  Couronne. 

Le  permis  de  mise  en  valeur  est  valable  pour  un  an  et  il  ne  peut  etre  cede 
qu'avec  la  permission  du  Ministre.  II  est  interdit  au  porteur  du  permis  de  mise 
en  valeur,  sous  peine  des  amendes  et  peines  mentionnees  a  l'article  178,  de 
miner  dans  toute  mine,  soit  sur  une  terre  de  particuliers  soit  sur  une  terre  pu- 
blique,  lorsque  les  droits  miniers  appartiennent  a  la  Couronne,  s'il  ne  s'en  est 
au  prealable  porte  acquereur  en  conformite  de  la  Loi  des  mines  de  Quebec 
(articles  31,  77  et  178). 

Le  Requerant  n'a  pas  achete  les  droits  miniers  appartenant  a  la  Couronne 
dans  le  cas  des  claims  1,  2,  4  et  5.  II  a  pretendu  que,  en  vertu  du  paragraphe  2 
de  l'article  49,  du  paragraphe  2  de  l'article  79  et  de  l'article  82,  ses  quatre 
claims  etant  adjacents  a  sa  concession  miniere  dans  les  blocs  X  et  W,  ils 
forment  une  seule  et  meme  exploitation  et  que,  par  consequent,  il  a  le  droit  de 
miner  sur  ces  claims  et  que  les  travaux  executes  sur  sa  concession  miniere 
peuvent  etre  tenus  pour  des  travaux  executes  sur  ses  quatre  claims.

S'il  en  est  ainsi,  on  peut  se  demander  si  les  claims  ont  ete  revetus  des 
caracteristiques  de  la  concession,  pour  etablir  le  droit  de  miner  sur  les  claims 
1,  2,  4  et  5,  denie  d'autre  part  par  l'article  77  de  la  Loi  des  mines  de  Quebec. 

Je  n'admets  pas  la  pretention  suivant  laquelle  l'article  49,  le  paragraphe  2 
de  l'article  79  et  l'article  82  ont  pour  effet  de  donner  le  droit  de  miner  sur  les 
claims  1,  2,  4  et  5.  Toutefois,  je  n'ai  pas  a  trancher  ce  point  puisque,  comme 
il  est  dit  dans  le  jugement  du  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant,  le  Requerant 
avait  cede  son  certificat  de  concession  n°  449  (dans  les  blocs  X  et  W)  aux 
Immeubles  Sept-Iles  Limitee  par  un  acte  date  du  9  fevrier  1959,  sous  reserve 
du  droit  retenu  par  le  vendeur  d'enlever  de  la  roche  de  la  concession  jusqu'en 
juillet  1959  seulement.  En  consequence,  le  Requerant  n'etait  proprietaire  de  la 
concession  449  en  aucun  temps  durant  la  periode  pendant  laquelle  il  pretend 
qu'il  ne  pouvait  atteindre  les  mineraux  et  il  n'a  done  pas  pu  acquerir  de  droits 
miniers  sur  les  claims  1,  2,  4  et  5. 

Le  Requerant  n'a  eu'en  aucun  temps  le  droit  de  miner  sur  les  claims  1,  2, 
4  et  5  et,  par  consequent,  a  mon  avis,  il  n'a  droit  a  aucune  indemnite  en  vertu 
de  l'article  200  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer. 

Nonobstant  cette  conclusion,  j'examinerai  si  le  Requerant  a  retenu  quelque 
droit  aux  mineraux  inferieurs  apres  la  vente  du  terrain  par  la  Couronne  a  la 
compagnie  Arnaud  (vente  portant  sur  la  surface  mais  ne  comprenant  aucun  droit 
sur  les  mineraux  superieurs).  II  y  a  peu  de  doute  qu'a  une  certaine  epoque  le 
Requerant  a  possede  des  droits,  en  vertu  de  certificats  de  mineur,  tant  sur  les 
mineraux  inferieurs  que  sur  les  mineraux  superieurs.  Toutefois,  au  moment  de 
la  vente  a  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer,  les  terrains  sont  devenus  terres  de 
particuliers  et,  en  vertu  du  paragraphe  2  de  l'article  4  de  la  Loi  des  mines  de 
Quebec,  lorsque  ces  terrains  sont  devenus  terres  de  particuliers,  les  pierres  a 
batir,  autres  pierres  et  autres  materiaux  enumeres  dans  ledit  paragraphe  ces- 
saient  d'etre  des  "mineraux"  au  sens  dudit  paragraphe.  On  remarquera  ici  que 
la  reclamation  d'indemnite  du  Requerant,  suivant  la  preuve,  porte  sur  la  pierre, 
le  gravier,  le  silt  et  autres  materiaux  analogues.  A  mon  avis,  meme  si  le  Reque- 
rant peut  avoir  retenu  ses  droits  sur  les  mineraux  superieurs,  lorsque  la  vente 
a  ete  faite  a  la  compagnie  Arnaud  il  a  perdu  ses  droits  sur  les  mineraux  inferieurs 
a  la  surface  ou  sous  le  sol  du  terrain  cede  a  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer. 

A  l'appui  de  sa  requete,  le  Requerant  a  conteste  la  validite  du  titre  cede 
a  la  compagnie  Arnaud  par  la  Couronne.  Toutefois,  tant  que  ce  titre  n'a  pas  ete 
infirme  par  une  cour  competente  de  la  province,  la  Commission  doit  l'accepter 
comme  valide. 

Quant  a  la  declaration  du  Requerant  que  la  compagnie  Arnaud  a  perdu  le 
droit  de  prendre  possession  du  terrain  parce  qu'elle  ne  s'est  pas  portee  acquereur 
de  ce  terrain  dans  l'annee  qui  a  suivi  le  depot  des  plans,  profils  et  livre  de 
renvoi,  je  me  limiterai  a  dire  que,  suivant  la  preuve,  la  compagnie  Arnaud  avait 
acquis  le  terrain  de  la  Couronne  plus  de  six  mois  avant  la  date  de  la  sanction 
des  plans,  profils  et  livre  de  renvoi  par  la  Commission,  done  avant  le  depot 
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desdits  plans  aupres  du  registraire  des  titres,  comme  il  etait  exige.  Par  con- 
sequent, les  dispositions  de  1' article  174  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  ne 
s'appliquent  pas  en  roccurrence. 

En  outre,  en  ce  qui  a  trait  a  la  reclamation  en  general  Tarticle  197  de  la 
Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  se  lit  comme  suit: 

"197.  Nulle  compagnie  ne  doit,  sans  l'autorisation  de  la  Commission, 
tracer  la  ligne  de  chemin  de  fer  qu'elle  se  propose  d'etablir,  ni  construire 
son  chemin  de  fer  ou  une  partie  de  ce  chemin  de  fer,  de  maniere  a  obstruer 
l'entree  de  la  galerie,  ou  a  nuire  a  l'exploitation  d'une  mine  alors  ouverte, 
ou  dont  les  preparatifs  d'ouverture  sont  legalement  et  publiquement  executes 
a  l'epoque  de  ce  trace." 
On  peut  paraphraser  cet  article  de  la  facon  suivante: 

"Toute  compagnie  peut,  sans  l'autorisation  de  la  Commission,  tracer  la 
ligne  de  chemin  de  fer  qu'elle  se  propose  d'etablir  ou  construire  ce  chemin 
de  fer  ou  une  partie  de  ce  chemin  de  fer,  si  en  ce  faisant,  elle  n'obstrue  pas 
l'entree  de  la  galerie  ni  ne  nuit  a  l'exploitation  d'une  mine  alors  ouverte  ou 
dont  les  preparatifs  d'ouverture  sont  legalement  et  publiquement  executes 
a  l'epoque  de  ce  trace." 
Le  sens  de  1 'interdiction  contenue  dans  l'article  197  n'est  pas  d'enjoindre 
a  une  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  d'obtenir  de  la  Commission  la  permission 
d'etablir  le  trace  de  son  chemin  de  fer  ou  de  construire  ce  chemin  de  fer  simple- 
ment  parce  que  a  l'epoque  de  l'etablissement  de  ce  trace  ou  de  la  construction 
il  y  a  une  mine  ouverte  ou  que  des  preparatifs  d'ouverture  sont  legalement  et 
publiquement  executes.  Les  prescriptions  de  cet  article  enjoignent  a  la  com- 
pagnie de  chemin  de  fer  d'obtenir  de  la  Commission  la  permission  d'etablir  le 
trace  de  son  chemin  de  fer  ou  de  construire  ce  chemin  de  fer  s'il  y  a  une  mine 
alors  ouverte  ou  que  des  preparatifs  d'ouverture  sont  legalement  et  publiquement 
executes,  settlement  si  la  construction  de  ce  chemin  de  fer  doit  avoir  pour  effet 
soit  d'obstruer  l'entree  de  la  galerie,  soit  de  nuire  a  l'exploitation  de  cette 
mine. 

La  Commission  a  visite  l'emplacement  en  compagnie  des  avocats  des 
parties.  D'apres  la  preuve  et  l'inspection  de  l'emplacement,  il  m'est  impossible 
de  conclure  que  les  travaux  projetes  puissent  avoir  eu  pour  effet,  soit  au  moment 
de  l'etablissement  du  trace,  soit  au  moment  de  la  construction  du  chemin  de 
fer,  d'obstruer  l'entree  de  la  galerie,  ou  de  nuire  a  l'exploitation  d'une  mine 
alors  ouverte,  ou  dont  les  preparatifs  d'ouverture  etaient  legalement  et  publique- 
ment executes  a  l'epoque  de  ce  trace.  II  n'existait  sur  les  concessions  1,  2, 
4  ou  5,  ni  mine  ni  preparatifs  d'ouverture  d'une  mine.  En  cela  je  me  rallie  a  la 
conclusion  du  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant. 

L'article  200  a  ete  incorpore  a  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  en  1919,  sous 
le  numero  197.  Un  article  semblable  existe  dans  les  Statuts  de  l'Ontario  depuis 
1913.  (Voir  ch.36  des  Statuts  de  l'Ontario  1913,  article  135.) 
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Avant  1919,  Tindemnite  pour  les  terrains  recouvrant  des  mines  ou  des 
mineraux  etait  determinee  par  arbitrage  en  vertu  des  articles  correspondant  aux 
articles  166,  218  et  suivants  de  la  loi  actuelle.  L'arbitrage  pouvait  accorder 
une  indemnite  et  des  dommages-interets  pour  le  terrain  requis  et  pour  l'avilis- 
sement  du  terrain  restant  au  proprietaire.  Quant  a  l'indemnite  relative  aux  mine- 
raux, la  loi  telle  qu'elle  existait  alors  fut  definie  par  le  Comite  judiciaire  du 
Conseil  prive  dans  l'affaire  Davies  c.  James  Bay  Ry.  19  C.R.C.  86,  a  la  page 
94;  26  D.L.R.  450;  (1914)  Causes  en  appel  1043.  A  la  page  94,  19  C.R.C,  leurs 
Seigneuries  disaient:  "It  (The  Railway)  was,  on  the  other  hand,  put  on  terms  to 
compensate  the  mineral  owner  at  once  for  loss  of  value  arising  from  the  liability 
to  support  which  rested  on  him  after  severance  of  the  titles  to  the  minerals  and 
to  the  surface."  A  la  page  96,  leurs  Seigneuries  interpretent  les  articles  traitant 
de  1 'expropriation  dans  le  sens  que  "there  is  to  be  an  immediate  claim  for  com- 
pensation for  the  value  of  the  lands  taken  and  for  injurious  affection  of  any 
other  hereditaments  the  title  to  which  is  affected,  such  as  subjacent  or  adjacent 
mines  and  minerals." 

L'article  200  a  amene  un  changement  radical  dans  la  loi  interpretee  dans 
l'affaire  Davies.  Plus  tard,  la  Commission  a  declare  ce  qui  suit  dans  l'affaire 
C.N.R.  c.  Gebo  Coal  Company  Limited,  37  C.R.C.  238  sous  246:  "With  the  Act 
as  amended,  compensation  either  for  severance  of  land  or  for  minerals  is  no 
longer  made  when  the  right-of-way  is  expropriated,  but  is  to  be  made  from  time 
to  time,  upon  an  application  under  s.  196,  ss.  2  (now  s.  199,  ss.  2)  of  the  Act, 
when  the  actual  damage  sustained  can  be  accurately  determined." 

En  vertu  de  l'article  200,  comme  l'a  dit  le  commissaire  en  chef  suppleant 
dans  l'affaire  susmentionnee:  "Compensation  and  damages  to  mine  owners  for 
severance  of  the  land  lying  over  mines,  or  for  mines  or  minerals,  is  now  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Board,  as  and  when  the  claim  therefor  arises,  and  the  right  to  such 
compensation  is  not  absolute,  but  is  subject  to  being  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the 
Board." 

Pour  avoir  droit  a  une  indemnite  en  vertu  de  l'article  200,  le  Requerant  doit 
etre  proprietaire,  locataire  ou  exploitant  d'une  mine;  il  doit  avoir  observe  les 
prescriptions  du  paragraphe  (2)  de  l'article  199  de  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer, 
et  avoir  prouve  les  dommages  subis  en  raison  des  circonstances  enoncees  dans 
cet  article.  J'ai  constate  que  le  Requerant  n'est  pas  et  n'etait  pas  proprietaire, 
locataire  ou  exploitant  d'une  mine  au-dessus  de  laquelle  le  chemin  de  fer  etait 
construit;  qu'il  n'est  pas  et  n'etait  pas  proprietaire,  locataire  ou  exploitant 
d'un  terrain  qui  recouvre  une  mine,  terrain  traverse  par  le  chemin  de  fer;  qu'il 
n'est  pas  et  n'a  pas  ete  empeche  d'exploiter  une  mine;  qu'il  n'a  pas  ete  arrete 
ni  interrompu  dans  ses  travaux  d'exploitation  ni  force  d'exploiter  une  mine  de 
certaine  maniere  et  selon  certaines  restrictions  pour  ne  pas  endommager  le 
chemin  de  fer  ou  lui  etre  prejudiciable;  qu'il  n'a  pas  ete  depossede  des  mineraux 
qui  n'ont  pas  ete  achetes  par  le  chemin  de  fer  ou  qu'il  lui  est  impossible  d'ob- 
tenir  du  fait  de  la  construction  et  de  1 'exploitation   du  chemin  de  fer.  Par

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.: 

The  matter  primarily  involved  is  Supplement  No.  29  to  Agreed  Charge  C.T.C. 
(AC)  No.  63.  Agreed  Charge  No.  63  set  certain  charges,  by  agreement  between 
the  railways  and  shippers  parties  thereto,  on  pipe  shipped  from  Welland,  Ontario, 
(and  other  Ontario  and  Quebec  points)  to  Vancouver  (and  other  British  Columbia 
points),  under  authority  of  the  Transport  Act.  Supplement  No.  29  relates  only  to 
charges  fixed  by  the  Board  under  that  Act  for  Alberta  Phoenix  Tube  and  Pipe 
Limited,  Edmonton,  Alberta,  and  Prairie  Pipe  Manufacturing  Company  Ltd.  — 
now  Interprovincial  Steel  and  Pipe  Corporation  Ltd.  —  on  pipe  shipped  from 
Edmonton  and  Regina  to  the  aforesaid  destinations  in  British  Columbia  on  a 
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finding,  inter  alia,  that  the  business  of  the  said  companies  was  unjustly  dis- 
criminated against  by  Agreed  Charge  No.  63.  The  background  to  the  Supplement 
is  summarized  in  substance,  but  not  in  complete  detail,  as  follows,  and  for 
convenience  and  brevity  I  shall  refer  to  certain  points  of  origin  and  destination 
as  descriptive  and  representative  of  the  scope  of  the  charges  and  areas  of 
application. 

1.  Agreed  Charge  No.  63,  effective  as  from  October  18,  1956,  set  a  charge 
of  $1.20  per  100  lbs.  on  "pipe,  wrought  iron  or  steel",  shipped  from  Welland 
to  Vancouver,  Agreed  Charge  No.  89,  effective  as  from  April  21,  1955,  set  a 
charge  of  95  cents  per  100  lbs.  on  "skelp,  iron  or  steel"  shipped  from  Hamilton 
and  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  Port  Moody,  B.C.,  where  it  is  made  into  pipe.  The  pipe 
presently  under  consideration,  whether  made  in  Eastern  or  Western  Canada,  is 
sold  in  a  common  competitive  market  in  Vancouver  and  other  British  Columbia 
places. 

2.  By  letter  dated  December  31,  1957,  Alberta  Phoenix  Tube  and  Pipe 
Limited,  which  was  making  pipe  from  Ontario  skelp  at  Edmonton,  complained 
that  those  Agreed  Charges  Nos.  63  and  89  unjustly  discriminated  against  it  in 
the  Vancouver  market  and  in  the  course  of  a  hearing  at  Calgary  on  February  27, 
1958,  filed  an  application  for  an  order  that  a  specified  toll  or  tolls  be  charged 
Alberta  Phoenix  for  the  transport  of  steel  skelp  from  Hamilton  to  Edmonton  and 
steel  pipe  from  Edmonton  to  Vancouver,  not  to  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  $1.32 
per  100-lbs.,  or  alternatively  for  an  order  fixing  a  similar  charge  for  Alberta 
Phoenix  for  the  transport  of  the  said  goods.  Following  the  hearing  the  Board 
issued  its  Judgment  and  Order  No.  94129,  both  dated  April  17,  1958,  fixing  a 
charge  under  the  Transport  Act  for  Alberta  Phoenix  of  90  cents  on  skelp  from 
Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  Edmonton  and  44  cents  on  pipe  from  Edmonton 
to  Vancouver.  The  Judgment  and  Order  were  reviewed  by  the  Board  at  the  request 
of  the  railways  at  a  hearing  at  Ottawa  on  May  28  and  29,  1958,  and  the  Board 
affirmed  the  Judgment  and  Order  by  an  Oral  Judgment  at  the  close  of  the  hearing, 
followed  by  written  Reasons  for  Judgment  dated  September  23,  1958. 

3.  The  body  of  Order  No.  94129  is  as  follows: 

"WHEREAS  Alberta  Phoenix  Tube  &  Pipe  Limited  has  made  appli- 
cation under  subsection  10  of  section  32  of  the  Transport  Act,  and  has 
represented  to  the  Board  that  its  business  is  unjustly  discriminated 
against  by  Agreed  Charge  C.T.C.  (AC)  No,  63  on  pipe,  wrought  iron  or 
steel,  as  described  in  the  said  Agreed  Charge,  from  Welland,  Ont.  and 
other  places  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  Vancouver  and  other  points 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia;  and  by  Agreed  Charge  C.T.C.  (AC) 
No.  89  on  skelp,  iron  or  steel,  as  described  in  the  said  Agreed  Charge, 
from  Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ont.  to  Port  Moody,  B.C.; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  said  application  was  heard  at  Calgary,  Alberta, 
on  the  27th  day  of  February,  1958,  in  the  presence  of  Counsel  for  the 
Applicant,  for  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  Canadian  National 
Railways; 
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AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  by  its  Judgment  herein  dated  April  17, 
1958,  has  made  a  finding  that  the  business  of  the  Applicant  is  unjustly 
discriminated  against  by  each  Agreed  Charge  above  referred  to; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  by  the  said  Judgment  has  fixed  for  the 
Applicant  a  charge  in  relation  to  the  said  Agreed  Charge  No.  63  and  a 
charge  in  relation  to  the  said  Agreed  Charge  No.  89,  with  Order  to  go 
accordingly; 

IT  IS  ORDERED  that  such  charges  be,  and  they  are  hereby  fixed, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Judgment  and  that  they 
shall  come  into  effect  on  the  17th  day  of  May,  1958."  * 
(*  Postponed  to  June  2,  1958  by  Order  No.  94361) 

4.  The  railways  issued  Supplement  No.  16  to  Agreed  Charge  No.  63,  effec- 
tive June  2,  1958,  which  added  the  following  to  the  Agreed  Charge  to  give  effect 
to  the  fixed  charge: 

"Addition: 

FIXED  CHARGE 

Subject  to  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  CTC  (AC)  No.  63,  charge 
of  44  cents  per  100  lbs.,  carload  minimum  weight  100,000  lbs.,  has  been 
fixed  by  Order  No.  94129,  as  amended  by  Order  No.  94361,  of  the  Board 
of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  for  the  transport  of  the  said 
traffic  handled  by,  for,  or  in  connection  with  the  business  of  Alberta 
Phoenix  Tube  and  Pipe  Limited,  to  the  extent  of  100%  of  the  volume 
forwarded  from  Edmonton,  Alta.,  to  the  stations  and/or  places  specified 
in  Paragraph  "C(2)"." 

5.  Later  in  1958  Prairie  Pipe,  which  was  making  pipe  from  Ontario  skelp 
at  Regina,  applied  for  relief  similar  to  that  granted  to  Alberta  Phoenix,  and  the 
Board  issued  Order  No.  96575,  dated  December  15,  1958,  fixing  a  charge  for 
Prairie  Pipe  of  76  cents  on  skelp  from  Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  Regina 
and  58  cents  on  pipe  from  Regina  to  Vancouver.  The  body  of  Order  No.  96575 
is  as  follows: 

"WHEREAS  Prairie  Pipe  Manufacturing  Company  Limited  has  made 
application  under  subsection  10  of  section  32  of  the  Transport  Act,  and 
has  represented  to  the  Board  that  its  business  is  unjustly  discriminated 
against  by  Agreed  Charge  C.T.C.  (AC)  No.  63  on  pipe,  wrought  iron  or 
steel,  as  described  in  the  said  Agreed  Charge,  from  Welland,  Ontario, 
and  other  places  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  to  Vancouver  and  other 
points  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia;  and  by  Agreed  Charge  C.T.C. 
(AC)  No.  89  on  skelp,  iron  or  steel,  as  described  in  the  said  Agreed 
Charge,  from  Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ontario,  to  Port  Moody, 
British  Columbia; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  by  Judgment  and  Order  No.  94129,  dated 
April  17,  A.D.  1958,  fixed  a  charge  for  Alberta  Phoenix  Tube  &  Pipe 
Limited  on  skelp  from  eastern  points  to  Edmonton,  Alberta,  and  on  pipe 
from  Edmonton,  Alberta,  to  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  and  other  points 
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in  the  vicinity  thereof,  and  such  Judgment  and  Order  were  confirmed  on 
rehearing  by  further  oral  Judgment  of  May  29,  1958,  and  Reasons  for 
Judgment,  dated  September  23,  1958; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company  by  their  submission  dated  November  18,  1958, 
have  stated  that  so  long  as  the  said  fixed  charges  remain  in  effect  they 
do  not  oppose  the  fixing  of  charges  for  Prairie  Pipe  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany Limited  to  and  from  Regina,  on  a  basis  related  to  that  of  the  charges 
to  and  from  Edmonton; 

AND  WHEREAS  other  railway  parties  to  the  said  Agreed  Charges 
have  not  filed  objections  to  the  fixing  of  charges  for  the  Applicant  within 
the  time  limit  prescribed  by  the  Board; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  the  allegation  of  unjust 
discrimination  is  justified  and  that  the  said  unjust  discrimination  should 
be  removed  by  the  fixing  of  relative  charges  for  the  Applicant; 

IT  IS  ORDERED  that  a  charge  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  fixed  of  76  cents 
per  100  lbs.  on  skelp,  in  carloads,  from  Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
Ontario,  to  Regina,  Saskatchewan,  to  be  made  by  the  carriers  parties  to 
the  said  Agreed  Charge  on  skelp,  and  a  charge  of  58  cents  per  100  lbs. 
on  pipe,  in  carloads,  from  Regina,  Saskatchewan,  to  Vancouver  and  other 
stations  and  places  in  British  Columbia  to  which  the  said  Agreed  Charge 
on  pipe  is  applicable,  to  be  made  by  the  carriers  parties  thereto; 

AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  the  said  fixed  charge  on  skelp 
shall  only  be  applied  upon  proof  submitted  to  the  carrier  that  the  said 
skelp  has  been  converted  into  pipe  and  shipped  from  Regina,  Saskatchewan, 
to  the  stations  and  places  to  which  the  said  Agreed  Charge  on  pipe  is 
applicable,  at  the  charge  fixed  herein  on  the  said  pipe; 

AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  all  other  conditions  and 
requirements  of  the  said  Agreed  Charges  C.T.C.  (AC)  No.  63  and  C.T.C. 
(AC)  No.  89,  and  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Judgment  and  Order  No. 
94129  of  the  17th  day  of  April,  1958,  shall  be  attached  to  and  incor- 
porated with  each  of  the  charges  hereby  fixed  for  the  Applicant  insofar 
as  they  may  be  applicable  thereto, 

AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  the  effective  date  of  the 
charges  herein  fixed  shall  be  November  1,  1958." 
6.  The   railways  thereupon  issued  Supplement  No.   19  to  Agreed  Charge 
No.  63,  effective  November  1,  1958,  giving  effect  to  the  charges  fixed  by  the 
Board  for  Prairie  Pipe.  This  Supplement  added  the  following  to  the  Agreed 
Charge: 

"BY  FIXED  CHARGE 

Change:  — 

Subject  to  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  CTC  (AC)  No.  63,  charge 
of  58  cents  per  100  lbs.,  carload  minimum  weight  100,000  lbs.,  has  been 
fixed  by  Order  No.  96575,  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for 
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Canada  for  the  transport  of  the  said  traffic  handled  by,  for  or  in  connec- 
tion with  the  business  of  Prairie  Pipe  Manufacturing  Company  Limited, 
to  the  extent  of  100%  of  the  volume  forwarded  from  Regina,  Sask.,  to  the 
stations  and/or  places  specified  in  Paragraph  "C(2)M.M 

7.  Agreed  Charge  No.  63  and  the  fixed  charges  referred  to  continued  in 
effect  until  the  railways  issued  Supplement  No.  29  to  become  effective 
September  24,  1962.  This  Supplement  amended  the  Agreed  Charge  as  follows: 

"Change:- 

BY  FIXED  CHARGE 
Subject  to  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  CTC  (AC)  No.  63,  charge 
of  44  cents  per  100-lbs.,  carload  minimum  weight  100,000  lbs.,  has  been 
fixed  by  Order  No.  94129,  as  amended  by  Order  No.  94361,  of  the  Board 
of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada  for  the  transport  of  the  commodi- 
ties described  in  Paragraph  "B"  of  CTC  (AC)  No.  63  produced  from  Skelp 
originating  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  or  Welland,  Ont.,  handled  by,  for,  or  in 
connection  with  the  business  of  Alberta  Phoenix  Tube  and  Pipe  Limited, 
to  the  extent  of  100%  of  the  volume  forwarded  from  Edmonton,  Alta.,  to 
the  stations  and/or  places  specified  in  Paragraph  "C(2)", 
Subject  to  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  CTC  (AC)  No.  63,  charge 
of  58  cents  per  100  lbs.,  carload  minimum  weight  100,000  lbs.,  has  been 
fixed  by  Order  No.  96575,  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for 
Canada  for  the  transport  of  the  commodities  described  in  Paragraph  "B" 
of  CTC  (AC)  No.  63  produced  from  Skelp  originating  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie 
or  Welland,  Ont.,  handled  by,  for,  or  in  connection  with  the  business  of 
Prairie  Pipe  Manufacturing  Company  Limited,  to  the  extent  of  100%  of 
the  volume  forwarded  from  Regina,  Sask.,  to  the  stations  and/or  places 
specified  in  Paragraph  "C(2)"." 
The  effect  of  Supplement  No.  29  is  to  limit  the  fixed  charges  on  pipe  to  pipe 
produced  from  skelp  originating  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  or  Welland,  It  should  be  noted 
here  that  Agreed  Charge  No.  89  applied  to  skelp  shipped  from  Hamilton  or  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  whereas  Supplement  No.  29  refers  to  skelp  originating  at  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  or  Welland.  The  Board  has  confirmed  that  Welland  has  been  used  in  Supple- 
ment No.  29  in  error  in  place  of  Hamilton.  For  the  purposes  of  this  case,  I  will 
treat  the   Supplement  as  being  corrected  by  substitution  of  "Hamilton"  for 
"Welland"  therein. 

8.  Interprovincial  Steel  and  Pipe  Corporation  thereupon  filed  a  complaint 
protesting  Supplement  No.  29  and  requested  suspension  of  the  Supplement  on 
the  grounds  that  it  is  contrary  to  Order  No.  96575  and  earlier  grounds  for  the 
fixed  charge  as  set  forth  in  the  Reasons  for  Judgment  of  the  Board,  dated 
September  23,  1958,  in  the  Alberta  Phoenix  case.  Interprovincial  also  com- 
plained that  Supplement  No.  29  would  adversely  affect  its  business  and  jeopardize 
its  sales.  The  Board  suspended  Supplement  No,  29  and  the  complaint  came  on 
for  hearing  at  Ottawa  on  December  11,  1962.  By  agreement  of  the  interested 
parties  the  hearing  was  limited  to  the  question  whether  or  not  the  railways  have 
the  power  to  issue  Supplement  No.  29  because  of  the  provisions  of  Order  No. 
96575  as  amplified  by  Reasons  for  Judgment  dated  September  23,  1958. 
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9.  Alberta  Phoenix  has  not  complained  to  the  Board  against  Supplement 
No.  29. 

In  its  original  Judgment  in  the  Alberta  Phoenix  case  dated  April  17,  1958, 
the  Board  found,  inter  alia, 

"(4)  That  the  business  of  the  shipper  (i.e.  Alberta  Phoenix)  is 
unjustly  discriminated  against  by  the  said  Agreed  Charges  CTC  (AC) 
Nos.  63  and  89,  and  that  the  unjust  discrimination  arises  solely  out  of 
the  arrangements  made  by  the  railways  to  enable  the  shippers  at  Welland 
and  other  points  in  Ontario  to  ship  pipe  to  the  Pacific  coast  to  meet 
import  competition;  and  to  enable  the  plant  at  Port  Moody  to  obtain  skelp 
at  Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ontario,  in  competition  with  imported 
skelp  and  thus  directly  enable  pipe  to  be  made  at  Port  Moody  to  meet 
the  competition  of  imported  pipe." 
The  following  three  paragraphs  from  that  Judgment  are  pertinent  and  are  re- 
peated here  as  follows: 

"The  Board,  therefore,  for  the  purposes  of  this  case  and  on  the 
record  as  made,  fixes  a  charge  for  the  applicant  of  90  cents  per  100  lbs. 
on  skelp,  iron  or  steel,  in  carloads,  without  limitation  as  to  width,  car- 
load minimum  weight  120,000  lbs,,  from  Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
Ont.  to  Edmonton,  Alberta,  to  be  made  by  the  same  carriers  parties  to 
Agreed  Charge  CTC  (AC)  No.  89,  and  under  the  conditions  attaching  to 
the  said  Agreed  Charge,  with  the  further  condition  that  the  said  fixed 
charge  shall  only  be  applied  upon  proof  submitted  to  the  carrier  that  the 
said  skelp  has  been  converted  into  pipe  and  shipped  from  Edmonton, 
Alberta  at  the  charge  fixed  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
next  succeeding  paragraph  hereof; 

The  Board  further  fixes  a  charge  for  the  applicant  of  44  cents  per 
100  lbs.  on  pipe,  wrought  iron  or  steel,  carloads,  of  the  same  descrip- 
tion and  under  the  conditions  attaching  to  the  said  Agreed  Charge  CTC 
(AC)  No.  63,  to  be  made  by  the  same  carriers  parties  to  that  Agreed 
Charge,  from  Edmonton,  Alberta,  to  the  stations  and  places  to  which  the 
said  Agreed  Charge  is  applicable,  to  the  extent  that  the  said  carriers 
participate  in  the  carriage  of  the  said  goods  from  Edmonton  to  the  said 
stations  and  places. 

Under  these  conditions  the  railways'  revenues  will  be  protected 
against  any  unwarranted  reductions  in  rates  or  charges  from  or  to  other 
stations  or  places,  and  practically  no  "policing"  of  the  inbound  or  out- 
bound shipments  at  Edmonton  will  be  necessary.  It  may  be  added  that 
were  it  not  for  the  restriction  placed  upon  the  Board  by  the  Transport 
Act  of  fixing  a  charge  related  to  each  agreed  charge,  the  Board  would 
have  fixed  a  single  charge  of  $1.34  per  100  lbs.  for  the  combined  move- 
ments of  both  skelp  and  pipe." 
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At  the  hearing  of  the  present  complaint  Counsel  also  referred  to  several 
paragraphs  of  the  Reasons  for  Judgment  dated  September  23,  1958,  on  the  review 
of  the  original  Alberta  Phoenix  Judgment,  particularly  the  following: 

"When  the  Board  is  presented  with  a  series  of  facts  which  clearly 
showed,  as  in  this  case,  that  unjust  discrimination  exists  and  has  satis- 
fied itself  on  such  facts,  the  Board  has  jurisdiction  under  Section  32, 
subsection  10  of  the  Transport  Act  to  remove  that  discrimination  by  fixing 
a  charge  for  the  complaining  shipper  whose  business  is  unjustly  discrim- 
inated against.  It  must  be  noted  that  the  Board  is  given  no  option  in 
respect  of  the  nature  of  the  relief  in  such  a  situation  under  the  Transport 
Act;  it  may  fix  a  charge,  and  only  fix  a  charge,  to  remove  the  unjust 
discrimination,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  it  sees  fit  to  impose.  It  is 
not  the  same  kind  of  jurisdiction  which  may  be  exercised  by  the  Board 
under  Section  317  of  the  Railway  Act;  under  that  Act  the  Board  may 
require  the  railway  to  remove  the  discrimination,  which  the  railway  may 
do  either  by  reducing  the  higher  rate,  or  advancing  the  lower  rate,  or  by 
averaging  the  two,  or  by  any  other  method  so  long  as  it  results  in  the 
removal  of  the  discrimination. 

Having  regard  to  the  different  types  of  jurisdiction  which  the  Board 
holds  under  these  two  Acts,  it  proceeded  to  apply  the  remedy  under  the 
appropriate  Act,  i.e.,  the  Transport  Act,  because  it  found  an  unjustly 
discriminatory  situation  existing  by  reason  of  agreed  charges.  The  com- 
plainant showed  at  the  first  hearing  by  Exhibit  No.  2  that  had  the  agreed 
charges  contracts  not  been  made  by  the  railways  with  the  complainant's 
competitors,  the  complainant  had  an  advantage  on  the  normal  basis  of 
rates  under  the  Railway  Act  in  lower  transportation  costs  of  supplying 
pipe  in  the  Vancouver  area,  but  that  when  the  railways  entered  into 
contract  rates  under  agreed  charges  on  a  much  lower  basis  with  his 
competitors  at  Hamilton,  Ont.,  Welland,  Ont.,  Port  Moody,  B.C.,  and  other 
points,  the  complainant  lost  its  advantage  in  the  Vancouver  market  and 
could  not  sell  its  pipe  there  except  at  a  loss.  The  railways  chose  to 
enable  the  Ontario  and  British  Columbia  manufacturers  to  meet  market 
competition  in  the  Vancouver  area  by  entering  into  agreed  charges  with 
such  manufacturers.  In  fact,  at  the  second  hearing  a  witness  for  the 
railways  said  the  agreed  charges  had  been  made  to  help  the  (eastern) 
manufacturers,  but  that  he  had  no  intention  of  similarly  assisting  the 
Alberta  manufacturers. 

The  railways  further  contend  that  the  Board  exceeded  its  jurisdiction 
by  coupling  the  two  agreed  charges  together  and  in  finding  unjust  dis- 
crimination "under  two  agreed  charges' '  and  inferentially  that  the  Board 
could  only  find  unjust  discrimination  where  one  agreed  charge  is  con- 
cerned. As  to  that  contention,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  Order  of  the 
Board,  Number  94129,  states  that: 

'AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  by  its  Judgment  herein  dated  April  17, 
1958,  has  made  a  finding  that  the  business  of  the  Applicant  is 
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unjustly  discriminated  against  by  each  Agreed  Charge  above  referred 
to;  (emphasis  ours)' 

The  Board's  Judgment  and  Order,  therefore,  do  not  couple  the  two 
agreed  charges  together  and  deal  with  them  jointly  and  not  individually; 
the  Board  made  a  finding  separately  on  each  agreed  charge.  In  any  event, 
it  may  be  noted  that  had  only  Agreed  Charge  No.  63  on  pipe  existed, 
(with  no  agreed  charge  on  skelp),  the  Board  would  have  fixed  a  charge 
of  44  cents  per  100  pounds  on  pipe  from  Edmonton  to  Vancouver  to  remove 
the  unjust  discrimination  found  in  that  agreed  charge;  such  charge,  as 
pointed  out  at  the  second  hearing,  being  measured  by  the  same  percentage 
of  the  uniform  Class  100  rate  previously  prescribed  by  the  Board  from 
Edmonton  to  Vancouver,  as  the  agreed  charge  on  pipe  from  Well  and  to 
Vancouver  is  of  the  Class  100  rate  between  these  two  points. 

On  the  other  hand,  had  there  only  been  in  existence  Agreed  Charge 
No.  89  on  skelp  to  Port  Moody,  B.C.,  (with  no  agreed  charge  on  pipe), 
the  Board  would  have  fixed  a  charge  of  90  cents  per  100  pounds  from 
Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  Edmonton  in  relation  thereto. 

But  the  fact  is  that  both  Agreed  Charges  63  (as  supplemented)  and 
89  are  in  existence,  and  each  of  them  on  the  facts  is  unjustly  discrim- 
inatory; the  Board  therefore  can  see  nothing  repugnant  in  law  in  removing 
by  one  Judgment  and  Order  the  unjust  discrimination  created  against  the 
complainant  by  each  of  these  two  agreed  charges." 
Railway  Counsel  referred  to  the  fact  that  when  Alberta  Phoenix  applied  to 
the  Board  it  was  using  skelp  from  Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste,  Marie  only;  and  quoted 
the  following  extracts  from  evidence  given  by  the  General  Manager  of  Alberta 
Phoenix  at  the  hearing  at  Calgary  on  February  27,  1958,  as  set  forth  at  pp.  2446- 
48-58  of  the  Transcript  of  that  hearing: 

"Q.  And  you  are  asking  the  Board,  if  I  understand  your  application 
correctly,  to  have  your  rate  fixed  at  $1.32  which  will  include  not  only 
the  skelp  to  Edmonton  but  also  the  pipe  from  Edmonton  to  Vancouver, 
is  that  correct? 

A.  That  is  correct. 

Q.  So  that  in  lieu  of  the  $1.76  you  now  pay  on  skelp  alone  you  want 
to  pay  $1.32  for  a  combined  rate? 

A.  We  want  to  pay  a  total  freight  cost  of  $1.32,  yes,  sir."  (p.  2446) 

"Q.  Mr.  Gommel,  you  do  bring  some  skelp  also  from  the  United 
States,  do  you  not? 

A.  No,  we  do  not.  We  did  early  in  the  game  when  we  could  not  get 
it  in  Canada. 

Q.  But  you  don't  at  the  present  time  bring  any  from  anywhere  but 
in  Canada? 

A.  That  is  correct."  (p.  2448-9) 
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"Q.  Well,  do  you  want  anything  better  than  Page-Hersey  has  got  to 
go  to  Vancouver? 

A.  No,  sir."  (p.  2458) 
Railway  Counsel  also  referred  to  evidence  given  by  Dr.  Hu  Harries  on  behalf 
of  Alberta  Phoenix  at  the  review  hearing  at  Ottawa,  as  set  forth  as  follows  at 
page  5137  of  the  Transcript  of  that  hearing: 

"Q,  Yes,  is  it  your  understanding  that  if  you  bring  in  skelp  from  the 
United  States  or  whatever  source  and  if  you  are  able  to  convert  that  into 
pipe,  if  you  desire  to  ship  that  to  the  Vancouver  market  that  pipe  can  go 
out  under  the  present  44-cent  fixed  charge? 

A.  No,  I  wouldn't  think  so  —  as  I  understand  the  44-cent  fixed  charge, 
it  is  to  be  applicable  for  skelp  coming  from  Hamilton  to  Edmonton  or 
Vancouver. 

Q.  No,  no  — 

A.  That  is  what-  it  says  —  that  the  44-cent  charge  is  applicable  on 
pipe  manufactured  from  skelp  that  comes  out  of  Hamilton  or  Sault  Ste. 
Marie. 

Q.  Is  that  what  it  says? 
A.  Yes,  sir." 

The  original  Alberta  Phoenix  Judgment  was  given  by  Deputy  Chief  Com- 
missioner Sylvestre  and  Commissioner  Knowles.  The  Review  Judgment  and 
Reasons  for  Judgment  were  given  by  those  Commissioners  and  Assistant  Chief 
Commissioner  Wardrope.  All  of  them  have  ceased  to  be  members  of  the  Board. 

ARGUMENT 

Counsel  opposing  Supplement  No.  29  made  submissions  in  Argument  to  the 
following  effect: 

1.  In  the  Alberta  Phoenix  case  the  Board  found  two  separate  dis- 
criminations: one  in  respect  of  the  skelp  rate,  the  other  in  respect  of  the 
pipe  rate;  the  fixed  charge  on  pipe  stands  separate  and  apart  from  the 
fixed  charge  on  skelp;  Order  No.  96575,  which  fixed  the  charge  on  pipe 
from  Regina  to  Vancouver,  did  not  tie  that  charge  to  the  place  of  origin 
of  the  skelp  from  which  the  pipe  is  made, 

2.  Order  No.  96575  is  unambiguous  and  should  be  interpreted  literally; 
it  does  not  authorize  the  issuance  of  Supplement  No.  29;  the  Order  and 
fixed  charge  may  not  be  altered  unilaterally  by  the  railways  or  even  by 
agreement  between  the  railways  and  the  shippers  parties  thereto,  for 
the  only  way  in  which  a  fixed  charge  established  by  an  Order  of  the 
Board  can  be  altered  is  by  way  of  an  application  to  the  Board  for  a 
variation  of  the  Order;  Order  No.  96575  governs  the  situation  until  it  is 
reopened  and  varied  by  proper  procedure. 

The  Argument  on  behalf  of  the  railways  is  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  The  function  of  a  supplement  issued  by  the  railways  to  give  effect 
to  a  fixed  charge  is  to  set  down  in  tariff  form  what  the  Board  has  ordered 
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in  that  respect  and  any  such  supplement  may  be  amended  by  the  railways 
to  carry  out  the  Board's  Order; 

Supplement  No.  29  was  issued  for  clarification  purposes  to  give 
effect  to  Order  No.  96575,  not  to  modify  or  depart  from  it,  and  the  rail- 
ways had  power  to  issue  it. 

2.  When  Alberta  Phoenix  applied  to  the  Board  it  was  using  skelp 
that  it  was  bringing  in  by  rail  from  Ontario  points  only  and  sought  a 
combined  rate  on  that  skelp  from  Ontario  to  Edmonton  and  on  the  finished 
product,  pipe,  from  Edmonton  to  Vancouver,  to  remove  the  unjust  dis- 
crimination that  it  alleged  was  created  against  its  business  in  the 
Vancouver  market  by  Agreed  Charges  Nos.  63  and  89. 

3.  At  the  review  hearing  Alberta  Phoenix  understood  that  the  fixed 
charge  on  pipe  from  Edmonton  to  Vancouver  would  apply  only  on  pipe 
that  the  Company  was  making  from  skelp  shipped  from  Ontario,  as  appears 
from  the  Transcript  above  quoted. 

4.  When  Prairie  Pipe  applied  to  the  Board  in  1958  it  too  was  using 
skelp  from  Ontario  only. 

5.  If  Order  No.  96575  is  construed  as  proposed  by  Counsel  opposing 
Supplement  No.  29,  the  effect  would  be  a  58  cents  rate  on  pipe  from  Regina 
to  Vancouver  regardless  of  the  source  of  the  skelp  from  which  the  pipe 
is  made,  and  such  a  rate  on  pipe  made  in  Regina  from  local  skelp  would 
be  lower  than  necessary  to  meet  the  competition  faced  by  Prairie  Pipe 
in  the  Vancouver  market,  would  create  unjust  discrimination  against 
competing  producers  using  skelp  from  Ontario,  and  would  deplete  the 
revenues  of  the  carriers;  the  Order  was  not  so  intended  and  should  not 
be  so  construed. 

6.  The  reason  the  Orders  fixing  charges  for  Alberta  Phoenix  and 
Prairie  Pipe  did  not  expressly  state  that  the  charges  on  pipe  would 
apply  only  on  pipe  made  from  Ontario  skelp  was  that  the  only  pipe  being 
shipped  by  them  to  Vancouver  was  pipe  so  made  and  consequently  there 
was  no  need  for  any  such  limitation  in  the  Orders. 

7.  Pipe  shipped  from  Edmonton  or  Regina  and  made  from  local  skelp 
is  not  shipped  under  substantially  similar  circumstances  and  conditions 
as  pipe  moving  under  Agreed  Charge  No.  63  and  made  from  Ontario  skelp, 
and  consequently  Alberta  Phoenix  and  Prairie  Pipe  could  not  have 
established  entitlement  to  fixed  charges  on  the  first  mentioned  pipe; 
and  the  Board  would  not  have  had  jurisdiction  to  fix  the  charges  it  did 
for  that  pipe  in  those  circumstances. 

8.  The  pipe  that  Alberta  Phoenix  and  Prairie  Pipe  and  the  railways 
and  the  Board  were  dealing  with  in  the  applications  leading  to  the  fixed 
charges  was  pipe  made  from  skelp  brought  in  by  rail  from  Hamilton  or 
Sault  Ste.  Marie. 

CONCLUSIONS 

If  it  were  a  fact  that  the  charges  fixed  by  the  Board  on  pipe  shipped  by 
Alberta  Phoenix  and  Prairie  Pipe  to  the  Vancouver  market  applied  only  on  pipe 
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made  by  those  companies  from  skelp  brought  in  by  rail  from  Hamilton  or  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  that  fact  would  justify  the  issuance  of  Supplement  No.  29,  as  the 
purpose  of  tariff  supplements  in  respect  of  fixed  charges  is  to  give  effect  to 
such  charges,  and  accordingly  supplements  may  be  issued  and  amended  by  the 
railways  as  may  be  appropriate  to  achieve  that  purpose. 

In  the  Alberta  Phoenix  case,  as  heard  originally  and  also  on  review,  Alberta 
Phoenix  was  alleging  unjust  discrimination  and  seeking  relief  from  it.  The  Board 
was  there  dealing  with  the  situation  as  it  then  existed.  It  was  a  factual  situation, 
not  a  hypothetical  one.  The  Board  found  a  mischief,  i.e.,  unjust  discrimination, 
and  gave  a  remedy,  i.e.,  fixed  charges.  It  was  in  the  light  of  the  situation  before 
it  that  the  Board  found  that  relief  was  called  for  and  gave  it,  for  in  the  second 
paragraph  of  its  Conclusions  in  the  original  Alberta  Phoenix  Judgment  the 
Board  stated,  ''The  Board,  therefore,  for  the  purposes  of  this  case  and  on  the 
record  as  made,  fixes  a  charge . .  . 

That  second  paragraph  of  the  Conclusions,  fixing  the  charge  on  skelp,  also 
refers  to  pipe.  What  pipe?  Clearly,  there  at  least,  it  was  the  pipe  that  was  being 
made  by  Alberta  Phoenix  from  skelp  brought  in  by  rail  from  Ontario,  for  it  refers 
to  proof  "that  the  said  skelp  has  been  converted  into  pipe  and  (the  pipe)  shipped 
from  Edmonton,  Alberta,  at  the  charge  fixed  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  next  succeeding  paragraph  hereof;". 

The  last-quoted  excerpt  also  indicates  that  the  paragraph  was  linked  to  the 
next  paragraph  which  fixed  the  charge  on  pipe. 

The  final  paragraph  of  the  Conclusions  states  that  practically  no  policing 
of  the  inbound  or  outbound  shipments  at  Edmonton  will  be  necessary  and  that 
"were  it  not  for  the  restriction  placed  upon  the  Board  by  the  Transport  Act  of 
fixing  a  charge  related  to  each  agreed  charge,  the  Board  would  have  fixed  a 
single  charge  of  $1.34  per  100  lbs.  for  the  combined  movements  of  both  skelp 
and  pipe  " 

I  think  that  the  word  "pipe"  is  used  in  the  same  sense  in  those  paragraphs 
and  that  in  the  context  in  which  it  is  used  means  pipe  made  from  the  skelp 
Alberta  Phoenix  was  bringing  in  by  rail  from  Ontario. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  review  hearing  of  the  Alberta  Phoenix  Judgment 
the  Board  gave  an  oral  Judgment  in  which  it  said,  "We  are  of  the  unanimous 
opinion  that  nothing  material  has  been  advanced  that  would  move  the  Board  to 
rescind,  change,  alter  or  vary  the  findings  and  decision  contained  in  its  Judgment 
and  Order  under  review  '\ 

I  do  not  think  that  the  written  "Reasons  for  Judgment"  subsequently  given 
necessarily  imply  that  the  Board  was  making  a  fixed  charge  on  any  pipe  other 
than  the  pipe  on  which  Alberta  Phoenix  sought  a  reduced  rate,  namely,  the  pipe 
it  was  making  from  skelp  it  was  bringing  in  from  Ontario.  Some  of  the  statements 
in  the  Reasons  may  be  susceptible  of  a  contrary  interpretation,  but  may  also 
be  consistent  with  reasoning  that  a  fixed  charge  for  Alberta  Phoenix  on  pipe 
from  Edmonton  to  Vancouver  would  be  justified  in  a  situation  in  which,  even  if 
there  were  no  agreed  charge  on  skelp,  the  railways  were,  on  the  one  hand,  giving 
a  preferential  rate  on  pipe  from  Ontario  plants  to  Vancouver,  and  on  the  other 
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hand,  refusing  to  give  a  commensurate  preference  to  Alberta  Phoenix  which  was 
bringing  Ontario  skelp  into  Edmonton  and  shipping  the  finished  product,  pipe, 
out  to  the  common  competitive  Vancouver  market. 

Order  No.  96575  was  issued  to  give  relief  to  Prairie  Pipe  similar  to  the 
relief  given  to  Alberta  Phoenix.  Prairie  Pipe  was  making  pipe  at  Regina  only 
from  skelp  that  it  was  bringing  in  by  rail  from  Ontario,  and  sought  and  was 
given  a  fixed  charge  on  that  pipe  from  Regina  to  Vancouver.  The  pipe  on  which 
the  charge  for  Alberta  Phoenix  was  fixed  was  pipe  made  from  skelp  brought  in 
by  rail  from  Ontario.  It  follows  that  the  pipe  on  which  the  charge  for  Prairie  Pipe 
was  fixed  was  pipe  made  from  skelp  similarly  brought  in  from  Ontario,  because 
in  fixing  the  charge  for  Prairie  Pipe  the  Board  followed  the  precedent  of  the 
Alberta  Phoenix  case. 

The  issue  in  the  present  hearing  is  whether  a  limitation  such  as  is  con- 
tained in  Supplement  No.  29  was  inherent  in  the  Judgments  and  Orders  fixing 
the  charges  on  pipe  from  Edmonton  and  Regina  to  Vancouver.  In  my  opinion  that 
limitation  was  inherent  in  those  Judgments  and  Orders,  in  view  of  the  sense 
in  which  the  word  "pipe"  was  used  therein  and  the  situation  with  which  the 
Board  was  dealing. 

This  Judgment  does  not  preclude  Interprovincial  from  applying  to  the  Board 
for  fixed  charges  on  pipe  made  by  it  from  other  skelp.  If  such  an  application  is 
based  on  Agreed  Charges  on  pipe  from  Ontario  points  to  British  Columbia  points, 
the  main  issues  will  be  whether  there  is  unjust  discrimination  against  Inter- 
provincial by  reason  of  such  agreed  charges  and  whether  the  circumstances  and 
conditions  under  which  the  pipe  is  offered  for  carriage  from  Regina  and  from 
Ontario  points  are  substantially  similar. 

The  suspension  of  Supplement  No.  29  should  be  vacated  and  Order  will 
issue  accordingly.  The  railways  are  free  to  correct  the  terms  of  Supplement  29 
by  substituting  Hamilton  for  Welland  thereon.

The  facts  are  set  out  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Chief  Commissioner,  including 
the  text  of  the  Board's  Order  No.  96575.  I  set  out  below  only  the  operative  part 
of  that  Order: 

"IT  IS  ORDERED  that  a  charge  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  fixed  of  76  cents 
per  100  lbs.  on  skelp,  in  carloads,  from  Hamilton  and  Sault  Ste.  Marie. 
Ontario,  to  Regina  Saskatchewan,  to  be  made  by  the  carriers  parties  to  the 
said  Agreed  Charge  on  skelp,  and  a  charge  of  58  cents  per  100  lbs.  on  pipe, 
in  carloads,  from  Regina,  Saskatchewan,  to  Vancouver  and  other  stations 
and  places  in  British  Columbia  to  which  the  said  Agreed  Charge  on  pipe  is 
applicable,  to  be  made  by  the  carriers  parties  thereto; 

AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  the  said  fixed  charge  on  skelp 
shall  only  be  applied  upon  proof  submitted  to  the  carrier  that  the  said  skelp 
has  been  converted  into  pipe  and  shipped  from  Regina,  Saskatchewan,  to 
the  stations  and  places  to  which  the  said  Agreed  Charge  on  pipe  is  appli- 
cable, at  the  charge  fixed  herein  on  the  said  pipe; 

AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  all  other  conditions  and  require- 
ments of  the  said  Agreed  Charges  C.T.C.  (AC)  No.  63  and  C.T.C.  (AC) 
No.  89,  and  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Judgment  and  Order  No.  94129  of  the 
17th  day  of  April,  1958,  shall  be  attached  to  and  incorporated  with  each  of 
the  charges  hereby  fixed  for  the  Applicant  insofar  as  they  may  be  applicable 
thereto. 

AND  IT  IS  FURTHER  ORDERED  that  the  effective  date  of  the  charges 
herein  fixed  shall  be  November  1,  1958." 

The  Order  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  complete  and  clear  on  the  face  of  it 
were  it  not  for  the  second  last  paragraph.  That  requires  one  to  look  at  the  "con- 
ditions and  requirements' '  of  Agreed  Charges  C.T.C.  (AC)  Nos.  63  and  89,  and 
the  "conditions"  set  forth  in  the  Judgment  and  Order  No.  94129  of  April  17,  1958. 

There  are  no  "conditions  or  requirements"  contained  in  Agreed  Charges 
C.T.C.  (AC)  Nos.  63  and  89  that  would  limit  the  Fixed  Charge  to  pipe  produced 
from  skelp  shipped  from  any  particular  source. 

Are  there  any  such  conditions  contained  in  Order  No.  94129,  or  the  Board's 
Judgment  of  April  17,  1958?  There  are  none  in  the  Order. 

Are  there  any  in  the  Judgment?  The  only  conditions  that  could  be  said  to 
be  "attached  to  and  incorporated  with"  the  charge  fixed  on  pipe  must,  in  my 
opinion,  be  found  in  the  operative  portion. 

In  giving  effect  to  its  decision  the  Board,  in  its  Judgment,  said: 

"The  Board  further  fixes  a  charge  for  the  applicant  of  44  cents  per 
100  lbs.  on  pipe,  wrought  iron  or  steel,  carloads,  of  the  same  description  and 
under  the  conditions  attaching  to  the  said  Agreed  Charge  CTC  (AC)  No.  63, 
to  be  made  by  the  same  carriers  parties  to  that  Agreed  Charge,  from  Edmon- 
ton, Alberta,  to  the  stations  and  places  to  which  the  said  Agreed  Charge  is 
applicable,  to  the  extent  that  the  said  carriers  participate  in  the  carriage 
of  the  said  goods  from  Edmonton  to  the  said  stations  and  places." 
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The  Board  also  said  in  the  second  last  paragraph  of  the  Judgment: 

"It  may  be  added  that  were  it  not  for  the  restriction  placed  upon  the 
Board  by  the  Transport  Act  of  fixing  a  charge  related  to  each  agreed  charge, 
the  Board  would  have  fixed  a  single  charge  of  $1.34  per  100  lbs.  for  the 
combined  movements  of  both  skelp  and  pipe." 

The  latter  passage,  even  if  more  than  obiter,  does  not  constitute  a  condition. 

There  are,  in  my  opinion,  no  such  conditions  in  the  Judgment. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  set  out  the  rules  of  construction  of  documents. 
It  is  sufficient  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  Order  No.  96575  (even  although  not 
complete  on  its  face)  is  yet  clear  and  unambiguous.  Even  when  the  Order  is 
read  (as  it  requires)  in  conjunction  with  Agreed  Charges  C.T.C.  (AC)  Nos.  63 
and  89,  Order  No.  94129  and  the  Board's  Judgment  of  April  17,  1958,  it  contains 
no  conditions  or  requirements  that  pipe,  to  benefit  from  the  charge  fixed,  must 
be  manufactured  from  skelp  shipped  from  any  particular  source. 

To  give  effect  to  the  charge  fixed  for  Prairie  Pipe  Manufacturing  Company 
Limited  (Interprovincial  Steel  and  Pipe  Corporation  Ltd.),  the  railways  issued 
Supplement  No.  19  to  Agreed  Charge  No.  63.  This  supplement  added  the  following 
to  the  Agreed  Charge: 

' 'Change:  - 

Subject  to  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  CTC  (AC)  No.  63,  charge 
of  58  cents  per  100  lbs.,  carload  minimum  weight  100,000  lbs.,  has  been 
fixed  by  Order  No.  96575,  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for 
Canada  for  the  transport  of  the  said  traffic  handled  by,  for,  or  in  connection 
with  the  business  of  Prairie  Pipe  Manufacturing  Company  Limited,  to  the 
extent  of  100%  of  the  volume  forwarded  from  Regina,  Sask.,  to  the  stations 
and/or  places  specified  in  Paragraph  "C(2)'\" 

Effective  September  24,  1962,  the  railways  issued  Supplement  No.  29.  This 
supplement  amended  the  Agreed  Charge  as  follows: 
"Change:- 

Subject  to  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  CTC  (AC)  No.  63,  charge 
of  58  cents  per  100  lbs.,  carload  minimum  weight  100,000  lbs.,  has  been 
fixed  by  Order  No.  96575,  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for 
Canada  for  the  transport  of  the  commodities  described  in  Paragraph  "BM 
of  CTC  (AC)  No.  63  produced  from  Skelp  originating  at  Sault  Sre.  Marie  or 
Wetland,  Ont.r  handled  by,  for,  or  in  connection  with  the  business  of  Prairie 
Pipe  Manufacturing  Company  Limited,  to  the  extent  of  100%  of  the  volume 
forwarded  from  Regina,  Sask.,  to  the  stations  and/or  places  specified  in 
Paragraph  "C(2)'\"  (underlining  mine) 

By  supplement  giving  effect  to  a  Fixed  Charge,  the  railways  may  attempt 
to  summarize  the  effect  of  the  Board's  Order  that  creates  the  Fixed  Charge. 
However,  Supplement  No.  29,  in  my  opinion,  varied  the  effect  of  an  Order  that 
is  clear  and  unambiguous.  This,  the  railways  cannot  lawfully  do.  It  was,  in  my 
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opinion,  open  to  the  railways  to  apply  to  the  Board  for  a  modification  of  the 
charge  fixed. 

This,  they  did  not  do. 

I  would  disallow  Supplement  No.  29.

JUDGMENT 

BY  THE  BOARD. 

By  application  dated  December  14,  1962,  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of 
Canada,  hereinafter  called  the  Company,  submitted  for  the  Board's  approval  an 
extended-area  service  plan  providing  for  an  extension  of  toll-free  calling  privi- 
leges in  five  of  its  exchanges  in  the  Montreal  area.  The  five  exchanges,  which 
are  designated  "Group  C  exchanges' '  in  the  application,  are:  Beloeil,  Ste-Anne- 
de-Bellevue,  St-Eustache,  St-Paul-PErmite  and  Ste-Therese. 

Under  this  plan,  the  local-service  areas  of  the  five  Group  C  exchanges 
would  be  expanded  to  include  the  Montreal  exchange  and  certain  other  exchanges 
situated  between  the  Group  C  exchanges  and  the  Montreal  exchange.  The  adop- 
tion of  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Company  is  subject  to  revised  tolls  and  it  is 
these  revised  tolls  which  the  Board  must  consider  in  determining  this  application. 

Outline  of  Present  Extended-Area  Service  Arrangements 

The  extended-area  service  arrangements  now  in  effect  in  the  greater  Montreal 
area  are  fully  described  in  our  Judgment  of  July  11,  1958  (77  C.R.T.C.  201). 
For  convenience,  a  brief  outline  of  these  arrangements  follows: 

At  the  present  time,  extended-area  service  is  furnished  between  the  Montreal 
exchange  and  thirteen  immediately  surrounding  exchanges,  called  Group  A 
exchanges.  In  addition  to  the  Montreal  exchange,  each  Group  A  exchange  in- 
cludes within  its  toll-free  calling  area  the  next  two  Group  A  exchanges  on 
either  side  of  it.  Each  Group  A  exchange  also  includes  in  its  toll-free  calling

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area  Group  B  exchanges  which  are  contiguous  to  it.  All  Group  A  exchanges  are 
assigned  to  Rate  Group  10A,  as  is  Montreal,  and  are  subject  to  the  rates  and 
charges  applicable  to  that  Group  (see  Appendix  "A"  hereto). 

Eleven  exchanges  surround  and  abut  on  the  Group  A  exchanges  and  are 
designated  as  Group  B  exchanges.  Each  Group  B  exchange  has  a  toll-free 
calling  area  which  includes  contiguous  Group  A  and  Group  B  exchanges,  in 
addition  to  the  Montreal  exchange.  Rates  and  charges  for  Group  B  exchanges 
are  based  on  increments  over  those  of  Rate  Group  10A  and  are  set  out  in  Ap- 
pendix "A"  to  this  Judgment. 

The  five  Group  C  exchanges  which  are  the  subject  of  the  present  applica- 
tion abut  on  certain  of  the  Group  B  exchanges.  A  limited  extended-area  service, 
providing  one-way  calling  to  Montreal  and  to  certain  Group  A  and  Group  B 
exchanges,  is  available  at  the  option  of  Group  C  exchange  customers  at  the 
following  monthly  rates: 


It  is  stated  that  about  12%  of  the  Applicant's  customers  in  these  Group  C 
exchanges  have  this  one-way  extended-area  service.  Foreign  exchange  service 
is  also  available  from  the  Montreal  exchange,  at  the  rates  applicable  to  Mon- 
treal service  plus  certain  inter-exchange  and  other  circuit  mileage  charges. 
Apart  from  this  limited  extended-area  service  and  the  foreign  exchange  service, 
communication  with  the  Montreal  exchange  and  all  Group  A  and  Group  B  ex- 
changes must  take  place  over  long-distance  circuits  at  message-toll  charges. 

With  the  exception  of  optional,  one-way  extended-area  service  and  foreign 
exchange  service,  the  present  rates  and  charges  applicable  to  Group  C  exchanges 
are  described  in  Appendix  "A",  and  are  those  of  the  Rate  Groups  to  which  such 
exchanges  are  now  assigned  according  to  the  total  telephone  count  within  their 
respective  local-service  areas. 

Proposed  Extended-Area  Service  Arrangements  (or  Group  C  Exchanges,

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With  the  establishment  of  the  proposed  extension  of  service,  long-distance 
'calls,  and  the  charges  for  such  calls,  would  be  eliminated  between  the  Group  C 
exchanges  and  those  additional  exchanges  listed  above.  The  distance  between 
the  Group  C  exchange  rate  centres  and  the  Montreal  exchange  rate  centre  exceed 
those  between  the  rate  centres  of  the  Group  B  exchanges  and  the  Montreal 
exchange. 

The  long-distance  charges  that  would  be  eliminated  between  Group  C 
exchanges  and  the  Montreal  exchange  are  higher  than  those  formerly  applicable 
between  Group  B  exchanges  and  Montreal,  and  the  Company  submits  that  the 
proposed  extended-area  service  arrangements  would  have  a  greater  value  to 
its  customers  in  the  Group  C  exchanges  than  the  arrangements  now  in  effect 
have  for  customers  in  its  Group  B  exchanges. 

In  consideration  of  this  greater  value  of  service,  and  of  the  loss  of  mes- 
sage-toll revenue  consequent  upon  the  proposed  extension  of  local  service, 
the  Company  proposes  that  rates  for  the  Group  C  exchanges  should  be  higher 
than  those  applicable  to  Group  B  exchanges  by  the  following  amounts: 

(a)  Residence  Service,  per  month:

(b)  Business  Service,  per  month:

The  effect  of  the  adoption  of  these  proposed  increments  over  the  Group  B 
exchange  rates,  and  of  the  transfer  of  the  designated  Group  C  exchanges  from 
their  present  Rate  Groups,  is  set  out  in  detail  in  Appendix  "AM  to  this  Judgment, 
under  the  heading  "Proposed  Group  C  Exchanges".  Appendix  "A"  also  includes 
a  comparison  of  the  present  and  proposed  rates  and  charges  involved  in  Montreal 
extended-area  services. 

The  Company  states  that,  following  establishment  of  the  present  optional 
one-way  extended-area  service  in  its  Group  C  exchanges,  eight  letters,  petitions 
and  resolutions  were  received  from  associations  and  municipalities  located  in 
these  exchanges,  seeking  provision  of  a  two-way  service  rather  than  the  limited, 
optional  service.  In  addition,  it  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  J.  Lalonde  of  Repen- 
tigny,  (a  municipality  served  by  the  St-Paul-l'Ermite  exchange),  a  copy  of  which 
was  addressed  to  the  Board  under  date  of  August  15,  1961.  This  letter  enclosed 
a  petition,  signed  by  a  large  number  of  persons,  asking  for  two-way,  toll-free 
service  between  Repentigny  and  Montreal. 
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The  Company  contends  that  its  proposed  extension  of  service  is  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  customers  in  its  Group  C  exchanges  by  furnishing  them 
with  the  kind  of  service  they  seek.  It  states  that  while  no  request  for  the  pro- 
posed service  has  been  received  from  customers  in  its  Montreal,  Group  A  or 
Group  B  exchanges,  its  proposed  plans  for  two-way  calling  necessarily  involve 
an  extension  of  the  local-service  areas  of  certain  of  these  exchanges.  Since, 
however,  the  total  number  of  telephones  in  the  Group  C  exchanges  represents  a 
small  fraction  of  the  total  in  the  local-calling  areas  of  its  Montreal,  Group  A 
and  Group  B  exchanges,  the  Company  does  not  propose  any  changes  at  this 
time  in  the  rates  applicable  to  the  Montreal,  Group  A  and  Group  B  exchanges. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Company  that  provision  of  the  proposed  extended- 
area  service  to  the  five  Group  C  exchanges  will  require  construction  expen-^ 
ditures,  amounting  to  some  $5  million,  for  additional  facilities  and  equipment 
sufficient  to  carry  not  only  existing  message  traffic  but  also  the  vast  increase 
in  traffic  that  would  result  from  elimination  of  long-distance  charges.  The 
Company  also  states  that  implementation  of  the  proposed  plan  would  effect  I 
some  reduction  in  its  revenue,  since  the  estimated  annual  loss  of  long-distance 
revenue  would  not  be  completely  offset  by  the  estimated  annual  increase  under/ 
the  increases  proposed  for  the  Group  C  exchanges. 

The  proposed  plan  is  designed  to  apply  to  one  or  more  of  the  five  Group 
C  exchanges  whose  customers  desire  it,  but  only  to  the  extent  of  including 
in  the  local-service  area  of  each  exchange  those  additional  exchanges  which 
have  been  previously  described  above.  Consequently,  the  Company  states, 
general  acceptance  of  the  plan  in  one  or  more  of  the  Group  C  exchanges,  and 
of  the  rates  proposed  thereunder,  is  a  necessary  condition  for  its  implementa- 
tion. With  respect  to  other  exchanges  in  the  greater  Montreal  area,  the  Company 
states  it  will  offer  to  its  customers  similar  extended  service,  when  it  is  of  the 
opinion  that  all  pertinent  circumstances  and  conditions  are  substantially  similar 
to  those  now  in  effect  in  the  five  Group  C  exchanges. 

Because  extended-area  services  of  the  nature  of  the  plan  now  before  us 
cannot  be  made  available  on  an  optional  basis,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
Board  to  require  the  Company  to  make  any  proposed  plan  for  such  services  known 
to  all  customers  who  would  be  affected  by  it  and  to  seek  their  views  concerning 
it.  Upon  being  made  aware  of  the  present  plan,  the  Board  directed  the  Company 
to  furnish  all  customers  in  the  Group  C  exchanges  with  full  details  of  its  pro- 
posals, and  to  advise  them  that  any  representations  concerning  these  proposals 
were  to  be  sent  to  us  not  later  than  November  10,  1962.  Announcement  of  the 
plan,  with  descriptive  details,  was  made  by  a  circular  letter,  dated  October  5, 
1962,  which  the  Company  states  was  mailed  to  each  of  its  21,000  customers 
in  the  Group  C  exchanges. 

From  among  the  21,000  customers  in  the  Group  C  exchanges,  only  32  written 
communications  were  received  expressing  opposition  to  the  proposed  extended- 
area  service  plan. 
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The  Company's  formal  application  to  the  Board,  in  bilingual  form,  is  dated 
December  14,  1962,  and  was  served  upon  each  of  the  37  municipalities  throughout 
the  area  affected,  with  a  notice  that  any  answer  thereto  was  to  be  mailed  or 
delivered  to  us  by  January  19,  1963.  No  submissions  were  received  from  any 
municipality  in  answer  to  this  formal  application. 

DISCUSSION  AND  CONCLUSIONS 

The  provision  of  extended-area  services,  such  as  those  already  in  operation 
in  the  greater  Montreal  area,  and  that  which  is  now  proposed,  is  essentially  a 
matter  which  lies  within  the  discretionary  powers  of  the  Company.  Such  extended 
services,  which  provide  toll-free  calling  between  certain  exchanges,  constitute 
in  our  opinion  a  rearrangement  of  exchange  boundaries.  Our  powers  to  deal  with 
such  matters  are  set  out  in  subsection  (6)  of  Section  380  of  the  Railway  Act, 
as  follows: 

"(6)  The  Board  may,  from  time  to  time  upon  application,  deal  with  all 
questions  of  unreasonableness  or  unjust  discrimination  in  respect  of  telephone 
tolls  resulting  from  the  establishment,  redivision  and  readjustment  of  the  bounda- 
ries of  any  base  rate  area  or  telephone  exchange  area  and,  where  it  considers 
such  tolls  to  be  unreasonable  or  unjust  or  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  may  require  the  company  to  substitute  tolls  satisfactory  to  the 
Board  in  lieu  thereof,  or  may  prescribe  other  tolls  in  lieu  of  the  tolls  published 
by  the  company". 

The  establishment  of  extended-area  service  arrangements  which  link 
exchanges  together  to  form  a  combined  or  wider  local-calling  area  necessarily 
involves  the  question  of  the  tolls  to  be  charged  for  the  enlarged  service,  and 
the  Board  has  a  duty  to  give  full  consideration  thereto  under  the  provisions 
quoted  above. 

In  the  case  of  the  last  extension  of  Montreal  exchange  service  to  include 
the  Group  B  exchanges,  these  latter  exchanges  became  subject  to  the  Montreal 
exchange  rates,  plus  a  surcharge  or  increment  over  such  rates,  upon  implementa- 
tion of  the  extended  service  arrangements,  instead  of  the  former  rates  based 
on  size,  as  measured  by  total  telephone  count  within  the  local-service  area. 
The  propriety  of  assessing  such  a  surcharge  over  Montreal  exchange  rates  to 
Group  B  exchange  customers  was  considered  and  approved  in  our  Judgment  of 
July  11,  1958.  (77  C.R.T.C.  201). 

As  noted  above,  it  has  been  our  policy  to  require  the  Company  to  seek  the 
views  of  all  customers  in  the  areas  affected  as  to  their  willingness  to  accept 
extended  services  of  this  character  and  the  higher  exchange  charges  entailed. 
Those  extended-area  services  now  in  operation  in  the  greater  Montreal  area 
were  thus  established  with  the  concurrence  of  the  majority  of  customers  con- 
cerned and,  from  the  response  described  above  to  the  Company's  circular  letter 
of  October  5,  1962  and  to  its  formal  application  of  December  14,  1962,  we 
conclude  that  the  proposed  plan  for  the  Group  C  exchanges  meets  with  the 
general  approval  of  a  very  substantial  majority  of  the  customers  affected. 
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With  respect  to  the  present  application,  the  Company  proposes  to  assess 
a  surcharge  over  the  Group  B  exchange  rates  upon  customers  in  the  Group  C 
exchanges.  These  surcharges  are  part  of  the  proposed  plan  acceptable  to  the 
majority.  It  is  clear  that  the  provision  of  Montreal  extended-area  service  to 
these  exchanges  involves  additional  expense  for  the  Company  because  of  the 
additional  dial-switching  equipment  and  the  extra  exchange  circuits  required 
over  greater  than  normal  distances,  as  well  as  the  loss  of  the  toll  revenue  for 
present  long-distance  communication  between  the  Group  C  exchanges  and  those 
exchanges  proposed  to  be  added  to  their  local-calling  areas.  However,  the 
value  of  service  to  customers  in  the  smaller  Group  C  exchange  areas  will  be 
greatly  enhanced  by  the  considerably  greater  range  of  toll-free  calling  that  will 
be  made  available  to  them. 

After  careful  consideration  of  all  features  involved  in  the  Company's 
proposed  plan  of  extended-area  service  for  the  five  Group  C  exchanges  described 
above,  and  in  view  of  its  acceptance  by  a  very  substantial  majority  of  the 
customers  affected,  we  indicate  our  approval  of  the  proposed  rate  structure 
described  herein,  which  may  be  established  upon  institution  of  the  extended- 
area  service  by  the  filing  of  tariffs  for  specific  approval,  not  less  than  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  such  service.  No  order  is  necessary  at  this 
time. 

We  are  advised  that  provision  of  the  proposed  extension  of  service  is 
dependent  upon  the  completion  date  of  construction  of  the  necessary  facilities; 
this  is  estimated  to  be  mid-1964  for  the  Ste-Anne-de-Bellevue  and  St-Paul- 
l'Ermite  exchanges  and  mid-1965  for  the  Bel  ceil  and  Ste-Eustache  and  Ste- 
Therese  exchanges.  The  Company  requests  our  decision  as  to  its  proposed 
charges  and  it  is  to  that  feature  alone  this  decision  is  directed.

JUGEMENT 

PAR  LA  COMMISSION: 

Dans  une  requete  en  date  du  14  decembre  1962,  la  Compagnie  de  telephone 
Bell  du  Canada,  ci-apres  denommee  "Compagnie",  a  soumis  a  1 'approbation 
de  la  Commission  un  projet  de  service  de  secteur  Etendu  visant  a  l'extension 
du  privilege  de  communication  sans  frais  supplementaires  a  cinq  de  ses  centraux 
de  la  region  de  Montreal.  Ces  cinq  centraux,  qui  sont  designes  sous  le  nom  de 
"centraux  du  groupe  C"  dans  la  requete,  sont  ceux  de  Beloeil,  Sainte-Anne-de- 
Bellevue,  Saint-Eustache,  Saint-Paul-l'Ermite  et  Sainte-Therese. 

D'apres  ce  plan,  les  secteurs  de  service  local  de  ces  cinq  centraux  du 
groupe  C  seraient  etendus  de  facon  a  comprendre  le  central  de  Montreal  et 
certains  autres  centraux  situes  entre  les  centraux  du  groupe  C  et  le  central 
de  Montreal.  L'adoption  du  plan  que  propose  la  Compagnie  comporte  une  revision 
des  tarifs  et  ce  sont  les  nouveaux  tarifs  proposes  que  la  Commission  doit 
etudier  pour  decider  de  la  requete. 

Description  generate  du  service  de  secteur  etendu  actuel

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La  Compagnie  soutient  que  son  projet  d'extension  de  service  vise  a  satis- 
faire  les  besoins  des  abonnes  de  ses  centraux  du  groupe  C  en  leur  assurant  le 
genre  de  service  qu'ils  de"sirent.  Elle  declare  que  bien  qu'elle  n'ait  pas  recu  de 
demande  des  abonnes  de  ses  centraux  de  Montreal,  du  groupe  A  et  du  groupe  B, 
ses  projets  de  service  de  communication  dans  les  deux  sens  comportent  ne- 
cessairement  une  extension  des  secteurs  de  service  local  de  certains  de  ces 
centraux.  Cependant,  vu  que  le  nombre  total  de  postes  telephoniques  des 
centraux  du  groupe  C  represente  une  faible  fraction  du  total  des  postes  tele- 
phoniques des  secteurs  de  service  local  de  ses  centraux  de  Montreal  et  des 
groupes  A  et  B,  la  Compagnie  ne  projette,  pour  le  moment,  aucune  modification 
des  taux  applicables  aux  centraux  de  Montreal  et  des  groupes  A  et  B. 

La  Compagnie  estime  que  l'etablissement  projete  du  service  de  secteur 
e*tendu  pour  les  cinq  centraux  du  groupe  C  exigera  des  depenses  de  construction 
d'environ  5  millions  pour  les  installations  et  le  materiel  supplementaires  ne- 
cessaires  3  la  transmission  non  seulement  du  trafic  actuel  mais  aussi  du  tratic 
nouveau  qui  resulterait  de  1 'elimination  des  taxes  interurbaines.  La  Compagnie 
declare  egalement  que  la  realisation  du  projet  reduirait  quelque  peu  ses  recettes, 
puisque  ^augmentation  annuelle  des  recettes  que  produiraient  les  majorations 
projetees  pour  les  centraux  du  groupe  C  ne  compenserait  pas  completement  la 
diminution  annuelle  des  recettes  provenant  des  taxes  interurbaines. 

Le  projet  est  concu  de  maniere  a  pouvoir  s'appliquer  a  un  ou  a  plusieurs 
des  cinq  centraux  du  groupe  C  dont  les  abonnes  le  de*sirent,  mais  seulement 
dans  la  mesure  ou  seraient  compris  dans  le  secteur  de  service  local  de  chaque 
central  les  centraux  supplementaires  susmentionnes.  Par  consequent,  la  Com- 
pagnie declare  que  l'acceptation  generale  du  projet  dans  l'un  ou  plusieurs  des 
centraux  du  groupe  C  et  des  taux  qui  sont  proposes  est  une  condition  essen- 
tielle  de  la  realisation  de  ce  projet.  En  ce  qui  concerne  les  autres  centraux  de 
la  region  metropolitaine  de  Montreal,  la  Compagnie  precise  qu'elle  offrira  a 
ses  abonnes  un  service  de  secteur  e*tendu  similaire  lorsqu'elle  sera  d'avis  que 
toutes  les  circonstances  et  conditions  pertinentes  sont  sensiblement  les  memes 
que  celles  qui  prevalent  actuellement  dans  les  cinq  centraux  du  groupe  C. 

Vu  que  les  services  de  secteur  etendu  de  la  nature  de  ceux  qui  font  l'objet 
du  projet  que  nous  avons  devant  nous  ne  peuvent  etre  offerts  a  titre  facultatif, 
la  ligne  de  conduite  de  la  Commission  consiste  a  exiger  que  la  Compagnie  fasse 
connaftre  tout  projet  d'etablissement  de  tels  services  a  tous  ses  abonnes  qu'un 
tel  projet  pourrait  toucher  et  cherche  a  connaftre  leur  avis  a  ce  sujet.  Des 
qu'elle  a  ete  mise  au  courant  du  projet  actuel,  la  Commission  a  ordonne  a  la 
Compagnie  de  fournir  a  tous  ses  abonnes  des  centraux  du  groupe  C  les  details 
complets  de  ses  projets  et  de  les  inviter  a  nous  adresser  toutes  leurs  remarques 
relatives  a  ces  projets  au  plus  tard  le  10  novembre  1962.  Ce  projet  a  ete  annonce 
en  detail  dans  une  circulaire  datee  du  5  October  1962  que  la  Compagnie  declare 
avoir  envoyee  par  la  poste  a  chacun  de  ses  21,000  abonnes  des  centraux  du 
groupe  C. 

De  la  part  des  abonnes  des  centraux  du  groupe  C,  qui  sont  au  nombre  de 
21,000,  il  n'a  ete  recu  que  32  communications  ecrites  exprimant  de  ^opposition 
au  projet  de  service  de  secteur  etendu. 
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La  requete  officielle  de  la  Compagnie,  redigee  dans  les  deux  langues 
et  datee  du  14  decembre  1962,  a  ete  remise  a  chacune  des  37  municipalites 
de  la  zone  touchee,  accompagnee  d'un  avis  stipulant  que  toute  reponse  devait 
nous  etre  envoyee  par  la  poste  ou  remise  au  plus  tard  le  19  janvier  1963.  Nous 
n'avons  pas  recu  de  memoires  des  municipalites  au  sujet  de  cette  requete 
officielle. 

EXAMEN  ET  CONCLUSIONS 

L'etablissement  de  services  de  secteur  etendu,  comme  ceux  qui  sont  deja 
assures  dans  la  region  metropolitaine  de  Montreal  et  ceux  qui  sont  maintenant 
proposes,  est  essentiellement  une  question  qui  releve  des  pouvoirs  discre- 
tionnaires  de  la  Compagnie.  Ces  services  de  secteur  etendu,  qui  permettent  les 
communications  sans  frais  supplementaires  entre  certains  centraux,  constituent, 
a  notre  avis,  un  rajustement  des  limites  des  centraux.  Nos  attributions  en  ce 
qui  concerne  ces  questions  sont  fixees  au  paragraphe  (6)  de  l'article  380  de  la 
Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer,  qui  se  lit  ainsi: 

"(6)  Sur  demande,  la  Commission  peut,  a  ^occasion,  connaitre  de  toutes 
questions  ou  sont  alleguees  des  exigences  deraisonnables  ou  une  disparite 
injuste  en  matiere  de  taxes  telephoniques,  par  suite  de  l'etablissement,  de  la 
nouvelle  division  et  du  rajustement  des  limites  de  toute  zone  a  tarif  de  base  ou 
a  bureau  central,  et,  si  elle  considere  ces  taxes  comme  deraisonnables  ou 
injustes,  ou  contraires  a  l'une  quelconque  des  dispositions  de  la  presente  loi, 
elle  peut  enjoindre  a  la  compagnie  d'y  substituer  des  taxes  donnant  satisfaction 
a  la  Commission,  ou  peut  prescrire  d'autres  taxes  en  remplacement  de  celles 
qu'a  publiees  la  compagnie." 

L'etablissement  d'un  service  de  secteur  etendu  qui  relie  des  centraux  entre 
eux  de  facon  a  former  un  secteur  de  service  local  plus  grand  pose  necessairement 
la  question  des  taxes  a  demander  pour  ce  service  augmente,  et  la  Commission  a 
le  devoir  d'en  faire  une  etude  approfondie  en  vertu  des  dispositions  citees  plus 
haut. 

Dans  le  cas  de  la  derniere  extension  du  service  du  central  de  Montreal 
auquel  ont  ete  rattaches  les  centraux  du  groupe  B,  ces  derniers  se  sont  vu 
appliquer  les  taux  du  central  de  Montreal,  plus  une  surtaxe  ou  un  montant  ajoute 
a  ces  taux,  lors  de  la  mise  en  ceuvre  du  service  de  secteur  etendu,  au  lieu  des 
anciens  taux  fondes  sur  l'importance  evaluee  d'apres  le  nombre  total  de  postes 
du  secteur  de  service  local.  L'opportunite  d'imposer  une  telle  surtaxe  en  plus 
des  taux  du  central  de  Montreal  aux  abonnes  des  centraux  du  groupe  B  a  ete 
etudiee  et  approuvee  dans  notre  jugement  du  11  juillet  1958.  (77  C.R.T.C.  201). 

Comme  il  a  ete  dit  plus  haut,  notre  ligne  de  conduite  a  ete  d'exiger  que 
la  Compagnie  cherche  a  connaitre  Pavis  de  tous  les  abonnes  des  circonscrip- 
tions  touchees  en  ce  qui  concernait  leur  consentement  a  accepter  des  services 
de  secteur  etendu  de  ce  genre  et  les  taux  plus  eleves  qu'ils  comportaient.  Ces 
services  de  secteur  etendu  actuellement  assures  dans  la  region  metropolitaine 
de  Montreal  ont  ainsi  ete  etablis  avec  l'assentiment  de  la  majorite  des  abonnes 
interesses  et,  d'apres  la  reaction  susmentionnee  a  la  circulaire  de  la  Compagnie, 
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en  date  du  5  octobre  1962,  et  a  sa  requete  officielle  du  14  decembre  1962,  nous 
concluons  que  le  projet  relatif  aux  centraux  du  groupe  C  recoit  l'approbation 
generale  de  la  grande  majorite  des  abonnes  en  cause. 

En  ce  qui  concerne  la  requete  actuelle,  la  Compagnie  se  propose  d'imposer 
une  surtaxe  en  plus  des  taux  des  centraux  du  groupe  B  aux  abonnes  des  centraux 
du  groupe  C.  Ces  surtaxes  font  partie  du  projet  qui  agree  a  la  majorite.  II  est 
evident  que  le  fait  de  mettre  le  service  de  secteur  etendu  du  central  de  Montreal 
a  la  disposition  de  ces  centraux  comporte  des  depenses  supplementaires  pour  la 
Compagnie  qui  devra  installer  des  appareils  de  commutation  par  cadran  et  des 
circuits  de  central  supplementaires  necessites  par  le  longueur  des  distances 
plus  grandes  que  dans  les  cas  ordinaires;  ce  nouveau  service  entrafnera  aussi 
une  perte  de  recettes  par  suite  de  la  disparition  des  taxes  appliquees  actuelle- 
ment  aux  communications  interurbaines  entre  les  centraux  du  groupe  C  et  les 
centraux  qu'on  se  propose  d'ajouter  a  leurs  secteurs  de  service  local.  Cependant, 
la  valeur  du  service  pour  les  abonnes  des  petits  centraux  du  groupe  C  sera 
grandement  accrue  du  fait  que  leur  zone  de  communication  sans  frais  supple- 
mentaires sera  beaucoup  plus  vaste. 

Apres  une  etude  approfondie  du  projet  de  service  de  secteur  etendu  pour 
les  cinq  centraux  du  groupe  C  susmentionnes  et  par  suite  de  1 'acceptation  de 
ce  projet  par  la  grande  majorite  des  abonnes  en  cause,  nous  donnons  notre 
approbation  au  regime  de  taux  propose  et  decrit  aux  presentes,  lequel  pourra, 
des  la  creation  de  ce.  service  de  secteur  etendu,  etre  mis  en  vigueur  par  le 
depot  de  tarifs  qui  devront  etre  explicitement  approuves,  au  moins  trente  jours 
avant  le  debut  de  ce  service.  Une  ordonnance  n'est  pas  necessaire  pour  le 
moment. 

On  nous  informe  que  la  date  a  laquelle  le  service  projete  de  secteur  etendu 
pourra  commencer  depend  de  la  date  a  laquelle  la  construction  des  installations 
necessaires  pourra  etre  achevee;  ce  serait  vers  le  milieu  de  l'annee  1964  pour 
les  centraux  de  Sainte-Anne-de-Bellevue  et  de  Saint-Paul-l'Ermite  et  au  milieu 
de  l'annee  1965  pour  ceux  de  Beloeil,  Saint-Eustache  et  Sainte-Therese.  La 
Compagnie  nous  a  demande  une  decision  relative  a  ses  taux  projetes  et  c'est 
sur  ce  point  seul  que  porte  notre  decision.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

The  matter  before  the  Board  is  the  allocation  of  costs  between  the  Munici- 
pality of  Metropolitan  Toronto  (which  I  shall  refer  to  as  the  "Municipality")  and 
The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  (which  I  shall  refer  to  as  the  "Com- 
pany") of  the  relocation  of  the  Company's  facilities  on  Lakeshore  Boulevard  in 
the  City  of  Toronto. 

The  Municipality  is  engaged  upon  the  construction  of  a  highway  known  as 
the  Frederick  G.  Gardiner  Expressway. 

In  the  course  of  the  construction  of  the  highway  it  was  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Municipality  to  require  the  Company  to  remove  and  place  elsewhere  the 
Company's  telephone  plant  consisting  principally  of  underground  conduit  and 
cable  on  Lakeshore  Boulevard  between  Bathurst  and  York  Streets.

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In  April  of  1960  the  Municipality  advised  the  Board  that  no  agreement  had 
been  reached  with  the  Company  concerning  the  relocation  and  it  applied,  pursu- 
ant to  Section  378(6)  of  the  Railway  Act,  for  an  Order  of  the  Board  requiring 
the  relocation  of  the  existing  underground  conduit  and  cable  on  Lakeshore 
Boulevard,  and  for  an  Order  apportioning  the  cost  of  relocation. 

The  only  difference  between  the  Company  and  the  Municipality  was  the 
amount  of  compensation  that  should  be  paid  to  the  Company,  and  the  Municipality 
requested  that  the  Board  should  issue  an  Order  requiring  the  relocation  but 
reserving  for  further  consideration  and  Order  of  the  Board  all  questions  pertaining 
to  the  cost  and  its  apportionment. 

To  this  course  the  Company  agreed  and  the  Board  issued  Order  No.  101486 
on  June  15,  1960,  requiring  the  relocation,  and  providing  that  the  allocation  of 
the  cost  would  be  reserved  for  further  consideration  and  Order  of  the  Board. 

The  work  has  been  completed  by  the  Company. 

The  Company  has  submitted  to  the  Municipality  accounts  for  a  total  sum  of 
$56,072.44,  being  its  claim  for  its  full  amount  of  loss,  costs  and  expenses  of 
the  relocation.  Counsel  for  the  Company  has  stated  that  the  total  costs  incurred 
in  the  relocation  amount  to  nearly  $80,000.  The  claim  has  been  submitted, 
however,  for  $56,072,  based  on  the  following: 

"(a)  The  sacrificed  life  value  of  the  telephone  plant  displaced  or  neces- 
sarily abandoned,  calculated  on  current  costs; 

(b)  The  extra  costs  incurred  because  of  additional  length  or  more  expen- 
sive type  of  construction,  for  example,  underground  construction  as 
against  aerial  construction,  required  in  the  new  location; 

(c)  Temporary  work  required  to  maintain  service  if  any; 

(d)  The  cost  of  splicing  and  rearrangements  and  changes  to  its  plant 
necessary  to  connect  the  new  plant  in  with  the  existing  telephone 
system;  and 

(e)  The  cost  of  engineering  specially  associated  with  the  job." 

I    shall    refer   to   the   Company's   conduits,    cables,   circuits    and  other 
associated  works  as  the  "plant". 

The  Municipality  has  contested  these  costs  and  has  submitted  to  the  Board: 

(1)  That  the  costs  should  be  apportioned  on  the  basis  of  the  Municipality 
paying  50  per  cent  of  the  labour  costs  (including  costs  of  trucking)  in  accordance 
with  that  which  would  be  paid  to  public  utilities  governed  by  The  Public  Service 
Works  on  Highways  Act  of  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

(2)  That  in  the  alternative  the  Company  is  entitled  to  no  more  than  the 
sacrificed  life  value  of  the  plant  in  place.  For  this,  the  Municipality  takes  the 
Company's  definition  of  sacrificed  life  value,  i.e.,  "the  value  of  that  remaining 
time  in  years  converted  into  a  monetary  value  for  which  the  cable  and  conduit 
can  function  if  they  had  not  been  relocated,  plus  the  cost  of  labour  and  equip- 
ment necessary  to  accomplish  the  removal  of  the  cable  and  conduit,  less  the 
salvage  value  of  the  cable".  The  Municipality  has  extracted  from  the  Company's  - 
accounts  an  amount  of  $30,716  as  being  the  sacrificed  life  value. 

The  Board  directed  that  a  hearing  be  held  to  determine  the  matters  in  issue.

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The  right  of  the  Company  to  have  its  plant  on  and  under  Lakeshore  Boulevard 
has  not  been  questioned. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  describe  any  of  the  physical  features  of  the 
roadways,  the  expressway,  the  original  and  new  locations  of  the  plant,  nor  the 
plant  itself. 

It  is  not  disputed  that  the  Company  is  entitled  to  compensation. 
Counsel  are  in  agreement  that  The  Public  Service  Works  on  Highways  Act 
does  not  apply  to  the  Company. 
The  issues  are  these: 

(1)  Should  the  compensation  be  limited  to  50  per  cent  of  the  costs  of  labour 
in  conformity  with  what  is  paid  to  certain  other  utility  companies  governed  by 
The  Public  Service  Works  on  Highways  Act? 

(2)  If  not,  should  the  compensation  be  limited  to  the  sacrificed  value  of  the 
plant  displaced  or  necessarily  abandoned? 

(3)  If  not,  should  the  compensation  be  allowed,  on  the  basis  of  the  Com- 
pany's claim? 

Section  378(6)  of  the  Railway  Act  provides,  in  part: 

"Notwithstanding  any  power  or  authority  heretofore  or  hereafter  conferred 
upon  any  company  by  or  under  any  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  or 
of  the  legislature  of  any  province,  or  any  other  authority,  the  Board,  upon 
the  application  of  the  municipality,  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  may  order  any  telegraph  or  telephone  line, 
within  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  in  any 
municipality  or  any  portion  thereof,  to  be  placed  underground,  and  may 
order  any  extension  or  change  in  the  location  of  any  such  line  or  any 
portion  thereof,  and  the  construction  of  any  new  line,  and  may  abrogate 
the  right  of  any  such  company  to  construct  or  maintain,  or  to  operate  or 
continue,  any  such  line,  or  any  pole  or  other  works  belonging  thereto, 
except  as  directed  by  the  Board; . . . 

The  Municipality's  submission,  in  part,  is  that: 

(1)  Section  378(6)  gives  the  Board  the  power  to  order  the  Company  to 
relocate  its  lines  "upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board  may  prescribe", 
and  that  there  is  an  unfettered  discretion. 

(2)  The  Board,  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion,  should  apportion  the  costs 
in  accordance  with  the  formula  laid  down  by  The  Public  Service  Works  on  High- 
ways Act,  i.e.,  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  labour  only. 

Section  2  of  that  Act  provides  that: 

"Subject  to  section  3,  where  in  the  course  of  constructing,  reconstructing 
changing,  altering  or  improving  any  highway  it  becomes  necessary  to 
take  up,  remove  or  change  the  location  of  appliances  and  works  placed 
on  or  under  the  highway  by  an  operating  corporation,  the  road  authority 
and  the  operating  corporation  may  agree  upon  the  apportionment  of  the 
cost  of  labour  employed  in  the  work  and  in  default  of  agreement  the  cost 
of  the  work  shall  be  apportioned  equally  between  the  road  authority  and 
the  operating  corporation,  but  such  costs  shall  not  include  the  replacement 
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or  renewal  of  the  appliances  or  works  nor  the  cost  of  any  materials  or 
supplies,  nor  any  other  expense  or  loss  occasioned  to  the  operating 
corporation." 

Section  3  provides  that  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board,  upon  application  made 
to  it,  may  vary  the  apportionment  of  costs  where,  in  the  particular  circumstances, 
it  is  unfair  or  unjust  that  the  cost  should  be  apportioned  as  provided  in  Section  2. 
The  definition  in  the  Act  of  an  "operating  corporation"  is: 

"a  municipal  corporation  or  commission  or  a  company  or  individual 
operating  or  using  a  telephone  or  telegraph  service,  or  transmitting, 
distributing  or  supplying  electricity  or  artificial  or  natural  gas  for  light, 
heat  or  power  and  includes  The  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  of 
Ontario." 

In  The  Consumers'  Gas  Co.  v.  City  of  Toronto,  1941  Ontario  Reports,  175 
(confirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  1941  S.C.R.  584;  1941,  4  D.L.R. 
422)  it  was  held  that  the  Act  did  not  apply  to  The  Consumers'  Gas  Co.,  as  the 
cause  of  the  relocation  in  that  instance  was  not  an  improvement  to  the  highway. 
It  seems  quite  clear,  however,  from  the  decision  that  the  Act  has  general  appli- 
cation to  that  Company. 

The  submission  of  Counsel  for  the  Municipality  is  that  it  would  be  incon- 
sistent that  the  Company,  because  it  is  governed  by  other  legislation,  should 
be  compensated  by  the  Municipality  upon  a  different  basis  than  are  The  Hydro- 
Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario,  The  Consumers'  Gas  Co.,  and  other 
utilities  governed  by  the  Act. 

The  Board  is  asked  to  exercise  its  discretion  to  maintain  a  consistency. 

(3)  The  Company  no  longer  has  the  absolute  statutory  right  it  had  at  one 
time  to  enter  upon  the  highways  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  its  lines.  It  may 
place  its  installations  upon  the  highways  with  the  consent  of  the  Municipality. 
If  it  does  not  get  that  consent,  it  may  apply  to  the  Board  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Railway  Act  for  an  Order  authorizing  it  to  do  so.  It  can  be  moved  off  at 
any  time  by  Order  of  the  Board. 

Further,  that  it  has  a  statutory  licence  of  occupation  of  the  highway  which 
does  not  amount  to  an  estate  or  other  interest  in  land.  It  must  be  construed  as 
a  right  to  occupy  the  highway  in  accordance  with  conditions  obtaining  from  time 
to  time.  There  is  nothing  in  such  occupation  that  involves  a  right  to  have  the 
highway  continue  in  its  present  condition,  grade  or  form,  or  to  receive  damages 
in  lieu  of  its  continuance. 

The  Company's  submission  in  part  is  that: 

(1)  The  Soil  occupied  by  the  plant  is  land  owned  by  the  Company  or  is  an 
interest  in  land. 

(2)  The  plant  was  private  property  of  the  Company  and  should  not  be  ex- 
propriated,  interfered  with  or  injuriously  affected  without  full  compensation. 

(3)  The  common  law  principle  of  fair  compensation  should  be  applied. 

(4)  There  is  a  statutory  duty  upon  the  Municipality  under  the  Municipal  Act 
of  Ontario  to  make  full  compensation  and  that  Act  applies  to  the  Municipality 
of  Metropolitan  Toronto. 
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"Land"  is  defined  by  that  Act  as: 

"  'Land*  includes  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  and  any  estate 
or  interest  therein,  and  any  right  or  easement  affecting  them,  and  land 
covered  with  water." 

Section  337  of  that  Act  provides  that: 

"Where  land  is  expropriated  for  the  purposes  of  a  corporation,  or  is 
injuriously  affected  by  the  exercise  of  any  of  the  powers  of  a  corporation 
under  the  authority  of  this  or  any  general  or  special  Act,  unless  it  is 
otherwise  expressly  provided  by  such  general  or  special  Act,  the  cor- 
poration shall  make  due  compensation  to  the  owner  for  the  land  expro- 
priated and  for  any  damage  necessarily  resulting  from  the  expropriation 
of  the  land  or,  where  land  is  injuriously  affected  by  the  exercise  of  such 
powers,  for  the  damages  necessarily  resulting  therefrom,  beyond  any 
advantage  that  the  owner  may  derive  from  any  work  for  the  purposes  of 
or  in  connection  with  which  the  land  is  injuriously  affected." 

(5)  Unless  full  compensation  is  paid,  the  Company's  telephone  subscribers 
throughout  Ontario  and  Quebec  will  be  compelled  to  contribute  a  subsidy  towards 
the  construction  of  the  Frederick  G.  Gardiner  Expressway. 

(6)  The  Company  does  not  enjoy  free  use  of  the  streets  but,  in  addition  to 
a  tax  on  land  and  a  business  tax,  pays  to  the  thirteen  municipalities  making  up 
The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  a  tax  assessed  upon  its  gross  receipts 
from  telephone  and  other  equipment  located  within  the  municipalities.  The  gross 
receipts  tax  paid  to  the  thirteen  municipalities  in  1962  amounted  to  $4,612,000. 

(7)  Interest  should  be  allowed  on  the  compensation  payable  at  least  from 
the  date  when  the  work  of  relocation  was  completed. 

Although  I  have  not  set  out  above  all  the  submissions  of  the  parties,  I  have 
considered  them  all. 

Consideration: 

As  I  have  said,  the  right  of  the  Company  to  have  its  plant  on  Lakeshore 
Boulevard  has  not  been  questioned. 

On  March  6,  1929,  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Toronto  wrote  to  the  Com- 
pany, forwarding  an  extract  from  a  report  of  the  Committee  of  Works,  stating 
that  it  had  been  adopted  by  the  City  Council  at  its  meeting  held  on  the  preceding 
day.  By  description,  the  report  includes  the  plant. 

The  Company  was  incorporated  by  Special  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
in  1880  (43  Victoria,  Chapter  67).  Section  3  of  that  Act  provides  in  part: 

"The  said  company  may  construct,  erect  and  maintain  its  line  or  lines 
of  telephone  along  the  sides  of  and  across  or  under  any  public  highways, 
streets,  bridges,  water  courses  or  other  such  places,  or  across  or  under 
any  navigable  waters,  either  wholly  in  Canada  or  dividing  Canada  from 
any  other  country,  provided  . . .  ". 
In  1882,  by  an  amendment  to  the  Act  (45  Victoria,  Chapter  95),  it  was 
declared  that: 

"The   said  Act  of  incorporation  as  hereby  amended,  and  the  works 
thereunder,  authorized,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  for  the  general  advan- 
tage of  Canada." 
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In  1906,  by  an  amendment  to  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  the  Company  was 
brought  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  (then  the  Board  of  Railway  Com- 
missioners). The  amended  Act  provides: 

"This  Act  and  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  and  the  exercise 
of  the  powers  hereby  conferred  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
The  Railway  Act  1903  and  amendments  thereto." 
Section  378,  subsections  (2),  (3)  and  (4)  of  the  Railway  Act  provide: 

"378.  (2)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  any  Act  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  or  of  the  legislature  of  any  province,  or  any  power  or  authority 
heretofore  or  hereafter  conferred  thereby  or  derived  therefrom,  no  tele- 
graph or  telephone  line,  within  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament 
of  Canada  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  in  this  section  provided,  be 
constructed  by  any  company  upon,  along,  across  or  under  any  highway, 
square  or  other  public  place,  without  the  legal  consent  of  the  municipality 
having  jurisdiction  over  such  highway,  square  or  public  place. 

(3)  If  any  company  cannot,  in  respect  of  any  such  line,  obtain 
such  consent  from  such  municipality,  or  cannot  obtain  such  consent 
otherwise  than  subject  to  terms  and  conditions  not  acceptable  to  the 
company,  such  company  may  apply  to  the  Board  for  leave  to  exercise 
such  powers,  and  upon  such  application  shall  submit  to  the  Board  a 
plan  of  such  highway,  square  or  other  public  place  showing  the  proposed 
location  of  such  lines,  wires  and  poles. 

(4)  The  Board  may  refuse  or  may  grant  such  application  in  whole 
or  in  part,  and  may  change  or  fix  the  route  of  such  lines,  wires  or  poles, 
and  may  by  order  impose  any  terms,  conditions  or  limitations  in  respect 
of  the  application  that  it  deems  expedient,  having  due  regard  to  all 
proper  interests." 

In  short,  the  Company  may  place  the  plant  along,  across  or  under  any  high- 
way with  the  consent  of  the  Municipality.  If  it  cannot  obtain  such  consent,  it 
may  apply  to  the  Board  and  the  Board  may  grant  such  application  and,  in  doing 
so,  may  impose  terms,  conditions  or  limitations  in  respect  of  the  application. 

Counsel  for  the  Company  has  cited  judicial  authority  in  support  of  his 
submission  that  the  plant  and  the  soil  in  which  it  lies  is  real  property.  It  is, 
he  submits,  land  or  an  interest  in  land. 

In  The  Consumers'  Gas  Co.  v.  City  of  Toronto,  1897,  27  S.C.R.  453,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Canada  held  that  gas  pipes,  the  property  of  a  private  company 
located  under  the  streets  of  a  city  by  statutory  authority,  were  "real  property 
belonging  to  the  Company".  Sir  Henry  Strong,  C.J.,  said  at  page  457: 

"I  am  of  opinion  that  the  gas  pipes  of  the  appellants  laid  under  the 
streets  of  the  city  were  under  this  Act  real  property  belonging  to  them, 
and  as  such  liable  to  assessment." 

In  a  later  case  of  City  of  Toronto  v.  The  Consumers'  Gas  Co.,  32  Ontario 
Law  Reports,  21,  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  held 
that  the  gas  pipes  of  the  Company  under  the  city  streets  were  "land". 
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Meredith,  C.J.,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario,  said  at  page  24: 

"If  it  were  not  for  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  in 
Consumers' Gas  Co.  v.  City  of  Toronto,  27  S.C.R.  453,  and  the  provisions 
of  sec.  325  of  the  Municipal  Act,  R.S.O.  1914,  ch.  192,  I  should  be 
inclined  to  agree  with  the  conclusion  of  the  learned  Judge  of  the  County 
Court.  It  was,  however,  held  in  that  case  that  the  soil  occupied  by  the 
pipes  of  the  appellant  is  land  taken  and  held  by  the  appellant  under  the 
provisions  of  its  Act  of  incorporation  (11  Vict.  ch.  14);  and  by  sec.  325 
of  the  Municipal  Act  it  is  provided  that  'where  land  is  expropriated  for 
the  purposes  of  a  corporation,  or  is  injuriously  affected  by  the  exercise 
of  any  of  the  powers  of  a  corporation  or  of  the  council  thereof,  under  the 
authority  of  this  Act  or  under  the  authority  of  any  general  or  special 
Act,  unless  it  is  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  such  general  or  special 
Act,  the  corporation  shall  make  due  compensation  to  the  owner  for  the 
land  expropriated,  or  where  it  is  injuriously  affected  by  the  exercise  of 
such  powers  for  the  damages  necessarily  resulting  therefrom/  " 
That  case  was  appealed  by  the  City  to  the  Privy  Council  (1916,  2  Appeal 
Cases,  618)  and  in  delivering  the  Judgment  of  the  Privy  Council  Lord  Shaw  of 
Dunfermline  said,  at  page  624: 

"The  reasons  have  already  been  assigned  for  holding  that  the  space 
occupied  by  the  gas  mains  and  the  gas  mains  themselves  of  the  respon- 
dents are  of  the  nature  of  land  in  its  ordinary  sense.  It  must,  however, 
be  added  that  in  any  view  the  definition  of  'land*  in  the  Municipal  Act 
unquestionably  includes  them.  For  it  can  hardly  be  denied  that  the 
words  'a  right  or  interest  in,  and  an  easement  over,  land*  would  embrace 
the  right  of  the  gas  company  to  have  their  pipes  remain,  and  to  have 
the  interest  and  use  of  them  and  the  space  occupied  by  them  undisturbed; 
nor  can  it  be  doubted  that  the  company  falls  within  the  definition  of 
owner  as  just  cited." 
The  corresponding  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Act  of  1960  (Chapter 
249,  Section  337)  are  almost  identical  with  those  quoted  by  Lord  Shaw. 
I  repeat  here  the  definition  of  "Land"  in  that  Act: 

"  'Land*  includes  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  and  any  estate 
or  interest  therein,  and  any  right  or  easement  affecting  them,  and  land 
covered  with  water." 
The  submission  of  Counsel  for  the  Company  is  therefore  that,  once  a  public 
utility  has,  with  statutory  authority,  constructed  an  underground  pipeline  or 
cable  system  on  a  public  highway,  it  has  by  legislative  grant  acquired  an  interest 
in  land  and  the  legal  right  of  ownership  in  so  much  of  the  highway  as  it  neces- 
sarily requires  for  its  facilities.  This  interest  in  land  is  private  property  belong- 
ing to  the  utility  company. 

On  the  other  hand,  as  I  have  said,  the  submission  of  the  Municipality  is 
that  the  interest  of  the  Company  is  a  statutory  licence  of  occupation  only  which 
does  not  amount  to  an  estate  or  other  interest  in  land.  It  must  be  construed  as 
a  right  to  occupy  the  highway  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  obtaining  thereon 
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from  time  to  time.  This  statutory  right  should  be  regarded  as  a  special  statutory 
privilege  upon  property  vested  in  the  Municipality  and  paid  for  and  maintained 
by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Municipality;  that  there  is  nothing  in  such  special 
privilege  that  involves  a  right  to  have  the  highway  continue  in  its  present  con- 
dition, grade  or  form. 

Were  it  not  for  high  judicial  authority  to  the  contrary,  I  would  be  inclined 
to  hold  that  the  plant  was  in  place  under  a  statutory  licence  to  occupy  and  no 
more.  I  find  it  difficult  to  accept  that  the  land  occupied  by  the  base  of  a  tele- 
phone pole  or  the  soil  surrounding  a  buried  cable,  or  even  the  soil  in  which  the 
conduit  containing  underground  cable  is  laid,  has  ceased  to  be  land  owned  by 
the  Municipality  and  has  become  pockets  or  strips  of  land,  or  interests  in  lands, 
vested  in  the  Company.  I  find  it  particularly  difficult  to  accept  it  as  such,  as 
neither  the  extent  nor  limits  of  such  holdings  are  defined. 

Whatever  my  views  may  be  on  this,  however,  it  does  not  affect  what  I  have 
to  determine  here. 

Compensation: 

It  is  not  disputed  that  the  Company  is  entitled  to  compensation.  There  is 
only  the  question  of  the  basis  upon  which  compensation  is  to  be  computed  and 
allowed. 

As  I  have  said,  The  Public  Service  Works  on  Highways  Act  of  Ontario  does 
not  govern  the  Board  or  apply  to  the  Company.  Should  the  Board,  however,  allow 
compensation  according  to  the  apportionment  set  out  in  that  Act? 

I  think  not.  The  Board  is  asked  to  apply  the  apportionment  provided  by  the 
Act  in  order  to  achieve  uniformity  in  the  treatment  accorded  to  other  utilities, 
notably  The  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario  and  The  Consumers' 
Gas  Co.  However,  it  has  not  been  applied  to  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission 
which,  when  required  by  the  City  of  Toronto  to  remove  its  tracks  as  the  result 
of  the  widening  of  the  street,  was  awarded,  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario, 
full  compensation  (Toronto  v.  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  1937  O.R.  42). 

I  can  see  no  reason  to  follow  The  Public  Service  Works  on  Highways  Act 
of  Ontario  in  awarding  compensation  and  would  not  do  so. 

What,  then,  are  the  Board's  discretionary  powers  and  how  should  they  be 
exercised? 

Certain  sections  of  the  Railway  Act  provide  for  payment  of  compensation 
in  the  particular  circumstances  to  which  they  apply.  Of  these,  only  Section  39 
applies  to  the  Company.  The  Board's  powers  under  Section  39  are  wide.  It  reads 

as  follows: 

"39  (1)  When  the  Board,  in  the  exercise  of  any  power  vested  in  it,  in 
and  by  any  order  directs  or  permits  any  structure,  appliances,  equip- 
ment, works,  renewals  or  repairs  to  be  provided,  constructed,  recon- 
structed, altered,  installed,  operated,  used  or  maintained,  it  may,  except 
as  otherwise  expressly  provided,  order  by  what  company,  municipality 
or  person,  interested  or  affected  by  such  order,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  when  or  within  what  time  and  upon  what  terms  and  conditions  as  to 
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the  payment  of  compensation  or  otherwise,  and  under  what  supervision, 
the  same  shall  be  provided,  constructed,  reconstructed,  altered,  instal- 
led, operated,  used  and  maintained. 

(2)  The  Board  may,  except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided,  order 
by  whom,  in  what  proportion,  and  when,  the  cost  and  expenses  of  pro- 
viding, constructing,  reconstructing,  altering,  installing  and  executing 
such  structures,  equipment,  works,  renewals,  or  repairs,  or  of  the  super- 
vision, if  any,  or  of  the  continued  operation,  use  or  maintenance  thereof, 
or  of  otherwise  complying  with  such  order,  shall  be  paid." 
The  powers  of  the  Board  over  the  Company  under  Section  39  were  stated 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  in  Bell  Telephone  et  al  v.  C.N.R.,  39  C.R.C. 
186,  which  Judgment  was  affirmed  by  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council 
in  41  C.R.C.  168.  In  that  case  the  Company  contended  that  by  force  of  subsection 
(12)  of  Section  375  of  the  Railway  Act  (now  subsection  (13)  of  Section  380), 
Sections  256  and  257  (now  Sections  259-260)  do  not  apply  to  telephone  com- 
panies. Rinfret,  J.,  said  in  respect  of  that  contention  at  pages  204-205: 

We  are  not  pressed  by  that  objection.  Section  375  appears  in  the 
Act  as  a  fasciculus  of  sections  (ss.  367-378)  under  the  heading  'Tele- 
graphs, Telephones,  Power  and  Electricity'.  These  sections  deal  with 
telephones  or  telephone  companies  qua  telephones  or  telephone  com- 
panies. There  is  nothing  in  them  to  detract  from  the  authority  of  the 
Board  to  exercise  the  powers  vested  in  it  under  ss.  39  or  256  or  257 
or  under  any  section  of  the  Railway  Act,  over  telephone  companies, 
qua  companies  or  persons,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect 
as  against  any  other  company  or  person."  (emphasis  mine) 
Lord  MacMillan  at  page  176,  41  C.R.C.  above  referred  to,  said: 

"If  the  Railway  Board  had  jurisdiction  under  Section  256  (now  259)  to 
authorize  the  crossing  of  St.  Antoine  Street  by  the  proposed  railway 
viaduct,  and  the  construction  of  the  requisite  subway,  this  had  the 
effect  of  bringing  into  operation  Section  39  of  the  Act,  which  reads 
as  follows:  " 

From  these  decisions  it  is  evident  that  when,  by  virtue  of  any  section  of 
the  Act,  the  Board  has  jurisdiction  by  order  to  direct  or  permit  certain  work  to 
be  done,  the  Board  may  exercise  its  powers  under  Section  39. 

By  Section  378(6),  notwithstanding  any  power  or  authority  conferred  upon 
the  Company ,  the  Board,  upon  application  of  the  Municipality,  and  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  has  power  to  order  the  Company  to  change  the 
location  of  its  underground  conduits,  cables,  etc.  Having  the  jurisdiction  so  to  order, 
in  the  words  of  Lord  MacMillan,  this  had  the  effect  of  bringing  into  operation 
Section  39  of  the  Act. 

As  said  by  Rinfret,  J.,  in  the  case  above  referred  to  (39  C.R.C,  at  page 

198): 

"But  it  may  not  be  out  of  the  way  to  point  out  that  s.  39  gives  ample 
scope  to  the  Board  for  making  for  provisions  as  to  time,  terms,  condi- 
tions, and  'as  to  the  payment  of  compensation  or  otherwise',  as  may  be 
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found  necessary  to  meet  all  situations,  and  for  clothing  the  orders  it 
makes  under  it  with  all  the  guarantees  of  fairness." 
Some  years  later  Duff,  C.J.C.,  said  (C.N.R.  v.  Bell,  50  C.R.T.C.  10,  at 
page  20): 

"It  has  already  been  observed  that,  while  it  is,  no  doubt,  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  to  act  reasonably  in  discharging  the 
responsibility  involved  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  not  arbitrarily 
and  capriciously,  the  Railway  Act  does  not  afford  any  rule  or  guide, 
nor  does  the  law  afford  any  rule  or  guide,  by  which  the  Board  is  or  can 
be  governed  in  determining  what,  in  the  circumstances  of  any  particular 
case,  is  the  reasonable  order  to  make  under  ss.  (2)  of  s.  39  in  respect 
of  the  allocation  of  costs.  The  Board  itself  has  adopted  a  principle 
fully  explained  in  the  passages  quoted  from  the  Judgment  of  the  Chief 
Commissioner  which  it  has  followed  In  making  orders  as  to  costs  where 
works  ordered  by  the  Board  in  connection  with  highway  crossings  have 
involved  in  their  execution  the  removal  of  the  plants  of  what  are  com- 
monly known  as  public  utility  companies.  It  is  entirely  within  the  com- 
petence of  the  Board  to  lay  down  and  follow  such  a  rule  of  practice 
which,  no  doubt,  it  has  found  to  be  a  just  and  reasonable  rule.  But  such 
a  rule  of  practice  is  not  and  cannot  be  a  rule  of  law  binding  on  the 
Board  as  such  and  precluding  the  Board  from  departing  from  it  when 
experience  shows  that  the  rule  fails  to  take  into  account  some  factor 
which  has  been  overlooked,  or  has  not  hitherto  emerged,  or  where  special 
circumstances  require  such  a  departure.  In  truth,  it  is  plain  that  the  rule 
upon  which  the  Board  has  proceeded  is  one  which  is  incapable  of  pre- 
cise definition;  and  the  application  of  it  necessarily,  as  the  Board 
proceeds  from  case  to  case,  may  involve  not  only  an  appreciation  of  the 
facts  but  an  appreciation  of  the  considerations  upon  which  the  rule 
itself  rests." 

Taking  into  consideration  all  the  factors  involved  here,  the  Board  should, 
in  my  opinion,  exercise  its  discretion  in  the  following  manner: 

I  would  allow  the  sacrificed  life  value  of  the  plant  (in  accordance  with  the 
definition  adopted  in  this  Judgment)  as  the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the 
Municipality  to  the  Company. 

Permission  was  given  to  the  Company  at  the  hearing  to  supplement  its  claim 
by  furnishing  certain  additional  costs  when  they  became  available.  These  have 
been  furnished  to  the  Board  and  to  the  Municipality.  They  represent  the  sacrificed 
life  value  of  plant  removed  from  Harbour  Street  between  York  Street  andLakeshore 
Boulevard,  being  part  of  the  relocation  ordered  by  the  Board's  Order  No.  101486 
of  June  15th,  1960.  They  amount  to  $5,277. 

I  would  allow,  as  sacrificed  life  value,  the  amounts  of  $30,716  and  $5,277, 
or  a  sum  of  $35,993. 

I  would  not  allow  interest  to  the  Company  on  the  compensation  awarded. 
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I  would  apportion  the  cost  of  the  work,  as  reserved  by  Order  No.  101486, 
as  follows: 

The  sum  of  $35,993  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  Municipality,  and  the 
balance  of  such  cost  shall  be  borne  by  the  Company. 
Order  to  go  accordingly.

The  discontinuance  of  trains  9  and  10  would  mean  the  termination  of  through 
passenger  service  between  Saskatoon  and  Calgary  over  the  Rosetown,  Oyen  and 
Drumheller  Subdivisions. 

In  support  of  its  application  the  Railway  Company  introduced  evidence  of 
lack  of  patronage,  of  an  annual  operating  deficit,  and  (should  the  application  be 
granted)  of  an  anticipated  financial  improvement. 

A  statement  was  prepared  by  the  Railway  Company  showing  the  total  number 
of  revenue  passengers  handled  each  month  from  May,  1960,  to  and  including 
April,  1962.  During  this  period  trains  9  and  10  were  operating  six  days  a  week. 
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The  Company  has  also  prepared  a  statement  showing  the  total  number  of 
revenue  passengers  carried  during  May  to  October,  1962,  when  the  trains  were 
operating  three  days  a  week.

The  Company's  estimate  of  its  loss  in  operating  the  trains  six  days  a  week 
is  $704,500  per  annum.  Its  estimated  loss  on  the  present  schedule  is  $338,400 
per  annum,  an  indicated  reduction  of  some  $366,000  per  annum. 

I  shall  refer  later  to  the  substitutional  service  for  express  and  for  l.c.l. 
freight  that  the  Company  intends  to  institute.  This  service  it  intends  to  put 
into  effect  whether  or  not  it  is  authorized  to  discontinue  the  trains.  However, 
on  the  assumption  that  its  application  will  be  successful,  it  has  eliminated  the 
expenses  of  the  trains,  substituted  the  expenses  of  the  proposed  service,  and 
assumed  that  the  proposed  service  would  retain  the  express  and  l.c.l.  revenue. 
On  these  assumptions  it  has  estimated  that  the  loss  could  be  reduced  by  the 
proposed  service  to  $62,000  per  annum. 

Accordingly,  it  has  estimated  its  financial  betterment  is  the  difference  be- 
tween the  present  estimated  loss  of  $338,400  per  annum  and  the  expected  loss 
of  $62,000  per  annum,  or  $276,400  per  annum.

The  total  annual  variable  expenses  of  $1,361,800  for  the  previous  6  day  a 
week  service,  and  $792,100  for  the  present  3  day  a  week  service,  were  sum- 
marized in  the  previous  Exhibit  23.  Reproduced  below  is  the  Company's  detailed 
estimate  of  the  variable  expenses  for  the  present  tri-weekly  service  (sheet  1  of 
Exhibit  24). 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  in  Exhibit  24  is  $723,000  as  compared  with 
$792,100  in  Exhibit  23.  The  difference  is  due  to  exclusion  from  Exhibit  24  of 
Highway  Truck  Expenses  of  $64,700  and  Cost  of  Money  associated  with  trucking 
in  the  amount  of  $4,400.

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The  cost  witness  who  testified  in  respect  of  the  items  of  expense  for  the 
operation  of  trains  9  and  10  between  Saskatoon  and  Calgary  had  previously 
testified  in  respect  of  corresponding  items  of  expense  for  the  operation  of 
trains  9  and  10  between  Winnipeg  and  Saskatoon.  This  had  been  the  subject 
of  a  hearing  at  Saskatoon  immediately  prior  to  the  hearing  of  this  application 
at  Drumheller.  The  explanations  in  respect  of  the  cost  items  were  generally 
the  same  as  those  given  in  the  previous  hearing  but  were  somewhat  abbreviated 
in  this  case.  The  explanation  of  the  tri-weekly  service  was  as  follows: 

"The  first  item  on  Exhibit  No.  24,  Passenger  Car  expenses  includes 
the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  car  equipment,  the  cleaning,  lubrication  and 
car  supplies  and  the  depreciation  of  the  cars  and  this  amounts  to  $95,300. 

The  second  item  is  the  Train  mile  cost  and  it  can  be  seen  there  it 
covers  train  control,  train  other  expanses,  water  and  fueling  stations  and 
amounts  to  $19,900. 

The  diesel  unit  mile  cost  is  the  third  item.  This  covers  locomotive 
maintenance  and  locomotive  depreciation  and  this  amounts  to  $94,900.* 
The  yard  switching  cost  is  just  what  it  shows  or  says.  This  is  the  cost 
of  switching  the  cars  at  Calgary  and  at  Saskatoon  from  the  station  to  the 
coach  yard,  in  the  coach  yard  and  back  to  the  station,  and  it  amounts 
to  $30,900. 

The  gross  ton  mile  figure  covers  the  variable  portion  of  road  main- 
tenance that  is  affected  by  the  operation  of  this  train  and  in  this  case  it 
has  been  estimated  at  $21,900.  The  diesel  unit  dispatch  cost  covers  the 
cost  of  servicing  the  locomotive,  making  it  ready  for  its  run,  supplies, 
lubricants  and  so  on,  and  amounts  to  $5,700.  The  crew  wages  are  — again 
are  just  what  they  say,  $111,200  and  just  cover  the  crews  working  the  train 
only,  the  enginemen,  firemen,  trainmen  and  conductors  and  baggagemen 
where  they  are  employed. 

Fuel  is  the  actual  number  of  gallons  of  fuel  used  at  the  current  price 
of  fuel  and  in  this  case  amounts  to  $5,300. 

The  item  for  Superintendence  covers  the  Maintenance  of  Way  officers 
and  their  staffs  and  general  expenses,  the  officers  directly  concerned 
with  the  maintenance  of  the  equipment  and  their  staffs,  officers  and  supplies, 
and  the  officers  directly  charged  with  transportation  and  their  staffs  and 
supplies.  These  staffs  have  been  found  to  vary  with  the  volume  of  traffic 
handled.  There  is  a  fluctuation  in  the  staff  according  to  the  volume.  This 
has  been  determined,  the  applicable  expenses  were  developed  by  regres- 
sion analysis  and  these  are  applied  to  the  operations  of  this  train  and  we 
estimate  this  superintendence  which  is  an  overhead  allowance  to  be 
$35,700. 

Similarly  the  traffic,   general  and   communications  items  is  also  an 
overhead  allowance.  It  covers  the  maintenance  of  the  railway  communica- 
tions system,  it  covers  the  costs  of  operating  the  communications  system 
purely  for  railway  business.  It  covers  the  staff,  officers  and  staff  procuring 
(*)  The  figure  of  $94,900  should  be  $84,900,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  24,  sheet  1. 
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the  traffic,  the  cost  of  railway  agencies,  advertising,  associations,  sta- 
tionery, other  such  expenses,  and  certain  costs,  the  general  officers, 
clerks,  office  expenses,  legal  expensest  expenses  and  stationery,  again 
developed  on  the  basis  that  certain  items  of  these  expenses  are  variable 
with  traffic  and  they  have  been  prorated  on  the  basis  of  these  expenses  to 
the  total  operating  expenses  and  we  arrive  at  a  figure  of  $22,600. 

The  cost  of  money  to  the  C.N.R.  of  servicing  the  capital  which  it  has 
required  to  purchase  the  equipment,  to  carry  out  Maintenance  of  Way  works 
and  certain  other  jobs  connected  with  this  train  operation,  and  amounts 
to  $39,800. 

The  l.c.l.  and  express  costs  I  believe  I  explained  previously,  the 
cost  of  handling  the  l.c.l.  and  express  shipments,  the  cost  of  maintaining 
the  pick-up  and  delivery  vehicles,  the  cost  of  the  shed  handling  equipment, 
the  cost  of  the  traffic  through  the  sheds,  and  this  cost  has  been  found  to 
amount  to  12lh  per  cent  of  the  gross  system  or  gross  express  revenues, 
which  in  this  case  were  shown  as  $334,700.  Taking  72  V2  per  cent  we  come 
up  with  the  cost  of  handling  l.c.l.  and  express  of  $249,800. 

Giving  us  total  variable  rail  expenses  of  $723, 000." 
The  Board  made  adjustments  in  the  estimated  expense  for  purposes  of  its 
Judgment  in  the  application  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  trains  9  and  10 
between  Winnipeg  and  Saskatoon,  and  I  would  likewise  make  adjustments  in 
this  matter. 

During  the  hearing  of  this  application  I  questioned  the  figure  of  $30,900 
per  annum  as  the  cost  of  yard  switching  at  Saskatoon  and  at  Calgary.  This 
amounted  to  roughly  $100  each  day.  The  explanation  given  for  this  is  that  the 
cost  of  switching  amounts  to  49.89  cents  per  minute  and  that  in  the  operation 
of  these  trains,  switching  consumed  61,920  minutes,  which  is  1,032  hours  per 
annum.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  full  amount  of  the  estimate  would  be  saved 
and>  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  would  reduce  the  estimate. 

The  Board  has  considered  the  item  of  variable  road  maintenance  in  previous 
cases  and  has  noted  that  the  measure  of  variability  used  in  estimating  the 
saveable  expense  is  an  average  which  would  not  reflect  an  immediate  saving 
of  the  amount  estimated.  Some  specific  savings  might  directly  follow  discon- 
tinuance of  train  service  and  there  might  be  long  range  savings  incurred  over 
a  period  of  time  after  discontinuance  of  service.  I  am  not  prepared  to  accept 
the  estimate  of  $21,900  and,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  would  also 
reduce  the  estimate. 

The  estimate  of  saving  in  Superintendence  was  $35,700  and  the  estimate 
of  the  saving  in  Traffic,  General  and  Communications  was  $22,600.  Both  these 
items  are  based  on  past  studies,  and  it  is  assumed  that  the  same  average 
variability  would  apply  in  the  event  of  discontinuance  of  trains  9  and  10.  If 
such  savings  were  achieved,  it  would  only  be  over  a  period  of  several  years. 
The  Company  did  not  present  evidence  which  would  indicate  any  specific 
savings  in  these  items  of  expense  in  the  event  of  discontinuance,  nor  was  it 
indicated   that  any  specific  plans  had  been  made  to  reduce  these  expenses 
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contingent  upon  granting  of  this  application.  In  the  absence  of  evidence  of 
specific  anticipated  savings,  and  in  view  of  the  deferred  nature  of  the  estimated 
savings  in  these  two  items  of  expense,  I  would,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judg- 
ment, not  allow  the  full  estimate  for  Superintendence  and  for  Traffic,  General 
and  Communications. 

The  estimate  in  respect  of  Cost  of  Money  was  $39,800.  The  Board  has  dealt 
with  this  item  in  previous  cases  and  has  made  reductions  in  the  amount  of  the 
estimates.  I  would  make  a  similar  reduction  in  this  instance. 

The  reductions  that  I  would  make  in  the  items  to  which  I  have  referred  would 
reduce  the  estimated  loss  on  the  present  service  by  approximately  22%,  i.e., 
from  $338,400  to  $264,400  per  annum.  This  would  reduce  the  anticipated  financial 
betterment  from  $276,400  to  $202,400. 

Nonetheless,  this  is  a  very  substantial  sum  of  money.  The  foregoing  of  the 
recoupment  of  approximately  this  sum  of  money  per  annum  over  the  next  few 
years  would  be  a  heavy  burden  for  a  railway  company  to  carry. 

In  the  light  of  this,  it  is  necessary  to  see  what  alternative  transportation 
exists  in  the  area  served  by  the  trains  and  what  alternative  services  are  rea- 
sonably certain  to  come  into  being. 

ALTERNATIVE  TRANSPORTATION 

1.  Passenger: 

The  principal  drain  of  passengers  away  from  the  trains  appears  to  come 
from  the  use  of  the  private  automobile. 

Highway  No.  9  in  Alberta  and  Highway  No.  7  in  Saskatchewan  are  for  the 
greater  part  hard-surfaced.  They  run  roughly  parallel  to  the  line  of  railway  from 
Saskatoon  to  Calgary.  The  portion  of  the  highways  between  Kindersley,  Sas- 
katchewan, and  Oyen,  Alberta,  is  not  hard -surfaced,  being  as  yet  a  gravel  road, 
but  the  evidence  is  that  work  in  hard-surfacing  this  section  of  the  highways  is 
proceeding. 

Saskatchewan  Transportation  Company,  being  a  provincial  Crown  corpora- 
tion, operates  a  daily  bus  service  between  Saskatoon,  Rosetown  and  Kindersley. 
Service  is  also  provided  by  Saskatchewan  Transportation  Company  between 
Saskatoon  and  Rosetown  by  a  bus  running  between  Saskatoon  and  Swift  Current. 

The  following  exhibits  show  this  service  and  also  show  the  corresponding 
schedules  of  trains  9  and  10,  and  the  stations  on  the  line  of  railway  in  Sas- 
katchewan that  are  not  served  by  bus  are  indicated  by  asterisk.

I  should  mention  that  these  stations  are  in  two  widely  separate  areas.  The 
first  group  lies  along  that  portion  of  Highways  7  and  9  between  Kindersley, 
Saskatchewan,  and  Oyen,  Alberta,  referred  to  above  as  not  being  hard-surfaced. 

The  second  group  consists  of  those  communities  between  Calgary  and 
Drumheller  where  Highway  9  swings  north  away  from  the  line  of  railway,  only 
resuming  its  proximity  to  the  railway  near  Drumheller. 

Representations  were  made  by  those  opposing  the  application  that  the 
residents  of  these  communities  (and  those  of  the  surrounding  areas)  would 
suffer  hardship  by  being  deprived  of  passenger  service. 

However,  evidence  was  given  as  to  the  use  made  by  these  residents  of 
the  train  service,  and  it  does  not  appear  to  me  that,  at  least  during  the  sample 
periods  taken,  they  have  shown  such  patronage  as  evidences  a  need  for  the 
passenger  service. 
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Reproduced  below  are  two  statements,  being  a  condensation  of  Exhibits  16 
and  17,  which  indicates  the  number  of  passengers  entraining  and  detraining  at 
the  points  named,  during  the  sample  periods.

From  the  above  figures  I  cannot  conclude  that  there  is  any  substantial 
passenger  patronage  given  to  the  trains  by  the  residents  of  these  communities 
and  their  surrounding  areas,  nor  that,  for  passenger  service,  they  have  a  need 
for  the  trains. 

From  the  1962  periods  shown  in  the  preceding  tables,  the  following  appears: 

In  the  western  group,  comprising  nine  stations  (Lyalta  to  Rosedale  in- 
clusive) the  greatest  distance  to  a  main  highway  is  19  miles  at  Baintree, 
where  no  passengers  are  shown  to  have  entrained  or  detrained.  Rocky- 
ford,  at  which  only  two  passengers  detrained,  is  11  miles  from  the  main 
highway. 

In  the  eastern  group,  comprising  eight  stations  (Fairmount  to  Benton 
inclusive)  Alsask,  which  gave  the  only  appreciable  patronage,  is  only 
V/i  miles  from  a  main  highway. 

The  distances  to  main  highways  are  not  great,  and  while  some  inconvenience 
would  result  from  the  discontinuance  of  the  trains,  it  does  not,  in  my  opinion, 
amount  to  a  need  in  any  way  commensurate  with  the  heavy  burden  upon  the 
railway. 

There  were  no  representations  made  to  us  by  residents  or  business  men  of 
Saskatoon  (in  respect  of  the  service  to  and  from  Calgary)  nor  from  residents  or 
business  men  of  Calgary. 

The  residents  of  other  communities  along  the  line  from  Saskatoon  to  Kin- 
dersley  and  from  Drumheller  to  Sibbald  have,  in  my  opinion,  an  adequate  bus 
service. 

I  see  no  justification  for  denying  relief  to  the  Railway  Company  on  the 
grounds  of  the  need  for  passenger  service  of  the  areas  served  by  the  trains. 
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2.  Express  and  L.C.L.  Freight: 

Although  there  are  private  truck  operators  serving  communities  along  the 
line,  no  one  truck  operator  provides  a  through  service.  However,  the  highway 
truckers  serving  areas  in  Saskatchewan  on  the  route  of  trains  9  and  10  are:

However,  distances  by  road  may  be  misleading  where  winter  driving  con- 
ditions are  bad. 

Some  of  these  communities  (although  not  large)  would  suffer  serious  in- 
convenience were  it  not  that  a  wayfreight  handling  express  and  l.c.l.  freight 
would  operate  two  round  trips  a  week  between  Saskatoon  and  Calgary  as  against 
the  present  three  days  a  week  operation  of  trains  9  and  10. 

Mr.  Murray,  Mr.  Hymas  and  Mr.  Rieger,  representing  the  Villages  of  Rosebud, 
Standard,  Dellum,  Redland,  Rockyford,  Beynon  and  Wayne,  expressed  concern 
with  respect  to  the  present  inadequacy  of  express  service,  stating  that  because 
of  the  particular  days  of  operation  the  present  trains  only  provide  two  day  service 
for  inward  traffic.  They  stressed  the  need  for  improved  rail  service  in  the  form 
of  a  Dayliner.  This  suggestion  was  concurred  in  by  the  City  of  Drumheller.  The 
main  obstacle  to  establishing  a  dependable  alternate  service  by  highway  is,  in 
their  opinion,  the  condition  of  the  roads  in  the  area. 
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Mr.  Lijdsman,  representing  the  Village  of  Oyen  and  the  Oyen  and  District 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  gave  evidence  with  respect  to  the  communities  in  the 
area  represented  and  stressed  the  fact  that  the  area  to  the  east  depended  on  the 
rail  service  for  the  handling  of  express  and  l.c.l.  traffic.  He  indicated  that  the 
times  at  which  the  passenger  trains  serve  the  area  make  it  inconvenient  for  the 
handling  of  express  traffic.  However,  the  proposed  discontinuance  of  these 
trains  is  of  serious  concern  to  them  because  of  the  complete  absence  of  a 
suitable  form  of  alternative  transportation  for  many  commodities,  including 
cream,  eggs  and  poultry.  Concern  was  also  expressed  with  respect  to  the  ab- 
sence of  any  guarantee  that  the  proposed  forms  of  transportation,  as  well  as 
the  present  station  services,  would  be  continued. 

However,  in  the  light  of  the  evidence  generally,  although  there  will  in- 
evitably be  some  inconvenience  and  some  need  to  adapt  to  changed  conditions, 
I  do  not  find  the  inconvenience  such  as  to  warrant  refusing  the  relief  sought. 

3.  Mail: 

The  Royal  Mail  was  carried  on  trains  9  and  10,  and  the  substantial  revenue 
therefrom  went  towards  reducing  the  deficit  in  operation.  Upon  the  reduction  of 
the  passenger  service  to  three  trains  a  week  in  each  direction,  the  Railway 
Company  failed  to  retain  the  contract.  Its  bid  for  the  carriage  of  mail  by  highway 
vehicle  was  unsuccessful.  The  mail  is  now  being  carried  by  other  contractor  or 
contractors. 

The  real  opposition  to  the  application  was  not  made  for  the  retention  of 
trains  9  and  10  but  for  the  retention  of  passenger  and  express  service  by  means 
of  rail  diesel  cars  to  operate  on  a  faster  schedule  between  Saskatoon  and 
Calgary.  It  was  submitted  that  such  service  should  be  instituted  on  a  schedule 
that  would  better  serve  the  travelling  convenience  of  passengers.  In  this  I  have 
considered  the  argument  advanced  by  Mr.  W.O.  Turner,  Q.C.,  appearing  as 
Counsel  for  the  Town  of  Hanna  and  for  the  Hanna  Board  of  Trade. 

The  Company's  service  by  rail  diesel  cars  between  Edmonton  and  Drum- 
heller  was  referred  to  in  the  evidence  of  those  opposed  to  the  application  as 
an  example  of  service  that  is  useful  and  is  patronized.  The  schedule  of  this 
service  is: 

Daily  Daily 
5:00  p.m.  Lv.  Edmonton  Arr.  1:15  p.m. 

9:20  p.m.  Arr.  Drumheller  Lv.  8:25  a.m. 

It  was  contended  that  a  similar  suitable  schedule  and  a  fast  comfortable 
service  would  attract  such  patronage  as  to  reduce  very  substantially,  if  not 
eliminate,  the  Railway  Company's  losses.  The  evidence  of  the  Railway  Com- 
pany is  that: 

(1)  The  largest  revenue  from,  and  the  principal  use  of,  trains  9  and  10 
has  been  for  the  carriage  of  express;  that  the  schedule  of  the  trains  is  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  of  express  shippers,  and  that  a  change  of  schedule  better 
to  meet  the  convenience  of  passengers  would  discourage  express  business. 
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(2)  The  institution  of  a  service  by  R.D.C.  would  entail  the  purchase  of  at 
least  two  units  at  an  approximate  cost  of  something  in  excess  of  $200,000  each. 
Possibly  it  would  be  open  to  the  Railway  Company  to  purchase  at  a  lesser  cost 
units  that  have  become  superfluous  in  other  railway  systems,  but  no  evidence 
was  given  as  to  this. 

(3)  R.D.C.  service  is  only  economic  between  large  centres  of  population, 
provided  that  there  is  not  a  distance  of  more  than  150  to  250  miles  between  them. 

(4)  R.D.C.  service  should  have  sufficient  passenger  patronage  to  support 
it  apart  from  express. 

(5)  R.D.C.  service  from  Edmonton  to  Drumheller  (cited  as  a  desirable 
service)  is  not  developing  enough  revenue  to  cover  its  cost  of  operation. 

(6)  The  evidence  of  Mr.  MacPherson,  General  Manager  of  the  Mountain 
Region  of  the  Railway  Company,  is  that,  in  his  opinion,  based  on  experience 
elsewhere,  such  a  service  could  not  meet  its  cost. 

(7)  The  evidence  of  Mr.  White,  Research  Engineer  of  the  Department  of 
Research  and  Development  of  the  Railway  Company,  is  that,  based  upon  626 
trips  a  year  (i.e.,  6  days  a  week  in  each  direction)  he  would  anticipate  a  loss 
from  such  R.D.C.  service  of  some  $226,000  per  annum;  that  this  is  equivalent 
to  a  loss  of  some  $362.00  per  trip;  that  to  make  up  this  deficit  would  require 
an  average  of  70  passengers  per  trip;  which  means  that  it  would  be  necessary 
to  double  the  number  of  passengers  per  trip  to  meet  expenses.  In  Mr.  White's 
opinion,  the  prospect  of  R.D.C.  service  being  profitable  is  most  improbable 
and,  in  his  opinion,  the  Railway  Company  would  not  be  justified  in  making  the 
capital  expenditure  necessary  to  acquire  the  R.D.C.  equipment. 

I  should  mention  that,  although  the  Board  has  power  to  refuse  or  grant  the 
application,  it  is  doubtful,  in  my  opinion,  that  the  Board  has  the  power  to  issue 
an  Order  requiring  a  Railway  Company  to  provide  service  by  means  of  R.D.C. 
equipment  in  place  of  standard  passenger  trains. 

However,  it  is  unnecessary  to  decide  this  for,  upon  the  evidence  and  based 
upon  the  Board's  experience  in  other  instances,  I  do  not  see  any  prospect  of 
the  revenue  from  such  a  service  by  R.D.C.  meeting  its  costs  of  operation. 

CONCLUSION 

Assessing  the  sum  total  of  inconvenience  that  may  result  to  persons  using 
the  services  of  trains  9  and  10,  it  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  justify  requiring 
the  Railway  Company  to  sustain  a  continuing  loss  of  some  $264,000  per  annum 
or  to  forego  an  estimated  net  financial  betterment  of  some  $202,000  per  annum. 

I  would  authorize  the  Railway  Company  to  discontinue  the  operation  of 
passenger  trains  9  and  10  between  Saskatoon  and  Calgary,  such  discontinuance 
not  to  take  place  before  May  15th,  1963,  on  thirty  days'  notice  to  be  filed  with 
the  Board  and  to  be  posted  in  all  stations  on  the  line. 

An  Order  will  be  issued  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

Canadian  National  Railways  has  applied  to  the  Board  for  authority  to  dis- 
continue passenger  trains  9  and  10  operating  between  Winnipeg  and  Saskatoon. 
The  matter  was  heard  at  Saskatoon  on  the  15th  and  16th  of  November,  1962. 
Train  No.  9  presently  operates  daily,  except  Saturday,  from  Winnipeg  and 
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train  No.  10  operates  daily,  except  Sunday,  from  Saskatoon. 

Although  the  application  is  with  respect  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  train 
between  Winnipeg  and  Saskatoon,  the  authority,  if  granted,  would  not  mean  the 
elimination  of  passenger  service  on  the  whole  extent  of  the  line.  The  following 
gives  a  division  of  the  line  showing  the  alternative  rail  service  and  the  area 
that  would  be  without  service. 

Winnipeg  to  Portage  la  Prairie:  served  by  Canadian  National  and  Canadian 
Pacific  Transcontinental  passenger  trains. 

Winnipeg  to  Dauphin:  served  by  trains  63-64  and  75-76,  which  together 
give  service  for  six  days  a  week  in  each  direction. 

Trains  63-64  operate  tri-weekly  from  Winnipeg  to  Dauphin,  thence  via 
Swan  River,  Manitoba,  Hudson  Bay,  Saskatchewan  and  The  Pas,  Manitoba 
to  Churchill,  and  return. 

Trains  75-76  operate  tri-weekly  from  Winnipeg,  Manitoba  to  Canora, 
Saskatchewan,  thence  by  way  of  Hudson  Bay,  Saskatchewan  and  The  Pas, 
Manitoba,  to  Thompson,  Manitoba,  and  return. 

Dauphin  to  Canora:  served  by  trains  63  and  64  as  mentioned  above. 
Canora  to  Saskatoon:  Rail  passenger  service  would  be  eliminated  except 
between  Saskatoon  and  Aberdeen,  which  area  is  served  by  other  passenger 
trains. 

1.  DEFICIT 

The  Company  alleges  that  it  has  an  annual  operating  deficit  of  $906,900  per 
annum  in  the  present  service,  based  upon  the  year  1961. 

The  following  statement  shows  six  categories  of  revenue  totalling  $1,024,100 
and  a  summary  of  expenses  totalling  $1,931,000;  the  difference  being  the  deficit 

of  $906,900.

The  revenues  shown  above  represent  the  actual  earnings  of  trains  9  and  10 
between  Winnipeg  and  Saskatoon.  A  proper  allocation  of  revenues  to  train  runs 
requires  sampling  and  analysis  of  traffic  records.  The  Company  witness  testified 
in  respect  of  the  methods  employed  to  allocate  the  revenues  in  this  case. 

The  expenses  in  the  preceding  exhibit  are  shown  under  five  headings.  A 
further  breakdown  of  expenses  under  13  headings  is  shown  in  Exhibit  28  which 
follows.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  shown  in  Exhibit  28  is  $12,500  less  than 
the  total  expenses  shown  in  Exhibit  27.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  Truck 
Expenses  (Vermilion  Transfer)  not  being  included  in  Exhibit  28.

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The  Company  cost  witness,  Mr.  White,  testified  that  the  items  shown  in 
Exhibit  28  were  the  variable  expenses  which  were  presently  incurred  by  the 
operation  of  trains  9  and  10  and  which  could  be  avoided  if  these  trains  were  dis- 
continued. 

(Where  quotations  follow,  they  are  excerpts  from  the  testimony  of  Mr.  White). 

The  first  item,  Passenger  Car  Expenses,  in  the  amount  of  $406,600,  was 
made  up,  according  to  his  testimony,  of  "the  cost  of  maintenance,  cleaning  and 
supplies,  depreciation  on  the  passenger  equipment,  the  use  of  a  steam  generator 
car  during  part  of  the  season  to  provide  steam  for  heating  the  passenger  coach; 
the  depreciation  on  that  steam  generator  or  the  steam  generator  equipment  that  is 
supplied,  and  the  cost  of  icing  the  cars  during  the  summer  when  there  is  one  ice 
air  conditioned  coach  used  in  the  passenger  performance." 

1  The  second  item,  Freight  Car  Expenses,  amounting  to  $100,  represented  the 
cost  of  handling  some  piggyback  cars  which  were  not  normally  handled  on  these 
trains.  As  previously  shown,  the  revenue  credited  to  trains  9  and  10  for  carrying 
this  piggyback  traffic  was  shown  as  $600  in  Exhibit  27. 

The  third  item,  Train  Mile  Cost,  amounting  to  $37,500,  covered  such  items 
as  "train  control,  that  is,  the  operators  and  so  on,  people  who  look  after  control- 
ling the  train,  signals,  interlockers,  dispatching.  You  have  the  train  other  supplies 
which  covers  train  supplies,  flags,  fusees,  uniforms  for  the  crew,  lubrication, 
car  cleaning  and  so  on,  the  cost  of  water  and  fueling  stations." 

The  fourth  item,  Diesel  Unit  Mile  Cost,  amounted  to  $198,200,  in  respect  of 
which  the  witness  stated  "we  have  an  item  in  there  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
locomotives  and  also  for  the  depreciation  of  the  locomotives  that  are  used  in  this 
service.  We  ran  400,268  unit  miles  with  1200  horsepower  or  less  units  at  I8V2 
cents  a  mile  and  we  ran  275,986  miles  with  units  over  1200  horsepower  at  an 
average  cost  of  25  cents.  We  also  had  the  depreciation  on  those  units  of  $54,800 
for  a  total  of  $198,200  under  diesel  unit  mile  expenses/' 

The  fifth  item,  Yard  Switching  Cost,  amounting  to  $89,500,  was  developed 
on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  minutes  required  to  switch  trains  9  and  10  at  the 
terminals.  It  included  the  cost  of  the  diesel  units  and  the  switching  crews  that 
performed  the  switching  service.  The  evidence  submitted  in  respect  of  this 
item  did  not  indicate  the  amount  of  specific  savings  associated  with  the  proposed 
discontinuance  of  trains  9  and  10;  the  estimate  was  based  on  average  costs.  I 
am  not  satisfied  that  the  full  amount  of  the  estimate  would  be  saved  and,  for 
purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  would  reduce  the  amount  of  the  estimate. 

The  sixth  item,  Gross  Ton  Mile  Expense,  amounted  to  $66,800.  The  witness 
said,  "This  is  the  gross  ton  mile  expense  which  covers  the  variable  portion  of 
road  maintenance  and  road  property  depreciation  which  is  affected  by  tonnage. 
The  operation  of  this  train  developed  142,735  thousand  gross  ton  miles  of  traffic 
over  the  line  at  an  average  cost  of  47  cents  per  thousand  gross  ton  miles  or  a 
total  cost  of  $66,800.  This  is  just  the  variable  portion  of  maintenance,  road 
maintenance  and  road  property  depreciation  which  could  be  eliminated  by  the 

elimination  of  this  train  this  has  been  determined  from  very  detailed 

studies  and  the  application  of  regression  analysis  and  based  on  the  fact  that 
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road  property  maintenance  expenses  vary,  or  about  40  per  cent  of  these  expenses 
vary  with  traffic." 

When  Mr.  White  was  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Konkin,  representing  the  Town  of 
Kamsack  and  the  Kamsack  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  following  exchange  in 
respect  of  road  maintenance  and  road  depreciation  took  place: 

"Q.  Accounting  on  a  scale  that  the  C.N.R.  practices  to  us  ordinary 
people  can  be  very  mysterious.  Now,  I  would  like  to  ask,  Mr.  White,  this 
item  of  $66,800  as  a  —  this  one  as  a  starter  —  road  maintenance  and  road 
depreciation.  Are  you  actually  going  to  save  that  much  money  by  running  one 
train  less  over  this  road? 

A.  Well,  by  running  trains  9  and  10,  626  trips  a  year,  yes  sir. 

Q.  That  is  not  an  amount  of  money  that  you  actually  are  going  to  save, 
or  let  me  put  it  this  way,  your  maintenance  of  the  road  is  not  going  to  be 
that  much  more  per  year  by  reason  of  running  9  and  10  over  it? 

A.  Yes  sir.  There  is  40  per  cent  of  your  Maintenance  of  Way  expenses 
are  variable  with  traffic  and  the  operation  of  trains  9  and  10  require  that  you 
spend  more  money  on  maintaining  the  track  than  would  be  necessary  if  they 
were  not  operated. 

Q.  Nevertheless  you  are  operating  other  trains  there  and  the  tracks  will 
still  have  to  be  kept  up  that  way  and  maintained  if  the  tracks  are  kept? 

A.  This  I  might  point  out  is  not  the  total  money  that  is  spent  on  maintain- 
ing the  tracks.  This  is  the  reduction  in  what  it  would  cost  us  to  maintain  the 
line  from  Winnipeg  to  Saskatoon  if  we  took  off  these  trains.  It  is  not  the  full 
cost  of  maintaining  the  line  by  any  means.  This  is  the  portion  that  would  be 
saved  by  reducing  the  traffic  on  that  line." 

The  Board  has  considered  the  item  Variable  Road  Maintenance  in  previous 
cases  and  has  noted  that  the  extent  of  variability  as  developed  by  regression 
analysis  is  an  average  which  would  not  reflect  an  immediate  saving  of  the  amount 
estimated.  The  service  to  be  discontinued  might  be  a  major  part  of  total  service 
over  a  line  of  railway  or  it  might  be  a  minor  part.  Some  specific  savings  might 
directly  follow  discontinuance  of  train  service  or  there  might  be  long  range 
savings  incurred  over  a  period  of  time  after  discontinuance  of  service.  Considera- 
tions of  this  nature  would  affect  the  amount  and  the  time  period  of  savings  in 
each  case.  I  am  not  prepared  to  accept  the  estimate  of  $66,800  as  the  measure  of 
savings  in  road  maintenance  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  and  I  have  reduced 
the  estimate  for  this  item. 

The  seventh  item,  Diesel  Unit  Dispatch  Cost,  included  the  enginehouse 
expense  of  getting  the  diesel  units  ready  to  go  out  on  the  road  and  the  cost  of 
locomotive  supplies.  There  were  1372  dispatches  at  $13.45  each  for  a  total  of 
$18,400. 

The  eighth  and  ninth  items,  Crew  Wages  and  Fuel,  were  directly  accountable 
in  the  operation  of  trains  9  and  10.  The  crew  wages  included  allowance  for  vaca- 
tion time,  Unemployment  Insurance,  Welfare  and  other  fringe  benefits  for  which 
the  Company  is  responsible,  the  total  cost  being  $321,800.  The  fuel  consumption 
was  103,647  gallons  at  a  price  of  14V2  cents  a  gallon,  for  a  total  of  $15,100. 
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The  tenth  item,  Superintendence,  amounted  to  $95,100.  The  witness  stated, 
"That  is  really  an  item  that  covers  the  variable  portion  of  the  maintenance 
officers'  staff,  general  expenses  and  stationery.  It  covers  the  variable  or  a  portion 
of  the  officers  directly  charged  with  the  maintenance  of  equipment  and  their 
staffs,  their  offices  and  their  supplies,  and  those  officers  and  supplies  directly 
charged  with  the  handling  of  the  transportation  services  of  the  Company.  Studies 
have  indicated  that  there  are  savings  or  variations  in  those  expenses  depending 
on  the  amount  of  traffic  that  is  handled  and  this  has  been  developed  and  the 
proper  ratio  established  under  this  item  of  expense  to  determine  the  superinten- 
dence that  is  chargeable  to  this  operation." 

At  a  later  point  under  cross-examination  the  witness  said  that  the  saving 
would  be  over  a  period  of  probably  five  or  six  years  while  the  Company  would 
be  readjusting  to  changed  operating  conditions. 

The  estimate  appears  to  assume  that  the  average  variability  shown  in  past 
studies  would  apply  in  the  event  of  discontinuance  of  trains  9  and  10,  although 
the  savings  of  $95,100  per  annum  would  require  a  period  of  probably  five  or  six 
years.  The  Company  did  not  present  evidence  which  would  indicate  any  specific 
savings  in  superintendence  expense  in  the  event  of  discontinuance,  nor  was  it 
indicated  that  any  specific  plans  had  been  made  to  reduce  superintendence 
expense  contingent  upon  granting  of  the  application.  In  the  absence  of  evidence 
of  specific  anticipated  savings,  and  in  view  of  the  deferred  nature  of  the  esti- 
mated savings  in  superintendence  expense,  I  am,  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment, 
disallowing  a  major  portion  of  the  estimate  for  superintendence. 

The  eleventh  item,  Traffic,  General  and  Communications  Expense,  amounted 
to  $69,400.  When  explaining  this  estimate  the  witness  said,  "This  is  a  similar 
proration  of  the  expenses  of  maintaining  railway  communications  systems,  the 
cost  of  operating  such  communications  systems.  It  is  a  portion  of  the  officers  and 
staffs  charged  with  the  procuring  of  traffic,  the  advertising  that  is  spent  in  this 
regard,  the  membership  in  traffic  associations,  stationery  and  so  on,  and  also  an 
allowance  for  general  officers,  clerks,  office  expenses,  legal  expenses,  insurance, 
stationery  and  other  expenses  which  are  included  in  the  accounts  shown  in 
brackets  after  the  item  for  this  allowance.  They  amounted  to  $95,000  in  the  case 
of  superintendence  and  $69,400  in  the  case  of  the  allowances  for  traffic,  general 
and  communications." 

In  answering  a  question  on  this  item  and  on  the  preceding  item  of  Super- 
intendence, the  witness  said,  "In  the  items  of  Superintendence,  Traffic,  General 
and  Communications,  yes,  these  are  not  a  saving  that  we  would  make  tomorrow 
if  we  took  the  train  off.  This  would  be  over  a  period  of  five  or  six  years." 

As  in  the  case  of  Superintendence,  there  was  no  evidence  submitted  to  show 
anticipated  specific  savings  in  Traffic,  General  and  Communications  Expense 
and  the  same  uncertainty  was  evident  as  to  when  the  estimated  savings  would  be 
made.  For  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  would  disallow  a  substantial  part  of  the 
estimate  for  Traffic,  General  and  Communications  Expense. 

The  twelfth  item,  Cost  of  Money,  amounted  to  $117,000.  The  witness  said 
that  the  Cost  of  Money  was  the  cost  to  the  Railway  Company  for  servicing  the 
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debt  incurred  in  owning  the  equipment  used  on  trains  9  and  10,  "the  diesel  units, 
the  steam  generator  units,  the  headend  coaches,  the  passenger  coaches  and 
certain  elements  of  shop  equipment  that  is  required  to  maintain  these  units  of 
equipment  and  of  structures  and  so  on  that  are  required  in  providing  the  service 
on  these  trains."  He  said  that  the  structures  would  include  "sheds,  stations, 
items  such  as  this,  which  would  not  be  required  if  these  trains  were  dis- 
continued." 

The  Board  has  dealt  with  the  item  Cost  of  Money  in  previous  cases  and  has 
made  reductions  in  the  amount  of  the  estimates.  For  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I 
would  make  a  similar  reduction  in  this  instance. 

The  last  two  items  were  combined  as  the  Cost  of  Handling  L.C.L.  and 
Express  amounting  to  $483,000.  In  explaining  this  item,  the  witness  said,  "This 
is  a  figure  that  covers  the  handling  of  the  express  and  l.c.l.  traffic  other  than  the 
road  haul.  It  covers  the  item  of  maintenance  of  cartage  vehicles,  the  shed  staffs, 
the  handling  staffs  at  terminals  and  all  the  various  expenses  that  go  into  provid- 
ing this  service  and  handling  the  traffic  with  the  exception,  as  I  said,  of  transpor- 
tation expenses  over  the  road." 

The  reductions  that  I  would  make  in  the  items  to  which  I  have  referred  would 
reduce  the  estimated  loss  on  the  present  service  by  approximately  24%.  They 
would  reduce  the  total  expenses  from  $1,931,000  to  $1,711,000  and  would  reduce 
the  deficit  from  $906,900  to  $686,900.  If  the  deficit  were  in  fact  substantially 
less,  it  would,  in  my  opinion,  still  require  a  greater  need  for  the  trains  to  warrant 
requiring  the  Railway  Company  to  continue  sustaining  such  a  loss. 

During  the  course  of  the  hearing  it  developed  that  three  sets  of  equipment 
and  not  two  sets  were  assigned  to  the  service  and  the  cost  witness  undertook  to 
re-examine  his  estimates.  The  Company  advised  the  Board  by  letter  after  the 
hearing  that  the  revisions  in  cost  estimates  associated  with  the  extra  set  of 
equipment  resulted  in  increasing  the  estimated  cost  of  operating  the  trains  by 
$86,200.  This  would  also  increase  the  annual  deficit  and  the  anticipated  financial 
improvement  from  discontinuance  by  the  same  amount.  For  purposes  of  this 
Judgment  I  have  considered  only  the  evidence  submitted  at  the  hearing.  I  need 
not  consider  an  increase  in  the  annual  deficit  in  view  of  the  opinion  which  I  have 
expressed  above. 

2.  ALTERNATIVE  SERVICES 

(a)  Passenger. 

I  have  mentioned  the  present  rail  service  furnished  over  part  of  the  line  by 
trains  63-64  and  trains  75-76. 

There  are,  in  addition,  bus  lines  operating  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the 
areas  served  by  trains  9  and  10. 

A  daily  bus  service,  provided  by  Saskatchewan  Transportation  Company,  runs 
from  Kamsack,  via  Canora,  to  Yorkton. 

This  gives  the  area  between  Kamsack  and  Canora  a  daily  bus  service  as 
well  as  tri-weekly  train  service. 
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The  bus  service  from  Kamsack  to  Yorkton  connects  at  Yorkton  with  a  service 
of  Greyhound  Lines  of  Canada,  running  seven  days  a  week,  via  Highway  14,  from 
Yorkton  to  Saskatoon. 

Highway  14  is  some  distance  south  of  the  Railway  Company's  line.  However, 
a  local  bus  service  of  Saskatchewan  Transportation  Company  runs  along  Highway 
No.  5  from  Saskatoon  to  Wadena.  From  Humboldt  east,  this  route  is  roughly 
parallel  to  that  of  the  railway. 

This  leaves  an  area  between  Canora  and  Wadena  where  there  is  no  bus 
service.  This  is  the  area  between  and  including  Kylemore  and  Tiny  —  a  distance 
of  forty-nine  miles.  This  area  includes  the  following  stations  (named  from  east 
to  west): 

Tiny 

Buchanan 

Dernic 

Rama 

Invermay 

Margo 

Kuroki 

Kylemore 

The  above  eight  communities  are  all  on,  or  close  to,  Highway  No.  5. 

The  stations  east  of  Saskatoon  and  relatively  close  to  that  city  are  ade- 
quately served  by  alternative  means  of  transportation,  but  between  the  point 
where  Highway  No.  2  (to  Prince  Albert)  strikes  north  and  the  point  (Humboldt) 
where  the  routes  of  the  railway  and  Highway  No.  5  converge,  there  are  three 
communities  that  would  have  no  alternative  service  and  which  do  not  lie  on  a 
provincial  highway/These  are  Totzke,  Bruno,  and  Dana. 

The  following  exhibit  (being  part  of  Exhibit  8)  shows  the  population,  mileage 
from  adjacent  highway,  mileage  from  closest  alternative  service,  and  the  average 
number  of  passengers  handled  per  trip  from  the  above  eleven  stations  during  the 
period  November  12th  to  18th,  1961.  Bruno  .should,  I  think,  have  been  included  in 
the  following  list.

(b)  L.C.L.  and  Express. 

Set  out  below  are  divisions  of  the  line  showing  what  L.C.L.  and  Express 
service  would  exist  in  the  event  of  the  Company's  application  being  granted. 

Winnipeg  to  Dauphin:  This  would  be  carried  as  now  on  a  six  day  a  week 
schedule  by  trains  63-64  and  75-76. 

Dauphin  to  Roblin:  This  would  be  carried  as  now  by  a  five  day  a  week  service 
provided  by  Vermilion  Transfer  Company.  In  addition,  there  would  be  a  three 
day  a  week  service  provided  by  trains  75-76. 

Roblin  to  Kamsack:  This  area  would  be  served  as  now  by  a  three  day  a  week 
service  provided  by  trains  75-76. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  wayfreight  operating  one  day  a  week  in  each  direction. 
Kamsack  to  Saskatoon:  By  a  decision  dated  September  28th,  1962,  the 
Saskatchewan  Highway  Traffic  3oard  granted  a  franchise  to  Canadian 
National  Transportation  Limited  (which  has  been  described  as  the  trucking 
arm  of  the  Applicant  Railway  Company)  to  transport  general  merchandise 
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from  railway  station  to  railway  station  as  follows: 

(i)  From  and  to  Regina;  to  and  from  Kamsack  and  the  Manitoba-Saskatchewan 
boundary.  This  service  would  pass  through  Yorkton  to  Canora  and  thence 
to  Kamsack.  It  would  run  roughly  parallel  to  the  line  of  railway  from 
Canora  to  Kamsack. 

Service  would  be  daily  except  Sunday. 

(ii)  From  and  to  Saskatoon;  to  and  from  Yorkton,  via  Provincial  Highways  5 
and  9.  This  service  would  serve  the  following  stations  on  the  line: 
(east  of  Saskatoon)

Service  would  be  daily,  except  Sunday  and  Monday. 

The  above  services  would  give  trucking  service  for  l.c.l.  and 
express  for  six  days  a  week  between  Canora  and  Kamsack  and  for 
five  days  a  week  between  Bruno  and  Canora. 

(c)  Mail. 

Through  mail  between  Winnipeg  and  Saskatoon  is  carried  by  main  line  trains 
or  by  air.  Should  the  Railway  Company  be  authorized  to  discontinue  trains  9  and 
10,  it  might  still  retain  the  mail  contract  from  Winnipeg  to  Canora. 

There  is,  then,  the  remaining  area  from  Canora  to  Saskatoon.  As  most 
stations  served  by  the  trains  are  on  or  near  highways,  presumably  the  Postal 
Department  could  let  a  contract,  or  contracts,  to  one  or  more  trucking  concerns. 

It  will  be  noted,  however,  that,  in  the  Summary  of  Revenues  and  Expenses 
reproduced  above  (Exhibit  27),  the  Company  has  not  anticipated  any  revenue  from 
mail  in  the  summary  of  revenue  from  proposed  service. 


3.  ANTICIPATED  NET  FINANCIAL  IMPROVEMENT 

In  Exhibit  27  the  Company  showed  the  estimated  revenues  and  expenses  of 
the  proposed  service  to  be  operated  should  discontinuance  of  trains  9  and  10  be 
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authorized.  The  following  evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  White,  one  of  the  Railway 
Company's  witnesses,  in  respect  of  revenues: 

"Q,  Now,  the  revenue  under  the  heading  Proposed  Service  represents 

what? 

A.  These  are  the  revenues  that  it  has  been  estimated  we  would  have  if 
we  discontinued  trains  9  and  10  and  put  in  the  highway  service  that  was 
referred  to  this  morning  by  a  previous  witness. 

Q.  How  would  you  get  passenger  revenue  in  such  a  set-up? 

A.  These  would  be  the  passenger  revenues  that  are  presently  handled 
on  trains  9  and  10  on  part  of  their  run  that  we  feel  would  be  retained  by 
those  passengers  in  the  future  travelling  between  Winnipeg  and  Dauphin, 
Kamsack,  on  trains  63  and  64  and  75  and  76  or  I  should  say  Canora  —  no  — 

Q.  And  you  appear  to  assume  for  the  purpose  of  this  exhibit  that  there 
would  be  no  further  revenue  from  mail? 

A.  No,  we  have  considered  that  when  the  train  service  comes  off,  while 
we  would  offer  to  handle  the  mail  with  the  Postal  Department  by  our  trucks, 
that  it  would  be  subject  to  competition  and  we  might  not  be  the  successful 
bidder  on  this  tender,  and  rather  than  assume  something  of  which  we  have  no 
knowledge,  we  decided  that  it  would  be  much  fairer  to  show  the  loss  of  all 
of  this  revenue  although  we  would  hope  to  retain  some  of  it  with  our  proposed 
service.  And  similarly  we  feel  we  would  probably  lose  the  milk  traffic  to 
other  carriers  or  that  the  farmers  would  get  it  to  wherever  it  was  going  by 
some  other  means. 

Q.  Then,  under  the  heading  Express  you  show  a  reduced  figure  under 
the  proposed  service.  What  is  the  explanation  for  that? 

A.  Well,  whenever  you  change  a  service,  go  from  rail  operation,  or  given 
by  rail  operation,  you  always  have  some  people  that  desert  you  and  you 
don't  get  their  business  and  we  have  made  an  estimate  of  what  we  think  we 
could  retain,  that  is  the  figure  of  $518,300.  Similarly  with  our  l.c.l.  traffic 
we  would  undoubtedly  lose  some  of  this  to  the  other  carriers  that  are  in  the 
area  but  we  feel  with  the  services  we  are  putting  in  we  would  be  safe  to 
count  on  the  $81,400  as  shown  there. 

Q.  In  adopting  that  procedure  you  are  endeavouring  to  be  conservative 
in  your  estimate,  is  that  correct? 

A.  We  are  trying  to  be  conservative  in  the  estimate  of  those  things  over 
which  we  have  no  control. 

Q.  And  your  total  estimated  revenue  under  the  proposed  service  then  is 
shown  as  $625,300? 

A.  That  is  correct,  sir." 
The  witness  said  in  respect  of  Expenses: 

"Under  the  proposed  service  the  rail  expenses  which  will  just  be  mainly 
incurred  in  setting  out  or  handling  set  out  cars  and  other  requirements  to  give 
us  or  to  handle  the  present  traffic  presently  being  handled  in  trains  9  and 
10  and  which  will  have  to  be  handled  on  63,  64,  75  and  76,  I  believe  the 
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numbers  are.  The  cost  of  operating  our  own  trucks  and  plus  the  additional 
cost  of  contract  work  with  Vermilion  Transport  will  amount  to  $212,000.  Our 
express  handling  and  l.c.l.  handling  —  no,  pardon  me  —  the  express  handling 
cost  will  be  $59,000  and  the  express  handling  $375,800.  The  cost  of  money 
which  is  now  based  on  the  cost  of  ownership  of  trucks  rather  than  a  lot  of 
rail  equipment  is  part  of  the  expense,  $13,700.  The  total  expenses  under 
the  proposed  service  will  be  $784,500  or  an  estimated  deficit  on  the  proposed 
operation  of  $159,200." 

The  deficit  in  the  present  service  as  adjusted  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment 
was  $686,900.  Deducting  the  deficit  of  $159,200  on  the  proposed  operation  shows 
a  net  financial  improvement  that  the  Railway  Company  may  expect,  should  its 
application  be  authorized,  of  some  $527,700  per  annum. 

INCONVENIENCE 

I  must  now  consider  what  is  the  prospective  inconvenience  to  those  persons 
who  use  the  Railway  Company's  services. 

Reproduced  below  are  statements  showing  the  average  number  of  revenue 
passengers  using  the  trains  over  the  period  October,  1960  to  September,  1962. 
These  statements  are  broken  down  to  show  the  areas  Winnipeg  to  Dauphin, 
Dauphin  to  Kamsack,  and  Kamsack  to  Saskatoon. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  greatest  passenger  patronage  is  be- 
tween Kamsack  and  Saskatoon.  Exhibit  18  shows  the  average  number  of  passen- 
gers handled  per  round  trip  between  Kamsack  and  Saskatoon,  as  70  passengers  in 
1960-61  and  66  passengers  in  1961-62;  these  figures  represent  the  westbound  and 
eastbound  passengers  combined  and  should  be  divided  by  two  to  give  the  average 
passengers  per  trip  in  each  direction,  i.e.,  35  in  1960-61  and  33  in  1961-62. 

The  average  passengers  per  trip  in  the  Kamsack-Dauphin  area  for  the  same 
periods  were  18  and  I6V2;  between  Dauphin  and  Winnipeg  the  averages  were  19 
and  16.  The  lower  patronage  in  the  Kamsack-Dauphin-Winnipeg  area,  no  doubt, 
is  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  existence  of  trains  63-64  and  of  trains  75-76. 

During  the  period  November  12-18,  1961,  the  following  record  was  made  of 
the  passengers  entraining  and  detraining  at  stations  en  route  between  the  termini 
of  the  run.

The  communities  that  will  have  no  alternative  service  have  been  referred  to 
above,  together  with  their  approximate  populations,  their  position  in  respect  to 
existing  highways  and  highway  services,  and  the  use  made  by  these  communities 
of  the  passenger  train  service  during  a  sample  week  in  November,  1961. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  Board  in  writing  by  a  number  of  munici- 
palities and  others.  However,  the  persons  appearing  at  the  hearing  to  oppose  the 
application  represented  the  City  of  Saskatoon,  the  Towns  of  Kamsack,  Canora, 
Humboldt  and  Bruno,  and  the  Rural  Municipality  of  Bayne. 

The  Town  of  Kamsack  was  very  adequately  represented  by  its  Mayor,  Deputy 
Mayor  and  Mayor-Elect.  The  grounds  of  their  opposition  were: 

"That  the  discontinuance  of  trains  9  and  10  would  eliminate  means  of 
transportation  to  both  East  and  West; 

That  bus  service  was  unsatisfactory  and  trucking  service  inadequate  due  to 
road  conditions  and  restrictions  placed  on  gravel  portions  at  certain  times; 
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That  points  to  the  west  would  be  deprived  of  alternate  means  of  transporta- 
tion; 

That  the  present  train  service  was  poor  and  if  some  reasonable  service  was 
provided  more  people  would  travel  on  the  train." 

Mr.  R.D.  Phillips,  Solicitor  for  the  City  of  Saskatoon,  in  opposing  the  appli- 
cation referred  to  the  loss  of  payroll  involved  which  would  be  serious  inasmuch 
as  it  would  affect  both  the  employees  and  the  city;  there  would  be  inconvenience 
to  railway  customers,  and  that  the  trains  should  only  be  eliminated  if  it  is 
considered  essential  for  the  general  benefit  of  Canada. 

However,  many  of  the  communities  that  would  be  affected  did  not  appear  at 
the  hearing. 

There  will  no  doubt  be  some  inconvenience  experienced  by  the  communities 
from  Tiny  west  to  Kylemore  and  by  the  communities  of  Totzke,  Dana,  and  Bruno. 
However,  all  these  communities,  with  the  exception  of  Dana  and  Totzke,  will  be 
served  by  highway  service  for  L.C.L.  and  Express.  Undoubtedly  some  communities 
will   have  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  change  in  transportation  facilities. 

I  do  not  see  any  inconvenience  that  approaches  in  gravity  the  burden  to  the 
Railway  Company  of  being  required  to  sustain  the  loss  it  is  sustaining  in  the 
operating  of  trains  9  and  10,  or  that  would  result  from  the  foregoing  of  the  antic- 
ipated betterment  that  it  can  achieve  by  discontinuance. 

I  would  authorize  the  Railway  Company  to  discontinue  the  operation  of 
trains  9  and  10  between  Winnipeg  and  Saskatoon. 

Weighing  these  matters  and  bearing  in  mind  the  heavy  loss  being  sustained, 
I  would  authorize  such  discontinuance  to  take  effect  on  a  date  not  earlier  than 
May  15th,  1963,  on  thirty  days'  notice  to  be  filed  with  the  Board  and  to  be  posted 
in  all  stations  on  the  line.

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  The  following  regulations  entitled  "Regulations  pertaining  to  the  Bulk 
Storage  of  Flammable  Liquids' '  govern  the  design,  location,  construction,  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  of  stationary  bulk  storage  facilities  for  flammable  liquids 
located  on  the  right-of-way  owned  or  leased  by  any  railway  company  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  The  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  and  are  prescribed  for 
all  such  installations.  Facilities  previously  approved  by  an  Order  of  this  Board 
shall  be  operated  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  these  regulations  and  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  need  not  conform  to  those  parts  of  these  regula- 
tions pertaining  to  location,  construction  and  design. 

2.  The  provisions  of  this  Order  do  not  apply  to  a  "company",  as  defined 
in  Section  2  of  the  National  Energy  Board  Act,  Chapter  46  of  the  Statutes  of 
Canada  1959. 

3.  These  regulations  shall  come  into  force  on  June  3,  1963. 

4.  General  Order  No.  823  dated  June  15,  1956,  is  rescinded. 

REGULATIONS  CONCERNING  FLAMMABLE  LIQUIDS 
PART  I 
DEFINITIONS 

1.  In  these  regulations: 

(1)  The  word  "shall"  is  used  to  indicate  mandatory  regulations.  The 
word  "should' '  is  used  to  indicate  recommendatory  regulations. 

(2)  Owning  or  operating  company  means  the  person  or  company  owning 
or  operating  the  installation. 

(3)  Flammable  liquid  means  any  liquid  with  a  flash  point  below  175°  F., 
as  determined  by  Tagliabue's  Open  Cup  Tester,  and  having  a  Reid 
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vapour  pressure  not  exceeding  40  psi  absolute  at  100°  F.  or  any 
liquid  with  a  flash  point  of  175°  F.  or  above  when  it  is  heated  by  artificial 
means  to  a  temperature  not  less  than  its  flash  point  temperature. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  flammable  liquids  are  divided 
into  three  classes: 

(a)  Class  I  flammable  liquids  includes  all  flammable  liquids,  except 
crude  petroleum,  having  flash  points  at  or  below  80°  F.  This 
Class  also  includes  Class  II  flammable  liquids  when  they  are 
heated  by  artificial  means  to  temperatures  not  less  than  their 
flash  point  temperatures. 

(b)  Class  II  flammable  liquids  includes  all  flammable  liquids,  except 
crude  petroleum,  having  flash  points  above  80°  F.  but  below 
175°  F.  This  Class  also  includes  liquids  with  flash  points  of 
175°  F.  or  above  when  they  are  heated  by  artificial  means  to 
temperatures  not  less  than  their  flash  point  temperatures. 

(c)  Class  III  flammable  liquids  includes  crude  petroleum  and  any 
other  flammable  liquid  with  similar  boil-over  characteristics 
having  a  flash  point  below  150°  F. 

(d)  Flammable  liquids  with  a  Reid  vapour  pressure  of  40  psi  or 
greater  at  100°  F.  are  classed  as  compressed  gases. 

(5)  Installation  means  an  installation  of  stationary  bulk  storage  facilities 
for  flammable  liquids  located  on  the  railway  right-of-way. 

(6)  Crude  petroleum  for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  is  a  flammable 
liquid  with  a  flash  point  below  150°  F.  and  consisting  of  an  unrefined 
mixture  of  natural  liquid  Hydrocarbons  as  obtained  from  the  earth. 

(7)  Boil-over  is  a  term  used  to  describe  the  action  that  occurs  when  a 
hot  layer  of  crude  petroleum  or  similar  liquid  comes  into  contact  with 
an  underlying  layer  of  a  more  volatile  liquid  and  causes  that  liquid  to 
flash  into  vapor.  The  expansion  produced  by  the  conversion  of  the 
entrapped  liquid  into  vapor  results  in  a  violent  surface  action. 

(8)  Flame  arrestor  is  a  device  consisting  of  a  group  of  parallel  metal 
plates,  tubes,  fins  or  screens  or  a  similar  device  with  a  large  surface 
area  for  heat  dissipation,  which  is  designed  to  prevent  the  entrance  of 
flame  into  a  storage  tank  through  a  vent  or  similar  opening. 

(9)  Flash  point  is  the  minimum  ignition  temperature  of  a  flammable 
liquid  in  degrees  Fahrenheit,  as  determined  by  Tagliabue's  Open  Cup 
Tester  in  accordance  with  A.S.T.M.  Test  Method:  D-1310-56T. 

(10)  Main  track  is  a  track  extending  through  yards  and  between  stations 
where  trains  are  operated  by  timetable,  train  order,  block  signals,  or 
some  other  approved  method  of  control. 

(11)  Private  track  is  a  track  outside  of  the  carrier's  right-of-way,  yard 
and  terminals  reserved  exclusively  for  only  one  owner  or  lessee. 

(12)  Team  track  or  business  track  is  a  track  on  railway  right-of-way 
used  by  more  than  one  company  or  person. 
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(13)  Vapour  pressure  is  the  Reid*  pressure,  measured  in  pounds  per 
square  inch  absolute  (psia)  which  is  exerted  by  a  volatile  liquid  at  a 
given  temperature. 

Note:  *Standard  Method  of  Test  for  Vapour  Pressure  of  Petroleum  Products  (Reid  Method  — 
A.S.T.M.  d323  latest  revision) 

(14)  Station  means  any  location  where  passenger  trains  may  stop  in 
accordance  with  the  current  railway  timetable. 
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PART  II 
APPLICATIONS  TO  THE  BOARD 

2.  Part  II  does  not  apply  to  installations  with  a  total  storage 
capacity  not  exceeding  3,000  Imperial  gallons,  if  they  are 
located,  designed,  constructed,  operated  and  maintained  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Order. 

3.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  2,  no  installation  or  part 
thereof  shall  be  constructed  until  the  board  has  authorized 
such  construction  by  an  Order.  However,  where  the  proposed 
installation  complies  with  the  provisions  of  this  Order, 
approval  of  the  Board  need  not  be  obtained  before  construc- 
tion is  undertaken  but  shall  be  obtained  before  commencing 
operations. 

4.  (1)  An  application  to  construct  an  installation  shall  be 
submitted  through  the  railway  company  concerned  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board. 

(2)  Applications  shall  be  accompanied  by  four  copies  of 
all  drawings,  prepared  in  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  Sections  5,  6,  7,  8,  9  and  10  of  this  Order. 

5.  The  plan  shall  be  drawn  to  a  minimum  scale  of  1  inch  to 
50  feet  and  the  section  to  a  minimum  scale  of  1  inch  to 
20  feet. 

6.  All  drawings  shall  be  dated,  bear  an  identification  number 
and  the  name  of  the  applicant.  The  drawings  shall  be  signed 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  or  other  official  of  the  applicant 
company  responsible  for  their  preparation. 

7.  The  plan  shall  show  the  location  of  the  following: 

(1)  Any  loading  or  unloading  rack  or  point  in  relation  to  — 

(a)  The  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  the  loading 
or  unloading  track; 

(b)  Schools;  stations;  residential  areas;  hospitals 
and  other  similar  places  of  public  assembly  within 
150  feet  of  the  said  loading  or  unloading  rack  or  point; 

(c)  All  engine  houses;  railway  shops;  grain  elevators 
and  other  similar  buildings  within  75  feet  of  the  said 
loading  or  unloading  rack  or  point.

(2)  The  center  line  of  the  loading  or  unloading  track  in 
relation  to: 

(a)  The  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  main  track; 

(b)  The  gauge  side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  any  adjacent 
track  closer  than  the  main  track. 

(3)  The  storage  tanks  in  relation  to: 

(a)  Other  storage  tanks;  pumphouses;  warehouses; 
loading  or  unloading  racks  or  points;  and  other 
structures  on  the  site; 

(b)  Line  of  adjoining  property; 

(c)  Gauge  side  of  nearest  rail  of  closest  track; 

(d)  Gauge  side  of  nearest  rail  of  main  track; 

(e)  Stations;  schools;  residential  buildings;  hospitals; 
other  similar  buildings  of  public  assembly  within 
the  distances  prescribed  in  Table  II  for  such 
buildings.  If  none  of  these  buildings  is  located 
within  the  restricted  area,  a  statement  to  this 
effect  will  suffice. 

(0  All  engine  houses;  railway  shops;  grain  elevators 
or  other  similar  buildings  within  the  distances 
prescribed  in  Table  II  for  such  buildings.  If  none 
of  these  buildings  is  located  within  the  restricted 
area,    a   statement   to   this   effect   will  suffice. 

8.  (1)  The  section  shall  show  the  elevation  of  the  installa- 
tion in  relation  to  the  loading,  unloading,  and  main  track 
within  200  feet  of  the  nearest  tank  on  the  said  installation. 
(2)  A  second  section  shall  be  submitted  where  it  is 
necessary  — 

(a)  to  show  the  direction  of  drainage  from  the  site; 
or 

(b)  to  give  a  clear  picture  of  major  features  of  the 
installation. 

9.  The  drawing  shall  show  the  location  of  the  railway  right- 
of-way;  property  fences;  dykes;  pipelines  under  roadways 
or  railways;  sewers;  ditches;  watercourses;  and  other  similar 
structures  that  are  located  on  the  installation  site. 

10.  The  "Notes"  or  "Legend"  on  the  drawing  shall  include 
the  following  information. 

(1)  Evidence  that  the  Provincial  Fire  Marshal  or  other 
local  Fire  Authority  having  jurisdiction  in  the  surround- 
ing area  has  no  objection  to  the  proposed  installation. 
This  evidence  may  take  the  form  of  a  plan  signature  by 
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the  authority  concerned,  or  of  a  letter  addressed  to 
the  owning  or  operating  company  by  such  authority. 

(2)  A  statement  that  the  design  and  construction  of  the 
storage  tanks  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  requirement  s 
of  Section  18(1)  of  this  Order. 

(3)  Size,  contents,  and  capacity  in  Imperial  gallons  of 
all  storage  tanks. 

(4)  Type,  size  and  construction  of  pumphouse,  ware- 
house and  any  other  building  or  enclosure  on  the  instal- 
lation site. 

(5)  Type  and  size  of  motive  power  to  be  used  for  pumping 
equipment. 

(6)  Type  and  size  of  heating  unit  if  warehouse,  office 
building,  or  any  other  enclosure  is  heated. 

(7)  Indicate  whether  the  track  or  tracks  serving  the 
installation  are  team  tracks  or  private  tracks  as  defined 
in  Section  1,  subsections  11  and  12. 

(8)  Location  of  installation  by  reference  to  the  railway, 
subdivision,  mileage  and  nearest  town  or  city. 

PART  III 
DISTANCES 

11.  The  minimum  distances  from  the  loading  or  unloading 
track  to  the  main  track  shall  be  as  designated  in  Table  I 
of  Appendix  "A".  Such  distances  shall  be  measured 
from  the  center  line  of  the  loading  or  unloading  track  at 
the  loading  or  unloading  point  to  the  gauge  side  of  the  near- 
est rail  of  the  main  track. 
12. 


(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  section, 
the  minimum  distances  from  the  center  line  of  the  load- 
ing, unloading  rack  or  terminal  to  the  nearest  point  of  a 
building  or  property  line,  shall  be  as  designated  in 
Table  I  of  Appendix  "A". 

(2)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (1)  of  this  section: 

(a)  The  distance  between  a  loading,  unloading  rack 
or  terminal  and  any  storage  tank,  building,  or  any 
other  similar  structure  located  on  the  installation 
site  and  used  exclusively  by  the  owning  or 
operating  company  shall  not  be  less  than  10  feet. 
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(b)  The  minimum  distance  between  a  loading,  un- 
loading   rack    or    terminal    and    any  building 
on    another   installation    subject  to  this  Order 
with  which  it  has  a  common  property  line  shall 
be  waived  if  the  location  of  the  rack  or  terminal 
with  respect  to  the  common  property  line  complies 
with  the  distance  requirements  of  subsection  (1) 
of  this  section. 
(3)  The  distance  between  the  track  side  of  a  loading, 
unloading  rack  or  terminal  and  the  gauge  side  of  the 
nearest  rail  of  any  track  shall  not  be  less  than  desig- 
nated in  Table  1A  of  Appendix  "A". 

(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  2  of  this  section, 
the  minimum  distances  from  the  nearest  point  on  a 
storage  tank  shell  to  any  track,  structure  or  property 
line  shall  be  as  designated  in  Table  II  of  Appendix  "A". 

(2)  (a)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (1)  of  this  section 

but  subject  to  subsection  (3),  the  distance 
between  storage  tanks  and  other  structures 
located  on  the  installation  site  and  used  exclu- 
sively by  the  owning  or  operating  company  shall 
not  be  less  than  10  feet, 
(b)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (1)  of  this  section, 
the  requirement  for  minimum  distances  between 
a  storage  tank  and  any  building  on  another 
installation  subject  to  this  Order  with  which  it 
has  a  common  property  line  shall  be  waived, 
if  the  location  of  the  storage  tank  complies  with 
the  distance  requirements  of  Table  II  of  Appendix 
"A"  with  respect  to  the  common  property  line. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (2)  of  this  section,  the 
distance  between  an  aboveground  storage  tank  with  a 
capacity  of  500  Imperial  gallons  or  less  and  any  building 
on  the  installation  site  which  is  used  exclusively  by 
the  company  owning  or  operating  the  installation  shall 
not  be  less  than  1  foot,  and  a  distance  of  not  less  than 
5  feet  shall  be  maintained  between  any  building  opening 
and  the  discharge  end  of  storage  tank  vent  pipes  and 
fill  pipe  openings. 

(4)  It  is  recommended  that  the  distance  of  any  flammable 
liquid  storage  tank  from  the  right-of-way  boundary  of  a 
provincial  highway  should  not  be  less  than  the  distance 
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prescribed  in  Table  II  of  Appendix  "A"  for  a  main 
track  and  in  no  case  shall  this  distance  be  less  than 
that  prescribed  by  the  authorities  of  the  Province  con- 
cerned  for  installations  subject  to  their  jurisdiction. 

(5)  In  no  case  shall  a  flammable  liquid  storage  tank  be 
located  less  than  20  feet  from  any  track. 

(6)  (a)  Except    as   provided   in    paragraph    (b)   of  this 

subsection,  no  storage  tanks  containing  flam- 
mable liquids  shall  be  installed  inside  or  under 
buildings  or  on  ground  that  cannot  be  dyked  if 
dykes  are  required, 
(b)  Class  II  flammable  liquid  storage  tanks  not 
exceeding  an  aggregate  capacity  of  500  Imperial 
gallons  may  be  in  or  under  buildings. 

(7)  The  distance  of  a  storage  tank  from  the  fence  sur- 
rounding the  installation  shall  not  be  less  than  5  feet. 

(8)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (10)  of  this  section, 
flammable  liquid  storage  tanks  each  with  a  capacity  of 
50,000  Imperial  gallons  or  less  shall  be  separated  by  not 
less  than  3  feet. 

(9)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (10)  of  section, 
a  flammable  liquid  storage  tank  with  a  capacity  exceed- 
ing 50,000  Imperial  gallons  shall  be  separated  from  any 
smaller  tank  by  not  less  than  one-half  the  diameter  of 
such  smaller  tank. 

(10)  Notwithstanding  subsections  (8)  and  (9)  of  this 
section,  the  clear  distance  between  crude  petroleum 
storage  tanks,  or  a  crude  petroleum  storage  tank  and 
any  other  flammable  liquid  storage  tank  shall  not  be 
less  than: 

(a)  The  diameter  of  the  smaller  storage  tank  when 
the  capacity  of  the  adjacent  tank  is  more  than 
50,000  Imperial  gallons. 

(b)  One-half  the  diameter  of  the  smaller  storage 
tank  when  the  capacity  of  each  tank  is  50,000 
Imperial  gallons  or  less. 

(11)  The  clear  distance  between  a  storage  tank  contain- 
ing a  flammable  liquid  and  a  storage  tank  containing  a 
liquefied  petroleum  gas  or  other  dangerous  commodity 
shall  not  be  less  than  20  feet,  except  that  installations 
with  a  storage  capacity  exceeding  150,000  Imperial 
gallons  shall  be  located  not  less  than  100  feet  from  the 
nearest  tank  containing  a  liquefied  petroleum  gas  or 
other  dangerous  commodity. 
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(12)  (a)  No  dyke  enclosing  flammable  liquid  storage 
tanks  shall  include  a  tank  containing  a  liquefied 
petroleum  gas  or  other  dangerous  commodity. 

(b)  The    distance    between    any    flammable  liquid 
storage  tank  and  the  center  line  of  a  dyke  wall 
shall  not  be  less  than  10  feet.

(b)  An  outside  storage  area  containing  more  than 
50,  but  not  more  than  100  filled  drums  of  flam- 
mable liquids,  shall  be  located  not  less  than 
25  feet  from  the  line  of  any  property  that  has 
been  or  may  be  built  upon. 

(c)  An  outside  storage  area  containing  more  than 
100  filled  drums  of  flammable  liquids  shall  be 
located  not  less  than  50  feet  from  the  line  of 
any  property  that  has  been  or  may  be  built  upon. 

(d)  The  distance  between  an  outside  drum  storage 
area  containing  more  than  10  filled  drums  and 
a  storage  tank,  building,  or  any  other  similar 
structure  on  the  installation  site,  used  exclu- 
sively by  the  owning  or  operating  company, 
shall  not  be  less  than  10  feet. 

(e)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (6)  of  Section 
39,  flammable  liquid  drums  not  exceeding  an 
aggregate  capacity  of  500  Imperial  gallons  may 
be  stored  in  warehouses  or  other  suitable 
buildings  on  the  installation  site.

(3)  The  installation  of  pumps  or  motors  under  a  storage 
tank  or  in  a  warehouse  or  other  building  where  flammable 
liquids  are  stored  or  handled  or  in  buildings  attached 
thereto  is  prohibited. 

(4)  The  distances  of  a  pumphouse  or  an  outdoor  pump 
used  for  Class  I  flammable  liquids  from  a  refuse  burner, 
furnace,  forge,  welding  operation  or  similar  source  of 
ignition  shall  not  be  less  than  50  feet  and  when  prac- 
ticable, such  distance  should  be  greater  than  50  feet. 

15.  Petroleum  refineries  and  similar  processing  plants, 
except  storage  tanks  and  tank  car  transfer  facilities  of  such 
plants,  shall  be  located  not  less  than  250  feet  from  a  main 
track. 

16.  Where  the  distances  prescribed  in  this  Part  cannot  be 
obtained,  the  Board  may,  upon  application  therefor,  consider 
approving  lesser  distances,  if  suitable  fire  barrier  walls  or 
other  fire  controlling  systems  are  used.

PART  IV 
STORAGE  TANKS 


(1)  Vertical  aboveground  storage  tanks  shall  be  installed 
on  non-combustible  foundations  of  strength  adequate  to 
permanently  support  the  tank  in  a  true  vertical  position. 
The  bottom  of  the  tank  shall  be  suitably  protected  against 
corrosion. 

(2)  Horizontal  aboveground  storage  tanks  shall  be 
installed  on  non-combustible  foundations  of  strength 
adequate  to  permanently  support  the  tank  in  a  true 
horizontal  position. 

(3)  Steel  foundations  exceeding  18  inches  in  height  at 
the  lowest  point  for  aboveground  storage  tanks  with  a 
capacity  in  excess  of  3,000  Imperial  gallons  shall  be 
made  fireproof  with  a  material  that  has  a  fire  resistance 
rating  of  not  less  than  two  hours. 

(4) 


(a)  Below  ground  storage  tanks  shall  be  set  on  a 
firm  foundation  surrounded  with  soft  earth  or 
sand  well  tamped  in  place.  Ashes  or  any  other 
corrosive  material  shall  not  be  used  to  cover 
storage  tanks. 
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(b)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (c)  of  this 
subsection  and  in  subsection  (5)  of  this  section, 
underground  storage  tanks  shall  be  covered  with 
a  minimum  of  two  feet  of  earth  or  with  not  less 
than  one  foot  of  earth,  on  top  of  which  shall  be 
placed  a  slab  of  reinforced  concrete  not  less 
than  four  inches  in  thickness. 

(c)  If  below  ground  storage  tanks  may  be  subjected 
to  vehicular  traffic,  they  shall  be  protected 
against  damage  with  at  least  three  feet  of  earth 
cover  or  eighteen  inches  of  well  tamped  earth 
plus  either  six  inches  of  reinforced  concrete  or 
eight  inches  of  asphaltic  concrete  that  shall 
extend  at  least  twelve  inches  horizontally  beyond 
the  storage  tank  extremities  in  all  directions. 

(5)  Notwithstanding  paragraph  (b)  of  subsection  (4), 
below  ground  storage  tanks  that  are  not  entirely  buried 
shall  be  covered  with  earth  to  a  minimum  depth  of  2 
feet  with  a  slope  on  all  sides  not  less  than  V/i  feet 
horizontally  to  1  foot  vertically. 


(1)  (a)  Storage  tanks   shall   be  designed,  constructed, 

tested  and  inspected  in  accordance  with  the 
Standards  of  the  National  Fire  Protection  Asso- 
ciation, (Pamphlet  30,  May  1962  issue  and 
amendments  thereto)  and  the  appropriate  API  or 
A.S.M.E.  code  unless  the  requirements  of  the 
provincial  government  having  jurisdiction  in  the 
surrounding  area  are  of  a  higher  standard  than 
those  of  the  N.F.P.A.,  in  which  case,  the  more 
stringent  requirements  shall  apply, 
(b)  A  copy  of  both  the  storage  tank  test  and  the 
inspection  report  or  other  evidence  of  compliance 
with  the;  applicable  code  shall  be  kept  on  file 
by  the  owning  or  operating  company  for  examina- 
tion when  requested  by  the  Board. 

(2)  Welding  to  any  part  of  a  storage  tank  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  code  under  which  the  storage  tank 
was  fabricated.  Welding  shall  not  be  permitted  until  the 
tank  has  been  completely  emptied  and  thoroughly  purged. 

(3)  The  storage  of  flammable  liquids  in  open  top  storage 
tanks  is  prohibited. 
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19.  Each  storage  tank  shall  be  permanently  stamped  or 
labelled  as  required  by  the  Code,  under  which  the  storage 
tank  was  manufactured,  and  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Provincial  Government  concerned. 

20.  If  the  ground  resistance  of  a  storage  tank  exceeding 
3,000  Imperial  gallons  is  greater  than  15  ohms,  ground  rods 
or  other  grounding  devices  shall  be  used. 

21.  (1)  All  flammable  liquid  storage  tanks  shall  be  equipped 
with  vent  pipes  or  devices  sized  to  keep  the  internal 
pressure  or  vacuum  within  the  design  limits  of  the  tank. 

(2)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (3)  of  this  section, 
all  vents  on  storage  tanks  containing  Class  I  flammable 
liquids  shall  be  equipped  with  corrosion  resistant  flame 
arrestors  or  breather  valves  or  venting  devices  that 
normally  remain  closed. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (2)  of  this  section, 
open  vents  may  be  installed  on  a  storage  tank  containing 
a  Class  I  flammable  liquid  if  the  capacity  does  not 
exceed  3,000  Imperial  gallons. 

(4)  All  aboveground  storage  tanks  shall  be  provided  with 
a  means  of  emergency  pressure  relief.  In  a  vertical 
storage  tank,  this  may  take  the  form  of  a  weak  seam  or 
joint  on  the  top  of  the  tank  or  between  the  head  and  the 
shell  of  the  storage  tank.  The  total  venting  capacity  of 
both  normal  and  emergency  vents  shall  be  sufficient  to 
prevent  violent  rupture  of  the  storage  tank  when  exposed 
to  fire. 

(5)  Gauge  hatch  covers  shall  be  fitted  with  a  spark 
resistant  material. 

(6)  The  lower  end  of  the  vent  pipe  on  all  storage  tanks 
shall  not  extend  more  than  one  inch  through  the  top  of 
the  storage  tank  and  shall  be  installed  so  that  the  pipe 
will  drain  into  the  storage  tank  without  traps  or  bends 
in  which  liquid  can  collect. 

(7)  The  discharge  point  of  all  storage  tank  vent  pipes 
shall  be  located  outside  buildings  so  that  flammable 
vapours  will  not  enter  building  openings,  or  be  trapped 
under  eaves  or  other  obstructions,  or  be  exposed  to  a 
source  of  ignition. 

(8)  For  Class  I  flammable  liquids,  the  point  of  discharge 
of  a  vent  pipe  on  a  below  ground  storage  tank  shall  be 
higher  than  the  fill  pipe  opening,  shall  discharge  up- 
wards, and  shall  be  at  least  12  feet  above  adjacent 
ground  level. 
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(9)  The  discharge  point  of  vent  pipes  on  Class  II  below 
ground  flammable  liquid  storage  tanks  shall  be  located 
above  the  highest  recorded  snow  level.  The  vent  pipes 
may  be  fitted  with  return  bends,  coarse  screens  or  other 
devices   to  minimize  the  ingress  of  foreign  material. 

22.  Storage  tanks  equipped  with  heating  coils,  jackets  or 
other  heating  devices  shall  be  equipped  with  thermometers 
and  suitable  temperature  regulators  to  ensure  that  the  tem- 
perature of  the  contents  is  maintained  within  safe  limits. 

23.  All  pipe  connections  to  below  ground  storage  tanks 
shall  be  made  through  the  top  of  the  storage  tank  above  the 
liquid  level,  and  shall  be  graded  toward  the  storage  tank. 
Storage  tank  shells  shall  be  properly  reinforced  where  pipe 
connections  enter  the  tank. 

24.  (1)  All  storage  tank  shells  shall  be  protected  against 
corrosion  by  a  suitable  corrosion  resistant  coating. 
(2)  It  is  recommended  that  the  final  coat  of  paint  on  an 
aboveground  storage  tank  be  a  white  enamel,  a  self 
cleansing  white  paint,  or  other  heat  reflective  material. 

25.  Below  ground  storage  tanks  shall  be  securely  anchored 
or  weighted,  when  floating  or  moving  of  the  tank  due  to 
changes  in  ground  water  level  is  likely  to  be  encountered. 

26.  A  storage  tank  shall  not  be  subjected  to  a  pressure  in 
excess  of  its  maximum  working  pressure.  Removal  of  the 
tank  contents  by  the  use  of  air  pressure  is  prohibited.  A 
pressure  not  exceeding  5  pounds  per  square  inch  may  be 
used  to  detect  leaks. 

PART  V 

PIPING  AND  TRANSFER  EQUIPMENT 

27.  Flammable  liquid  pumps  shall  be  of  a  type  suitable  for 
the  liquid  being  transferred.  The  pumps  shall  be  designed 
to  the  maximum  working  pressure  to  which  they  will  be 
subjected  in  service. 

28.  (1)  (a)  Piping  systems  for  flammable  liquids  shall  be 

designed  for  the  maximum  working  pressure  to 
which  they  will  be  subjected  in  service,  and 
shall  be  fabricated  of  a  material  compatible  with 
the  flammable  liquid  being  handled, 
(b)  Shut-off  valves  and  pipe  fittings  installed  on 
storage  tanks,  and  the  main  shut-off  valves  and 
pipe  fittings  installed  on  loading,  unloading 
racks  or  terminals  shall  be  fabricated  of  steel. 
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(c)  Welded  joints  or  welding  flanges  are  recom- 
mended for  storage  tank  connections  exceeding 
a  nominal  diameter  of  2  inches. 

(2)  Welding  shall  only  be  done  by  a  qualified  welder 
and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Canadian 
Standards  Association  Pamphlet  W-117-1952  and  amend- 
ments thereto. 

(3)  All  piping,  valves  and  fittings  shall  be  tested  after 
installation  and  before  operations  begin  at  a  pressure 
50  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  maximum  working  pressure, 
but  in  no  case  less  than  5  psig.  The  test  pressure  shall 
be  maintained  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  30  minutes. 

(4)  Pipe  wall  thickness  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
American  Standards  Association  Code  for  Pressure 
Piping  and  amendments  thereto. 

(5)  All  piping  and  fittings  both  above  or  below  ground, 
if  subject  to  external  corrosion,  shall  be  suitably 
protected  by  paint  or  other  corrosion  resistant  coating. 

(6)  On  installations  where  more  than  one  Class  or  type 
of  flammable  liquid  is  handled,  all  exposed  piping  or 
valves  shall  be  identified  by  coloured  markings  or  by 
durable  tags  to  indicate  the  type  of  flammable  liquids 
being  carried. 

29. 

(1)  Flammable  liquid  piping  systems  shall  contain  a 
sufficient  number  of  valves,  properly  installed,  to 
protect  the  storage  plant  in  the  event  of  an  emergency 
and  to  control    the  flow  of  liquid  in  normal  operation. 

(2)  Pipelines  used  for  loading  or  unloading  tank  cars 
shall  be  equipped  with  shut-off  valves  both  at  the  loading 
or   unloading  connections   and   at  the   storage  tanks. 

(3)  Pipelines  used  for  transferring  flammable  liquids 
from  tank  cars  or  tank  trucks  into  aboveground  storage 
tanks  shall  be  equipped  with  suitable  check  valves  or 
fittings  to  prevent  accidental  back  flow  of  the  flammable 
liquid  from  the  storage  tanks. 

(4)  Shut-off  valves  located  below  liquid  level  on  above- 
ground  storage  tanks  shall  be  located  as  closely  as 
possible  to  the  storage  tank  shell. 

30.  All  gauges  and  accessory  equipment  shall  be  of  a  mate- 
rial which  is  compatible  with  the  flammable  liquid  being 
handled  under  the  service  conditions  to  which  they  may  be 
subjected. 
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31.  All  materials  such  as  joint  compounds,  gaskets,  valve 
seats  and  packing  shall  be  compatible  with  the  flammable 
liquids  being  handled  under  the  service  conditions  to  which 
they  may  be  subjected. 
32. 

(1)  (a)  Piping  shall  be  carried  on  permanent  supports 

of  steel  or  concrete, 
(b)  Supports  for  pipelines  more  than  4  feet  above 
ground   shall   be  supported  on   footings  which 
extend   below  the  frost  line  or  which  rest  on 
bedrock. 

(2)  Pipelines  exposed  to  damage  by  vehicular  traffic 
shall  be  protected  by  guard  rails  or  curbs  of  concrete 
or  metal. 

(3)  Provision  shall  be  made  in  pipelines  for  expansion, 
contraction,  jarring,  vibration  and  settling. 

(4)  Steel  supports  for  pipelines  carrying  Class  I  flam- 
mable liquids  and  more  than  4  feet  above  ground  should 
be  made  fireproof  with  a  material  that  has  a  fire  resist- 
ance rating  of  not  less  than  two  hours. 

33. 


(1)  Valves  on  loading  or  unloading  pipe  terminals 
located  below  ground  level  and  within  20  feet  of  a  track 
shall  be  enclosed  by  suitable  valve  boxes.  The  tops  of 
the  valve  boxes  shall  not  extend  above  ground  level 
and  shall  be  located  not  less  than  6  feet  from  the  gauge 
side  of  the  nearest  rail  of  the  loading  or  unloading 
track.

(2)  Internal  combustion  engines  or  non-explosion  proof 
motors,  if  housed,  shall  be  isolated  from  the  pump  by 
a  non-combustible  and  vapour-proof  wall.  Where  shafts 
pierce  the  dividing  wall,  vapour-proof  packing  glands 
shall  be  installed. 

(3)  The  spark  plugs  and  ignition  system  of  an  internal 
combustion  engine  shall  be  shielded  and  the  engine 
shall  be  equipped  with  a  spark  arrestor  muffler. 

(4)  The  engine  exhaust  shall  terminate  outside  the 
building. 

(5)  The  fuel  storage  tank  for  an  internal  combustion 
engine  shall  be  located  outside  the  building. 

(6)  The  air  intake  to  the  carburetor  of  an  internal  com- 
bustion engine  shall  be  located  at  least  18  inches 
above  the  pumphouse  floor. 

(7)  The  entire  system  of  an  internal  combustion  engine 
or  of  a  non-explosion  proof  motor  shall  be  maintained 
in  good  operating  condition  at  all  times. 

(8)  The  main  control  switch  for  a  non-explosion  proof 
electric  motor  or  the  fuel  shut-off  valve  or  spark  ground- 
ing device  for  an  internal  combustion  engine  shall  be 
so  located  that  the  motor  or  engine  may  be  stopped 
quickly  in  an  emergency. 
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PART  VI 
BUILDINGS 

(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  section, 
a  warehouse,  pumphouse,  or  other  similar  building  used 
for  storing  or  handling  flammable  liquids,  and  structures 
attached  thereto  shall  be  constructed  of  non-combustible 
materials  and  unless  otherwise  authorized  by  the  Board 
shall  not  be  more  than  one  storey  in  height. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (1)  of  this  section, 
buildings  with  a  floor  area  not  exceeding  2,000  square 
feet  may  have  a  wooden  frame.  The  roof  structure  may 
be  constructed  of  any  material,  provided  it  has  a  fire 
resistance  rating  of  at  least  two  hours. 

(3)  The  exposed  wall  of  a  building  used  for  storing  or 
handling  flammable  liquids,  if  located  less  than  10  feet 
from  any  property  line  which  has  been  or  may  be  built 
upon,  shall  be  of  blank  masonry  construction  with  a  fire 
resistance  rating  of  at  least  4  hours. 

(4)  Below  ground  rooms,  basements  or  pits  are  pro- 
hibited under  any  building  which  either  contains  flam- 
mable liquids  or  is  located  within  50  feet  of  a  Class  I 
flammable  liquid  storage  tank  exceeding  1500  Imperial 
gallons  capacity. 

(5)  Warehouses,  pumphouses  and  all  other  enclosures 
where  flammable  liquids  are  stored  or  handled  shall  be 
adequately  ventilated  with  permanently  open  louvers 
located  near  floor  level.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
louvered  ventilation  area  be  at  least  one  square  foot 
per  50  square  feet  of  floor  space  and  be  equally  divided 
between  opposite  walls.  If  natural  ventilation  is  not 
effective,  then  mechanical  ventilation  should  be  provided. 

(6)  Containers  or  drums  used  for  the  storage  or  measur- 
ing of  flammable  liquids,  whether  filled,  partly  filled  or 
empty,  shall  not  be  stored  in  the  pumphouse. 

(7)  If  it  is  necessary  to  heat  warehouses  or  any  other 
building  or  enclosure  where  flammable  liquids  are  stored 
or  handled,  the  heat  shall  be  supplied  by  low  pressure 
steam,  hot  water,  or  other  enclosed  heat  transfer  media, 
and  the  heating  source  shall  be  located  as  prescribed 
in  subsection  (8)  of  this  section. 

(8)  (a)  Except  as  provided  in  paragraph  (b)  of  this  sub- 

section, a  building  housing  any  heat  source  shall 
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be  constructed  as  prescribed  in  this  section 
and  shall  be  located  not  less  than  10  feet,  and 
as  much  more  as  is  practicable,  from  any  storage 
tank,  loading,  unloading  rack  or  terminal,  or  any 
building  or  enclosure  containing  flammable 
liquids. 

(b)  An  office  attached  to  a  warehouse  or  other 
building  where  flammable  liquids  are  stored  or 
handled  may  be  heated  by  Class  I,  Division  I, 
Group  D  electric  heaters  if  the  office  is  separ- 
ated from  the  warehouse  or  other  building  by  a 
blank  wall  with  a  fire  resistance  rating  of  at 
least  2  hours. 

PART  VII 
LOADING  AND  UNLOADING 


(1)  During  loading  or  unloading  operations,  the  tank  car 
shall  be  protected  on  the  connected  end  or  ends  of  the 
siding  by  a  sign  of  metal  or  other  suitable  material 
12  x  15  inches  in  size  and  reading  "STOP  -  TANK  CAR 
CONNECTED".  The  word  "Stop"  shall  be  in  letters  at 
least  4  inches  high  and  the  other  words  in  letters  at 
least  2  inches  high.  The  letters  shall  be  white  on  a 
blue  background. 

(2)  The  "STOP  -  TANK  CAR  CONNECTED"  sign 
shall  be  placed  on  the  tank  car,  or  the  loading  or  un- 
loading track  by  the  party  responsible  for  the  loading 
or  unloading  operations  in  such  a  manner  that  will  ensure 
its  visibility  to  the  crew  of  an  engine  approaching  the 
tank  car  on  the  same  track. 


(1)  During  loading  or  unloading  operations,  the  party 
responsible  shall  keep  the  hand  brakes  applied  and 
shall  block  the  wheels  at  both  ends  to  prevent  any 
movement  of  the  tank  car. 

(2)  Tank  cars  shall  be  disconnected  from  pipelines  or 
hose  lines  immediately  after  the  completion  or  suspen- 
sion of  loading  or  unloading  operations. 

(3)  At  least  one  experienced  operator  supplied  by  the 
party  responsible  for  the  loading  or  unloading  operations

(3)  shall  be  in  attendance  on  the  installation  site  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  safety  of  the  transfer  opera- 
tions during  the  entire  period  that  the  tank  car  is  con- 
nected to  the  loading  or  unloading  racks  or  terminals. 

(4)  Loading  or  unloading  operations  shall  be  carried  out 
in  daylight  only  unless  adequate  permanent  lighting 
installed  in  accordance  with  Section  51  is  used. 

42.  Except  as  provided  in  Board  Circular  No.  280,  the  direct 
transfer  of  Class  I  flammable  liquids  between  tank  cars  and 
tank  trucks  or  drums  is  prohibited  on  carrier's  right-of-way. 

43.  All  tracks,  racks,  terminals  and  piping  systems  used 
for  loading  or  unloading  Class  I  flammable  liquids  and 
Crude  Petroleum  shall  be  grounded  and  bonded  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  General  Order  No.  895  and 
amendments  thereto. 

44.  Loading  or  unloading  racks  shall  be  constructed  of 
metal,  concrete  or  other  material  of  equivalent  permanence, 
strength  and  fire  resistance.

track,  it  is  recommended,  when  practicable,  that 
Class  I  flammable  liquid  tank  cars  be  protected 
during  loading  or  unloading  operations  by  a 
locked  derail  or  switch  located  at  least  one  car 
length  from  the  tank  car  on  the  connected  end 
or  ends  of  such  team  or  business  track, 
(b)  The  loading  or  unloading  of  Class  I  flammable 
liquids  from  the  bottom  outlet  of  a  tank  car 
located  on  a  team  or  business  track  is  not  per- 
mitted unless  specifically  requested  by  the 
applicant  and  approved  by  the  Board.

(2)  No  combustible  or  dangerous  commodities  other  than 
those  sanctioned  by  the  approving  Order  shall  be  stored 
on  the  installation  site. 

47.  Defective  piping,  valves  or  fittings  shall  be  repaired  or 
replaced  immediately. 

48.  Smoking  and  the  use  of  portable  open  flame  lights  or 
equipment  is  prohibited,  except  in  isolated,  clearly  desig- 
nated safe  areas.

(1)  Dry  powder,  carbon  dioxide,  or  other  fire  extinguishers 
suitable  for  small  flammable  liquid  fires  shall  be  readily 
available  on  the  premises  of  every  flammable  liquid 
installation.  Extinguishers  subject  to  freezing  shall  be 
adequately  protected.  At  least  one  fire  extinguisher 
should  be  maintained  on  the  outside  premises. 

(2)  It  is  recommended  that  all  flammable  liquid  installa- 
tions be  protected  by  at  least  one  standard  fire  hydrant 
so  located  that  a  2Vi  inch  hose  stream  may  be  used  for 
controlling  a  fire  on  the  site,  or  for  cooling  storage 
tanks  in  case  of  adjacent  fires.  Consultation  with  the 
local  fire  authority  is  recommended.

(1)  All  electrical  equipment  and  facilities  located  out- 
of-doors   within   25  feet  of  a  storage  tank,  loading,

comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Canadian  Electrical 
Code  for  Class  I,  Division  II,  Group  D  hazardous  loca- 
tions. 

(2)  Except  as  provided  in  Section  38,  all  electrical 
equipment  and  facilities  located  inside  a  pumphouse, 
warehouse  or  other  building  where  any  flammable  liquid 
is  dispensed,  processed  or  otherwise  exposed  to  evapo- 
ration, leakage  or  spillage,  or  where  Class  I  flammable 
liquids  are  stored  or  handled  shall  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Canadian  Electrical  Code  for  Class 
I,  Division  I,  Group  D  hazardous  locations.

The 
mesh  shall  be  made  from  steel  wire  of  not  less  than 
0.10  inch  diameter.  The  mesh  openings  shall  not  be 
greater  than  6  inches.

waters,  sewers,  or  congested  areas  shall  be

(b)  Storage  tanks  containing  crude  petroleum  shall 
be  dyked  where  railway  or  adjacent  private 
property  would  be  exposed  in  the  event  of  a  boil- 
over  of  the  liquid. 
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(2)  (a)  Dykes  for  Class  I  or  Class  II  liquids  shall  have 

a  net  capacity  not  less  than  the  capacity  of  the 
largest  storage  tank  plus  10  per  cent  of  the 
aggregate  capacity  of  all  other  storage  tanks  in 
the  dyked  area. 

(b)  Dykes  for  crude  petroleum  shall  have  a  net 
capacity  not  less  than  the  capacity  of  all  the 
storage  tanks  in  the  dyked  area.  The  dykes 
shall  be  provided  with  flareback  sections  at  the 
top  of  the  dyke  designed  to  turn  back  a  boil -over 
wave.  These  flareback  sections  shall  not  be 
required  for  dykes  enclosing  approved  floating 
roof  storage  tanks,  or  when  storage  tanks  are 
provided  with  approved  attached  extinguishing 
systems. 

(3)  No  dyke  enclosing  crude  petroleum  storage  tanks 
shall  include  storage  tanks  containing  Class  I  or  Class 
II  flammable  liquids. 

(4)  Provision  may  be  made  for  draining  water  from  dyked 
areas  if  the  area  where  the  piping  passes  through  the 
dykes  is  protected  from  seepage  by  flanges  or  other 
suitable  means. 

55.  The  drainage  of  dykes,  tanks,  pipelines,  etc.  containing 
flammable  liquids  or  flammable  liquid  residues  into  lakes, 
streams,  storm  sewers  or  sanitary  sewers  is  prohibited. 


56. 


(1)  In  the  spring  of  each  year  after  the  ground  has  com- 
pletely thawed,  the  owning  or  operating  company  shall 
test  for  leakage  by  subjecting  all  marine  dock  pipelines 
on  carrier's  property  to  a  pressure  test  50  per  cent  in 
excess  of  the  maximum  working  pressure. 

(2)  The  results  of  the  last  annual  leakage  test  shall  be 
retained  on  file  by  the  owning  or  operating  company  for 
examination  when  requested  by  a  Board  inspector. 

(3)  During  pumping  operations,  all  marine  dock  pipelines 
shall  be  inspected  by  the  owning  or  operating  company 
at  regular  intervals. 

57.  No  electric  lines  other  than  those  serving  the  installation 
shall  cross  over  the  installation.  These  lines  shall  not  be 
constructed  over  tanks  and  shall  be  restricted  to  non- 
hazardous  areas. 
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58.  Open  manholes  of  any  above  ground  or  underground 
flammable  liquid  storage  tank  shall  not  be  used  for  filling 
purposes. 

59.  Each  aboveground  storage  tank  should  have  painted 
conspicuously  upon  its  shell  or  upon  a  sign  board  suspended 
from  the  shell  in  letters  at  least  6  inches  high  the  common 
name  of  the  product  and  the  words  "Flammable  -  Keep 
Flame  Away". 

60.  All  flammable  liquid  bulk  storage  installations  are 
subject  to  inspection  at  any  time  by  any  authorized  officer 
of  the  Board. 

61.  The  owning  or  operating  company  shall  report  immedi- 
ately by  wire  to  the  railway  company  concerned  and  to  the 
Director  of  Operation,  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners, 
Ottawa,  Ontario,  every  fire,  explosion,  pipeline  rupture  or 
storage  tank  failure  occurring  on  the  installation.  This  shall 
be  followed  by  a  detailed  report  to  the  Board  within  thirty 
days. 

62.  Violations  of  any  of  the  regulations  herein  set  out  are 
subject  to  such  penalty  as  may  be  provided  in  the  Railway 
Act  C.  234  Rsc,  1952.

JUDGMENT 


GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 


In  the  month  of  March,  1962,  the  Railway  Companies  filed  with  the  Board 
new  tariff  items  providing  for  charges  for  the  checking  of  carload  freight.  The 
proposed  uniform  tariff  provision  reads: 

"Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein  or  in  tariffs  lawfully  on  file 
with  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada,  the  following  will 
apply:- 

1.  When,  upon  arrangement  between  shippers  or  owners  and  the  

 Railway  the  latter  undertakes  to  furnish  personnel  to  check 

carload  freight  loaded  or  unloaded  through  its  freight  houses  or  over  its 
freight  house  platforms  or  on  team  tracks  or  other  railway  facilities,  where 
such  facilities  and  labour  are  available  for  this  purpose,  a  charge  will  be 
assessed  for  this  service  as  follows: 
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On  traffic  account  freight  forwarders:  $1.00  per  ton  of  2,000  lbs. 

On  all  other  traffic:  $0.70  per  ton  of  2,000  lbs.,  maximum  $10.00  per  car. 

2.  The  charges  named  herein  will  not  apply  when  the  Railway  performs 

loading  or  unloading  under  the  provisions  of  Item  of  this 

Tariff. 

3.  This  arrangement  is  not  applicable  on  traffic  received  from  or 
delivered  to  vessels,  steamship  sheds  or  piers  at  the  point  of  transfer 
between  such  vessels,  steamship  sheds  or  piers." 

The  Railway  Companies  are:  Canadian  National  Railways,  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  Company,  Algoma  Central  and  Hudson  Bay  Railway,  Great  Northern 
Railway  Company,  Ontario  Northland  Railway,  Toronto,  Hamilton  and  Buffalo 
Railway. 

The  above  tariff  provisions  contain  the  detail  of  charges  proposed  by  the 
Railways  for  the  checking  of  carload  freight  loaded  or  unloaded  through  the 
Railway  Companies'  freight  houses,  over  their  freight  house  platforms,  on  team 
tracks  or  other  railway  facilities. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  charges  proposed  are:  — 

On  traffic  account  freight  forwarders:  $1.00  per  ton  of  2,000  lbs. 

On  all  other  traffic:  70$  per  ton  of  2,000  lbs.,  maximum  $10.00  per  car. 

The  new  tariff  items  were  to  become  effective  on  various  dates  between 
April  9th  and  April  23rd,  1962. 

The  Canadian  Industrial  Traffic  League,  by  letter  dated  March  26th, requested 
the  Railways  to  withdraw  the  tariffs  so  that  additional  time  might  be  available 
for  representatives  of  the  League  to  meet  with  representatives  of  the  Railway 
Company  and  to  make  a  further  study  of  the  subject.  The  League,  in  its  letter, 
said  that  if  additional  time  were  not  granted,  it  would  apply  to  the  Board  to 
suspend  the  tariffs. 

The  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Association,  by  letter  dated  March  28th, 
applied  to  the  Board  to  suspend  the  tariff  items  pending  investigation. 

By  letter  to  the  Board,  dated  March  30th,  The  Canadian  Industrial  Traffic 
League  requested  the  Board  to  suspend  the  tariff  items. 

On  April  6th,  the  Board  issued  an  Order  (Order  No.  107642)  suspending  the 
tariff  items,  pending  further  investigation,  until  June  1st,  1962. 

By  letters  dated  May  4th,  the  League  and  the  Manufacturers'  Association 
advised  the  Board  that  a  meeting  had  been  held  with  representatives  of  the 
Railways  and  requested  that  suspension  be  prolonged  until  June  30th.  To  this, 
the  Railway  Companies  agreed  but  suggested  that  July  16th  would  be  a  more 
reasonable  date. 

By  Order  No.  108000,  dated  May  28th,  1962,  the  Board  postponed  the 
effective  date  of  the  tariff  items  to  July  16th,  1962. 
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By  letter  dated  July  12th,  the  Railway  Companies  advised  the  Board  that 
they  wished  to  make  further  submissions  and  applied  for  an  extension  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  tariff  items  until  September  15th,  1962. 

By  Order  No.  108365,  dated  July  13th,  the  Board  extended  the  suspension 
until  September  15th,  1962. 

By  letter  to  the  Board,  dated  August  8th,  the  League  withdrew  its  opposi- 
tion to  the  tariff  items. 

By  letter  dated  August  8th,  the  Railway  Companies  advised  the  Board  that 
the  description  "freight  forwarder"  in  the  tariff  item  was  intended  to  make  the 
toll  of  $1.00  per  ton  applicable  to  what  are  commonly  known  as  "pool  car  oper- 
ators". The  Secretary  of  the  Board,  in  reply,  asked  how  it  is  proposed  to  define 
"pool  car  operators' '  since  a  literal  interpretation  might  include  co-operative 
groups  of  industries  or  department  stores  who  pool  their  traffic  in  consolidated 
carloads.  In  response,  the  Railway  Companies  defined  "pool  car  operators" 
as  follows: 

"A  pool  car  operator  is  a  firm  or  enterprise  which,  with  a  view  to  profit 
carries  on  the  business  of  assembling  less  than  carload  shipments  from 
various  sources  within  the  city  of  its  operation  or  within  a  reasonable 
distance  thereof,  consolidating  them  into  carload  lots  and  shipping  them 
to  destination  at  the  carload  rate  of  freight  applicable." 

It  is  the  Railway  Companies'  submission  that  their  definition  excludes 
co-operative  groups  of  industries  or  department  stores  who  pool  their  traffic. 

The  Board,  of  its  own  motion,  extended  the  suspension  to  November  1st, 
1962  (Order  No.  108953  dated  September  12th,  1962). 

Having  decided  that  the  matter  should  be  set  down  for  hearing,  the  Board 
extended  the  suspension  "pending  a  decision  of  the  Board,  after  a  hearing  to 
be  held  at  a  place  and  on  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board". 

The  matter  was  heard  on  December  13th. 

At  the  hearing  it  was  agreed  between  the  parties  that  the  question  of  the 
amount  of  the  proposed  charge  should  not  be  an  issue  in  these  proceedings  but 
that  the  question  be  limited  to  the  propriety  of  making  any  charge  at  all. 

The  principal  questions  to  be  considered  are  three: 

(1)  Have  the  costs  of  checking  been  included  in  the  total  expenses  for 
which  the  Railway  Companies  sought  and  obtained  general  freight  rate  increases? 

If  so,  then  are  the  proposed  charges  within  the  provisions  of  the  Freight 
Rates  Reduction  Act? 

(2)  Are  the  proposed  tariff  items  unjustly  discriminatory  as  against  "freight 
forwarders"  (pool  car  operators)? 

(3)  Is  it  the  duty  of  a  railway  company,  being  a  common  carrier,  to  issue 
a  clean  bill  of  lading  without  charge? 
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Questions  numbers  1  and  2  are  subservient  to  question  number  3.  Com- 
missioner Kirk  and  I  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  last  question  is  one  of  law  that, 
by  Section  12  of  the  Railway  Act,  it  is  my  duty  to  decide.  It  follows  from  my 
conclusion  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  deal  with  questions  numbers  1  and  2. 

Question  number  3  is  not  raised  directly  by  the  submission  of  the  Manufac- 
turers' Association.  It  says  (as  I  have  mentioned  above)  that  checking  has 
been  deemed  to  be  incidental  to  the  reception  of  freight  and  issuance  of  a  clean 
bill  of  lading,  and  the  checking  and  the  issuance  of  clean  bills  of  lading  has 
been  regarded  as  a  service  to  which  the  shipper  was  entitled  when  the  freight 
was  loaded  over  the  railways'  facilities.  It  makes  this  statement  only,  however, 
in  support  of  its  contention  that  "the  cost  of  such  checking  was  deemed  to  be 
part  of  the  published  transportation  rate". 

I  am  concerned,  however,  whether,  at  least  by  custom,  there  is  not  a  right 
in  a  shipper  to  ask  for  and  obtain,  without  charge,  a  bill  of  lading  for  his  goods, 
showing  them  to  have  been  received  "in  apparent  good  order  and  condition". 

The  submission  of  the  Manufacturers'  Association  is  in  part  this: 

For  many  years  the  Railway  Companies  have  provided  at  their  public 
facilities,  such  as  team  tracks  and  freight  houses,  the  necessary  em- 
ployees to  check  carload  packaged  freight  tendered  and  loaded  by  shippers 
direct  to  cars,  and  that  such  checking  has  been  deemed  incidental  to  the 
reception  of  such  freight  and  the  issuance  of  clean  bills  of  lading;  in  other 
words,  that  the  checking  of  packaged  freight  and  the  issuance  of  clean 
bills  of  lading  has  been  regarded  as  a  service  to  which  a  shipper  is  entitled 
when  such  freight  is  loaded  by  the  shipper  on  the  Railway  Companies' 
public  facilities.  Further,  that  it  has  inquired  of  the  Railway  Companies 
and  has  ascertained  that,  under  the  proposed  tariff  items,  if  a  shipper 
should  not  arrange  with  the  Railway  Company  to  have  it  perform  the  checking 
of  such  carload  freight,  the  Railway  Company  would  issue  a  bill  of  lading 
noted  "Shipper's  Load  and  Count".  Under  the  proposed  tariff  a  shipper, 
to  obtain  a  clean  bill  of  lading  (i.e.,  one  that  does  not  bear  the  notation 
"Shipper's  Load  and  Count")  would  be  required  to  arrange  with  the  carrier 
for  performance  of  such  checking  and  to  pay  the  charge  set  out  in  the  tariff. 

Under  the  General  Rules  of  Carriage,  as  stated  in  Rule  27  of  Canadian 
Freight  Classification  No.  20,  shippers  are  required  to  load  into  or  on  cars 
freight  for  forwarding  by  rail  carriers  at  carload  rates.  If,  however,  special 
arrangements  are  made  with  the  railway,  the  loading  is  performed  by  the  railway 
at  a  separate  charge  for  that  service,  e.g.,  C.P.R.  Tariff  E3050,  C.T.C.(F) 
No.  E4126,  Item  522. 

At  present,  if  a  shipper  requires  checking  of  the  load  to  be  performed  in 
order  to  obtain  a  clean  bill  of  lading,  the  Railway  Company  makes  no  charge 
therefor. 

The  submission  of  the  Railways  is  in  part  this: 
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The  Railways  have  in  the  past  been  providing  a  service  of  checking. 
The  cost  of  this  service  has  not  been  part  of  the  transportation  rate.  In 
loading,  blocking  and  bracing,  a  charge  is  made  which  is  referred  to  as  an 
accessorial  charge.  Checking  is  also  an  accessorial  service  but  the  Rail- 
ways have  in  the  past  furnished  this  service  free  of  charge. 

In  the  submission  of  the  Railways,  reference  is  made  to  Section  315 
of  the  Railway  Act  to  support  the  contention  that  there  are  three  separate 
functions  that  a  common  carrier  is  required  to  perform: 

(a)  Receiving 

(b)  Transporting 

(c)  Delivering 

The  submission  is  that  receiving  and  delivering  are  divorced  from  the 
field  of  transportation,  and  that  checking  is  part  of  the  function  of  receiving 
the  goods.  Further,  that  at  the  time  the  checking  is  performed  there  has 
been  no  bill  of  lading  issued  and  therefore  that  there  is  no  contract  of 
carriage.  Further,  that  checkers  are  not  required  to  be  provided  by  railway 
companies  at  private  sidings;  if  an  additional  service  is  being  provided  for 
shippers  on  public  team  tracks,  their  transportation  rate  should  be  higher, 
which  it  is  not,  and  that  fact  lends  support  to  the  contention  that  checking 
is  a  service  separate  and  distinct  from  transportation  and  has,  in  fact, 
been  furnished  free  of  charge. 

Further,  that  when  a  car  is  furnished  to  a  shipper  for  loading,  it  passes 
out  of  the  care,  custody  and  control  of  the  railway  as  a  carrier.  When  the 
car  has  been  loaded,  it  is  tendered  to  the  railway  for  carriage,  and  only 
then  does  it  pass  back  into  the  care,  custody  and  control  of  the  railway 
as  a  carrier.  It  is  only  then  that  the  bill  of  lading  is  completed. 

Further,  that  checking  is  a  labour  that  is  performed  before  the  goods 
are  shipped.  It  is  no  part  of  transporting  the  goods  from  point  of  origin  to 
destination.  The  shipper  is  entitled  to  a  receipt  but  a  receipt,  not  for  the 
contents  of  the  car,  but  for  a  carload  with  contents  unknown. 

Further,  that  the  Railways  should  charge  for  every  service  they  perform; 
that  the  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  to  compel  a  railway  to  give  a  service 
without  appropriate  compensation,  and  that  the  mere  fact  that  the  Railways 
have  not  charged  in  the  past  for  this  service  is  irrelevant.  (North-west 
Line  Elevators  v.  C.P.R.  &  C.N.R.,  77  C.R.T.C.  241.) 

I  have  not  set  out  the  submissions  of  the  Railways  in  full  but  I  have  con- 
sidered them. 

In  my  opinion,  where  goods  are  loaded  in  carload  lot  on  a  team  track  or 
other  railway  facilities  they  are,  notwithstanding  the  submission  of  the  Rail- 
ways, received  by  the  railway  upon  being  loaded. 

The  question  I  have  to  consider,  then,  is  this:  Is  it  the  duty  of  a  railway 
company,  upon  goods  having  been  loaded  into  a  railway  car  on  a  team  track  or 
other  railway  facilities,  to  issue  a  clean  bill  of  lading  without  charge? 
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Firstly,  is  it  the  duty  of  a  railway  company  to  issue  a  bill  of  lading  (whether 
"clean"  or  qualified)  upon  receipt  of  goods  for  carriage? 

A  bill  of  lading  is  both  evidence  of  the  contract  of  carriage  and  a  receipt 
for  goods  shipped. 

This  is  stated  in  Scrutton  on  Charterparties  and  Bills  of  Lading  (Sixteenth 
Edition)  as  follows: 

"....the  contract  of  affreightment  for  each  parcel  of  goods  shipped  may 
also  be  expressed  in  a  charterparty  but  is  more  usually  evidenced  by  a 
document  called  a  'bill  of  lading',  which  serves  also  as  a  receipt  by  the 
shipowner,  acknowledging  that  the  goods  have  been  delivered  to  him  for 
a  certain  purpose.  A  bill  of  lading  is  rarely  signed  until  some  steps  have 
been  taken  in  pursuance  of  the  contract  it  evidences.,,  (page  2). 

"A  bill  of  lading  is  a  receipt  for  goods  shipped  on  board  a  ship,  signed 
by  the  person  who  contracts  to  carry  them,  or  his  agent,  and  stating  the 
terms  on  which  the  goods  were  delivered  to  and  received  by  the  ship.  It 
is  not  the  contract,  for  that  has  been  made  before  the  bill  of  lading  was 
signed  and  delivered,  but  it  is  excellent  evidence  of  the  terms  of  the 
contract."  (page  10). 

I  have  been  unsuccessful  in  finding  judicial  decisions  as  to  whether  it  is 
the  right  of  a  shipper  to  demand  and  receive,  and  the  duty  of  a  common  carrier 
to  furnish,  a  bill  of  lading  on  the  receipt  of  goods  for  carriage. 

This  apparently  was  the  experience  of  Mr.  Justice  Meredith,  of  the  Court 
of  Queen's  Bench  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  as  long  ago  as  1863. 

In  McCulloch,  et  al,  v.  Hatfield  (1863)  7  L.C.J.  229;  13  L.C.R.  321,  the 

facts  were  as  follows: 

The  appellants,  at  Montreal,  under  a  contract  of  affreightment  with  the 
respondent,  shipped  on  board  a  vessel,  the  General  Williams,  of  which  the 
respondent  was  the  master,  1500  barrels  of  flour  to  be  carried  on  board  of  that 
vessel  from  Montreal  to  Liverpool,  and  there  delivered  to  the  appellants'  order. 
The  flour  was  delivered  on  board  the  vessel.  Bills  of  lading  were  demanded 
two  or  three  times  and  were  refused  on  the  ground  that  the  barrels  were  in  bad 
order.  The  vessel  sailed  without  the  bills  of  lading  having  been  signed.  When 
the  vessel  reached  the  Island  of  Orleans  the  appellants  sued  out  a  writ  of 
saisie-revendication.  As  a  result  of  negotiation,  the  respondent  signed  the 
bills  of  lading  in  due  form,  under  protest.  By  reason  of  a  misunderstanding  as 
to  costs,  the  writ  was  executed,  and  returned  into  Court. 

No  proof  was  adduced  by  the  respondent  to  show  that  he  had  any  reasonable 
excuse  for  refusing  to  sign  the  bills  of  lading  which  he  afterwards  signed  in 
the  course  of  his  voyage.  In  delivering  the  Judgment  of  the  Court  (Aylwin,  J. 
dissenting)  Meredith,  J.  said  (after  stating  the  danger  of  the  right  claimed  by 
the  appellants  being  exercised  so  as  to  cause  injustice): 
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"On  the  other  hand,  the  shippers  of  goods  would  be  placed  in  a  false 
position,  and  left  without  anything  like  adequate  protection,  were  the 
Courts  to  hold  that  masters  of  ships  could  carry  off  the  goods  entrusted 
to  their  care,  without  delivering  to  the  owners  the  customary  bills  of  lading; 
such  bills  of  lading  being  necessary,  not  only  as  receipts,  binding  the 
master  and  the  owners,  but  also  as,  in  effect,  giving  the  shippers  the 
power  of  obtaining  the  immediate  use  of  capital,  if  required,  equal  to  the 
value  of  the  property  shipped." 

Meredith,  J.  then  went  on  to  mention  the  difficulty  he  had  in  finding  autho- 
rities on  the  question,  saying: 

"The  authorities  on  this  question  are  not  so  conclusive  as  might  be  expected 
upon  a  point  which  must  have  very  frequently  presented  itself;  but  still, 
in  a  case  such  as  the  present,  it  appears  to  me,  upon  general  principles, 
impossible  to  deny  the  right  contended  for  by  the  appellants." 

(The  words  underlined  appear  in  13  L.C.R.  in  italics) 
Meredith,  J.  went  on  to  say: 

"The  parties  in  this  cause  have  expressly  admitted,  'that  it  is  the  usage 
and  custom  of  trade,  in  this  province,  for  masters  of  vessels  to  sign  bills 
of  lading  for  cargo  shipped,  on  request  of  shipper,  before  the  vessel  leaves 
port.'  The  usage  thus  admitted  is  as  binding  upon  the  parties,  as  if  there 
had  been  an  express  agreement  between  them  to  the  same  effect;  for  whether 
a  contract  be  in  writing  or  verbal,  all  incidents  annexed  by  law  or  by  custom 
are  tacitly  understood  'In  contractibus  tacite  veniunt  ea  quae  sunt  moris  et 
consuetudinis.'  Viewing  then  the  contract  of  affreightment  between  the 
parties  in  this  light,  it  amounted  to  this:  the  shippers  agreed  to  send  1,500 
barrels  of  flour  on  board  of  the  General  Williams.  The  master  of  that  ship, 
according  to  the  admitted  usage  and  custom  of  trade,  was  bound,  before 
leaving  port,  to  sign  bills  of  lading,  on  being  requested  so  to  do  by  the 
shipper.  And  thereupon  the  master  was  to  convey  the  flour  to  the  port  of 
destination  and  to  deliver  the  same  as  agreed,  upon  the  payment  of  freight. 
Under  this  contract  the  master,  after  he  had  been  put  en  demeure  to  sign 
bills  of  lading,  had  no  right  to  carry  to  sea  the  flour  belonging  to  the  ship- 
pers; and  if  he  had  no  right  to  do  this,  then  the  shippers  had  a  right  to 
prevent  their  property  being  unlawfully  carried  off;  and,  according  to  the 
laws  of  this  province,  a  saisie-revendication  is  the  usual  remedy  for  the 
enforcing  of  a  right  such  as  that  just  mentioned." 

I  have  noted  that  the  Rules  Relating  to  Bills  of  Lading  made  under  the 
Water  Carriage  of  Goods  Act,  R.S.C.  1952,  Chap.  291,  provide  in  Article  III 
as  follows: 

"3.  After  receiving  the  goods  into  his  charge,  the  carrier,  or  the  master 
or  agent  of  the  carrier,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  shipper,  issue  to  the  shipper 
a  bill  of  lading  showing  among  other  things, 

(a)  the  leading  marks  necessary  for  identification  of  the  goods  . . .  ",  etc. 
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"(b)  either  the  number  of  packages  or  pieces,  or  the  quantity,  or  weight, 
as  the  case  may  be,  as  furnished  in  writing  by  the  shipper; 
(c)  the  apparent  order  and  condition  of  the  goods: 

Provided  that  no  carrier,  master  or  agent  of  the  carrier,  shall  be  bound 
to  state  or  show  in  the  bill  of  lading  any  marks,  number,  quantity,  or  weight 
which  he  has  reasonable  ground  for  suspecting  not  accurately  to  represent 
the  goods  actually  received  or  which  he  has  had  no  reasonable  means  of 
checking." 

In  Thompson's  Outline  of  the  Law  Relating  to  Bills  of  Lading  it  is  said: 

"Save  where  goods  are  being  carried  under  the  Rules"  (i.e.,  the  same 
Rules  but  made  under  authority  of  the  Carriage  of  Goods  by  Sea  Act,  1924, 
of  the  United  Kingdom)  "shipmasters  are  under  no  statutory  obligation  to 
sign  bills  of  lading,  but  they  are  bound  by  the  custom  of  trade  to  do  so,  as 
bills  of  lading  are  often  the  only  evidence  of  shipment  and  of  the  right 
of  the  shipper  to  the  goods."  (page  26). 

And  later: 

"If  the  master  refuses  to  sign  bills  of  lading,  or  insists  upon  qualifying 
them,  the  shipper  should  serve  the  master  with  a  formal  notice  to  sign  the 
bills  of  lading.  If  then  the  master  should  persist  in  his  refusal  to  sign,  the 
shipper  should  appear  before  a  notary, with  his  clerk  or  servant  who  delivered 
the  goods  on  board,  and  enter  a  protest,  giving  notice  of  the  protest  to 
the  master.  The  master  will  be  liable  in  damages  for  any  loss  caused  by  a 
wrongful  refusal  on  his  part  to  sign  the  bills  of  lading,  the  compensation 
being  the  amount  of  the  loss  actually  incurred,"  (page  27). 

I  have  also  noted  that  the  Civil  Code  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  as  it  now 
stands,  contains  the  following  provisions: 

"2420.  The  bill  of  lading  is  signed  and  delivered  by  the  master  or 
purser,  in  three  or  more  parts,  of  which  the  master  retains  one,  the  freighter 
also  keeps  one,  and  sends  one  to  the  consignee. 

Besides  the  names  of  the  parties  and  of  the  ship,  it  states  the  nature 
and  quantity  of  the  goods  shipped,  with  their  marks  and  numbers  in  the 
margin,  and  the  place  of  their  delivery,  the  name  of  the  consignee,  the 
place  of  shipping  and  of  the  ship's  destination,  with  the  date  and  manner 
of  payment  of  the  freight,  and  primage  and  average." 

"2424.  The  master  is  obliged  to  receive  the  goods,  and  carefully 
arrange  and  stow  them  in  the  ship,  and  to  sign  such  bills  of  lading  as  may 
be  required  by  the  freighter  or  lessee,  according  to  article  2420,  upon 
receiving  from  him  the  receipts  given  for  the  goods." 

A  common  carrier  is  bound  to  accept  goods  which  are  offered  to  him  for 
carriage  unless  he  has  a  lawful  excuse  for  not  doing  so. 

A  bill  of  lading,  as  I  have  said,  is  not  only  evidence  of  the  contract  of 
affreightment  or  carriage,  but  is  also  a  receipt  for  the  goods  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  carrier  for  carriage. 
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It  has  long  been  the  custom  and  usage  in  Canada  for  a  common  carrier  to 
furnish  a  bill  of  lading  to  the  shipper,  or  his  agent,  without  a  charge  being 
made  therefor.  It  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  duty  of  a  railway  company,  if  a  common 
carrier,  so  to  do. 

Secondly,  then,  there  remains  to  be  determined  whether  the  obligation  is 
to  give,  without  charge,  only  a  qualified  bill  of  lading,  such  as  one  noted  "S.L. 
&  C."  (Shipper's  Load  and  Count),  or  whether  the  shipper  is  entitled  to  insist 
upon  receiving  a  clean  bill  of  lading  where  the  goods  are  furnished  to  the 
carrier  in  apparent  good  order  and  condition. 

What  is  a  clean  bill  of  lading? 

In  Halsbury  the  following  statement  appears: 

"It  has  not  been  decided  what  is  a  'clean*  bill  of  lading,  but  in  English 
practice  it  is  one  which  does  not  contain  any  reservation  as  to  the  apparent 
good  order  and  condition  of  the  goods  or  the  packing."  (2  Halsbury's,  218). 

However,  in  Leggett  on  Bills  of  Lading  it  is  said  that  the  question  as  to 
what  is  meant  by  a  "clean  bill  of  lading"  was  first  raised  judicially  in  the 
case  of  The  Restitution  S.S.  Co.  v.  Sir  John  Pirie  &  Co.  in  1889  (6  Asp.  Mar. 
L.C.  428).  In  delivering  judgment  Cave,  J.  said: 

"Under  the  charter-party  the  master  is  to  sign  clean  bills  of  lading  without 
alteration  as  presented  by  the  charterers  or  their  agent,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  a  clean  bill  of  lading  meant  a  bill  of  lading  which  purported  to  entitle 
the  consignee  to  the  delivery  of  the  goods  without  paying  for  any  demurrage. 
Now  I  have  had  some  little  difficulty  in  finding  out  what  is  meant  by  a  clean 
bill  of  lading.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  case  which  has  ever  pressed 
much  on  the  subject,  but  there  is  a  very  clear  statement  as  to  the  meaning 
of  the  phrase  'clean  bill  of  lading',  to  be  found  in  Pollock  and  Bruce's  Law 
of  Merchant  Shipping,  and  there  it  is  said  that  a  clean  bill  of  lading  is  a 
bill  of  lading  which  contains  nothing  in  the  margin  qualifying  the  words  in 
the  bill  of  lading  itself,  'Shipped  in  good  order  and  well-conditioned;'  'goods 
of  a  certain  character,  or  a  certain  weight  or  quality  or  what  not.'  But 
where,  for  instance  you  insert  in  the  margin  of  the  bill  of  lading  the  weight 
or  quantity  or  quality  unknown,  that  is  not  a  clean  bill  of  lading,  because 
that  contains  a  qualification.  Where,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is  no  such 
qualification  inserted  in  the  margin,  there  the  bill  of  lading  is  a  clean  one." 

In  short,  then,  a  clean  bill  of  lading  is  one  in  which  there  is  nothing  to 
qualify  the  admission  that  so  many  packages  or  articles  are  shipped  in  apparent 
good  order  and  condition. 

In  Ranking,  Spicer  and  Pegler's  Mercantile  Law  the  following  appears: 

"Where  a  'clean'  bill  of  lading  is  given,  i.e.,  where  there  is  a  declaration 
that  the  goods  are  shipped  'in  good  order  and  condition',  the  master  and  his 
owner  are  bound  thereby  since  there  is  an  admission  that  the  goods  or 
packages  were  externally  in  good  condition  at  the  time  of  shipment.  The 
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master  is  not  under  obligation  to  open  packages  to  ascertain  or  verify 
quantity,  condition,  etc.  The  shipowner  would  therefore  only  be  responsible 
for  defects  which  could  have  been  apparent  on  reasonable  examination, 
and  should  the  goods  be  found  to  be  damaged  upon  unloading,  the  onus 
is  on  the  shipowner  to  show  that  such  damage  was  due  to  some  other  cause 
such  as  might  arise  from  an  excepted  risk." 

The  "straight"  and  "order"  bills  of  lading  approved  by  the  Board  for  the 
use  of  railways  under  its  jurisdiction  (Order  No.  41  of  July  15th,  1909),  and 
which  are  the  only  ones  here  involved,  read,  in  part,  as  follows: 

"RECEIVED,  subject  to  the  classifications  and  tariffs  in  effect  on  the 

date  of  issue  of  this  Original  Bill  of  Lading  at  19  

from  the    goods   described   below,   in  apparent 

good  order,  except  as  noted  (contents  and  condition  of  contents  of  packages 
unknown)  marked,  consigned  and  destined  as  indicated  below,  which  said 
Company  agrees  to  carry  to  its  usual  place  of  delivery  at  said  destination, 
if  on  its  road,  otherwise  to  deliver  to  another  carrier  on  the  route  to  said 
destination.  It  is  mutually  agreed,  as  to  each  carrier  of  all  or  any  of  said 
goods  over  all  or  any  portion  of  said  route  to  destination,  and  as  to  each 
party  at  any  time  interested  in  all  or  any  of  said  goods,  that  every  service 
to  be  performed  hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  whether 
printed  or  written,  herein  contained  (including  conditions  on  back  hereof) 
and  which  are  agreed  to  by  the  shipper  and  accepted  for  himself  and  his 
assigns." 

The  words,  "in  apparent  good  order,  except  as  noted  (contents  and  con- 
dition of  contents  of  packages  unknown)"  only  admit  as  against  the  carrier 
that  the  goods  were  shipped  externally  to  all  appearances  in  good  order.  With 
no  other  qualification  (such  as  might  be  noted)  it  is  still  a  clean  bill  of  lading. 

The  endorsement  of  "S.L.  &  C."  (Shipper's  Load  and  Count)  on  a  bill  of 
lading  disqualifies  it  as  a  clean  bill  of  lading.  A  bill  of  lading,  so  noted,  would 
not  admit  as  against  the  Railway  Company  that  the  goods  were  shipped  in  ap- 
parent good  order  (if  such  were  their  condition)  nor  would  it  constitute  even  a 
receipt  for  the  number  of  packages  or  articles  received  for  shipment. 

I  understand  that  the  term  "clear  bill  of  lading"  has,  amongst  railways 
and  railway  shippers,  the  same  meaning  as  I  have  given  to  the  term  "clean  bill 
of  lading".  In  my  opinion,  the  present  bills  of  lading  approved  by  the  Board, 
unless  they  are  noted  with  a  qualification,  are  clean  or  clear  bills  of  lading. 

If  goods  are  passed  to  a  railway  company  (being  a  common  carrier)  for 
carriage,  and  are  in  apparent  good  order,  then,  in  my  opinion,  the  shipper  is 
entitled  to  receive,  and  the  railway  company  has  a  duty  to  furnish,  a  clean 
(or  clear)  bill  of  lading,  without  demanding  a  charge  therefor,  or  for  the  checking 
of  the  goods  received. 
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I  would  disallow  the  tariffs. 
Order  to  go  accordingly.

JUDGMENT 

Kirk,  Commissioner: 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  on  March  2,  1962,  applied  to  the 
Board  for  approval  of  its  proposal  to  discontinue  passenger  train  service  between 
Moose  Jaw  and  Macklin,  Saskatchewan.  Explanation  thereof  is  in  the  following 
extract  from  the  application: 
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"At  the  present  time  passenger  trains  211  and  212  operate  between 
Moose  Jaw  and  Macklin,  a  distance  of  268  miles,  over  the  Outlook,  Kerrobert 
and  Macklin  Subdivisions.  Train  No.  211  operates  from  Moose  Jaw  to  Macklin 
on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  No.  212  operates  from  Macklin  to 
Moose  Jaw  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday. 

"These  trains  consist  of  two  rail  diesel  cars,  one  R.D.C.  3  and  one 
R.D.C.  4  operated  together. 

"Passenger  travel  on  these  trains  has  decreased  to  such  an  extent  that 
in  the  twelve  month  period  November  1960  to  October  1961  revenue  from 
passenger  fares  amounted  to  only  $14,300.  Express  and  milk  traffic  produced 
revenues  in  the  same  period  of  $105,500,  but  these  fell  far  short  of  meeting 
the  annual  operating  costs  of  $224,400  and  the  result  was  a  deficiency  of 
$104,600  in  the  operation  of  these  trains. 

"A  study  of  this  situation  has  shown  that  the  setting  up  of  a  highway 
service  to  handle  the  express  and  a  discontinuance  of  passenger  trains 
211-212  will  produce  an  annual  financial  improvement  of  approximately 
$87,000. 

"We  therefore  propose  to  discontinue  the  rail  passenger  service  be- 
tween Moose  Jaw  and  Macklin,  and  the  Board's  approval  of  this  action  is 
hereby  requested.  The  transfer  of  the  express  to  the  highway  will  provide 
many  points  with  an  improved  service  operating  five  days  a  week  instead 
of  the  three  as  at  present.  All  other  points  with  the  exception  of  a  few  small 
communities  that  are  not  readily  accessible  by  highway  will  continue  to 
receive  tri-weekly  service.  The  points  not  reached  by  highway  will  be 
served  by  wayfreight. 

"It  will,  of  course,  be  necessary  to  apply  to  the  Saskatchewan  Highway 
Traffic  Board  for  a  highway  franchise  to  handle  express  and  l.c.l.  freight  in 
the  area  served  by  trains  211  and  212. 

"Bus  service  in  the  area  is  provided  by  Saskatchewan  Transportation 
Company,  which  operates  two  trips  daily  from  Moose  Jaw  to  Saskatoon  and 
return,  serving  the  Village  of  Tuxford.  The  same  company  operates  from 
Saskatoon  to  Wisetown  daily  except  Sunday  via  Milden,  Bounty  and  Conquest 
and  from  Saskatoon  to  Swift  Current  daily  serving  Rosetown. 

"The  Safe-T-ways  Motor  Coach  Lines  operate  from  Macklin  to  Saskatoon 
and  return  daily  via  Kerrobert  serving  Kerrobert,  Luseland,  Salvador,  Denzil, 
Primate  and  Macklin." 

Copies  of  the  application  were  furnished  to  municipalities  and  other  inter- 
ested parties  throughout  the  area  served  by  the  line.  Objections  to  the  applica- 
tion were  received  and  preliminary  investigations  were  carried  out  by  the  Board's 
field  staff.  The  matter  was  set  down  for  public  hearing  and  was  heard  at  Moose 
Jaw  on  November  12th,  13th  and  14th,  1962  at  which  time  some  500  pages  of 
testimony  and  argument  were  taken  and  23  exhibits  were  filed. 
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Summary  of  the  Applicant's  evidence: 

The  applicant's  case  was  presented  by  its  Counsel  thiough  a  number  of 
witnesses  including  its  Vice-President  and  General  Manager  of  its  Prairie 
Region,  who  outlined  the  Company's  policy  respecting  passenger  train  service 
matters  as  stated  in  the  following  extract  from  the  Transcript  of  Evidence, 
pages  3481-3482: 

"Canadian  Pacific  is  applying  for  permission  to  withdraw  passenger 
service  at  present  operated  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Macklin  because  the 
maintenance  of  this  service  places  an  unreasonable  burden  of  loss  on  the 
Company  and  is  prejudicial  to  its  efforts  to  maintain  a  competitive  and 
economic  transportation  service  to  the  country  as  a  whole. 

"Canadian  Pacific  is  a  private  enterprise  company.  Its  continued 
existence  depends  on  its  ability  to  provide  the  people  of  Canada  with 
satisfactory  services  at  a  price  which  will  yield  a  profit  on  the  investment 
of  capital  necessary  to  provide  the  services.  The  continuance  of  services 
which  involve  a  direct  monetary  loss  to  the  Company  is  an  unreasonable 
burden  on  its  operations.  Such  services  in  effect  require  the  shareholders 
of  Canadian  Pacific  to  subsidize  individual  groups  of  people  who  have 
shown  their  unwillingness  to  patronize  the  service  offered  and  thus  to  meet 
the  costs  of  the  service  they  wish  to  have  maintained. 

"Canadian  Pacific  has,  over  a  number  of  years,  made  all  reasonable 
efforts  to  provide  a  passenger  service  in  the  Moose  Jaw  —  Macklin  area  that 
does  not  involve  a  direct  monetary  loss.  These  efforts  have  proved  fruitless 
and  there  is  no  apparent  prospect  of  increased  traffic  to  reverse  this  situa- 
tion. In  the  circumstances  the  Company  has  no  choice  but  to  ask  permission 
to  withdraw  this  passenger  service.  Canadian  Pacific  is,  as  it  has  been  in 
the  past,  anxious  and  willing  to  make  available  such  services  as  will  meet 
the  reasonable  requirements  of  its  patrons.  It  is  the  Company's  intention  to 
provide  a  Merchandise  Service  by  highway  in  this  area  for  the  handling  of 
L.C.L.  freight  and  express  that  will  be  superior  to  that  afforded  by  the 
passenger  train.  It  is  the  hope  of  the  Company  that  this  service  will  meet 
the  legitimate  transportation  needs  of  the  area  and  will  assist  in  its  future 
growth  and  development. "

which  will  be  referred  to  herein. 

A  general  summary  of  the  applicant's  evidence  is  that  passenger  patronage 
on  this  line  has  steadily  decreased  from  an  average  of  20  revenue  passengers  per 
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trip  in  1959,  18  in  1960,  12  in  1961,  to  9  during  the  first  nine  months  of  1962; 
that  operating  expenses  based  upon  costs  incurred  in  the  twelve  months  commenc- 
ing November  1960  exceeded  total  revenue  by  $106,400  and  that  such  costs  have 
since  increased  by  15  per  cent;  that  express  revenue  earned  by  the  trains  is 
much  greater  than  the  passenger  revenue;  and  that  discontinuance  of  the  passen- 
ger train  service  and  transfer  of  the  carriage  of  express  to  highway  service  would 
result  in  a  financial  improvement  of  $88,800  annually,  based  on  the  twelve 
months'  period  above  stated,  and  would  at  the  same  time  greatly  improve  the 
service  to  the  public  in  the  carriage  of  express  traffic. 

The  proposal  is  to  institute  a  more  frequent  highway  service  between  Moose 
Jaw  and  Outlook  which  will  connect  with  services  beyond  Outlook. 

It  contends  that  the  low  level  of  and  decline  in  patronage  of  the  passenger 
service  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  operation  of  privately-owned  motor  vehicles; 
a  similar  contention  was  made  by  a  witness  for  Beacon  Bus  Lines  Limited  which 
operates  a  passenger  bus  service  between  Outlook  and  Moose  Jaw,  serving  not 
only  points  situated  on  the  rail  line  but  also  points  off  the  line  including  the  site 
of  the  construction  of  the  South  Saskatchewan  Dam. 

All  of  the  places  served  by  the  railway  are  situated  on  or  adjacent  to  main 
highways;  but  services  beyond  Outlook  are  available  by  several  bus  line  routes. 
With  the  exception  of  Anglia,  all  of  the  points  will  continue  to  obtain  service  for 
the  carriage  of  express  which  the  applican*  purposes  to  perform  by  highway; 
express  traffic  to  and  from  Anglia  will  be  carried  on  freignt  trains  whenever  such 
traffic  is  offered  for  carriage. 

The  applicant's  contention  is  that  the  constant  decline  in  patronage  of 
passenger  service  does  not  justify  continuance  of  the  train  operation  with  the 
deficit  entailed;  that  its  proposed  handling  of  express  by  highway  will  greatly 
improve  the  service  because  its  flexibility  and  increased  frequency  will  avoid 
delays  where  some  express  volume  has  exceeded  the  carrying  capacity  of  the 
present  train;  and  that  the  proposed  discontinuance  of  passenger  carriage  will 
cause  little  or  no  inconvenience  to  the  public  because  of  the  existence  of  public 
bus  lines  and  the  use  of  privately-owned  automobiles  on  adequate  public  roads 
and  highways. 

History  of  Passenger  Service: 

Witness  Clampitt,  General  Passenger  Agent,  Prairie  Region,  briefly  outlined 
the  history  of  the  service  on  this  line  as  having  commenced  in  January  1909  be- 
tween Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook;  in  June  of  that  year  a  tri-weekly  passenger  service 
was  established  between  these  points  which  was  extended  in  April  1910  to  a 
daily  except  Sunday  schedule.  Between  Macklin  and  Rosetown  tri-weekly  service 
was  established  in  1911;  in  1912  a  daily  except  Sunday  service  was  provided  to 
and  from  Outlook  in  both  directions,  and  in  June  1913  a  through  daily  except 
Sunday  passenger  train  service  was  established  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Macklin. 
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In  August  1913  a  cafe  parlour  car  and  a  standard  sleeping  car  were  added  to 
the  train  but  in  October  1913  the  sleeping  car  was  withdrawn;  the  cafe  car  was 
withdrawn  in  January  1921.  In  April  1956  the  train  operated  on  a  tri-weekly 
schedule  and  in  October  1959  the  present  Budd  car  equipment  was  substituted 
for  the  conventional  train  previously  operated,  and  the  present  schedule  thereof 
is  shown  on  Appendix  "A"  attached  hereto. 

Volume  of  Passenger  Traffic: 

Witness  A.E.  Brown,  who  presented  the  exhibit  which  is  Appendix  "B" 
hereto,  stated  that  the  details  of  the  total  revenue  passengers  carried  on  these 
trains  were  obtained  from  the  Company's  records;  I  can  find  no  grounds  to  dispute 
the  accuracy  thereof.  The  said  Appendix  also  shows  the  average  carryings  of  the 
trains. 

Exhibit  No.  23,  which  shows  an  actual  count  by  opposition  Witness  Moisiuk 
of  passengers  leaving  Moose  Jaw  on  Train  211  on  each  day  commencing  July  2nd 
to  August  10th,  1962,  indicates  the  average  of  such  traffic  carried  in  the  month 
of  July  was  14.5  persons  per  trip.  The  applicant's  exhibit,  Appendix  "B", 
shows  that  the  average  of  the  same  train  fDr  the  same  period  was  13.9.  I  see  no 
major  difference  in  the  data  contained  in  Appendix  "B"  and  what  was  determined 
by  the  process  of  counting  the  number  of  passengers  as  outlined  in  respect  of 
Exhibit  23.  It  must  be  understood  that  Appendix  "B"  details  only  passengers 
from  whom  the  Company  obtained  revenue,  whereas  the  data  in  Exhibit  23  was  a 
visual  count  of  persons  five  years  of  age  and  over  without  regard  to  whether  the 
persons  were  revenue  or  non-revenue  passengers. 

Revenues  and  Expenses: 

Appendix  "C"  hereto  shows  the  estimates  of  revenues  and  expenses  for  the 
service  involved.  Revenues  were  computed  from  an  "on-train"  sampling  of  traffic 
made  during  the  week  August  28th  to  September  2nd,  1961.  From  this  sample  the 
average  revenue  per  passenger  was  obtained  and  was  then  applied  to  the  total 
number  of  passengers  carried  in  the  twelve  months  commencing  November  1960. 
The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  is  shown  in  detail,  by  months,  on  Appen- 
dix "B"  hereto. 

Witness  A.E.  Brown  stated  that  if  the  average  revenue  per  passenger  had 
been  applied  to  the  total  passenger  cariyings  for  the  twelve  months  ending 
September  1962,  the  estimated  total  annual  passenger  revenue  would  be  $11,100. 

Revenue  from  carriage  of  express  and  credited  to  the  trains  was  determined 
also  from  the  sampling  period  and  then  brought  to  an  annual  basis.  Revenue 
from  carriage  of  milk  was  derived  from  actual  milk  tickets  for  the  full  year  which 
are  recorded  in  the  Company's  accounting  office. 

Appendix  "C"  also  includes  the  estimated  annual  expenses  incurred  by  the 
operation  of  the  trains.  The  details  thereof  are  set  out  in  Appendix  "D"  hereto. 
In  speaking  of  the  Exhibit,  Witness  G.  Brown  also  stated  the  expenses  had 
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increased  by  15  per  cent  since  the  time  of  its  preparation. 

The  inclusion  of  expenses  in  Appendix  "C"  was  merely  to  indicate  the 
alleged  financial  improvement  accruing  to  the  applicant  if  the  proposed  dis- 
continuance of  the  trains  is  effected. 

Proposed  Highway  Service: 

The  applicant's  proposal  contemplates  discontinuing  the  carriage  of  passen- 
gers on  this  tri-weekly  service  and  to  substitute  the  carriage  of  express  by  high- 
way. Appendices  "C"  and  "D"  set  out  the  revenues  and  expenses  estimated  to 
result  from  the  change  in  the  method  of  transporting  express  and  discontinuing 
the  carriage  of  passengers. 

No  reduction  in  express  revenue  is  contemplated  by  the  change  of  service. 
It  is  anticipated  that  by  providing  a  more  frequent  service  than  presently  given 
by  rail  the  revenues  may  be  enhanced  by  increased  traffic. 

Witness  Aked,  for  the  applicant,  stated  that  the  proposed  highway  service 
would  be  performed  from  Moose  Jaw  to  Outlook  daily  except  Sunday  with  two 
tractor  semi-trailer  units,  fully  insulated  for  protection  of  perishable  traffic, 
leaving  Moose  Jaw  at  10  a.m.  and  leaving  Outlook  at  8  a.m.;  between  Outlook 
and  Macklin  the  same  type  of  equipment  would  provide  tri-weekly  service  from 
Outlook  through  Rosetown  and  Kerrobert  to  Macklin,  whereas  between  Rosetown 
and  Macklin  the  last  mentioned  would  be  supplemented  by  two  days  per  week 
schedule,  with  the  result  that  the  Moose  Jaw-Outlook  portion  of  the  highway 
service  would  have  an  improved  frequency  from  its  present  three  days  service  to 
six  days  per  week;  Outlook  to  Macklin  would  remain  at  the  tri-weekly  service  as 
at  present,  and  between  Rosetown  and  Macklin  the  present  service  of  three  days 
per  week  would  be  increased  to  five  days  per  week. 

Effect  upon  Net  Revenue  by  Substitution  of  Highway  Service: 

Appendix  "C"  shows  that  by  substituting  highway  service  for  rail  carriage 
of  express,  assuming  no  change  in  express  revenue,  the  estimated  deficit  will 
be  reduced  from  $104,600  to  $15,800  due  to  the  reduction  in  expenses  of  $103,200, 
and  the  elimination  of  $14,400  revenue  from  passenger  and  milk  traffic.  The 
estimated  cost  of  performing  highway  carriage  was  stated  by  Witness  Aked  to  be 
35  cents  per  mile  and  that  such  basis  was  determined  from  the  experience 
obtained  from  the  applicant's  highway  operations  in  other  parts  of  the  Western 
provinces. 

In  opposition  to  Mr.  Aked's  estimate  of  operating  costs  of  35  cents  per  mile, 
Witness  L.  Miller  who  operates  a  highway  transport  business  between  Regina, 
Moose  Jaw,  Outlook,  Donovan  and  Saskatoon,  and  who  has  been  in  business  for 
15  years,  asserted  that  his  trucks  of  the  same  type  experienced  costs  of  35 
cents  per  mile  as  a  minimum  but  incurred  costs  up  to  50  cents  per  mile. 

On  cross-examination  it  was  developed  that  the  highway  service  performed 
by  Witness  Miller  differs  from  that  proposed  to  be  established  by  the  applicant 
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in  that  the  former  gives  door-to-door  service  to  customers,  calling  at  approxi- 
mately 20  to  40  places  per  day,  not  including  similar  service  performed  in  the  City 
of  Moose  Jaw,  whereas  the  applicant  proposes  a  service  which  contemplates 
only  one  call  at  each  of  the  railway  stations. 

Bus  service  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook: 

Witness  A. A.  Boisclair,  president  of  Beacon  Bus  Lines  Limited,  stated  in 
evidence  that  public  bus  transportation  is  provided  daily  except  Sunday  from 
Moose  Jaw  to  Outlook  and  intermediate  points  served  by  railway  and  also  non- 
rail  points  including  the  site  of  the  construction  of  the  South  Saskatchewan  Dam. 
Such  service  leaves  Moose  Jaw  at  6:45  p.m.  and  is  scheduled  to  arrive  at  Out- 
look at  11:15  p.m. 

In  the  reverse  direction,  it  leaves  Outlook  at  6.15  a.m.  and  is  scheduled  to 
arrive  at  Moose  Jaw  at  10.54  a.m.  daily  except  Sunday  and  Monday. 

He  stated  the  vehicle  now  operated  also  carries  express  traffic,  chiefly 
small  parcels,  and  that  the  average  passenger  carryings  in  August,  September 
and  October  1962  were  from  5  to  7  persons  each  way  per  day;  that  his  greatest 
competition  was  from  privately-owned  and  operated  automobiles  which  he  esti- 
mated amounted  to  90  per  cent  of  the  travel  in  this  area. 

Beacon  Bus  Lines  has  operated  since  June  21,  1961  and  owns  buses  of  7, 
12,  29  and  33-passenger  capacities  but  operation  was  confined  to  the  vehicle  of 
7-passenger  capacity.  A  larger  unit  was  withdrawn  from  service  on  account  of 
lack  of  adequate  patronage. 

Mr.  Boisclair  asserted  there  was  insufficient  patronage  for  both  highway  and 
rail  service;  that  his  business  was  not  growing  but  the  average  was  being  main- 
tained and  that  where  an  overload  developed  the  excess  over  bus  capacity  was 
handled  by  taxis. 

An  examination  of  the  7-passenger  bus  was  made  by  us  in  company  with 
Counsel.  While  the  vehicle  was  obviously  not  of  the  most  modern  and  comfortable 
type,  it  was  stated  that  it  is  licensed  to  perform  the  service  and  is  periodically 
inspected  by  the  appropriate  provincial  authority. 

Witness  M.B.  Drackett,  a  dealer  in  motor  vehicles,  called  by  opposing 
Counsel,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  vehicle  had  uncomfortable  seating,  the 
driver  was  crowded,  the  rear  door  could  be  opened  only  from  outside,  was 
mechanically  good  but  was  inadequately  heated  and  swayed  excessively  due  to 
top  heavy  loading  of  express. 

Summary  of  the  objections: 

Some  twenty  written  submissions  were  made  to  the  Board  prior  to  the  hearing 
of  the  application.  Eight  of  these  were  from  public  bodies,  such  as  municipalities 
and  boards  of  trade  in  the  area  north  of  Outlook.  In  that  area  three  of  the  sub- 
missions voiced  no  opposition;  two  made  no  objection  to  the  discontinuance  of 
passenger  service  if  express  traffic  would  continue  to  be  carried;  two  objected 
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to  the  application  without  indicating  the  grounds  therefor;  and  one  opposed  the 
application  on  the  general  grounds  that  discontinuance  of  the  passenger  service 
would  hasten  the  decline  of  communities  now  served. 

In  the  area  Outlook  and  south,  the  Rural  Municipalities  of  Moose  Jaw  and 
Maple  Branch  stated  there  was  no  opposition  to  the  application;  the  Village 
of  Brownlee  opposed  the  application  without  indicating  the  grounds  therefor;  the 
Rural  Municipality  of  Rudy  opposed  the  application  on  the  grounds  that  there  was 
dependence  upon  the  trains  for  carriage  of  express  and  cream;  the  Village  of 
Tugaske  indicated  there  would  be  no  opposition  to  the  application  if  it  were 
confined  to  points  north  of  Outlook  and  that  the  schedule  of  service  be  made 
more  fitting  to  the  needs  of  the  public  to  do  shopping  in  Moose  Jaw  and  to 
obtain  medical  attention  there  without  being  compelled  to  incur  overnight  accom- 
modation; the  Rural  Municipality  of  Loreburn  submitted  that  freight  revenue  from 
other  than  wheat  should  offset  losses  on  passenger  service  and  that  it  would  be 
satisfied  with  service  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook  on  a  schedule  the  reverse 
of  that  presently  operated;  the  Rural  Municipality  of  Marquis  opposed  the  appli- 
cation on  the  grounds  that  a  severe  winter  could  isolate  the  communities  if  roads 
were  blocked  for  carriage  of  passengers  and  freight  thereon;  and  the  Town  of 
Outlook  stated  there  is  no  alternate  form  of  transport  to  and  from  Regina  and 
Moose  Jaw,  that  there  is  an  obligation  upon  the  railway  to  supply  satisfactory 
service,  and  that  a  number  of  residents  in  the  area,  for  medical  reasons,  cannot 
drive  automobiles  on  the  highways. 

The  Saskatchewan  River  Development  Association  requested  that  the  dis- 
continuance of  service  be  postponed  until  other  adequate  transportation  facilities 
are  made  available;  the  City  of  Moose  Jaw  and  the  Moose  Jaw  Chamber  of 
Commerce  made  written  submissions  in  opposition  and  actively  participated  in 
the  hearing;  the  Premier  of  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan,  and  the  Minister  of 
Public  Works  thereof,  protested  the  curtailment  of  service  as  tending  to  have 
serious  detrimental  effect  upon  the  rural  economy,  and  requested  that  the  appli- 
cation be  not  considered  until  an  over-all  plan  as  to  abandonments  and  train 
discontinuance  be  developed. 

Turning  now  to  the  objections  which  were  voiced  at  the  hearing,  it  is  noted 
that  no  one  appeared  at  the  hearing  from  the  area  north  of  Outlook.  The  evidence 
of  those  who  appeared  at  the  hearing,  in  general,  is  that: 

1.  The  application  to  discontinue  passenger  train  service  is  premature  in 
view  of  the  expected  improvement  in  the  economy  of  the  area  to  follow  the 
completion  of  the  South  Saskatchewan  River  Dam; 

2.  The  production  of  the  area  will  be  more  diversified  than  at  present  and 
will  require  adequate  transportation; 

3.  A  resort  area  will  be  developed  which  should  increase  the  patronage  of 
the  passenger  service; 
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4.  The  decline  in  passenger  carryings  is  due  mainly  to  the  unsuitability  of 
the  present  train  schedule  in  that  it  does  not  cater  to  persons  desiring  to  proceed 
to  Moose  Jaw  and  return  the  same  day; 

5.  Most  of  the  highways  in  the  area  are  gravel-surfaced  and  are  not  conducive 
to  safe  and  comfortable  travel  thereon; 

6.  Residents  of  the  area  who  do  not  possess  private  automobiles  or  who  are 
debarred  by  age  and  infirmities  from  operating  them  are  dependent  upon  train 
service  and  would  be  seriously  inconvenienced  by  the  proposed  discontinuance; 

7.  Road  transport  is  unsuitable  for  certain  goods,  such  as  cream,  eggs, 
flowers  and  fruit; 

8.  Bus  service  is  inadequate  for  the  comfort  and  needs  of  persons  requiring 
public  transportation; 

9.  Moose  Jaw  is  the  trading  centre  for  the  area,  particularly  up  to  Outlook, 
and  will  be  detrimentally  affected  by  the  discontinuance  of  the  present  service. 

Some  of  the  specific  evidence  in  opposition  follows: 

The  South  Saskatchewan  and  Qu'Appelle  Transportation  Improvement  Com- 
mittee (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Improvement  Committee"),  presented 
through  its  Vice-President,  Mr.  G.A.  Hume,  a  lengthy  brief  and  accompanying 
exhibit  (No.  21),  opposing  the  application,  challenging  certain  of  the  data 
presented  by  the  applicant,  and  requesting  that  the  Board  weigh  the  judgment  of 
the  applicant  in  its  proposed  change  of  service  in  the  light  of  a  number  of 
factors.  It  stressed  the  difficulties  of  combatting  expert  evidence  of  the  applicant 
with  the  limited  resources  at  its  command  and  relied  upon  the  Board  to  thoroughly 
examine  all  phases  of  the  application,  and  was  assured  it  was  the  Board's 
invariable  practice  so  to  do. 

Mr.  Hume's  evidence  was  centred  around  what  he  called  seven  arguments.  I 
think  these  arguments  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  The  average  revenue  per  passenger  computed  by  the  applicant  is  about 
the  same  as  the  fare  for  89  miles  which  is  the  distance  from  Moose  Jaw  to  the 
access  road  to  the  Dam  site,  and  thus  indicates  that  the  bulk  of  the  passenger 
traffic  is  to  and  from  the  Dam  area;  consequently  the  applicant's  estimate  of 
revenue  from  an  Outlook-Moose  Jaw  passenger  service  is  too  low; 

2.  The  schedule  of  the  present  train  service  is  unsuitable  for  the  needs  of 
the  public; 

3.  The  applicant  should  be  allowed  to  increase  present  fares  by  10  per  cent 
concurrently  with  institution  of  a  more  favourable  train  service; 

4.  Express  traffic  should  continue  to  be  carried  by  rail;  rail  service  is  the 
cheapest  form  of  transportation;  highway  service  adds  to  burden  on  roads;  present 
rail  service  is  inadequate  for  carriage  of  all  express  traffic  and  daily  service 
should  be  established  by  rail  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook; 
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5.  Terrain  of  rail  operation  most  favourable  to  costs  thereof  and  system 
average  costs  should  not  be  applied;  suggests  a  reduction  of  at  least  10  per 
cent  in  applicant's  cost  estimates;  ^ 

6.  Cost  of  money  is  an  item  of  expense  to  which  the  applicant  is  entitled 
as  a  return  on  investment,  but  should  be  related  to  what  the  capital  would  earn 
if  invested  in  a  diversified  investment  portfolio.  The  factor  of  "after  taxes" 
should  be  excluded  in  whole  or  in  part; 

7.  Applicant's  estimate  of  cost  of  locomotive  repairs  is  excessive. 

Mr.  Hume  concluded  the  presentation  of  the  Improvement  Committee's  brief 
with  the  assertion  that  in  weighing  the  alleged  losses  of  the  applicant  against 
the  inconvenience  to  the  public,  the  Board  should  consider  that  the  applicant 
has  failed  to  recognize  the  need  of  the  public  in  not  providing  a  more  useful  and 
attractive  schedule  of  train  service.  It  is  contended  that  this  would  result  in 
considerable  financial  betterment  to  the  applicant. 

Mr.  H.W.  Evans,  a  retail  merchant  florist,  member  and  past  president  of  the 
Moose  Jaw  Retail  Merchants  Association  and  member  of  the  Moose  Jaw  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  stated  in  evidence  that  the  retail  merchants  of  Moose  Jaw  consider 
the  territory  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook  to  be  within  their  trading  area; 
that  they  are  in  competition  with  similar  merchants  in  Saskatoon  from  which  the 
distance  to  Outlook  is  less  than  from  Moose  Jaw;  that  the  present  train  service 
from  Moose  Jaw  is  extensively  used;  and  that  in  respect  of  his  own  business 
the  reduction  in  train  service  to  its  present  frequency  reflected  a  decline  in 
sales  and  shipment.  He  cited  as  examples  that  in  1951  sales  in  Tugaske  were 
$575  and  in  1961,  $102;  in  Brownlee,  $445  and  $161,  respectively,  and  stated 
that  truck  service  was  not  too  satisfactory  for  his  type  of  business  on  account 
of  the  irregularity  of  the  service. 

Mr.  N.E.  Huston  presented  a  brief  on  behalf  of  local  dairies  objecting  to  the 
application  on  the  grounds  that  curtailment  of  train  services  had  already  adversely 
affected  the  production  of  eggs  and  that  the  production  of  cream  was  declining 
due  to  unsatisfactory  service  being  provided  by  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  trucks 
in  other  areas  and  that  the  industry  is  concerned  as  to  the  future  transportation 
here  proposed. 

Dr.  W.B.  Tufts,  Honourary  President  of  the  Saskatchewan  Rivers  Develop- 
ment Association,  presented  a  brief  of  some  length  on  behalf  of  the  Association 
opposing  the  discontinuance  of  the  present  passenger  service,  with  particular 
emphasis  upon  that  part  of  the  service  performed  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook 
where,  he  stated,  the  trains  are  the  only  rail  facilities  available  to  that  area. 

Dr.  Tufts,  inter  alia,  stated  he  did  not  contest  the  applicant's  estimates  as 
to  the  financial  results  of  the  operation  but  that  there  were  other  losses  incurred 
by  the  applicant  apart  from  the  operation  of  the  railway;  that  the  development 
taking  place  within  the  area  by  the  construction  of  the  Dam  requires  continuance 
of  rail  service  and  that  the  applicant  should  be  looking  to  the  benefits  which  will 
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flow  from  the  future  irrigated  area  within  which  an  increase  in  population  has 
already  taken  place. 

He  further  stated  that  his  Association  considers  any  curtailment  of  services 
of  any  type  will  be  detrimental  to  the  South  Saskatchewan  River  project  area; 
that  the  future  indicates  an  improvement  of  railway  earnings  provided  the  railway 
effects  improvements  in  passenger  services;  that  light  density  lines  are  not 
necessarily  uneconomic  when  they  feed  traffic  to  main  lines,  such  as  the  line 
here  involved;  and  that  the  resort  area  development  would  increase  passenger 
patronage. 

Mr.  J.C.  Carter,  Mayor  of  the  Town  of  Outlook,  presented  a  brief  on  behalf  of 
the  Outlook  Chamber  of  Commerce.  In  general,  the  brief  suggests  that  the 
proposed  discontinuance  of  passenger  service  be  postponed  for  two  years  for  the 
reason  that  the  area  is  in  the  stages  of  redevelopment  under  the  impetus  of  the 
construction  of  the  river  dam;  that  it  is  anticipated  an  increase  of  300  per  cent  in 
population  will  occur;  that  mixed  farming  will  result  in  employment  of  workers 
who  will  require  transportation;  that  tourist  traffic  will  increase;  and  that  business 
generally  in  the  area  will  be  accelerated  with  beneficial  effect  upon  the  transpor- 
tation agencies  therein. 

Other  witnesses  who  gave  evidence  were  Mr.  W.J.  Cafferata,  operator  of  a 
trailer  park  at  Elbow,  who  also  testified  on  behalf  of  the  Town  Council  which 
opposed  the  discontinuance  of  the  train  service  on  the  grounds  that  it  would 
detrimentally  affect  the  life  of  the  Town.  Mrs.  Tena  West  stated  that  the  dis- 
continuance of  train  service  would  affect  her  ability  to  go  into  Moose  Jaw  for 
medical  attention,  drugs  and  other  purchases.  Mr.  G.M.  MacLeod,  Manager  of 
Rex  Fruit  Company,  Moose  Jaw,  stated  his  company  serviced  all  points  be- 
tween Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook  and  was  in  competition  with  Saskatoon  where  a 
sister  branch  operated.  He  also  stated  that  train  service  was  preferable  to 
highway  service  for  the  products  his  company  sold;  that  some  customers  express 
preference  for  rail  service  and  that  his  experience  with  highway  transport  in  other 
areas  has  shown  that  rail  service  is  to  be  preferred. 

Mr.  G.M.  Emmons,  who  described  himself  as  a  partially  retired  farmer  resid- 
ing in  Eyebrow,  and  84  years  of  age,  stated  that  the  present  train  schedule  was 
unsatisfactory  for  his  transportation  needs;  that  some  fifty  other  persons  of 
pensionable  age  are  similarly  affected.  He  indicated  his  own  patronage  of  the 
train  could  amount  to  six  to  twelve  times  per  year. 

Mr.  W.J.  Barrie,  of  Tugaske,  stated  he  was  74  years  of  age  and  that  about 
55  others  of  similar  age  resided  in  the  Village,  some  of  whom  had  no  other  means 
of  transportation  than  by  train  and  that  the  bus  does  not  go  into  the  Village. 

Mr.  R.J.  Dickinson,  a  retired  railway  employee,  formerly  station  agent  at 
Conquest  and  Outlook,  stated  that  express  traffic  had  increased  since  the 
commencement  of  construction  of  the  dam;  that  his  personal  earnings  from 
express  commission  had  increased  by  about  30  per  cent  in  the  three  years 
commencing  1959  over  the  previous  four  years;  that  about  50  per  cent  of  the 
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express  traffic  in  the  train  on  arrival  at  Outlook  terminated  there. 

Comments  and  Conclusions: 

Before  weighing,  as  I  must,  the  factors  advanced  by  the  applicant  in  justifi- 
cation for  its  proposal  to  discontinue  passenger  service  on  this  line  against  the 
effect  thereof  upon  the  public,  it  is  necessary  to  review  certain  aspects  of  the 
evidence,  particularly  as  to  revenues  and  expenses  and  the  alleged  financial 
improvement  which  the  applicant  anticipates  will  flow  from  its  proposed  action. 

Revenues  and  Expenses 

1.  Revenues: 

(a)  Passenger  revenue 

The  total  passenger  revenue  from  these  trains  during  the  twelve-month 
period  commencing  November  1960  is  shown  on  Appendix  "C"  hereto  as 
$14,300  which  was  determined  by  an  "on  train"  examination  of  each  revenue 
ticket  surrendered  by  the  passenger,  from  which  the  points  of  origin  and  des- 
tination, value  of  ticket  and  class  of  fare  were  obtained.  From  these  data  an 
average  fare  per  person  was  obtained  which  includes  the  value  of  the  fare  for 
passengers  who  originated  and  terminated  their  journey  locally  on  the  line, 
and  the  full  value  of  ticket  at  the  mileage  rate  basis  applicable  locally  on  the 
line  where  the  passenger  either  originated  or  terminated  his  journey  elsewhere 
on  the  railway. 

The  resulting  average  fare  per  passenger  was  then  applied  to  the  total 
carryings  of  the  train,  shown  on  Appendix  "B"  hereto,  for  the  twelve-month 
period  commencing  November  1960.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  average  fare 
was  found  to  be  $3.70  and  that  fare  was  applied  to  the  total  of  3,860  revenue 
passengers  shown  on  the  Appendix.  It  should  be  further  noted  that  if  the  total 
revenue  passengers  carried  in  the  twelve-month  period  commencing  October 
1961  of  2,994  passengers  had  been  selected,  the  estimated  total  passenger 
revenue  would  have  been  $11,100  or  $3,200  less  than  submitted  by  the  appli- 
cant as  representative  of  its  annual  passenger  revenue  from  the  operation  of 
these  trains. 

The  period  in  which  the  sampling  of  the  traffic  took  place  "on  train"  was 
the  week  of  August  28th  to  September  2nd,  1961,  and  I  note  that  the  month  of 
August,  1961,  shows  the  heaviest  carryings  of  passengers  in  that  year  (Appen- 
dix "8").  I  note,  also,  that  in  the  following  month  of  September  of  that  year 
the  total  passenger  carryings  decreased  about  50  per  cent  and  had  not  re- 
covered to  the  August  level  in  the  next  succeeding  twelve  months. 

While  the  sample  period  is  quite  narrow,  and  it  would  have  been  preferable 
that  it  be  broader,  the  main  purpose  thereof  was  to  obtain  an  average  revenue 
figure  to  apply  to  known  total  carryings. 

(b)  Pattern  of  passenger  travel 

Our  staff  has  examined  the  applicant's  sources  of  the  estimates  and  from 
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details  of  the  recorded  journeys  taken  in  the  sample,  the  following  information 
was  obtained: 

For  the  three  trips,  in  each  direction,  during  the  sample  week,  train  211 
carried  a  total  of  41  revenue  passengers;  of  this  total,  19  travelled  within  the 
area  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook,  10  between  Outlook  and  Macklin,  and 
12  between  stations  south  of  Outlook  and  stations  north  thereof.  On  train  212 
the  comparable  figures  are  18,  19  and  16,  respectively,  a  total  of  53  revenue 
passengers. 

In  this  period  2  passengers  on  train  212  went  from  Loreburn  to  Moose  Jaw; 
4  from  Strongfield;  and  4  from  Outlook.  Train  211  carried  one  passenger  from 
Moose  Jaw  to  Strongfield  and  no  passengers  detrained  at  Loreburn  or  Outlook. 

(c)  Type  of  tickets  upon  which  average  fare  was  computed 

While  all  tickets  recorded  in  the  sample  were  of  "coach"  class,  it  is 
noted  that  about  25  per  cent  of  the  persons  carried  were  paying  half  fares  and 
were  either  children  or  persons  enjoying  that  privilege  as  members  of  religious 
institutions  to  whom  the  railway  accords  that  basis  of  fare. 

(d)  Adjustment  of  estimated  passenger  revenue 

In  view  of  the  narrow  sample  and  the  factor  of  reduced  fares  above  men- 
tioned, I  would  adjust  the  applicant's  estimate  of  annual  revenue  by  increasing 
it  about  10  per  cent,  namely,  from  $14,300  to  $15,700. 

(e)  Express  traffic  revenue 

The  annual  revenue  from  express  traffic,  as  shown  on  Appendix  "C",  is 
$105,400  (which  I  note  is  over  seven  times  that  derived  from  passengers)  and 
this  estimate  was  also  determined  from  sampling  of  the  traffic  during  the  week 
commencing  August  28,  1961.  An  examination  was  made  of  each  waybill  for 
the  actual  traffic  carried  on  each  of  the  six  train  trips  made  in  this  period.  In 
presenting  the  exhibit  the  witness  stated  "the  revenue  from  each  shipment 
was  apportioned  to  these  trains  based  on  the  ratio  of  the  on-line  mileage  to 
the  total  mileage  from  origin  to  destination.  This  revenue  was  then  adjusted  to 
reflect  any  seasonal  variation  in  traffic  movement  and  was  extended  to  an 
annual  basis."  (Transcript,  pp.  3520-1.) 

The  examination  which  our  staff  has  made  of  the  applicant's  methods  of 
computing  this  revenue  does  not  disclose  any  grounds  upon  which  to  adjust 
the  estimate. 

(0  Milk  traffic 

The  amount  of  total  revenue  of  $100,  as  shown  on  Appendix  "C",  is  a 
rounded  out  figure  for  the  actual  milk  traffic  revenue  of  $101.63  for  that  year 
as  recorded  in  the  Company's  accounting  office. 

In  the  sample  period,  above  referred  to,  the  actual  milk  traffic  carried  • 
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consisted  of  two  12-quart  crates  from  Moose  Jaw  to  Keeler  and  the  same 
quantity  \o  Bridgeford.  I  have  computed  the  revenue  for  these  movements 
from  the  tariffs  on  file  with  the  Board  as  totalling  $1.62. 

2.  Expenses: 

The  estimate  of  individual  expense  items  are  shown  on  Appendix  "D" 
hereto.  The  methods  of  estimating  expenses  are  similar  to  those  used  in 
other  like  applications.  However,  in  this  case  where  the  passenger  and 
express  service  is  performed  by  rail  diesel  car  equipment  confined  to  use  on 
the  line  the  estimates  involve  several  items  of  expense  which  are  based  on 
the  actual  operation  of  this  equipment  in  contrast  to  other  cases  where  esti- 
mates of  expense  are  based  on  regional  and  system  averages.  As  in  the  case 
of  the  revenues,  our  staff  has  reviewed  each  of  the  expense  figures  sub- 
mitted and  my  comments  thereon  follow: 

(a)  Fuel 

This  item  is  the  cost  of  the  fuel  consumed  by  the  operating  units.  The 
cost  thereof  includes  an  allowance  for  handling  but  not  general  overhead.  The 
consumption  of  fuel  is  heavier  in  winter  periods.  The  average  cost  is  6.2 
cents  per  car-mile  which  is  not  an  unreasonable  figure. 

(b)  Enginemen's  wages 

These  wages  are  based  upon  a  month's  sample  of  the  trip  tickets  for  two 
engineers  —  one  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook,  and  one  between  Outlook 
and  Macklin.  The  annual  mileage  was  computed  and  multiplied  by  the  rate 
per  100  miles.  To  this  was  added  the  cost  of  supervision  and  vacations. 

(c)  Trainmen's  wages 

These  wages  are  similarly  based  upon  a  trip  ticket  sample.  The  conduc- 
tor and  train  baggageman  run  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Macklin,  and  the  annual 
mileage  was  also  determined  from  the  sample  and  similarly  applied  separately 
to  the  rates  of  pay  of  each  class  of  employee.  To  the  resulting  figure  was 
added  the  cost  of  supervision  and  vacations. 

(d)  Locomotive  (R.D.C.)  repairs 

These  costs  are  the  actual  amount  expended  on  the  rail  diesel  car  equip- 
ment, with  the  addition  of  cost  of  supervision.  By  comparison  with  repair 
costs  elsewhere  the  amount  set  out  in  this  item  is  below  average. 

(e)  Yard  expenses 

While  the  equipment  is  self  propelled,  it  is  necessary  to  perform  yard 
switching  by  regular  yard  switchers.  The  estimate  of  yard  expense  is  based 
upon  the  actual  switching  hours  involved  on  a  time  and  rate  basis.  As  I  am 
dealing  with  this  item  later  no  comment  is  necessary  at  this  point  upon  the 
reasonableness  of  the  estimate. 
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(f)  Variable  road  maintenance 

This  item  is  the  proportion  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  road  and  track 
attributed  to  the  operation  of  the  R.D.C.  service.  It  is  based  upon  the  gross 
ton-miles  accrued  by  the  equipment  at  a  cost  factor  which  is  considered  to  be 
reasonable.  The  discontinuance  of  the  operation  would  tend  to  reduce  the 
overall  maintenance  cost  of  the  line,  though  it  might  not  be  immediately 
realized. 

(g)  Traffic,  general  and  communications 

The  greater  part  of  the  amount  shown  comprises  pension  expense;  addi- 
tionally, the  item  includes  general  expenses  such  as  communications  and 
insurance  but  no  supervision  costs.  The  pension  expense  is  an  item  of  over- 
head cost  which  would  be  saved  immediately  upon  discontinuance  of  the  train 
service. 

(h)  Equipment  depreciation 

The  expense  included  under  this  heading  is  in  accordance  with  the  rates 
of  depreciation  approved  by  the  Board. 

(i)  Cost  of  money 

This  item  is  predicated  upon  11.4  per  cent  of  the  net  value  of  the  car 
equipment  and  road  property  in  service  at  October  1962.  I  shall  have  comments 
to  make  thereon  and  will  do  so  later  in  more  specific  form. 

(j)   Express  expenses 

This  item  is  calculated  upon  a  ratio  of  55  per  cent  of  the  gross  appor- 
tioned express  revenue  of  these  trains,  and  in  addition  the  actual  expense  of 
the  employees  required  to  handle  the  express  traffic  on  the  trains.  The 
proposed  highway  service  expense  excludes  the  latter. 

(k)  Highway  vehicle  operation 

The  estimate  of  expense  in  this  item  relates  only  to  the  proposed  high- 
way service  and  is  based  upon  a  cost  of  35  cents  per  mile  to  the  180,641 
vehicle-miles  which  that  service  is  estimated  to  involve. 

Upon  review  of  these  items  of  expense  and  guided  by  the  investigations 
made  by  our  staff,  I  am  satisfied  that  with  the  exception  of  "Yard  Expense"  and 
"Cost  of  Money",  the  estimates  represent  expenses  reasonably  and  properly 
chargeable  to  the  service  involved. 

Yard  Expense: 

As  to  the  estimate  for  Yard  Expense  the  Company  Witness  stated  it  was  a 
"proportion  of  the  cost  of  operating  yard  engines  at  Moose  Jaw  which  are  required 
to  handle  the  units  at  that  point."  I  am  not  satisfied  that  any  appreciable  portion 
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of  the  assigned  yard  expenses  would  be  saved  upon  discontinuing  the  said  trains, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  this  Judgment  would  disallow  the  item. 

Cost  of  Money: 

The  estimate  of  the  annual  operating  costs  which  is  shown  on  Appendix  "D" 
hereto,  includes  a  sum  of  $39,597  for  "Cost  of  Money"  and  the  Witness  for  the 
applicant  described  it  as  "the  cost  of  money  for  the  investment  in  the  two  rail 
diesel  cars,  also  the  variable  portion  for  the  investment  in  road  property  charge- 
able to  the  operation  of  the  two  rail  diesel  cars",  computed  upon  the  depreciated 
investment  cost  thereof  at  11.4  per  cent  before  taxes  and  resulting  in  a  cost  of 
money  to  the  Company  of  6V2  per  cent  after  taxes.  He  stated  some  of  it  could  be 
loosely  described  as  taking  the  form  of  dividends  to  shareholders  for  the  use  of 
their  money  for  the  purposes  of  these  investments.  He  also  stated  that  6V2  per 
cent  is  the  composite  cost  of  money  to  the  applicant  for  debt  and  equity 
combined. 

The  item  was  the  subject  of  searching  examination  by  opposing  Counsel 
and  was  also  the  subject  of  direct  testimony  by  Witness  Hume  on  behalf  of  the 
Improvement  Committee.  Mr.  Hume  conceded  that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  a 
return  on  the  investment  but  considered  the  claimed  cost  of  money  should  be 
reduced  by  25  per  cent. 

Counsel  for  the  City  of  Moose  Jaw  contended,  in  general,  that  if  a  specific 
debt  was  incurred  by  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  assets  the 
carrying  charge  was  a  proper  item  of  expense,  but  if  the  assets  were  purchased 
by  the  use  of  the  applicant's  internal  resources  it  was  not  proper  to  charge  the 
operation  with  the  expense  of  the  investment  when  such  expense  is  set  up  to 
provide,  or  assist  in  providing  dividends  to  shareholders.  He  requested  that  the 
Board  establish  the  principle  to  govern  charges  of  this  nature. 

At  the  time  of  the  issuance  of  this  Judgment  the  Board  is  also  considering 
the  application  of  cost  of  money  as  an  item  of  expense  in  re  abandonment  of  line. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  application  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  cost  of  money 
should  be  excluded  from  "on-line"  operating  expenses.  However,  in  weighing  the 
degree  of  inconvenience  to  the  public  resulting  from  the  granting  of  the  applica- 
tion, I  must  also  take  into  consideration  the  financial  improvement  to  the  appli- 
cant including  the  factor  of  cost  of  money  which  I  have  excluded  from  "on-line" 
operating  expenses. 

In  this  application  net  salvage  values  have  been  placed  on  equipment,  but 
the  basis  of  valuation  is  not  the  same  as  that  employed  in  valuing  net  salvage  in 
line  abandonments.  However,  the  rates  applied  to  the  net  salvage  values  to  deter- 
mine a  cost  of  money  are  the  same  and,  I  believe,  in  considering  this  cost  of 
money  item,  I  am  dealing  with  the  same  general  principle  as  has  arisen  in  the  line 
abandonment  cases.  Consequently  in  considering  cost  of  money  as  a  factor  in 
financial  improvement,  I  would  reduce  the  amount  claimed  in  respect  of  rail 
service  by  approximately  $25,000.  I  would  also  make  a  reduction  in  respect  of  the 
proposed  highway  service. 
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Effect  of  Adjustments: 

The  effect  of  the  foregoing  adjustments,  for  the  purpose  of  this  Judgment,  is 
to  increase  passenger  revenues  by  $1,400;  to  delete  from  ''on-line"  expenses 
$2,680  for  yard  expense  and  $39,597  for  "cost  of  money",  thereby  decreasing 
the  claimed  total  operating  deficit  in  the  present  service  from  $104,600  to 
$60,923.  The  claimed  financial  improvement  is  also  reduced  by  adjustments  made 
in  "cost  of  money"  from  $88,800  to  $61,000. 

Proposed  Highway  Service  for  Express: 

I  have  outlined  previously  the  scope  of  the  highway  service  which  the  appli- 
cant proposes  to  substitute  for  the  present  rail  service  and  that  it  will  provide  a 
more  frequent  schedule.  The  anticipated  financial  improvement  is  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  the  result  of  this  change,  as  at  least  half  of  the  operating  expense 
is  attributable  to  the  carriage  of  this  traffic. 

I  have  also  stated  previously  that  some  of  the  objections  to  the  application 
are  qualified  to  the  extent  that  they  apply  only  to  the  possible  discontinuance  of 
express  carriage. 

Certain  of  the  objections  to  the  application  are  that  the  carriage  of  express 
should  be  continued  by  rail;  that  rail  movement  is  a  cheaper  form  of  transport; 
and  that  the  present  service  should  be  retained  for  both  passengers  and  express 
at  least  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook;  the  express  for  points  beyond  Outlook 
to  be  then  transferred  to  highway  transport. 

It  appeared  to  be  developed  that  the  present  capacity  of  the  operating  equip- 
ment is  frequently  overtaxed  and  that  the  overflow  is  either  carried  on  subsequent 
trips  or  moved  in  freight  train  service. 

The  designation  "express"  as  used  here  is  somewhat  a  misnomer.  The 
trains  carry  both  "express"  and  "less  than  carload"  freight.  Locally  on  the  line 
the  express  and  freight  rates  are  the  same  and  it  is  probably  only  the  traffic 
coming  from  or  going  to  points  beyond  the  line  that  is  actually  express. 

Objections  were  made  to  the  highway  transport  for  certain  types  of  goods, 
such  as,  cream,  eggs,  flowers  and  fruit.  Yet  it  is  evident  that  these  goods  do 
move  by  highway  and  that  the  rates  foi  the  present  service  are  competitive 
with  that  form  of  transport. 

I  am  not  impressed  with  the  importance  of  these  objections  and  believe  that 
any  difficulties  which  may  occur  can  be  overcome.  I  am  impressed  with  the  im- 
proved frequency  and  flexibility  the  highway  service  will  accord. 

It  is  quite  obvious  that  the  removal  of  carriage  of  goods  from  these  trains 
will  remove  any  justification  for  the  continuance  of  the  train  service  unless  it 
can  be  shown  that  passenger  patronage  is  sufficient  to  justify  continuing  to 
operate.  I  cannot  find  any  justification  to  require  additional  accommodation  for 
express  traffic  to  be  added  to  the  present  trains;  to  so  require  would  involve  the 
addition  of  another  R.D.C.  unit  with  attendant  heavy  additional  expense  and 
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would  accrue  only  nbout  $5,300  of  additional  gross  annual  revenue  —  that  being 
the  sum  Witness  E.  Brown  estimated  as  accruing  to  the  movement  of  overflow 
volume  in  other  trains. 

Curtailment  of  Train  Service  to  the  Moose  Jaw-Outlook  area: 

It  was  represented  by  certain  of  those  objecting  to  the  application  that  rail 
service  be  continued,  if  not  for  the  whole  route,  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Outlook. 
Coupled  with  this  is  the  contention  that  such  a  service  should  operate  in  reverse 
schedule  to  that  presently  followed;  in  fact,  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Moose  Jaw 
stated  that  if  the  schedule  was  not  so  reversed  and  a  daily  service  instituted 
"the  matter  is  as  hopeless  as  ever"  (Transcript,  p.  3955). 

It  is  quite  evident,  and  admitted  by  the  applicant,  that  the  present  schedule 
is  designed  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  express,  particularly  to  receive  from  or 
deliver  to  connecting  trains.  To  reverse  the  schedule  and  continue  to  carry 
express  thereon  would  be  a  deterioration  of  service  for  the  traffic  which  is  the 
main  support  of  the  present  trains.  The  transfer  of  carriage  of  express  from  rail 
to  highway  would  remove  the  reason  for  the  passenger  service  to  continue  on  its 
present  schedule,  but  it  is  necessary  to  consider  if  a  passenger  service  could  be 
operated  without  substantial  loss. 

Before  bringing  these  comments  to  a  conclusion,  I  should  point  out  that  all 
of  the  submissions  which  have  been  made  to  us  have  received  careful  considera- 
tion and  while  not  specifically  commented  upon  in  full  detail,  all  due  weight  has 
been  given  to  them. 

In  Exhibit  No.  21,  presented  by  Witness  Hume,  our  attention  was  directed  to 
a  decision  of  the  Board  in  1935  reported  at  44  C.R.C.  343  in  "Re  C.N.R.  v. 
Frelighsburg",  involving  an  application  to  abandon  18  miles  of  line  on  which  the 
revenues  were  less  than  $5,000  and  the  expenses  were  $17,000,  and  that  the 
Board's  decision  was  to  refuse  the  application  mainly  on  the  grounds  that  the 
railway  had  not  improved  its  position  by  curtailing  its  service  and  there  was  an 
obligation  upon  the  railway  to  serve  the  public  convenience.  It  would  appear,  at 
page  3933  of  the  Transcript,  that  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Moose  Jaw  was  direct- 
ing our  attention  to  the  same  decision,  although  he  was  unable  to  supply  the 
citation  therefor. 

While  it  is  true  the  Board  so  decided  in  the  year  1935,  the  case  was  again 
presented  in  1938  and  as  reported  in  48  C.R.C.  207  abandonment  was  allowed 
upon  the  Board  being  satisfied  there  was  no  justification  for  continued  opera- 
tion. 

On  page  14  of  Exhibit  21  we  are  referred  to  Volume  2  of  the  Report  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Transportation,  and  an  excerpt  from  page  137  thereof  dealing 
with  that  Commission's  views  upon  the  "mechanics  of  rationalizing  railway 
plant."  I  do  not  find  that  these  views  are  relevant  to  the  present  application 
inasmuch  as  they  deal  entirely  with  abandonment  of  lines  which  is  not  involved 
in  this  case.  In  Judgment  dated  January  29,  1963  dealing  with  the  discontinuance 
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of  passenger  train  service  between  The  Pas  and  Flin  Flon  which  this  Board 
authorized,  the  Judgment  quotes  therein  an  extract  from  the  Royal  Commission's 
Report  which  appeared  to  be  pertinent  to  the  circumstances  involved  in  that 
case,  and  I  would  consider  is  equally  pertinent  in  this  case.  For  convenience, 
the  extract  from  the  Royal  Commission's  Report  is  inserted  here,  as  follows: 

"Rail  passenger  traffic  was  particularly  hard  hit  by  the  improvements  in 
speed  and  comfort  which  technological  advances  had  brought  to  the  private 
motor  car  as  well  as  the  commercial  motor  bus  . . .  Competition  to  railway 
passenger  traffic  was  further  stimulated  in  the  post-war  period  by  the 
tremendous  strides  which  had  been  made  in  the  field  of  aviation."  (pp.  8-9) 

"in  most  instances  where  the  railway  finds  it  necessary  to  reduce  services 
or  abandon  a  line,  the  communities  have  deserted  the  railway  —  making  use 
of  it  only  as  a  standby  service  when  it  is  temporarily  inconvenient  to  move 
goods  and  people  by  alternate  methods."  (p.  40) 

Considerable  emphasis  has  been  laid  upon  the  suggestion  of  opponents  to 
the  instant  application  that  the  present  train  schedule  to  and  from  Moose  Jaw 
should  be  reversed.  It  is  asserted  that  such  reversal  would  increase  the  patronage 
and  remove  a  good  deal  of  the  present  deficit. 

A  like  situation  existed  and  is  dealt  with  in  Board's  Judgment  of  May  3rd, 
1961  in  "Re  C.N.R.  Passenger  Service  Ottawa-Barrys  Bay",  reported  at  82 
C.R.T.C.  page  1.  In  that  case  the  railway  had  made  an  application  in  the  year 
1958  to  discontinue  the  conventional  train  service  in  operation.  At  the  hearing 
various  suggestions  were  made  by  representatives  of  the  public  of  the  area 
involved  urging  the  railways  to  institute  a  trial  service  with  railiner  equipment 
and  in  reverse  of  the  schedule  then  being  operated. 

As  in  the  present  case,  the  train  in  service  carried  express  in  addition  to 
passengers.  In  response  to  representations  of  the  public,  the  railway  in  1959 
instituted  railiner  service  in  substitution  for  the  conventional  train  and  operated 
it  upon  a  reversed  schedule,  as  requested.  The  running  time  provided  by  the 
railiner  was  reduced  by  30  minutes  inasmuch  as  it  had  become  necessary  to  dis- 
continue the  carriage  of  express  traffic  by  rail.  Express  traffic  was  transferred  to 
highway  operation  due  to  the  delay  in  effecting  delivery  at  destination,  resulting 
from  the  change  of  the  train  schedule.  Notwithstanding  the  voluntary  effort  of  the 
railway  to  meet  the  public's  wishes  in  that  (1)  it  provided  a  railiner  service;  (2) 
reversed  the  schedule  and  (3)  reduced  the  running  time,  the  passenger  patronage 
did  not  appreciably  increase  and  the  railway's  deficit  position  was  neither  over- 
come nor  improved.  After  at  least  one  year's  trial  operation,  the  railway  proposed 
discontinuance  of  the  passenger  service.  The  Board  found  that  the  degree  of  in- 
convenience to  the  public  was  not  sufficient  to  justify  denying  the  application  of 
the  railway  to  discontinue  the  service. 

During  the  course  of  the  hearing,  opponents  to  the  application  said  that  they 
had  endeavoured  to  persuade  the  Railway  Company  to  alter  the  schedule  of  the 
trains  and  to  do  so  on  at  least  a  trial  basis,  but  had  met  with  refusal.  The 
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suggestion  thus  made  was  designed  to  promote  the  convenience  of  those  desiring 
to  go  to  Moose  Jaw,  transact  their  business,  and  return  to  their  origins  on  the 
same  day.  I  can  find  no  evidence  in  the  submissions  made  to  us  that  would 
justify  the  Board  ordering  such  a  change,  even  if  it  was  within  the  power  of  the 
Board  so  to  do. 

I  would  conclude  this  Judgment  with  my  comment  that,  while  the  construc- 
tion work  now  in  progress  of  the  Saskatchewan  River  Dam  has  justifiably  aroused 
the  optimism  of  the  area,  such  development  however  has  not  resulted  in  improve- 
ment in  the  patronage  of  the  passenger  train  service  involved  here.  While  the 
opponents  to  the  application  assert  that  the  applicant's  proposal  to  discontinue 
the  operation  of  these  trains  is  premature  and  should  be  refused,  I  am  unable  to 
find  any  evidence  that  either  the  present  construction  program  or  the  imminence 
of  the  development  of  a  diversified  economy  justifies  denying  the  application. 

Findings: 

I  find  that: 

(1)  the  service  provided  by  trains  numbers  211  and  212  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Macklin,  Province  of  Sas- 
katchewan, is  a  deficit  operation; 

(2)  the  financial  improvement  anticipated  by  discontinuance  of  the  operation 
of  the  said  trains  is  a  substantial  one; 

(3)  the  inconvenience  to  the  public  which  would  result  from  discontinuance 
of  the  said  trains  is  not  of  sufficient  measure  to  justify  denying  the  application; 

(4)  the  application  should  be  and  is  hereby  granted. 

Discontinuance  of  the  operation  of  the  said  trains  may  become  effective  on 
30  days'  notice  to  the  Board  and  by  posting  such  notice  in  a  prominent  place  in 
each  station  now  served  by  such  trains,  but  such  discontinuance  is  not  to  take 
place  earlier  than  the  16th  day  of  June,  1963.  An  Order  to  that  effect  to  issue.

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.: 

In  a  letter  to  the  Board  the  Applicant  stated  that  he  has  been  trying  to 
obtain  a  telephone  from  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  without  avail. 
For  the  sake  of  brevity  1  shall  refer  to  the  Company  as  "Bell".  He  said  that  his 
premises  are  approximately  100  feet  from  one  of  the  Company's  lines  which 
serve's  a  house  across  the  road  from  his  premises.  He  therefore  requested  the 
Board's  assistance.  The  Board  subsequently  developed  the  matter  through  cor- 
respondence and  has  ascertained  the  facts  necessary  to  dispose  of  the  applica- 
tion. It  was  enquired  into  and  is  being  determined  by  Assistant  Chief  Commis- 
sioner Griffin,  Commissioner  Kirk  and  me.  The  Applicant  and  Bell  have  consented 
to  determination  on  the  basis  of  the  submissions  on  file,  without  a  public  hear- 
ing. 

Section  2  of  the  Statutes  of  Canada  1902,  c.  41  entitled  "An  Act  Respecting 
The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada",  is  as  follows: 

2.  Upon  the  application  of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  within  the 
city,  town  or  village  or  other  territory  within  which  a  general  service  is 
given  and  where  a  telephone  is  required  for  any  lawful  purpose,  the  Company 
shall,  with  all  reasonable  despatch,  furnish  telephones,  of  the  latest  im- 
proved design  then  in  use  by  the  Company  in  the  locality,  and  telephone 
service  for  premises  fronting  upon  any  highway,  street,  lane,  or  other  place 
along,  over,  under  or  upon  which  the  Company  has  constructed,  or  may 
hereafter  construct,  a  main  or  branch  telephone  service  or  system,  upon 
tender  or  payment  of  the  lawful  rates  semi-annually  in  advance,  provided 
that  the  instrument  be  not  situate  further  than  two  hundred  feet  from  such 
highway,  street,  lane  or  other  place. 

The  premises  of  the  Applicant  front  on  the  south  side  of  Edwards  Road 
and  his  residence  is  within  200  feet  of  the  road.  The  road^rs  a  common  boundary 
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line  between  Osgoode  Township  and  Gloucester  Township,  Osgoode  Township 
lying  south  and  Gloucester  Township  lying  north  of  the  road.  One  M.G.  Owens, 
whose  premises  front  on  the  same  road  directly  opposite  the  premises  of  the 
Applicant,  has  telephone  service  from  Bell's  Metcalfe  Highway  exchange  which 
is  included  in  the  company's  Ottawa  local  calling  area. 

The  Bell's  line  serving  the  Owens'  premises  runs  along  the  north  side  of 
Edwards  Road  for  a  distance  of  about  1.1  miles  from  Highway  No.  31.  It  is  a 
12- pair  urban  wire  cable,  of  which  four  pairs  are  in  use  and  eight  pairs  spare. 
The  line  provides  residence  multi-party  service  to  Mr.  Owens  and  10  other 
parties;  it  also  provides  one  residence  individual  line  service.  It  is  a  rural 
distribution  line  and  is  connected  to  a  feeder  line  which  extends  to  the  company's 
Metcalfe  Highway  exchange.  Metcalfe  Telephones  Limited*  gives  a  general 
telephone  service  in  Osgoode  Township  and  serves  on  both  sides  of  Edwards 
Road  in  the  locality  where  the  Applicant  lives  and  its  line  is  within  a  few  feet 
of  his  house.  It  objects  to  the  provision  of  Bell  service  on  the  south  side  of 
Edwards  Road  in  the  Metcalfe  exchange.  It  is  willing  and  able  to  provide  its 
telephone  service  to  the  Applicant  on  that  south  side  but  he  states  that  the 
Metcalfe  system  cannot  provide  him  with  the  service  he  desires.  In  any  event 
he  has  requested  Bell  to  provide  its  service  to  him.  The  issue  is  whether  he 
is  entitled  to  Bell  service  under  section  2  above  quoted. 

Bell  states  that  there  are  several  hundred  independent  telephone  companies 
operating  in  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec;  that  in  most  instances  the 
dividing  line  between  the  territory  served  by  an  independent  system  and  Bell 
is  not  defined  by  clear  geographical  features  but  rather  by  informal  agreement 
between  the  adjoining  companies;  that  some  overlaps  exist  but  they  are  rec- 
ognized as  undesirable  and  constant  effort  is  made  to  remove  them  to  the 
mutual  satisfaction  of  all  concerned;  that  in  the  case  of  the  Metcalfe  system 
there  are  instances  where  the  mutually  agreed  boundary  is  down  the  middle  of 
a  road  and  in  some  of  these  the  Metcalfe  plant  runs  down  one  side  while  the 
Bell  plant  runs  down  the  other,  with  each  company  respecting  the  boundary 
by  providing  service  to  customers  only  on  their  side  of  the  road. 

The  further  submissions  of  Bell  in  support  of  its  refusal  to  provide  Tele- 
phone service  to  the  Applicant  were  set  out  in  a  letter  dated  October  4,  1962, 
from  Mr.  N.A.  Munnoch,  Q.C.,  Vice-President  and  General  Counsel  of  the  company. 
Rather  than  summarize  the  submissions  I  shall  quote  the  letter  as  follows: 

"You  asked  that  we  furnish  your  Board  with  our  full  submissions  as 
to  whether  or  not  Mr.  McKenna's  residence  comes  within  the  provisions  of 
Section  2  of  Chapter  41  of  the  Statutes  of  1902. 

In  our  submission  Mr.  McKenna  is  not  a  person  to  whom  Section  2  of 
Chapter  41  of  the  Statutes  of  1902  applies  even  though  his  residence  is 
located  within  200  feet  of  this  Company's  line  on  Edwards  Road  and  that 
our  Company  is  justified  in  the  position  it  has  taken  in  declining  to  provide 
Mr.  McKenna  with  our  services. 

♦Formerly  The  Metcalfe  Rural  Telephone  Company,  Limited 
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In  the  third  paragraph  of  your  letter  you  quote  a  portion  of  Section  2  of 
Chapter  41  of  the  Statutes  of  1902  but  in  my  respectful  submission  the 
portion  which  you  quote  is  taken  out  of  context.  The  complete  section  is 
as  follows: 

'2.  Upon  the  application  of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  within  the 
city,  town  or  village  or  other  territory  within  which  a  general  service 
is  given  and  where  a  telephone  is  required  for  any  lawful  purpose,  the 
Company  shall,  with  all  reasonable  despatch,  furnish  telephones,  of 
the  latest  improved  design  then  in  use  by  the  Company  in  the  locality, 
and  telephone  service  for  premises  fronting  upon  any  highway,  street, 
lane,  or  other  place  along,  over,  under  or  upon  which  the  Company  has 
constructed,  or  may  hereafter  construct,  a  main  or  branch  telephone 
service  or  system,  upon  tender  or  payment  of  the  lawful  rates  semi- 
annually in  advance,  provided  that  the  instrument  be  not  situate  further 
than  two  hundred  feet  from  such  highway,  street,  lane  or  other  place.' 

Your  attention  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  words  which  I  have  underlined. 
These  are  the  controlling  words  of  the  entire  section  so  far  as  this  case  is 
concerned.  Mr.  McKenna's  residence  is  not  located  in  any  city,  town  or 
village,  but  it  is  located  in  rural  territory  on  the  South  side  of  Edwards 
Road  which  is  the  dividing  line  between  the  Townships  of  Gloucester  and 
Osgoode  in  the  County  of  Carleton.  The  Township  of  Osgoode  where  Mr. 
McKenna's  premises  are  located  in  Concession  VI,  comprises  some  91,418 
acres  or  approximately  140  square  miles.  The  line  which  we  have  on  Edwards 
Road  which  passes  Mr,  McKenna's  premises  in  which  he  seeks  our  service, 
is  located  on  the  North  side  of  that  road  and  is  in  the  Township  of  Glou- 
cester. 

The  only  specific  services  we  provide  in  the  Township  of  Osgoode  are 

(1)  2  residence  rural  party  line  services  on  the  South  side  of  Edwards  Road 
near  Manotick  Station  which  are  served  from  a  line  of  ours  on  Edwards 
Road  extending  from  the  C.P.R.  tracks  to  the  East  Boundary  of  Con- 
cession III  in  the  Township  of  Osgoode,  This  line  does  not  extend  past 
Mr.  McKenna's  premises  and  ends  about  3  miles  therefrom. 

The  Metcalfe  Rural  Telephone  Company  Limited  has  no  paralleling  line 
at  this  location. 

(2)  An  off-premises  extension  line  from  the  Government  of  Canada  services 
in  our  Ottawa  Exchange  to  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  radio  site 
which  is  located  on  Highway  No.  31  about  1  mile  South  of  Edwards 
Road.  This  is  a  "special"  and  not  a  general  service. 

The  Board  will  appreciate  that  the  three  services  mentioned  are  all 
particular  oc  special  services  and  their  locations  are  such  as  not  to  con- 
stitute a  "territory"  in  which  a  general  service  is  given  by  us. 

The  only  portions  of  the  Township  of  Osgoode  in  which  our  Company 
does  give  a  general  service  are  those  shaded  in  green  on  the  enclosed 
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map.  These  run  generally  down  the  Westerly,  Southerly  and  Easterly  boun- 
daries of  the  Township  of  Osgoode  and  comprise  in  total  some  18,000  of 
the  91,418  acres  in  the  entire  Township.  Mr.  McKenna's  residence  is  about 
6  miles  distant  from  the  nearest  point  to  any  territory  in  which  we  provide 
any  general  service  in  the  Township  of  Osgoode. 

The  Board  will  note  from  the  unshaded  portion  of  the  enclosed  map 
that  in  the  Township  of  Osgoode  in  which  Mr.  McKenna's  residence  is 
located  there  is  a  vast  area  of  some  73,000  acres  (about  115  square  miles) 
in  which  our  Company  provides  no  telephone  services  whatsoever.  Service 
in  this  large  territory  is  provided  by  The  Metcalfe  Rural  Telephone  Company 
Limited  whose  lines  are  shown  is  red  on  the  map. 

Since  therefore  Mr,  McKenna  is  located  in  a  territory  within  which  no 
"general  service"  is  given  by  this  Company,  Section  2  of  Chapter  41  of  the 
Statutes  of  1902  does  not  extend  or  apply  to  him  or  give  him  the  right  to 
obtain  telephone  service  from  this  Company.  Unless  Mr.  McKenna  can  show 
that  he  is  located  within  a  "territory  within  which  a  general  service  is 
given"  by  this  Company,  which  he  cannot  do,  he  is  not  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  this  enactment  nor  is  this  Company  bound  to  give  service  under 
the  compulsion  of  that  section. 

There  is  this  further  consideration  which  we  would  like  to  place  before 
the  Board,  namely:  Mr.  McKenna's  premises  are  located  in  the  territory 
served  by  The  Metcalfe  Rural  Telephone  Company  Limited  (whose  line 
runs  along  the  same  side  of  Edwards  Road  on  which  Mr.  McKenna's  house 
is  located).  Our  Company  has  a  Traffic  Agreement  with  The  Metcalfe  Rural 
Telephone  Company  Limited,  dated  December  21,  1951,  which  was  duly 
approved  by  your  Board  by  Order  No.  78405  dated  February  26,  1952.  With 
such  approval,  this  agreement  is  legally  binding  upon  this  Company  by 
virtue  of  Subsection  12  of  Section  380  of  the  Railway  Act.  This  agreement 
provides  in  Section  12  as  follows: 

'Neither  Company  shall  enter  into  competition  with  the  other,  except 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  in  writing,  but  nothing  in  this  agreement  shall 
be  deemed  or  construed  to  prevent  the  Bell  Company  from  accepting 
application  for  direct  connection  from  any  other  system  already  con- 
nected with  and  forming  part  of  the  system  of  the  Connecting  Company, 
and  entering  into  an  agreement  for  such  purpose.' 

This  Company  must  of  course  live  up  to  the  legal  obligations  to  which 
jit  commits  itself  and  if  we  were  to  give  service  to  Mr.  McKenna,  we  would 
I  be  invading  the  territory  served  by  The  Metcalfe  Rural  Telephone  Company 
Limited,  entering  into  competition  with  that  Company,  and  thus  committing 
a  breach  of  our  covenant  with  that  Company  contained  in  the  agreement 
approved  by  your  Board. 
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The  Board  will  appreciate  the  desirability  in  the  public  interest  of  not 
having  two  telephone  systems  in  the  same  locality  competing  with  each 
other.  In  this  connection  I  would  refer  to  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada  in  Ingersoll  Telephone  Co.  v.  Bell  Telephone  Co.  of  Canada  53 
S.C.R.  S83  where  the  Chief  Justice  of  Canada  stated  at  page  587: 

'I  quite  agree  with  the  late  Chief  Commissioner  Mabee,  who  said  that 
in  most  public  services  competition  is  desirable  in  the  public  interest, 
but  a  duplicating  of  telephone  systems  is  a  nuisance.  What  is  required 
and  what  the  Act  contemplates  is  efficient  regulation  of  the  conditions 
under  which  the  telephone  companies  are  to  co-operate  in  the  exchange 
of  business  facilities.' 

After  all  the  line  of  The  Metcalfe  Rural  Telephone  Company  Limited 
runs  along  Edwards  Road  in  the  Township  of  Osgoode  on  the  same  side  of 
the  road  as  the  premises  of  Mr.  McKenna  are  located.  There  is  a  vast  ter- 
ritory of  some  73,000  acres  (about  115  square  miles)  in  the  Township  of 
Osgoode  in  which  this  Company  gives  no  general  telephone  service  what- 
soever and  Mr.  McKenna's  residence  is  located  in  that  territory. 

Mr.  McKenna  is  not  being  deprived  of  telephone  service  as  he  is  in  the 
territory  served  by  The  Metcalfe  Rural  Telephone  Company  Limited  which 
we  understand  is  ready  and  willing  to  serve  him.  He  therefore  suffers  no 
prejudice  at  the  hands  of  our  Company. 

While  we  regret  to  have  to  take  this  position  with  regard  to  Mr.  McKenna, 
we  feel  that  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  telephone  service  in  Canada 
that  we  live  up  to  and  adhere  to  the  terms  of  our  interconnecting  agree- 
ments with  other  companies  which  serve  other  portions  of  Canada,  whose 
systems,  connected  with  ours,  form  a  network  serving  the  whole  of  Canada 
with  telephone  services,  and  whose  interchange  of  traffic  agreements  have 
been  approved  by  your  Board. " 

In  a  subsequent  letter  dated  October  25,  Mr.  Munnoch  stated: 

"The  Board  will  appreciate  that  we  do  not  precisely  fix  or  define  the 
limits  of  any  exchange.  Consequently  to  show  these  on  the  map  has  presented 
us  with  considerable  difficulty.  Our  General  Tariff  C.T.C.  (TP)  No.  6716, 
4th  Revised  Page  44,  Item  30-1  states  that  "an  exchange  is  a  basic  unit  for 
the  administration  and  furnishing  of  telephone  service,  and  normally  includes 
a  city,  town  or  village  and  adjacent  parts". 

The  city,  town  or  village  is  the  densely  populated  nucleus  of  an  exchange 
where  telephone  service  can  be  given  most  economically  due  to  our  en- 
gineering the  location  of  the  serving  wire  centre  at  a  point  therein  which 
results  in  our  distribution  circuits  to  the  customers'  premises  being  the 
shortest  and  hence  least  expensive.  When  service  is  required  beyond  the 
densely  settled  nucleus,  it  is  provided  from  that  exchange  from  which  the 
service  required  can  be  given  most  economically  having  due  regard  to  the 
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considerations  of  community  of  interest.  Therefore  you  will  note  that  the 
so-called  boundaries  of  an  exchange  may  vary  as  additional  services  are 
given.  Accordingly  these  are  neither  fixed  nor  static  but  change  as  changing 
circumstances  require.  In  endeavouring  to  show  the  exchange  boundaries 
on  the  map  we  have  included  all  the  territory  in  which  service  is  or  in  which 
we  presently  think  it  might  be  given  from  the  wire  centres  of  the  Ottawa 
exchange.  This  of  course  is  subject  to  future  changing  circumstances  and 
conditions." 

Metcalfe  Telephones  Limited  submitted  that  it  has  invested  considerable 
money  in  new  telephone  plant  in  its  franchise  area,  the  Applicant  is  located 
within  this  area  and  it  is  not  in  the  public  interest  to  allow  a  duplication  of 
services. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Section  33  of  the  Railway  Act  applies  to  section  2  of  the  1902  statute  re- 
specting Bell.  Subsection  (2)  of  the  said  section  33  is  as  follows: 

"(2)  The  Board  may  order  and  require  any  company  or  person  to  do 
forthwith,  or  within  or  at  any  specified  time,  and  in  any  manner  prescribed 
by  the  Board,  so  far  as  is  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  any  act,  matter,  or 
thing  that  such  company  or  person  is  or  may  be  required  to  do  under  this 
Act,  or  the  Special  Act,  and  may  forbid  the  doing  or  continuing  of  any  act, 
matter  or  thing  which  is  contrary  to  this  Act,  or  the  Special  Act;  and  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act  has  full  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  all 
matters  whether  of  law  or  of  fact." 

The  essential  issue  is  whether  on  the  facts  the  Applicant  is  entitled  to 
Bell  service  under  section  2  of  the  1902  statute. 

Section  2  was  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  persons  desiring  to  have  Bell's 
telephone  service,  although  their  right  to  have  that  service  was  limited  to  cer- 
tain situations  set  forth  in  the  section.  In  those  situations  it  normally  would 
not  be  impractical  for  the  company  to  provide  service.  Having  regard  to  the 
purpose  of  section  2  and  the  function  of  the  Board,  I  think  that  I  should  approach 
the  language  of  the  section  as  Rand.  J.,  approached  the  language  of  section  378 
of  the  Railway  Act  respecting  telephone  lines  along  highways,  as  stated  in  his 
decision  in  Bell  Telephone  Company  v.  Middlesex,  60  CRTC  1  at  21,  "so  as  to 
give  it  that  plain  and  practical  meaning  which  the  nature  of  the  subject  matter 
and  the  character  of  the  Board's  function  unite  in  requiring." 

Section  3  of  the  Act  that  incorporated  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of 
Canada,  1880  c.  67,  gave  it  certain  powers  to  construct  and  maintain  its  lines, 
subject  to  provisos  imposing  conditions  in  that  respect  in  "cities,  towns  and  in- 
corporated villages".  It  is  significant,  I  think,  that  in  section  2  of  the  1902  Act, 
Parliament  did  not  use  these  same  words  "cities,  towns  and  incorporated  villages" 
but  used  a  wider  expression,  "city,  town  or  village  or  other  territory",  and  also 
used  the  collective  description,  "locality".  Bell's  telephone  exchange  boundaries 
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are  not  necessarily  co-extensive  with  municipal  territorial  boundaries.  They 
may  also  be  changed  by  the  company  to  meet  increased  demand  for  service  and 
for  other  reasons.  Service  is  often  given  in  one  part  of  a  municipality  but  not  in 
another  part.  Part  of  one  municipality  and  part  of  another  may  together  form  an 
exchange  unit  or  an  area  of  telephone  service.  The  fact  that  the  Applicant's 
premises  are  in  one  township  and  the  premises  served  by  Bell  across  the  road 
are  in  another  township  is  of  little  importance  in  the  determination  of  the  issue 
here.  I  think  that  the  ejusdem  generis  rule  does  not  apply  to  the  word  "territory" 
or  the  word  "locality"  in  section  2  and  that  although  the  Applicant's  residence 
is  not  in  a  city,  town  or  village  it  is  in  a  territory  or  locality  within  the  meaning 
of  those  words  in  the  section. 

There  remain  the  questions: 

(a)  whether  the  territory  or  locality  is  one  within  which  Bell  gives  a  "general 
service"; 

(b)  whether  the  Applicant's  premises  front  upon  a  highway  and  his  residence 
is  within  200  feet  of  such  highway;  and 

(c)  whether  Bell  has  a  main  or  branch  telephone  service  or  system  along 
the  highway. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Applicant's  premises  front  on  a  highway  and  the 
residence  is  within  200  feet  of  it  and  that  Bell  has  installed  a  12-pair  cable 
along  the  highway  in  front  of  the  premises  and  by  use  of  that  cable  gives  tele- 
phone service  to  12  customers  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  highway.  The  tele- 
phones of  these  customers  are  connected  with  the  remainder  of  the  company's 
system  and  may  be  used  to  call  and  receive  calls  from  all  parts  of  the  system. 
The  service  given  to  those  subscribers  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  general  service 
and  is  given  in  a  territory  or  locality  in  which  the  premises  of  the  Applicant 
are  situated. 

I,  therefore,  find  that  the  Applicant  is  entitled  to  a  telephone  and  tele- 
phone service  from  Bell  under  section  2  of  the  1902  Act.  No  Traffic  Agreement 
entered  into  between  Bell  and  Metcalfe  Telephones  Limited,  whether  approved 
by  the  Board  or  not,  supersedes  or  renders  inoperative  or  ineffective  the  provi- 
sions of  that  section  2. 

I  would  order  and  require  Bell  to  furnish  a  telephone  and  telephone  service 
to  the  Applicant  in  the  situation  and  circumstances  set  forth  herein  either 
on  the  application  he  has  made  to  the  company  or  upon  an  application  by  him 
in  writing  if  the  company  so  requires,  subject  to  the  applicable  General  Regula- 
tions of  the  company. 

Order  implementing  this  Judgment  to  go.

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GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.  (dissenting): 

With  respect,  I  must  differ  from  the  Judgment  of  the  Chief  Commissioner 
and  Mr.  Commissioner  Kirk  for  the  reason  that  I  attach  a  different  meaning 
to  the  words  "within  the  city,  town  or  village  or  other  territory  within  which 
a  general  service  is  given". 

By  its  nature  a  public  utility  usually  operates  in  an  area  or  territory  in 
which  it  alone  provides  the  service.  This  is  the  area  or  territory  in  which  its 
general  service  is  given.  The  boundaries  may  be  clearly  defined  but  usually 
they  are  not. 

A  customer,  consumer  or  subscriber  in  such  an  area  (with  very  few  ex- 
ceptions) cannot  elect  by  which  utility  he  will  be  served.  He  has  available 
to  him  only  the  services  provided  by  the  utility  giving  general  service  in  the 
area.  Hence  the  reason  for  much  legislation  to  protect  him. 

Instances  have  occurred  in  the  past  where  rivalries  have  arisen  between 
utilities  to  serve  certain  areas  with  resulting  intrusion  by  one  utility  into  the 
territory  served  by  another. 

At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  amendment  of  1902  (with  which  we  are 
concerned),  the  pattern  of  utilities  providing  a  general  service  in  a  particular 
territory  was  well  established.  At  that  time  there  were  in  the  Provinces  of 
Quebec  and  Ontario  many  private  and  municipal  telephone  systems. 

In  my  opinion,  the  wording  of  the  1902  amendment  recognized  the  neces- 
sity of  one  telephone  system  only  providing  a  general  service  in  any  one  city, 
town  or  village,  or  in  any  one  territory  or  service  area. 

General  service  in  Osgoode  Township  is  provided  by  Metcalfe  Telephones 
Limited,  although  about  its  perimeter  parts  of  the  Township  are  served  by  The 
Bell  Telephone  Company  at  and  about  Manotick  and  Osgoode  Station,  at  and 
about  Reed  Mills,  and  at  and  about  Vernon,  Marionville,  Marvelville,  North 
Branch  and  Pana.  Nonetheless,  the  general  service  that  is  provided  in  Osgoode 
Township  is  provided  by  the  Metcalfe  company.  Its  exchange  is  at  Metcalfe, 
which  is  approximately  in  the  centre  of  the  Township,  and  its  lines  form  a 
general  grid  throughout  the  Township. 

Mr.  McKenna  can  be  served  by  the  Metcalfe  company  and  it  is  prepared  to 
serve  him.  If  the  service  that  would  be  furnished  to  him  by  the  Metcalfe  com- 
pany should  prove  inadequate,  he  may  have  recourse  to  have  it  improved.  He 
cannot,  however,  in  my  opinion,  plead  successfully  before  this  Board  that  he 
is  entitled  to  be  served  by  the  Bell  company,  for  to  be  successful  he  must 
come  within  Section  2  of  the  amendment  of  1902.  In  my  opinion,  he  cannot  do 
so,  not  being  a  person  living  within  a  city,  town  or  village  or  other  territory 
in  which  a  general  telephone  service  is  furnished  by  the  Bell  company. 

I  would  dismiss  the  application.

ORAL  JUDGMENT 

(As  read  in  open  Court  on  Friday,  May  17th,  1963)' 

The  Board  has  come  to  a  decision  in  this  matter  and  has  concluded  that, 
for  reasons  that  I  will  mention,  it  should  give  its  Judgment  now  rather  than 
deferring  it. 

The  application  before  the  Board  is  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  Canadian 
National  trains  5  and  6  between  Winnipeg  and  Regina. 

The  application  was  filed  with  the  Board  on  June  22nd,  1962.  Although 
copies  of  the  application  were  served  by  the  Railway  Company  on  rural  municipal- 
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ities  and  persons  affected,  they  were  not  served  on  certain  urban  municipalities, 
including  the  City  of  Brandon. 

This  omission  was  made  good  in  the  latter  part  of  September  of  last  year. 
Subsequently,  the  City  of  Brandon,  the  Brandon  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the 
Brandon  Industrial  Commission  advised  the  Board  that  they  intended  to  oppose 
the  application  and  asked  for  a  public  hearing  at  Brandon.  Opposition  to  the 
application  was  also  entered  by  a  Mr.  Forsyth  of  Woodnorth  and  by  the  commu- 
nities of  Sifton  and  Kipling. 

However,  of  the  municipalities  and  persons  served,  there  have  appeared  at 
the  hearing  representatives  only  of  the  City  and  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Brandon; 
also  appearing  in  opposition  has  been  Mr.  Sandell  of  Maryfield. 

The  Board  in  September  last,  by  reason  of  demands  from  Brandon,  delayed 
its  decision  and  acceded  to  the  requests  for  a  hearing,  notwithstanding  the  heavy 
financial  losses  claimed  by  the  Railway  Company. 

In  accordance  with  the  Board's  usual  practice,  a  review  of  the  service 
performed  by  the  trains  was  conducted  throughout  the  line.  By  reason  of  the  lapse 
of  time  before  the  hearing,  a  second  such  review  was  made  in  the  early  part  of 
May. 

The  evidence  shows  that  the  Railway  Company  is  bearing  a  very  heavy 
financial  burden  in  the  operation  of  these  trains.  It  is  true  that  the  loss  in  1962 
is  less  than  it  was  in  1961.  This  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  increased  mail 
revenues  and  increased  revenues  from  piggy  back  carryings;  operating  costs 
were  less  by  reason  of  the  use  of  single  unit  diesel  power  replacing  the  two 
smaller  units  formerly  assigned  to  each  of  these  trains. 

The  Board's  officers,  in  anticipation  of  the  hearing,  obtained  from  the 
Railway  Company  its  working  papers  to  study  the  basis  upon  which  the  alleged 
loss  is  claimed. 

The  Board,  through  its  officers,  has  made  an  analysis  of  the  revenues  and 
expenses  which  indicates  that,  although  the  Board  would  disallow  certain 
expenses,  the  remaining  loss  would  still  be  in  excess  of  $450,000  per  annum. 

The  Board  must  consider,  principally,  two  things.  First,  has  a  successful 
attack  been  made  upon  the  Railway  Company's  figures  such  as  to  warrant  the 
Board  making  any  further  adjustments?  Second,  is  the  need  for  the  service 
supplied  by  these  trains  such  as  to  outweigh  the  financial  burden  to  the  Railway 
Company?  As  to  the  first,  there  has  been  nothing  adduced  in  evidence  or  brought 
out  in  cross-examination  that  assists  the  Board  further  in  the  analysis  it  has 
made.  As  to  the  second,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  evidence  clearly  demon- 
strates that  there  is  little  need  for  the  trains  that  will  not  be  adequately  met  by 
the  existing  and  proposed  alternative  services. 
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We  do  not  propose  to  go  into  the  details  of  the  existing  or  proposed  services, 
but  it  might  well  be  mentioned  that  the  use  made  of  these  trains  by  passengers 
declined  in  the  case  of  train  number  5  from  an  average  per  trip  of  21.1  in  1960  to 
12.7  in  1961,  and  11.5  in  1962.  The  corresponding  decline  in  the  use  of  train 
number  6  is  from  an  average  per  trip  of  23.4  in  1960  to  14.4  in  1961,  and  12.7  in 
1962.  Over  a  run  of  some  356  miles  this  does  not  demonstrate  any  substantial 
passenger  patronage. 

Not  infrequently  in  hearings  of  this  nature,  proposals  have  been  made  that 
service  by  rail  diesel  car  could  be  substituted  for  the  existing  conventional 
service  with  resulting  benefits  to  patrons  and  substantial  savings  to  the  railway 
company.  This  suggestion  was  made  in  this  instance.  Again,  without  going  into 
details  of  the  evidence,  the  testimony  given  in  response  to  this  proposal  indicates 
that  it  would  at  least  entail  a  capital  expenditure  of  some  $500,000  and  still 
result  in  a  very  substantial  annual  loss. 

In  the  light  of  the  evidence  at  the  hearing,  having  considered  all  representa- 
tions made  both  prior  to  and  at  the  hearing,  and  with  the  benefit  of  its  analysis 
of  the  Company's  figures-,  the  Board  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  need 
for  the  trains  is  not  such  as  to  require  the  Railway  Company  to  continue  sustain- 
ing its  present  loss.  We  would  authorize  the  discontinuance  of  the  operation  of 
trains  5  and  6  between  Winnipeg  and  Regina.

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JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.: 

By  its  application  dated  December  1,  1961,  under  Section  168  of  the  Railway 
Act,  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  applied  for  leave  to  abandon  the  opera- 
tion of  that  part  of  its  Minto  Subdivision  in  New  Burnswick  from  mileage  53.0, 
just  east  of  Pennlyn,  to  the  end  of  the  line  at  Norton,  mileage  90.3,  a  distance  of 
37.3  miles.  The  portion  sought  to  be  abandoned  is  herein  sometimes  referred  to 
as  "the  line"  or  "the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion". 

There  are  two  features  of  this  case  that  are  not  usually  found  in  abandon- 
ment cases.  The  first  is  that  the  line  is  owned  by  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick 
and  is  held  by  Canadian  Pacific  under  a  999  years'  lease.  The  second  is  that 
more  than  half  of  the  line,  some  20.8  miles  of  the  37.3  miles  involved,  has  not 
had  any  train  operations  since  April  2,  1962,  when  Washademoak  Bridge  at 
mileage  69.5  was  damaged  by  river  ice. 

The  mileage  sought  to  be  abandoned  is  part  of  Canadian  Pacific's  Minto 
Subdivision  which  extends  from  South  Devon,  mileage  0.0,  through  Minto,  Chipman 
and  Pennlyn  to  Norton,  mileage  90.3.  The  part  between  Minto,  mileage  30.78,  and 
Norton  was  constructed  between  1888  and  1903  by  the  New  Brunswick  Coal  and 
Railway  Company.  This  part  was  leased  by  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  to 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  a  term  of  999  years  from  October  8,  1914. 
The  part  between  South  Devon  and  Minto  was  also  leased  to  Canadian  Pacific 
under  another  lease  for  999  years. 

The  portion  sought  to  be  abandoned  extends  from  mileage  53.0,  a  point 
just  east  of  Pennlyn,  to  Norton.  The  remainder  of  the  Minto  Subdivision,  including 
the  trackage  from  Pennlyn  through  Chipman  to  Minto,  would  remain.  The  Canadian 
National's  Sussex  Subdivision  between  Moncton  and  Saint  John  connects  with  the 
Minto  Subdivision  at  Norton.  Canadian  National's  Chipman  Subdivision  runs 
through  Chipman.  Thus  there  would  be  continuing  railway  lines  and  stations  at 
each  end  of  the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion. 

Stations  on  the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion  are  Cumberland  Bay  (56.6),  Young's 
Cove  Road  (64.8),  Cody  (70.1),  Belleisle  (82.8)  and  Norton  (90.3),  in  that  order, 
and  there  are  also  several  spur  tracks  and  other  stopping  places. 

The  country  through  which  the  line  runs  is  mainly  wooded  land,  sparsely 
settled,  with  a  few  small  communities.  Pulpwood  is  the  principal  product  of  the 
area. 

The  train  service  over  the  line  for  some  time  prior  to  the  damage  to  the 
Washademoak  Bridge  on  April  2,  1962,  was  a  regular  second  class  mixed  train 
turn-around  service  between  Chipman  and  Norton,  six  days  a  week,  with  home 
terminal  at  Chipman.  Passenger  patronage  has  been  negligible.  Since  the  damage 
to  the  bridge  the  train  service  has  been  a  regular  second  class  turn-around  ser- 
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vice,  six  days  a  week,  between  Fredericton,  Chipman  and  Young's  Cove  Road 
plus  a  few  extra  train  trips  as  required  beyond  Young's  Cove  Road.  There  has 
been  no  train  operation  between  the  Washademoak  Bridge  and  Norton  since  the 
bridge  was  damaged. 

Canadian  Pacific  explained  that  the  portion  of  the  Minto  Subdivision  be- 
tween Minto  and  Pennlyn  is  being  retained  because  there  is  sufficient  traffic, 
particularly  coal  from  adjacent  coal  mines,  on  that  portion  to  justify  its  reten- 
tion. 

The  Trans-Canada  Highway,  which  is  the  arterial  connection  between 
Sussex  and  Fredericton,  crosses  the  railway  line  at  Young's  Cove  Road.  High- 
way No.  10,  a  paved  all-weather  road,  closely  parallels  the  railway  from  Pennlyn 
to  Granville,  where  the  railway  and  highway  separate  until  they  rejoin  at  Cumber- 
land Bay,  from  which  No.  10  runs  southerly  to  its  junction  with  the  Trans- 
Canada  Highway  at  Young's  Cove.  From  Young's  Cove  Road  to  Washademoak  the 
railway  runs  through  a  wooded  area,  with  one  gravel  road  running  roughly  parallel 
to  the  railway,  and  from  Washademoak  to  Belleisle  the  railway  is  both  paralleled 
and  intersected  by  a  network  of  gravel  branch  and  secondary  roads.  From  Belle- 
isle  to  Norton  the  railway  is  paralleled  by  a  secondary  road  and  Highway  No.  40, 
both  of  which  are  paved  all-weather  roads.  Norton  is  on  Highway  No.  2  between 
Saint  John  and  Sussex.  Paved  highways  and  secondary  gravel  roads  are  kept  open 
in  winter.  Gravel  branch  roads  are  often  very  poor  when  spring  thawing  takes 
place. 

The  SMT  Bus  System  operates  a  Minto-Chipman- Sussex  bus  service  on  Route 
2  which  stops  at  some  of  the  places  on  the  railway  line.  This  service  operates 
only  on  week-ends  and  holidays. 

The  principal  industry  served  by  the  line  is  pulpwood,  which  is  a  seasonal 
industry  as  and  when  required  by  the  mills.  The  pulpwood  that  is  carried  on  the 
line  is  trucked  from  the  cutting  areas  and  pick-up  points  to  railway  loading  points. 
Most  of  it  goes  to  Cornwall,  Vanceboro  and  Edmundston.  There  is  also  some 
Christmas  tree  traffic  and  a  minor  amount  of  other  traffic  from  the  area.  Canadian 
Pacific  proposes  that  if  the  application  is  granted  the  pulpwood  which  otherwise 
would  use  the  line  will  be  trucked  to  Canadian  Pacific  railway  points,  e.g. 
Chipman  and  Pennlyn,  and  to  Canadian  National  points,  e.g.  Norton,  or  will  go 
by  truck  to  the  Saint  John  area  if  that  is  the  destination.  The  greater  part  of  the 
pulpwood  produced  in  the  area  has  been  going  by  truck  and  water  to  the  Irving 
Pulp  and  Paper  Mill  in  the  Saint  John  area. 

Canadian  Pacific  submitted  evidence  of  the  estimated  financial  improvement 
that  it  would  have  had  if  the  line  had  not  been  operated  during  the  years  1958  to 
1961,  as  shown  in  Exhibit  10  as  follows:

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Additional  details  of  L.c.l.  and  carload  traffic  for  those  years  were  given  in 
Exhibit  5.  The  Exhibit  shows,  received  in  1%1,  1  car  of  limestone,  1  car  of 
fertilizer,  1  car  of  asphalt,  and  a  small  amount  of  l.c.l.  traffic,  from  all  of  which 
Canadian  Pacific's  revenue  was  $1,514.  The  carload  traffic  forwarded  from  the 
line  in  1961  was  261  cars,  from  which  Canadian  Pacific  received  $44,287.  The 
main  items  of  this  outbound  traffic  consisted  of  63  cars  of  pulpwood  and  13  cars 
of  Christmas  trees  from  Belleisle,  16  cars  of  pulpwood  and  1  car  of  logs  from 
Cody,  107  cars  of  pulpwood  and  4  cars  of  Christmas  trees  from  Young's  Cove 
Road,  and  53  cars  of  pulpwood  and  1  car  of  Christmas  trees  from  Cumberland 
Bay. 

It  was  also  established  that  there  was  inbound  traffic  consisting  of  5  cars 
of  feed  in  1960  and  7  cars  of  feed  in  1961  from  Montreal  to  Belleisle,  which 
were  not  included  in  Canadian  Pacific's  figures.  Canadian  Pacific  advised  the 
Board  subsequent  to  the  hearing  that  the  gross  revenue  and  off-line  variable 
costs  of  this  traffic  were  .respectively  $1,051  and  $732  in  1960  and  $1,631  and 
$1,046  in  1961. 

The  gross  revenue  for  carload  and  l.c.l.  traffic  in  Exhibit  6  is  100  per  cent 
of  the  revenue  received  by  Canadian  Pacific  from  such  traffic  for  the  entire 
distance  it  was  hauled. 

The  branch  line  traffic  expenses,  sometimes  called  " Avoidable  On-line", 
shown  in  Exhibit  10  were  given  in  detail  in  Exhibit  7  as  follows:

Evidence  was  given  as  to  what  is  included  in  the  above-mentioned  ex- 
penses. Generally  speaking,  on-line  expenses  are  those  incurred  on  the  Pennlyn- 
Norton  portion  and  off-line  expenses  are  the  expenses  of  Canadian  Pacific  in 
carrying  the  traffic  beyond  that  portion. 


The  first  item  in  Exhibit  7,  Fuel,  is  the  cost  of  the  diesel  fuel  consumed 
by  the  train  operating  between  Pennlyn  and  Norton.  Wages  are  the  wages  paid  to 
the  engine  and  train  crews  in  respect  of  that  portion.  Road  Maintenance  is  the 
wages  paid  to  the  section  forces  and  extra  gang  forces  and  the  cost  of  the 
material  consumed  during  a  normal  year  on  that  portion.  Other  Transportation 
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Expenses  consist  mainly  of  the  cost  of  lubricants  for  the  locomotive  and  a 
portion  of  the  enginehouse  expenses  in  preparing  the  locomotive  for  departure. 
Station  Expenses  are  mainly  the  salaries  of  the  caretaker  agents.  Joint  Facili- 
ties is  the  payment  made  to  Canadian  National  for  the  use  of  the  station  at 
Norton,  which  is  owned  by  Canadian  National  and  used  by  both  companies. 
Maintenance  and  Depreciation  -  Equipment  is  the  cost  of  repairs  and  deprecia- 
tion of  the  equipment  used  on  the  line.  Road  Property  Depreciation  is  the 
depreciation  of  rails  and  other  road  property  at  rates  approved  by  the  Board. 
Evidence  given  on  behalf  of  Canadian  Pacific  was  that  it  has  a  capital  invest- 
ment of  about  $1,850,000  in  the  Minto  Subdivision  and  that  its  actual  investment 
in  the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion  is  about  $700,000,  calculated  on  a  mileage  pro 
rate.  Supervision  is  an  overhead  item  which  would  vary  with  the  level  of  expenses 
in  the  other  categories.  Insurance  is  the  actual  premiums  paid  for  fire  and  public 
liability  insurance  on  the  line.  Traffic,  General  and  Communications  is  an  item 
that  in  part  would  not  be  saved  by  abandonment  except  in  the  long  term,  but 
included  is  a  contribution  by  the  company  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Pension  Fund, 
which  is  an  expense  that  would  be  saved  immediately  upon  abandonment  and  was 
said  to  amount  to  about  $5,000.  Cost  of  Money  is  claimed  as  an  expense  by 
Canadian  Pacific,  calculated  at  11.4  per  cent  before  income  tax  or  6.5  per  cent 
after  income  tax,  on  the  net  salvage  value  of  the  trackage  and  materials  on  the 
Pennlyn-Norton  portion.  Canadian  Pacific's  submission  was  that  if  this  trackage 
and  material  will  continue  to  be  tied  up  in  the  line  it  will  not  be  available  to  the 
company  either,  (a)  for  sale  for  cash  that  the  company  requires  and  must  raise 
otherwise  at  some  cost,  or  (b)  for  use  on  other  parts  of  the  company's  system 
where  the  company  will  have  to  purchase  or  provide  necessary  equivalent 
material;  and  consequently,  in  the  company's  submission,  the  amount  claimed  in 
this  item  should  be  allowed  as  a  cost  of  money  expense.  The  item  Non-Revenue 
Freight  is  the  cost  of  hauling  company  material  to  serve  the  line.  The  amount 
for  Road  Maint  enance  was  higher  in  1959  and  1960  than  in  1958  and  1961,  the 
reason  being  that  extra  expenses  of  this  kind  were  incurred  in  1959  and  1960, 
largely  in  filling  in  the  bridge  at  mileage  81.14. 

What  is  known  as  "multiple  regression  analysis"  was  used  in  the  items  in 
Exhibit  7  only  in  respect  of  Supervision.  Multiple  regression  analysis  is  a 
modern  statistical  method  that  has  been  developed  with  the  use  of  electronic 
computers.  It  does  not  reduce  railway  costing  to  a  purely  mathematical  function, 
for  judgment  is  involved  in  the  use  of  multiple  regression  techniques,  but  it  is 
considered  an  improvement  over  previously  used  costing  procedures. 

The  off-line  variable  costs  in  Exhibit  8  were  also  explained.  These  are  the 
costs  of  hauling  freight  originating  on  or  destined  to  the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion 
but  incurred  elsewhere  on  the  Canadian  Pacific  system.  Car  Mile  and  Car  Day 
costs  are  mainly  the  costs  of  maintaining  and  owning  the  freight  cars  used  for 
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the  carriage  of  the  freight  concerned.  Carload  Billing  and  Collecting  is  the  cost 
of  station  work  in  connection  with  this  freight.  Yard  Switching  is  the  cost  of 
switching  cars  of  freight  originating  on  or  destined  to  the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion 
but  performed  beyond  that  portion.  The  largest  of  the  off-line  variable  costs  items 
is  Gross  Ton  Mile  costs,  i.e.  the  cost  of  moving  the  freight,  including  train 
expense  and  road  maintenance.  In  estimating  these  off-line  costs  the  company 
used  the  procedures  developed  by  Canadian  Pacific  and  Canadian  National  in 
their  presentations  to  the  MacPherson  Royal  Commission  on  Transportation.  The 
procedures  involve  fairly  complicated  statistical  techniques  which  have  been 
spoken  to  at  considerable  length  before  the  Royal  Commission  and  in  other 
abandonment  cases  heard  by  the  Board.  Multiple  regression  analysis  plays  a 
prominent  part  in  the  procedures. 

In  Exhibit  10,  Statement  of  Financial  Improvement  resulting  from  Abandon- 
ment of  the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion,  the  amount  of  the  financial  improvement  is 
reduced  by  a  deduction  in  respect  of  the  costs  of  operating  a  yard  engine  at 
Chipman.  The  explanation  given  for  this  deduction  is  that  with  curtailment  of 
service  on  the  Minto  Subdivision  it  may  be  necessary  for  Canadian  Pacific  to 
operate  a  yard  engine  at  Chipman  to  serve  the  various  coal  mines.  The  estimated 
cost  of  operating  this  engine  was  based  on  operation  five  days  a  week,  fifty-two 
weeks  a  year.  It  includes  an  allowance  for  maintenance  of  yard,  plus  repairs  and 
depreciation  of  the  engine  and  supervision,  insurance,  traffic,  general  and  commu- 
nication expense.  The  total  expenses,  if  the  operation  had  been  carried  on  in 
1961,  were  estimated  at  approximately  $34,300.  If  this  estimate  is  too  high  it 
reduces  unduly  to  that  extent  the  anticipated  financial  improvement. 

If  the  line  is  abandoned,  rails  and  other  material  will  be  salvaged.  Exhibit 
11  shows  Canadian  Pacific's  estimate  of  the  net  salvage  value  of  the  trackage 
and  facilities.  Principal  items  are  rails,  $208,400;  treated  cross-ties,  $112,000; 
tieplates,  $34,431;  joint  bars,  $14,603;  bolts  and  spikes,  $18,076;  turnouts, 
$13,300;  bridges,  $15,076.  The  expenses  of  taking  up  the  rails  and  other  track 
material  and  of  salvaging  the  bridges  and  culverts  were  estimated  at  $76,900  and 
$25,000  respectively.  It  appears  that  it  will  cost  more  to  salvage  the 
Washademoak  Bridge  than  it  is  worth,  but  Canadian  Pacific  considers  that  the 
bridge  would  be  an  obstruction  in  the  navigable  river  if  it  were  left  there  after 
abandonment  of  the  line.  Total  estimated  net  salvage  is  $321,400.  If  the  expenses 
were  less,  the  net  salvage  would  be  greater,  other  things  being  equal. 

Canadian  Pacific  also  gave  a  forecast  of  capital  appropriations  for  the  next 
15  years  if  the  line  is  operated  for  that  period.  Exhibit  12  shows  the  details.  The 
total  is  approximately  $726,700,  consisting  of  13  miles  of  ballast,  $30,680; 
51,000  cross-ties,  $163,200;  switch-ties,  $11,000;  bridge  ties,  $8,800;  replace- 
ment of  Washademoak  Bridge,  $337,000;  replacement  of  bridge  at  mile  90.08, 
$176,000.  The  estimate  for  cross-ties  was  based  on  a  renewal  of  100  ties  per 
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mile  per  year  at  a  cost  per  tie  of  $3.20  for  the  tie  itself,  not  including  any  labour 
installation  cost.  Evidence  was  that  the  life  of  a  railway  tie  is  about  thirty 
years;  and  that  based  upon  renewal  of  one  hundred  track  ties  per  mile  per  year, 
each  tie  would  be  renewed  about  once  every  thirty  years.  This  was  said  to  be 
normal,  as  were  also  the  estimates  for  ballast,  switch-ties  and  bridge  ties.  The 
entire  forecast  was  what  Canadian  Pacific  felt  would  be  required  to  keep  the  line 
in  a  safe  operating  condition  and  to  maintain  it  properly.  It  may  be  noted  here 
that  Exhibit  11  shows  about  124,000  salvageable  switch-ties  and  cross-ties  on 
the  trackage  concerned.  Allowance  was  made  for  the  fact  that  a  substantial 
portion  of  the  ties  have  been  in  place  for  years  and  consequently  have  depre- 
ciated. 

The  largest  item  in  the  forecast  of  capital  appropriations  is  the  replacement 
of  the  Washademoak  Bridge.  As  stated  earlier  herein,  this  bridge  was  damaged  by 
ice  on  April  2,  1962.  In  addition,  the  bridge  was  under  study  for  the  past  five 
years  by  the  Chief  Engineer's  Department  of  Canadian  Pacific  and  by  its  Divi- 
sional and  Regional  Offices  and  it  was  the  general  consensus  of  their  opinions 
that  it  would  be  cheaper  to  replace  the  bridge  at  a  new  location  near  the  present 
site  than  to  repair  it. 

The  bridge  has  an  overall  length  of  about  346' 9"  and  is  comprised  of  four 
spans.  The  first  abutment  is  a  timber  rock-filled  crib  with  a  34' 9"  deck  plate  girder 
steel  span.  The  first  pier  is  of  concrete  resting  on  timber  piles.  The  second  pier 
is  of  wood,  also  on  timber  piles.  The  third  pier  is  of  timber  cribbing  on  timber 
piles  on  wood  bents  and  immediately  west  of  this  pier  there  is  a  double  row  of 
piles  with  caps.  These  three  piers  support  a  through  lattice  girder  span  about 
157' 2Vi"  long,  and  it  appears  that  this  is  the  original  portion  of  the  structure 
that  was  taken  over  from  the  New  Brunswick  Coal  and  Railway  Company.  The 
two  girders  are  tied  together  in  four  places  with  overhead  braces.  There  is  a 
swing  span  between  Pier  3  and  Pier  5  with  a  129' 6"  half  deck  plate  girder 
turn-table  span,  which  was  constructed  to  be  opened  to  permit  boats  to  pass  the 
bridge,  as  the  Washademoak  River  is  navigable.  There  is  a  large  bent  located 
off-centre  on  which  the  span  rests.  On  top  of  the  centre  pier  is  a  larger  gear  and 
the  span  is  opened  by  turning  it  by  hand  with  a  wrench.  The  bridge  is  not  inter- 
locked. Pier  5  has  a  triple  wood  pile  bent  with  timber  cribbing.  Span  No.  4  is  of 
timber,  six  stringers  10"  x22".  The  east  abutment  is  a  single  pile  bent  with  timber 
back  wall. 

Mr.  K.W.  Sutherland,  a  Roadmaster  on  the  line,  stated  that  he  was  present 
on  April  2  when  the  bridge  was  damaged.  He  stated  that  it  was  then  evident  that 
the  bridge  had  moved  sideways  for  five  inches  and  while  he  was  there  a  large 
floe  of  ice  started  down  river  and  jammed  against  the  bridge  and  tore  out  what 
was  left  of  the  icebreakers  and  swept  away  the  pony  bent  on  the  west  side  of 
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Pier  3.  The  bridge  itself,  that  is,  the  last  span  on  the  west  end,  was  buckled 
and  in  about  six  or  seven  inches  when  the  ice  pressure  was  against  it.  The 
second  pier  was,  in  the  words  of  the  witness,  "rocking  and  shaking  and  I  expected 
that  whole  pier  to  go  into  the  stream  any  time".  The  next  day,  after  the  big  floe 
of  ice  had  gone  down  stream,  15-ton  counter-weights  were  placed  on  each  end  of 
the  bridge  to  help  secure  it. 

Considerable   other  evidence  was  given  respecting  the  condition  of  the 
bridge. 

It  also  appeared  that  the  bridge  had  been  examined  in  1957  and  at  that  time 
the  engineers  of  the  company  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  entire  bridge  would 
have  to  be  replaced.  It  may  be  noted  here  that  the  application  for  leave  to  abandon 
the  line  was  made  before  the  damage  to  the  bridge  occurred  on  April  2,  1962,  and 
that  the  application  would  have  been  proceeded  with  even  if  that  damage  had  not 
occurred,  as  replacement  of  the  bridge  during  the  next  fifteen  years  was  consi- 
dered to  be  necessary  by  the  company  in  the  normal  course  of  events. 

Mr.  R.A.  Molloy,  a  bridge  engineer  with  some  fifty-six  years*  experience 
with  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  on  bridge  work,  made  an  examination  of  the 
bridge  a  few  days  before  the  hearing.  His  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  there 
is  no  settlement  of  the  main  body  of  the  bridge:  the  piers  are  still  intact  and 
level;  the  structure  itself  is  in  perfect  alignment  and  the  grade  is  perfect;  the 
swing  draw  span  is  all  in  line.  He  thought  that  the  bridge  could  be  made  to  func- 
tion for  a  few  years  longer  at  a  cost  of  about  $10,000.  I  quote  the  following 
questions  asked  by  Mr.  Spence  and  answers  to  them  given  by  Mr.  Molloy  in  that 
respect: 

"Q.  No,  I  am  just  asking  what  your  opinion  is,  Mr.  Molloy? 

A.  Well,  I  will  put  it  this  way,  sir.  I  think  that  bridge  should  be  maintained  . 
until  any  future  date  that  would  warrant  a  new  structure  and  then  in  a 
few  years  —  in  a  period  of  years  it  would  warrant  a  new  structure.  I  will 
go  that  far. 

Q.  A  period  of  years?  A.  Yes. 

Q.  And  at  most  I  suppose  the  ten  years  that  you  mentioned? 

A.  Well,  yes,  I  would  say  the  most  ten  years. 

Q.  At  the  most  ten  years.  Thank  you." 

Following  the  hearing  Mr.  Spence  sent  to  the  Board  a  copy  of  a  letter  dated 
November  13,  1962,  signed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Canadian  Pacific.  He  also 
sent  a  copy  to  Mr.  Hickman  and  Mr.  Fanjoy.  In  his  letter  the  Chief  Engineer 
stated,  inter  alia,  that  in  the  bridge  in  question  the  live  load  on  Piers  2  and  3 
would  be  approximately  three  times  the  dead  load;  in  1957  a  study  was  made  of 
the  feasibility  of  rebuilding  Pier  3  and  it  was  decided  that  the  entire  bridge 
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would  have  to  be  replaced  in  the  near  future  because  it  was  not  feasible  to  re- 
inforce the  superstructure  to  carry  the  class  of  diesel  power  operated  by  the 
company;  the  substructure  was  also  inadequate  and  would  have  to  be  completely 
rebuilt;  and  to  rebuild  the  bridge  on  its  present  alignment  would  entail  large 
expenditures  to  maintain  traffic  during  construction  and  it  would  be  more  econom- 
ical to  build  a  bridge  on  a  new  alignment.  He  also  stated  that  the  condition  of 
Pier  2  is  unknown,  it  had  moved  under  the  force  of  the  ice  and  although  it  has 
returned  partly  to  its  original  position  the  ends  of  the  piles  have  been  loosened; 
the  piles  had  an  unsupported  length  of  about  27  feet  and  an  allowable  load 
carrying  capacity  of  about  eight  tons;  as  a  result  of  movement  of  the  piles  their 
unsupported  length  has  been  increased  an  unknown  amount  and  the  load  carrying 
capacity  has  been  decreased  accordingly;  and  the  company  is  of  the  opinion  that 
it  is  unsafe  to  operate  trains  over  the  bridge  under  these  conditions;  also  that  it 
is  physically  possible  to  rebuild  Piers  2  and  3,  but  the  through  truss  spans  are 
not  adequate  for  even  the  lightest  pile  driver  and  it  would  be  necessary  to  false- 
work the  spans  with  a  timber  pile  bent  under  every  second floorbeam;  alternatively 
some  of  the  piles  could  be  driven  from  floating  equipment  but  the  problem  remains 
of  driving  long  piles  between  the  trusses. 

THE  LEASE 

The  lease  of  the  New  Brunswick  Coal  and  Railway  line  from  Minto  to  Norton, 
of  which  the  Pennlyn-Norton  line  is  a  part,  was  entered  into  between  His  Majesty 
the  King,  acting  in  respect  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  and  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  bears  the  date  of  October  8,  1914.  It  was  for  a 
term  of  999  years  from  the  date  of  the  lease. 

Mr.  Hickman  placed  on  the  record  an  outline  of  the  historical  background  of 
the  lease  and  railway.  The  Province  of  New  Brunswick  was  authorized  by  Chapter 
12  of  the  Acts  of  1903  to  guarantee  a  bond  issue  of  $450,000,  which  was  secured 
by  a  first  mortgage  on  the  railway,  payable  in  50  years,  which  fell  due  on  July  2, 
1953.  Another  statute  of  New  Brunswick,  Chapter  3  of  1909,  authorized  a  loan  of 
$30,000  to  pay  deficiencies  incurred  in  operating  the  railway  and  to  complete 
ballasting  and  other  work.  Chapter  4  of  1910  authorized  another  loan  by  the 
Province  of  $48,919.05  to  pay  for  rails  and  fastenings  used  on  the  line  and  for 
car  service  and  car  repairs. 

It  also  appeared  that  the  Fredericton  and  Grand  Lake  Railway  Company 
was  authorized  by  New  Brunswick  Statute  1910,  Chapter  53,  to  build  a  railway 
from  Gibson,  near  Fredericton,  to  meet  the  New  Brunswick  Coal  and  Railway 
Line  at  Minto,  and  there  was  a  condition  that  no  contract  for  the  construction  of 
the  Gibson-Minto  line  should  be  entered  into  until  a  lease  of  that  line  and  of  the 
New  Brunswick  Coal  and  Railway  line  with  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  or  some 
other  railway  company  had  been  approved  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council. 
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The  lease  of  the  New  Brunswick  Coal  and  Railway  line  provided  for  an 
encumbrance  of  the  above  mentioned  bonds;  registered  stock  to  the  amount  of 
$250,000;  and  two  loans  of  $30,000  and  $48,919.05,  also  mentioned  above.  By 
Paragraph  4  the  Province  covenanted  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
bonds,  stock  and  loans  as  and  when  they  became  due.  Canadian  Pacific  cove- 
nanted to  pay  by  way  of  rent  a  sum  equal  to  fifty  per  centum  per  annum  of  the 
amount  actually  received  by  the  company  as  net  earnings  from  the  railway.  It 
may  be  mentioned  here  that  Mr.  VV.B.  Trites,  who  was  Deputy  Provincial  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of  New  Brunswick  from  1934  to  1956,  a  witness  for  the  Province, 
when  asked  whether  he  recalled  that  any  profit  was  ever  paid  over  to  the  Province 
during  his  time  in  the  Department,  replied,  "not  to  my  knowledge". 

Paragraphs  12,  14  and  17  of  the  lease  are  as  follows: 

"12.  That  the  Lessee  will,  during  the  said  term  provide  and  run  over  the 
demised  railway  duly  equipped  trains  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  and 
freight,  as  frequently  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  traffic  of  the  country 
through  which  the  demised  railway  is  constructed  and  except  during  the 
period  of  a  strike  (if  any  occur)  amongst  the  Lessee's  employees,  and  unless 
some  accident  prevent  it,  will  run  at  least  one  train  carrying  passengers 
each  way  daily  except  Sunday  and  generally  will  operate  and  work  the 
demised  railway  so  as  to  secure  therefor  as  much  traffic  and  revenue  as  is 
possible,  within  such  limits  of  expenditure  as  would  be  adopted  by  any  well 
managed  railways  company  working  the  same  entirely  on  its  own  account. 

14.  That  at  the  expiration  or  other  determination  of  the  said  term  the 
Lessee  will  yield  up  the  demised  railway  and  said  other  moveable  and  im- 
moveable property  to  the  Lessor  in  as  good  general  plight  and  condition  as 
the  same  were  at  the  commencement  of  the  said  lease,  save  and  except  the 
natural  deterioration  thereof  by  age  and  wear  and  tear.  Provided  always  that 
with  respect  to  rolling  stock,  equipment  and  personal  or  moveable  property 
the  Lessee  shall  only  be  required  to  either  yield  up  that  which  it  shall 
receive  from  the  Lessor  oi  other  rolling  stock,  equipment  and  personal  or 
moveable  property  of  equal  value. 

17.  Provided  always  and  it  is  expressly  agreed  hereby  that  if  the  rent 
hereby  reserved  or  payable  hereunder  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  unpaid 
and  shall  remain  unpaid  for  ninety  days  after  notice  in  writing  of  such 
default  shall  be  given  to  the  Lessee,  although  no  formal  demand  shall  have 
been  made  therefor,  or  in  case  of  the  breach  or  non-performance  of  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  herein  contained  on  the  part  of  the  Lessee  and 
the  continuance  of  such  breach  after  thirty  days'  notice  thereof  in  writing, 
then,  and  in  either  of  such  cases  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lessor  or  his 
assigns  to  annul  and  set  aside  this  lease  and  to  declare  the  same  to  be 
forfeited  and  at  an  end  and  to  enter  into  possession  of  the  demised  railway

and  of  all  other  premises  thereby  demised,  and  to  have  again,  repossess  and 
enjoy  the  same  as  of  his  former  state,  anything  herein  contained  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding." 

Mr.  Trites  gave  evidence  that  the  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $450,000,  which 
became  due  in  1953,  were  paid  by  the  Province  and  that  the  Province  had  also 
paid  the  interest  thereon  as  it  became  due,  which  alone  amounted  to  $522,000  in 
the  years  since  1914  when  Canadian  Pacific  leased  the  line. 

EMPLOYEES 

Employees  who  would  be  directly  affected  by  abandonment  of  the  line  are 
caretaker-agents  at  Cumberland  Bay,  Young's  Cove  Road  and  Cody,  and  a  care- 
taker at  Belleisle,  and  the  five-man  train  crew  who  possibly  would  exercise 
seniority  and  work  elsewhere  with  the  company.  There  would  also  be  a  reduction 
in  maintenance  force  which  could  result  in  about  seven  or  eight  sectionmen 
having  to  exercise  their  seniority  elsewhere  on  the  company's  Woodstock 
Division. 

SERVICE  ON  PENNLYN-YOUNG'S  COVE  ROAD  PORTION 

At  the  hearing  Commissioner  Woodard  enquired  of  Canadian  Pacific  as  to 
the  feasibility  of  continuing  to  operate  the  portion  of  the  line  between  Pennlyn 
and  Young's  Cove  Road  in  the  event  that  abandonment  of  operation  of  the  portion 
between  Young's  Cove  Road  and  Norton  were  approved.,  Evidence  was  given  on 
behalf  of  Canadian  Pacific  to  the  effect  that  this  would  involve  continuance  of 
maintenance  and  operation  of  about  12  miles  of  the  line,  which  in  turn  would 
involve  retention  of  one  section  gang  and  caretakers  at  Cumberland  Bay  and 
Young's  Cove  Road;  payment  of  train  crew  wages  for  every  train  trip,  24  miles 
return;  and  possibly  the  construction  of  a  wye  track  at  Young's  Cove  Road  so 
that  snow  plows  clearing  the  line  in  winter  could  turn  around  there.  The  Board 
requested  the  company  to  furnish  estimates  of  revenues  and  costs  if  the  present 
Fredericton-Chipman  Mixed  Trains  570-573  were  to  operate  in  addition  as  a  way- 
freight  between  Chipman  and  Young's  Cove  Road. 

Subsequent  to  the  hearing  the  company  furnished  to  the  Board,  with  copies 
to  Mr.  Hickman  and  Mr.  Fanjoy,  statements  showing  the  estimated  avoidable 
on-line  costs,  the  variable  off-line  costs  and  the  annual  net  revenue,  based  on 
1961  gross  revenues  and  one  round  trip  per  week  of  the  wayfreight.  The  company 
estimated  that  this  service  would  incur  a  deficit  of  $35,600  for  the  year.  The 
statement  of  1962  avoidable  on-line  costs  gave  details  of  fuel,  crew  wages, 
road  maintenance  and  other  items  similar  to  those  in  Exhibit  7,  totalling  $53,935. 
The  statement  of  variable  off-line  costs,  containing  items  similar  to  those  in 
Exhibit  8,  showed  a  total  of  $15,397.  The  statement  of  annual  net  revenue  showed 
gross  revenues  of  $33,747  of  which  the  main  item  was  carload  traffic  $31,239, 
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on-line  costs  and  off-line  costs  in  the  amount  of  $69,300  in  round  figures,  and  a 
resulting  annual  net  revenue  deficit  of  approximately  $35,600. 

EVIDENCE  AND  SUBMISSIONS  AGAINST  THE  APPLICATION 

Mr.  C.3.  Sherwood,  a  member  of  the  New  Brunswick  Legislature,  made 
representations  to  the  effect  that  abandonment  of  the  line  will  hamper  and  be 
detrimental  to  the  economic  development  of  the  area,  particularly  the  eastern 
section  of  Queen's  County,  the  railway  company  undertook  an  obligation  to 
operate  the  entire  line  and  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  whole  line;  the 
company  has  failed  to  compete,  consequently  its  business  had  dwindled;  it  has 
an  obligation  to  increase  its  service  and  meet  with  industries,  municipalities, 
etc.,  in  an  effort  to  expand  economic  opportunities;  subsidies  are  being  paid  to 
Canadian  Pacific  and  other  railway  companies  because  they  are  not  operating 
profitably  in  all  areas  and  the  companies  are  obligated  to  provide  service  even 
though  the  service  may  be  unprofitable. 

Mr.  Arthur  L.  O'Neill,  Secretary  of  the  Southern  New  Brunswick  Pulp 
Producers  Association,  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  the  limit  for  economical 
trucking  is  50  miles  for  rough  pulpwood  and  10  miles  for  peeled  pulpwood  where 
the  latter  has  a  further  rail  haul;  the  Irving  mill  at  Saint  John  pays  no  more  for 
peeled  than  for  rough  pulpwood  and  consequently  peeled  pulpwood  does  not  go 
there;  if  the  line  is  abandoned  the  Irving  mill  will  have  a  complete  monopoly  of 
the  pulpwood  in  the  Belleisle  area;  it  would  not  be  economic  to  haul  pulpwood 
and  Christmas  trees  by  truck  to  Norton  and  other  loading  points  for  furtherance 
by  rail;  if  the  line  is  abandoned,  Norton  on  the  Canadian  National  line,  will  no 
longer  be  a  rail  competitive  point  and  consequently  freight  rates  may  be  in- 
creased; Belleisle  is  the  producers'  cheapest  loading  point  and  trucking  rates  in 
effect  for  pulpwood  are  $2.00  per  cord  to  Belleisle,  $3.50  to  Norton,  which  is 
about  8  miles  from  Belleisle,  and  $5.00  to  Saint  John,  which  is  about  45  miles 
from  the  wood  loading  point  in  the  Belleisle  area;  practically  all  the  pulpwood 
that  goes  to  the  Irving  mill  goes  by  truck  or  water  and  it  is  a  large  proportion 
of  the  pulpwood  produced  in  the  area;  if  the  proposed  mill  at  Rothesay  is  estab- 
lished, the  average  haul  to  it  from  the  Belleisle  area  would  be  about  35  miles. 
He  also  said  that  in  the  Belleisle  area  there  is  forest  sufficient  for  an  annual 
cut  of  approximately  15,000  cords  of  pulpwood  for  many  years;  and  that  on  the 
average  pulpwood  loads  about  24  cords  to  a  railway  car  (15,000  cords  at  24  cords 
to  a  car  would  load  625  cars);  this  may  be  compared  with  actual  loadings  in 
1961  of  241  cars  of  pulpwood  from  all  the  points  Belleisle,  Perry,  Cody,  Washade- 
moak,  Young's  Cove  Road  and  Cumberland  Bay  (Exhibit  5). 

Mr.  Roland  Beach,  a  pulpwood  operator  and  contractor  and  a  county 
councillor,  stated  that  the  truck  haul  of  pulpwood  from  Young's  Cove  Road  to 
Pennlyn  is  about  17  miles  and  from  Young's  Cove  Road  to  Norton  about  32  miles; 
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the  extra  trucking  cost  from  Young's  Cove  Road  to  Norton  and  Pennlyn  would  be 
about  $1.50  to  $2.00  per  cord;  and  the  truck  haul  from  Cody's  Station  to  Young's 
Cove  Road  is  9  miles. 

Mr.  Noble  Wiggins,  a  self-employed  pulpwood  cutter  and  trucker,  stated  that 
the  price  of  trucking  pulpwood  from  Young's  Cove  Road  to  Norton  would  be  not 
less  than  $2.00  per  cord;  and  not  much  less  than  that  to  Pennlyn,  although  the 
distance  to  Pennlyn  is  about  half  the  distance  to  Norton;  he  hauls  5  to  6  cords 
per  load. 

Mr.  Charles  Francis  Leach,  a  public  accountant,  gave  figures  of  school 
budgets  for  the  school  districts  in  Queen's  County  and  said  that  they  would  be 
affected  by  abandonment  of  the  line  because  of  the  drain  on  the  general  economy 
of  the  areas  as  a  result  of  increased  cost  of  transporting  pulpwood  and  lessened 
ability  of  producers  to  compete  with  other  producers  moving  lumber  and  pulpwood 
to  market  at  a  more  reasonable  rate. 

Reverend  William  Hart,  who  is  President  of  the  Southern  New  Brunswick 
Pulp  Producers  Association,  stated  that  if  the  line  is  abandoned  Saint  John 
would  be  the  only  market  for  pulpwood  from  the  area;  and  that  the  volume  of 
railway  business  would  be  increased  if  freight  rates  were  reduced  to  an  amount 
that  the  traffic  would  bear. 

SUMMARY  OF  SUBMISSIONS  AGAINST  THE  APPLICATION 

The  principal  submissions  against  the  application  are  summarized  as 
follows: 

The  prevailing  conditions  when  Canadian  Pacific  leased  the  Minto-Norton 
line  should  be  taken  into  account;  in  order  to  keep  the  line  in  operation  the 
Province  of  New  Brunswick  undertook  the  heavy  responsibility  of  paying  $18,000 
in  bond  interest  for  29  years,  a  total  of  $522,000,  and  of  paying  the  $450,000 
bonds,  a  total  of  $972,000. 

Because  a  line  is  being  operated  at  a  loss  is  not  in  itself  a  ground  for 
abandonment,  the  Minto-Norton  line  is  an  entity  and  abandonment  of  a  portion 
only  would  be  a  breach  of  the  lease  and  premature;  the  revenue  position  of  the 
entire  line  should  be  considered. 

The  Washademoak  Bridge  could  be  made  usable  for  much  less  than  $250,000. 

The  potential  growth  and  development  of  the  area  served  by  the  line  justifies 
its  continuance;  abandonment  would  be  detrimental  to  the  economy  of  the  area 
and  also  to  school  revenues  because  of  lessened  ability  of  taxpayers  to  pay 
taxes  for  school  purposes. 

Trucking  pulpwood  to  Saint  John  or  Rothesay  would  not  be  economical  for 
the  producer;  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  sufficient  trucks  are  available  to  haul 
large  quantities  of  pulpwood  to  Saint  John  or  elsewhere. 
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Abandonment  would  remove  competition  and  give  a  monopoly  to  one  mill, 
which  is  not  a  good  economic  situation. 

Traffic  on  the  line  has  dwindled  because  the  company  failed  to  compete  and 
to  provide  service  to  attract  traffic. 

Salvage  value  should  not  be  taken  into  consideration  in  determining  the 
measure  of  financial  relief  that  abandonment  would  give  to  the  company. 

In  a  letter  to  the  Board  subsequent  to  the  hearing  Mr.  Hickman  wrote,  in  part, 

as  follows: 

"I  am  now  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Sogemines  Limited  who  in 
turn  control  Rothesay  Paper  Company  Limited,  confirming  that  this  Company 
is  in  the  process  of  concluding  all  the  arrangements  for  the  building  of  a 
large  newspaper  Mill  at  Saint  John,  New  Brunswick,  in  the  name  of  Rothesay 
Paper  Corporation  and  that  the  Company  'are  discussing  with  representatives 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  the  question  of  noving  a  substantial  part 
of  the  Mill's  production  by  rail',  and  further  that  'an  integral  part  of  the 
Rothesay  Paper  project  is  the  acquisition  of  certain  large  timber  limits  from 
the  present  licencees,  Fraser  Company  Limited.  The  main  body  of  these 
timber  limits  lies  astride  the  Chipman-Norton  Line  and  we  have  been  consid- 
ering, in  a  preliminary  way,  the  possibility  of  movements  of  substantial 
quantities  of  pulpwood  by  this  Line  to  the  Mill'. 

Included  in  the  correspondence  is  an  acknov/ledgment  from  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company,  Atlantic  Region,  pointing 
out  that  due  to  lack  of  traffic  with  resultant  poor  earnings,  the  Company  has 
made  application  to  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  authority  to 
abandon  the  Line  in  question  between  Pennlyn  and  Norton  and  that  they 
would  in  due  course  advise  what  the  decision  of  the  Board  was  and  what 
action  the  Company  was  going  to  take  as  a  resull  of  that  decision. 

In  a  further  letter  from  the  President  of  Sogemines  Limited,  it  is  stated 
'I  fully  understand  the  reasons  why  your  Company  wishes  to  abandon  the 
Line,  and,  of  course,  we  have  no  intention  of  opposing  it  in  any  way'." 

The  Board  then  enquired  of  Canadian  Pacific  as  to  the  prospects  for  traffic, 
having  regard  to  the  information  in  Mr.  Hickman  s  letter.  Canadian  Pacific 
informed  the  Board  in  a  letter  dated  May  16,  1963  that  during  the  period  January 
to  March  last,  Fraser  Companies  Limited  shipped  508  cars  of  pulpwood  to  its 
mill  at  Edmundston  from  a  Canadian  National  loading  point  called  Donner  Siding, 
which  is  not  far  from  Pacific  Junction  on  the  Canadian  National  line  from  Moncton 
to  Chipman,  and  that  the  same  company  shipped  in  that  period  46  cars  of  pulp- 
wood to  Edmundston  from  Young's  Cove  Road  and  Cumberland  Bay  on  the 
Canadian  Pacific  line.  This  figure  of  46  cars  in  three  months  may  be  compared 
with  160  cars  of  pulpwood  shipped  from  these  two  stations  in  the  full  year  1961, 
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as  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  5. 

In  addition  to  the  information  as  to  shipments  by  Fraser  Companies  Limited, 
the  letter  from  Canadian  Pacific  disclosed  information  indicating  that  Fraser 
Companies  Limited  extended  into  1963  an  agreement  to  sell  certain  of  its  Crown 
and  freehold  timber  lines  in  the  southern  part  of  New  Brunswick  to  Rothesay 
Paper  Corporation  but  that  Canadian  National's  line  runs  approximately  through 
the  centre  of  the  timber  limits  of  Fraser  Companies  Limited  and  that  Canadian 
National  is  in  a  preferred  position  to  handle  pulpwood  off  these  limits. 

ARGUMENT  ON  BEHALF  OF  CANADIAN  PACIFIC 

Mr.  Spence's  Argument  is  summarized  as  follows: 

The  function  of  the  Board  is  to  weigh  against  the  benefit  of  abandonment  to 
the  railway  company  any  detriment  to  the  public  that  would  result  from  abandon- 
ment; the  evidence  does  not  show  that  any  substantial  detriment  to  the  public 
would  result  from  abandonment;  the  great  preponderance  of  the  pulpwood  produc- 
tion of  the  whole  area  served  by  the  line  has  been  moving  otherwise  than  by 
Canadian  Pacific;  pulpwood  and  Christmas  trees  are  susceptible  of  being  trucked 
to  other  Canadian  National  and  Canadian  Pacific  stations  or  direct  to  destination; 
the  Washademoak  Bridge  will  have  to  be  replaced  if  the  line  is  to  be  operated; 
when  the  lease  was  entered  into  the  Province  relieved  itself  of  the  burden  of 
operating  a  line  that  was  losing  money;  the  interpretation  of  the  lease  is  not  a 
matter  for  discussion  in  this  case;  the  Board  has  power  to  approve  abandonment 
under  Section  168  of  the  Railway  Act;  Canadian  Pacific  has  lived  up  to  its 
obligations  and  should  not  be  required  to  operate  an  uneconomic  portion  of  the 
line. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Canadian  Pacific's  estimate  of  the  on-line  costs  of  the  Pennlyn-Norton  line 
for  1961,  i.e.,  the  on-line  costs  that  would  have  been  avoided  in  that  year  if  the 
line  had  been  abandoned  prior  thereto,  was  $198,200.  This  estimate  was  the 
lowest  for  the  years  1958  to  1961.  One  of  the  largest  items,  $36,642  for  Cost  of 
Money  on  net  salvage  value  of  trackage,  was  strongly  objected  to  by  counsel 
opposing  the  application.  The  estimates  of  $6,379  for  Supervision  and  $19,246 
for  Traffic,  General  and  Communications,  are  higher  than  I  would  allow,  for, 
while  these  are  costs  that  may  in  large  part  vary  with  traffic,  particularly  over 
the  long  term,  the  evidence  left  some  doubt  as  to  the  amounts  and  the  times 
when  the  full  estimated  savings  would  be  realized.  As  to  the  other  items,  some 
of  them,  e.g.  wages  actually  paid,  may  be  established  with  accuracy;  while 
others,  being  estimates  and  allocations  of  cost,  are  not  susceptible  of  being 
determined  so  accurately  and  involve  more  judgment.  The  Board  has  examined 
Canadian  Pacific's  records  and  its  methods  of  costing  on  many  occasions  and 
has  had  experience  with  estimates  of  costs  in  other  abandonment  cases.  I  am 
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satisfied  that  the  company's  estimate  of  1961  on-line  costs  is  a  reasonable 
approximation  that  the  Board  should  accept  for  the  purposes  of  this  case,  subject 
to  elimination  of  the  item  Cost  of  Money  and  a  reduction  of  some  $12,000  in  the 
items  Supervision  and  Traffic  General  and  Communications. 

If  the  questionable  item  for  Cost  of  Money  on  salvage  is  eliminated  com- 
pletely and  the  aggregate  of  the  items  for  Supervision  and  Traffic  General  and 
Communications  is  reduced  by  $12,000,  there  would  still  be  avoidable  on-line 
costs  for  1961  of  about  $150,000. 

The  company's  estimate  of  variable  off-line  costs  for  traffic  originating  or 
terminating  on  the  Pennlyn-Norton  line  in  1961  was  $24,800.  It  is  obvious  that 
costs  are  incurred  in  carrying  traffic  from  that  line  to  other  places  and  from  other 
places  to  that  line.  These  off-line  costs  are  costs  attributable  to  such  carriage 
on  Canadian  Pacific's  system  and  are  distinct  from  the  on-line  costs  incurred  in 
operating  the  Pennlyn-Norton  line  itself.  Not  all  the  revenue  received  for  that 
carriage  is  profit.  That  is  why,  although  credit  is  given  to  the  Pennlyn-Norton 
line  for  all  the  revenues  received  by  the  company  in  respect  of  that  traffic  (in 
the  present  case  $49,400  for  1961),  the  company's  expenses  of  carrying  the 
traffic  elsewhere  on  its  system  must  be  taken  into  account  in  order  to  determine 
net  revenue  of  the  company  attributable  to  the  operation  of  the  Pennlyn-Norton 
line  and  the  carriage  of  traffic  on  that  line  and  to  and  from  it.  I  accept  the 
company's  estimate  of  off-line  costs  for  the  purposes  of  this  case. 

If  the  off-line  costs  of  $24,800  are  added  to  the  on-line  costs  of  $150,000, 
assuming  that  the  reductions  I  have  mentioned  are  made,  the  total  is  $174,800. 
This  amount  exceeds  all  revenues  of  Canadian  Pacific  attributable  to  the  line  and 
traffic  to  and  from  it  by  about  $125,400.  The  company  contemplated  that  abandon- 
ment might  necessitate  the  use  of  a  yard  engine  at  Chipman  at  an  annual  cost  of 
$34,300  and  consequently  that  the  savings  from  abandonment  would  be  reduced 
accordingly.  On  the  basis  of  the  1961  estimates,  reduced  as  above  indicated, 
and  assuming  the  use  of  the  yard  engine  at  Chipman,  the  excess  of  the  avoidable 
on-line  costs  and  off-line  costs  over  all  the  revenues  would  be  about  $91,100  per 
year. 

If  the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion  were  to  be  operated  in  future  on  an  "as  and 
when  traffic  offers"  basis,  trains  would  not  be  run  every  day  as  heretofore  and 
consequently  the  on-line  costs  would  be  less  than  those  costs  for  1961.  The 
principal  reductions  would  be  in  Fuel  and  Crew  Wages,  which  were  $2,642  and 
$31,352  for  that  year.  There  might  be  minor  reductions  in  some  other  items.  Off- 
line costs  would  not  be  reduced  if  traffic  did  not  fall  off.  But  any  reduction  that 
seems  to  be  reasonably  possible  in  costs  would  fall  far  short  of  bridging  the 
above  mentioned  deficit  gap  of  $91,100  per  year. 

The  area  served  by  the  Pennlyn-Norton  line  has  natural  resources,  good 
highways,  a  favourable  location,  an  industrious  population  and  other  things  that 
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augur  well  for  its  future.  But  there  is  no  evidence  of  prospective  traffic  or 
industrial  development  in  the  area  sufficient  to  make  the  railway  line  economic 
in  the  years  immediately  ahead;  nor  does  the  evidence  indicate  any  real  proba- 
bility that  revenues  will  come  close  to  meeting  costs.  Although  the  area  served 
by  the  line  has  an  abundance  of  forest  suitable  for  pulpwood,  the  greater  part  of 
the  pulpwood  that  goes  from  there  moves  by  truck  and  water  and  not  by  rail.  The 
evidence  does  not  indicate  any  imminence  of  a  radical  change  in  that  situation. 

If  the  line  continues,  even  on  an  "as  and  when  basis",  it  will  also  be 
necessary  for  Canadian  Pacific  to  repair  or  rebuild  the  Washademoak  Bridge  and 
make  capital  appropriations  to  keep  the  line  operating.  Canadian  Pacific  forecast 
that  necessary  capital  appropriations  during  the  next  15  years  will  amount  to 
approximately  $726,700,  which  includes  $337,000  to  replace  the  Washademoak 
Bridge.  The  life  of  the  bridge  is  nearing  its  end,  as  it  has  spans  built  in  1911, 
1888  and  1877.  It  was  not  disputed  that  the  bridge  will  have  to  be  replaced 
within  a  few  years,  maybe  not  more  than  ten,  if  it  is  to  be  operated  thereafter. 
The  evidence  was  inconclusive  as  to  what  it  would  cost  to  repair  the  bridge 
now  sufficiently  to  allow  trains  to  operate  over  it  in  safety.  The  Board  would 
not  knowingly  permit  unsafe  operation.  Extensive  repairs  might  be  necessary. 
The  company's  forecast  of  capital  appropriations  was  supported  by  evidence  at 
the  hearing.  Probably  the  appropriations  would  be  reduced  if  no  provision  were 
to  be  made  for  any  operation  of  the  line  beyond  the  next  15  years  but  expenditures 
of  no  small  amount  will  be  necessary  if  the  line  is  to  continue  for  even  five  or 
ten  years. 

If  the  line  is  abandoned  Canadian  Pacific  will  be  relieved  of  the  burden  of 
recurring  annual  deficits  and  associated  capital  appropriations. 

That  is  one  side  of  the  coin.  The  other  side  is  that  the  continuation  of  the 
line  will  be  advantageous  to  the  area  and  its  abandonment  will  cause  loss  and 
inconvenience  to  the  public.  The  most  obvious  and  immediate  detriment  will 
flow  from  the  fact  that  to  haul  pulpwood  to  remaining  rail  points,  such  as  Pennlyn 
and  Norton,  involves  longer  truck  hauls  than  to  points  on  the  Pennlyn-Norton 
line  at  which  pulpwood  has  been  loaded  in  the  past.  The  evidence  was  not 
conclusive  as  to  what  the  additional  cost  of  the  longer  truck  hauls  will  be,  but 
several  witnesses  who  gave  evidence  in  that  respect  put  such  cost  at  up  to 
$2.00  per  cord  to  Pennlyn  and  Norton.  The  longer  distances  to  Rothesay  and 
Saint  John  involve  truck  hauls  of  about  35  to  50  miles  and  more  cost. 

If  an  extra  truck  haul  cost  of  $2.00  per  cord  were  applied  to  all  the  pulpwood 
shipped  over  the  Pennlyn-Norton  line  in  1961,  say  241  cars  at  24  cords  per  car, 
the  total  extra  cost  would  be  less  than  $12,000.  This  amount  is  small  in  compa- 
rison with  the  loss  that  would  be  borne  by  Canadian  Pacific  annually  in  continu- 
ing the  line.  The  extra  trucking  cost  for  traffic  other  than  pulpwood  would  bridge 
the  gap  only  slightly,  for  there  was  little  other  traffic. 
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The  evidence  shows  that  the  greater  part  of  the  pulpwood  moving  from  the 
area  goes  by  truck  and  water  and  not  by  rail.  If  the  line  is  abandoned  the  pulp- 
wood  that  otherwise  would  go  via  the  line  will  either  be  loaded  on  the  railway  at 
remaining  points,  such  as  Pennlyn  and  Norton,  or  be  in  the  same  position  as  the 
pulpwood  that  moves  by  truck  and  water.  In  this  respect  it  was  said  that  if  the 
line  is  abandoned  the  Irving  Mill  might  be  the  only  market  for  pulpwood  from  the 
area  and  the  producers  would  not  have  a  choice  of  mills.  However,  the  railway 
company  does  not  have  an  obligation  to  carry  on  an  uneconomic  line  in  order 
to  avoid  that  possibility.  There  is  some  prospect  of  a  competing  mill  being 
established  in  the  Saint  John  area.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  the  use  of  trucks  in 
pulpwood  hauling  has  increased  greatly  in  recent  years  by  reason  of  modern 
highways  and  automotive  developments  and  I  believe  that  such  use  will  increase 
in  the  area  concerned  even  if  the  line  continues  and  that  the  continuation  of  the 
line  is  not  essential  to  the  pulpwood  industry  there. 

The  existence  of  the  990  years'  lease  is  a  fact  to  be  considered  in  deter- 
mining the  application  for  leave  to  abandon  operation,  but  it  is  not  of  itself  a  bar 
to  the  granting  of  the  application  or  a  controlling  consideration.  I  have  taken  into 
consideration  the  situation  that  existed  when  the  lease  was  entered  into,  insofar 
as  disclosed  in  the  record  in  this  case,  the  terms  of  the  lease  and  the  payment  of 
bonds  and  bond  interest  by  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick. 

The  Province  has  paid  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $4S0,000  and  the  annual 
interest  thereon  of  $18,000  per  year  for  50  years,  including  29  years  since  the 
lease  was  entered  into,  in  respect  of  the  entire  Minto-Norton  line.  However,  the 
money  was  not  paid  towards  Canadian  Pacific's  costs  of  operating  the  line  but,  I 
assume,  towards  the  cost  of  the  original  construction  of  the  line  and  indebtedness 
incurred  in  its  construction  or  operation  prior  to  the  lease.  The  fact  that  a  line 
has  been  constructed  at  considerable  expense  is  not  of  itself  a  sufficient  reason 
why  it  should  continue  to  be  operated  indefinitely.  The  decision  of  the  3oard  as 
to  whether  or  not  continuation  of  operation  of  a  line  should  be  compelled  is 
influenced  to  a  great  extent  by  such  considerations  as  the  present  and  potential 
economics  of  the  line;  revenues  and  expenses  of  operation;  future  capital  expen- 
ditures necessary  to  operation;  any  public  transportation  need  for  the  line; 
alternative  transportation;  and,  as  stated  by  the  Board  in  a  general  way  on  pre- 
vious occasions,  whether  the  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  public  consequent 
upon  the  abandonment  outweigh  the  burden  that  continued  operation  of  the  line 
would  impose  upon  the  railway  company.  No  one  of  these  factors,  in  and  of  itself, 
is  decisive  or  controlling.  In  particular  cases  there  may  be  additional  considera- 
tions, such  as  here,  where  the  lease  and  payment  by  the  Province  of  the  amount 
of  the  bonds  and  interests  are  facts  to  be  considered.  I  accept  as  undisputed 
that  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  leased  the  line  to  Canadian  Pacific  in  1914 
because  it  believed  that  even  if  the  line  was  not  showing  a  profit  its  continuation 
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for  the  then  foreseeable  future  and  even  far  beyond  that  time  would  be  in  the 
public  interest.  It  is  also  probable  that  Canadian  Pacific  considered  at  that  time 
that  the  operation  of  the  line  would  be  advantageous  to  the  company.  There  has 
now  been  a  period  of  about  fifty  years'  actual  experience  of  operation  of  railway, 
and  of  development  of  the  area.  What  the  future  holds  for  the  line  and  for  the  area 
must  also  be  considered  in  a  situation  where  the  Board  is  required  under  the 
Railway  Act  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  shall  compel  a  railway  company  to 
continue  the  operation  of  a  line  in  the  future. 

It  was  contended  that  the  revenues  and  expenses  of  the  entire  Minto-Norton 
line  should  be  enquired  into  and  considered  in  determining  the  application  for 
leave  to  abandon  the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion  and  that  the  entire  line  is  such  an 
entity  that  abandonment  of.  part  only  should  not  be  allowed.  In  my  opinion  these 
contentions  are  not  well  founded.  Railway  companies  in  Canada  operate  thousands 
of  miles  of  railway  and  many  kinds  of  service,  including  main  lines,  branch 
lines,  divisions,  subdivisions,  sidings,  spurs,  etc.,  and  passenger  trains,  freight 
trains,  mixed  trains  and  express  services.  The  fact  that  a  railway  system  shows 
a  profit  should  not  prevent  the  elimination  of  unprofitable  and  unnecessary  lines, 
trains  or  services.  The  fact  that  one  part  of  a  division  or  subdivision  or  line  is 
profitable  should  not  prevent  the  abandonment  of  some  part  that  is  unprofitable. 
The  Board  has  permitted  parts  of  lines  and  specific  services  to  be  discontinued 
elsewhere  in  Canada  where  a  sufficient  case  for  doing  so  was  made. 

If  a  severable  portion  of  a  line  is  profitable,  that  would  be  an  influential 
consideration  in  support  of  the  continuation  of  that  portion.  But  the  Board  should 
not  compel  a  railway  company  to  waste  or  dissipate  profits  from  its  whole  system 
or  from  a  specific  line  or  service  in  the  uneconomic  operation  of  another  line  or 
part  of  a  line  or  service  unless  it  is  shown  that  there  is  a  need  for  the  operation 
and  that  loss  and  inconvenience  from  its  abandonment  would  be  such  that  contin- 
uation of  the  operation  is  required  in  the  public  interest.  Royal  commissions 
that  have  enquired  into  the  railway  situation  in  Canada  since  World  War  II  have 
stressed  the  need  for  economies  and  rationalization  of  railway  plant  and  services 
and  for  abandonment  of  uneconomic  lines  and  services,  except  where  the  public 
interest  requires  such  operations. 

In  the  present  instance  Canadian  Pacific  has  exercised  its  legal  right  to 
apply  to  the  Board  for  leave  to  abandon  operation  of  certain  trackage;  abandon- 
ment of  such  trackage  and  continuation  of  the  remainder  of  the  line  is  practicable; 
and  the  need  of  the  public  for  such  trackage,  the  burden  of  its  operation  and  the 
loss  and  inconvenience  that  would  flow  from  its  abandonment  can  be  appraised 
without  enquiring  into  the  operation  of  the  remainder  of  the  line.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary for  the  Board  to  enquire  into  the  profit  or  loss  position  of  the  Minto-Pennlyn 
portion  in  determining  the  application  now  before  it  unless  there  are  special

circumstances  requiring  it  to  do  so.  There  are  no  such  special  circumstances. 
The  fact  that  there  is  a  long  lease  of  the  entire  line  is  not  such  a  special  circum- 
stance. Parliament  has  made  provision  for  abandonment  of  operation  upon  appli- 
cation to  and  with  leave  of  the  Board.  That  provision  is  not  subject  to  the  lease 
and  is  not  rendered  ineffective  or  inoperative  by  it.  Whatever  may  be  the  rights 
and  obligations  of  the  parties  under  the  lease,  inter  partes,  the  lease  is  not  a 
bar  to  abandonment  of  the  entire  line.  A  part  of  the  line  is  not  more  protected  in 
that  respect  than  the  entire  line. 

It  was  said  that  Canadian  Pacific  failed  to  compete  and  provide  service.  The 
submission  was  not  substantiated  by  proof  of  inefficiency  or  mismanagement. 
While  it  may  have  been  possible  for  the  company  to  have  reduced  to  some  extent 
its  losses  in  operating  the  line  by  being  more  efficient  and  competitive,  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  line  has  been  uneconomic  for  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the 
company  and  that  the  company  is  not  the  author  of  its  misfortune  in  respect  of 
such  losses. 

The  evidence  and  information  given  as  to  the  potential  revenues  and  expenses 
of  operating  the  Pennlyn-Young's  Cove  Road  portion  show  that  this  11.8 
miles  portion  probably  would  be  uneconomic  to  the  extent  of  somewhat  more  than 
$20,000  per  year,  even  if  appropriate  reductions  were  made  in  Canadian  Pacific's 
estimates  of  expenses  on  the  same  basis  as  they  were  made  in  the  estimates  for 
the  Pennlyn-Norton  portion.  No  support  was  evident  for  the  continuation  of  the 
Pennlyn-Young's  Cove  Road  portion  only.  However,  it  is  in  use  and  useful  at 
this  time. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  application  to  attempt  to  deter- 
mine what  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  parties  are  under  the  lease  in  respect 
of  salvageable  trackage  and  facilities  or  what  the  net  salvage  value  would  be.  I 
have  already  stated  that  the  lease  is  not  a  bar  to  abandonment  of  operation.  My 
decision  to  grant  the  application,  stated  elsewhere  herein,  has  been  arrived  at 
without  allowing  Cost  of  Money  on  salvage  as  an  avoidable  on-line  expense  or 
treating  the  salvageable  trackage  and  facilities  as  belonging  to  the  company.  If 
the  company  is  entitled  to  the  salvageable  trackage  facilities,  as  claimed  by  the 
company,  its  case  for  abandonment  would  thereby  be  strengthened. 

COST  OF  MONEY 

A  considerable  part  of  the  trackage  and  facilities  that  passed  into  posses- 
sion of  Canadian  Pacific  under  the  Lease  in  1914  has  deteriorated  or  been 
exhausted  through  age  and  ordinary  wear  and  tear  since  that  date,  but  the 
Company,  through  renewal  and  improvement,  now  has  a  substantial  investment  in 
the  line.  However,  I  have  not  treated  the  salvageable  trackage  and  facilities  as 
belonging  to  the  company  in  determining  the  application,  because  there  was  not 
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sufficient  evidence  to  enable  me  to  determine  what  specific  material  is  returnable 
to  the  Province  upon  abandonment  of  the  line  and  what  is  retainable  by  the 
company  and  because  I  am  not  called  upon  to  decide  what  the  rights  of  the 
Province  and  the  company  are  inter  partes  under  the  lease  in  that  respect. 

If,  in  determining  the  present  application,  it  were  necessary  and  possible 
for  the  Board  to  evaluate  and  take  into  account  the  net  salvage  to  which  the 
company  is  entitled,  my  decision  in  that  respect  would  be  as  hereinafter  outlined. 

The  present  Railway  Act  does  not  lay  down  the  principles  that  the  Board 
should  apply  in  determining  abandonment  applications.  In  dealing  with  another 
provision  of  the  Railway  Act,  the  Judicial  Committee  said  in  C.N.R.  v.  T.T.C., 
37  C.R.C.  203: 

" Where  the  matter  is  left  so  much  at  large  practical  considerations  of 
common  sense  must  be  applied,  especially  in  dealing  with  what  is  obviously 
an  administrative  provision." 

If  the  Act  is  changed  in  respect  of  abandonments  it  is  possible  that  Parlia- 
ment may  lay  down  principles  to  be  applied  in  respect  of  cost  of  money.  Mean- 
while, abandonment  applications  must  be  determined  under  the  Act  as  it  is. 

The  company  has  included  in  its  statement  of  avoidable  on-line  costs  an 
item  "cost-of-money"  in  the  amount  of  $36,642.  The  cost  witness  for  the  company 
stated  that  cost  of  money  was  calculated  as  11.4%  on  the  estimated  net  salvage 
value  of  trackage  and  facilities  of  $321,422.  The  11.4%  is  a  rate  before  payment 
of  income  tax  and  is  the  equivalent  of  6/4%  after  income  tax.  This  figure 
is  somewhat  lower  than  the  rate  of  6.74%  —  6.8%  which  was  submitted  to  the 
MacPherson  Royal  Commission  on  Transportation  as  being  the  composite  cost 
of  capital  employed  in  the  Canadian  Pacific  rail  enterprise  at  December  31,  1958. 

The  Board  has  noted  in  this  regard  that  in  Volume  3  of  the  Royal  Commis-- 
sion's  Report,  at  page  317,  the  cost  of  debt  capital  of  Canadian  Pacific  was 
shown  as  2.35%  to  5.82%;  the  cost  of  preference  stock  as  2.53%  and  the  cost  of 
ordinary  stock  and  retained  earnings  as  9.25%  -  9.50%.  The  composite  cost  rate 
was  6.74%  -  6.8%. 

Canadian  National  also  made  a  calculation  along  similar  lines  but  the 
Royal  Commission  did  not  accept  the  composite  costs  of  capital  which  were 
used  by  the  railways  in  calculating  the  cost  of  transporting  grain  to  export 
positions.  In  this  regard,  the  Commission  said,  at  p.  63  of  Volume  2: 

"The  railways  asked  for  an  amount  of  approximately  6%  after  income 
tax,  or  something  over  10%  before  income  tax.  In  considering  this  item  we 
have  concluded  that  the  rate  of  return  on  grain  should  not  be  different  from 
that  which  the  railways  could  earn  on  rail  investment  generally  under  the 
permissive  earnings  formula  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners.  With 
this  in  mind,  appropriate  adjustments  were  made." 
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Upon  what  has  been  submitted,  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  item  "Cost  of 
Money  on  Net  Salvage  and  Trackage  and  Facilities"  should  be  allowed  as  an 
expense  that  clearly  would  be  avoided  by  the  abandonment  of  the  operation  of  the 
line.  The  Board  in  other  abandonment  cases  heretofore  has  not  allowed  such  an 
item  as  an  avoidable  expense.  I  think  that,  before  a  definitive  Judgment  is 
given  by  the  Board  allowing  such  an  item  to  be  counted  as  an  avoidable  expense 
in  abandonment  applications,  a  stronger  case  for  doing  so  will  have  to  be  made 
than  h^s  been  made  in  any  such  application  heard  by  the  Board  to  this  date.  It 
may  be  that  a  sufficient  case  can  be  made.  A  suitable  opportunity  to  make  such  a 
case  and  for  further  consideration  of  this  complex  issue  of  cost  of  money  no 
doubt  will  present  itself.  Meanwhile,  I  would  recognize  the  fact  that  if  the  line 
is  abandoned  its  physical  assets  will  be  released  from  that  operation  and  the 
company  will  be  able  to  realize  whatever  benefit  would  flow  to  it  from  the  re- 
capture of  the  material  and  its  sale  or  utilization  elsewhere  and  I  would,  there- 
fore, in  appraising  the  consequences  to  the  company  of  continuing  an  uneconomic 
line,  take  into  account  the  fact  that  such  continuation  would  involve  the  continued 
use  of  the  salvageable  material  in  that  line  and  deprive  the  company,  during  such 
continuation,  of  the  aforesaid  benefit.  What  the  actual  benefit  would  amount  to 
would  depend  on  whether  specific  material  is  sold,  with  the  available  cash  being 
subject  to  the  corporate  demands  of  the  company  for  any  of  its  services,  rail  or 
non-rail;  or  used  elsewhere  on  the  company's  system  in  maintenance  work  or 
capital  work;  or  stored  for  possible  use  in  the  future,  and  other  circumstances. 

Having  regard  to  the  inherent  imponderables,  1  think  that  in  appraising  the 
consequences  above  referred  to,  it  would  be  reasonable  and  practical  to  determine 
"cost  of  money"  on  the  basis  of  a  rate  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  net  value  of 
the  salvageable  trackage  and  facilities.  I  would  set  that  rate  at  the  present  time 
at  5%.  This  is  approximately  the  annual  yield  if  the  proceeds  of  the  salvage  were 
invested  in  high  grade  bonds  or  in  investments  with  an  assured  return,  and  is  hot 
unreasonable  when  related  to  the  Canadian  Pacific's  average  cost  of  debt  capital. 
I  would  deem  the  resulting  amount  to  be  a  potential  financial  benefit  of  which  the 
company  would  be  deprived  each  year  in  respect  of  salvage  by  the  continued 
operation  of  the  line. 

I  am  satisfied  that  it  has  been  shown  that  operation  of  the  Pennlyn-Norton 
portion  was  unprofitable  during  the  years  1958  to  1961  and  is  likely  to  continue 
to  be  unprofitable;  and  that  the  burden  to  the  company  of  continuing  to  operate 
that  portion  will  outweigh  the  loss  and  inconvenience  that  would  be  caused  by 
its  abandonment  to  such  an  extent  as  to  warrant  approval  of  the  application.  I  do 
not  think  that  the  Board  would  have  any  justification  for  compelling  the  company 
to  bear  the  burden  of  prospective  losses  year  after  year  and  the  immediate  ex- 
pense of  replacing  or  repairing  the  Washademoak  Bridge  in  the  circumstances  as 
they  are  and  seem  likely  to  be. 
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No  relocation  of  investment  tied  to  rail  transportation  is  involved  here,  as  is 
the  situation,  for  example,  where  grain  elevators  on  railway  lines  that  are  to  be 
abandoned  have  to  be  rebuilt  or  relocated  at  other  rail  points.  More  than  half  the 
line  has  been  inoperative  during  the  whole  of  the  past  fourteen  months.  There  is 
no  demand  for  passenger  service. 

I  would  give  leave  to  the  company  to  abandon  the  operation  of  the  portion  of 
the  line  from  Young's  Cove  Road  to  Norton,  including  the  Washademoak  Bridge, 
at  any  time  after  September  1  next,  on  at  least  one  month's  notice,  and  to  abandon 
operation  of  the  portion  between  mileage  53.0  east  of  Pennlyn  to  Young's  Cove 
Road  at  any  time  after  one  year  from  the  date  hereof,  on  at  least  three  months' 
notice.  The  more  lengthy  period  is  given  in  respect  of  the  latter  portion  in  order 
that  shippers  may  have  about  another  year  in  which  to  ship  current  and  next 
winter's  production  of  pulpwood,  Christmas  trees  and  other  traffic  on  that  portion 
of  the  line  that  is  still  operating  and  make  other  transportation  arrangements  and 
adjustments  for  the  future.  The  notices  of  abandonment  shall  be  mailed  to  the 
Board  and  to  the  parties  that  appeared  at  the  hearing  and  shall  also  be  posted  up 
at  all  stations  and  loading  points  on  the  portion  to  be  abandoned. 

The  authority  hereby  given  to  abandon  the  operation  of  the  line  is  permissive. 
The  company  may  continue  the  operation  of  all  or  part  of  the  line  if  it  chooses 
to  do  so.

UPON  reading  the  submissions  filed;  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Director  of  Engineering  of  the  Board— 

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 

General  Order  No.  812,  dated  July  12,  1955,  is  amended  by  deleting  clause

Vote  213a  —  To  provide  payments  to  companies  subject  to  Order  Number 
96300,  dated  November  17,  1958,  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners 
for  Canada  of  an  aggregate  amount  of  $20,000,000  in  respect  of  the  period 
April  1,  1963,  to  March  31,  1964,  to  be  paid  in  instalments  at  such  times 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  said  Board  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the 
said  companies  for  such  diminution  in  their  aggregate  gross  revenues  during 
the  said  period  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Board  is  attributable  to  such 
companies  maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  at  an  8%  increase 
instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  the  said  Order;  and  to  provide  .payments 
to  the  said  companies  of  an  aggregate  amount  in  respect  of  the  calendar 
year  1963  of  $50,000,000  to  be  paid  in  instalments  at  such  times  and  in 
accordance  with  such  methods  of  allocation  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
said  Board  for  the  maintenance  by  such  companies  of  the  rates  of  freight 
traffic  at  the  said  reduced  level   (20)  $70,000,000. 

AND  WHEREAS  four-twelfths  of  the  said  Vote  213a  was  authorized  for 
payment  by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  1,  1963,  assented  to  on  June  5,  1963. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  the  method  of  claiming  by  com- 
panies subject  to  Board  Order  No.  96300  and  the  payment  of  claims  and  the 
making  of  interim  payments  in  respect  of  four-twelfths  of  the  said  $20,000,000 
should  be  in  accordance  with  the  methods  of  claiming  and  making  payments 
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which  were  in  effect  in  respect  of  the  Freight  Rates  Reduction  Act  and  subsequent 
Governor  General's  Warrants. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  in  determining  the  method  of 
allocation  and  the  times  of  payment  of  instalments  in  respect  of  four-twelfths 
of  the  said  $50,000,000  it  should  have  regard  to  the  freight  traffic  carried  by 
the  said  companies  at  the  said  reduced  level  of  rates  based  on  an  8%  increase 
instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300  and  also,  because  of 
the  time  lag  in  obtaining  particulars  of  such  traffic  carried  in  1963  and  other 
circumstances,  that  instalment  payments  based  on  similar  traffic  carried  in 
1962  should  be  made  for  the  four-month  period  January  1  to  April  30,  1963,  with 
such  adjustment  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  total  payment  in  accordance 
with  the  method  of  allocation  determined  by  the  Board  and  hereinafter  set  forth. 

THE  BOARD  THEREFORE  DETERMINES  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  Companies  claiming  reimbursement  for  diminution  in  their  aggregate 
gross  revenues  attributable  to  maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  at 
an  8%  increase  instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300  in  respect 
of  the  period  April  1,  1963  to  March  31,  1964,  shall  submit  claims  in  the  form 
hereinbefore  ordered  by  the  Board  for  the  submission  of  claims  in  respect  of 
the  Freight  Rates  Reduction  Act  and  subsequent  Governor  General's  Warrants. 

2.  Companies  entitled  to  claim  reimbursement  under  the  immediately  preced- 
ing paragraph  numbered  1  may,  prior  to  filing  such  claim,  apply  to  the  Board  for 
an  interim  payment;  companies  will  submit  with  such  application  an  estimate  of 
the  claim  for  a  particular  month  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  such  month 
and  the  Board  will  thereupon  determine  the  amount  of  the  interim  payment  in 
respect  of  traffic  carried  during  that  month. 

3.  Companies  submitting  a  claim  for  a  month  in  respect  of  which  an  interim 
payment  has  been  received  will  show  the  total  claim  for  that  month  in  accordance 
with  past  practice  less  a  final  deduction  in  the  amount  of  any  interim  payment 
received  in  respect  of  that  month. 

4.  Subject  to  paragraph  5  the  method  of  allocation  of  four-twelfths  of 
$50,000,000  pursuant  to  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  1,  1963,  to  companies  subject 
to  Order  No.  96300  shall  be  the  allocation  to  each  company  of  an  amount  that 
bears  approximately  the  same  relation  to  the  total  amount  payable  to  all  com- 
panies under  the  said  Appropriation  Act  as  the  amount  paid  to  the  company  in 
respect  of  reimbursement  claims  for  diminution  in  aggregate  gross  revenues 
attributable  to  such  company  maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  at  an 
8%  increase  instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300  during  the 
four-month  period  January  1  to  April  30,  1963  bears  to  the  total  amount  paid  to 
all  companies  in  respect  of  such  claims  for  the  same  period. 

5.  After  deducting  from  the  said  four-twelfths  of  $50,000,000  the  amount 
payable  therefrom  to  companies  other  than  Canadian  National  Railways  and 
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Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  in  accordance  with  paragraph  4,  the  remainder 
shall  be  allocated  60%  to  Canadian  National  Railways  and  40%  to  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company. 

6.  Forthwith  upon  issuance  of  this  Order  the  Board  shall  recommend  an 
amount  for  payment  out  of  four-twelfths  of  $50,000,000  to  each  company  for  the 
four-month  period  January  1  to  April  30,  1963. 

(Note: 

In  calculating  the  amount  payable  to  each  company  the  Board  will  make 
an  allocation  based  on  payments  to  companies  in  respect  of  traffic  carried 
during  the  period  January  1  to  April  30,  1962,  with  such  adjustment  and 
deferment  of  payments  as  the  Board  deems  necessary  to  insure  that  the 
total  amount  payable  shall  be  allocated  in  accordance  with  the  method  set 
forth  in  paragraphs  4  and  5.) 

7.  The  Board  may  make  any  amendments  of  this  Order  that  it  deems  necessary 
in  order  to  equitably  allocate  the  amount  authorized  for  payment  under  the  said 
Appropriation  Act.

RULING 

BY  THE  BOARD: 

This  application  by  the  Andersen  Corporation  of  Bayport,  Minn,  asks  for  a 
ruling  by  the  3oard  as  to  the  freight  charges  applicable  on  a  less  carload  ship- 
ment described  as  "5  cartons  frames,  window  and  glazed  sash,  combined  with 
or  without  wire  screens"  forwarded  from  Stillwater,  Minn.,  on  December  20, 
1(H>1  to  Saskatoon,  Sask.  The  matter  has  been  considered  and  dealt  with  on  the 
written  submissions  of  the  applicant  and  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
both  of  whom  have  requested  that  the  Hoard  make  its  ruling  based  on  such 
written  submissions.

The  United  States  rate  is 
published  in  Western  Trunk  Line  Tariff  W-1000,  C.T.C.  (F)  A-1067  and  is 
governed  by  the  Uniform  Freight  Classification  6,  C.T.C.  A-6.  The  Canadian 
rate  is  published  in  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Tariff  W-449-L,  C.T.C.  (F) 
W.4264  and  is  governed  by  the  Canadian  Freight  Classification  20,  C.T.C.  1525 
and  Canadian  Freight  Association  Tariff  79-R,  C.T.C.  (F)  1661.

It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  that  wooden  window  frames  take  a  sub- 
stantially higher  rating  than  glazed  sash,  while  the  rating  accorded  to  these 
articles  when  combined  is  between  the  level  of  the  ratings  for  each  article 
when  shipped  separately.

The  foregoing  item  on  the  combined  frames  and  sash  rating  became  effective 
on  June  10,  1963  consequently  the  said  Classification  rating  was  not  in  effect 
at  the  time  the  shipment  under  review  was  forwarded.  It  will  be  noted  that  in 
contrast  to  the  United  States  Uniform  Freight  Classification  ratings  that  the 
articles  involved  all  take  the  same  Canadian  Classification  rating  of  Class  100. 


SUBMISSIONS  OF  APPLICANT  AND  RAILWAY 

The  applicant  contends  that,  as  the  Canadian  Freight  Classification  did 
not  contain  a  specific  rating  on  combined  window  frames  and  glazed  sash  at  the 
time  of  shipment,  the  Class  70  rating  provided  under  Item  6040  of  the  Freight 
Classification  applies,  viz; 

Building  Woodwork   (House  Trim)  not  further  finished  than  primed, 
wood  other  than  Cherry,  Ebony,  Lignum- Vitae,  Rosewood,  Mahogany 
and  Walnut,  NOIBN  in  boxes  or  crates: 
whereas  the  railway  contends  that  Class  100  rating  as  assessed  on  the  shipment 
has  application  under  the  provisions  of  Rule  18  of  the  said  Canadian  Classifi- 
cation. This  rule  reads: 

When  not  specifically  classified,  combination  articles  will  be  charged 
at  the  rating  for  the  highest  classed  article  of  the  combination  and  on 
shipments  subject  to  carload  rating  the  minimum  weight  will  be  the 
highest  minimum  weight  provided  for  such  rating;  where  the  carload 
ratings  are  the  same,  the  minimum  weight  will  be  the  highest  for  any 
article  in  the  combination. 
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The  Class  100  rating  is  derived  from  the  separate  ratings  applicable  on  window 
frames  and  on  glazed  sash  as  has  been  noted  herein. 

Applicant  alleges  the  above  quoted  Combination  Articles  rule  does  not  have 
application  and  in  support  of  his  contention  quotes  decisions  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  which  he  considers  to  be  relevant.  The  substance  of 
applicant's  argument  that  the  said  combination  rule  does  not  apply  is  summarized 
by  him  as  follows:  "1.  The  component  parts  are  separately  rated.  2.  An  NOIBN 
rating  is  published  under  the  same  generic  caption  for  each  part.  3.  Neither 
component  is  'suitable  or  adaptable  to  separate  uses',  and  4.  The  parts  comprise 
a  single  entity." 

The  railway  submits  that  combination  articles  may  be  defined  as  two  or 
more  articles  that  are  placed  or  joined  together  without  uniting  to  form  any  new 
single  article  and  that  the  test  of  a  combination  article  is  whether  or  not  the 
components  when  put  together  form  a  new  article,  an  integral  whole  with  a  single 
independent  identity.  The  railway  further  submits  that  the  window  frames  and 
the  glazed  sash  are  separate  entities  with  distinctive  names  and  characteristics 
and  that  each  article  has  a  separate  item  in  the  Classification.  They  state  that 
although  both  articles  were  made  to  fit  together,  and  neither  could  be  used 
without  the  other,  when  the  test  is  applied  of  what  new  entity  if  any  has  been 
created  by  putting  the  sash  and  frame  together,  none  can  be  found;  the  combina- 
tion does  not  have  a  name,  only  a  combined  window  frame  and  glazed  sash,  or 
at  most  a  'complete  window  unit'.  The  railway  asserts  that  the  decisions  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  cited  by  applicant  supports  their  interpretation 
of  the  Combination  rule. 

DISCUSSION  AND  CONCLUSION 

The  matter  at  issue  is  solely  one  of  the  interpretation  of  the  Classification 
provisions  applicable  to  a  past  shipment  and  does  not  concern  the  question  of  a 
just  and  reasonable  rating  for  the  future,  as  an  appropriate  Classification  rating 
has  been  published  to  become  effective  on  June  10,  1963  on  the  combined  article 
here  in  dispute. 

It  would  appear  that  for  applicant  to  succeed  would  accord  to  less  carload 
shipments  of  combined  window  frames  and  glazed  sash  a  lower  rating  than  when 
the  said  two  component  parts  are  shipped  separately.  The  value  of  a  commodity 
is  an  important  factor  in  determining  classification  ratings,  and  while  nothing 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Board  showing  the  value  of  the  articles  here  under 
review,  a  lower  rating  on  a  combined  article  than  on  its  component  parts  does 
not  appear  to  be  justified.  Item  6040  of  the  Canadian  Freight  Classification, 
which  has  been  quoted  herein,  and  which  applicant  contends  has  application  to 
his  shipment,  makes  no  reference  in  its  commodity  description  to  glazed  sash. 
The  application  of  the  item  is  restricted  to  Building  Woodwork  constructed  of 
wood  only  and  not  otherwise  indexed  by  name.  Clearly,  Item  6040  does  not 
contemplate  the  inclusion  of  glazed  sash. 
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RULING 

We  find,  and  so  rule,  that  the  "frames,  window  and  glazed  sash,  combined, 
with  or  without  wire  screens"  were  combination  articles  on  date  of  shipment  as 
contemplated  by  the  provisions  of  Rule  18  of  Canadian  Freight  Classification 
20,  C.T.C.  1525  and  are  subject  to  the  less  carload  rating  of  Class  100.  The 
application  of  Andersen  Corporation  is  hereby  dismissed.

JUDGMENT 

BY  THE  BOARD: 

By  application  dated  April  10th,  1963,  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  of 
Canada,  hereinafter  called  the  Company,  submitted  for  the  Board's  approval 
details  of  an  extended-area  service  plan  which  provides  for  an  extension  of 
toll-free  calling  privileges  between  fifteen  of  its  exchanges  in  the  Metropolitan 
Toronto  area.  Adoption  of  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Company  is  contingent  upon 
the  application  of  revised  tolls  for  the  expanded  service  and  it  is  these  revised 
tolls  that  the  Board  must  consider  in  determining  this  application. 

Summary  of  Present  Extended-Area  Service  Arrangements 

Before  proceeding  to  outline  the  substance  of  the  Company's  application, 
it  is  convenient  to  set  out  a  brief  summary  of  the  present  extended-area  service 
arrangements  in  effect  in  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  area;  (these  are  more  fully 
described  in  our  Judgment  of  January  31st,  1955,  72  C.R.T.C.  112).  A  plan, 
showing  the  location  of  the  exchanges  involved,  is  reproduced  in  Appendix  "C" 
to  this  present  Judgment  and  a  detailed  description  of  present  and  proposed 
arrangements  is  set  out  in  Appendix  "BM. 

Extended-area  service  is  currently  furnished  between  the  Toronto  exchange 
and  four  immediately  surrounding  exchanges,  designated  as  Group  A  exchanges; 
(see  map  in  Appendix  "C"  hereto).  Each  Group  A  exchange  includes  within  its 
toll-free  calling  area  the  Toronto  exchange  and  contiguous  Group  A  and  Group 
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B  exchanges.  The  Toronto  exchange  and  all  Group  A  exchanges  are  assigned  to 
Rate  Group  10A  and  the  rates  and  charges  applicable  to  that  Group  are  set  out 
in  Appendix  "A"  hereto. 

Seven  Group  B  exchanges  surround  and  abut  on  the  Group  A  exchanges. 
The  toll-free  calling  area  of  each  Group  B  exchange  comprises  the  Toronto 
exchange  and  contiguous  Group  A  and  Group  B  exchanges.  Rates  and  charges 
for  Group  B  exchanges  are  based  on  increments  over  those  of  Rate  Group  10A, 
(see  Appendix  "A"). 

Ten  exchanges  surround  and  abut  on  the  Group  B  exchanges.  Three  of 
these  surrounding  exchanges,  Clarkson,  Richmond  Hill  and  Streetsville,  are 
designated  in  the  Company's  application  as  Group  C  exchanges.  The  present 
local-service  areas  of  these  Group  C  exchanges  include  certain  contiguous  or 
adjacent  exchanges,  but  do  not  include  any  Group  A  exchange  or  the  Toronto 
exchange.  Rates  and  charges  applicable  to  Group  C  exchanges  are  described  in 
Appendix  "AM,  and  are  those  of  the  Rate  Groups  to  which  such  exchanges  are 
now  assigned  according  to  the  total  telephone  count  within  their  respective 
local-service  areas. 

At  the  option  of  Group  C  exchange  customers,  a  limited  extended-area 
service,  which  provides  one-way  calling  to  Toronto  and  to  certain  intervening 
Group  A  exchanges,  is  available  at  the  following  monthly  rates: 

Type  of  Service  Residence  Business 

Individual  Line  $10.50  $25.00 

P.B.X.  trunk  line  $37.50  $37.50 

The  Company  states  that  about  10%  of  its  Group  C  exchange  customers  subscribe 
to  this  one-way  extended-area  service.  Foreign  exchange  service*  is  also  avail- 
able from  the  Toronto  exchange,  at  the  rates  applicable  to  Toronto  service  plus 
certain  inter-exchange  and  other  circuit  mileage  charges. 

With  the  exception  of  this  limited  one-way  service  and  the  foreign  exchange 
service,  Group  C  exchange  customers  can  communicate  with  the  Toronto  exchange, 
with  all  Group  A  exchanges,  and  with  those  Group  B  exchanges  outside  the 
local-calling  area,  only  over  long-distance  circuits  at  message-toll  charges. 
Similarly,  Group  A  or  Group  B  exchange  customers  can  communicate  with  non- 
contiguous Group  A  or  Group  B  exchanges  only  via  the  message-toll  service  or 
by  means  of  foreign  exchange  service. 

Proposed  Extended-Area  Service  Arrangements 

The  proposed  extension  of  the  local-service  areas  of  the  Group  A,  Group  B 
and  Group  C  exchanges  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

(a)  Group  A  Exchanges: 

The  local-service  area  is  to  be  expanded  to  include  all  non-contiguous 
Group  A  and  Group  B  exchanges.  In  addition,  a  Group  A  exchange  situated 

*"Foreign   Exchange   Service"  means   local-exchange   service  that  is  provided  from  an  exchange 

other  than  the  one  in  which  the  subscriber  is  located. 
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directly  between  a  Group  C  exchange  and  the  Toronto  exchange  will  include 
that  Group  C  exchange  within  its  local-service  area;  (see  Appendix  "B"  and 
Appendix  "C"). 

(b)  Group  B  Exchanges: 

The  local-service  area  is  to  be  expanded  to  include  all  non-contiguous 
Group  A  exchanges. 

(c)  Group  C  Exchanges: 

The  local-service  area  is  to  be  expanded  to  include  the  Toronto  exchange 
and  certain  intervening  Group  A  exchanges  described  in  Appendix  "B". 

The  establishment  of  the  proposed  extensions  to  the  local-calling  areas 
listed  in  Appendix  "B"  would  eliminate  long-distance  calls  between  the  various 
exchanges  involved.  While  the  toll-free  calling  area  of  the  Group  A  exchanges 
would  then  be  similar  in  extent  to  that  of  the  Toronto  exchange,  the  rate  dis- 
tances and  applicable  long-distance  charges  that  would  be  eliminated  are 
generally  greater  than  those  which  formerly  applied  between  Toronto  and  the 
Group  A  exchanges;  (i.e.  prior  to  March  16,  1952,  the  date  on  which  toll-free 
calling  was  introduced  between  Toronto  and  certain  Group  A  exchanges).  For 
this  reason,  the  Company  submits  its  proposals  would  have  a  greater  value  to 
its  Group  A  exchange  customers  than  to  its  Toronto  exchange  customers.  In 
this  connection,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Toronto  "core"  exchange  already 
has  toll-free  calling  with  all  Group  A  exchanges,  whereas  the  toll-free  calling 
area  of  a  Group  A  exchange  does  not  now  include  all  other  Group  A  exchanges. 

In  consideration  of  this  greater  value  of  service,  and  of  the  consequent  net 
loss  of  toll  revenue  on  introduction  of  the  extended  service,  the  Company  pro- 
poses that  rates  for  the  Group  A  exchanges  should  be  higher  than  those  appli- 
cable to  the  Toronto  exchange.  For  similar  reasons,  the  Company  submits  that 
the  value  of  service  to  Group  B  exchange  customers  would  be  enhanced  by  the 
expanded  service  to  be  accorded  to  them  and  should  be  reflected  in  higher 
charges  than  now  prevail.  The  Company  therefore  proposes  that  Group  A  and 
B  exchange  rates  should  be  increased  by  the  following  amounts:

(It  will  be  observed  from  Appendix  "B"  that  the  additional  range  of  toll-free 
calling  to  be  made  available  by  the  plan  is  somewhat  greater  for  the  Group  A 
exchanges  than  for  the  Group  B  exchanges). 

The  application  of  the  foregoing  increments  will  result  in  the  following 
differentials  between  Group  A  exchange  rates  and  Group  B  exchange  rates: 

(1)  Residence  service,  per  month: 

Individual  line,  two-party  line, 

multi-party  line  and  P.B.X.  trunk  line  $0.45 

(2)  Business  service,  per  month: 

Individual  line,  message-rate  line, 

multi-party  line  and  P.B.X.  trunk  line  $0.90 

(3)  Semi-public  service,  (daily  guarantee  of 
local-message  revenue): 


It  is  proposed  to  apply  increments  over  the  increased  Group  B  exchange 
rates,  to  establish  rates  for  the  three  Group  C  exchanges  involved  in  the  exten- 
sion of  service,  and  such  proposed  increments  are  identical  to  the  differentials 
quoted  above.  The  considerations  of  greater  value  of  service,  and  of  the  much 
greater  toll-distances  and  charges  that  would  be  eliminated,  are  similar  to  those 
involved  in  the  increments  proposed  for  Group  A  and  Group  B  exchange  rates; 
(such  toll-distances  and  charges,  of  course,  increase  with  distance  from  the 
Toronto  "core"  exchange).  The  resulting  Group  C  exchange  rates  are  identical 
to  those  to  be  applied  to  the  Montreal  Group  C  exchanges  which  were  dealt  with 
in  our  Judgment  of  March  19,  1963,  (53  B.T.C.  127). 

The  effect  of  the  application  of  the  various  increments  proposed,  and  of 
the  transfer  of  the  Group  C  exchanges  from  their  present  Rate  Groups,  is  set  out 
in  detail  in  Appendix  "A",  together  with  a  comparison  of  the  present  and  pro- 
posed rates  and  charges  applicable  to  extcmded-area  services  in  the  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Area. 

The  Company  states  that,  following  the  introduction  of  the  various  extended- 
area  services  now  in  operation  in  its  Group  A,  Group  B  and  Group  C  exchanges,

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a  total  of  ten  letters,  petitions  and  resolutions  were  received  from  associations 
and  municipalities  located  in  these  exchanges,  seeking  a  further  extension  of 
their  local-calling  areas  to  include  some  or  all  of  the  exchanges  now  forming 
part  of  the  Toronto  exchange  local-service  area.  In  addition,  the  Company  received 
a  petition,  dated  November  22,  1960,  from  a  group  of  customers  at  Lome  Park  in 
the  Clarkson  exchange  and  a  letter,  dated  July  27,  1961,  from  the  Rexdale 
Industrial  Association,  copies  of  which  were  forwarded  to  the  Board;  both  parties 
sought  the  establishment  of  extended-area  service  with  the  Toronto  exchange. 

The  Company  submits  that  the  proposed  extension  of  local-calling  areas 
would  meet  the  needs  of  its  customers  in  the  Group  A,  Group  B  and  Group  C 
exchanges.  It  states  further  that,  although  no  request  for  the  proposed  extended 
service  has  been  received  from  customers  in  its  Toronto  exchange,  its  proposed 
plans  necessarily  involve  an  extension  of  the  Toronto  local-service  area  to 
include  toll-free  calling  with  the  Group  C  exchanges.  However,  the  total  number 
of  telephones  in  such  Group  C  exchanges  represents  only  a  small  fraction  of 
the  total  in  the  present  local-calling  area  of  the  Toronto  "core"  exchange;  for 
this  reason,  the  Company  does  not  propose  any  changes  at  this  time  in  the  rates 
applicable  to  its  Toronto  "core"  exchange. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Company  that  the  establishment  of  the  proposed 
extension  of  toll-free  service  will  necessitate  construction  expenditures  of 
some  $12  million  to  provide  sufficient  additional  facilities  and  equipment  to 
carry  not  only  existing  traffic  but  also  the  vastly  increased  number  of  calls 
that  would  result  from  elimination  of  long-distance  charges.  It  is  also  stated 
by  the  Company  that  introduction  of  the  expanded  service  would  bring  about  a 
reduction  in  revenue,  because  the  estimated  annual  reduction  in  long-distance 
and  foreign-exchange  service  revenues  would  not  immediately  be  completely 
offset  by  the  estimated  annual  increase  to  be  derived  from  the  monthly  increments 
proposed  for  the  Group  A,  Group  B  and  Group  C  exchanges. 

The  plan  proposed  by  the  Company  is  designed  to  apply  to  all  Group  A  and 
all  Group  B  exchanges,  but  only  to  one  or  more  of  the  three  Group  C  exchanges 
whose  customers  desire  it,  and  only  to  the  extent  of  including  within  the  local- 
service  area  of  each  exchange  those  additional  exchanges  described  in  Appendix 
"B"  to  this  Judgment.  Service  arrangements  similar  to  those  now  proposed  for 
the  Group  C  exchanges  will,  the  Company  states,  be  offered  in  other  exchanges 
having  the  same  relative  location  as  the  Group  C  exchanges  (see  Appendix  "C"), 
when  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  all  pertinent  circumstances  and  conditions  in  such 
other  exchanges  are  substantially  similar  to  those  now  prevailing  in  the  Group 
C  exchanges.  The  Company  does  not  propose  to  implement  its  plan  as  herein 
described  at  rates  lower  than  those  set  out  in  its  application,  nor  to  alter  the 
service  plan,  and  it  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  such  plan  if  it  is  not  wholly 
acceptable. 
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The  provision  of  extended-area  services,  such  as  those  outlined  above, 
cannot  be  made  available  on  an  optional  basis.  Because  of  this  feature,  the 
Board  has  consistently  required  the  Company  to  make  any  proposal  for  the 
establishment  of  such  services  known  to  all  customers  who  would  be  affected 
by  it  and  to  seek  their  views  concerning  it.  When  the  present  plan  was  made 
known  to  the  Board,  the  Company  was  directed  to  furnish  all  customers  in  the 
Group  A,  Group  B  and  Group  C  exchanges  with  full  details  of  its  proposals,  and 
to  advise  them  that  any  representations  with  respect  to  these  proposals  were 
to  be  sent  to  us  not  later  than  February  28,  1963.  An  announcement  of  the 
proposed  plan,  with  descriptive  details,  was  made  by  circular  letters  dated 
January  23,  1963,  which  the  Company  states  were  mailed  to  each  of  its  231,000 
customers  in  the  Group  A,  Group  B  and  Group  C  exchanges. 

Only  65  written  communications  expressing  opposition  to  the  proposed 
extended-area  service  plan  were  received  from  the  231,000  customers  in  the 
Group  A,  Group  B  and  Group  C  exchanges. 

Resolutions  in  support  of  the  plan  were  passed  by  7  associations  and 
municipalities.  In  addition,  24  letters  were  received  by  the  Company  from  asso- 
ciations and  customers  served  by  the  Toronto  exchange  which  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  proposed  enlargement  of  the  scope  of  toll-free  calling  would  be 
beneficial  to  the  whole  area. 

The  Company's  formal  application,  dated  April  10,  1963,  was  served  upon 
each  of  the  27  municipalities  throughout  the  area  affected.  It  was  also  served 
upon  6  industrial  associations,  commissions  or  Boards  of  Trade,  1  ratepayers' 
association,  and  upon  one  customer  who  had  sought  further  information  concerning 
the  proposed  plan.  The  only  submission  received  in  answer  to  this  formal  appli- 
cation was  a  letter  from  the  Town  of  Weston,  stating  that  the  Council  had  decided 
to  take  no  action  with  regard  thereto. 

DISCUSSION  AND  CONCLUSIONS 

It  is  important  that  it  be  fully  understood  that  the  Board  has  no  power  to 
require  the  Company  to  provide  the  type  of  service  involved  in  this  application. 
As  we  have  said  on  many  previous  occasions,  our  powers  are  merely  to  deal  with 
the  resulting  charges  which  the  Company  desires  to  impose  for  the  expanded 
service.  In  our  Judgment  of  March  19,  1963,  (53  J.O.R.  &  R.  127),  dealing  with 
the  rates  involved  in  proposals  for  a  further  extension  of  toll-free  service  in 
the  greater  Montreal  area,  we  stated  on  page  131: 

'The  provision  of  extended-area  services,  such  as  those  already  in  opera- 
tion in  the  greater  Montreal  area,  and  that  which  is  now  proposed,  is  essen- 
tially a  matter  which  lies  within  the  discretionary  powers  of  the  Company. 
Such  extended  services,  which  provide  toll-free  calling  between  certain  ex- 
changes, constitute  in  our  opinion  a  rearrangement  of  exchange  boundaries. 
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Our  powers  to  deal  with  such  matters  are  set  out  in  subsection  (6)  of  Section 
380  of  the  Railway  Act,  as  follows: 

*  "(6)  The  Board  may,  from  time  to  time  upon  application,  deal  with  all 
questions  of  unreasonableness  or  unjust  discrimination  in  respect  of  tele- 
phone tolls  resulting  from  the  establishment,  redivision  and  readjustment 
of  the  boundaries  of  any  base  rate  area  or  telephone  exchange  area  and, 
where  it  considers  such  tolls  to  be  unreasonable  or  unjust  or  contrary  to 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  require  the  company  to  substitute 
tolls  satisfactory  to  the  Board  in  lieu  thereof,  or  may  prescribe  other  tolls 
in  lieu  of  the  tolls  published  by  the  company". 

'The  establishment  of  extended-area  service  arrangements  which  link 
exchanges  together  to  form  a  combined  or  wider  local-calling  area  necessarily 
involves  the  question  of  the  tolls  to  be  charged  for  the  enlarged  service, 
and  the  Board  has  a  duty  to  give  full  consideration  thereto  under  the  provi- 
sions quoted  above.' 

The  last  extension  of  the  Toronto  exchange  toll-free  area  took  place  when 
the  Group  B  exchanges  were  linked  with  the  Toronto  exchange,  at  which  time 
the  Group  B  exchanges  became  subject  to  the  Toronto  exchange  rates,  plus  a 
surcharge  over  such  rates,  instead  of  the  former  rates  based  upon  the  size  of 
the  Rate  Group,  as  measured  by  the  total  telephone  count  within  their  respective 
local-service  areas.  The  assessment  of  such  a  surcharge  over  Toronto  exchange 
rates  in  respect  of  Group  B  exchange  subscribers  was  considered  and  approved 
in  our  Judgment  of  January  31,  1955,  (72,  C.R.T.C.  112). 

As  we  have  stated  earlier,  the  Board's  policy  in  these  matters  has  been  to 
require  the  Company  to  solicit  the  views  of  all  customers  in  the  areas  affected 
by  any  extended-area  service  proposals  as  to  their  willingness  to  accept  such 
proposals  and  the  higher  exchange  charges  involved.  All  the  extended-area 
services  now  in  force  in  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  area  were  so  publicized  and 
were  established  with  the  concurrence  of  the  majority  of  the  customers  con- 
cerned. In  the  present  case,  we  conclude  from  the  response  to  the  Company's 
circular  letters  of  January  23,  1963,  and  from  the  response  to  its  formal  applica- 
tion of  April  10,  1963,  that  the  proposed  plan  for  expansion  of  the  local-service 
areas  of  the  Group  A,  Group  B  and  Group  C  exchanges  meets  with  the  general 
approval  of  a  very  substantial  majority  of  those  customers  who  would  be  affected 
by  it. 

In  the  application  now  before  us,  the  Company  has  proposed  surcharges 
over  present  Group  A  and  present  Group  B  rates,  as  well  as  a  surcharge  over 
the  new  Group  B  rates  to  establish  Group  C  exchange  rates.  These  surcharges 
which  have  been  described  in  detail  above  are  an  integral  part  of  the  plan  which 
is  acceptable  to  the  majority  of  the  customers  concerned.  It  is  self-evident  that 
the  provision  of  additional  dial-switching  equipment,  and  of  additional  inter- 
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exchange  circuits  over  greater  than  normal  distances,  will  result  in  additional 
expense  for  the  Company,  as  well  as  a  net  loss  of  the  toll  revenue  from  the 
long-distance  calls  that  will  be  eliminated.  The  value  of  the  service  to  the 
customers  involved  will,  however,  be  greatly  enlarged  by  the  much  greater  range 
of  toll-free  calling  that  will  become  available  to  them. 

We  have  given  careful  consideration  to  all  aspects  of  the  Company's  pro- 
posed plan  of  extended-area  services  for  the  exchanges  described  above  and 
have  noted  its  acceptance  by  a  very  substantial  majority  of  the  customers 
affected  by  it.  We  therefore  indicate  our  approval  of  the  proposed  rate  structure 
described  herein  which  may  be  established  upon  the  institution  of  the  extended- 
area  service  by  filing  tariffs  for  specific  approval,  not  less  than  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  such  service.  No  order  is  required  at  this  time. 

Provision  of  the  proposed  extensions  of  the  toll-free  calling  areas  of  the 
Group  A,  Group  B  and  Group  C  exchanges  depends  upon  the  completion  date  for 
construction  of  the  required  additional  facilities  which  the  Company  estimates 
will  be  sometime  in  1965  for  the  Group  A  and  Group  B  exchanges,  and  sometime 
in  1966  for  the  Group  C  exchanges.  The  Company  has  requested  our  decision 
as  to  the  charges  proposed  for  the  extended  service  and  it  is  with  that  feature 
alone  that  this  decision  is  concerned.

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.: 

Industrial  Wire  &  Cable  Company  Limited,  hereinafter  called  Industrial, 
has  filed  with  the  Board  an  Application  seeking  certain  relief  in  respect  of 
The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada,  hereinafter  called  Bell,  and  has  made 
this  motion  concerning  the  pleadings  and  issues. 

Industrial  seeks,  in  summary: 

(1)  to  amend  paragraph  2  of  the  Application  in  respect  of  its  status  before 
the  Board,  paragraph  (a)  of  the  Prayer  for  Relief  and  paragraph  3  of  the 
Application; 
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(2)  to  have  that  part  of  the  Application  comprising  paragraphs  7,  8  and  9 
and  paragraph  (b)  of  the  Prayer  for  Relief  adjourned  sine  die,  on  the 
grounds  that  if  the  relief  requested  in  paragraph  (a)  is  granted,  it  will 
be  unnecessary  to  seek  the  relief  requested  in  paragraph  (b)  which, 
according  to  Mr.  Smith,  would  involve  many  days  of  hearing; 

(3)  an  Order  from  the  Board  that  Bell  shalL furnish  particulars  of  the  allega- 
tions in  paragraph  6  of  the  Answer  and  shall  either  furnish  particulars 
of  allegations  in  paragraphs  8  and  10  of  the  Answer  to  enable  Industrial 
to  plead  in  its  Reply  to  the  said  allegations  or  have  the  said  allegations 
struck  out; 

(4)  the  clarification  of  the  issues,  so  that  Industrial  can  prepare  its  case  for 
the  hearing;  and 

(5)  an  Order  requiring  Bell  to  furnish  full  particulars  of  ownership  of  any 
line  of  telegraphic  or  telephonic  communication  possessed  by  Northern 
Electric  Company,  Limited  (hereinafter  called  Northern  Electric)  and  of 
the  power  or  right  of  Northern  Electric  to  use  communication  by  means 
of  the  telephone  within  the  meaning  of  section  4  of  43  Victoria,  chapter 
67. 

A  motion  of  this  kind  is  rarely  made  to  this  Board.  The  Board  is  a  statutory 
court,  but  it  is  endowed  in  addition  with  regulative  powers  as  well  as  large 
administrative  powers.  It  may  initiate  proceedings  of  its  own  motion.  It  may 
investigate.  Its  functions  go  beyond  merely  a  judicial  determination  of  present 
or  past  rights  of  parties  appearing  before  it,  for  in  most  of  the  matters  in  respect 
of  which  it  has  jurisdiction  the  public  interest  is  to  be  considered  in  addition  to 
the  interests  of  the  parties. 

Section  54  of  the  Railway  Act  provides  that  the  Board  may  make  general 
rules  regulating,  so  far  as  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  express  provisions  of  the 
Act,  its  practice  and  procedure.  The  Board  has  made  general  rules  of  practice 
which  state  that  such  rules  govern  practice  and  procedure  before  the  Board, 
unless  the  Board  directs  or  permits  a  departure  therefrom  in  any  proceeding. 

I  shall  now  deal  with  the  specific  requests. 

Industrial  seeks  to  amend  the  Application  by  adding  to  paragraph  2  the 
words  "and  a  subscriber  to  its  services"  so  that  the  said  paragraph  would  then 
read  as  follows: 

"2.  The  Applicant  is  a  party  interested  within  the  meaning  of  section 
33  of  the  Railway  Act,  R.S.C.  1952,  Chapter  234,  being  a  shareholder  of 
The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  and  a  subscriber  to  its  services." 
Industrial  seeks  further  to  amend  the  Application  by  replacing  paragraph  (a) 

of  the  Prayer  for  Relief  with  the  following  paragraph: 

"(a)  Pursuant  to  section  33(2)  of  the  Railway  Act,  declaring  that  the 
purported  purchase  by  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada  of  the  shares 
of  Northern  Electric  Company,  Limited  were  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Special  Act  and  making  such  further  Order  in  these  circumstances  as 
the  Board  thinks  fit;" 
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Industrial  seeks  also  to  amend  paragraph  3  of  the  Application  by  inserting 
the  words  "registered  as"  between  the  word  "is"  and  the  word  "the"  in  the 
second  line  of  that  paragraph  so  that  it  would  read  as  follows: 

"3.  The  Applicant  pleads  that  The  Bell  Telephone  Company  of  Canada 

is  registered  as  the  owner  of  approximately  90%  of  the  shares  of  Northern 

Electric  Company,  Limited." 

Mr.  O'Brien  stated  that  he  did  not  intend  to  discuss  the  request  to  amend 
the  Application  and  neither  opposed  nor  consented  to  the  amendments  sought. 

The  Board,  by  Rule  28  of  its  Rules  of  Practice,  may  at  any  time  allow  any 
of  the  proceedings  to  be  amended.  The  rule  also  states  that  all  such  amendments 
shall  be  made  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  be  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  and  determining  the  real  question  in  issue  between  the  parties. 

It  appears  to  me  that  the  Board  should  not  refuse  leave  to  the  Applicant  to 
amend  the  Application  as  requested.  I  would  allow  the  amendments  to  be 
made. 

In  regard  to  the  request  for  adjournment,  Mr.  Smith  submitted  that  the  issues 
raised  in  paragraphs  7,  8  and  9  of  the  Application  are  in  effect  separate  from  the 
issue  raised  in  paragraphs  1  to  6  and  are  alternative  to  this  issue,  and  that  if 
Industrial  is  granted  the  relief  sought  in  paragraph  (a)  of  its  Prayer  for  Relief, 
it  would  not  find  it  necessary  to  pursue  the  issues  in  paragraphs  7,  8  and  9. 
The  issue  in  paragraphs  1  to  6  can  be  said  to  be  the  question  whether  or  not 
Bell  has  power  under  its  Special  Act  to  own  shares  in  Northern  Electric. 

Mr.  Smith  also  indicated  that  if  Industrial  is  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  the 
relief  sought  in  its  revised  paragraph  (a),  it  would  continue  to  seek  the  relief 
requested  in  its  paragraph  (b). 

Mr.  O'Brien  submitted  that,  rather  than  grant  the  request  for  adjournment, 
the  Board  should  order  that  there  be  deleted  from  the  Application  the  parts  in 
respect  of  which  the  Application  requests  an  adjournment  on  the  grounds,  (a) 
that  the  alternative  Orders  sought  by  the  Application  are  incompatible;  (b)  that 
there  are  Board's  precedents  that  deny  a  right  to  multiplicity  of  claims  in  one 
Application;  and  (c)  that  by  virtue  of  Rule  30  of  the  Board's  Rules  of  Practice 
and  Rule  2  of  the  Rules  of  Practice  of  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada,  and  the 
fact  that  the  acquisition  of  shares  of  Northern  Electric  by  Bell  occurred  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  the  Rules  of  Practice  in  that  province  will  be  applicable. 

The  Board's  Rule  30  is  as  follows: 

"30.  In  any  case  not  expressly  provided  for  by  Statute  or  these  rules, 

the  general  principles  of  practice  in  the  Exchequer  Court  may  be  adopted 

and  applied,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  to  proceedings  before  it." 

The  Board  is  seized  of  both  facets  of  the  Application.  The  Applicant  has 
indicated  its  intention  to  proceed  to  seek  the  relief  sought  in  paragraph  (b)  of 
the  Application  if  it  does  not  obtain  the  relief  sought  in  paragraph  (a).  The 
alternative  claim  for  relief  in  paragraph  (b)  would  not  be  disposed  of  by  its 
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deletion  from  the  present  Application.  Its  determination  might  thereby  be  delayed, 
as  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  Applicant  to  start  over  again  by  filling  a  new 
Application  in  that  respect.  I  think  that  the  disposition  of  the  Application  as  a 
whole  would  be  aided  more  by  the  requested  adjournment  of  the  alternative  claim 
for  relief  than  by  deletion  of  the  claim  and  the  making  of  a  new  Application 
embodying  it,  and  that  such  adjournment  would  not  unduly  affect  the  interests  of 
Bell.  I  would  grant  the  request  for  adjournment. 

Turning  now  to  the  request  for  particulars  in  paragraphs  (c)  and  (d)  of  the 
Notice  of  Motion  as  supplemented  at  the  hearing,  Mr.  Smith  submitted  that  the 
Board's  Rules  of  Practice  provide  for  the  furnishing  of  particulars  and  he  relied 
especially  on  Rules  3  (2)  (a);  4(2);  5(2);  7(1)  and  10. 

Rule  3  (2)  (a)  states  that  the  application  shall  "contain  a  clear  and  concise 
statement  of  the  facts,  the  grounds  of  application,  the  name  and  section  of  the 
Act  Under  which  it  is  made,  the  nature  of  the  order  applied  for  and  the  relief  or 
remedy  to  which  the  applicant  claims  to  be  entitled;".  The  purpose  of  this  rule 
is  self-evident,  in  that  it  requires  the  Applicant  to  make  a  clear  and  concise 
statement  of  his  grievances  and  the  relief  sought  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
Respondent  properly  to  reply,  as  well  as  to  indicate  clearly  to  the  Board  what 
the  application  is  about. 

The  other  Rules  above  mentioned  are  as  follows: 

Rule  4(2):  "The  answer  shall  be  clear  and  concise;  it  may  admit  or  deny 
any  or  all  of  the  facts  alleged  in  the  application;  it  shall  be  divided  into  para- 
graphs, numbered  consecutively;  it  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  making  it,  or 
his  solicitor;  it  shall  be  endorsed  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  respondent 
or  the  solicitor  acting  for  him  in  the  matter,  and  with  notice  as  to  mailing  or 
delivery  of  reply  as  set  forth  in  the  form  of  endorsement  given  in  Schedule  No. 
2."  The  reasons  for  this  rule  are  the  same  as  for  Rule  3 (2) (a)  and  I  find  that 
the  Answer  of  the  Respondent  does  not  satisfy  the  rule  in  every  respect,  in  that 
the  Answer  is  not  sufficiently  "clear  and  concise". 

Rule  5(2):  "The  applicant  in  his  reply  may  object  to  the  answer  as  being 
insufficient,  stating  the  grounds  of  the  objection,  and  may  admit  or  deny  any  or 
all  of  the  facts  alleged  in  the  answer.  The  reply  shall  be  signed  by  the  applicant 
or  his  solicitor." 

Rule  7(1):  "The  Board  may  require  further  information,  particulars  or  docu- 
ments from  any  party,  and  may  stay  all  formal  proceedings  until  satisfied  in  that 
respect." 

Rule  10:  "If  it  appears  to  the  Board  at  any  time  that  the  statements  in  the 
application,  answer,  or  reply  do  not  sufficiently  raise  or  disclose  the  issue  of 
fact  in  dispute  between  the  parties,  it  may  direct  them  to  prepare  issues,  and 
such  issues  shall,  if  the  parties  differ,  be  settled  by  the  Board." 

There  is  also  Rule  12  which  provides  that  the  Board  may  direct  parties  to 
appear  before  a  member  or  officer  of  the  Board  for  a  conference  or  to  submit 
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suggestions  in  writing  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  issues  and  considering, 
inter  alia, 

(a)  the  simplification  of  issues; 

(b)  the  necessity  or  desirability  of  amending  the  application,   answer  or 
reply  for  the  purpose  of  clarification,  amplification  or  limitation; 

(c)  the  making  of  admissions  of  certain  facts,  and 

(d)  such  other  matters  as  may  aid  in  the  disposition  of  the  proceeding. 

Mr.  Smith  cited  numerous  decisions  of  courts  in  Ontario  and  England  in 
support  of  the  request  for  particulars. 

Mr.  O'Brien  submitted  that  if  the  Application  is  amended  Bell  will  have  a 
right  to  file  another  Answer  and  it  may  be  different  from  the  present  one,  and 
that  the  request  for  particulars  should  not  be  considered  now;  that  the  burden 
of  proof  is  on  the  Applicant  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Applicant  to  allege  facts 
and  prove  them,  and  the  Applicant  having  adopted  the  plan  of  a  general  allega- 
tion, it  cannot  force  the '  Respondent  to  particularize  its  Answer;  that  there  is 
no  set  formula  in  either  the  Rules  of  Practice  of  the  Board  or  the  Exchequer 
Court,  and  consequently  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  of  the  Province  of  Quebec 
applies,  under  which  Code  the  question  of  particulars  for  a  hearing  is  unknown 
and  all  that  has  to  be  done  is  to  either  admit  or  deny  the  facts  and  allege  any 
new  facts  upon  which  one  intends  to  rely,  without  putting  in  allegations  concern- 
ing statutes  and  principles  of  law;  and  that  until  the  Applicant  shows  that  it  has 
a  right  to  be  before  the  Board  on  its  Application  and  that  the  Board  has  jurisdic- 
tion to  deal  with  the  Application,  the  Respondent  should  not  be  called  upon  to 
disclose  its  affairs  or  furnish  the  requested  particulars. 

Upon  full  consideration  of  the  submissions  made  I  find  that  the  Board  has 
power  to  order  that  the  requested  particulars  be  furnished  by  Bell.  The  effect 
of  the  Board's  Rules  of  Practice  is  that  pleadings  should  be  clear  and  concise, 
disclose  the  issues  and  state  pertinent  facts,  and  in  a  particular  case  the  Board 
may  order  particulars  for  the  purposes  of  clarifying  the  pleadings  and  issues  and 
enabling  the  parties  to  know  what  case  has  to  be  met  and  aiding  in  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  proceedings. 

In  this  instance  and  for  the  foregoing  purposes  I  would  grant  the  request  of 
the  Applicant  for  particulars.  It  may  be  that  the  Answer  or  Amended  Answer 
that  the  Respondent  may  file  following  receipt  of  the  amended  Application  will 
cure  the  defects  of  the  present  Answer. 

Although  matters  between  Bell  and  Northern  Electric  have  been  discussed 
before  the  Board  on  a  number  of  occasions,  as  far  back  at  least  as  1921,  and 
Bell  from  time  to  time  has  informed  the  Board  respecting  its  holdings  of  shares 
of  Northern  Electric,  its  right  to  have  such  shares  has  never  been  challenged 
before  the  Board  until  now.  My  attention  has  not  been  drawn  to  anything  in  the 
Board's  records  showing  the  facts  that  establish  existence  of  such  right. 

I  think  that  the  facts  should  be  disclosed  and  put  on  record  with  the  Board. 
This  is  so,  regardless  of  the  status  or  lack  of  status  of  the  Applicant  to  make 
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the  Application  it  has  filed.  Regardless  also  of  where  the  burden  of  proof  lies, 
the  Board  should  expect  both  Industrial  and  Bell  to  aid  the  Board  by  making 
available  to  it  all  pertinent  facts  within  their  knowledge  that  establish  Bell's 
right  to  such  ownership  or  that  show  that  it  has  no  such  right.  The  existence  of 
the  right  cannot  be  assumed  from  failure  or  inability  of  the  Applicant  to  show 
that  no  such  right  exists. 

An  appropriate  Order  shall  go  accordingly,  giving  leave  to  the  Applicant  to 
amend  its  Application,  adjourning  sine  die  the  issues  raised  in  paragraphs  7, 
8  and  9,  and  paragraph  (b)  in  the  Prayer  for  Relief  in  the  Application,  and 
requiring  the  Respondent  to  furnish  the  particulars  requested  by  the  Applicant, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Notice  of  Motion  as  amplified  at  the  hearing.

IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED  AS  FOLLOWS: 


General  Order  No.  844  is  amended  by  deleting  subclause  (3)  of  clause  4  and 
substituting  therefor  the  following  new  subclause  (3): 
(3)  Special  Engineering  Services 


(a)  A  direct  charge  is  allowed  for  engineering  services  when  it  is 
necessary  for  their  employment  continuously  and  exclusively  on  the 
particular  work,  plus  the  surcharge  herein  provided. 

(b)  It  is  also  proper  to  charge  the  wages  of  office  engineers  and  drafts- 
men assigned  to  the  work  in  the  preparation  of  plans,  plus  the  surcharge 
herein  provided.  "Assigned"  means  continuous  service  for  one  day  or 
more  solely  in  connection  with  the  particular  project,  but  does  not  permit 
accumulation  of  short  intermittent  periods  to  equal  one  day. 

(c)  Such  charges  shall  not  be  allowed  if  the  work  ordered  or  authorized 
is  not  carried  out.

NOTICE  TO  SHIPPERS  OF  LARGE  RADIOACTIVE  SOURCES 

(A)  INTRODUCTION 

Radioactive  material  shipments  which  do  not  conform  in  all 
respects  with  the  Board's  Regulations  for  the  "Transportation  of 
Dangerous  Commodities  by  Rail"  may  not  be  accepted  by  railways 
subject  to  the  Board's  jurisdiction  without  leave  of  the  Board. 

This  circular  is  issued  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  obtaining  Board 
approval  of  containers  which  will  be  used  for  the  rail  transportation 
of  radioactive  materials  in  larger  quantities  than  are  authorized  by 
the  above  noted  regulations.  Such  containers  are  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  large  source  containers. 

A  typical  large  source  container  for  radioactive  isotopes  con- 
sists of  a  central  cavity  surrounded  by  a  lead  or  uranium  shield 
which  is  encased  by  a  steel  shell.  The  requirements  of  this  circular 
apply  primarily  to  such  containers.  However,  containers  of  other 
fabrication  may  be  acceptable  if  they  possess  performance  charac- 
teristics, such  as  resistance  to  impact,  fire,  corrosion,  abrasion 
and  puncture,  which  are  equivalent  to  or  better  than  those  of  the 
steel  encased,  lead  shielded  container.  It  is  not  the  intent  of  this 
circular  to  limit,  except  in  the  broadest  sense,  the  size,  shape, 
materials  of  construction  or  other  design  features  of  a  container. 

(B)  CONTAINER  DESIGN 

1.  The  outer  shell  or  casing  for  the  shielding,  including  closures, 
may  be  of  steel,  (preferably  of  the  stainless  type),  or  other  metal 
of  equivalent  or  better  performance  characteristics.  In  no  case  may 
the  thickness  of  the  shell  be  less  than  one-eighth  inch  (%")  for

Shell 
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lead  or  uranium  shielding  of  six  inches  (6")  or  less  in  thickness, 
and  not  less  than  one-fourth  inch  (V)  thick  for  lead  or  uranium 
shielding  of  more  than  six  inches  (6")  in  thickness.  Shield  thickness 
is  to  be  measured  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  source  cavity  to  the 
nearest  point  of  the  outer  shell.  The  shielding  is  to  be  completely 
encased  by  the  outer  shell  and  so  contained  and  supported  as  to 
satisfy  the  performance  standards  of  this  circular. 

Inner  2.  (a)  Radioactive  materials,   such  as  Strontium  90,  Radium  and 

Containers  Plutonium,  which  tend  to  remain  fixed  in  the  human  body,  are 

to  be  enclosed  in  a  BTC  2R  inner  container. 

(b)  All  radioactive  liquids,  gases  or  powders  or  other  radioactive 
materials  which  are  easily  dispersed  are  to  be  enclosed  in  an 
inner  receptacle  which  is  substantially  inert  to  the  contents  and 
is  of  sufficient  strength  and  fire  resistance,  when  assembled  in 
the  outer  container,  that  it  will  not  release  its  contents  under 
the  accident  conditions  cited  in  this  circular. 

(c)  If  the  inner  container  referred  to  in  subsection  (b)  of  this 
section  is  fabricated  from  a  fragile  material,  such  as  glass  or 
an  easily  punctured  material  such  as  plastic  film,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  enclose  it  in  an  inner  container  of  metal  complying  with 
B.T.C.  specification  2R  or  other  specification  approved  by  the 
Board. 

(d)  The  following  design  criteria  apply  to  inner  containers  or  an 
assembly  of  inner  containers  used  for  radioactive  liquids  or 
gases  or  solids  which  melt  or  volatilize  at  temperatures  below 
600°F. 

(1)  The  service  pressure  for  which  the  inner  container  or 
assembly  of  inner  containers  is  designed  may  not  be  less 
than  the  largest  of  the  following  values: 

(i)  The  pressure  of  the  container  contents  at  70°F. 

(ii)  80  per  cent  of  the  pressure  of  the  container  contents 
at  130°F. 

(iii)  10  psig. 

(2)  The  inner  container  or  assembly  of  inner  containers  is 
to  be  designed  to  withstand  a  hydrostatic  pressure  of  at 
least  2  times  the  service  pressure  prescribed  in  subsection 
(d)(1)  of  this  section  without  leakage,  deformation  or  other 
defect. 

(3)  The  bursting  pressure  of  the  inner  container  or  assembly 
of  inner  containers  may  not  be  less  than  5  times  the  service 
pressure  prescribed  in  subsection  (d)(1)  of  this  section.

3.  (a)  All  joints  in  outer  metal  shells  are  to  be  welded  and  the  joint 
efficiency  is  not  to  be  less  than  85  per  cent. 

(b)  Shielding  and  closures  are  to  be  designed  to  prevent  radiation 
from  being  beamed  from  points  where  parts  are  joined  or  fitted 
together. 

4.  Containers  weighing  more  than  100  pounds  gross  are  to  be  de- 
signed for  handling  by  fork-lift  truck,  crane  or  other  mechanical 
device  appropriate  for  the  size  and  weight  of  the  container  and  the 
type  of  transportation  vehicle. 

5.  Closures  are  to  be  secured  by  positive  fastening  devices  such  as 
bolts  or  cap  screws  and  are  to  be  provided  with  a  means  of  attaching 
a  seal  which  will  be  destroyed  if  the  closure  is  opened. 

6.  (a)  The  container  is  to  be  fitted  with  shielding  or  otherwise  so 
designed  that  the  loaded  container,  as  offered  for  shipment,  will 
comply  with  the  radiation  limits  prescribed  in  the  Board's  Regula- 
tions for  the  "Transportation  of  Dangerous  Commodities  by 
Rail",  (See  Appendix  1)  and  will  not  exceed  the  radiation  limits 
referred  to  in  Section  9  when  exposed  to  a  fire. 

(b)  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  shipper  to  determine  by  actual 
measurement  of  the  loaded  container  .in  the  "as  offered  for 
shipment*'  condition,  that  the  radiation  limits  prescribed  in  the 
Board's  regulations  are  not  exceeded  (See  Appendix  1).  This 
measurement  is  to  be  made  prior  to  each  shipment. 

7.  Large  source  containers  are  to  be  designed  and  constructed  to 
withstand  a  major  rail  accident.  For  the  purposes  of  this  circular,  a 
major  rail  accident  means  an  impact  as  described  in  Section  8 
followed  by  a  fire  as  described  in  Section  9. 

8.  (a)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (c),  a  large  source  con- 
tainer is  to  be  designed  to  withstand  an  impact  equivalent  to  a 
vertical  drop  of  not  less  than  30  feet  onto  an  unyielding  flat 
surface.  This  drop  is  to  be  made  so  as  to  produce  the  maximum 
effect  on  the  weakest  part  of  the  container.  There  is  to  be  no 
escape  of  radioactive  material  from  the  container  as  a  result  of 
this  impact,  and  the  radiation  levels  are  not  to  exceed  those 
referred  to  in  Subsection  (b)  of  Section  6. 

(b)  Unless  evidence  is  presented  to  prove  that  a  portion  of  the 
impact  force  will  be  absorbed  by  an  impact  shield,  by  deformation 
of  the  container,  by  tie-downs  or  by  other  means,  the  decelera- 
tion produced  by  the  30  foot  drop  referred  to  in  subsection  (a) 
of  this  section  is  to  be  assumed  to  be  not  less  than  500  gs. 
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Impact  8.  (c)  Notwithstanding   subsection  (a)  of  this  section,    a  lesser 

Resistance  deceleration    than   that   referred  to   in   subsection  (b)  will  be 

considered  for  containers  with  a  gross  weight  exceeding  20,000 
pounds,  and  having  an  elongated  dimension,  if  the  applicant  is 
able  to  prove  that  it  is  not  practical  to  design  and  construct 
such  a  container  to  withstand  a  deceleration  of  500  gs. 

Fire  9.  (a)  The  radiation  from  a  large  source  container  which  has  been 

Resistance  exposed  for  one  hour  to  fire  conditions,  as  prescribed  for  the 

Time-Temperature  Curve  of  ASTM*  standard  E-119-58  is  not  to 

exceed  one  roentgen  per  hour  at  one  meter. 

*(American  Society  for  Testing  Materials  — 
1916  Race' St.,  Philadelphia  3,  Pa.). 

(b)  Provision  is  to  be  made  to  prevent  violent  rupture  of  large 
source  containers  due  to  expansion  of  the  shielding  or  other 
causes  when  the  container  is  exposed  to  a  fire  as  described  in 
subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

Testing  10.  It  is  realized  that  in  many  cases  testing  of  a  container  or  a 
prototype  container  for  impact  and  fire  resistance  would  be  im- 
practical, but  it  is  considered  essential  that  the  requirements 
of  Sections  8  and  9  be  used  as  design  standards.  The  applicant 
may  prove  by  testing  of  prototypes,  by  calculation,  or  by  other 
evidence  that  his  container  is  adequate  for  the  intended  purpose. 

Stability  11.  (a)  The  container  is  to  be  fitted  with  tie-down  devices  or  be 
durin8  designed  to  permit  blocking  and  bracing  to  facilitate  securing

intent  of  this  requirement,  it  is  suggested  that  as  a  minimum 

condition,  the  container  should  not  move  appreciably  or  tip  over 
when  the  railway  car  is  subjected  to  a  coupling  impact  of  10 
miles  per  hour. 

(b)  It  is  recommended  that,  when  practicable,  provision  be  made 
to  prevent  the  container  from  changing  its  position  even  under 
extreme  conditions  of  transportation,  such  as  may  be  encountered 
in  a  derailment  or  a  collision. 

(c)  The  shipper  and  manufacturer's  attention  is  drawn  to  the 
shipping  recommendations  contained  in  "Safety  and  Fire  Pro- 
tection Technical  Bulletin  No.  6",  published  by  the  United 
States  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Floor  12.  Large  source  containers  are  to  be  fitted  with  skids  or  be  other- 

Loadings  wise  designed  so  that  floor  loadings  will  not  exceed  500  pounds 

per  square  foot. 
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Surface         13.  (a)  The  temperature  Of  any  readily  aece^fetble  surface  of  a  large 
Temperature         source  container  is  not  to  exceed  180°F.  at  any  time  during  its 
transportation  by  rail. 

Cooling  14.  (a)  Systems  employing  liquid  heat-transfer  media  and/or  pumps, 
Equipment  fans  or  0jner  similar  mechanical  equipment  are  to  be  approved 

by  the  Board.  They  are  to  be  designed  to  be  effective  under  all 
conditions  of  climate  and  transportation  for  the  routes  to  be 
used.  The  probability  of  a  cooling  system  failure  is  to  be  remote 
even  under  adverse  conditions,  such  as  rough  handling  of  the 
car  or  a  severe  impact  to  the  car  as  a  result  of  a  derailment  or 
collision.  Provision  is  to  be  made  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
radiation  protection  and  mechanical  integrity  of  the  container 
for  a  period  of  at  least  48  hours  after  a  cooling  system  failure. 

Stand-by  (b)  Stand-by  units  are  to  be  provided  for  pumps,  fans  and  similar 

Units  and  mechanical  equipment  and  an  escort  is  to  accompany  all  ship- 

Escorts  ments  employing  such  equipment. 

Criticality  15.  (a)  In  addition  to  other  requirements  of  this  circular,  containers 
intended  to  be  used  for  special  nuclear  materials  are  to  be 
designed  to  afford  adequate  protection  against  the  occurrence 
of  a  criticality  incident  under  normal  conditions  of  transportation 
and  under  accidental  conditions,  such  as  fire,  flooding  or  the 
severe  impact  of  a  major  accident  as  described  in  this  circular. 

(b)  All  shipments  of  special  nuclear  materials  are  to  be  appraised 
for  possible  criticality  hazard  by  a  panel  recognized  by  the 
Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  as  competent  in  such  matters. 

(c)  Special  procedures,  controls  or  conditions  of  transportation 
which  may  be  recommended  by  the  panel  referred  to  in  subsec- 
tion (b)  of  this  section  and  which  differ  from  those  applicable  to 
non-fissile  materials  are  to  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board 
and  to  the  applicant,  and  if  acceptable  to  the  Board,  are  to 
constitute  a  condition  of  container  approval. 

Marking         16.  (a)  Approved  containers  are  to  be  permanently  marked  in  an 

ancl  easily  observed  location,  in  letters  and  figures  at  least  V4  inch

(b)  Containers  filled  with  radioactive  material  are  to  bear 
warning  labels,  as  prescribed  in  the  Board's  "Regulations  for 
the  Transportation  of  Dangerous  Commodities  by  Rail".

(C)  APPLICATIONS 

17.  All  applications  for  Board  approval  of  large  source  containers 
are  to  be  submitted  by  the  shipper  or  by  his  agent  to  the  Danger- 
ous Commodities  Section,  Operating  Department,  Board  of 
Transport  Commissioners,  Ottawa,  Ontario.  Applications  are 
to  be  accompanied  by  the  information  requested  in  Section  18. 
This  information  may  be  shown  on  drawings  and,  when  neces- 
sary, may  be  supplemented  by  written  descriptions  in  sufficient 
detail  to  permit  an  accurate  appraisal  of  the  container  to  be 
made.

18.  The  applicant  is  to  provide  the  information  listed  below: 

(a)  Size,  shape  and  strength  of  container  and  its  principal  parts. 

(b)  Materials  of  construction. 

(c)  Shell  thickness. 

(d)  Total  shield  thickness,  including  thicknesses  of  component 
materials,  in  all  directions  between  source  and  outside  surface 
of  container. 

(e)  Strength  and  adequacy  of  closures. 

(f)  Stability  against  tipping  when  subjected  to  coupling  impact. 

(g)  Adequacy  of  lifting  lugs,  skids  or  other  parts  employed  in 
handling  the  container. 

(h)  Adequacy  of  tie-downs  or  other  devices  employed  for  securing 
the  container  to  the  vehicle. 

(i)  Adequacy  of  joints,  welding  and  bolting. 

(j)  Details  of  the  use  for  which  the  container  is  designed;  in 
particular,  the  type,  form  and  maximum  amount  of  radioactive 
materials  which  the  container  is  designed  to  carry. 

(k)  The  design  data;  in  particular,  the  shielding  calculations 
and  results  of  any  tests  on  prototypes.

18.  (1)  The  conditions  which  were  anticipated  in  the  design  with 
regard  to  a  major  accident,  and  any  information  on  the  tests  of 
prototypes.  All  pertinent  design  calculations  are  to  be  included 
with  the  submission. 

(m)  Information  relative  to  the  chemical  and  physical  properties 
of  the  radioactive  material,  such  as  physical  form,  stability, 
melting  point,  solubility  in  water,  vapor  pressure,  or  other 
properties  which  may  be  significant  under  normal  conditions  of 
transportation   or  under  the  conditions   of  a  major  accident. 

19.  All  drawings  are  to  be  regular  engineering  drawings  prepared  to 
an  appropriate  scale  and  complying  with  the  following  require- 
ments: 

(a)  All  container  drawings  and  data  submitted  with  the  applica- 
tion are  to  be  signed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  or  other  official  of 
the  applicant  or  container  manufacturing  company  and  they  are 
to  be  dated  and  bear  an  identification  number. 

(b)  All  drawings  and  data  are  to  be  submitted  in  quadruplicate. 
One  copy  of  these  drawings  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant. 

(c)  If  drawings  and  data  are  not  in  the  English  or  French 
language,  they  are  to  be  accompanied  by  supplementary  informa- 
tion in  one  of  these  languages  with  sufficient  detail  to  permit 
an  accurate  appraisal  of  the  drawings  and  data. 

(d)  The  container  markings  referred  to  in  Section  16  are  to  be 
shown  on  the  drawing  and  their  location  on  the  container  is  to 
be  indicated.

APPENDIX  I 

Board  of  Transport  Commissioners  for  Canada 
Regulations  for  the  Transportation  of 
Dangerous  Commodities  by  Rail 

SECTION  73.393* 

(b)  All  radioactive  materials  must  be  so  packed  and  shielded  that  the  degree 
of  fogging  of  undeveloped  film  under  conditions  normally  incident  to  transporta- 
tion (24  hours  at  15  feet  from  the  package)  will  not  exceed  that  produced  by  11.5 
milliroentgens  of  penetrating  gamma  rays  of  radium  filtered  by  V2  inch  of  lead. 

(e)  All  outside  shipping  containers  must  be  of  such  design  that  the  gamma 
radiation  will  not  exceed  200  milliroentgens  per  hour  or  equivalent  at  any  point 
of  readily  accessible  surface.  Containers  must  be  equipped  with  handles  and 
protective  devices  when  necessary  in  order  to  satisfy  this  requirement. 

(g)  Radioactive  materials  that  emit  gamma  rays  only  or  both  gamma  and 
electrically  charged  corpuscular  rays  must  be  packed  in  suitable  inside  con- 
tainers completely  surrounded  by  a  shield  of  lead  or  other  suitable  material  of 
such  thickness  that  at  any  time  during  transportation  the  gamma  radiation  at  one 
metre  (39.3  inches)  from  any  point  on  the  radioactive  source  will  not  exceed  10 
milliroentgens  per  hour.  The  minimum  shielding  must  be  sufficient  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  any  primary  corpuscular  radiation  to  the  exterior  of  the  outside 
shipping  container, 

(h)  Radioactive  materials  that  emit  neutrons  and  either  or  both  types  of 
radiation  characteristic  of  the  gamma  emitters  referred  to  in  (g)  must  be  packed 
in  suitable  inside  containers  completely  shielded  so  that  at  any  time  during 
transportation  the  radiation  measured  at  right  angles  to  any  point  on  the  long 
axis  of  the  shipping  container  will  not  exceed  the  limit  specified  in  sub-para- 
graphs (1)  to  (4)  of  this  paragraph.  The  shielding  must  provide  personnel  protec- 
tion against  fast  or  slow  neutrons  and  all  other  ionizing  radiation  originating  in 
the  radioactive  materials  or  any  part  of  the  aggregate  constituting  the  complete 
package. 

(1)  Gamma  radiation  of  10  mrhm. 

(2)  Electrically  charged  corpuscular  radiation  which  is  the  physical  equiv- 
alent (see  Note  1  of  this  paragraph)  of  10  mrhm.  of  gamma  radiation. 

(3)  Neutron  radiation  which  is  the  physical  equivalent  (see  Note  1  of  this 
paragraph)  of  2  mrhm.  of  gamma  radiation. 

(4)  If  more  than  one  of  the  types  of  radiation  named  in  sub-paragraphs  (1), 
(2),  and/or  (3)  of  this  paragraph  is  present  the  radiation  of  each  type  must 
be  reduced  by  shielding  so  that  the  total  does  not  exceed  the  equivalent  of 
subparagraphs  (1),  (2),  or  (3)  of  this  paragraph. 
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Note  1:  For  purposes  of  these  regulations  the  "physical  equivalent"  of  a 
roentgen  is  that  amount  of  radiation  that  would  be  absorbed  in  tissue  of  the 
extent  of  approximately  100  ergs  per  gram  (mrhm.  is  an  abbreviation  for 
milliroentgens  per  hour  at  1  meter  (39.3  inches)). 

(j)  Radioactive  materials  that  emit  electrically  charged  corpuscular  rays 
only,  i.e.  alpha,  beta  rays,  etc.  **,  must  be  packed  in  suitable  inside  containers 
completely  wrapped  and/or  shielded  with  such  material  as  will  prevent  the 
escape  of  primary  corpuscular  radiation  to  the  exterior  of  the  shipping  container, 
and  secondary  radiation  at  the  surface  of  the  container  must  not  exceed  100 
milliroentgens  per  24  hours,  at  any  time  during  transportation. 

**  (or  is  so  shielded  that  the  gamma  radiation  at  the  surface  of  the 
pa-ckage  does  not  exceed  10  MR  in  24  hours). 

(k)  In  determining  compliance  with  requirements  of  paragraphs  (e),  (g),  (h), 
and  (j)  of  this  section,  measurements  of  radiation  must  be  made  with  a  Landsverk 
Electrometer  Model  L-75'or  equally  efficient  standardized  meter.

Vote  213a  —  To  provide  payments  to  companies  subject  to  Order  Number 
96300,  dated  November  17,  1958,  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners 
for  Canada  of  an  aggregate  amount  of  $20,000,000  in  respect  of  the  period 
April  1,  1963,  to  March  31,  1964,  to  be  paid  in  instalments  at  such  times  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  said  Board  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  said 
companies  for  such  diminution  in  their  aggregate  gross  revenues  during  the 
said  period  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Board  is  attributable  to  such  com- 
panies maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  at  an  8%  increase  instead 
of  17%  as  authorized  by  the  said  Order;  and  to  provide  payments  to  the  said 
companies  of  an  aggregate  amount  in  respect  of  the  calendar  year  1963  of 
$50, 000,000  to  be  paid  in  instalments  at  such  times  and  in  accordance  with 
such  methods  of  allocation  as  may  be  determined  by  the  said  Board  for  the 
maintenance  by  such  companies  of  the  rates  of  freight  traffic  at  the  said 
reduced  level  (20)  $70,000,000. 

AND  WHEREAS  four-twelfths  of  the  said  Vote  213a  was  authorized  for 
payment  by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  1,  1963,  assented  to  on  June  5,  1963, 
and  the  times  and  methods  of  payments  were  set  out  in  Board  Order  No.  111402 
dated  June  7,  1963. 

AND  WHEREAS  a  further  two-twelfths  of  the  said  Vote  213a  was  authorized 
for  payment  by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  2,  1963,  assented  to  on  August  2, 
1963. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  the  method  of  claiming  by  com- 
panies subject  to  Board  Order  No.  96300  and  the  payment  of  claims  and  the 
making  of  interim  payments  in  respect  of  the  further  two-twelfths  of  the  said 
$20,000,000  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  methods  of  claiming  and  making 
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payments  which  were  in  effect  in  respect  of  the  Freight  Rates  Reduction  Act 
and  subsequent  Governor  General's  Warrants. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  in  determining  the  method  of 
allocation  and  the  times  of  payment  of  instalments  in  respect  of  the  further 
two-twelfths  of  the  said  $50,000,000  it  should  have  regard  to  the  freight  traffic 
carried  by  the  said  companies  at  the  said  reduced  level  of  rates  based  on  an  8% 
increase  instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300  and  also, 
because  of  the  time  lag  in  obtaining  particulars  of  such  traffic  carried  in  1963 
and  other  circumstances,  that  instalment  payments  based  on  similar  traffic 
carried  in  1962  should  be  made  for  the  two-month  period  May  1  to  June  30,  1963, 
with  such  adjustment  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  total  payment  in  accord- 
ance with  the  method  of  allocation  determined  by  the  Board  and  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

THE  BOARD  THEREFORE  DETERMINES  AS  FOLLOWS: 

1.  Companies  claiming  reimbursement  for  diminution  in  their  aggregate 
gross  revenues  attributable  to  maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  at 
an  8%  increase  instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300  in  respect 
of  the  period  April  1,  1963  to  March  31,  1964,  shall  submit  claims  in  the  form 
hereinbefore  ordered  by  the  Board  for  the  submission  of  claims  in  respect  of  the 
Freight   Rates  Reduction   Act  and  subsequent  Governor  General's  Warrants. 

2.  Companies  entitled  to  claim  reimbursement  under  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding paragraph  numbered  1  may,  prior  to  filing  such  claim,  apply  to  the  Board 
for  an  interim  payment:  companies  will  submit  with  such  application  an  estimate 
of  the  claim  for  a  particular  month  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  such 
month  and  the  Board  will  thereupon  determine  the  amount  of  the  interim  payment 
in  respect  of  traffic  carried  during  that  month. 

3.  Companies  submitting  a  claim  for  a  month  in  respect  of  which  an  interim 
payment  has  been  received  will  show  the  total  claim  for  that  month  in  accordance 
with  past  practice  less  a  final  deduction  in  the  amount  of  any  mterim  payment 
received  in  respect  of  that  month. 

4.  Subject  to  paragraph  5  the  method  of  allocation  of  the  further  two-twelfths 
of  $50,000,000  pursuant  to  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  2,  1963,  to  companies 
subject  to  Order  No.  96300  shall  be  the  allocation  to  each  company  of  an  amount 
that  bears  approximately  the  same  relation  to  the  total  amount  payable  to  all 
companies  under  the  said  Appropriation  Act  as  the  amount  paid  to  the  company 
in  respect  of  reimbursement  claims  for  diminution  in  aggregate  gross  revenues 
attributable  to  such  company  maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  at  an 
8%  increase  instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300  during  the 
two-month  period  May  1  to  June  30,  1963  bears  to  the  total  amount  paid  to  all 
companies  in  respect  of  such  claims  for  the  same  period. 
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5.  After  deducting  from  the  said  two-twelfths  of  $50,000,000  the  amount 
payable  therefrom  to  companies  other  than  Canadian  National  Railways  and 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  in  accordance  with  paragraph  4,  the  remainder 
shall  be  allocated  60%  to  Canadian  National  Railways  and  40%  to  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company. 

6.  Forthwith  upon  issuance  of  this  Order  the  Board  shall  recommend  an 
amount  for  payment  out  of  two-twelfths  of  $50,000,000  to  each  company  for 
the  two-month  period  May  1  to  June  30,  1963. 

(Note: 

In  calculating  the  amount  payable  to  each  company  the  Board  will  make  an 
allocation  based  on  payments  to  companies  in  respect  of  traffic  carried  during 
the  period  January  1  to  June  30,  1962,  with  such  adjustment  and  deferment  of 
payments  as  the  Board  deems  necessary  to  insure  that  the  total  amount  payable 
shall  be  allocated  in  accordance  with  the  method  set  forth  in  paragraphs  4 
and  5.) 

7.  The  Board  may  make  any  amendments  of  this  Order  that  it  deems  neces- 
sary in  order  to  equitably  allocate  the  amount  authorized  for  payment  under  the 
said  Appropriation  Act.

JUDGMENT 

WOODARD,  C. 

The  matter  before  the  Board  is  the  application  of  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Railway")  to  discontinue  passenger 
train  service  between  McAdam  and  Edmundston,  New  Brunswick,  now  provided 
by  trains  123  and  124. 

In  June,  1961,  the  Railway  applied  for  leave  to  discontinue  this  service, 
and  the  case  was  heard  in  Woodstock,  New  Brunswick,  on  November  8th,  9th  and 
10th,  1961.  In  its  Judgment  of  January  23,  1962,  the  Board  dismissed  the  applica- 
tion chiefly  on  the  grounds  that  the  alternative  highway  express  service  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Railway  was  inadequate  for  the  economic  well-being  of  the  area, 
and  that  the  removal  of  the  existing  rail  services  would  have  a  very  material 
effect  on  the  competitive  position  of  business  in  this  part  of  the  Province. 

On  October  2,  1962,  the  Railway  submitted  a  new  application  to  discontinue 
the  service  presently  supplied  by  trains  123  and  124.  This  application  was  set 
down  for  hearing,  and  was  heard  in  Woodstock,  New  Brunswick,  on  June  24th, 
25th  and  26th,  1963. 


CASE  FOR  THE  APPLICANT 

Passenger  Traffic: 

Evidence  adduced  through  witnesses  and  exhibits  showed  a  further  decline 
in  passenger  carryings  since  the  November  1961  hearing  from  18.0  passengers 
per  trip  to  12.7  passengers  per  trip.  I  am  satisfied  that  this  can  partly  be 
accounted  for  by  the  discontinuance  of  trains  101  and  102  between  Saint  John 
and  McAdam,  which  took  effect  in  March  1962.  Mr.  Allan  Brown,  revenue  witness 
for  the  Railway,  stated  that  it  was  his  considered  opinion  that  it  would  require 
revenue  passenger  carryings  of  45  per  trip  over  the  whole  line  to  allow  the  opera- 
tion to  break  even. 

Mail  Service: 

As  to  the  mail  service  supplied  by  these  trains  the  situation  is  the  same  as 
existed  in  1961.  When  a  train  service  carrying  mail  is  discontinued,  the  Post 
Office  Department  requires  the  termination  of  the  contract  and  an  alternative 

contract  is  opened  for  tender. 
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Financial  Position: 

In  its  Judgment  of  January  23,  1962,  the  Board  saw  fit  to  make  adjustments 
in  certain  items  of  Revenue  and  Costs  which  resulted  in  the  Board  arriving  at  a 
financial   improvement  of  some  $100,000  under  the  then  proposed  operation. 

At  the  June  1963  hearing,  the  Railway  assumed  that  corresponding  adjust- 
ments would  meet  with  the  Board's  approval  in  this  case  and  upon  making  these 
adjustments,  arrived  at  a  financial  improvement  of  some  $111,900. 

In  his  written  argument  of  July  9,  1963,  Mr.  Crocco,  Counsel  for  the  Respond- 
ents, has  noted  that  the  anticipated  financial  improvement  to  the  Railway  in 
both  applications  is  about  the  same.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  will 
accept  the  Railway's  estimate  of  financial  improvement  and  will  deal  no  further 
with  the  matter  of  Costs  and  Revenues. 


Express  Services: 

As  heretofore  mentioned,  the  inadequacy  of  the  highway  express  service 
proposed  in  the  Railway's  submissions  in  1961  was  the  governing  factor  in  the 
Board's  dismissal  of  the  application.  While  I  will  not  attempt  to  describe  that 
proposal  in  detail,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  it  provided,  at  best,  second-day 
service  from  Saint  John,  Montreal  or  points  west  of  McAdam,  while  the  present 
rail  service  provides  next-day  service. 

Proposed  Highway  Express  Services: 

Reproduced  hereunder  is  copy  of  Exhibit  No.  5,  which  was  filed  with  the 
Board  and  explained  by  the  Railway's  Express  witness,  Mr.  A.  Turgeon,  in 
examination  and  cross-examination.

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Under  the  existing  service  as  supplied  by  trains  123  and  124,  shipments 
leaving  Montreal  on  train  42  at  6:50  P.M.  one  night  will  arrive  at  Edmundston 
at  1:00  P.M.  the  following  day.  In  the  reverse  direction,  shipments  leaving 
Edmundston  at  3:00  P.M.  one  day  will  arrive  in  Montreal  on  train  41  at  8:15  A.M. 
the  following  morning.  Shipments  leaving  Saint  John  on  train  41  at  8:10  P.M.  one 
night  will  arrive  in  Edmundston  at  1:00  P.M.  the  following  day  and  shipments 
leaving  Edmundston  at  3:00  P.M.  one  day  arrive  in  Saint  John  on  train  42  at  9:00 
A.M.  the  following  day. 

The  Railway  express  witness,  Mr.  Turgeon,  enlarged  on  the  information 
contained  in  Exhibit  No.  5  with  the  following  details: 

Traffic  from  "off-line"  stations  west  of  McAdam  will  continue  to  be  carried 
on  train  42  to  McAdam.  At  that  point  it  will  be  transferred  to  a  highway  vehicle 
and  moved,  to  Woodstock.  On  arrival  at  Woodstock,  local  express  and  that  for 
points  south,  will  be  unloaded  for  delivery  or  furtherance.  Traffic  for  points 
north  of  Woodstock  will  be  handled  by  two  trucks.  One  truck  will  handle  local 
traffic  for  north  of  Bath,  New  Brunswick,  through  to  Edmundston,  and  some 
L.C.L.  freight  for  Grand  Falls  and  Edmundston.  This  truck  will  operate  "Closed 
door"  from  Woodstock  to  Bath  five  days  a  week.  It  will  operate  six  days  a  week, 
Monday  to  Saturday,  but,  as  the  second  truck  will  only  be  scheduled  five  days 
a  week,  Monday  to  Friday,  the  first  truck  will  make  all  required  stops,  pick  up 
and  delivery,  between  Woodstock  and  Edmundston  on  Saturday.  The  second  truck, 
on  the  days  it  operates,  Monday  to  Friday,  will  carry  L.C.L.  freight  and  express 
for  all  points  between  Woodstock  and  Aroostook,  and  L.C.L.  freight  through  to 
Edmundston.  The  first  truck  is  due  to  arrive  at  Edmundston  at  3:55  P.M.  and  the 
second  truck  at  7:10  P.M.  Saturday  arrival  at  Edmundston  is  4:30  P.M.  On  their 
return  trips  both  trucks  will  do  what  local  pick  up  and  delivery  as  is  necessary, 
southward  traffic  being  much  lighter  than  that  northbound.  The  purpose  of  the 
split  delivery  northbound  is  to  ensure  delivery  times  somewhat  comparable  to 
that  offered  now  by  rail. 

Traffic  from  Saint  John  and  points  east  for  north  of  McAdam  will  move  by 
freight  car  to  McAdam  on  train  No.  951  and  thence  to  Woodstock  on  train  No.  93 
arriving  in  Woodstock  in  time  for  transshipment  to  highway  vehicle.  Similarly 
shipments  originating  from  stations  on  the  line  for  Saint  John  and  points  east 
will  move  by  the  aforementioned  highway  service  to  Woodstock  and  there  placed 
in  a  railway  car,  moving  on  trains  84  to  McAdam  and  908  to  Saint  John,  arriving 
there  in  time  for  morning  delivery  or  furtherance. 

Traffic  for  Canterbury,  Benton  and  Debec,  upon  arrival  at  Woodstock  by 
railway  or  highway  will  be  forwarded  to  destination  on  train  84,  way  freight 
service.  Thus  movement  of  express  which  is  now  handled  on  train  123  for  these 
points  will,  under  the  new  proposal,  be  delayed  from  10  to  12  hours,  but  delivery 
time  will  be  comparable  for  traffic  originating  in  Woodstock  or  north  of  Woodstock. 
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Mr.  Turgedn  explained  in  detail,  and  reiterated  under  cross-examination  that 
the  proposed  highway  service  will  be  wholly  a  Canadian  Pacific  Express  Com- 
pany operation,  also  handling  L.C.L.  traffic,  with  the  one  exception  that  the 
vehicles  used  would  be  supplied  and  operated  by  Smith  Transport.  It  will  use 
existing  express  agencies  and  staff  and  will  operate  on  an  express  schedule, 
which  will  be  maintained  as  closely  as  humanly  possible.  He  stated  that  the 
service  would  handle  any  commodity  that  is  normally  carried  by  railway  express, 
with  the  exception  of  currency,  bullion,  silver  or  bank  notes.  The  trucks  supplied 
for  the  proposed  service  will  be  heated  in  winter  and  ventilated  in  summer,  for 
the  protection  of  perishable  goods. 

Case  for  the  Respondents: 

Opposition  to  the  Railway's  application  was  largely  directed  against  the 
proposed  highway  express  operation.  Mr.  J.  E.  Palmer,  with  some  seventeen 
years  in  highway  transportation  experience,  expressed  doubt  that  the  schedule 
could  be  maintained  and  it  was  his  opinion  that  the  northward  movement  from 
Woodstock  would  require  two  hours  more  than  that  shown  in  the  Railway's  pro- 
posal. Insofar  as  the  southbound  operation  from  Edmundston  was  concerned, 
he  had  little  criticism. 

Mr.  Aiton  and  Mr.  Dufeu,  who  are  both  associated  with  wholesale  drug 
companies  in  the  area,  were  concerned  not  only  with  deliveries,  but  also  with 
the  freezing  of  shipments  while  en  route  by  highway  vehicle.  Mr.  Aiton,  whose 
company  operates  its  own  drug  delivery  in  the  area,  was  interested  mainly  in  the 
standard  of  service  which  he  would  receive  on  shipments  inbound  to  his  business. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Craig,  operator  of  a  machine  shop,  stated  that  a  good,  reliable 
express  service  was  essential  to  his  business,  which  involved  distributing  of 
machine  parts  to  points  all  across  Canada.  He  stated  that  contracts  between 
his  business  and  heavy  machinery  companies  in  the  United  States  as  well  as 
Canada,  were  secured  largely  because  a  good  railway  express  service  was 
available. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Hector,  a  turkey  farmer  from  Grafton,  New  Brunswick,  stated  that 
it  was  his  opinion  that  day-old  poults  (turkey  chicks)  could  not  be  transported 
successfully  by  highway  vehicle,  but  would  be  injured  or  killed  in  transit.  He 
added  that  four  poultrymen  in  the  area  would  be  similarly  affected  in  shipping 
day-old  chicks,  as  they  are  as  fragile  and  perishable  as  poults. 

Mr.  F.  Hatfield,  owner  of  a  potato  chip  factory  at  Hartland,  was  critical  of 
the  highway  express  schedule  itself,  as  the  truck  picking  up  at  Hartland  was 
not  scheduled  to  stop  at  Grand  Falls  and  St.  Leonard  on  the  northward  trip. 
This  would  result  in  next  day  delivery  to  those  points  of  potato  chips  from  his 
factory. 

The  only  opposition  to  the  application,  as  it  concerns  passenger  service, 
arose  from  the  area  between  Woodstock  and  McAdam.  Mr.  J.  H.  Carr,  from  Canter- 
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bury,  gave  evidence  that  if  the  train  were  discontinued  it  would  result  in  travellers 
to  Montreal  having  to  drive  from  30  to  50  miles  to  make  train  connections  at 
McAdam.  Similarly,  those  wishing  to  connect  with  the  existing  S.M.T.  bus  service 
on  Highway  No.  2,  would  have  to  use  other  transportation  over  gravel  roads  for 
at  least  9  miles. 

Considerations  and  Conclusions: 

In  my  judgment  of  January  23,  1962,  concurred  in  by  Griffin,  A.C.C.,  which 
dismissed  the  Railway's  previous  application,  the  following  statement  was  made: 

"In  reaching  a  conclusion  in  this  case,  if  I  were  to  consider  passenger 
service  and  the  accompanying  mail  service  only,  I  would  grant  the  applica- 
tion. The  number  of  passengers  using  the  trains  has  declined  from  an  average 
of  40  passengers  per  train  in  1953-54  to  an  average  of  18  in  1960-61,  as  set 
out  in  the  table  appearing  earlier  in  the  judgment.  Alternative  methods  for 
handling  mail  might  be  inconvenient  but  such  inconvenience  would  not 
warrant  continuance  of  the  trains." 

Inasmuch  as  the  number  of  passengers  using  the  trains  has  further  declined 
from  18  per  trip  in  1960-61  to  12.7  in  1962-63,  regardless  of  the  reasons  behind 
such  a  decline,  I  feel  that  I  must  reaffirm  my  position  as  stated  in  my  earlier 
Judgment.  I  am  aware  that  some  inconvenience  will  result  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Canterbury,  Benton,  Debec  area  wishing  to  travel  to  other  parts  of  the  Mari- 
times  or  Canada,  but  such  inconvenience,  in  my  opinion,  would  not  warrant 
the  continuance  of  the  passenger  service.  I  can  only  assume,  from  the  passenger 
carryings  from  the  points  mentioned  above,  as  shown  in  the  Railway's  Exhibit 
No.  8,  that  most  residents  must  at  present  be  using  alternative  methods  of 
transportation. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  Post  Office  Department  in  the  event  of  train  discon- 
tinuance could  provide  a  suitable  and  adequate  mail  service  using  other  means 
of  transport.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  common  across  Canada  for  mail  to  be 
handled  on  highway,  and  I  am  sure  that  arrangements  could  be  made  in  this  area 

that  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  public. 

In  my  consideration  of  the  express  service  that  the  Railway  proposes  to 
implement  should  its  application  be  granted,  I  will  first  of  all  make  reference 
to  rebuttal  evidence  submitted  by  the  Railway  in  reply  to  criticism  voiced  by 

the  respondents. 

Mr.  Livesey,  Regional  Manager  of  Smith  Transport,  whose  company  would 
furnish  trucks  and  drivers  for  the  proposed  service,  claimed  that  it  would  be  a 
very  similar  operation  to  others  now  in  existence  elsewhere  in  Canada,  with 
which  he  was  familiar.  He  stated  that  he  had  studied  the  proposed  schedule  and 
the  traffic  offering  and  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  schedule  and  service 
could  be  maintained  with  a  minimum  of  delay  and  inconvenience  to  shippers. 
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Mr.  Turgeon,  on  being  recalled  to  the  stand  after  the  respondents  had  voiced 
their  objections  to,  and  criticism  of  the  proposed  service,  reiterated  that  it  would 
be  entirely  a  Canadian  Pacific  Express  Company  service  insofar  as  control  of 
operations  was  concerned.  He  emphasized  that  this  should  not  be  confused  with 
the  type  of  unscheduled  operation  presently  servicing  parts  of  the  area.  He  was 
confident  that  the  Express  Company  could  maintain  this  service  in  the  same 
manner  as  they  provided  similar  services  elsewhere  in  all  sections  of  Canada. 
In  reply  to  Mr.  Hector's  views  that  turkey  poults  and  baby  chicks  could  not  be 
handled  by  highway  transport,  Mr.  Turgeon  gave  evidence  that  the  Express  Com- 
pany was  in  fact  successfully  handling  such  shipments  elsewhere  at  present, 
using  comparable  equipment  over  the  same  type  of  highway. 

In  reaching  a  conclusion  in  this  case,  the  Board  must  use  the  same  prin- 
ciples as  have  been  used  in  similar  applications  for  discontinuance  of  train 
service;  that  is,  whether  the  financial  losses  accruing  to  the  Railway  in  operating 
these  trains  outweigh  the  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  the  service. 
Further  to  the  above  principles  the  Board  must  in  this  instance  be  satisfied  that 
the  proposed  alternative  highway  express  services  will  be  adequate  for  the  area. 

Evidence  indicates  to  my  satisfaction  that  the  discontinuance  of  trains 
123  and  124  would  result  in  a  financial  improvement  to  the  Railway  of  some 
$111,900.  I  realize  that  some  rail  passengers  will  suffer  inconvenience  should 
the  service  be  discontinued,  but  the  loss  to  the  Railway  that  would  accrue 
should  the  service  be  maintained  far  outweighs  any  such  inconvenience.  As  I 
have  stated  before,  I  am  satisfied  that  mail  deliveries  can  be  adequately  made 
by  other  means  of  transport. 

After  careful  study  of  the  proposed  highway  express  service,  I  am  satisfied 
that  the  Railway  has  made  a  sincere  effort  to  arrive  at  a  solution  to  the  problem 
of  providing  a  highway  express  service  that  will  meet  the  needs  of  shippers  and 
industries  in  the  area.  Having  some  knowledge  of  other  comparable  highway 
express  operations  throughout  Canada,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  proposed  service 
could  be  operated  successfully.  Undoubtedly  the  Railway  will  find  some  changes 
necessary  in  the  light  of  experience  in  operation.  I  am  aware  that  in  some  ways 
the  proposed  service  will  not  be  as  satisfactory  as  that  provided  by  the  Railway, 
but  I  am  confident  that  with  adjustments  in  shipping  patterns  by  those  most 
affected,  many  of  the  anticipated  problems  relating  to  the  proposed  service  can 
be  overcome.  It  is  my  considered  opinion  that  the  loss  to  the  Railway  in  main- 
taining the  present  service  outweighs  any  inconvenience  that  might  accrue  to 
shippers  and  receivers  under  the  proposed  highway  express  operation. 

I  would  grant  the  Railway's  application  to  discontinue  trains  123  and  124 
between  McAdam  and  Edmundston,  N.B.,  on  not  less  than  30  days'  notice  to 
the  Board,  provided  that  the  proposed  highway  express  service  shall  be  placed 
into  service  by  the  date  of  discontinuance  of  rail  service,  and  that  adequate

notice  is  given  to  the  Post  Office  Department  to  provide  for  the  establishment 
of  an  alternative  service  to  handle  the  mail.  Notice  of  discontinuance  of  trains

the  said  trains.

JUDGMENT 

DUMONTIER,  D.C.C.: 

Canadian  National  Railway  Company  filed  an  application  on  September  27th, 
1962,  for  authority  to  discontinue  operation  of  trains  643  and  644  between 
Quebec  City  and  Richmond,  Que. 

The  application  stated  that  90  per  cent  of  the  express  traffic  is  handled  by 
highway  vehicles  and  that  the  10  per  cent  handled  on  these  trains  would  be 
carried  on  highway  vehicles,  should  this  application  be  approved. 
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It  also  mentioned  that  the  Provincial  Transport  Company  operates  three  bus 
trips  daily  between  Sherbrooke  and  Quebec  City  (following  Route  No.  5  between 
Richmond  and  Quebec)  which  provides  adequate  service  between  these  points. 

The  railway  estimated  an  annual  loss  of  $70,017  due  to  this  passenger 
train  service  and  hopes  to  realize  a  net  financial  improvement  of  $76,247  through 
the  discontinuance  of  these  trains. 

Although  the  application  requests  authority  to  discontinue  trains  643  and 
644  between  Quebec  and  Richmond,  the  railway  indicated  in  its  application  that 
in  reality  the  only  communities  that  would  be  without  passenger  train  service,  if 
the  application  is  approved,  would  be  those  situated  between  Quebec  and  Lyster, 
as  the  passenger  service  provided  by  -trains  647-645  and  648  would  continue  to 
operate  between  Lyster  and  Richmond. 

A  copy  of  the  application  was  sent  to  the  Premier  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
to  the  interested  members  of  Parliament  and  of  the  Quebec  Legislature  and  to 
to  the  municipalities  located  between  Lyster  and  Quebec  City. 

Apart  from  the  opposition  presented  by  some  of  the  parties  who  had  been 
served  with  a  copy  of  the  application,  the  Board  received  resolutions  from  the 
municipalities  of  Princeville,  Victoriaville,  Warwick,  Arthabaska,  Danville, 
Asbestos  and  Richmond,  protesting  against  the  railway's  proposal. 

Objections  to  the  application  were  also  received  from  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  Asbestos  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trainmen. 

An  investigation  made  by  the  Board's  Inspector  revealed  that  the  opposition 
of  the  municipalities  concerned  was  mainly  based  on  their  fear  of  inconvenience 
to  the  population  that  would  result  from  the  discontinuance  of  this  train  service. 

At  the  public  hearing,  the  railway's  application  was  opposed  by  the  City  of 
Quebec,  the  Town  of  Asbestos,  The  Town  of  Plessisville,  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce of  Asbestos,  the  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trainmen  and  Mr.  H.F.  Matte, 
of  Victoriaville. 

Through  its  witnesses,  the  applicant  established  that  in  the  event  of  a 
discontinuance  of  these  two  trains,  the  public  between  Lyster  and  Quebec  City 
could  be  served  by  bus  service  and  there  would  be  a  direct  passenger  service 
between  Lyster  and  Montreal  without  a  change  at  Richmond.  All  express  presently 
moved  by  these  trains  between  Richmond  and  Quebec  City  would  be  handled  by 
highway  service. 

Evidence  was  also  given  to  the  effect  that  gross  receipts  from  express 
service  for  the  stations  along  the  line,  with  the  exception  of  Quebec  City  and 
Richmond,  amounted  to  $243,649  for  the  year  1961  and  that  under  present  condi- 
tions, only  1  per  cent  of  the  total  express  is  handled  on  trains  643  and  644  and 
99  per  cent  are  handled  by  highway  service. 
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Counsel  for  the  City  of  Quebec  vigorously  opposed  the  complete  elimination 
of  passenger  train  service  between  Lyster  and  Quebec  City  that  would  result  if 
the  railway's  application  is  granted.  He  stated:  "We  find  unthinkable  that  a 
region  of  the  economic  importance  of  the  Eastern  Townships  should  be  deprived 
of  direct  communication  by  railway  with  the  capital  of  the  Province."  He  also 
stated:  "The  two  trains  in  question  will  continue  to  operate  between  Lyster  and 
Richmond.  From  Lyster  to  Quebec,  the  passenger  service  is  being  discontinued, 
purely  and  simply;  to  use  a  vulgar  expression,  the  passengers  are  dumped  at  the 
Lyster  station  and  are  told  to  carry  on  as  best  they  can  and  get  to  a  bus  line 
in  order  to  reach  their  destination." 

The  Mayor  of  Plessisville  also  opposed  very  strongly  the  removal  of  these 
trains  and  stated  that  this  service  could  not  be  discontinued  without  serious 
prejudice  to  the  population. 

The  railway  line  on  which  this  service  is  operated  is  located  on  the  Quebec 
Area  between  Chaudiere  Junction  and  Quebec  City,  a  distance  of  13.4  miles,  and 
forms  a  part  of  the  Champlain  Area  as  Danville  Subdivision,  between  Chaudiere 
Junction  and  Richmond,  a  distance  of  87.4  miles. 

Prior  to  1958,  the  railway  operated  two  passenger  trains  daily,  except 
Sunday,  Richmond  to  Quebec  and  return,  as  well  as  a  passenger  train  daily, 
Lyster  to  Richmond  and  return  (Lyster  is  located  60  miles  east  of  Richmond). 
One  of  the  trains  operating  to  and  from  Quebec  City  was  discontinued  in  August 
1958.  The  schedule  of  the  remaining  trains  was  modified  on  various  occasions 
and  the  present  schedule  is  as  follows:  (see  page  534) 

The  railway's  application  is  unusual  and  presents  several  peculiarities. 
Although  it  purports  the  discontinuance  of  passenger  trains  643  and  644,  the 
effect  of  its  approval  would  be  a  reduction  in  passenger  train  service  between 
Lyster  and  Richmond  and  the  complete  discontinuance  of  passenger  train  service 
between  Quebec  City  and  Lyster. 

The  railway  served  a  copy  of  its  application  only  on  the  interested  munici- 
palities located  between  Quebec  City  and  Lyster,  and  after  being  asked  by  the 
Board  to  serve  a  copy  of  the  application  on  all  interested  parties,  the  railway 
advised  the  Board  that  this  had  been  done.  Nevertheless,  none  of  the  munici- 
palities between  Lyster  and  Richmond  appear  to  have  received  a  copy  of  the 
application. 

Notices  of  the  application  published  in  the  local  newspapers  referred  only 
to  the  discontinuance  of  the  operation  of  passenger  trains  between  Quebec  City 
and  Lyster.  The  railway  could  have  reduced  its  passenger  train  service  between 
Lyster  and  Richmond  without  the  Board's  approval  and  this  is  probably  the 
reason  why  service  of  the  application  and  notices  in  the  newspapers  were  limited 
to  the  complete  discontinuance  of  passenger  train  service  between  Quebec  City 
and  Lyster. 
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The  population  of  the  municipalities  served  by  trains  643  and  644  between 
Quebec  City  and  Lyster,  exclusive  of  Quebec  City  and  Ste-Foy,  which  is  adja- 
cent to  Quebec  City,  is  approximately  7,000  while  the  population  of  the  munici- 
palities served  by  the  same  trains  between  Lyster  and  Richmond  is  approximately 
57,000.  The  applicant  may  have  been  technically  right  in  notifying  the  public  of 
its  application  the  way  it  did  but  it  certainly  showed  disregard  for  the  great 
majority  of  the  people  who  use  or  may  use  these  trains.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
the  applicant  did  not  consider  as  interested  parties  the  municipalities  in  the 
area  where  this  large  segment  of  the  population  is  located,  several  resolutions 
were  received  protesting  against  its  proposal  and  some  of  these  municipalities 
were  represented  at  the  hearing. 

If  the  applicant  found  it  convenient  to  limit  the  service  of  its  application 
and  the  notices  of  the  cancellation  of  the  passenger  train  service  to  the  area 
between  Quebec  City  and  Lyster,  it  found  it  helpful  to  use  the  deficit  and 
anticipated  financial  improvement  that  would  result  from  the  discontinuance  of 
those  trains  between  Quebec  City  and  Richmond  to  support  its  application. 

The  application  was  made  after  90  per  cent  of  the  express  had  been  removed 
from  trains  643  and  644  and  at  the  time  of  the  hearing,  99  per  cent  of  the  express 
was  handled  by  highway  trucks. 

By  using  the  figures  of  total  express  earnings  for  the  year  1961,  at  stations 
along  the  line,  exclusive  of  Quebec  City  and  Richmond,  amounting  to  $243,649 
and  applying  the  same  ratio  of  expenses  to  revenues  as  was  done  in  exhibit  33, 
it  would  be  found  that  the  express  service,  if  all  handled  on  trains  643  and  644, 
would  bring  a  net  revenue  of  approximately  $67,000  which,  added  to  the  passen- 
ger revenue  of  $21,129  for  the  period  July  1961  to  June  1962  inclusive,  would 
almost  offset  the  alleged  loss  attributed  by  the  railway  to  the  operation  of  these 
trains. 

Mr.  Landerman,  Joint  Manager  of  Passenger  Service  for  the  St-Lawrence 
Region,  filed  exhibits  22  and  24,  showing  the  revenue  passengers  per  trip  handled 
on  trains  643  and  644  during  the  week  of  February  18  to  23  inclusive,  1963.  The  ■ 
total  is  191  revenue  passengers  on  train  643  and  233  revenue  passengers  on 
train  644  for  six  trips  each,  an  average  of  32  and  39  respectively.  According  to 
figures  obtained  from  the  railway  after  the  hearing,  72  passengers  out  of  191 
were  coming  from  Quebec  City  and  points  east  of  Lyster  and  139  out  of  233 
were  going  to  Quebec  City  and  points  east  of  Lyster.  These  figures  show  clearly 
that  if  a  reduction  in  passenger  train  service  is  necessary  to  improve  the  financial 
position  of  the  applicant,  such  reduction  ought  not  to  result  in  the  complete 
discontinuance  of  passenger  service  between  Quebec  City  and  Lyster  but  in 
a  possible  reduction  of  passenger  service  between  Lyster  and  Richmond,  an 
area  which  is  presently  served  by  two  passenger  trains  daily  in  each  direction. 

In  practice,  railway  companies  rearrange  their  train  schedules  and  reduce 
passenger  train  service  without  being  required  to  ask  for  the  approval  of  the 
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Board  and  apply  to  the  Board  only  in  the  case  of  complete  discontinuance  of 
train  service.  Applications  for  such  discontinuance  are  usually  made  after  the 
railway  companies  have  reduced  their  service  to  meet  the  passengers'  require- 
ments. 

Mr.  Roberts,  Manager  of  the  Champlain  Area,  read  a  statement  of  the  railway 
company's  policy  with  respect  to  its  passenger  and  express  services  which, 
among  other  things,  contain  the  following:  "Our  system  will  aim  to  provide  first, 
a  passenger  service  which,  by  its  train  schedules,  type  of  equipment,  comfort, 
personnel,  safety,  will  be  able  to  attract  patronage  in  regions  where  it  is  avail- 
able; secondly,  we  shall  try  to  sell  our  services  through  initiative,  imagination, 
ingenuity  *  and  salesmanship,  using  the  most  modern  technological  methods  in 
order  to  reach  that  goal."  This  statement  contrasts  very  strangely  with  the 
avowed  intentions  of  the  applicant  to  serve  the  population  of  approximately 
100,000  people  located  along  the  railway  line  between  Quebec  City  and  Richmond 
with  one  passenger  train  daily  operating  between  Lyster  and  Richmond,  leaving 
Lyster  at  4.40  in  the  morning,  arriving  at  Richmond  at  6.00  a.m.,  and  leaving 
Richmond  at  9.00  p.m.  to  reach  Lyster  at  10.20  at  night.  If  there  were  good 
reasons  to  operate  these  trains  on  such  a  schedule  when  other  passenger  trains 
were  operated  over  the  same  line,  those  reasons  do  not  appear  to  exist  today. 

Mr.  Landerman  stated  that  if  the  application  is  approved  "the  service 
should  be  greatly  improved  because  we  propose  to  have  the  railiner  run  between 
Lyster  and  Montreal  without  change  for  the  passengers  at  Richmond". 

If  there  are  people  wishing  to  travel  by  train  at  this  early  hour  of  the 
morning,  the  improvement  mentioned  by  Mr.  Landerman  would  mean  very  little 
to  them.  This  improvement  is  indeed  very  small  when  weighed  against  the 
inconvenience  that  would  be  suffered  by  those  who  would  no  longer  be  able 
to  reach  by  train  the  Capital  City  of  Quebec,  or  points  beyond. 

The  principle  under  which  such  applications  are  generally  decided  involves 
the  weighing  of  the  railway's  financial  losses  due  to  the  operation  of  the  train 
service  as  against  the  inconvenience  to  the  public  caused  by  the  discontinuance 
of  such  operation.  I  find  that  it  would  be  inequitable  to  make  a  comparison,  on 
the  basis  of  this  application,  between  the  losses  due  to  the  operation  of  a  train 
over  a  distance  of  103  miles  with  the  inconvenience  to  the  public  located  along 
the  railway  line  over  a  distance  of  only  43  miles. 

The  inconvenience  in  this  case  is  not  limited  to  the  population  located  over 
a  distance  of  43  miles  that  would  be  deprived  of  passenger  train  service  but 
extends  to  the  whole  population  between  Quebec  City  and  Richmond  that  would 
no  longer  be  able  to  go  to  Quebec  by  train. 

To  maintain  a  passenger  service  to  Montreal  and  deny  access  by  train  to 
the  Capital  City  of  the  province  would  be  suggestive  of  discrimination.  I  am  not 
satisfied  that,  before  presenting  this  application,  the  railway  has  explored  all 
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the  means  of  reducing  their  expenses  and  the  possibilities  of  adequate  train 
schedules  that  would  make  travel  by  train  more  attractive  to  the  travelling 
public. 

I  would  dismiss  the  application.  An  Order  will  issue  accordingly.

La  Compagnie  des  chemins  de  fer  Nationaux  du  Canada  a  presente  le  27

Elle  mentionne  egalement  que  la  Compagnie  de  transport  provincial  effectue 
trois  voyages  d'autobus  quotidiens  entre  Sherbrooke  et  Quebec  (en  suivant  la 
route  n°  5  entre  Richmond  et  Quebec),  ce  qui  assure  un  service  suffisant  entre 
ces  points.

Le  chemin  de  fer  aurait  pu  reduire  son  service 
de  trains  de  voyageurs  entre  Lyster  et  Richmond  sans  l'approbation  de  la  Com- 
mission, et  c'est  probablement  la  raison  pour  laquelle  l'envoi  de  copies  de  la 
requete  et  la  publication  d'avis  dans  les  journaux  n'ont  tenu  compte  que  de 
l'abandon  complet  du  service  de  trains  de  voyageurs  entre  Quebec  et  Lyster. 
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Si  la  requete  du  Chemin  de  fer  est 
approuvee,  l'horaire  actuel  sera  remplace  par  le  suivant: 
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La  population  des  municipalities  desservies  par  les  trains  643  et  644  entre 
Quebec  et  Lyster,  a  l'exclusion  de  Quebec  et  de  Sainte-Foy,  qui  est  voisine  de 
la  ville  de  Quebec,  est  d'environ  7,000  tandis  que  la  population  des  municipalites 
desservies  par  ces  memes  trains  entre  Lyster  et ,  Richmond  est  d'environ  57,000. 
La  requerante  avait  peut-etre  techniquement  raison  d'aviser  le  public  de  sa 
requete  de  la  facon  dont  elle  Pa  fait  mais  elle  a  certainement  montre  de  1 'indif- 
ference a  l'egard  de  la  plus  grande  partie  de  la  population  qui  utilise  ou  qui 
pourrait  utiliser  ces  trains.  En  depit  du  fait  que  la  requerante  n'a  pas  considere 
comme  parties  interessees  les  municipalites  situees  dans  la  region  ou  se  trouve 
cette  grande  partie  de  la  population,  plusieurs  resolutions  de  protestation  contre 
ce  projet  ont  ete  recues  de  ces  municipalites,  dont  quelques-unes  etaient  repre- 
sentees a  l'audience. 

Si  la  requerante  a  trouve  commode  de  limiter  1 'envoi  de  copies  de  sa  requete 
et  la  publication  des  avis  de  suppression  du  service  de  trains  de  voyageurs  a  la 
region  comprise  entre  Quebec  et  Lyster,  elle  a  trouve  utile  de  faire  etat,  a 
l'appui  de  sa  requete,  du  deficit  qu'elle  subit  et  de  l'amelioration  financiere  qui 
resulterait  de  la  suppression  de  ces  trains  entre  Quebec  et  Richmond. 

La  requete  fut  soumise  alors  que  90  pour  cent  des  messageries  avaient  6te 
enleves  des  trains  643  et  644  et  lors  de  l'audience,  99  pour  cent  des  messageries 
etaient  transported  par  des  vehicules  routiers. 

En  prenant  les  chiffres  des  recettes  globales  du  service  de  messageries 
pour  l'annee  1961  aux  gares  situees  sur  cette  ligne,  a  l'exclusion  de  Quebec  et 
de  Richmond,  qui  s'el  event  a  $243,649,  et  en  etablissant  le  meme  rapport  entre 
les  depenses  et  les  recettes  qu'a  la  piece  33,  on  trouverait  que  les  messageries, 
si  elles  etaient  toutes  transporters  sur  les  trains  643  et  644,  rapporteraient  un 
revenu  net  d'environ  $67,000  qui,  ajoute  aux  recettes  de  service  des  voyageurs 
(21,129  pour  la  periode  de  juillet  1961  a  juin  1962  inclusivement)  contre-balan- 
cerait  presque  totalement  la  perte  attribute  a  Sexploitation  de  ces  trains. 

M.  Landerman,  directeur  adjoint  du  service  des  voyageurs  pour  la  region  du 
Saint-Laurent,  a  depose  les  pieces  22  et  24,  qui  montrent  le  nombre  de  voyageurs 
payants,  par  voyage,  pour  les  trains  643  et  644  pendant  la  semaine  du  18  au  23 
fevrier  1963  inclusivement.  Le  nombre  total  de  voyageurs  payants  est  de  191 
pour  le  train  643  et  de  233  pour  le  train  644,  pour  six  voyages  chacun,  soit  une 
moyenne  respective  de  32  et  de  39.  D'apres  les  chiffres  obtenus  du  chemin  de 
fer  apres  l'audience,  72  des  191  voyageurs  venaient  de  la  ville  de  Quebec  et  de 
points  situes  a  l'est  de  Lyster  et  138  des  233  voyageurs  se  rendaient  a  la  ville 
de  Quebec  et  a  des  points  situes  a  l'est  de  Lyster.  Ces  chiffres  indiquent 
clairement  que  si  une  reduction  du  service  des  voyageurs  est  necessaire  pour 
ameliorer  la  situation  financiere  de  la  requerante,  cette  reduction  ne  devrait  pas 
se  faire  en  abandonnant  completement  le  service  des  voyageurs  entre  Quebec  et 
Lyster  mais  peut-etre  en  reduisant  le  service  des  voyageurs  entre  Lyster  et 
Richmond,  region  qui  est  actuellement  desservie  par  deux  trains  de  voyageurs 
par  jour  dans  les  deux  sens. 
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En;  pratique,  les  compagnies  de  chemin  de  fer  remanient  les  horaires  de 
leurs  trains  et  reduisent  leurs  services  de  trains  de  voyageurs  sans  avoir  a 
demander  l'approbation  de  la  Commission  et  ne  s'adressent  a  la  Commission 
que  dans  le  cas  de  l'abandon  complet  d'un  service  de  trains.  De  telles  demandes 
d'abandon  sont  ordinairement  presentees  apres  que  les  compagnies  de  chemin 
de  fer  ont  reduit  leur  service  de  facon  a  correspondre  aux  besoins  des  voyageurs. 

M.  Roberts,  direct eur  du  secteur  de  Champlain,  a  lu  un  enonce  de  la  ligne 
de  conduite  suivie  par  la  compagnie  de  chemin  de  fer  a  l'egard  des  services  de 
voyageurs  et  de  messageries,  lequel  renferme,  entre  autres  choses,  ce  qui  suit: 
"Notre  reseau  devra,  premierement,  exploiter  les  services  de  voyageurs  qui, 
des  points  de  vue  horaires,  types  de  materiel  roulant,  confort,  qualite  du  person- 
nel, fonctionnement  sur,  soient  capables  d'attirer  la  clientele  dans  les  regions 
ou  toutes  les  possibilites  sont  permises;  deuxiemement,  faire  preuve  d'initiative, 
d'imagination  et  d'ingeniosite  dans  la  promotion  de  la  vente  de  ces  services  et 
faire  appel  pour  eel  a  aux  techniques  commerciales  les  plus  modernes."  Cet 
enonce  fait  un  contraste  fort  etrange  avec  les  intentions  avouees  de  la  requerante 
de  desservir  une  population  d'environ  100,000  repartie  le  long  de  la  ligne  de 
chemin  de  fer  qui  relie  Quebec  a  Richmond  a  l'aide  d'un  train  de  voyageurs 
quotidien  circulant  entre  Lyster  et  Richmond,  partant  de  Lyster  a  4h.40  du  matin, 
arrivant  a  Richmond  a  6h.  du  matin  et  quittant  Richmond  a  9h.  du  soir  pour 
arriver  a  Lyster  a  10h.20  du  soir.  S'il  y  avait  de  bonnes  raisons  pour  appliquer 
cet  horaire  aux  trains  en  cause  lorsque  d'autres  trains  circulaient  sur  cette 
meme  ligne,  ces  raisons  ne  semblent  plus  exister  aujourd'hui. 

M.  Landerman  a  declare:  "Si  ces  deux  trains  sont  discontinues,  je  dirais 
que  le  service  sera  ameliore  sensiblement  par  le  fait  que  l'autorail  circulera 
entre  Lyster  et  Montreal,  sans  changement  pour  les  passagers,  a  Richmond." 

S'il  y  a  des  gens  qui  acceptent  de  prendre  le  train  a  cette  heure  matinale, 
l'amelioration  que  mentionne  M.  Landerman  ne  leur  dirait  pas  grand'ehose. 
Vraiment,  cette  amelioration  serait  tres  faible  en  comparaison  des  inconvenients 
qu'auraient  a  subir  les  personnes  qui  ne  pourraient  plus  se  rendre  par  train  a 
Quebec,  capitale  de  la  province,  ou  a  des  points  situes  au-dela. 

Le  principe  sur  lequel  s'appuie  generalement  la  decision  dans  le  cas  de 
telles  requetes  comporte  la  comparaison  des  pertes  financieres  qu'entraine  pour 
le  chemin  de  fer  Sexploitation  du  service  de  trains  avec  les  inconvenients  que 
causerait  au  public  l'abandon  de  ce  service.  Je  suis  d*avis  qu'il  ne  serait  pas 
equitable  de  comparer,  dans  le  cas  de  la  requete  en  cause,  les  pertes  qui  resultent 
de  Sexploitation  d'un  train  sur  une  distance  de  103  milles  avec  les  inconvenients 
que  subirait  le  public  des  agglomerations  situees  sur  un  troncon  de  seulement 
43  milles  de  cette  ligne. 

Les  inconvenients  ne  se  Hmitent  pas  dans  ce  cas  a  la  population  repartie 
sur  une  distance  de  43  milles  qui  serait  privee  d'un  service  de  trains  de  voyageurs 
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mais  atteignent  toute  la  population  repartie  entre  la  ville  de  Quebec  et  Richmond, 
laquelle  ne  pourrait  plus  se  rendre  a  Quebec  par  train. 

Le  fait  d'assurer  un  service  de  trains  de  voyageurs  vers  Montreal  et  de 
refuser  un  service  permettant  de  se  rendre  par  train  a  la  capitale  pourrait  bien 
etre  interprets  comme  de  la  discrimination.  Je  ne  suis  pas  convaincu  que  le 
chemin  de  fer,  avant  de  presenter  sa  requete,  a  explore  tous  les  moyens  de 
reduire  ses  depenses  et  toutes  les  possibilites  d'etablir  des  horaires  de  trains 
qui  rendent  plus  attrayants  pour  le  public  voyageur  les  voyages  par  train. 

Je  rejette  la  requete.  Une  ordonnance  sera  rendue  en  consequence.

CIRCULAR  NO.  285  (Revision  No.  1)

Notice  to  Manufacturers  and  Importers 
of  B.T.C.  Specification  Cylinders 

This  circular  prescribes  the  procedure  for  obtaining  approval  of  the  design 
of  a  cylinder  which  will  be  manufactured  in  accordance  with  a  Board  of  Transport 
Commissioners  cylinder  specification  and  will  be  used  in  Canada  for  the  trans- 
portation of  dangerous  commodities  by  railways  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 

the  Board. 

Because  railways  subject  to  the  Board's  jurisdiction  are  prohibited  from 
transporting  cylinders  containing  compressed  gases  or  other  dangerous  com- 
modities unless  such  cylinders  have  been  fabricated,  tested  and  marked  in 
accordance  with  the  Board's  regulations,  by  this  circular  it  is  intended  to  fore- 
warn manufacturers  and  importers  of  cylinders  that  unless  they  strictly  comply 
with  the  Board's  requirements  contained  in  this  circular  and  in  the  regulations, 
"Transportation  of  Dangerous  Commodities  by  Rail",  the  cylinders  they  fabricate 
or  import  will  not  be  accepted  by  railway  companies  for  the  transportation  of 
compressed  gases  or  other  dangerous  commodities. 

Applications  to  the  Board  for  approval  of  a  proposed  cylinder  design  shall 
provide  reasonable  assurance  that  there  is  a  potential  market  for  the  cylinder 
and  that  the  applicant  fully  intends  to  proceed  with  manufacture  or  importation  if 

the  application  is  accepted. 

Cylinder  specifications  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  rail  transportation 
of  compressed  gases  and  other  dangerous  commodities  in  cylinders  are  contained 
in  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners'  regulations  for  the  "Transportation  of 
Dangerous  Commodities  by  Rail".  These  regulations,  in  loose-leaf  form  are 
available  at  a  current  cost  of  $6.00  per  copy  from  the  Queen's  Printer,  Ottawa, 
Ontario.  The  applicant  should  study  the  applicable  specifications  and  regulations 
before  submitting  an  application  to  the  Board. 

Board  approval  of  a  cylinder  design  does  not  constitute  approval  of  the 
finished  cylinder.  Acceptance  will  be  based  only  on  the  proposed  design  as 
indicated  in  the  application  drawings  and  specifications.  It  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  manufacturer  to  ensure  that  the  cylinder  is  fabricated  in  accordance  with 
the  approved  design  and  in  strict  compliance  with  the  specification  requirements 
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of  the  regulations.  All  of  the  tests  prescribed  in  the  specification  shall  be 
satisfactorily  completed  before  the  cylinder  may  be  marked  and  used  as  a  B.T.C. 
cylinder  in  rail  service. 

Notwithstanding  design  features  which  may  be  shown  on  the  cylinder  draw- 
ings and  which  do  not  comply  with  the  specification  requirements  of  the  regula- 
tions, Board  approval  of  the  cylinder  drawings  does  not  constitute  permission  to 
deviate  from  the  specification  requirements  unless  such  exemptions  are  specifi- 
cally mentioned  in  the  Board  approval.

(3)  The  location  of  the  safety  relief  devices  on  the  cylinder  and 
information  concerning  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  of  each  device, 
device  catalogue  number,  type,  model,  size,  material  of  fabrication, 
and  gas  to  be  stored  in  cylinder  shall  be  shown  on  the  drawing. 

(4)  A  description  of  all  types  of  safety  relief  valve,  not  previously 
approved  for  the  intended  service  in  accordance  with  Section  3, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  drawing  showing  a  cross  section  of 
the  valve  prepared  either  by  the  applicant  or  the  valve  manufacturer 
in  sufficient  detail  to  indicate  the  manner  in  which  the  device 
will  function. 

(5)  The  cylinder  drawing  shall  show  the  place  of  cylinder  manufac- 
ture and  the  cylinder  manufacturer's  name. 

(6)  The  drawing  shall  be  dated,  bear  an  identification  number  and 
be  signed  by  the  Chief  Engineer  or  other  responsible  official  of  the 
manufacturing  or  applicant  company.

(7)  The  marks  to  be  placed  on  a  cylinder  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  applicable  B.T.C.  specification  and 
shall  be  shown  on  the  drawing  in  the  same  order  that  they  will 
appear  on  the  cylinder.  Their  location  on  the  cylinder  shall  be 
indicated. 

(8)  A  statement  shall  appear  on  the  drawing  to  the  effect  that 
construction,  testing  and  inspection  of  the  cylinder  and  its  appur- 
tenances will  be  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  B.T.C.  specifi- 
cation and  regulations.

SAFETY  RELIEF  DEVICES 


Section  3. 


(1)  Safety  relief  devices  not  previously  approved  as  to  type,  size 
and  location  for  the  intended  service  by  the  Board  or  the  Bureau 
of  Explosives  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board.  Applica- 
tions for  approval  of  safety  relief  devices  shall  be  submitted  in 

triplicate. 

Note:  See  section  73.34(0  of  the  regulations  for  conditions  under 
which  safety  relief  devices  are  not  required. 

(2)  Approval  of  the  safety  relief  devices  will  be  based  on  the 
recommended  standards  of  Pamphlet  S-l,  Part  1,  titled  "Safety 
Relief  Device  Standards"  and  issued  by  the  Compressed  Gas 
Association,  500  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  36,  New  York.  This 
pamphlet  contains  information  concerning  the  recommended  types 
of  safety  relief  devices,  their  location,  formula  for  calculating 
flow  capacities,  marking  of  the  device,  test  procedures,  applications 
for  approval,  etc. 

(3)  In  addition  to  the  tests  prescribed  in  Compressed  Gas  Associa- 
tion pamphlet  S-l,  safety  relief  valves  not  previously  approved  by 
the  Board  or  the  Bureau  of  Explosives  for  the  intended  service 
shall  be  proven  adequate  under  the  extreme  conditions  of  a  fire  by 
being  fire  tested  as  prescribed  in  Part  V  of  this  circular.

one  previously  untested  cylinder  chosen  at  random  from  the  initial 
manufacturing  run  of  the  largest  size**  of  each  type  of  cylinder 
to  be  imported  shall  be  tested.  This  test  may  be  conducted  only 
by  an  inspector  acceptable  to  the  Board  in  accordance  with  the 
hydrostatic  test  requirements  of  the  specification  and  shall  be 
reported  in  duplicate  to  the  Board. 

(5)  The  requirements  of  this  subsection  apply  only  to  cylinders 
manufactured  in  a  foreign  country  other  than  the  U.S.A.  If  chemical 
tests  or  flattening,  yield  strength  or  other  physical  tests  are 
prescribed  in  the  specification,  each  type  of  cylinder  to  be  imported 
shall  satisfactorily  complete  preliminary  testing  in  Canada.

The  manufacturer  is  cautioned  against  proceeding  with  full  produc- 
tion until  the  regular  specification  tests  have  been  repeated  a 
sufficient  number  of  times  to  indicate  that  all  manufacturing 
start-up  problems  have  been  eliminated. 

Section  8. 

The  porous  filling  for  acetylene  cylinders  shall  be  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Board.  Written  instructions  pertaining  to  the  pro- 
cedure for  securing  this  approval  may  be  obtained  on  request.

(1)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  section,  a  cylinder 
shall  not  be  marked  with  the  B.T.C.  specification  mark,  such  as 
"B.T.C.  4B240",  until  all  of  the  prescribed  specification  tests 
have  been  satisfactorily  completed. 

(2)  The  requirements  of  subsection  (1)  of  this  section  shall  be 
waived  for  imported  cylinders  which  will  be  tested  in  Canada  by 
an  independent  inspection  agency  acceptable  to  the  Board.  Cylinders 
represented  by  samples  under  test  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the 
inspection  agency  or  the  Canadian  representative  of  the  importer 
until  all  specification  testing  has  been  completed.

PART  V 

FIRE  TESTING  OF  SAFETY  RELIEF  DEVICES 

Section  10. 

(1)  Each  new  type  of  safety  relief  valve  differing  in  design,  method 
of  operation,  etc.  from  previously  tested  and  approved  valves  of 
the  same  manufacture  and  tentatively  approved  in  accordance  with 
Section  3  of  this  circular  for  use  on  a  B.T.C.  cylinder  shall  be 
tested  as  prescribed  in  this  part  on  the  largest  size*  of  each  type 
of  cylinder  on  which  it  will  be  installed.  This  cylinder  shall  be 
taken  from  a  lot  which  has  satisfactorily  completed  the  tests 
prescribed  in  the  specification  and  for  which  the  design  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board. 

Note:  *  If  the  largest  size  cylinder  exceeds  200  pounds  water 
capacity,  permission  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  to  test  a  smaller 
cylinder  of  the  same  type  and  manufacture  and  employing  the  same 
relief  device,  providing  the  smaller  cylinder  has  a  water  capac- 
ity not  less  than  200  pounds. 

(2)  If  the  largest  size  cylinder  on  which  a  particular  type  of  safety 
relief  valve  will  be  installed  has  a  water  capacity  less  than  20 
pounds,  at  least  two  representative  safety  relief  valves  shall  be 
fire-tested.  Two  cylinders  which  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
subsection  1  of  this  section  shall  be  provided  by  the  applicant. 

(3)  If  the  largest  size  cylinder  on  which  a  particular  type  of  safety 
relief  valve  will  be  installed  has  a  water  capacity  of  20  pounds 
or  more,  at  least  one  representative  safety  relief  valve  shall  be 
fire-tested.  A  cylinder  which  complies  with  the  requirements  of 
subsection  1  of  this  section  shall  be  provided  by  the  applicant. 
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Section  11. 

A  test  site  shall  be  chosen  which  will  be  sufficiently  isolated  or 
so  protected  that  rupture  or  propulsion  of  the  cylinder  will  not 
result  in  injury  to  persons  in  the  area  or  damage  to  surrounding 
buildings. 

Section  12. 

(1)  The  test  cylinder  shall  be  placed  on  the  ground  and  supported 
in  a  convenient  position  for  compliance  with  Section  13.  The  dis- 
charge connection  of  the  cylinder  shut-off  valve  shall  be  connected 
by  means  of  suitable  metal  tubing  to  a  remotely  located  direct 
reading  pressure  gauge  accurate  to  one  p.s.i.  The  protection  pro- 
vided by  barriers  and/or  distance  shall  be  sufficient  to  permit  the 
gauge  to  be  read  with  safety  during  the  test. 

(2)  Means  shall  be  provided  for  removing  the  cylinder  from  the  fire 
in  the  event  that  the  test  pressure  is  exceeded  by  5  p.s.i.g.  without 
the  safety  relief  valve  functioning.  For  smaller  cylinders  the 
pressure  gauge  tubing  may  be  adequate  for  this  purpose,  but  for 
larger  cylinders  a  strong  metal  wire  or  chain  securely  connected 
to  the  cylinder  and  extending  to  the  pressure  gauge  location  shall 
be  provided. 

Section  13. 

Short  lengths  of  soft  wood,  approximately  2"  x  2"  with  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  fine  shavings,  soaked  in  kerosene  (not  gasoline),  to 
ensure  easy  starting  of  the  fire,  shall  be  placed  around  and  under 
the  cylinder  in  direct  contact  with  at  least  75  per  cent  of  the 
cylinder  surface  in  such  a  manner  that  the  safety  relief  valve  will 
be  the  part  least  exposed  to  the  fire.  No  protection  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  the  valve  that  is  not  part  of  the  standard  approved  cyl- 
inder equipment.  Enough  wood  shall  be  provided  to  ensure  that 
the  fire  is  of  sufficient  size  and  intensity  to  cause  the  safety 
relief  devices  to  function  and  to  result  in  all  of  the  contents  of 
the  cylinder  being  expelled. 

Section  14. 

The  set  to  discharge  pressure  of  a  safety  relief  valve  shall  not 
be  less  than  75%  nor  more  than  100%  of  the  minimum  test  pressure 
of  the  cylinder.  The  flow  rating  pressure  shall  not  exceed  the 
minimum  test  pressure  of  the  cylinder.  Whether  or  not  the  valve 
reseats  with  a  drop  in  cylinder  pressure  will  depend  on  the  extent 
to  which  the  valve  is  exposed  to  the  fire.  If  it  does  reseat,  the 
reseating  pressure  shall  not  be  less  than  the  pressure  in  the 
normally  charged  cylinder  at  130°F. 
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Section  15. 

(1)  The  results  of  the  fire  test  shall  be  reported  in  duplicate  to 
the  Board.  The  report  shall  include  the  start  to  discharge  pressure, 
the  maximum  pressure  obtained  during  the  test,  the  reseating 
pressure  and  full  details  concerning  the  type,  size,  marked  pres- 
sures, manufacturer,  serial  and  catalogue  numbers,  etc.  of  both  the 
cylinder  and  valve. 

(2)  Except  as  provided  in  section  16  of  this  Circular,  the  test 
may  be  conducted  only  by  a  Board  approved  independent  inspection 
agency  (See  section  5  of  this  circular). 

Section  16. 

The  Board  shall  be  notified  at  least  two  weeks  in  advance  of  the 
date  and  time  of  a  fire  test.  If  an  officer  of  the  Board  or  the  Bureau 
of  Explosives  is  present,  the  fire  test  may  be  conducted  by  the 
cylinder  manufacturer  at  any  convenient  site  which  complies  with 
section  11,  otherwise  the  test  may  be  conducted  only  by  an  Inde- 
pendent Inspection  Agency. 

Section  17. 

Test  cylinders  shall  be  filled  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Board's 

dangerous  commodity  regulations.

JUDGMENT 

KERR,  C.C.,  GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.,  and  DUMONTIER,  D.C.C. 

Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  filed  tariffs  with  the  Board  in  December 
1962,  to  be  effective  January  1,  1963,  increasing  its  commutation  passenger 
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fares.  The  increases  applied  to  general  public  40-trip  and  10-trip  fare  tickets 
between  specified  stations  in  New  Brunswick,  Ontario  and  Quebec;  and  to 
scholars'  40-trip  tickets  applicable  between  all  stations  in  New  Brunswick, 
Quebec,  Ontario  and  western  Canada.  The  Board  received  protests  against  the 
increases  and  by  its  Order  No.  109935  suspended  the  tariffs  and  directed  Cana- 
dian Pacific  to  file  copies  of  a  precis  of  evidence  to  be  offered  by  the  company 
in  justification  of  the  tariffs  and  to  send  copies  of  the  precis  to  cities,  towns 
and  municipalities  served  by  its  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud  commutation  service, 
including  the  Cities  of  Montreal,  Montreal  West  and  Westmount,  and  to  certain 
individuals  who  had  registered  with  the  Board  their  interest  in  the  matter. 

Submissions  were  made  to  the  Board  by  Montreal  West,  Pointe  Claire, 
Beaconsfield,  Beaconsfield  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Ste.  Anne  de  Bellevue, 
Senneville,  He  Perrot,  Terrasse  Vaudreuil,  Como  East,  Como,  Hudson  and 
Hudson  Heights,  and  certain  individuals.  The  City  of  Montreal  informed  the 
Board  that  it  would  not  make  submissions  nor  be  represented  at  the  hearing. 

After  Canadian  Pacific  furnished  its  precis  of  evidence  the  matter  was 
heard  at  a  public  hearing  at  Montreal  on  June  17  and  18,  1963,  at  which  245 
pages  of  evidence  and  argument  were  received  and  15  exhibits  were  filed. 
Appearances  at  the  hearing  were  as  indicated  on  page  1. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  case,  Canadian  Pacific's  Montreal-Vaudreuil- 
Rigaud  suburban  services  are  being  used  as  a  yardstick  for  the  commutation 
fares  here  in  issue,  and  the  review  of  the  present  and  proposed  commutation 
fare  structures  is  in  respect  of  such  suburban  service.  Commutation  revenues 
elsewhere  on  the  Canadian  Pacific  system  are  not  substantial.  Its  Montreal- 
Vaudreuil-Rigaud  services  have  been  used  in  previous  commutation  cases  as  a 
yardstick  for  commutation  fares. 

There  have  been  several  increases  in  commutation  fares  since  the  end  of 

World  War  II.  The  review  of  such  fares  that  was  given  in  the  Judgment  of  the 

Chief  Commissioner  and  Commissioner  Knowles  dated  November  6,  1959,  is 
repeated  here  as  follows: 

"Commutation  fares  were  dealt  with  in  1920,  25  C.R.C.,  409,  and  the 
first  increase  thereafter  was  not  made  until  1950  when  an  increase  of  up  to 
20  per  cent  was  authorized  by  the  Board  in  its  Judgment  of  September  21, 
1950,  66  C.R.T.C.,  p.  98. 

In  May,  1954,  the  railways  sought  leave  of  the  Board  to  make  further 
increases,  ranging  up  to  100  per  cent,  in  two  stages  of  50  per  cent  at  once  and 
50  per  cent  six  months  later.  Hearings  were  held  by  the  Board  at  Toronto  and 
Montreal.  The  major  complaint  at  Toronto  was  respecting  the  service,  and  lack 
of  service,  rather  than  against  the  proposed  rate  increases.  In  the  Montreal  area 
the  suburbanmunicipalities  joined  to  retain  counsel  and  a  chartered  accountant 
and  vigorously  opposed  the  proposed  increases.  After  numerous  conferences, 
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investigation  by  the  Board's  staff,  and  hearings,  the  Board  authorized 
increases  substantially  as  applied  for,  but  it  spread  out  the  coming  into 
effect  of  the  increases  over  a  longer  period  than  was  originally  proposed 
by  the  railways.  The  result  was  that  50  per  cent  of  the  permitted  increases 
was  made  in  the  Toronto  area  in  September,  1954,  and  in  the  Montreal  area 
in  March,  1955,  followed  by  an  additional  25  per  cent  in  May,  1956,  and  25 
per  cent  in  May,  1957.  The  Board's  Judgments  authorizing  the  increases 
are  dated  August  4,  1954,  71  C.R.T.C.,  138;  February  18,  1955,  72  C.R.T.C., 
72;  and  March  29,  1956,  73  C.R.T.C.,  193." 

In  that  most  recent  Judgment  of  November  6,  1959,  the  Board  authorized 
further  increases,  which  became  effective  in  January  1960,  of  10  per  cent  in  the 
40-trip  fares  then  in  effect. 

The  present  general  public  commutation  fares  are  on  the  basis  of  3  cents 
per  mile  for  the  10-trip  tickets  and  2.53  cents  per  mile,  with  a  minimum  of  $9.00, 
for  the  40-trip  tickets. 

The  increased  general  public  commutation  fares  proposed  by  Canadian 
Pacific,  and  contained  in  the  tariffs  which  were  suspended  by  the  Board,  are  on 
the  basis  of  3.3  cents  per  mile  for  10-trip  tickets,  and  3  cents  per  mile  for  the 
40-trip  tickets  with  a  minimum  of  $10.00.  In  calculating  these  fares  for  tariff 
publication,  if  the  actual  figure  shows  a  fraction  of  5  cents  over  2l/2  cents  such 
fraction  is  considered  as  5  cents,  and  if  2x/i  cents  or  less  the  fraction  is  dropped; 
all  fares  must  end  in  0  or  5  cents.

There  are  no  10-trip  fares  now  published  to  Westmount,  Montreal  West, 
Sortin,  Lachine  and  Grovehill.  Travel  between  Montreal  and  Westmount  and 
Montreal  West  is  almost  entirely  on  the  basis  of  the  one-way  standard  minimum 
fare  of  25  cents,  which  is  not  a  commutation  fare.  The  present  10-trip  fare  shown 
for  Dorval  is  honoured  at  intermediate  stations  Sortin,  Lachine  and  Grovehill. 

In  these  commutation  services  Canadian  Pacific's  employees  pay  half-fares. 
Employees  of  other  railways  pay  full-fares.  However,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
case  Canadian  Pacific's  fare  revenues  in  these  services  are  computed  as  if  its 
employees  were  paying  full-fares. 

Scholars'  Fares: 

Scholars'  commutation  tickets  are  sold  to  scholars  under  21  years  of  age, 
and  also  to  war  veterans  above  that  age,  who  are  in  regular  or  daily  attendance 
at  any  institution  of  learning  or  training. 

Prior  to  1950  scholars'  40-trip  tickets  were  on  the  basis  of  .425  cents  per 
mile,  which  was  half  of  the  general  public  50-trip  ticket  in  effect  at  that  time. 
These  scholars'  fares  were  increased  in  1950  by  20  per  cent,  in  1955  by  50 
per  cent  and  in  1960  by  10  per  cent.  The  present  40-trip  scholars'  fares  are  on 
the  basis  of  .847  cents  per  mile,  with  a  minimum  of  $5.95. 
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Canadian  Pacific  now  proposes  to  re-establish  for  scholars'  fares  the  basis 
of  half  of  the  general  public  40-trip  fares,  making  them  1.5  cents  per  mile,  with 
a  minimum  of  $5.95.  No  change  is  proposed  in  the  present  scholars'  fares  to 
Westmount,  Montreal  West,  Sortin,  Lachine  and  Grovehill.  The  following  is  a 
comparison  of  the  present  and  proposed  scholars'  fares:

Position  Taken  by  Canadian  Pacific: 

The  proposed  fare  increases  were  designed  by  Canadian  Pacific  to  reduce, 
but  in  part  only,  an  estimated  excess  of  out-of-pocket  expenses  over  revenues 
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of  its  commutation  services,  using  its  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud  suburban 
services  as  the  yardstick.  The  company  asserted  that  in  such  services  there 
was  a  revenue  deficiency,  in  other  words,  an  excess  of  variable  cost  over  reve- 
nue, of  $372,709  for  the  12-months  September  1961  to  August  1962,  and  $397,661 
for  the  12-months  May  1962  to  April  1963.  The  company  estimated  that  the 
increased  fares,  if  they  had  been  in  effect  in  these  periods,  would  have  yielded 
increased  revenue  of  $126,814  and  $132,744,  respectively,  which  is  considerably 
less  than  the  claimed  deficiencies  of  $372,709  and  $397,661. 

Without  accepting  it  as  a  definition  of  the  maximum  that  the  company  is 
entitled  to,  Canadian  Pacific  rejies  on  the  following  passage  in  the  Judgment 
of  Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Kearney,  Chief  Commissioner,  in  his  Judgment  dated 
August  4,  1954,  which  was  concurred  in  by  the  other  Commissioners  who  heard 
the  commutation  case  at  that  time: 

"In  dealing  with  commutation  services  I  think  the  time  has  arrived  to 
apply  a  general  rule  that  a  railway  is  entitled  to  charge  commutation  rates  at 
a  level  that  will  return  at  least  the  railway's  reasonable  and  actual  out-of- 
pocket  cost  of  furnishing  the  commutation  services  concerned,  and  that  the 
railway  should  not  be  required  by  this  Board  to  provide  or  continue  to  pro- 
vide commutation  services  which  will  not  meet  that  cost." 

Canadian  Pacific  therefore  submitted  that  it  must  be  allowed  rates  that  on 
any  reasonable  forecast  will  provide  "at  least"  the  company's  reasonable  and 
actual  out-of-pocket  costs  —  and  probably  more,  and  that  the  proposed  fare 
increases  cannot  be  attacked  as  being  unjust  or  unreasonable  so  long  as  they 
do  no  more  than  provide  the  company  with  a  reasonable  possibility  of  making  up 
the  amount  by  which  its  revenues  from  the  services  concerned  fall  short  of  its 
out-of-pocket  costs  of  such  services  and  of  obtaining  a  reasonable  contribution 
to  constant  costs;  and  as  the  proposed  increase  would  have  yielded  only  $126,814 
towards  the  said  shortfall  of  $372,709  for  the  period  September  1961  to  August 
1962,  and  $132,744  towards  a  shortfall  of  $397,661  for  the  period  May  1962  to 
April  1963,  and  does  not  hold  out  any  hope  of  a  contribution  towards  constant 
or  fixed  costs,  the  proposed  fares  cannot  be  attacked  as  being  too  high;  and 
even  if  the  amount  claimed  by  Canadian  Pacific  as  cost  of  money  were  reduced 
to  an  amount  in  the  vicinity  of  5  per  cent  on  the  depreciated  investment,  i.e., 
5  per  cent  of  $5,244,000,  or  roughly  $262,000,  and  the  latter  amount  were  sub- 
stituted for  the  $456,294  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  12  for  cost  of  money,  there  would 
still  be  a  deficiency  or  shortfall  of  revenue  below  out-of-pocket  costs  of  about 
$200,000  per  year.

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Exhibit  No.  11  was  prepared  in  January  1963.  Studies  made  by  the  Board's 
staff  prior  to  the  hearing  had  indicated  that  the  revenue  was  higher  in  a  more 
recent  12  months  than  in  the  September  1961  to  August  1962  period  and  the  fact 
of  this  increase  was  confirmed  by  Canadian  Pacific  in  its  Exhibit  No.  12,  pre- 
pared in  June  1963,  which  showed  the  following  estimated  revenue  and  variable 
cost  for  the  12  months  May  1962  to  April  1963:

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The  increase  in  revenue  in  the  latter  period,  as  estimated  by  Canadian 
Pacific,  was  $91,855,  exclusive  of  $6,063  in  advertising  revenue.  This  is  very 
close  to  the  Board's  estimate.  We  are  accepting  the  estimate  of  total  revenue 
shown  in  Exhibit  No.  12  in  the  amount  of  $1,365,125,  based  on  the  12  months 
May  1962  to  April  1963,  as  a  reasonable  estimate  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Judgment. 

According  to  Exhibit  No.  12  the  increase  in  the  estimate  of  variable  cost  in 
the  period  May  1962  to  April  1963  as  compared  with  the  period  September  1961 
to  August  1962  was  $122,870.  Evidence  was  given  at  the  hearing  indicating 
that  a  part  of  this  increase,  namely,  $34,371,  represented  the  cost  of  fuel  used 
for  heating  cars  on  week-ends  during  the  winter  at  Vaudreuil  and  Rigaud,  the 
wages  of  an  Assistant  Foreman  of  Cleaners,  and  the  cost  of  two  extra  coaches 
to  accommodate  Westmount  and  Montreal  West  passengers  on  the  Ste.  Therese 
trains  and  should  have  been  included  in  the  estimate  for  the  previous  period. 
This  additional  $34,371  has  been  checked  by  the  Board's  staff  and  we  are 
satisfied  that  it  is  reasonable  and  is  properly  included  in  the  variable  cost  of 
the  commutation  services.  If  this  $34,371  is  deducted  from  the  total  increase  in 
cost,  $122,870,  the  balance  of  the  increase  is  $88,499.  There  was  evidence  to 
the  effect  that  this  increase  in  variable  cost  was  due  mainly  to  the  increase  in 
the  volume  of  traffic,  because  the  increase  in  traffic  involved  operation  of  two 
additional  R.D.C.  cars  and  another  standard  coach  on  the  Rigaud  run,  one  extra 
standard  coach  on  the  Ste.  Therese  run  and  another  assistant  conductor.  This 
increase  in  cost  has  also  been  checked  by  the  Board's  staff  in  relation  to  the 
additional  volume  of  traffic  and  it  has  been  found  to  be  consistent  with  the 
variable  cost  of  providing  the  commutation  services  for  the  main  volume  of 
traffic.  The  additional  revenue  associated  with  the  higher  volume  of  traffic  has 
also  been  examined  and  taken  into  consideration. 

The  foregoing  figures  indicate  that  when  commutation  revenues  increased 
by  some  $92,000  the  variable  cost  of  providing  the  service  increased  by  some 
$89,000.  The  history  of  commutation  services  has  been  that  the  combination  of 
costs  due  to  traffic  volume,  wage  rates,  material  prices  and  equipment  replace- 
ment has  been  increasing  faster  than  the  revenue  from  a  higher  volume  of  traffic. 
The  evidence  does  not  indicate  any  reason  to  anticipate  a  significant  change  in 
this  pattern  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  revenue  estimate  of  $1,365,125,  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  12,  was  offset  by 
Canadian  Pacific  against  total  variable  cost  of  $1,762,786,  to  show  an  excess 
of  variable  cost  over  revenue  of  $397,661.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment 
we  have  made  certain  reductions  in  the  cost  estimates,  based  on  evidence  given 
at  the  hearing  and  on  examination  of  the  company's  records  and  studies  made  by 
staff  of  the  Board.  The  reductions  are  referred  to  more  specifically  later  herein. 

At  the  hearing  the  Board  asked  the  company  to  submit  certain  additional 
information,  including  details  of  the  additional  costs  shown  in  Exhibit  No.  12. 
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These  details  were  provided  and  the  Board's  staff  has  prepared  the  table  next 
hereunder  in  order  to  show  a  comparison  between  the  cost  estimates  of  the 
company  in  the  1959  commutation  case  and  in  the  present  case:

In  its  1959  Judgment  the  Board  noted  that  the  estimates  in  certain  instances 
were  based  on  four  31-day  months,  namely,  March,  May,  July  and  October,  and 
that  the  total  for  these  months  was  multiplied  by  three  to  reflect  a  full  year. 
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This  would  reflect  a  year  of  372  days  for  those  items  of  expense  (and  revenue) 
which  vary  with  the  number  of  days  in  a  month.  Consequently  the  Board  made 
adjustments  for  the  items  which  it  considered  might  have  been  overstated  due 
to  the  use  of  four  31-day  months.  In  the  present  case  one  item  of  revenue,  other 
fares,  excluding  gate  collections,  was  based  on  a  four-month  sample,  and  there 
the  company  used  two  31-day  months  and  two  30-day  months.  All  other  items 
were  based  on  the  12  months  of  the  year. 

In  its  1959  Judgment  the  Board  made  a  disallowance  in  the  company's 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  fuel.  The  fuel  in  use  at  that  time  was  coal  and  the  cost 
estimate  was  based  on  the  estimates  of  coal  consumption  given  by  the  engine- 
men  on  their  trip  tickets.  The  Board  considered  that  coal  consumption  could 
thereby  be  overstated,  and  made  a  reduction  of  ten  per  cent.  In  the  present  case 
the  fuel  is  diesel  oil.  The  evidence  indicated  that  tests  made  by  the  company 
showed  that  diesel  fuel  consumption,  based  on  engineering  measurements,  was 
higher  than  the  consumption  based  on  the  estimates  on  enginemen  's  trip  tickets. 
The  lower  of  the  two  bases,  i.e.,  the  enginemen's  trip  tickets,  was  used  in  the 
present  case. 

In  its  1959  Judgment  the  Board  made  a  substantial  disallowance  in  the 
estimated  car  cleaning  costs.  It  did  so  after  comparing  Canadian  Pacific's 
estimates  of  1958  with  estimates  made  by  the  company  in  1954  and  with  its 
1958  system  average  for  passenger  cars;  and  with  Canadian  National's  1954 
estimate  and  a  1958  estimate  based  on  a  time  study;  and  after  the  Board's  staff 
had  observed  the  condition  of  suburban  equipment  and  had  made  inquiries  regard- 
ing car  cleaning.  The  Board  reached  the  conclusion  on  that  occasion  that  $2,000 
per  car  per  annum  was  fair  allowance  for  the  expense  of  car  cleaning  in  Canadian 
Pacific's  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud  suburban  service. 

Mr.  Nepveu,  Canadian  Pacific's  cost  witness  in  both  the  1959  case  and  the 
present  case,  stated  that  in  the  present  case  he  has  taken  for  car  cleaning  cost 
an  amount  that  is  lower  by  $128  per  car  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  Board 
in  1959,  as  adjusted  for  wages.  He  stated  that  the  labour  portion  of  car  cleaning 
expense  is  about  92  per  cent  and  that  when  the  car  cleaning  estimates  were 
being  prepared  for  the  1959  case  the  wage  rate  for  car  cleaners  was  $1.40  per 
hour,  but  as  of  July  1,  1963,  the  rate  was  $1.73,  which  is  about  23.4  per  cent 
more  than  $1.40.  During  the  1959  case  a  later  estimate  of  car  cleaning  cost  was 
submitted,  based  on  revised  rates  of  about  $1.48  per  hour,  which  with  fringe 
benefits  amounted  to  $1.66  per  hour.  The  July  1,  1963  rate  of  $1.73,  with  fringe 
benefits,  amounts  to  about  $2.02  per  hour.  This  represents  an  increase  of  about 
22  per  cent  over  the  $1.66,  and  when  applied  to  the  labour  content  of  car  cleaning 
it  increases  the  car  cleaning  cost  to  $2,405  per  car  from  $2,000.  This  approxi- 
mates the  figure  of  $2,413  per  car  which  was  used  by  the  company  in  preparing 
the  1963  estimate  for  car  cleaning  cost. 
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When  preparing  its  statement  in  1958  of  avoidable  costs  for  the  1959  case, 
the  company  included  the  wages  of  one  Train  Despatcher  at  Smiths  Falls.  The 
position  was  eliminated  on  July  1,  1959,  and  the  Board  in  its  Judgment  made 
an  adjustment  in  expenses  in  that  respect.  There  is  no  expense  for  train  despatch- 
ing in  the  present  case. 

The  cost  of  carrying  pass  holders  was  also  adjusted  by  the  Board  in  the 
1959  case.  In  that  case  the  company  credited  revenues  with  half-fares  for  pass 
holders  and  deducted  from  expenses  half  of  the  cost  of  carrying  the  pass  holders. 
The  Board  did  not  accept  that  method  and,  instead,  credited  the  revenues  with 
full  fares  for  pass  holders  and  eliminated  the  adjustment  to  expenses.  The 
company  has  followed  the  Board's  method  in  presenting  revenues  and  expenses 
in  the  present  case. 

As  hereinbefore  noted,  there  has  been  a  history  of  rising  costs  in  commuta- 
tion service.  One  of  the  major  areas  of  increase  has  been  wage  costs.  Wage 
agreements  since  1959  have  provided  for  increased  wages  in  stages  of  six  months 
or  a  year,  the  last  increases  being  effective  on  June  1,  1963,  for  Trainmen,  on 
July  1,  1963,  for  Non-Operating  Employees,  on  September  16,  1963,  for  Engineers, 
and  on  February  1,  1964,  for  Firemen.  The  wage  costs  included  in  the  company's 
expense  estimates  are  at  the  level  of  wage  rates  in  effect  or  to  be  in  effect  at  the 
termination  of  agreements  with  the  various  groups  of  employees.  The  company's 
position  is  that  where  it  is  known  that  an  increase  in  cost  will  take  place  in  the 
future  and  the  amount  of  the  increase  is  known,  the  increase  has  been  included 
in  the  statement  of  cost.  In  testing  the  expense  estimates  in  this  case  the  Board 
has  considered  the  labour  content  and  has  checked  to  ensure  that  the  increase 
in  labour  content  since  the  1959  case  has  not  been  in  excess  of  the  increase  in 
wage  rates  and  employee  benefits. 

The  over-all  percentage  of  labour  in  the  expense  of  commutation  service, 
excluding  the  cost  of  money,  is  about  60  per  cent.  Since  the  1959  case  the  wage 
rates  have  increased  by  more  than  15  per  cent.  The  price  of  materials  has 
increased  to  a  lesser  degree,  the  increase  in  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics 
Material  Price  Index  1962  over  1958  being  5.4  per  cent. 

The  largest  single  labour  item  in  commutation  services  is  the  wages  of 
train  and  engine  crews.  It  showed  an  increase  of  about  11  per  cent  over  the 
1959  estimate  and  it  is  about  13  per  cent  higher  than  the  Board  allowed  in 
1959  after  making  an  adjustment  for  four  31-day  months. 

A  major  item  of  material  expense  in  the  1959  case  was  fuel  and  water. 
This  latter  expense  has  been  reduced  to  less  than  half  of  its  former  level  due 
to  the  change  from  steam  to  diesel  power. 

The  1963  estimate  for  enginehouse  expenses,  lubricants  and  other  supplies 
is  $3,570  more  than  the  company's  estimate  in  the  1959  case,  an  increase  of 
about  14*/2  per  cent.  Most  of  the  last  item  is  incurred  by  the  wages  of  chargemen 
and  engine  watchmen  at  Vaudreuil  and  Rigaud. 
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The  company's  estimates  for  terminal  switching  expense  and  for  station 
employee  expense  are  lower  than  the  estimates  submitted  in  the  1959  case. 
As  already  noted,  the  Board  in  that  case  disallowed  the  wages  of  a  despatcher 
at  Smiths  Falls  and  there  is  no  item  for  train  despatching  in  the  present  case. 
If  the  wages  of  that  despatcher  are  deducted  from  the  1959  estimate,  the  station 
employee  expense  in  the  present  case  is  about  18  per  cent  higher  than  in  1959. 
This  increase  is  generally  in  line  with  the  increase  in  labour  cost. 

The  estimate  of  locomotive  repair  costs  in  1963  is  less  than  half  what  it 
was  in  the  1959  case,  but  some  of  the  reduction  is  due  to  the  use  of  rail  diesel 
cars  in  which  the  power  unit  is  an  integral  part  of  the  car  and  its  repair  cost  is 
included  in  the  cost  of  car  repairs.  This  is  also  a  factor  in  the  higher  cost  of 
car  repairs  in  1963.  If  the  locomotive  and  car  repair  costs  are  taken  together, 
the  expense  estimate  for  1963  is  about  $47,000  higher  than  for  1959,  an  increase 
of  about  22  per  cent.  The  number  of  locomotives  assigned  to  the  service  is  the 
same  as  in  1959,  but  the  number  of  cars  has  increased  by  27  per  cent.  We  have 
considered  this  factor  in  conjunction  with  increases  in  the  labour  and  material 
content  of  equipment  repairs  and  are  satisfied  that  these  expense  estimates  are 
reasonable. 

The  estimate  of  equipment  depreciation  expense  for  locomotives  and  pas- 
senger cars  is  some  $150,000  higher  in  1963  than  it  was  in  1959.  This  reflects 
the  change  from  the  old  steam  equipment  to  the  more  modern  diesel  equipment  at 
much  higher  book  values,  together  with  the  cost  of  additional  cars  to  accom- 
modate the  traffic.  Approximately  one-half  of  the  increase  in  the  depreciation 
expense  is  due  to  the  higher  investment  in  the  equipment  in  1963.  The  other 
half  is  due  to  shorter  service  lives  of  the  new  equipment  and  the  associated 
higher  depreciation  rates.  Our  examination  has  indicated  that  there  is  a  fairly 
common  practice  of  using  diesel  road  switchers  to  replace  "AM  Type  road  units 
assigned  to  commutation  service.  The  cost  of  a  road  switcher  is  less  than  that 
of  an  "A"  Type  road  unit,  and  consequently  we  have  reduced  the  estimate  for 
locomotive  depreciation  by  $2,000. 

The  estimate  of  road  maintenance  expense  for  1963  shows  an  increase  of 
more  than  50  per  cent  over  1959.  Our  examination  indicates  that  an  increase  in 
this  item  could  be  expected  due  to  additional  gross  ton  miles  in  commutation 
service.  Some  further  increase  would  result  from  higher  wage  rates  and  additional 
fringe  benefits  and  higher  material  costs.  The  method  of  calculating  road  main- 
tenance chargeable  to  commutation  service  is  based  on  system  studies  and 
involves  a  weighting  as  between  freight  and  passenger  operations.  We  are  not 
satisfied  that  the  full  amount  of  the  estimate  in  this  case  should  be  charged 
against  commutation  service,  and  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment  have  made  a 
reduction  of  $6,000. 

Canadian  Pacific's  estimate  for  cost  of  money  in  the  1959  case  was  based 
on  applying  a  rate  of  6.5  per  cent  to  half  the  book  value  of  the  equipment  used 
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in  commutation  service.  At  that  time  the  40  suburban  coaches,  which  represented 
more  than  half  of  the  investment  in  equipment,  were  relatively  new  and  the 
equipment,  as  a  whole,  had  been  depreciated  in  the  company's  records  to  about 
80  per  cent  of  its  book  value.  The  Board  said  at  that  time: 

"We  do  not  accept  6.5  per  cent  as  a  reasonable  rate  to  use  in  this 
connection  but,  having  regard  to  the  cost  of  the  equipment  actually  used 
in  this  service  and  the  extent  to  which  it  has  been  depreciated  in  the  Com- 
pany's records,  we  do  not  believe  that  the  amount  charged  in  the  present 
case  is  excessive." 

The  book  value  of  the  present  equipment,  including  the  diesel  power  units 
and  an  allowance  for  the  variable  portion  of  the  investment  in  road  property, 
is  about  $8,000,000.  This  investment  is  just  over  50  per  cent  more  than  the 
investment  in  the  1959  case.  If  this  percentage  increase  were  applied  to  the 
Board's  1959  allowance  for  cost  of  money  it  would  indicate  a  1963  allowance  for 
cost  of  money  of  about  $260,000.  The  company's  estimate  for  1963  was  $456,294, 
based  on  applying  a  rate  of  11.4  per  cent,  including  provision  for  income  tax, 
to  50  per  cent  of  the  investment  in  commutation  service.  However,  Counsel  for 
the  company  stated  during  the  hearing  that  he  would  not  endeavour  to  support  the 
company's  case  in  this  instance  on  the  basis  of  the  cost  of  money  as  set  out  in 
the  estimate.  He  said: 

"We  are  prepared  to  rest  our  case  on  cost  of  money  computed  on  some 
lower  and  reasonable  basis,  and  since  opening  yesterday  of  course  the 
Board's  Judgment  in  a  very  recent  case  has  come  to  our  attention,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  this  case  we  will  be  relying  upon  the  rate  that  the  Board 
indicated  they  were  prepared  to  accept  without  a  full  scale  cost  of  money 
case." 

The  Judgment  referred  to  by  Counsel  is  the  Judgment  dated  June  10,  1963, 
respecting  an  application  of  Canadian  Pacific  for  abandonment  of  operation  of 
part  of  its  Minto  Subdivision  in  New  Brunswick.  In  that  case  the  Board  dealt 
with  the  company's  claim  for  cost  of  money  based  on  11.4  per  cent  of  the  estim- 
ated net  salvageable  value  of  trackage  and  facilities,  equivalent  to  6.5  per  cent 
after  income  tax.  The  Board  there  stated  that  if  the  line  is  abandoned  its  physical 
assets  would  be  released  from  that  operation  and  the  company  would  be  able  to 
realize  whatever  benefit  would  flow  to  it  from  the  recapture  of  the  material  and 
its  sale  or  utilization  elsewhere,  and  that  continuation  of  the  line  would  involve 
the  continued  use  of  the  salvageable  material  and  would  deprive  the  company, 
during  such  continuation,  of  the  said  benefit.  The  Board  then  said  that,  having 
regard  to  inherent  imponderables,  it  would  be  reasonable  and  practical  to  deter- 
mine cost  of  money  on  the  basis  of  a  rate  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  net  value 
of  the  salvageable  trackage  and  facilities  and  that  it  would  set  that  rate  at  5 
per  cent,  which  is  approximately  the  annual  yield  if  the  proceeds  of  the  salvage 
were  invested  in  high  grade  bonds  or  in  investments  with  an  assured  return  and 
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is  not  unreasonable  when  related  to  Canadian  Pacific's  average  cost  of  debt 
capital. 

In  presenting  his  argument  in  this  case,  Counsel  for  Canadian  Pacific 
said, 

"If  one  substitutes  the  cost  of  money  on  the  Board's  tentative  rate  of 
five  per  cent  on  the  depreciated  investment  which  Mr.  Nepveu  told  the  Board 
this  morning  was  approximately  $5,244,000,  one  gets  a  result  of  $262,212." 

This  figure  is  not  unlike  the  computation  which  Mr.  Nepveu  had  previously  made 
during  his  evidence  when  he  applied  the  current  yield  of  the  latest  major  bond 
issue  of  Canadian  National  Railways,  in  C.N.R.  27  year  5  per  cent  1987,  to  the 
depreciated  investment  in  locomotives  and  passenger  cars  and  to  the  variable 
portion  of  investment  in  road  property.  According  to  the  April  1963  issue  of  the 
Statistical  Summary  of  the  Bank  of  Canada,  the  yield  rate  of  these  Canadian 
National  bonds  as  of  May  1,  1963,  was  5.08  per  cent.  Mr.  Nepveu  applied  this 
rate  to  the  depreciated  investment  and  obtained  a  figure  of  $266,407. 

We  are  satisfied  that  in  this  case,  as  in  the  1959  case,  some  allowance  for 
the  cost  of  money  expended  in  the  purchase  of  equipment  used  in  the  commutation 
service  can  properly  be  included  as  an  out-of-pocket  or  avoidable  expense  of 
operating  the  service,  and  for  purposes  of  this  Judgment  will  allow  an  amount 
of  $250,000  as  cost  of  money  to  be  included  in  the  expenses  of  the  Montreal- 
Vaudreuil-Rigaud  service.  This  amount  represents  a  reduction  of  some  $206,000 
from  the  company's  estimate  based  on  11.4  per  cent. 

This  reduction,  together  with  the  two  previous  reductions  of  $2,000  and 
$6,000,  makes  a  total  reduction  of  $214,000.  We  would  reduce  accordingly  the 
total  estimated  expenses  of  the  commutation  service  based  on  12  months,  May 
1962  to  April  1963,  to  $1,548,786  from  $1,762,786.  We  have  previously  found  the 
estimate  of  revenues  of  $1,365,125  for  the  same  period  to  be  a  reasonable 
estimate  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment.  The  difference  between  these 
estimates  of  revenues  and  expenses  represents  a  deficiency  in  revenues  of 
$183,661. 

Objections  Against  Proposed  Increases: 

Canadian  Pacific's  general  position  in  this  matter  has  been  summarized 
earlier  herein.  Prior  to  the  hearing  the  Board  received  objections  and  submis- 
sions against  the  fare  increases.  At  the  hearing  submissions  were  made  by 
Mr.  Raymond  Rock,  M.P.,  Mayor  E.  M.  Briggs  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Beacons- 
field,  Mayor  J.G.  Nelles  on  behalf  of  Hudson,  Como  and  Hudson  Heights,  and 
Mr.  Jacques  Bourdon  on  behalf  of  the  Village  of  Senneville.  These  persons  gave 
information  and  were  questioned  at  the  hearing  in  respect  of  their  submissions. 
All  the  submissions  and  objections  have  been  considered  by  the  Board.  In  large 
measure  they  reiterated  submissions  and  objections  made  in  prior  commutation 
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cases.  They  may,  for  the  most  part,  be  grouped  and  summarized  as  follows, 
and  we  shall  comment  upon  them  now,  in  addition  to  our  comments  elsewhere 
herein. 

1.  The  commuters  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  increased  fares- 
It  is  probable  that  all  the  commuters  find  any  increase  in  their  expenses  a 

burden,  whether  the  increase  be  in  taxes  or  the  price  of  food,  rent,  fuel,  elec- 
tricity, gasoline  or  other  things  that  are  part  of  their  expenses.  The  cost  of 
transportation  is  not  an  exception  in  that  respect.  The  railway  furnishes  com- 
mutation services.  It  does  so  at  a  cost.  The  cost  must  be  met  and  paid  for 
somehow  and  by  someone.  In  the  present  instance  the  railway  asks  that  the 
out-of-pocket  cost  of  furnishing  the  services,  or  most  of  that  cost,  be  paid  by 
those  to  whom  the  railway  furnishes  the  services. 

2.  The  service  has  deteriorated;  cars  are  uncomfortable;  the  railway  is 
inefficient— 

These  objections  were  not  substantiated  by  any  witness  at  the  hearing, 
although  alleged  in  submissions  filed.  The  company  has  put  a  great  deal  of 
money  into  new  modern  cars  and  equipment  for  the  services  since  the  last 
hearing. 

We  do  not  say,  however,  that  these  services  or  the  efficiency  of  Canadian 
Pacific  cannot  be  improved  or  that  no  economies  of  operation  are  possible,  even 
though  it  is  a  fact  that  railway  passenger  train  operations  entail  major  expenses 
for  labour,  fuel,  equipment,  and  materials,  which  are  very  difficult  for  the  com- 
pany to  control.  But  improved  use  of  labour,  technological  advances  and  research 
have  resulted  in  economies  and  improvements  in  operation  in  other  railway  fields 
and  they  have  similar  possibilities  in  the  commutation  services  field. 

3.  There  have  been  successive  increases  in  commutation  fares  since  1950— 

The  fact  that  fare  increases  have  been  made  is  not  disputed  by  anyone. 
However,  while  such  increases  are  properly  taken  into  consideration,  along  with 
all  other  relevant  facts  and  circumstances,  they  should  not,  by  themselves, 
forestall  further  increases  if  a  good  case  for  further  increases  is  made. 

4.  The  proposed  fare  increases  will  depreciate  property  values  in  the 
suburban  communities  served  and  be  detrimental  to  their  growth— 

The  same  fears  were  expressed  in  previous  commutation  cases,  yet  the 
suburban  areas  have  developed,  their  population  has  grown  and  additional  homes 
have  been  built.  The  existence  of  commutation  services  is  an  advantage  to  those 
communities.  It  is  also  in  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Montreal  and  of  highway 
authorities  that  the  commuter  trains  continue  to  operate.  Without  these  services 
there  would  be  an  additional  need  for  highways  and  parking  facilities  to  take 
care  of  the  increase  in  motor  vehicle  traffic.  This  was  pointed  out  in  the  1959 
Judgment. 
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5.  Fare  increases  will  be  self-defeating- 
It  is  possible  that  some  who  presently  travel  by  train  will  in  future  travel 

by  other  means  rather  than  pay  increased  commutation  fares.  Whether  they  will 
thereby  travel  at  less  cost  to  themselves  is  conjectural.  In  any  event  there  is 
no  evidence  to  show  that  the  net  revenue  position  of  Canadian  Pacific  in  respect 
of  the  services  concerned  will  not  be  improved  by  the  proposed  fare  increases. 
In  fact,  the  evidence  is  that  the  company's  net  revenue  will  be  improved,  and 
consequently  that  the  fare  increases  will  not  be  self-defeating. 

6.  Because  of  crowded  highways  and  inadequate  bus  service,  Canadian 
Pacific  virtually  does  not  have  competition  and  is  exploiting  this  situation- 
Private  automobiles  provide  substantial  competition  to  the  trains  concerned. 

Even  if  many  of  the  commuters  using  the  trains  do  so  largely  by  necessity,  it  is 
not  exploitation  of  them  for  the  company  to  ask  them  to  bear  the  out-of-pocket 
cost  of  furnishing  the  transportation  or,  in  the  present  instance,  something  less 
than  that  cost. 

7.  Monthly  tickets  good  for  any  number  of  trips  in  that  month  should  be 
introduced.  The  10-trip  ticket  should  be  abolished— 

In  the  1958  case  the  commuters  urged  that  the  period  of  validity  of  the 
40-trip  ticket,  which  then  was  30  days,  should  be  extended  to  make  valid  the 
unused  coupons  that  some  commuters  had  left  over  when  their  tickets  expired. 
The  railways  answered  that  the  40-trip  ticket  is  designed  for  the  need  of  the 
regular  commuters  who  normally  work  five  days  a  week,  and  that  upon  satisfactory 
evidence  of  illness  the  ticket  may  be  extended  or  a  refund  made  for  the  period 
during  which  the  commuter  is  ill;  and  that  the  person  who  has  several  coupons 
left  on  his  ticket  is  one  who  is  not  regularly  using  the  daily  service  or  who  is 
not  always  reached  by  the  conductor  before  he  gets  off  the  train.  However,  the 
railways  then  agreed  to  extend  the  validity  of  the  general  public  40-trip  ticket 
to  32  days. 

Although  certain  railways  in  the  United  States  issue  monthly  commutation 
tickets  good  for  unlimited  rides  during  calendar  months,  it  has  not  been  shown 
that  the  use  of  similar  tickets  in  the  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud  services  would 
result  in  reduced  cost  to  the  railway  or  eradicate  the  imbalance  between  expenses 
and  revenues.  Such  tickets  might  attract  patronage  to  the  trains.  They  would  give 
extra  rides.  The  company  is  free  to  experiment  with  tickets  of  this  kind  but  we 
would  not  compel  it  to  do  so  on  what  has  been  shown  to  date. 

8.  There  should  be  a  'taper'  in  fares  for  the  longer  distances— 

The  objective  of  any  fare  structure  is  to  obtain  needed  revenues.  A  taper 
that  would  reduce  the  fares  for  the  longer  distances,  without  compensating 
increases  in  gross  revenues  from  such  fares  due  to  greater  patronage,  or  com- 
pensating increases  in  fares  for  the  shorter  distances,   would  reduce  total 
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revenues.  The  shorter  distances  between  Montreal  and  Westmount  and  Montreal 
West  have  a  minimum  fare  of  25  cents  per  trip,  or  12V2  cents  per  mile  to  West- 
mount  and  5  cents  per  mile  to  Montreal  West.  The  longer  distances  have  a  fare 
of  2V2  cents  per  mile,  and  an  increase  to  3  cents  per  mile  is  proposed  by  the 
company.  The  fare  per  trip  for  the  longer  distances  is  greater  than  for  shorter 
distances  because  the  commuters  in  the  former  case  are  being  carried  for  more 
miles.  In  previous  Judgments  the  Board  pointed  out  that  the  benefit  of  a  taper 
would  be  felt  by  those  who  travel  the  longer  distances  and  the  burden  by  those 
who  travel  the  shorter  distances;  and  that,  where  the  fares  are  related  to  out-of- 
pocket  costs,  any  reduction  for  the  longer  distances  would  mean  a  relative 
increase  for  the  shorter  distances,  otherwise  the  necessary  over-all  revenue 
would  not  be  secured.  The  rail  distance  between  Montreal  and  Rigaud  is  40.2 
miles.  Only  about  6  per  cent  of  the  traffic  goes  beyond  Vaudreuil,  which  is 
23.7  miles  from  Montreal.  The  situation  makes  for  difficulties  in  devising  a 
mileage  taper  in  the  fares. 

9.  Subsidies  should  be  provided  to  take  care  of  a  revenue  deficiency- 
It  is  well  known  that  subsidies  are  being  provided  in  respect  of  commutation 

services  by  cities  and  public  authorities  in  the  United  States.  Notwithstanding 
the  applications  in  Canada  for  commutation  fare  increases  and  the  disclosure  of 
costs  and  expenses  and  revenue  deficiencies,  no  city  or  public  authority  has 
provided  any  such  subsidy  here.  The  Board  has  no  authority  to  provide  a  subsidy. 
It  must  deal  with  the  situation  as  it  exists. 

10.  Commutation  services  should  be  subsidized  by  railway  freight  operations 
just  as  general  railway  passenger  services  are  so  subsidized;  other  unprofitable 
passenger  services  are  not  allowed  to  be  discontinued  and  if  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  to  carry  a  few  passengers  in  general  services,  notwithstanding  that 
they  are  being  carried  at  a  considerable  loss,  it  is  even  more  in  the  public 
interest  to  maintain  commutation  fares  without  increases  for  the  much  larger 
segment  of  the  public  in  and  about  Montreal;  the  general  passenger  deficit  is 
much  greater  than  the  deficit  in  commutation  services— 

Freight  shippers  throughout  Canada  may  in  reply  ask  why  they  should 
subsidize  commutation  services  which,  in  Canada,  are  confined  almost  entirely 
to  the  Montreal  and  Toronto  areas.  We  are  unable  to  offer  a  convincing  reason 
why  they  should  do  so.  The  fact  that  general  passenger  services  throughout 
Canada  are  being  operated  at  a  loss  is  not  a  good  reason  why  commutation 
services  should  also  be  operated  at  a  loss. 

The  MacPherson  Commission  recommended  subsidies,  for  a  five  year  period, 
to  meet  railway  deficits  in  unprofitable  passenger  operations.  The  Commission 
said,  "The  public,  by  and  large,  has  already  indicated  its  preference  for  other 
modes  of  travel,  and  except  in  a  few  instances  where  no  alternate  form  of  over- 
land travel  exists,  we  look  forward  to  the  time  when  the  railways  will  be  supply- 
ing passenger  services  only  in  those  areas  where  they  find  economic  justification 
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for  them.  In  the  interim  it  is,  we  repeat,  most  important  that  the  burden  resulting 
from  losses  on  railway  passenger  services  be  lifted  from  the  freight  shipper." 
In  recommending  the  subsidy  on  a  declining  basis  during  the  5-year  period,  the 
Commission  indicated  that  it  did  not  believe  that  the  railways  should  be  en- 
couraged to  remain  in  unprofitable  segments  of  the  passenger  business.  The 
Commission  also  recommended  that  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  no  subsidies 
be  paid  on  account  of  the  passenger  service  generally.  The  Commission  did  not 
deal  with  the  subject  of  commutation  services. 

11.  Some  credit  must  be  taken  from  Canadian  Pacific's  other  income  in 
dealing  with  its  commutation  operations— 

This  submission  appears  to  be  based  upon  the  fact  that  in  general  freight 
rate  cases  the  Board  has  not  allowed  all  the  corporation's  fixed  charges  as 
expenses  of  its  rail  operations  and  has  made  an  allocation  of  the  fixed  charges 
between  rail  enterprise  and  non-rail  enterprise.  This  is  not  the  equivalent  of 
crediting  rail  operations  with  what  is  known  as  "other  income".  We  see  no 
reason  to  allow  a  credit  from  such  other  income  to  commutation  services. 

12.  Commutation  fares  have  increased  much  more  than  general  coach  fares 
and  compare  unfavourably  with  special  general  passenger  fares,  such  as  group 
fares  and  with  fares  for  similar  services  offered  by  the  C.N.R.  and  with  com- 
mutation fares  in  the  United  States;  commutation  fares  have  increased  much 
more  than  the  general  index  of  consumer  prices- 
Canadian  Pacific  and  some  of  the  objecting  parties  compared  Canadian 

Pacific's  commutation  fares  with  commutation  fares  in  the  United  States.  No 
evidence  was  given  to  show  to  what  extent  conditions  in  the  United  States  are 
similar  to  conditions  in  Canada,  in  respect  of  these  fares,  or  the  amount  of 
expenses  attached  to  commutation  services  in  the  United  States.  The  comparisons 
are  consequently  of  little  value  in  the  determination  of  this  case.  The  Board 
knows,  however,  that  many  commutation  services  in  the  United  States  are  being 
operated  at  a  loss  and  that  efforts  have  been  made  by  state  and  municipal 
authorities  to  grant  financial  assistance  to  commutation  operations  to  encourage 
or  enable  such  operations  to  be  continued. 

Canadian  Pacific's  Exhibit  No.  2,  next  set  forth,  is  a  comparison  of  prices 
of  monthly  commutation  tickets  of  various  United  States  railways  and  the  Pro- 
vincial Transport  Company  with  Canadian  Pacific's  present  and  proposed  fares. 
This  indicates  that  for  distances  up  to  14  miles  the  price  of  Canadian  Pacific's 
proposed  40-trip  ticket  is  less  than  the  prices  currently  in  effect  for  monthly 
tickets  on  the  United  States  railways,  some  of  which  are  fares  subsidized  by 
financial  aid  from  governmental  authorities.  It  is  not  overlooked  here  that  some 
of  the  monthly  tickets  are  valid  for  unlimited  rides  during  calendar  months, 
others  are  valid  for  46  trips  or  are  subject  to  particular  conditions.  The  prices 
of  those  United  States  commutation  tickets  for  distances  exceeding  14  miles 
are  in  some  instances  higher  and  in  other  instances  lower  than  the  proposed 
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prices  of  Canadian  Pacific,  for  example,  at  30  miles  the  exhibit  shows  Canadian 
Pacific's  proposed  fare  of  $36.00  and  United  States  fares  of  $33.96,  $41.35, 
$26.30,  $31.69,  $36.04,  $35.75  and  $35.40,  and  at  41  miles  (Rigaud)  Canadian 
Pacific's  proposed  fare  of  $49.20  and  United  States  fares  of  $40.19,  $49.60, 
$38.08,  $41.97  and  $39.65. 
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Canadian  Pacific  and  Canadian  National  have  offered  new  low  fares  in 
certain  areas  and  trains.  In  certain  circumstances  fare  reductions  may  increase 
net  revenues,  because  of  sufficient  additional  patronage.  These  new  low  fares 
are  not  the  measure  for  other  fares  or  commutation  fares.  Volume  of  traffic, 
unused  capacity  of  trains,  and  other  circumstances,  enter  into  the  picture,  and 
what  is  appropriate  for  one  is  not  necessarily  appropriate  for  another.  Neither 
does  a  condition  of  unjust  discrimination  result  from  the  fact  that  a  commutation 
service  may  be  expected  to  pay  its  way  and  meet  out-of-pocket  expenses,  while 
general  passenger  services  are  allowed  to  operate  or  are  required  to  continue 
to  operate  without  being  called  upon  to  meet  all  expenses. 

13.  Canadian  Pacific's  claim  for  cost  of  money  should  not  be  allowed— 
This  claim  is  being  reduced,  as  appears  elsewhere  herein. 

14.  Revenues  derived  from  advertising  in  cars  used  solely  on  suburban 
service  should  be  credited  to  the  services— 

This  advertising  revenue  is  being  credited. 

15.  Revenues  from  sales  of  meals,  liquor,  newspapers  and  other  things  to 
commuters  at  stations  and  some  proportion  of  rents  from  dry  cleaning,  delicates- 
sen, florist  and  other  establishments  in  Windsor  Station  should  be  credited  to 

the  commutation  service— 

At  the  hearing  the  Board  declined  to  inquire  into  these  matters.  The  Board 
was  of  the  opinion  than  an  inquiry  of  this  nature  would  go  too  far  afield  from  the 
question  of  the  expenses  and  revenues  of  the  commutation  services,  the  expenses 
of  furnishing  the  services,  the  revenues  derived  therefrom  and  the  fares  to  be 
charged  for  that  transportation;  that  whether  Canadian  Pacific  is  making  a  profit 
or  incurring  a  loss  from  such  activities  as  renting  business  space  in  Windsor 
Station,  or  operating  a  restaurant  there,  is  too  remote  from  the  issue  of  what 
fares  should  be  allowed  for  the  commutation  train  transportation,  the  determina- 
tion of  which  is  the  function  of  the  Board  under  the  Railway  Act  in  this  case; 
and  that  the  practical  difficulties  and  imponderables  involved  in  attempting  to 
make  an  allocation,  as  between  commuters  and  other  members  of  the  public,  of 
Canadian  Pacific's  revenues  and  expenses  of  Windsor  Station  and  its  business 
facilities  there,  including  restaurant,  florist  shop,  liquor  bar,  newsstand, 
advertising  signs,  dry  cleaning  and  other  establishments,  and  depreciation, 
maintenance  and  other  expenses  of  the  station  (none  of  which  is  charged  against 
commutation  revenues),  are  such  as  to  make  any  allocation  so  conjectural  and 
uncertain  as  to  be  of  no  real  value  in  this  case. 

Conclusions: 

We  have  made  findings  respecting  revenues,  expenses  and  revenue  deficiency 
and  have  dealt  with  what  appeared  to  us  to  be  the  most  important  arguments  and 

submissions. 
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The  bare  fact  must  be  faced  that,  in  order  to  survive  year  after  year,  railway 
commutation  services  will  have  to  be  self-sustaining,  or,  if  they  are  not  self- 
sustaining,  they  will  be  a  drain  on  freight  revenues  or  will  need  subsidization 
by  public  assistance  in  the  form  of  grants,  subsidies  or  financial  aid  of  some 
kind.  In  the  United  States  financial  assistance  by  state,  city  and  other  public 
authorities  is  becoming  more  common.  It  is  recognized  that  mass-transportation 
presents  a  social  and  economic  problem  and  that  commutation  trains,  to  the 
extent  they  are  used  instead  of  automobiles  and  buses,  relieve  traffic  congestion 
on  highways  and  parking  areas.  Economic  forecasts  are  that  Canada's  population 
will  increase  substantially  in  the  next  two  decades  and  that  there  will  be  large 
increases  in  automobile  registrations.  There  will  be  a  potential  market  for  greater 
patronage  of  Canadian  Pacific's  commutation  services  along  its  Montreal- 
Vaudreuil-Rigaud  line.  But  it  is  improbable  that  railway  efforts  alone,  or  fare 
increases  alone,  will  suffice  to  meet  the  future  need  for  railway  commutation 
services  if  the  predicted  grov/th  of  population  and  automobile  registrations 
becomes  a  reality.  More  concerted  efforts  by  the  railway,  its  affected  employees, 
the  commuters  and  communities  where  they  live  and  work  and  governmental 
authorities  will  be  necessary.  But  presently  there  is  a  more  immediate  matter 
of  the  increased  fares  tariffs  that  stand  suspended  by  the  Board. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  present  circumstances  Canadian  Pacific 
has  shown  a  need  for  the  increased  revenues  that  it  has  sought  to  realize  by 
the  suspended  fare  increases  and  that  in  the  absence  of  external  financial 
assistance  to  these  commutation  services  by  way  of  subsidies  or  grants  by 
federal,  provincial  or  municipal  authorities,  which  is  the  factual  situation,  the 
company  is  entitled  to  obtain  the  requested  revenues  from  those  persons  to  whom 
it  provides  the  commutation  services,  whether  they  are  commutation  ticket 
purchasers  or  others  who  find  the  trains  convenient  and  use  them  at  their  will. 

However,  after  investigating  the  commutation  services  concerned  and  their 
expenses  and  revenues  and  considering  all  the  evidence  and  submissions,  we 
are  not  disposed  at  this  time  to  permit  the  specific  fare  increases  proposed  by 
Canadian  Pacific.  Passengers  paying  the  25  cents  minimum  fare  are  not  being 
asked  by  Canadian  Pacific  to  bear  any  part  of  the  requested  cost  and  revenue 
increases.  This  may  or  may  not  be  proper.  The  company's  proposal  is  to  put  the 
burden  of  those  increases  on  purchasers  of  commutation  tickets  who  travel  the 
longer  distances.  We  are,  hov/ever,  conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  persons  paying 
the  25  cents  minimum  fare  are  now  paying  the  maximum  first  class  fare  which 
is  applicable  throughout  Canada. 

In  our  opinion  the  objective  should  be  to  obtain  the  necessary  revenue 
requested  by  the  company  while  spreading  the  burden  thereof  in  the  most  equitable 
and  reasonable  way  upon  the  whole  body  of  persons  using  the  services  or  upon 
as  many  of  them  as  possible.  We  are  not  convinced  that  the  company's  proposal 
does  this.  It  may  be  that  there  is  no  better  alternative,  but  whether  that  is  so 
remains  to  be  established. 
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One  alternative  that  occurs  to  us  is  to  impose  for  each  trip  between  certain 
stations  a  single  straight  surcharge,  perhaps  of  5  cents  per  trip,  or  surcharges 
per  trip  varying  with  distances. 

The  Board  recognizes  that  there  may  be  practical  difficulties  in  imposing 
trip  surcharges;  that  there  may  be  attrition  or  loss  of  patronage  resulting  from 
any  such  increases;  and,  because  passenger  tariffs  must  be  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Railway  Act,  that  a  minimum  commutation  fare  cannot 
exceed  the  standard  minimum  for  the  portion  of  railway  concerned,  as  the  latter 
minimum  may  be  from  time  to  time.  As  already  indicated,  the  standard  minimum 
is  now  25  cents  one  way. 

As  to  scholars'  fares.  In  the  1954  case,  upon  representations  that  the 
proposed  increase  in  scholars'  fares  would  create  hardship  to  persons  who  had 
children  commuting  to  school  Canadian  Pacific  and  Canadian  National  stated, 
"Upon  consideration  we  feel  that  this  submission  is  justified  and  we  have 
decided  to  withdraw  entirely  our  proposal  for  further  increase  in  scholars'  fares. 
We  will  in  fact  reduce  the  scholars'  fares  already  in  effect  in  the  Toronto  area 
to  the  level  now  applicable  elsewhere  in  Canada."  In  the  1959  case  the  Board 
permitted  a  10  per  cent  increase  in  scholars'  fares. 

We  think  that  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  charge  half- fare  to  scholars,  but  that 
the  proposed  increase  of  present  scholars'  fares  to  that  level  now  at  one  stroke 
would  be  too  abrupt  and  would  create  much  the  same  hardship  as  the  railways 
recognized  in  the  1954  case. 

The  Board  is  of  the  view  that  its  present  findings  should  be  made  known  to 
interested  parties  and  that,  in  the  light  thereof,  the  possibility  of  more  appropriate 
alternative  fare  revisions  should  be  fully  explored  before  increases  in  fares  are 
put  into  effect. 

This  interim  Judgment  is  therefore  being  issued  and  copies  will  be  sent  to 
parties  of  record  in  the  proceedings. 

The  Board  will  await  the  result  of  exploration  by  Canadian  Pacific  of  the 
possibility  of  devising  satisfactory  alternative  fare  revisions  and  receipt  of 
any  proposal  or  submissions  the  company  makes  in  that  respect.  Canadian 
Pacific  shall  send  copies  thereof  to  the  parties  of  record,  including  all  to  which 
it  sent  copies  of  its  precis  of  evidence.  Interested  parties  may  also  file  sub- 
missions within  three  weeks  after  they  receive  a  copy  of  Canadian  Pacific's 
submission. 

The  matter  will  be  kept  open  by  the  Board  meanwhile.

KERR,  commissaire  en  chef,  GRIFFIN,  commissaire  en  chef  adjoint,  et  DUMON- 
TIER, commissaire  en  chef  suppleant: 

La  Compagnie  du  chemin  de  fer  du  Pacifique-Canadien  a  depose  a  la 
Commission,  en  decembre  1962,  des  tarifs  devant  entrer  en  vigueur  le  ler  janvier 
1963  et  visant  a  relever  les  prix  d'abonnement  pour  voyageurs.  Les  augmentations 
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visaient  des  livrets  de  billets  de  40  et  de  10  passages  pour  le  public  en  general 
entre  des  gares  determine'es  au  Nouveau-Brunswick,  en  Ontario  et  au  Quebec, 
et  les  billets  d'ecoliers  de  40  passages  valables  entre  toutes  les  gares  au 
Nouveau-Brunswick,  au  Quebec,  en  Ontario  et  dans  l'Ouest  du  Canada.  La 
Commission  a  recu  des  protestations  contre  les  augmentations  et,  par  son 
ordonnance  n°  109935,  elle  a  suspendu  les  tarifs  et  elle  a  ordonne  au  Pacifique- 
Canadien  de  deposer  des  exemplaires  d'un  resume  de  la  preuve  que  la  compagnie 
present erait  pour  justifier  les  tarifs  et  d'envoyer  des  exemplaires  du  resume" 
aux  cites,  villes  et  municipalites  desservies  par  le  service  de  train  de  banlieue 
Montreal- Vaudreuil-Ri gaud,  y  compris  les  villes  de  Montreal,  Montreal-Ouest  et 
Westmount,  et  a  certains  particuliers  qui  avaient  ecrit  a  la  Commission  pour  lui 
faire  connaftre  leur  interet  dans  la  question. 

Les  villes  de  Montreal-Ouest,  Pointe-Claire  et  Beaconsfield,  la  Chambre 
de  commerce  de  Beaconsfield,  les  villes  de  Sainte-Anne  de  Bellevue,  Senneville, 
Ile-Perrot,  Terrasse  Vaudreuil,  Como-Est,  Como,  Hudson  et  Hudson  Heights  et 
certains  particuliers  ont  presente  a  la  Commission  des  memoires.  La  cite  de 
Montreal  a  fait  savoir  a  la  Commission  qu'elle  ne  presenterait  pas  de  memoire 
a  la  Commission  et  qu'elle  ne  serait  pas  representee  a  l'audience. 

Apres  que  le  Pacifique-Canadien  eut  fourni  son  resume  de  la  preuve,  la 
cause  a  ete  entendue  en  audience  publique  a  Montreal  les  17  et  18  juin  1963. 
Quinze  pieces  d'identite  ont  etS  presentees;  la  preuve  et  les  plaidoiries  consti- 
tuent un  document  de  245  pages.  Les  personnes  indiquees  a  la  premiere  page 
ont  comparu. 

Aux  fins  de  la  presente  cause,  les  services  de  banlieue  Montreal-Vaudreuil- 
Rigaud  du  Pacifique-Canadien  servent  de  base  aux  tarifs  d'abonnement  qui  sont 
ici  mis  en  question,  et  1 'analyse  des  tarifs  d'abonnement  actuels  et  proposes  se 
rapporte  a  un  tel  service  de  banlieue.  Les  revenus  des  autres  services  d'abonne- 
ment du  Pacifique-Canadien  ne  sont  pas  importants,  Les  services  Montreal- 
Vaudreuil-Rigaud  ont  deja  servi  de  base  aux  tarifs  d'abonnement  dans  d'autres 
causes. 

II  y  a  eu  plusieurs  augmentations  de  tarifs  d'abonnement  depuis  la  fin  de 
la  guerre.  La  revue  de  ces  tarifs  que  donnait  le  jugement  du  commissaire  en 
chef  et  du  commissaire  Knowles,  en  date  du  6  novembre  1959,  est  reproduite 
ci-dessous: 

''Les  prix  d'abonnement  furent  fixes  en  1920,  25  C.R.C.,  409,  et  ce 
n'est  qu'en  1950  qu'ils  furent  augmentes  pour  la  premiere  fois  alors  que  la 
Commission  autorisait  une  augmentation  atteignant  20  p.  100  dans  son 
jugement  du  21  septembre  1950,  66  C.R.T.C.,  p.  98. 

En  mai  1954,  les  chemins  de  fer  demandaient  a  la  Commission  la  per- 
mission de  faire  de  nouvelles  augmentations,  atteignant  jusqu'a  100  p.  100 
en  deux  etapes:  50  p.  100  immediatement,  50  p.  100  six  mois  plus  tard. 
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La  Commission  tint  des  audiences  a  Toronto  et  a  Montreal.  Le  principal 
grief  a  Toronto  avait  trait  au  service,  ou  plutot  au  manque  de  service, 
plutot  qu'aux  augmentations  de  tarif  proposees.  Dans  la  region  de  Montreal, 
les  municipalites  de  la  banlieue  s'unirent  pour  retenir  les  services  d'un 
avocat  et  d'un  comptable  agree  et  s'opposerent  vigoureusement  aux  aug- 
mentations proposees.  Apres  de  nombreuses  conferences,  apres  une  enquete 
par  le  personnel  de  la  Commission  et  apres  des  audiences,  la  Commission 
autorisait  les  augmentations  qui  etaient  en  substance  les  augmentations 
demandees,  mais  elle  repartit  l'entree  en  vigueur  de  ces  augmentations  sur 
une  periode  plus  etendue  que  ne  l'avaient  proposee  les  chemins  de  fer  en 
premier  lieu.  Comme  resultat,  50  p.  100  des  augmentations  accordees  furent 
appliques  dans  la  region  de  Toronto  en  seotembre  1954  et  dans  la  region 
de  Montreal. en  mars  1955,  puis  25  p.  100  en  mai  1956  et  25  p.  100  en  raai 
1957.  Les  jugements  de  la  Commission  autorisant  les  augmentations  portent 
les  dates  du  4  aout  1954,  71  C.R.T.C.,  138,  du  18  fevrier  1955,  72  C.R.T.C., 
72,  et  du  29  mars  1956,  73  C.R.T.C.,  193." 

Dans  ce  dernier  jugement  du  6  novembre  1959,  la  Commission  a  accorde  de 
nouvelles  augmentations,  qui  sont  entrees  en  vigueur  en  janvier  1960,  de  10  p. 
100  a  l'egard  des  livrets  de  40  passages  qui  avaient  alors  cours. 

Les  tarifs  d'abonnement  actuellement  en  vigueur  pour  le  public  en  general 
sont  etablis  a  raison  de  3  cents  le  mille  pour  les  livrets  de  10  passages  et  de 
2.53  cents  le  mille,  avec  un  minimum  de  $9,  pour  les  livrets  de  40  passages. 

Les  tarifs  d'abonnement  majores  pour  le  public  en  general  que  demandait 
le  Pacifique-Canadien  et  qui  sont  contenus  dans  les  tarifs  que  la  Commission 
a  suspendus,  sont  etablis  a  raison  de  3.3  cents  le  mille  pour  les  livrets  de 
10  passages,  et  de  3  cents  le  mille  pour  les  livrets  de  40  passages,  avec  un 
minimum  de  $10.  Dans  le  calcul  de  ces  tarifs  pour  fins  de  publications,  si  le 
chiffre  obtenu  montre  une  fraction  de  5  cents  au-dessus  de  2Y2  cents,  une  telle 
fraction  est  reputee  etre  5  cents,  mais  si  elle  est  de  2*/2  cents  ou  moins  la 
fraction  est  abandonnee;  tous  les  prix  doivent  se  terminer  par  0  ou  5  cents.

Sans  l'accepter  comme  une  norme  de  maximum  de  ce  a  quoi  la  compagnie  a 
droit,  le  Pacifique-Canadien  s'en  remet  au  passage  suivant  du  jugement  (4  aout 
1954)  de  l'hon.  juge  Kearney,  commissaire  en  chef,  qui  a  ete  soutenu  par  les 
autres  commissaires  qui  ont  alors  entendu  la  demande  relative  aux  tarifs 
d'abonnement: 

"En  matiere  de  services  de  chemin  de  fer  de  banlieue,  je  crois  le 
moment  venu  de  reconnaftre  d'une  facon  generale  qu'un  chemin  de  fer  a  le 
droit  de  demander  des  prix  d'abonnement  repondant  au  moins  aux  debourses 
raisonnables  qu'il  effectue  pour  assurer  le  service  de  banlieue  en  cause 
et  que  la  Commission  ne  devrait  pas  I'obliger  a  assurer  ou  a  continue! 
d'assurer  des  services  de  banlieue  qui  ne  supportent  pas  de  tels  debourses6,? 


et  de  $397,661. 
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Le  Pacifique-Canadien  a  done  pretendu  qu'on  doit  lui  accorder  des  tarifs 
qui,  selon  toute  prevision  raisonnable,  lui  assureront  "au  moins"  ses  debours£s 
raisonnables  et  reels,  et  probablement  plus,  et  qu'on  ne  peut  pas  pr€tendre  que 
les  augmentations  de  tarif  demandees  sont  injustes  et  deraisonnables  aussi 
longtemps  qu'elles  ne  fournissent  a  la  compagnie  qu'une  possibilite  raisonnable 
de  combler  le  montant  de  son  revenu  qui  est  inferieur  a  ses  deboursements  a 
Tegard  de  ces  services  et  d'obtenir  une  juste  contribution  a  des  frais  constants; 
et,  comme  ^augmentation  demandee  n'aurait  rapporte  que  $126,814  sur  les 
$372,709  qui  manquent  pour  la  periode  de  septembre  1961  a  aout  1962,  et  $132,744 
sur  le  deficit  de  $397,661  subi  pendant  la  periode  de  mai  1962  a  avril  1963  et 
comme  il  n'y  a  pas  d'espoir  d'une  contribution  a  des  frais  constants  ou  fixes, 
on  ne  peut  pretendre  que  les  tarifs  demandes  sont  trop  eleves;  et,  meme  si  le 
montant  reclame  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien  comme  cout  aes  capitaux  etait 
reduit  a  pres  de  5.  p.  100  sur  le  capital  investi  dSprecie",  e'est-a-dire  5  p.  100 
de  $5,244,000  ou  $262,000  en  nombre  rond  et  que  ce  dernier  montant  fut  substitue" 
au  $456,294  qui  apparait  a  la  piece  n°  12  comme  cout  des  capitaux,  le  revenu 
serait  encore  inferieur  aux  debourses  reels  d'un  montant  d'environ  $200,000 
par  annee.

L'augmentation  des  recettes  au  cours  de  la  derniere  periode,  selon  l'estima- 
tion  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  a  et^  de  $91,855,  a  l'exclusion  des  $6,063  du  revenu 
de  la  publicite.  Cela  est  bien  proche  de  1 'estimation  de  la  Commission.  Nous 
acceptons  l'estimation  du  revenu  global  indique  par  la  Piece  n°  12,  au  montant 
de  $1,365,125,  pour  les  12  mois  allant  de  mai  1962  a  avril  1963,  comme  une 
estimation  raisonnable  aux  fins  du  present  jugeraent. 

D'apres  la  Piece  n°  12,  l'augmentation  de  l'estimation  des  frais  variables 
au  cours  de  la  periode  de  mai  1962  a  avril  1963,  en  comparaison  de  la  periode 
de  septembre  1961  a  aout  1962,  a  Ste  de  $122,870.  La  preuve  apportee  a  l'au- 
dience  a  etabli  qu'une  partie  de  cette  augmentation,  soit  $34,371,  represente  le 
cout  du  combustible  employe  pour  chauffer  les  wagons  pendant  les  fins  de 
semaine  d'hiver  a  Vaudreuil  et  a  Rigaud,  le  salaire  d'un  contremaitre  adjoint 
des  nettoyeurs  et  les  frais  a  l'egard  de  deux  voitures  supplementaires  pour  la 
commodite  des  voyageurs  de  Westmount  et  de  Montreal-Ouest  sur  les  convois 
de  Sainte-Therese,  ce  qui  aurait  du  etre  inclus  dans  l'estimation  pour  la  periode 
precedente.  Ce  montant  additionnel  de  $34,371  a  e^e"  v^rifi^  par  le  personnel  de 
la  Commission  et  nous  sommes  convaincus  qu'il  est  raisonnable  et  juste  de 
l'inclure  dans  les  frais  variables  des  services  de  banlieue.  Si  ce  $34,371  est 
deduit  du  total  de  l'augmentation  des  frais,  soit  $122,870,  le  reste  de  l'augmen- 
tation est  de  $88,499.  La  preuve  a  etabli  que  cette  augmentation  des  frais 
variables  tient  en  grande  partie  a  l'augmentation  du  volume  du  trafic,  parce  que 
l'augmentation  du  trafic  comporte  la  mise  en  service  de  deux  autres  wagons 
autorail  Diesel  et  d'une  autre  voiture  ordinaire  sur  le  circuit  Rigaud,  d'une 
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autre  voiture  ordinaire  sur  le  circuit  Sainte-Th6rese  et  (Tun  autre  receveur 
adjoint,  L'augmentation  des  frais  attribuable  au  volume  additionnel  a  aussi  et6 
verifiee  par  le  personnel  de  la  Commission  et  on  a  trouve  que  c'6tait  en  rapport 
avec  les  frais  variables  des  services  d'abonnement  pour  l'ensemble  du  volume 
du  trafic.  On  a  aussi  controle  le  revenu  additionnel  provenant  d'un  plus  fort 
volume  de  trafic  et  il  en  a  ete  tenu  compte. 

Les  chiffres  qui  precedent  font  voir  que,  lorsque  les  recettes  des  abonne- 
ments  ont  augmente  de  quelque  $92,000,  les  frais  variables  pour  fournir  le 
service  ont  aussi  augmente  de  $89,000  environ.  Les  faits  relatifs  aux  services 
d'abonnement  etablissent  que  l'ensemble  des  frais  attribuables  au  volume  du 
trafic,  les  salaires,  le  cout  du  materiel  et  son  remplacement  ont  augmente  plus 
vite  que  le  revenu  tire  de  la  hausse  du  volume  du  trafic.  La  preuve  ne  laisse 
voir  aucune  raison  de  prevoir  un  changement  significatif  de  cette  tendance  dans 
un  avenir  rapproche. 

Sur  le  revenu  estimatif  de  $1,365,125  que  fait  voir  la  Piece  n°  12,  sont 
imputes  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien  des  frais  variables  de  $1,762,786,  ce  qui 
laisse  voir  un  excedent  des  frais  variables  sur  les  recettes  de  $397,661.  Aux 
fins  du  present  jugement,  nous  avons  fait  certaines  reductions  dans  l'estimation 
des  frais,  en  nous  fondant  sur  la  preuve  apportee  a  l'audience,  sur  l'examen 
des  dossiers  de  la  compagnie  et  sur  les  etudes  faites  par  le  personnel  de  la 
Commission.  Ces  reductions  sont  indiquees  plus  en  detail  plus  loin. 

Lors  de  l'audience,  la  Commission  a  demande  a  la  compagnie  de  souraettre 
des  renseignements  additionnels,  y  compris  des  details  sur  les  frais  additionnels 
qu'indique  la  Piece  n°  12.  Ces  renseignements  ont  ete  fournis  et  le  personnel 
de  la  Commission  a  prepare  le  tableau  qui  suit  afin  d'etablir  une  comparaison 
entre  les  estimations  des  frais  par  la  compagnie  lors  de  la  cause  de  1959  sur

Dans  son  jugement  de  1959,  la  Commission  avait  remarque  que  dans  certains 

cas  les  estimations  se  fondaient  sur  quatre  mois  de  31  jours,  c'est-a-dire  mars, 

mai,  juillet  et  octobre,  et  que 

e  total  de  ces  mois 

e"tait  multiplie" 

par  3  pour 

avoir  le  resultat  d'une  annee  complete,  Cela  donnerait  une  ann£e  de  372  jours 

pour  les  postes  de  depenses  (et  de  recettes)  qui  varient  avec  le  nombre  de  jours 
d'un  mois.  En  consequence,  la  Commission  a  fait  des  rectifications  aux  postes 
qu'elle  considerait  avoir  ete  surevalues  a  cause  de  l'emploi  de  quatre  mois  de 
31  jours.  Dans  le  cas  present,  un  item  de  revenu,  "Autres  tarifs,  a  l'exclusion 
de  la  perception  aux  barrieres",  se  fondait  sur  un  echantillonnage  de  4  mois 
pour  lequel  la  compagnie  avait  employe  deux  mois  de  31  jours  et  deux  mois  de 
30  jours.  Tous  les  autres  postes  reposaient  sur  les  douze  mois  de  l'annee. 

Dans  son  jugement  de  1959,  la  Commission  a  desavoue"  l'estimation  de  la 
compagnie  pour  le  cout  du  combustible.  Le  charbon  etait  le  combustible  qu'on 
employait  alors,  et  l'estimation  du  cout  se  fondait  sur  les  estimations  de  la 
consommation  de  charbon  que  donnent  les  mecaniciens  dans  leurs  rapports. 
La  Commission  a  juge  une  reduction  de  10  p.  100.  Dans  le  cas  actuel,  le  com- 
bustible est  l'huile  diesel.  La  preuve  a  revele  que  les  6preuves  faites  par  la 
compagnie  indiquaient  que  la  consommation  d'huile  diesel,  calcul£e  d'apres 
des  procedes  scientifiques,  6tait  plus  elevee  que  la  consommation  fond£e  sur 
les  rapports  des  mecaniciens.  Le  plus  faible  des  deux  calculs,  c'est-a-dire  les 
rapports  des  mecaniciens,  a  ete  employe  dans  le  cas  present. 

Dans  son  jugement  de  1959,  la  Commission  a  fortement  desavoue"  les  frais 
estimatifs  du  nettoyage  des  wagons.  Elle  en  est  venue  a  cette  decision  apres 
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avoir  compare  les  estimations  du  Pacifique-Canadien  pour  1958  avec  les  estima- 
tions faites  par  la  compagnie  en  1954  et  la  moyenne  du  reseau  pour  les  wagons 
de  voyageurs  en  1958  et  avec  une  estimation  du  chemin  de  fer  National  pour 
1954  et  une  estimation  fondee  sur  l'etude  du  temps  effectuee  en  1958,  et  apres 
que  le  personnel  de  la  Commission  eut  observe  l'etat  du  materiel  employe  dans 
le  service  de  banlieue  et  qu'elle  eut  fait  enquete  sur  le  nettoyage  des  wagons. 
La  Commission  en  etait  alors  venue  a  la  conclusion  que  $2,000  par  wagon  par 
annee  etait  une  prevision  raisonnable  de  la  depense  pour  le  nettoyage  des 
wagons  en  ce  qui  concerne  le  service  de  banlieue  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud 
du  Pacifique-Canadien. 

M.  Nepveu,  temoin-expert  du  Pacifique-Canadien  a  l'egard  des  frais,  tant 
en  1959  que  dans  le  cas  present,  a  declare  que  dans  ce  cas-ci  il  a  pris,  a  I'egard 
des  frais  de  nettoyage  des  wagons,  un  montant  de  $128  inferieur  a  celui  adrais 
par  la  Commission  en  1959,  compte  tenu  de  la  rectification  des  salaires.  II  a 
declare  que  la  main-d'oeuvre  entre  pour  92  p.  100  environ  dans  le  cout  du  net- 
toyage des  wagons  et  que,  lorsque  les  estimations  pour  le  nettoyage  des  wagons 
ont  et5  preparees  pour  la  cause  de  1959,  le  salaire  des  nettoyeurs  de  wagons 
etait  de  $1.40  l'heure,  mais  qu'il  Stait  de  $1.73  le  ler  juillet  1963,  soit  une 
hausse  de  23.4  p.  100.  En  ce  qui  concerne  la  cause  de  1959,  une  estimation 
ulterieure  des  frais  pour  le  nettoyage  des  wagons  a  6te  soumise,  laquelle  se 
fondait  sur  un  salaire  revise  de  $1.48  l'heure,  qui,  en  tenant  compte  des  avan- 
tages  auxiliaires,  s'elevait  a  $1,66.  Le  salaire  de  $1.73  du  ler  juillet  1963, 
compte  tenu  des  avantages  auxiliaires,  s'eleve  a  environ  $2.02,  C'est  une 
hausse  de  22  p.  100  environ  sur  $1.66;  lorsque  l'on  tient  compte  de  la  part  de 
main-d'oeuvre  dans  le  nettoyage  des  wagons,  les  frais  pour  le  nettoyage  des 
wagons  passent  de  $2,000  a  $2,405.  C'est  a  peu  pres  le  chiffre  de  $2,413  par 
wagon  que  la  compagnie  a  employe  lorsqu'elle  a  prepare  l'estimation  de  1963 
des  frais  pour  le  nettoyage  des  wagons. 

Lorsqu'elle  a  prepare  en  1958  son  factum  sur  les  debourses  pour  la  cause 
de  1959,  la  compagnie  a  inclus  le  salaire  d'un  expediteur  de  trains  a  Smiths 
Falls.  Ce  poste  a  ete  elimine"  le  ler  juillet  1959  et  la  Commission  a  fait  dans 
son  jugement  une  rectification  des  defenses  a  cet  £gard.  II  n'y  a  aucun  frais 
a  ce  poste  dans  la  presente  cause. 

Les  frais  inh6rents  aux  billets  de  circulation  gratuite  ont  aussi  6te  I'objet 
d'une  rectification  par  la  Commission  en  1959.  Dans  ce  cas,  la  compagnie  a 
attribue  un  revenu  de  demi-tarif  a  l'egard  des  detenteurs  de  billets  de  circulation 
gratuite  et  elle  a  deduit  des  depenses  la  moiti£  des  frais  a  cet  egard.  La  Com- 
mission n'a  pas  accepte  cette  methode,  mais  au  lieu  de  cela,  elle  a  credite"  les 
revenus  du  plein  passage  a  l'egard  des  billets  de  circulation  gratuite  et  elle  a 
^limine  la  deduction  aux  defenses.  La  compagnie  a  adopte  la  methode  de  la 
Commission  dans  la  presentation  des  recettes  et  des  depenses  dans  la  cause 
actuelle. 
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Comme  on  l'a  deja  note,  les  frais  ont  augmente  dans  le  service  de  banlieue. 
L'un  des  principaux  elements  a  ete  la  hausse  des  salaires.  Les  conventions  de 
salaires  depuis  1959  ont  procure  des  salaires  accrus  par  Stapes  de  six  mois  ou 
d'un  an,  les  dernieres  augmentations  devenant  en  vigueur  le  ler  juin  1963  pour 
les  serre-freins,  le  ler  juillet  pour  les  employes  sedentaires,  le  16  septembre 
1963  pour  les  mecaniciens  et  le  ler  fevrier  1964  pour  les  chauffeurs.  Les  salaires 
inclus  dans  les  estimations  de  depenses  par  la  compagnie  sont  au  taux  des 
salaires  en  vigueur  ou  qui  seront  en  vigueur  lorsque  prendront  fin  les  conven- 
tions des  divers  groupes  d'employes.  La  compagnie  a  pris  pour  attitude  que, 
lorsqu'il  est  connu  qu'une  augmentation  se  produira  et  que  le  montant  de  cette 
augmentation  est  connu,  ^augmentation  a  ete  incluse  dans  le  calcul  des  frais. 
En  verifiant  les  estimations  de  depenses  dans  ce  cas-ci,  la  Commission  a  tenu 
compte  de  la  part  de  la  main  d'ceuvre  et  elle  s'est  assuree  que  ^augmentation 
de  la  part  de  main-d'oeuvre  depuis  1959  n'a  pas  depasse  les  augmentations  de 
salaires  et  les  avantages  accordes  aux  employes. 

Le  pourcentage  d'ensemble  de  la  main-d'ceuvre  dans  les  depenses  des 
services  de  banlieue,  a  l'exclusion  du  cout  du  capital,  est  de  60  p.  100  environ. 
Depuis  la  cause  de  1959,  les  salaires  ont  augmente  de  plus  de  15  p.  100.  La 
hausse  du  prix  du  materiel  a  ete  un  peu  moindre,  ^augmentation  de  l'indice  du 
prix  des  materiaux  du  Bureau  federal  de  la  statistique  ayant  Ste"  de  5.4  p.  100 
de  1958  a  1962. 

La  plus  forte  depense  en  fait  de  main-d'oeuvre  dans  les  services  de  banlieue 
est  attribuable  aux  salaires  des  equipes  de  trains  et  de  locomotives.  Ce  poste 
indique  une  augmentation  de  11  p.  100  environ  sur  l'estimation  de  1959;  c'est 
13  p.  100  environ  de  plus  que  ce  que  la  Commission  avait  accorde  en  1959, 
apres  avoir  fait  la  rectification  pour  les  quatre  mois  de  31  jours. 

Un  poste  important  de  la  depense  en  fait  de  materiel,  dans  la  cause  de 
1959,  etait  le  combustible  et  l'eau.  Cette  derniere  depense  a  e'te'  reduite  a 
moins  de  la  moitie  de  ce  qu'elle  etait  auparavant  a  cause  de  la  substitution  de 
la  locomotive  diesel  a  la  locomotive  a  vapeur. 

L'estimation  de  1963  des  depenses  du  batiment  des  locomotives,  des  lubri- 
fiants  et  des  autres  fournitures  est  de  $3,570  au-dessus  de  l'estimation  de  la 
compagnie  en  1959,  soit  une  augmentation  de  p.  100  environ.  La  majeure 
partie  de  ce  dernier  poste  represente  les  salaires  des  gardiens  de  locomotives 
et  des  hommes  qui  font  le  plein  a  Vaudreuil  et  a  Rigaud. 

Les  estimations  de  la  compagnie  pour  les  depenses  d'aiguillage  au  terminus 
et  pour  les  employes  des  gares  sont  moins  Slevees  que  les  estimations  soumises 
en  1959.  Comme  on  l'a  deja  dit,  la  Commission  n'avait  pas  alors  admis  le  salaire 
d'un  expediteur  de  train  a  Smiths  Falls  et  il  n'y  a  aucun  frais  a  ce  poste  dans 
la  presente  cause.  Si  ces  frais  sont  deduits  de  l'estimation  de  1959,  la  depense 
pour  les  employes  des  gares  dans  le  cas  actuel  est  de  18  p.  100  environ  plus 
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elevee  qu'en  1959.  C'est  une  augmentation  qui  correspond  assez  bien  a  celle 
du  cout  de  la  main-d'oeuvre. 

L'estimation  du  cout  des  reparations  aux  locomotives  en  1963  est  de  moins 
de  la  moitie  de  celle  de  1959,  mais  une  partie  de  la  reduction  tient  a  l'emploi 
des  autorails  diesel,  dont  le  groupe  moteur  fait  partie  integrante  du  wagon  et 
dont  les  frais  de  reparation  sont  inclus  dans  le  cout  des  reparations  au  wagon. 
C'est  aussi  un  facteur  de  la  hausse  des  frais  de  reparation  des  wagons  en  1963. 
Si  les  depenses  de  reparation  des  locomotives  et  des  wagons  sont  prises  en- 
semble, l'estimation  de  la  depense  pour  1963  est  de  $47,000  environ  au-dessus 
de  celle  de  1959,  soit  une  augmentation^  de  22  p.  100  environ.  Le  nombre  des 
locomotives  affectees  au  service  est  le  meme  qu'en  1959,  mais  le  nombre  des 
wagons  a  augmente  de  27  p.  100.  Nous  avons  pris  en  consideration  ce  facteur 
de  meme  que  les  augmentations  des  frais  de  main-d'oeuvre  et  de  rnateriaux  dans 
des  reparations  du  materiel  roulant  et  nous  sommes  convaincus  que  les  estima- 
tions de  ces  depenses  sont  raisonnables, 

L'estimation  de  la  depense  pour  depreciation  de  materiel  a  1'egard  des 
locomotives  et  des  wagons  de  voyageurs  est  de  quelque  $150,000  plus  elevee 
en  1963  qu'en  1959.  Cela  est  la  consequence  du  remplacement  des  anciennes 
locomotives  a  vapeur  pour  les  locomotives  diesel  plus  modernes,  qui  ont  des 
valeurs  comptables  plus  elevees,  de  meme  que  du  cout  des  wagons  additionnels 
pour  satisfaire  aux  demandes  du  transport.  A  peu  pres  la  moitie  de  la  hausse 
de  la  depense  pour  depreciation  est  attribuable  a  la  plus  forte  mise  de  fonds 
en  1963  en  fait  de  materiel  roulant.  L'autre  moitie  est  attribuable  a  une  plus 
courte  duree  de  service  du  materiel  nouveau  et,  par  consequent,  aux  taux  plus 
eleves  de  depreciation.  Notre  examen  nous  a  revele"  que  c'est  une  pratique 
assez  commune  d'employer  des  locomotives  de  manoeuvre  de  route  diesel  pour 
remplacer  les  locomotives  de  route  du  type  "A"  affectees  au  service  de  trains 
de  banlieue.  Le  cout  d'une  locomotive  de  manoeuvre  de  route  est  moins  eleve" 
que  celui  de  la  locomotive  de  route  du  type  "A":  nous  avons  done  reduit  de 
$2,000  l'estimation  pour  la  depreciation  des  locomotives. 

L'estimation  de  la  depense  pour  l'entretien  de  la  voie  en  1963  fait  voir  une 
augmentation  de  plus  de  50  p.  100  par  rapport  a  1959.  Notre  enquete  a  revele 
qu'on  pouvait  s'attendre  a  une  augmentation  sous  ce  chef  a  cause  de  la  hausse 
de  la  tonne-mille  brute  dans  le  service  de  banlieue.  D'autres  augmentations 
auraient  lieu  avec  une  hausse  des  salaires  et  de  nouveaux  avantages  auxiliaires 
ainsi  que  des  couts  plus  eleves  du  materiel.  La  methode  de  calcul  des  frais 
d'entretien  de  la  voie  imputables  sur  le  service  de  banlieue  repose  sur  des 
etudes  qui  portent  sur  tout  le  reseau  et  tiennent  compte  d'un  mode  de  repartition 
entre  le  transport  des  marchandises  et  celui  des  voyageurs.  Nous  ne  sommes 
pas  convaincus  que  dans  ce  cas-ci  le  plein  montant  de  l'estimation  devrait 
etre  impute  sur  le  service  de  banlieue  et  aux  fins  du  present  jugement  nous 
avons  fait  une  reduction  de  $6,000. 
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L'estimation  du  Pacifique-Canadien  du  cout  des  capitaux  en  1959  consistait 
en  ^application  d'un  taux  de  6.5  p.  100  a  la  moitie  de  la  valeur  comptable  du 
materiel  employe  dans  le  service  de  banlieue.  A  ce  moment-la,  les  40  voitures 
ordinaires  de  banlieue,  qui  representaient  plus  de  la  moitie  de  la  mise  de  fonds 
en  fait  de  materiel  roulant,  etaient  relativement  neuves  et  le  materiel,  dans 
l'ensemble,  avait  ete  deprecie  dans  les  livres  de  la  compagnie  a  80  p.  100  de 
sa  valeur  comptable.  La  Commission  declarait  alors: 

"Nous  n'acceptons  pas  comme  raisonnable  le  taux  de  6.5  p.  100  a 
employer  a  ce  sujet,  mais,  compte  tenu  du  materiel  effectivement  utilise 
dans  ce  service  et  du  degre  d'amortissement  inscrits  aux  registres  de  la 
Compagnie,  nous  ne  croyons  pas  que  le  montant  debite"  dans  le  present  cas 
soit  excessif." 

La  valeur  comptable  du  materiel  actuel,  y  compris  les  locomotives  diesel 
et  une  allocation  pour  la  portion  variable  de  la  mise  de  fonds  dans  la  voie,  est 
de  8  millions  de  dollars  environ.  Cet  investissement  est  d'un  peu  plus  de  50  p. 
100  de  ce  qu'il  etait  en  1959.  Si  ce  pourcentage  de  l'augmentation  etait  applique 
a  ^allocation  accordee  en  1959  par  la  Commission  pour  le  cout  des  capitaux, 
cela  donnerait  en  1963  une  allocation  de  $260,000  environ  pour  le  cout  des 
capitaux.  L'estimation  de  la  compagnie  pour  1963  est  de  $456,294  fondle  sur 
^application  d'un  taux  de  11.4  p.  100,  y  compris  provision  pour  l'impot  sur  le 
revenu,  a  50  p.  100  du  placement  dans  le  service  de  banlieue.  Quoi  qu'il  en 
soit,  Pavocat  de  la  compagnie  a  declare  au  cours  de  Paudience  qu'il  ne  cherche- 
rait  pas  a  appuyer  la  cause  de  la  compagnie  dans  ce  cas-ci  sur  le  cout  des 
capitaux  tel  qu'il  est  etabli  dans  Pestimation.  II  a  declared 

"Nous  sommes  prets  a  faire  reposer  notre  cause  sur  le  cout  des  capitaux 
calcule  a  un  niveau  raisonnable  et  plus  bas,  et  depuis  le  d£but  de  cette 
audience  on  a  naturellement  attire  notre  attention  sur  un  jugement  tres  recent 
de  la  Commission;  aux  fins  de  la  presente  cause,  nous  sommes  prets  a 
nous  en  remettre  au  taux  que  la  Commission  serait  prete  a  accepter  sans 
une  evaluation  complete  du  cout  des  capitaux,  selon  ce  qu'elle  a  donn€  a 
entendre." 

Le  jugement  dont  parle  Pavocat  est  un  jugement  en  date  du  10  juin  1963, 
relativement  a  la  demande  du  Pacifique-Canadien  pour  Pabandon  du  service 
dans  une  partie  de  sa  subdivision  Minto  au  Nouveau-Brunswick.  Dans  cette 
cause,  la  Commission  a  examin6  la  demande  de  la  compagnie  pour  un  cout  des 
capitaux  fonde  sur  le  taux  de  11.4  p.  100  de  la  valeur  de  recuperation  nette 
estimative  de  la  voie  et  des  installations,  soit  Pequivalent  de  6.5  p.  100  apres 
Pimpot.  La  Commission  declarait  alors  que,  si  la  voie  etait  abandonnee,  Pactif 
physique  ne  serait  plus  assujetti  a  ce  service  et  la  compagnie  serait  en  £tat 
de  realiser  le  benefice  qui  lui  reviendrait  de  la  recuperation  du  materiel  et  de 
sa  vente  ou  de  son  utilisation  ailleurs  et  que  le  maintien  du  service  comporterait

la  continuation  de  l'emploi  du  materiel  recuperable,  ce  qui  priverait  la  compagnie 
de  ce  benefice,  pendant  une  telle  continuation.  La  Commission  declarait  alors 
que,  compte  tenu  des  imponderables,  il  serait  raisonnable  et  pratique  de  deter- 
miner le  cout  des  capitaux  d'apres  un  taux  de  tant  pour  cent  par  ann£e  de  la 
valeur  nette  de  la  voie  et  des  installations  recup£rables  et  qu'elle  etablirait 
le  taux  de  5  p.  100,  ce  qui  est  a  peu  pres  le  rendement  annuel  si  le  produit  de 
la  recuperation  etait  place"  dans  des  obligations  de  qualite  ou  dans  des  place- 
ments d'un  rendement  assure;  ce  qui  n'est  pas  deraisonnable  lorsqu'on  etablit 
le  rapport  avec  le  cout  moyen  de  la  dette  du  Pacifique-Canadien  pour  immobili- 
sations. 

En  presentant  son  plaidoyer  dans  cette  cause-ci,  l'avocat  du  Pacifique- 
Canadien  a  declare: 

"Si  on  substitue  le  cout  des  capitaux  d'apres  le  taux  de  5  p.  100  propose" 
par  la  Commission  sur  la  valeur  depreciee  des  investissements  que  M. 
Nepveu  a  declare  ce  matin  devant  la  Commission  s'elever  a  $5,244,000 
environ,  on  arrive  a  $262,212." 

Ce  chiffre  n'est  guere  different  du  calcul  fait  par  M.  Nepveu  au  cours  de  son 
temoignage  devant  la  Commission  lorsqu'il  appliquait  le  rendement  courant  de 
la  derniere  emission  importante  d'obligations  du  chemin  de  fer  National  —27  ans, 
5%,  1987  -  a  la  valeur  depreciee  des  investissements  dans  les  locomotives  et 
les  wagons  de  voyageurs  ainsi  que  dans  la  portion  variable  des  investissements 
dans  la  voie.  D'apres  le  bulletin  d'avril  1963  du  Statistical  Summary  de  la  Banque 
du  Canada,  le  rendement  de  ces  obligations  du  chemin  de  fer  National,  au  ler  mai 
1963,  etait  de  5.08  p.  100.  M.  Nepveu  a  applique  ce  taux  a  la  valeur  d£preci£e 
des  investissements  et  il  a  obtenu  $266,407. 

Nous  croyons  que  dans  ce  cas-ci,  aussi  bien  qu'en  1959,  une  certaine 
allocation  pour  le  cout  du  capital  engage  dans  l'achat  du  materiel  employe"  dans 
le  service  de  banlieue  peut  a  juste  titre  etre  consideree  comme  un  debourse  ou 
une  depense  de  Sexploitation  du  service,  de  sorte  que  dans  le  present  jugement 
nous  accordons  un  montant  de  $250,000  comme  le  cout  des  capitaux  qu'on  peut 
inclure  dans  les  depenses  du  service  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud.  Ce  montant 
represente  une  reduction  de  $206,000  de  l'estimation  de  la  compagnie  fondee 
sur  11.4  p.  100. 

Cette  derniere  reduction  de  meme  que  les  deux  precedentes  de  $2,000  et 
$6,000  donnent  un  total  de  $214,000.  Nous  pourrions  done  reduire  les  depenses 
estimatives  du  service  de  banlieue  pour  les  12  mois  de  mai  1962  a  avril  1963 
de  $1,762,786  a  $1,548,786.  Nous  avons  deja  juge  que  l'estimation  des  recettes 
a  $1,365,125  pour  la  meme  periode  etait  une  estimation  raisonnable  pour  les 
fins  du  present  jugement.  La  difference  entre  ces  deux  estimations  des  recettes 
et  des  depenses  represente  un  deficit  de  $183,661. 
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L*  attitude  generale  du  Pacifique-Canadien  a  deja  Ste"  exposee.  La  Com- 
mission avait  recu,  avant  l'audience,  des  objections  et  des  mSmoires  contre 
les  augmentations  de  tarif.  Lors  de  l'audience,  des  memoires  ont  ete  pre"sentes 
par  M.  Raymond  Rock,  depute,  par  le  maire  E.M.  Briggs,  de  la  part  de  la  ville 
de  Beaconsfield,  par  le  maire  J.  G.  Nelles,  au  nom  des  municipalites  de  Hudson, 
de  Como  et  de  Hudson  Heights,  et  par  M.  Jacques  Bourdon  pour  le  compte  du 
village  de  Senneville.  Ces  personnes  ont  fourni  des  renseignements  et  lors  de 
Taudience  on  les  a  interrogees  au  sujet  de  leur  memoire.  Les  memoires  et  les 
objections  ont  ete  etudies  par  la  Commission.  Pour  une  grande  part,  ce  fut  une 
repetition  des  memoires  et  des  objections  presentes  dans  les  causes  anterieures 
relatives  au  service  d'abonnement.  Pour  la  majeure  partie,  les  objections  peuvent 
se  grouper  et  se  resumer  de  la  facon  suivante,  et  nous  allons  les  commenter 
des  maintenant  independamment  des  commentaires  que  nous  ferons  dans  une 
autre  partie. 

1.  Les  abonnes  ne  sont  pas  en  etat  de  payer  les  tarifs  augment6s.- 

II  est  probable  que  tous  les  banlieusards  considerent  comme  un  fardeau 
toute  augmentation  de  leurs  depenses  que  ce  soit  une  augmentation  des  taxes, 
des  prix  de  la  nourriture,  du  loyer,  du  combustible,  de  l'electricit£,  de  l'essence 
ou  de  tout  autre  element  de  leur  budget.  Le  cout  du  transport  n'est  pas  une 
exception  a  la  regie.  Le  chemin  de  fer  fournit  les  services  dans  les  banlieues. 
II  lui  en  coute  quelque  chose.  Les  frais  doivent  etre  payes  de  quelque  facon 
et  par  quelqu'un.  Dans  le  cas  present,  le  chemin  de  fer  demande  que  les  debour- 
ses  que  lui  occasionne  ce  service,  ou  la  majeure  partie  de  son  cout,  lui  soient 
rembourses  par  ceux  a  qui  il  fournit  le  service. 

2.  Le  service  s'est  deteriore;  les  wagons  ne  sont  pas  confortables;  le 
chemin  de  fer  est  inefficace.— 

Le  bien-fonde"  de  ces  plaintes  n'a  pas  £te  6tabli  par  un  seul  temoin  au 
cours  de  l'audience,  bien  quelles  aient  ete  soulevees  dans  les  memoires 
deposes.  Depuis  la  derniere  audience,  la  compagnie  a  engage  de  fortes  sommes 
dans  la  modernisation  des  wagons  et  du  materiel  affectes  au  service. 

Nous  ne  pretendons  pas,  cependant,  que  ces  services  ou  l'efficacite  du 
Pacifique-Canadien  ne  peuvent  pas  etre  amelior£s  ni  que  des  economies  ne 
peuvent  pas  etre  realisees  dans  l'exploi ration,  encore  qu'il  soit  avere"  que  la 
mise  en  service  de  trains  de  voyageurs  comporte  des  depenses  importantes  en 
fait  de  main-d'oeuvre,  de  combustible,  de  materiel  roulant  et  de  materiaux  qu'il 
est  bien  difficile  a  la  compagnie  de  freiner.  Mais  une  meilleure  utilisation  de 
la  main-d'oeuvre,  les  progres  technologiques  et  la  recherche  ont  produit  des 
Economies  et  des  ameliorations  dans  d'autres  domaines  de  Sexploitation  ferro- 
viaire  et  il  est  possible  d'en  faire  autant  dans  les  services  de  banlieue. 
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3.  II  y  a  eu  des  augmentations  successives  des  tarifs  d'abonnement  depuis 
1950.- 

Personne  ne  nie  qu'il  y  a  eu  des  augmentations  de  tarif.  Cependant,  bien 
que  de  telles  augmentations  soient  a  juste  titre  prises  en  consideration  comme 
toutes  les  autres  circonstances  et  faits  pertinents,  elles  ne  doivent  pas  en 
elles-memes  ecarter  toute  autre  augmentation,  si  de  solides  motifs  le  justifient. 

4.  Les  augmentations  de  tarif  demandees  vont  deprecier  la  valeur  des 
proprietes  dans  les  municipalites  desservies  de  la  banlieue  et  seront  domma- 
geables  a  leur  croissance.— 

Les  memes  craintes  ont  ete  exprimees  lors  des  causes  anterieures  relatives 
au  tarif  d'abonnement,  et  pourtant  les  collectivites  de  la  banlieue  se  sont 
developpees,  leur  population  s'est  accrue  et  de  nouvelles  maisons  ont  6te 
construites.  L'existence  de  services  de  banlieue  est  un  avantage  pour  la  popula- 
tion qu'ils  desservent.  II  est  aussi  de  l'int£ret  de  la  ville  de  Montreal  et  de  la 
circulation  routiere  que  les  trains  de  banlieue  continuent  de  fonctionner.  Sans 
ces  services  on  aurait  encore  un  plus  grand  besoin  de  grandes  routes  et  de 
facilites  de  stationnement  pour  suffire  a  ^augmentation  de  la  circulation  auto- 
mobile. C'est  ce  qu'on  faisait  remarquer  dans  le  jugement  de  1959. 

5.  Les  augmentations  de  tarif  ne  donneront  pas  les  r£sultats  desires.— 

II  est  possible  que  quelques-uns  de  ceux  qui  voyagent  actuellement  par  le 
train  voyagent  desormais  d'une  autre  facon  plutot  que  de  payer  les  prix  d'abonne- 
ment  augmentes.  II  n'est  pas  sur  que  leurs  frais  de  transport  seront  moins  eleves. 
A  tout  evenement,  il  n'y  a  pas  de  preuve  pour  etablir  que  le  revenu  net  du 
Pacifique-Canadien,  en  ce  qui  concerne  les  services  en  cause,  ne  sera  pas 
ameliore  par  les  augmentations  de  tarif  demandees.  De  fait,  la  preuve  tend  a 
etablir  que  le  revenu  net  de  la  compagnie  sera  ameliore  et  que,  par  consequent, 
la  hausse  du  tarif  servira  ses  fins. 

6.  A  cause  de  l'encombrement  des  routes  et  du  service  d'autobus  insuffisant, 
le  Pacifique-Canadien  est  virtuellement  sans  concurrence  et  il  tire  parti  de  la 
situation.— 

Les  automobiles  des  particuliers  font  une  serieuse  concurrence  aux  trains 
en  cause.  Meme  si  une  forte  partie  des  banlieusards  qui  voyagent  par  train  le 
font  par  n£cessit£,  ce  n'est  pas  de  Sexploitation  de  la  part  de  la  compagnie  si 
celle-ci  leur  demande  d'assumer  les  depenses  qu'occasionne  leur  transport  ou, 
dans  le  cas  present,  un  peu  moins  que  ce  qu'il  en  coute. 

7.  On  devrait  avoir  des  livrets  de  billets  mensuels  bons  pour  n'importe 
quel  nombre  de  voyages  au  cours  du  mois.  Les  series  de  10  passages  devraient 
etre  abolies,— 

Lors  de  la  cause  de  1958,  les  abonn6s  ont  demande  avec  insistance  que  la 
periode  de  validite  des  livrets  de  40  passages,  qui  etait  alors  de  30  jours,  fut 
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prolongee  de  facon  que  les  billets  non  utilises  qui  restent  a  certains  abonnSs 
apres  l'expiration  de  la  date  de  leurs  livrets  deraeurent  valides.  Les  chemins 
de  fer  ont  r£pondu  que  les  livrets  de  40  passages  sont  destines  aux  abonnSs 
reguliers  qui  normalement  travaillent  cinq  jours  par  semaine  et  que  sur  preuve 
satisfaisante  de  maladie,  la  validite  du  livret  peut  etre  prolongee  ou  un  rera- 
boursement  effectue  pour  la  periode  de  maladie  de  l'abonne  et  que  la  personne 
a  qui  il  reste  plusieurs  billets  de  son  livret  est  une  personne  qui  ne  fait  pas 
un  usage  regulier  du  service  quotidien  ou  qui  descend  du  train  avant  que  le 
receveur  ne  fasse  la  perception  de  son  billet.  Cependant,  les  chemins  de  fer 
ont  alors  consenti  a  prolonger  jusqu'a  32  jours  la  validite  des  livrets  de  40 
passages  a  l'usage  du  public  en  general, 

Bien  que  certains  chemins  de  fer  aux  Etats-Unis  vendent  aux  abonnSs  des 
livrets  d'un  mois  qui  sont  bons  pour  un  nombre  illimite  de  passages  durant  un 
mois  de  calendrier,  il  n'a  pas  et6  etabli  que  l'usage  de  livrets  semblables  dans 
le  service  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud  reduirait  les  frais  du  chemin  de  fer  ou 
eliminerait  la  difference  entre  les  depenses  et  les  recettes.  De  tels  billets 
attireraient  peut-etre  des  voyageurs.  lis  procureraient  des  passages  supplemen- 
taires.  La  compagnie  est  libre  d'en  faire  l'experience,  mais  nous  ne  la  forcerons 
pas  a  le  faire  en  nous  fondant  sur  la  preuve  etablie  jusqu'ici. 

8.  II  devrait  y  avoir  une  reduction  graduelle  pour  les  longues  distances.— 

L'objet  de  tout  tarif  est  de  procurer  le  revenu  necessaire.  Une  reduction 
graduelle  qui  reduirait  le  prix  des  voyages  sur  une  plus  longue  distance  sans 
compensation  de  ^augmentation  des  recettes  brutes  provenant  de  tels  tarifs 
par  suite  d'une  clientele  accrue  ou  une  compensation  par  des  augmentations  de 
tarifs  pour  les  plus  courtes  distances,  reduirait  le  revenu  global.  Les  plus 
courtes  distances  entre  Montreal  et  Westmount  et  Montreal-Ouest  ont  un  tarif 
minimum  de  25  cents  par  voyage,  soit  \2v/i  cents  du  mille  pour  Westmount  et 
5  cents  du  mille  pour  Montr6al-Ouest.  Les  plus  longues  distances  ont  un  tarif 
de  2l/i  cents  du  mille  et  la  compagnie  demande  de  le  porter  a  3  cents  du  mille. 
Le  prix  du  passage  pour  les  longues  distances  est  plus  £leve"  que  pour  les 
courtes  distances,  parce  que  les  abonn^s  dans  le  premier  cas  sont  transported 
sur  une  plus  longue  distance.  Dans  des  jugements  precedents,  la  Commission 
a  fait  observer  qu'une  reduction  graduelle  profiterait  a  ceux  qui  voyagent  sur 
de  longues  distances  et  que  ceux  qui  voyagent  sur  de  courtes  distances  en 
feraient  les  frais;  et  que,  lorsque  les  tarifs  se  fondent  sur  les  depenses  r£elles, 
toute  reduction  a  l'£gard  des  longues  distances  entrainerait  une  augmentation 
relative  pour  les  courtes  distances,  car  autrement  le  revenu  d'ensemble  neces- 
saire ne  serait  pas  assure.  La  distance  par  chemin  de  fer  entre  Montreal  et 
Rigaud  est  de  40.2  milles.  Seulement  6  p.  100  environ  des  voyageurs  vont  au 
dela  de  Vaudreuil,  qui  est  a  23.7  milles  de  Montreal.  Ces  circonstances  rendent 
difficile  ^introduction  dans  les  tarifs  du  principe  de  la  reduction  graduelle. 
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9.  Des  subventions  devraient  combler  le  deficit  du  revenu.— 

II  est  avere  que  des  subventions  sont  accordees  a  l'egard  des  services  de 
banlieue  par  les  villes  et  les  autorites  publiques  des  £tats-Unis.  En  depit  des 
demandes  qui  ont  ete  faites  au  Canada  pour  obtenir  des  augmentations  de  tarifs 
d'abonnes  et  de  la  revelation  des  couts  et  des  depenses  et  de  la  d6ficience  du 
revenu,  aucune  municipalite  ni  autorite  publique  n'a  fourni  une  telle  subvention. 
La  Commission  n'a  aucune  autorite  pour  fournir  une  subvention:  elle  doit  en- 
visager  la  situation  telle  qu'elle  est. 

10.  Les  services  de  banlieue  devraient  etre  subventionnes  par  le  transport 
ferroviaire  des  merchandises,  tout  comme  le  sont  les  services  generaux  des 
voyageurs;  les  autres  services  de  voyageurs  non  rentables  ne  sont  pas  autoris£s 
a  cesser  de  fonctionner  et,  s'il  est  de  l'interet  public  de  transporter  quelques 
voyageurs  dans  les  services  generaux  bien  que  leur  transport  se  traduise  par 
une  perte  considerable,  il  est  encore  plus  de  l'interet  public  de  ne  pas  augmenter 
les  tarifs  d'abonnement  pour  le  secteur  beaucoup  plus  important  du  public  de 
Montreal  et  de  la  banlieue;  le  deficit  pour  les  voyageurs  en  general  est  bien 
plus  eleve  que  le  deficit  des  services  d'abonnement. 

Les  expediteurs  de  marchandises,  repartis  a  travers  tout  le  pays,  pourraient 
demander  pourquoi  ils  devraient  subventionner  les  services  de  banlieue,  qui  au 
Canada  sont  presque  entierement  confines  aux  regions  de  Montreal  et  de  Toronto. 
Nous  sommes  incapables  de  fournir  une  bonne  raison  pour  qu'il  en  soit  ainsi. 
Parce  que  les  services  generaux  de  voyageurs  a  travers  le  Canada  fonctionnent 
a  perte,  ce  n'est  pas  une  bonne  raison  pour  que  les  services  de  banlieue  fonc- 
tionnent aussi  a  perte. 

La  Commission  MacPherson  a  recommande  des  subventions,  pour  une  periode 
de  cinq  ans,  pour  combler  les  deficits  que  les  chemins  de  fer  subissent  par  suite 
de  Sexploitation  non  rentable  des  services  de  voyageurs.  La  Commission  a 
declare:  "Le  public,  a  tout  prendre,  a  deja  indique  ses  preferences  pour  d'autres 
modes  de  transport  et,  sauf  en  quelques  cas  ou  il  n'y  a  pas  d'autres  moyens  de 
transport  sur  terre,  nous  envisageons  le  jour  ou  les  chemins  de  fer  ne  fourniront 
le  service  de  voyageurs  que  dans  les  regions  ou  ils  ont  une  justification  econo- 
mique  de  le  faire.  Entre-temps,  il  est  de  la  plus  grande  importance,  nous  le 
repetons,  que  le  fardeau  qui  resulte  des  pertes  subies  par  les  services  de 
voyageurs  ne  repose  plus  sur  les  epaules  de  l'expediteur  de  marchandises.,, 
En  recommandant  une  subvention  decroissante  pendant  une  p£riode  de  cinq  ans, 
la  Commission  a  indique  qu'elle  ne  croit  pas  qu'on  devrait  encourager  les 
chemins  de  fer  a  rester  dans  des  secteurs  non  rentables  du  transport  des  voya- 
geurs. La  Commission  a  aussi  recommande'  qu'apres  l'expiration  de  la  periode 
il  ne  soit  plus  verse  de  subventions  pour  le  service  des  voyageurs  en  g£n£ral. 
La  Commission  n'a  pas  aborde  le  service  de  trains  de  banlieue. 
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11.  II  y  a  lieu  de  tenir  compte  des  "Autres  revenus"  du  Pacifique-Canadien 
lorsqu'on  traite  du  service  d'abonnement.— 

Cette  opinion  semble  se  fonder  sur  le  fait  que,  dans  les  causes  de  tarifs- 
marchandises  generaux,  la  Commission  n'a  pas  considere  comme  defenses  tous 
les  frais  fixes  de  la  compagnie  comme  des  depenses  de  son  activity  ferroviaire 
et  a  etabli  une  allocation  des  frais  fixes  entre  l'entreprise  ferroviaire  et  l'entre- 
prisenon  ferroviaire.  Ce  n'est  pas  la  l'equivalent  d'accorder  un  credit  a  l'activite 
ferroviaire  a  meme  ce  qu'on  appelle  "Autres  revenus".  Nous  ne  voyons  aucune 
raison  d'accorder  aux  services  d'abonnement  un  credit  a  meme  ces  autres 
revenus. 

12.  Les  tarifs  d'abonnement  ont  augmente  beaucoup  plus  que  les  tarifs 
generaux  pour  les  voitures  ordinaires  et  ils  se  comparent  defavorablement  avec 
les  tarifs  speciaux  pour  les  voyageurs  en  general,  tels  que  les  tarifs  pour  les 
groupes  et  les  tarifs  offerts  par  le  National-Canadien  pour  des  services  simi- 
laires,  et  avec  les  tarifs  d'abonnement  aux  )£tats-Unis;  les  tarifs  d'abonnement 
ont  augmente  plus  que  l'indice  general  des  prix  aux  consommateurs.— 

Le  Pacifique-Canadien  et  quelques-uns  des  opposants  ont  compare  les 
tarifs  d'abonnement  du  Pacifique-Canadien  avec  les  tarifs  d'abonnement  des 
£tats-Unis.  II  n'y  a  pas  eu  de  preuve  apportee  pour  etablir  jusqu'a  quel  point 
les  conditions  aux  Etats-Unis  sont  semblables  a  celles  qui  existent  au  Canada 
en  ce  qui  concerne  ces  tarifs  ou  pour  etablir  le  montant  des  depenses  qui 
grevent  les  services  d'abonnement  aux  Etats-Unis.  Les  comparaisons  ont  done 
peu  de  valeur  pour  aider  a  rendre  une  decision  dans  ce  cas-ci.  La  Commission 
sait,  cependant,  que  bien  des  services  de  banlieue  operent  a  perte  aux  £tats- 
Unis  et  des  efforts  ont  ete  faits  par  les  Etats  et  les  municipalites  pour  octroyer 
une  aide  financiere  aux  services  de  banlieue  en  vue  de  permettre  a  ces  services 
de  continuer  a  fonctionner. 

La  Piece  n°  2  du  Pacifique-Canadien,  a  la  page  suivante,  ^tablit  la  com- 
paraison  des  prix  des  billets  d'abonnement  mensuel  de  divers  chemins  de  fer 
des  Etats-Unis  et  de  la  Provincial  Transport  Company  avec  les  prix  actuels 
et  proposes  du  Pacifique-Canadien.  Ce  tableau  fait  voir  que  jusqu'a  une  dis- 
tance de  14  milles  les  prix  proposes  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien  pour  les  livrets 
de  40  passages  sont  moins  eleves  que  les  prix  actuellement  en  vigueur  pour 
des  livrets  mensuels  sur  les  chemins  de  fer  americains,  qui  dans  certains  cas 
touchent  pour  ces  services  une  subvention  ou  une  aide  pecuniaire  de  la  part 
des  autorites  gouvernementales.  Nous  ne  perdons  pas  de  vue  ici  que  certains 
des  billets  mensuels  sont  bons  pour  un  nombre  illimite'  de  passages  durant  un 
mois  de  calendrier,  que  d'autres  sont  bons  pour  46  passages  ou  sont  assujettis 
a  des  conditions  particulieres.  Les  prix  de  ces  billets  d'abonnement  aux  £tats- 
Unis  pour  des  distances  superieures  a  14  milles  sont  parfois  plus  Aleves  et 
dans  d'autres  cas  moins  eleves  que  les  prix  proposes  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien. 
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Ainsi,  par  exemple,  pour  une  distance  de  30  milles,  le  Pacifique-Canadien 
demande  un  tarif  de  $36,00,  tandis  qu'aux  iftats-Unis  les  tarifs  sont  de  $33,96, 
$41.35,  $26,30,  $31.69,  $36.04,  $35.75  et  $35.40;  a  41  milles  (Rigaud)  le  tarif 
propose"  du  Pacifique-Canadien  est  de  $49.20,  tandis  qu'aux  £tats-Unis  les  tarifs 
sont  de  $40.19,  $49,60,  $38.08,  $41.97  et  $39.65.  (Voir  piece  n°  2,  page  632.) 

Le  Pacifique-Canadien  et  le  National-Canadien  ont  offert  de  nouveaux 
tarifs  reduits  dans  certaines  regions  et  pour  certains  trains.  Dans  certaines 
circonstances,  les  reductions  de  tarif  peuvent  accroftre  le  revenu  net  a  cause 
d'une  clientele  suffisamment  accrue,  Ces  nouveaux  tarifs  reduits  ne  sont  pas 
une  base  pour  d'autres  tarifs  ou  des  tarifs  d'abonnement.  Le  volume  du  trafic, 
la  partie  non  utilisee  des  trains  et  d'autres  circonstances  entrent  en  ligne  de 
compte  et  ce  qui  est  juste  dans  un  cas  ne  1'est  pas  necessairement  dans  un 
autre.  II  ne  resulte  pas  non  plus  un  etat  de  discrimination  injuste  du  faitqu'un 
sendee  de  banlieue  est  cense  rencontrer  ses  depenses,  alors  que  des  services 
generaux  de  voyageurs  sont  autorises  a  fonctionner  ou  sont  forces  de  continuer 
a  op6rer  meme  s'ils  ne  font  pas  leurs  frais. 

13.  La  reclamation  du  Pacifique-Canadien  pour  le  cout  des  capitaux  ne 
devrait  pas  etre  admise.— 

La  reclamation  a  et£  reduite,  comme  il  a  deja  6t6  explique, 

14.  Le  revenu  provenant  des  annonces  dans  les  wagons  employes  seulement 
dans  le  service  de  banlieue  devrait  etre  porte"  au  credit  de  ces  services.— 

Ce  revenu  de  1'annonce  est  d£ja  erudite. 

15.  Le  revenu  provenant  de  la  vente  aux  abonnes  de  repas,  d'eaux  gazeuses 
et  de  journaux  aux  gares  et  une  certaine  proportion  des  loyers  d'etablissements 
de  nettoyeurs,  de  charcutiers,  de  fleuristes  et  autres  commerces  a  la  gare  Windsor 
devrait  etre  porte  au  credit  du  service  d'abonnement.— 

Lors  de  1 'audience,  la  Commission  a  refuse  de  faire  enquete  dans  ces 
questions.  La  Commission  est  d'avis  qu'une  enquete  de  ce  genre  s'eloignerait 
trop  de  la  question  des  defenses  et  des  revenus  des  services  de  banlieue, 
des  depenses  occasionn£es  par  la  fourniture  des  services,  du  revenu  qu'on  en 
retire  et  des  tarifs  qu'on  devrait  imposer  pour  le  transport;  que  le  Pacifique- 
Canadien  realise  un  profit  ou  subisse  une  perte  d'entreprises  comme  la  location 
d'espace  au  commerce  a  la  gare  Windsor  ou  la  gestion  d'un  restaurant  a  cet 
endroit  est  trop  61oign6  de  la  question  de  savoir  quels  tarifs  devraient  etre 
etablis  pour  les  services  de  transport  dans  la  banlieue,  dont  la  determination 
est  une  attribution  de  la  Commission  d'apres  la  Loi  sur  les  chemins  de  fer;  que 
les  difficultes  pratiques  et  les  imponderables  qu'on  rencontrerait  en  tentant  de 
faire  une  allocation  p  entre  les  abonnes  et  les  autres  membres  du  public,  des 
revenus  et  des  depenses  du  Pacifique-Canadien  a  1'egard  de  la  gare  Windsor 
et  des  £tablissements  d'affaires  a  cet  endroit  (y  compris  le  restaurant,  le  magasin 
de  fleuriste,  Se  bar-comptoirf  le  stand  de  journaux,  les  annonces,  1'etablissement 
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de  nettoyage  et  autres)  et  la  depreciation,  I'entretien  et  autres  depenses  de  la 
gare  (dont  aucune  n'est  imputee  sur  le  revenu  du  service  de  banlieue)  sont 
telles  que  toute  allocation  serait  si  hypothetique  et  si  incertaine  quelle  n'aurait 
aucune  valeur  re'elle. 

Conclusions 

Nous  nous  somrnes  rendu  compte  des  revenus,  des  defenses  et  du  deficit 
et  nous  avons  examine  les  arguments  et  les  plaidoyers  qui  nous  ont  paru  les 
plus  importants. 

II  faut  bien  se  persuader  que,  pour  survivre  d'annee  en  annee,  les  services 
ferroviaires  de  banlieue  devront  se  subvenir  a  eux-memes  ou,  s'ils  ne  subvien- 
nent  pas  a  leurs  besoins,  qu'ils  seront  a  la  charge  du  revenu  du  transport  des 
marchandises  ou  qu'ils  auront  besoin  du  soutien  de  ^assistance  du  public  sous 
forme  de  subventions,  de  subsides  ou  d'aide  pecuniaire  de  quelque  sorte.  Aux 
I?tats-Unis,  l'aide  pecuniaire  de  I'fitat,  de  la  ville  et  d'autres  autorites  publiques 
devient  de  plus  en  plus  commune.  II  est  reconnu  que  le  transport  en  commun 
presente  un  probleme  economique  et  social  et  que  les  trains  de  banlieue,  dans 
la  mesure  ou  on  les  emploie  a  la  place  des  automobiles  et  des  autobus,  soula- 
gent  l'encombrement  de  la  circulation  sur  les  grandes  routes  et  les  terrains  de 
stationnement.  II  est  prevu  que  la  population  du  Canada  va  s'accroftre  sensible- 
ment  au  cours  des  deux  prochaines  decennies  et  qu'il  y  aura  une  forte  augmenta- 
tion dans  l'enregistrement  des  automobiles,  Les  services  de  banlieue  du 
Pacifique-Canadien  le  long  du  circuit  Montreal-Vaudreuil-Rigaud  seront  suscep- 
tibles  d'un  meilleur  encouragement.  Mais  il  est  improbable  que  les  efforts  du 
chemin  de  fer  ou  que  les  augmentations  de  tarif  suffiront  seules  aux  besoins 
futurs  de  services  ferroviaires  de  banlieue,  si  l'accroissement  prevu  de  la  popula- 
tion et  de  l'enregistrement  des  automobiles  devient  une  reality.  II  faudra  plus 
d'ef forts  concertes  de  la  part  du  chemin  de  fer,  des  employes  interesse^  des 
banlieusards,  des  municipalites  ou  ils  vivent  et  travaillent  et  des  autorites 
gouvernementales.  Mais  pour  le  moment,  il  y  a  la  question  plus  immediate  de 
la  hausse  des  tarifs  qui  a  et£  suspendue  par  la  Commission. 

Nous  somrnes  d'avis  que  dans  les  circonstances  presentees  le  Pacifique- 
Canadien  a  etabli  qu'il  a  besoin  d'un  surcroft  de  revenus,  qu'il  a  cherche"  a 
realiser  par  les  augmentations  de  tarif  qui  ont  et6  suspendues,  et  que  faute 
d'aide  pecuniaire  de  l'exterieur  a  ces  services  de  banlieue  sous  la  forme  de 
subsides  ou  de  subventions  par  les  autorites  federal es,  provinciales  ou 
municipales,  ce  qui  est  une  situation  de  fait,  la  compagnie  a  droit  d'obtenir 
les  revenus  requis  des  personnes  a  qui  elle  assure  des  services  de  banlieue, 
que  ce  soit  de  ceux  qui  achetent  des  billets  d'abonneraent  ou  de  certaines 
autres  personnes  qui  trouvent  les  trains  commodes  et  s'en  servent  a  volont£. 

Cependant,  apres  avoir  examine"  les  services  de  banlieue  en  cause,  de 
meme  que  leurs  depenses  et  leurs  revenus,  et  apres  avoir  etudie  toute  la  preuve 
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et  tous  les  exposes,  nous  ne  sommes  pas  prets  en  ce  moment  a  autoriser  les 
augmentations  de  tarif  proposees  par  le  Pacifique-Canadien,  Le  Pacifique- 
Canadien  ne  demande  pas  aux  voyageurs  qui  paient  le  prix  minimum  de  25  cents 
de  supporter  une  partie  de  ^augmentation  des  frais  et  des  revenus.  Cela  peut 
etre  juste  ou  ne  pas  l'etre.  La  proposition  de  la  compagnie  vise  a  faire  porter 
le  fardeau  de  ces  augmentations  sur  les  acheteurs  de  billets  d'abonnement  qui 
voyagent  sur  de  plus  longues  distances.  Nous  sommes  cependant  bien  au  fait 
que  les  personnes  qui  paient  le  prix  minimum  de  25  cents  paient  deja  le  prix 
maximum  d'un  billet  de  premiere  classe,  qui  est  applicable  par  tout  le  Canada. 

A  notre  avis,  on  devrait  viser  a  obtenir  le  revenu  necessaire  demand^  par 
la  compagnie  en  r^partissant  le  fardeau  de  la  facon  la  plus  equitable  et  la  plus 
raisonnable  sur  tout  l'ensemble  des  personnes  qui  font  usage  des  services  ou 
sur  un  aussi  grand  nombre  que  possible  de  ceux-ci.  Nous  ne  sommes  pas  con- 
vaincus  que  c'est  cela  que  la  compagnie  propose.  II  se  peut  qu'il  n'y  ait  rien 
de  mieux  a  faire,  mais  cela  reste  a  etablir. 

Un  moyen  qui  se  presente  a  notre  esprit  serait  d'imposer  a  l'Sgard  de  chaque 
voyage  entre  certaines  gares  une  surtaxe  simple,  peut-etre  de  5  cents  par  voyage, 
ou  des  surtaxes  par  voyage  variant  selon  la  distance. 

La  Commission  reconnait  que  dans  la  pratique  ^imposition  de  surtaxes  par 
voyage  peut  presenter  des  difficultes,  qu'il  peut  y  avoir  diminution  ou  baisse 
du  nombre  des  voyageurs  a  la  suite  de  ces  augmentations  et,  parce  que  les 
tarifs- voyageurs  doivent  etre  en  conformite  des  dispositions  de  la  Loi  sur  les 
chemins  de  fer,  qu'un  tarif  minimum  d'abonnement  ne  peut  pas  depasser  le 
minimum  ordinaire  pour  la  partie  du  chemin  de  fer  en  cause,  selon  ce  que  peut 
etre  ce  dernier  minimum  de  temps  a  autre.  Comme  nous  l'avons  indique,  le 
minimum  ordinaire  est  actuellement  de  25  cents  par  trajet. 

Au  sujet  des  tarifs  d'ecoliers.  Dans  la  cause  de  1954,  comme  on  avait 
fait  valoir  que  ^augmentation  proposee  des  tarifs  d'ecoliers  allait  imposer  des 
sacrifices  aux  parents  dont  les  enfants  frequentaient  les  ecoles,  le  Pacifique- 
Canadien  et  le  National-Canadien  ont  declare:  "Apres  etude  nous  croyons  que 
cette  demande  est  justifiee  et  nous  avons  decide  de  retirer  completement  notre 
proposition  pour  toute  autre  augmentation  des  tarifs  d'ecoliers.  Nous  allons 
meme  reduire  les  tarifs  d'ecoliers  qui  sont  deja  en  vigueur  dans  la  region  de 
Toronto  au  niveau  qui  s'applique  ailleurs  au  Canada."  Lors  de  la  cause  de 
1959,  la  Commission  a  permis  une  hausse  de  10  p.  100  du  tarif  des  ecoliers. 

Nous  croyons  qu'il  n'est  pas  d£raisonnable  de  demander  aux  ecoliers  un 
demi-passage,  mais  que  la  hausse  proposee  des  tarifs  d'ecoliers  actuels  a  ce 
niveau,  d'un  seul  coup,  serait  trop  brusque  et  qu'elle  imposerait  a  peu  pres  les 
memes  sacrifices  que  ceux  que  les  chemins  de  fer  ont  reconnus  dans  la  cause 
en  1954. 
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La  Commission  est  d'avis  que  les  conclusions  auxquelles  elle  est  arrivee 
devraient  etre  portees  a  la  connaissance  des  parties  intSressees  et  que,  a  la 
lumiere  de  ces  conclusions,  on  examine  a  fond  la  possibilite"  de  certaines  autres 
revisions  de  tarif  plus  appropriees  avant  de  mettre  en  vigueur  les  augmentations 
de  tarifs  proposees. 

Ce  Jugement  intenmaire  est  done  rendu  et  des  exemplaires  seront  adresses 
aux  parties  inscrites  au  dossier. 

La  Commission  va  attendre  les  resultats  des  recherches  du  Pacifique- 
Canadien  sur  la  possibility  d'etablir  des  revisions  de  tarifs  satisfaisantes  et 
la  reception  de  toute  proposition  ou  expose"  que  la  compagnie  pr£sentera  a  cet 
egard.  Le  Pacifique-Canadien  en  enverra  des  exemplaires  a  toutes  les  parties 
inscrites  au  dossier,  y  compris  toutes  les  personnes  a  qui  il  a  fait  parvenir 
des  exemplaires  de  son  resume  de  la  preuve.  Les  parties  interessees  pourront 
aussi  deposer  un  memoire,  dans  les  trois  semaines  qui  suivront  la  reception 
de  I'exemplaire  de  l'expose  du  Pacifique-Canadien. 

Entre-temps,  la  Commission  garde  le  dossier  ouvert.

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

On  June  26th,  1962,  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  filed  an  application 
with  the  Board  seeking  an  Order  authorizing  it  to  discontinue  the  operation  of 
passenger  trains  Nos.  45  and  46  between  Lethbridge,  Alberta,  and  Spences 
Bridge,  British  Columbia. 

The  trains  consist  of  one  rail  diesel  car  each,  this  equipment  being  common- 
ly known  as  a  "Dayliner"  or  "Budd  Car".  The  trains  run  from  Medicine  Hat  to 
Spences  Bridge,  via  Lethbridge.  The  application  is  in  respect  of  the  operation 
from  Lethbridge  West.  The  distance  from  Lethbridge  to  Spences  Bridge  is  some 
776  rail  miles  and  the  line  serves  the  East  Kootenay,  West  Kootenay,  Boundary 
Country,  South  Okanagan,  and  the  area  from  Princeton  to  Merritt.  Some  express 
traffic  is  carried  on  the  trains.  The  only  mail  handled  is  a  small  quantity  twice 
a  week  between  Princeton  and  Brookmere. 

The  Attorney-General  of  British  Columbia,  the  Municipalities,  Chambers  of 
Commerce  and  Boards  of  Trade  along  the  line,  and  others,  were  furnished  with 
copies  of  the  application.  Considerable  opposition  to  the  application  was  made 
to  the  Board  between  the  date  of  the  application  and  the  end  of  August,  1962.  The 
Board's  Inspectors  travelled  the  line  and  inquired  into  the  matter  during  August, 
1962,  and  again  in  November  of  the  same  year. 

By  reason  of  the  distance  between  Lethbridge  and  Spences  Bridge,  the 
Board  decided  to  hold  hearings  in  three  places  and  the  hearings  were  held  on 
May  21st  and  22nd  at  Fernie,  on  May  24th  and  25th  at  Nelson,  and  on  May  27th 
and  28th  at  Penticton. 

History  of  the  Line 

The  history  of  the  line  is  an  interesting  and  colourful  one.  There  is  no 
purpose,  however,  in  going  into  it  here.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  line  in 
its  several  parts,  and  as  a  whole,  played  a  very  important  part  in  retaining  to 
Canada  those  parts  of  southern  British  Columbia  which  were  falling  under  the 
influence  of  the  United  States  of  America  through  their  dependence  upon 
American  transportation. 


JUDGMENT 
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History  of  the  Service 

Set  out  below  is  a  statement  of  the  train  service  in  effect  on  the  line  since 
1919  (Exhibit  19). 

HISTORY  OF  TRAIN  SERVICE  -  KETTLE  VALLEY 
Between  Medicine  Hat  and  Vancouver 

Conventional  Trains  11  and  12  operated  from  June  1,  1919,  to  October  26,  1957, 
with  coaches,  sleeper  and  cafe-parlour  car  for  feeding.  Running  time  38  hours, 
5  minutes. 

Effective  April  24,  1955,  numbers  of  Trains  11  and  12  were  changed  to  67  and  68. 
No  other  changes  at  this  time. 

Effective  October  27,  1957,  numbers  of  trains  changed  to  45  and  46,  and  coaches 
only  handled  —  no  sleepers.  Running  time  26  hours,  25  minutes. 

Note:  Effective  September  26,  1954,  Penticton— Vancouver  sleeping  cars  were 
added  to  Trains  11  and  12. 

Between  Medicine  Hat  and  Nelson 

Conventional  Trains  67  and  68  operated  April  27,  1952,  to  September  25,  1954 
(in  addition  to  Trains  11  and  12).  Coaches  and  buffet-sleeper  Calgary-Nelson. 
Running  time  17  hours,  25  minutes. 

Note:  See  above.  April  24,  1955,  Trains  11  and  12  were  renumbered  Trains  67 
and  68. 

Between  Medicine  Hat  and  Lethbridge 

Trains  511  and  512.  First  train  before  January  1931;  last  train  April  26,  1952. 
Conventional  train  with  coaches,  Regina— Lethbridge  sleeper. 

Note:  After  annulment  of  Trains  67  and  68;  see  above,  on  September  25,  1954, 
effective  September  26,  1954,  Trains  511  and  512  were  reinstated  between 
Medicine  Hat  and  Lethbridge.  Regina— Lethbridge  sleeper  handled  in  this  train. 
Last  conventional  Trains  511-512,  April  23,  1955,  and  effective  April  24,  1955, 
Trains  511  and  512  operated  as  R.D.C.  Medicine  Hat— Lethbridge  only.  Last 
trains  October  26,  1957,  with  inauguration  of  through  Trains  45  and  46  Medicine 
Hat  to  Vancouver. 

Between  Penticton  and  Vancouver 

Conventional  Trains  45  and  46  operated  April  27,  1947,  to  September  25,  1954, 
with  sleepers  and  coaches  —  no  feeding  facilities.  Running  time  10  hours,  30 
minutes.  After  annulment  of  these  trains  effective  September  26,  1954,  Penticton— 
Vancouver  sleeper  handled  in  Trains  11  and  12,  and  continued  to  operate  in 
renumbered  Trains  67  and  68  until  October  27,  1957. 
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Between  Lethbridge-Yahk 

Mixed  Trains  681  and  682  operated  June  9,  1946  to  April  26,  1952.  Running  time 
12  hours,  10  minutes. 

Wore:  Effective  November  24,  1959,  Trains  45  and  46  operated  between  Medicine 
Hat  and  Spences  Bridge  only. 

In  summary:  From  June  1,  1919  until  October  26,  1957,  conventional  trains 
11  and  12  operated  with  coaches,  sleeper  and  cafe  parlour  car.  This  was  a  daily 
through  service.  These  trains  carried  express  and  mail.  In  addition,  as  shown 
in  the  Exhibit,  a  conventional  train  operated  between  Penticton  and  Vancouver 
from  April,  1947  to  September,  1954.  It  had  sleeping  cars  and  coaches  but  no 
buffet  car.  From  April,  1952  to  September,  1954,  a  conventional  train  also 
operated  between  Medicine  Hat  and  Nelson,  with  buffet-sleeper. 

The  trains  that  operated  on  this  line  are  described  in  some  detail  in  the 
Board's  Judgment  upon  the  Inquiry  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  train  service 
between  Vancouver  and  Medicine  Hat,  via  Nelson  of  January  4,  1960  (80 
C.R.T.C.  38). 

Financial  Position  of  the  Company  in  Respect  of  the  Service 

Exhibits  were  filed  and  evidence  given  in  respect  of  the  above  by  two 
witnesses,    one  of  whom  dealt  with  revenues  and  the  other  with  expenses. 

The  revenue  witness  filed  Exhibit  No.  11,  entitled  "Statement  of  the 
Estimated  Annual  Revenues  and  Expenses  Passenger  Trains  45—46,  Spences 
Bridge— Lethbridge  during  1961".  He  also  filed,  as  Exhibit  No.  12,  a  correspond- 
ing statement  in  respect  of  the  year  1962.  These  statements  are  reproduced  in  a 
single  table  hereunder:

While  the  Board  prescribes  a  Uniform  Classification  of  Accounts  for  railways 
under  its  jurisdiction,  it  does  not  require  the  companies  to  maintain  detailed 
accounts  for  all  services  operated  by  them  in  the  various  administrative  segments 
of  their  systems.  The  Uniform  Classification  of  Accounts  indicates  the  revenues 
which  shall  be  recorded  in  Account  101,  Freight  revenue,  Account  102,  Passenger 
revenue,  Account  106,  Mail  revenue  and  Account  107,  Express  revenue,  etc.  These 
accounts  then  record  the  total  of  each  category  of  revenue  earned  by  the  railway 
company  during  a  given  month,  or  a  given  year.  It  would  be  unrealistic  to  require 
the  company  to  maintain  a  separate  account  for  each  category  of  revenue  over  each 
section  of  its  railway  line.  In  order  to  estimate  the  passenger  revenue  earned 
between  two  points  such  as  Lethbridge  and  Spences  Bridge,  the  railway  company 
must  examine  the  individual  records  prepared  by  conductors  on  the  run.  The 
practice  of  the  railways  is  to  select  a  sample  period  and  determine  the  average 
revenue  per  passenger  during  this  period.  The  average  revenue  per  passenger  is 
multiplied  by  the  total  number  of  passengers  carried  during  the  year,  the  latter 
figure  being  readily  available.  The  company  may,  in  this  way,  prepare  a  reason- 
able estimate  of  the  total  passenger  revenue  earned  on  a  given  train  run. 

The  revenue  witness  testified  that  a  revenue  survey  was  made  during  August 
and  during  October  of  1961.  Allowance  was  made  for  the  distance  travelled  on 
each  conductor's  run  for  the  type  of  ticket  presented  by  the  passenger.  In  those 
cases  where  passengers  stopped  off  en  route  or  travelled  beyond  the  station  at 
which  a  conductor  terminated  his  run,  the  tickets  were  not  collected  by  that 
conductor;  for  purposes  of  the  survey  it  was  assumed  that  these  passengers  had 
travelled  the  full  length  of  the  conductor's  run,  and  the  trains  were  credited 
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with  the  maximum  revenue  that  could  have  been  earned.  This  would  result  in  some 
overstatement  of  passenger  revenue. 

The  express  or  merchandise  services  traffic  along  the  route  of  trains  45  and 
46  is  practically  all  handled  by  highway  services.  However,  a  small  amount  of 
express  traffic  is  handled  on  trains  45  and  46.  The  estimate  of  express  revenue 
is  the  gross  revenue  earned  from  the  carriage  of  such  traffic  on  the  trains. 

The  Company  has  a  mail  contract  with  the  Post  Office  for  handling  mail 
twice  weekly  between  Princeton  and  Brookmere.  The  contract  is  for  3  cu.  ft.  of 
space,  and  the  actual  amount  paid  to  the  Company  by  the  Post  Office  Department 
was  $715  in  1961  and  $711  in  1962. 

The  total  passenger,  express  and  mail  revenue  earned  by  trains  45  and  46 
was  $102,100  in  1961  and  $86,100  in  1962.  The  reduction  of  about  $16,000  was 
in  passenger  revenue  and  was  partially  due  to  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  pas- 
sengers. It  was  also  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  in  1962  more  use  was  made  of 
special  discount  fares,  including  the  family  plan.  A  further  reason  for  the 
reduction  was  that  there  were  not  quite  as  many  honoured  tickets  involved  in  the 
1962  sample  as  there  were  in  the  1961  sample. 

The  revenue  witness  did  not  testify  as  to  the  individual  items  of  expenses 
since  they  were  to  be  dealt  with  by  a  following  witness.  He  did,  however,  relate 
the  total  revenues  to  the  total  expenses.  For  the  year  1961  the  total  estimated 
expenses  were  $549,500  which,  in  relation  to  the  revenues  of  $102,100,  showed 
an  annual  deficit  of  $447,  400.  For  the  year  1962,  as  previously  noted,  the  revenues 
were  reduced  to  $86,100  and  the  estimated  expenses  were  $596,100,  showing  a 
deficit  for  1962  of  $510,000. 

I  am  satisfied,  on  the  evidence  which  was  given  and  the  examination  of 
Company  working  papers  which  was  made  by  the  Board's  staff,  that  the  methods 
used  by  the  Company  to  estimate  the  gross  revenues  were  adequate.  These 
methods  should  develop  a  reasonable  estimate  of  the  annual  revenues  earned  on 
trains  45  and  46  and,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  accept  the  Company's 
1962  estimate  of  gross  revenues  in  the  amount  of  $86,100. 

Turning  now  to  the  estimates  of  expenses,  the  witness  who  testified  in 
respect  of  costs  stated  that  the  cost  estimates  for  1961  and  1962  had  been 
prepared  by  him  or  under  his  supervision.  He  gave  an  explanation  of  each 
expense  item  with  reference  to  the  most  recent  figures  which  were  for  the 
year  1962.  His  explanations  were  amplified  under  cross-examination,  and  his 
methods  and  working  papers  have  been  further  examined  by  the  Board's  officers. 
I  will  deal  with  the  items  of  expense  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  presented 
in  Exhibit  No.  12. 

The  cost  of  fuel  was  calculated  on  the  basis  of  car  miles  by  train  runs  and 
it  totalled  $28,560  for  the  year  1962.  There  are  eleven  rail  diesel  cars  operated 
out  of  what  is  called  "The  Calgary  Pool".  There  are  no  specific  R.D.C.  units 
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assigned  to  trains  45  and  46  but  they  change  off  during  the  year  with  other  cars 
in  the  Calgary  pool.  The  expenditures  for  fuel  used  by  the  R.D.C.  cars  between 
Medicine  Hat  and  Spences  Bridge  were  divided  by  the  total  car  miles  run  between 
these  points  during  1962  in  order  to  determine  the  average  cost  of  fuel  per  car 
mile.  The  average  cost  in  1962  was  about  one-tenth  of  a  cent  higher  than  in  1961. 
The  average  cost  of  fuel  per  car  mile  was  multiplied  by  the  annual  car  miles  on 
trains  45  and  46  between  Lethbridge  and  Spences  Bridge, 

The  enginemen's  wages  in  1962  were  $86,486  and  the  trainmen's  wages  were 
$104,467.  The  calculation  of  these  wages  was  made  on  the  basis  of  samples  of 
trip  tickets  for  the  individual  train  runs  between  Lethbridge  and  Spences  Bridge, 
taken  during  one  Winter  month  and  one  Summer  month.  The  samples  established 
the  average  number  of  claimed  miles  per  trip  on  each  run  and  the  rate  of  pay  per 
100  claimed  miles.  The  average  claimed  miles  per  trip  and  the  rate  of  pay  were 
multiplied  by  the  total  number  of  trips,  7  days  per  week  except  between  Nelson 
and  Penticton  where  the  service  was  2  days  per  week  in  each  direction. 

During  the  hearing  at  Fernie  Mr.  Commissioner  Woodard  questioned  the 
cost  witness  as  to  why  the  estimates  for  the  wages  of  enginemen  and  trainmen 
increased  by  some  ten  or  eleven  per  cent  between  1961  and  1962  whereas  the 
wage  rates  had  only  increased  by  some  five  or  six  per  cent.  At  the  subsequent 
hearing  in  Nelson  the  witness  said  that  he  had  checked  his  figures  and  found  that 
the  1961  expenses  had  been  understated  by  approximately  $5,000  for  enginemen's 
wages  and  by  $5,421  for  trainmen's  wages.  The  increases  from  the  revised  esti- 
mates for  1961  to  the  estimates  for  1962  were  some  five  per  cent  for  enginemen's 
wages  and  six  per  cent  for  trainmen's  wages.  The  existing  wage  agreements 
called  for  some  further  increases  in  1963  which  had  not  been  reflected  in  the 
Company  estimates. 

The  1962  estimate  for  station  employee  expense  was  $4,338  which  the 
witness  said  represented  the  actual  dollars  that  would  be  saved  immediately 
upon  discontinuance  of  trains  45  and  46.  Mr.  Commissioner  Irwin  inquired  about 
the  reduction  in  this  estimate  from  $23,518  in  1961  to  $4,338  in  1962.  The 
witness  explained  that  there  had  been  a  major  change  in  the  operation  and  that 
this  had  resulted  in  a  reassignment  of  employees.  This  change  involved  the 
rerouting  of  traffic  up  the  Lake  Windermere  subdivision  and  amalgamation  of 
plant.  Some  of  the  savings  which  were  estimated  for  1961  took  place  because  of 
the  change  in  operation  and  they  were  not  included  in  the  1962  estimate.  The 
remaining  savings  involved  the  reassignment  of  one  employee  and  a  reduction  in 
rate  for  another. 

The  largest  item  of  expense  in  1962  was  $121,320  for  passenger  car  repairs. 
In  the  case  of  rail  diesel  cars  this  includes  the  power  units  incorporated  in  each 
car.  The  Company  maintains  detailed  records  of  the  amounts  spent  in  maintaining 
the  fleet  of  11  rail  diesel  cars  assigned  to  the  "Calgary  pool".  The  total  expense 
was  divided  by  the  annual  mileage  run  out  by  the  units  in  the  Calgary  pool,  in 
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order  to  determine  the  average  repair  cost  per  car  mile,  and  this  unit  cost  was 
applied  to  the  annual  mileage  run  by  the  cars  in  trains  45  and  46  between  Leth- 
bridge  and  Spences  Bridge. 

The  estimate  for  Train  Other  Expenses  was  $32,186.  It  covered  the  cost  of 
items  includable  in  account  No.  402,  such  as  car  cleaning,  heating,  icing,  air 
conditioning  and  supplies  furnished  to  the  cars.  This  estimate  was  also  based 
on  the  average  cost  per  car  mile  for  the  11  units  operating  in  the  Calgary  pool. 
The  unit  cost  was  multiplied  by  the  annual  car  mileage  in  trains  45  and  46 
between  Lethbridge  and  Spences  Bridge. 

Yard  Expenses  in  the  amount  of  $3,321  represents  a  proportion  of  the  cost 
of  switching  at  Penticton  estimated  as  thirty  minutes  per  day,  the  evidence  being 
that  it  is  cheaper  to  handle  the  units  of  trains  45  and  46  by  yard  engine  between 
the  shop  track  and  the  station,  rather  than  by  road  crew.  The  estimate  for  yard 
expenses  also  includes  an  allowance  for  handling  change-off  units  at  Lethbridge, 
where  on  26  occasions  units  coming  down  from  Calgary  were  changed  off  with 
units  from  the  Crow's  Nest  operation.  During  the  hearing  it  Was  stated  that  this 
switching  was  done  by  yard  engines  working  their  straight  eight  hours  without 
overtime.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  there  would  be  a  saving  in  Yard  Expenses  if 
trains  45  and  46  were  discontinued  and,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  will 
disallow  the  estimate  of  $3,321. 

The  estimate  for  Variable  Road  Maintenance  amounted  to  $21,851.  It  was 
based  on  a  system  average  cost  per  ton  mile  and  other  factors  designed  to  in- 
dicate the  saving  in  road  maintenance  that  could  be  made  if  trains  45  and  46  were 
discontinued.  The  cost  witness  stated  that  Road  Maintenance  Expenses  were 
approximately  forty  per  cent  variable  with  traffic  volume.  I  am  satisfied  that  in 
this  case  some  saving  in  Road  Maintenance  could  be  made  if  trains  45  and  46 
were  discontinued  between  Lethbridge  and  Spences  Bridge.  I  am  not,  however, 
satisfied  that  the  amount  of  the  saving  would  be  the  amount  of  the  estimate  based 
on  a  system  average  cost  and,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I  will  reduce 
the  estimate  by  $5,000. 

The  estimate  for  General  and  Communications  Expense  was  $49,629.  Of  this 
amount,  $26,791  was  for  pensions  and  $1,757  was  for  Unemployment  Insurance 
payments,  both  of  which  were  directly  related  to  the  labour  content  of  the  ex- 
penses, including  the  wages  of  enginemen  and  trainmen.  The  estimate  also 
included  an  allowance  for  a  long-term  saving  in  Head  Office  expenses  associated 
with  curtailment  of  passenger  service  generally;  this  part  of  the  estimate  is 
indefinite  as  to  when  the  saving  may  be  made  and  as  to  what  part  might  be  prop- 
erly charged  to  discontinuance  of  these  particular  trains.  I  would  not  allow  the 
full  amount  of  the  estimate  in  this  case  and,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment, 
I  will  make  a  reduction  of  $10,000. 

Equipment  Depreciation  in  the  amount  of  $36,665  was  determined  by  applying 
to  the  investment  in  rail  diesel  cars  the  depreciation  rate  of  3.88  per  cent,  being 
the  rate  approved  by  the  Board  for  passenger  cars. 
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The  estimated  Cost  of  Money  in  the  amount  of  $107,238  was  determined  by 
applying  to  the  net  investment  in  equipment  and  to  the  variable  portion  of  the 
investment  in  road  property,  a  rate  of  11.4  per  cent,  representing  6*/2  per  cent 
after  payment  of  income  tax.  Some  $82,000  of  the  estimated  Cost  of  Money  was 
for  the  investment  in  rail  diesel  cars  and  the  balance  of  about  $25,000  was  for  the 
variable  portion  of  the  investment  in  road  property. 

The  1962  estimate  for  Cost  of  Money  was  about  $10,000  higher  than  the  1961 
estimate,  which  difference  the  witness  stated  was  due  in  part  to  use  in  1961  of 
the  system  average  cost  per  mile  for  the  whole  fleet  of  54  rail  diesel  cars.  The 
1962  estimate  was  based  on  the  investment  in  four  units  of  the  Calgary  pool 
which  would  be  saved  if  trains  45  and  46  were  discontinued.  These  units  were 
newer  than  the  system  average  units.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  estimate  of 
saving  should  be  related  to  these  newer  units.  In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  more 
realistic  to  consider  that  the  older  units  would  be  saved  to  the  extent  that  these 
older  units  could  be  sold  or  reassigned.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment,  I 
will  make  a  reduction  of  $10,000  in  that  part  of  the  estimate  representing  the 
Cost  of  Money  for  rail  diesel  cars. 

The  reduction  of  $10,000  is  in  respect  of  the  investment  base.  I  will  make 
a  further  reduction  in  respect  of  the  rate  of  11.4  per  cent,  by  substituting  therefor 
a  rate  of  five  per  cent,  which  rate  the  Board  found  to  be  reasonable  in  its  recent 
Judgment  re  the  application  of  Canadian  Pacific  to  abandon  the  operation  of  a 
part  of  its  Minto  Subdivision.  I  have  set  the  amount  of  this  further  reduction  at 
$40,000,  making  a  total  reduction  of  $50,000  in  respect  of  Cost  of  Money  on  the 
investment  in  rail  diesel  cars. 

There  still  remains  for  consideration  the  estimate  of  some  $25,000  as  Cost 
of  Money  on  the  variable  portion  of  the  investment  in  road  property.  The  amount 
which  might  be  saved  if  trains  45  and  46  were  discontinued  is  not,  in  my  opinion, 
subject  to  an  accurate  estimate.  The  estimate  has  not  been  related  to  specific 
items  of  road  property  but  has  been  calculated  on  the  basis  of  system  averages 
and  applied  to  gross  ton  miles  and  to  train  miles.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
Judgment,  I  will  reduce  the  estimate  by  $6,000  in  respect  of  the  investment  base 
and  I  will  make  a  further  reduction  of  $10,000  in  respect  of  the  rate  of  11.4  per 
cent.  The  total  of  these  two  reductions  is  $16,000,  which  together  with  my 
previous  reduction  of  $50,000,  makes  a  total  reduction  of  $66,000  in  the  estimate 
for  Cost  of  Money. 

In  its  Judgment  in  respect  of  train  service  between  Moose  Jaw  and  Macklin 
(53  J.O.R.  &  R.  291)  the  Board  held  that  in  that  instance  Cost  of  Money  should 
be  excluded  from  "on  line"  operating  expenses  but  should  be  included  in  antic- 
ipated financial  improvement  that  might  be  expected  to  result  to  the  Company 
from  discontinuance  of  the  trains.  Here,  likewise,  I  will  not  include  Cost  of 
Money  in  the  Board's  estimate  of  the  Company's  "on  line"  expenses.  The  dis- 
allowance which  I  would  make  in  the  expense  estimate  is  $18,321,  together 
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with  Cost  of  Money  of  $107,238,  or  a  total  of  $125,559.  This  would  reduce  the 
total  estimated  expenses  for  1962  from  $596,061  to  $470,502.  This  estimate  of 
total  expenses  in  relation  to  gross  revenues  of  $86,100  represents  an  annual 
deficit  of  $384,402,  say  $385,000.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Judgment  I  will 
consider  the  annual  loss  to  the  Company  from  continued  operation  of  trains  45 
and  46  as  $385,000  per  annum.  Consistent,  however,  with  the  Board's  ruling  in 
the  case  to  which  I  have  referred,  I  will  consider  the  anticipated  financial  im- 
provement that  might  result  to  the  Company  from  discontinuance  as  being  $426,000 
per  annum  after  allowance  for  Cost  of  Money. 

Counsel  at  the  hearings  did  not  cross-examine  in  any  detail  upon  the  financial 
figures  and  in  more  than  one  instance  stated  that  they  relied  upon  the  examination 
the  Board's  officers  would  make.  For  this  reason  I  have  set  out  above  the  con- 
clusions of  the  Board's  study.  However,  inadequacy  of  the  revenue  is  readily 
apparent  when  one  compares  it  with  certain  of  the  immediate  out-of-pocket  ex- 
penses of  operation.  For  example,  in  1962  fuel  and  wages  amounted  to  some 
$219,000,  as  against  revenue  of  some  $86,000.  In  fact,  in  that  year  enginemen's 
wages  alone  exceeded  the  revenue. 

Use  Made  of  the  Service 

What  do  the  recorded  passenger  carryings  show? 

In  the  following  Exhibit  (Exhibit  13)  there  is  shown  the  number  of  passengers 
carried  on  the  trains  for  each  month  of  the  years  1959,  1960,  1961  and  1962. 
These  show  a  marked  decline  in  the  numbers  of  passengers  carried. 

The  first  statement  shows  carryings  until  November,  1959,  as  being  from 
Odium  to  Penticton.  Until  that  date  the  trains  were  operating  over  the  Coquihalla 
Subdivision.  Since  then,  the  trains  have  operated  over  the  former  Merritt  Subdivi- 
sion to  and  from  Spence's  Bridge.  Until  November,  1959,  the  average  number  of 
revenue  passengers  carried  over  the  Coquihalla  Subdivision  was  28 .  The  average 
carried  between  Spences  Bridge  and  Penticton  during  1960  was  10;  the  average 
dropped  to  9  in  1961  and  1962. 

Between  Penticton  and  Nelson  the  average  number  of  passengers  was  11  in 

1959,  10  in  1960,  7  in  1961,  and  5  in  1962. 

Between  Nelson  and  Cranbrook  the  average  per  trip  was  18  in  1959,  14  in 

1960,  11  in  1961,  and  10  in  1962. 

On  the  Cranbrook  to  Lethbridge  portion  of  the  run  the  average  declined  from 
19  in  1959  to  16  in  1960,  and  to  14  in  1961  and  1962. 
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There  was.  also  filed  at  the  hearing  a  statement  of  revenue  passengers 
carried  during  the  first  four  months  of  1963  showing  the  figures  in  relation  to 
the  same  four-month  period  in  1962  (Exhibit  14).  This  Exhibit  is  reproduced 
below,  and  upon  it  have  been  placed  the  averages  which  were  not  part  of  the 
Exhibit  but  which  were  furnished  at  the  hearing.  This  shows  that  the  passenger 
traffic  between  Spences  Bridge  and  Penticton  had  declined  from  an  average  of 
8  passengers  in  1962  to  6  passengers  in  1963.  Between  Penticton  and  Nelson 
the  average  dropped  from  6  to  3.  Between  Nelson  and  Cranbrook  there  was  an 
increase  from  8  passengers  to  9.  The  evidence  is  that  the  increase  is  due  to 
passengers  on  Canadian  Pacific  Airlines,  who  could  not  land  at  Castlegar, 
being  landed  at  Cranbrook  and  being  transported  to  Nelson  on  train  No.  45.  From 
Cranbrook  to  Lethbridge  the  average  declined  from  13  to  12.  Exhibit  14  also 
shows  a  decrease  in  revenue  during  the  .four-month  period  from  $24,962  to  $22,089, 
a  decrease  of  about  11  per  cent.

Another  exhibit  was  filed  on  passenger  carryings  (Exhibit  15).  It  shows  the 
stations  at  which  any  passenger  boarded  or  disembarked  from  the  trains  during 
the  two  periods  in  April  and  November  of  1962.  This  is  reproduced  below.  (See 
pages  652  and  653). 
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There  are  125  stations  served  by  the  trains.  The  above  Exhibit  shows  that, 
during  the  two  periods  mentioned  above,  passengers  entrained  or  detrained  at 
some  40  of  these.  At  the  other  85  stations  there  were  no  passengers.  Most  of 
these  stations,  although  flag  stops,  are  stations  in  name  only.  However,  as  an 
indication  of  the  extent  of  local  travel  by  train,  the  last  sheet  of  the  above 
Exhibit,  showing  the  names  of  the  stations  to  which  I  refer,  is  of  some  assistance 
and  is  reproduced  below.

The  population  of  the  areas  served  by  the  trains  is  in  total  a  substantial 
one.  However,  the  above  exhibits  show  the  passenger  patronage  to  be  slight. 

What,  then,  are  the  alternative  means  of  transport  used? 

Alternative  Means  of  Transport: 
A.  Private  Automobile 

The  conveniences  of  the  private  automobile  are  well  known.  Sufficient  to 
say  that  its  comfort,  flexibility  in  travel  times,  its  availability  at  destination 
for  local  travel  and  the  general  convenience  that  it  affords  in  travel  for  individ- 
uals and,  in  particular,  for  families,  is  such  that  travel  by  private  automobile 
has  in  large  measure  replaced  travel  by  public  conveyance.  Moreover,  for  several 
persons  it  can  be  a  more  economical  means  of  transport. 

There  are,  of  course,  certain  disadvantages  as  are  pointed  out  to  the  Board 
in  its  many  hearings  of  this  nature.  They  are,  amongst  others: 

1.  Inability  to  travel  some  highways  at  certain  times  of  the  year. 

2.  The  hazards  of  driving  on  the  highways. 

3.  The  strain  of  driving  as  compared  with  the  ease  of  being  transported  in  a 
railway  coach. 

Highways  have  been  greatly  improved  in  recent  years  and  the  inadequacy  of 
highways  in  the  areas  served  by  the  trains  has  been  largely  overcome.  There  was 
evidence  at  Fernie  as  to  the  inability  to  travel  the  highway  east  at  about  Crows- 
nest  but  it  appears  to  me  that  the  times  when  this  section  of  the  road  is  impass- 
able are  limited  in  number  and  duration. 

New  highways  have  been  constructed  or  are  in  the  course  of  construction 
that  will  avoid  the  present  circuitous  highway  route  from  Creston  to  Nelson,  via 
Gray  Creek  and  the  Balfour  Ferry,  as  well  as  the  previous  round-about  routing 
west  of  Castlegar. 

The  highway  route  at  the  present  time  westward  from  Nelson  crosses  the 
Columbia  River  via  ferry  at  Castlegar,  Thence  the  route  formerly  passed  through 
Trail  and  Rossland  and  continued  either  via  Kettle  Falls  and  through  the  State 
of  Washington,  or  by  the  mountainous  route  (Cascade-Rossland,  closed  in  winter) 
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to  Cascade.  A  new  all-weather  route  was  constructed  from  Kinnaird  (near  Castle- 
gar)  to  Cascade,  and  opened  in  October,  1962. 

From  Creston  westward,  a  new  route  is  being  built  to  connect  with  the 
present  highway  system  near  Salmo  (some  30  miles  south  of  Nelson).  This  link 
should  be  open  to  public  travel  this  year  and  will  be  an  all-season  highway. 
This  main  route  would  then  bypass  the  Balfour  Ferry. 

The  bridge  over  the  Columbia  River  is  presently  under  construction  at 
Kinnaird,  and  a  new  route  thence  eastward  will  connect  with  the  present  highway 
near  Salmo.  Upon  completion,  this  will  bypass  the  Castlegar  Ferry  as  well  as 
the  circuitous  route  by  way  of  Trail. 

It  will  be  possible  to  drive  by  a  route  roughly  parallel  to  the  International 
Boundary  from  Creston  via  Salmo  to  Kinnaird.  There  the  route  will  connect  with 
the  present  new  highway  from  Kinnaird  to  Cascade,  and  thence  to  Grand  Forks. 
This  should  make  a  great  saving  in  distance  and  time  for  those  driving  east  and 
west  to  the  Kootenay  and  east  and  west  through  southern  British  Columbia. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  highways  throughout  the  whole  area. served  by  the 
trains  are  adequate  to  support  the  use  made  of  the  private  automobile.  The 
notable  exception  to  this  is  the  area  Procter  to  Creston,  with  which  I  will  deal 
later. 

B.  Bus  Travel 

With  the  exception  of  the  area  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the 
points  along  the  length  of  the  railway  have  intercommunication  and  communication 
with  the  West  Coast  and  Southern  Alberta  by  good,  and  in  some  areas,  excellent 
all-weather  highways. 

All  but  a  few  points  along  the  length  of  the  railway  have  bus  service.  The 
exception  to  this  is  the  area  that  I  have  mentioned  above  as  having  no  highway, 
the  areas  of  Beaverdell  and  Carmi,  and  the  areas  from  Princeton,  through  Coal- 
mont  and  Tulameen,  to  Merritt.  Beaverdell  and  Carmi  are  on  secondary  roads, 
as  are  Coalmont  and  Tulameen.  Merritt  is  on  a  provincial  highway  and  has  bus 
service  to  Kamloops. 

Greyhound  Bus  Lines  operate  one  round  trip  daily  between  Vancouver  and 
Medicine  Hat  via  Nelson  and  Lethbridge  serving  points  en  route.  In  the  summer 
months  additional  service  is  provided.  The  schedule  (September-June)  of  Grey- 
hound, and  the  points  served,  is  as  follows: 
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It  will  be  noted  that  no  bus  service  runs  from  Princeton  to  Spences  Bridge. 
Such  a  service  was  operated  by  an  individual  bus  operator  until  some  three  years 
ago.  Upon  the  closure  and  subsequent  abandonment  of  the  Coquihalla  Subdivision, 
trains  45  and  46  ran  regularly  on  the  former  Merritt  Subdivision  from  Brodie  to 
Spences  Bridge.  This  change  and  consequent  competition  may  have  been  the 
principal  cause  of  the  suspension  of  bus  service. 

C.  Air  Service 

The  area  is  served  generally  by  Canadian  Pacific  Airlines  with  service  to 
Penticton,  Castlegar  and  Cranbrook  and  with  a  flight  to  Kelowna.  There  is  a 
daily  flight  from  Vancouver  to  Calgary  via  Penticton,  Castlegar  and  Cranbrook.

The  above  schedules  are  those  which  were  in  effect  at  the  time  of  the  hear- 
ings. During  the  summer  months  of  1962  there  were  two  daily  flights  into  Castlegar 
and  Cranbrook. 
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What  use  is  made  of  the  airlines  service?  A  reference  to  the  "Origin  and 
Destination  Statistics''  published  by  the  Air  Transport  Board  shows  the  follow- 
ing. The  figures  are  based  upon  a  sample  survey  and  represent  the  number  of 
revenue  passengers  travelling  by  air  between  the  airports  at  Penticton,  Castlegar, 
Cranbrook  and  other  points  in  Canada.  Round  trips  are  counted  as  one  passenger 
in  each  direction,  i.e.,  two  passengers  between  the  points  concerned. 

Between  Cranbrook  airport  and  all  other  main-line  airports  in  Canada  during 
the  year  1962  there  were  12,350  passengers.  Of  this  total  6,500  passengers 
travelled  between  Vancouver  and  Cranbrook,  2,435  between  Calgary  and  Cran- 
brook, 1,125  to  and  from  Penticton,  780  to  and  from  Castlegar,  360  to  and  from 
Victoria,  310  to  and  from  Edmonton,  215  to  and  from  Toronto  and  135  to  and  from 
Montreal.  The  number  of  passengers  to  and  from  other  points  were  less  than 
100,  the  larger  numbers  being  Ottawa  95,  Winnipeg  50,  Prince  George  30  and 
London  30. 

In  the  case  of  the  Castlegar  airport,  the  total  revenue  passengers  to  and 
from  other  points  in  Canada  during  the  year  1962  were  17,205.  Of  this  number 
there  were  9,940  to  and  from  Vancouver,  2,110  to  and  from  Calgary,  1,000  to 
and  from  Penticton,  780  to  and  from  Cranbrook,  715  to  and  from  Victoria,  555 
to  and  from  Toronto  and  500  to  and  from  Edmonton.  In  the  under  500  category 
there  were  340  to  and  from  Montreal,  190  to  and  from  Winnipeg,  185  to  and  from 
Kelowna,  140  to  and  from  Ottawa,  105  to  and  from  Prince  Rupert  and  105  to  and 
from  Regina.  There  were  95  passengers  to  and  from  Saskatoon,  85  to  and  from 
Port  Hardy,  50  to  and  from  Terrace  and  lesser  numbers  to  and  from  other  points. 

Between  Penticton  and  other  mainline  airports  in  Canada  during  the  year 
1962  there  were  16,870  passengers.  Of  this  number  9,470  were  to  and  from  Van- 
couver, 2,290  to  and  from  Calgary,  1,125  to  and  from  Cranbrook,  1,000  to  and 
from  Castlegar,  505  to  and  from  Edmonton,  490  to  and  from  Victoria,  435  to  and 
from  Toronto,  260  to  and  from  Winnipeg,  225  to  and  from  Montreal,  190  to  and 
from  Ottawa,  185  to  and  from  Kelowna,  165  to  and  from  Regina  and  130  to  and 
from  Saskatoon. 

It  is  difficult  to  relate  these  figures  to  the  travel  on  the  railway.  In  particu- 
lar, one  may  have  a  passenger  travelling  from,  say,  Wynndel  to  Creston,  a  distance 
of  some  six  miles,  at  a  fare  of  25  cents,  or  from  Moyie  to  Cranbrook,  a  distance 
of  some  twenty  miles,  at  a  fare  of  80  cents.  Whereas,  the  minimum  fares  on  the 
airline  would  be  those  between  airports  such  as  Vancouver,  Penticton,  Castlegar, 
Cranbrook  and  Calgary. 

However,  some  assessment  may  be  made  by  examining  the  daily  average 
carryings.  For  example,  in  the  year  1962  some  46,425  passengers  used  the  airline 
service  to  or  from  the  three  airports  on  the  route  of  the  trains.  This  is  equivalent 
to  127  passengers  per  day  for  365  days  per  year.  The  use  at  Cranbrook  amounted, 
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therefore,  to  an  average  of  34  passengers  per  day,  and  the  use  at  Castlegar  and 
Penticton  to  an  average  of  47  and  46  passengers  daily. 

The  passenger  use  of  the  trains  in  the  same  year  was  an  average  of  5  to  14 
persons  in  each  direction,  depending  upon  the  segment  of  the  line.  This  dropped 
to  an  average  of  3  to  12  persons  in  the  first  four  months  of  1963. 

It  is  true  that  on  many  days  throughout  the  year  it  is  impossible  to  land  or 
take  off  from  the  Castlegar  Airport.  In  the  winter  1961-62,  64  per  cent  of  the 
flights  were  able  to  land.  The  Board  has  called  for  more  information  on  the 
flights  that  landed  at  Castlegar  in  the  winter  (October  to  March  inclusive)  1962- 
63  and  has  learned  that  the  average  numbers  of  flights  that  landed  each  month 
were,  October  85%;  November  58%;  December  46%;  January  45%;  February  67%; 
March  84%.  The  average  then  for  last  winter  was  the  same  as  that  in  the  winter 
of  1961-62,  i.e.,  64  per  cent. 

In  spite  of  the  evidence  given  by  those  opposed  to  the  application  that  the 
passenger  service  offered  by  the  railways  has  deteriorated  so  that  there  is  no 
attraction  to  travel  by  it,  I  think  that  the  relative  use  of  air  and  train  travel  in 
this  instance  typifies  a  pattern  common  throughout  the  country,  i.e.,  a  preference 
for  air  travel  and  a  reluctance  to  patronize  passenger  trains  except  for  relatively 
short  journeys  or  where  other  means  of  transport  (highway  or  air)  do  not  exist  or, 
due  to  weather  conditions,  are  suspended. 

Express  Troffic 

Very  little  express  traffic  is  carried  by  the  trains.  It  is  now  handled  prin- 
cipally by  highway  services  throughout  the  area. 

Mail 

As  I  have  said,  the  mail  carried  is  limited  to  a  small  quantity  carried  twice 
a  week  between  Princeton  and  Brookmere.  Presumably  arrangements  can  be  made 
to  carry  this  on  the  highway.

In  addition  the  Board  had  received  before  the  hearing  a  number  of  written 
submissions  in  opposition. 

The  following  is  a  condensation  of  some,  although  not  necessarily  all,  of 
the  testimony  given  and  the  submissions  filed: 

1.  That  the  present  service  is  inadequate  by  reason  of: 

(a)  the  curtailed  service  between  Penticton  and  Vancouver; 

(b)  the  stopovers  required  at  Penticton  and  Nelson; 

(c)  the  excessive  length  of  time  necessary  to  travel  to  and  from  Vancouver; 

(d)  the  lack  of  provision  of  meals  or  any  catering  service. 

2.  That  the  railway  company  has  failed  to  develop  and  promote  passenger 
traffic. 

3.  That  the  deficiencies  mentioned  above  are  the  reasons  for  the  decline  in 
passenger  traffic. 

4.  That  the  actions  or  inaction  of  the  railway  company  has  been  part  of  a 
design  to  drive  away  an  unwanted  passenger  business. 

5.  That  the  alternative  means  of  transportation  are  inadequate.  In  particular, 
that  the  occasions  when  planes  are  unable  to  land  at  Castlegar  Airport  are  so 
numerous  in  the  winter  months  as  to  make  that  service  unreliable. 

6.  That  the  cost  of  travel  by  airplane  is  prohibitive  for  some  persons. 

7.  That  the  bus  service  is  an  impossible  means  of  travel  for  disabled  vete- 
rans who  have  to  report  at  Shaughnessy  Hospital  for  treatment;  that  they  can 
travel  by  air  but  would  on  occasion  report  to  Castlegar  Airport  in  sufficient  time 
to  be  in  Vancouver  on  the  required  date  only  to  find  that  the  plane  could  not  land. 

8.  That  the  train  service  is  necessary  generally  for  aged,  sick  and  infirm 
persons  who  require  treatment  at  Calgary  or  Vancouver. 

9.  That  the  losses  on  passenger  travel  should  be  absorbed  by  the  presumably 
profitable  freight  traffic  on  the  line.  (In  this  connection  I  should  mention  that  the 
Board  stated  at  the  hearing  that,  in  the  absence  of  any  evidence  to  the  contrary, 
it  would  assume  that  the  freight  traffic  on  the  line  is  profitable). 

10.  That  the  railway  company  should  promote  the  passenger  service  actively 
and  that  the  results  should  be  assessed  again  in  one  year's  time. 

11.  That  the  value  of  the  service  should  be  considered  from  the  standpoint 
of  Civil  Defence  or  disaster. 
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12.  That  the.  removal  of  the  trains  would  be  a  setback  to  the  areas. 

13.  That  the  services  ancillary  to  the  train  are  poor,  as  for  example  the 
inability  at  certain  places  to  find  out  whether  or  not  the  train  is  on  time,  the 
waiting  room  facilities,  etc. 

14.  That  the  presumably  profitable  operations  of  Canadian  Pacific  Airlines 
and  the  railway  company's  highway  services  should  be  weighed. 

15.  That  the  schedules  of  trains  could  be  changed  to  improve  arrival  and 
departure  times  and  to  connect  more  closely  with  the  arrivals  and  departures  of 
other  means  of  public  transportation. 

16.  That  the  service  between  Lethbridge  and  Calgary  be  changed  to  coincide 
with  the  arrival  of  trains  45  and  46  in  Lethbridge. 

17.  That  no  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Board  until  a  complete  and  co- 
ordinated national  transportation  policy  has  been  worked  out. 

18.  That  by  reason  of  certain  anticipated  developments  the  areas  are  on  the 
threshold  of  great  expansion,  which  would  promote  more  passenger  travel. 

Although  written  communications  had  been  received,  no  person  appeared  at 
the  hearings  to  represent  any  town,  area  or  organization  in  the  area  west  of 
Penticton,  nor  did  any  person  residing  in  that  area  appear  on  his  own  behalf  to 
oppose  the  application. 

As  I  have  said,  the  area  of  Carmi  and  Beaverdell  has  no  bus  service.  It  has, 
however,  a  good  secondary  road.  No  person  appeared  at  the  hearing  from  that 
area  and  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  general  use  of  private  automobiles 
and  trucks  will  not  provide  transportation  to  and  from  the  area.  Such,  however, 
is  not  so  of  the  area  from  Procter  to  Creston.  In  particular,  representations  were 
made  on  behalf  of  the  community  of  Tye.  Inability  to  travel  by  train  would  mean 
crossing  Kootenay  Lake  for  a  distance  of  some  five  miles  to  Twin  Bays  on  the 
east  shore  of  the  lake.  The  permanent  residents  of  Tye  number  about  twelve 
persons.  In  addition,  there  are  some  thirty  men  employed  at  a  logging  camp.  In 
the  summer  there  is  a  Bible  Camp  that  brings  in  some  150  people.  Some  (presum- 
ably staff)  come  in  at  different  times  but  the  majority  come  and  leave  as  a  group. 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  transportation  of  the  main  group  to  and  from  the  Bible 
Camp  cannot  be  accomplished  by  a  passenger  coach  or  coaches  being  placed  on 
a  freight  train.  There  is,  according  to  the  Railway  Company,  always  a  passenger 
coach  at  Nelson  available  for  such  purposes. 

The  Railway  Company  has  also  given  an  assurance  that,  should  an  emergency 
arise  or  should  it  not  be  possible  for  a  resident  of  Tye  to  travel  in  or  out  by  any 
other  means,  permission  would  be  given  for  him  to  travel  in  the  caboose  of  a 
freight  train  upon  the  signing  of  a  release  to  the  Railway  Company.  The  Board 
was  given  to  understand  that  such  an  arrangement  could  be  made  by  telephone 
call  from  Tye  to  the  railway  dispatcher  at  Nelson. 
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Evidence  was  also  given  by  Mr.  Olson,  President  of  the  Nelson  Branch  of  the 
Canadian  Legion,  as  to  the  hardship  that  would  result  to  certain  former  members 
of  the  Armed  Services  who  have  to  report  for  medical  attention  to  Shaughnessy 
Hospital  at  Vancouver.  Some  have  to  report  to  Shaughnessy  twice  a  year.  Some 
are  now  elderly  and  they  find  the  train  a  great  convenience  in  the  necessary 
journeys  to  Vancouver.  They  are  concerned  that  they  may  arrive  at  the  airport  for 
passage  by  plane  only  to  find  that  the  plane  cannot  land. 

I  appreciate  the  point  that  they  make  but,  although  inconvenience  would 
result  from  the  discontinuance  of  the  train  service,  the  evidence  before  us  is 
that  the  cost  of  passage  is  defrayed  by  travel  warrant  issued  by  the  Department 
of  Veterans'  Affairs  and,  that  where  it  is  necessary  for  persons  to  travel  on  a 
stretcher,  two  seats  are  removed  in  the  front  section  of  the  plane.  Such  persons 
in  other  parts  of  Canada  must  of  necessity,  in  some  instances,  travel  by  plane 
and  the  change  to  this  mode  of  travel  may  be  a  matter  of  adaptation,  with  pos- 
sibly some  inconvenience  to  persons  so  handicapped. 

Consideration  . 

Mr.  Hislop,  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Fernie,  has,  in  his  argument,  submitted 
that  the  Railway  Company  "is  participating  in  a  continent-wide  campaign  to 
discourage  and  finally  to  discontinue  unprofitable  passenger  service"  and  has 
submitted  that  the  provision  of  inadequate  service  is  part  of  this  campaign. 
Mr.  Hislop  has  submitted  further  that,  notwithstanding  the  alleged  loss  of  the 
Railway  Company  and  the  evidence  as  to  the  extent  of  patronage,  if  there  is 
"a  scintilla  of  bad  faith  or  deliberately  making  the  service  poor"  the  loss  to  the 
Company  should  be  disregarded. 

The  Board  has  had  before  it  on  many  hearings  the  charge  that  a  Railway 
Company  has  deliberately  allowed  a  service  to  deteriorate  in  order  to  discourage 
passenger  traffic  and  as  a  prelude  to  an  application  to  the  Board  for  authority  to 
discontinue  the  service.  In  answer  to  this,  the  Railway  Company  has  usually 
pointed  to  the  maintenance  of  a  better  service  in  earlier  years  despite  declining 
patronage.  It  has  submitted  that  the  service  has  become  less  only  because  the 
patronage  will  not  support  the  provision  of  a  better  and  more  expensive  service. 

In  this  connection  I  can  do  no  more  than  repeat  what  I  said  in  the  Judgment 
of  the  Board  in  respect  of  trains  41  and  42  between  Winnipeg  and  Edmonton 
(80  C.R.T.C.  129): 

"In  my  view,  the  evidence  shows  that  the  Railway  Company  has,  from  the 
beginning  of  this  passenger  service,  made  an  effort  to  attract  passenger 
traffic  and,  for  the  most  part,  it  has  reduced  the  standard  of  service  due  to 
a  reduction  in  patronage.  There  is  a  suggestion  running  through  this  hearing, 
as  in  other  similar  applications,  that  the  Railway  Company  has  purposely 
taken  steps  to  discourage  passenger  patronage  in  order  to  support  its  appli- 
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cation  to  discontinue  passenger  service.  If  this  is  true,  it  is  difficult  for 
those  opposing  the  application  to  substantiate.  If  it  is  untrue,  it  is  equally 
difficult  for  the  Company  to  show  it  as  a  suggestion  that  is  unwarranted. 
In  this  instance,  however,  I  am  satisfied  that  it  is  the  travelling  public 
who  have,  over  the  years,  withheld  or  reduced  their  patronage  and  not  the 
Railway  Company  that  has  abandoned  the  public. " 

In  the  Board's  Judgment  of  January  4th,  1960,  I  expressed  the  view  that  the 
Company  had  made  every  reasonable  endeavour  (up  until  1958-59)  to  attract 
passenger  traffic  but,  nonetheless,  the  patronage  given  to  the  trains  had  declined. 
I  am  still  of  that  opinion,  although  it  may  well  be  that  after  1959  its  efforts 
slackened. 

In  these  proceedings  I  have  heard  no  evidence  that  would  justify  my  finding 
that  the  Railway  Company  deliberately  drove  away  what  presumably  was  once  a 
lucrative  business. 

Counsel  for  the  City  of  Fernie  has  also  submitted  that  it  would  now  be  safe 
to  resume  through  daily  service  from  Spences  Bridge  to  Lethbridge,  which  would 
necessitate  running  the  passenger  trains  at  night  through  an  area  where  depreda- 
tions against  the  railway  have  occurred.  In  the  Board's  earlier  Judgment  to  which 
I  have  referred  I  said: 

"In  my  opinion,  no  Order  should  be  made  at  this  time  upon  the  Railway 
Company  in  respect  of  its  present  service  between  Vancouver  and  Medicine 
Hat. 

However,  at  such  time  as 

(a)  a  sufficient  time  has  elapsed  without  depredations  occurring  in  the 
area  as  to  remove,  beyond  reasonable  doubt,  the  threat  to  the  travel- 
ing public  and  to  the  Railway,  or 

(b)  such  protective  measures  have  been  taken  as  are,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  police  forces  administering  such  measures,  sufficient  to  protect 
the  travelling  public  and  the  Railway, 

then,  if  the  Railway  Company  has  not,  of  its  own  accord,  resumed  a  service 
which  in  the  then  existing  circumstances  meets  the  reasonable  needs  of  the 
area,  an  application  may  be  made  to  this  Board  to  require  it  to  do  so." 

No  application  has  been  made  to  the  Board  by  any  person  for  an  Order 
requiring  the  Railway  Company  to  resume  such  service. 

Mr.  Hislop  has  also  submitted  that  the  application  should  be  dismissed  on 
the  ground  that  it  is  only  a  step  in  a  move  towards  the  abandonment  of  that  part 
of  the  line  between  Castlegar  and  Spences  Bridge.  His  submission  is  that  such 
a  pattern  has  developed  elsewhere  and  that  this  application  is  merely  a  prelim- 
inary step. 
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Mr.  Smith,  Vice-President  and  General  Manager  of  the  Pacific  Region  of  the 
Railway  Company,  was  cross-examined  on  this  point  at  Penticton  and  the 
following  exchange  took  place: 

Q.  Would  it  or  would  I  be  correct  in  assuming   that   your  company, 

Mr.  Smith,  has  no  intention  of  abandoning  this  line,  the  line  itself?  Just  so 

we  know  what  we  are  talking  about,  just  the  line  running  from  Lethbridge  to 

Spences  Bridge? 

A.  Well,  in  general  terms  the  Kettle  Valley. 
Q.  The  Kettle  Valley? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  Would  I  be  correct  in  assuming  that  your  company  has  no  intention 
of  abandoning  this  line  itself? 

A.  We  have  no  intention  that  I  know  of.  We  have  no  study,  we  are  not 
making  any  study  of  the  main  line  portion  of  it.  There  is  a  mile  of  track  in 
Trail  being  lifted  at  the  present  time  but  outside  of  that  we  have  a  small 
portion  of  the  —  which  you  might  term  as  a  branch  line  from  Warfield  to 
Rossland  where  we  have  made  application  for  abandonment.  Of  course  we 
have  not  in  actual  fact  passenger  trains  nor  does  it  affect  any  other  trains 
really.  I  cannot  think  of  any  portion  we  have  applied  on  or  studied  in  this 
area. 

Q.  But  looking  at  the  line  as  a  whole,  the  Kettle  Valley  line,  you  have 
no  present  intention  of  abandoning? 

A.  No,  we  have  not. 

Q.  As  an  operating  rail  line? 

A.  No,  we  have  not." 

However,  even  if  such  were  not  the  evidence,  the  Board  would  have  to  deal 
with  the  application  upon  the  evidence  before  it.  If  the  evidence  showed  that 
the  application  should  be  granted,  the  Board  would  not  be  justified  in  refusing 
relief,  because  the  granting  of  such  might  lead  to  another  application  of  a 
different  nature.  Any  such  application  would  have  to  be  judged  upon  its  merits. 

Mr.  McBride,  Counsel  for  the  Nelson  Chamber  of  Commerce,  advanced  in 
his  argument  the  opinion  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  the  Company  should 
be  ordered  to  resume  fast  daily  passenger  service,  with  attendant  publicity  and 
with  satisfactory  facilities  for  the  serving  of  meals.  Mr.  Gansner,  Counsel  for 
the  City  of  Nelson,  supplemented  this  by  submitting  that  if  improvements  in  the 
service  were  made  and  if  daily  service  between  Penticton  and  Nelson  were 
re-established,  the  Railway  Company's  loss  could  be  reduced  to  "manageable 
proportions".  In  his  submission,  the  Company  is  not  entitled  to  insist  on  a 
profit  on  each  phase  of  its  operations,  and  that  in  opposing  the  application  it  is 
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necessary  only  for  the  City  to  go  so  far  as  to  show  that  the  loss  might  be  reduced 
to  manageable  proportions. 

Mr.  Herbert,  Counsel  for  the  City  of  Penticton,  has  submitted  that  the 
Company  should  be  required  to  re-establish  daily  through  service,  co-ordinated 
with  other  transport  schedules,  and  with  amenities  to  attract  travel.  If,  then, 
there  was  a  considerable  loss,  the  application  might  be  viewed  differently. 

This  might  be  an  expensive  experiment.  I  think  the  Board  should  only 
require  it  (and  its  power  is  probably  limited  to  the  matter  of  daily  through 
service  only)  if,  upon  grounds  sufficient  to  make  such  a  decision,  it  appears 
that  there  is  every  expectation  that  it  would  restore  patronage  to  the  point 
where  the  deficit  would  disappear,  or  be  reduced  to  one  of  little  consequence. 

The  Board  has  the  power  to  order  the  resumption  of  daily  through  service. 
It  was  prepared  to  make  such  an  Order  following  the  inquiry  of  1959,  if  it  had 
been  satisfied  that  it  would  have  been  safe  for  the  Railway  Company  to  comply 
with  such  an  Order.  It  was  not  satisfied  that  it  would  be  safe.  At  that  time  the 
Railway  Company  was  providing  a  service  by  trains  45  and  46  which  it  was 
prepared  to  continue  and  to  restore  to  daily  through  service  if  given  certain 
protection. 

I  have  set  out  above  the  substance  of  the  Board's  finding  at  that  time.  No 
one  has  applied  to  the  Board  for  an  Order  requiring  the  resumption  of  daily 
through  service,  which  application  would  have  had  to  be  supported  by  evidence 
that  it  was  now  reasonably  safe  to  require  it. 

As  I  have  said,  the  Railway  Company  previously  was  prepared  to  continue 
the  service  given  by  trains  45  and  46.  Now  it  is  not.  It  has  applied  for  authority 
to  discontinue  the  service  on  the  ground  of  heavy  annual  deficits  in  operation. 
Were  it  safe  to  make  such  an  Order,  the  request  of  Counsel  for  the  City  of 
Penticton  should  only  be  acceded  to  if  there  were  reasonable  expectation  that 
such  a  requirement  would  draw  back  to  the  passenger  service  sufficient  patronage 
either  to  eliminate  the  deficit  or  to  reduce  it  to  one  of  little  consequence.  There 
is  no  evidence  before  the  Board  upon  which  such  an  expectation  might  be 
based. 

For  the  above  reasons,  I  am  not  prepared  to  make  a  finding  which  would 
support  such  an  Order. 

Mr.  Herbert  has  cited  to  us  the  opinion  expressed  by  me  in  the  Board's 
Judgment  of  January  4th,  1960,  in  which  I  said: 

"In  the  light  of  the  evidence,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  need  of  the 
residents  of  the  area  presently  requires  a  daily  service  running  without 
interruption  in  each  direction  between  Vancouver  and  Nelson.  It  is  desirable 
only  that  this  be  a  through  service  from  Vancouver  to  Medicine  Hat." 
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Also: 

"I  would  order  such  service  between  Vancouver  and  Nelson  if  I  was  satisfied 
that  it  would  be  safe  for  the  railway  company  to  comply  with  such  an 
order.'  ' 

Mr.  Herbert's  submission,  and  also  that  of  Mr.  McBride,  is  that  if  it  was  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  in  1960  that  daily  through  service  was  required,  then  that 
requirement  is  greater  now  by  reason  of  increased  population,  increased  industry 
and  projected  developments. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  such  a  need,  although  it  is  lessened 
by  the  construction  of  new  highway  links  on  the  southern  Trans-Provincial 
Highway. 

Such  need  is  not  demonstrated  by  the  patronage  that  is  given  to  the  trains, 
but  the  contention  of  those  opposed  to  the  application  is  that  the  patronage 
would  be  greater  if  the  service  were  better. 

In  this  matter  (as  opposed  to  the  inquiry  held  in  1959)  we  are  dealing  with 
an  application  to  discontinue  the  service.  We  therefore  now  have  placed  before 
us  the  cost  of  operating  the  service.  The  question  then  is  not  the  adequacy 
of  the  service  but  this:— Does  the  need  for  the  service  outweigh  the  loss  incurred 
by  the  railway  in  its  operation?  Similarly,  it  is  not  a  question  as  to  whether  or 
not  there  is  a  need.  It  is  the  measure  of  that  need.  Is  the  Board  justified  in 
requiring  the  Railway  Company  to  continue  the  service  at  a  cost  of  some  $385,000 
per  annum  to  provide  for  the  need  that  cannot  be  met  by  the  existing  alternative 
means  of  transportation? 

In  its  report,  the  Royal  Commission  on  Transportation  (MacPherson  Com- 
mission) Vol.  1,  pages  43  to  47,  said  with  reference  to  passenger  services: 

"As  a  result  of  our  investigations  we  have  concluded  that  the  basis 
for  many  of  the  complaints  of  inequity  has  been  the  development  of  the 
competitive  environment  in  transportation  and  its  effects  upon  a  railway 
structure  which  developed  in  the  previous  monopolistic  environment.  One  of 
these  effects,  perhaps  the  most  important  one,  is  the  railways'  continuing 
need  of  revenues  to  cover  deficits  incurred  because  of  the  apparent  in- 
ability of  railway  management  to  slough  off  the  historical,  traditional  and 
institutional  obligation  to  provide  passenger  services." 

"Passenger  services  are  clearly  one  aspect  of  rail  operation  which  is 
uneconomic,  taken  as  a  whole.  As  in  the  case  of  branch  line  abandonment, 
public  resistance  to  changes  in  passenger  services  has  been  widespread 
and  vociferous.  The  railways  are  accused  of  deserting  communities  by 
withdrawing  passenger-train  service,  when  a  more  objective  view  would  be 
that  the  communities  have  deserted  passenger-train  service.  The  reasons 
are  not  difficult  to  find.  The  same  conditions  which  promoted  the  spread  of 
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truck  competition  for  freight  traffic  have  promoted  alternative  methods  of 
transporting  people  over  short  and  medium  distances.  A  situation  analogous 
to  the  loss  of  the  'feeder*  and  erosion  of  'main-line'  functions  has 
occurred.  People,  having  the  private  passenger  automobile  available,  do  not 
simply  use  it  to  convey  themselves  to  the  nearest  railway  station.  Because 
of  flexibility  and  convenience  they  use  the  car  to  complete  journeys  of 
short  and  medium  length.  The  careful  economic  planning  which  accompanies 
a  decision  to  ship  goods  is  also  utilized,  although  to  a  much  lesser  degree, 
in  private  transportation.  The  average  car  owner,  having  accepted  the 
burden  of  his  capital  investment,  realizes  that  it  costs  him  very  little  more 
to  make  fairly  full  use  of  his  automobile.  The  same  flexibility  and  con- 
venience which  is  found  in  trucks  for  'feeder-line'  functions  attends  the 
passenger  car.  And,  as  highways  improve,  the  distance  increases  over 
which  people  decide  to  use  their  own  automobiles  for  the  'main-line'  journey 
instead  of  railway  passenger  services." 

"The  growth  of  good  highways  has  also  brought  into  existence  a  com- 
mercial competitor  to  the  railways  for  passenger  service.  Passenger  bus 
operators  with  cost  patterns  comparable  to  trucks,  and  something  of  the 
same  flexibility,  can  offer  more  frequent  passenger  service  in  light  density 
areas.  In  addition,  the  cost  patterns  of  bus  operation  have  enabled  bus 
fares  to  be  highly  competitive  with  rail  fares  over  considerable  distances. 
A  further  technological  development,  air  travel,  has  proven  so  attractive 
in  terms  of  speed  and  price  that  it  has  more  than  tripled  in  the  past  decade. 
The  net  effect  is  that  except  in  specific  instances  where  a  combination 
of  distance,  speed  and  convenience  gives  an  advantage  to  the  railways, 
the  bulk  of  inter-city  movement  of  people  takes  place  by  other  modes  than 
rail." 

"We  conducted  no  independent  study  of  the  relative  impact  of  com- 
petition on  rail  passenger  operations,  but  sufficient  evidence  was  brought 
before  us  to  make  it  abundantly  clear  that  the  competition  for  passenger 
business  from  airlines,  bus  lines  and  private  passenger  cars  has  rendered 
the  railway  passenger  business  as  a  whole  unprofitable  and  a  burden  which 
at  present  must  be  borne  by  the  users  of  rail  freight  services." 

The  Royal  Commission  on  Transportation  made  this  recommendation: 

"To  facilitate  the  reduction  of  the  passenger  deficits,  we  recommend  that 
the  pertinent  statutes  be  amended  to  enable  the  railways,  upon  application 
to  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners,  to  remove  any  uneconomic 
passenger  service  except  when  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  no  reasonable 
alternative  public  highway  exists." 

Mr.  Brazier,  Counsel  appearing  on  behalf  of  the  Attorney-General  of  British 
Columbia,  does  not  oppose  the  application.  He  has,  however,  re-directed  the 
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Board's  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Trans- 
portation. Mr.  Brazier's  submission  is  that  it  may  be  considered  necessary,  in 
the  national  interest,  that  there  be  a  continuing  passenger  service  along  the 
line  and  that  the  Board  may  anticipate  legislation  that  would  permit  of  the 
Railway  Company  being  reimbursed  out  of  the  National  Treasury  for  maintaining 
that  service. 

Mr.  Brazier  has  endeavoured  to  draw  a  distinction  between  the  Board's 
judicial  and  administrative  functions  and  has  submitted  that  the  Board,  as  an 
administrative  tribunal,  has  the  power  of  withholding  judgment  to  see  what  devel- 
opments may  take  place. 

I  do  not  think  so.  Mr.  Brazier  cited  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada  in  C.P.R.  v.  Province  of  Alberta,  et  al,  1950  S.C.R.  25;  64  C.R.T.C. 
129.  I  think  that  decision  sets  out  clearly  the  Board's  duty  to  hear  and  determine 
the  matter.  In  that  case  the  Board  had  declined  to  determine  an  application  until 
after  the  Turgeon  Royal  Commission  on  Transportation  had  made  its  report,  and 
possibly  until  any  amendments  to  existing  legislation  which  might  be  recommend- 
ed by  that  Commission  had  been  dealt  with  by  Parliament. 

The  railways  appealed  the  Board's  decision  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada 
and  the  Supreme  Court  held: 

"From  these  references  it  is  apparent  that  the  postponement  is  until  the 
General  Freight  Rates  Inquiry  (to  be  conducted  by  the  Board  itself),  the 
report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Transportation,  and  probably  (but  perhaps 
not  so  clearly),  the  consideration  by  Parliament  of  that  report,  have  all  come 
to  pass." 

"In  our  opinion  if  anything  involved  in  these  matters  was  relevant  to  a 
determination  of  the  application  of  the  railways  and  the  review  of  the  21% 
judgment  ordered  by  P.C.  4678,  it  was  for  the  Board  itself  to  make  its  own 
determination  and  it  was  not  competent  to  the  Board  to  await  the  investiga- 
tion of  such  matters  by  some  other  body  or  the  passing  by  Parliament  of  some 
future  legislation  with  respect  to  them.  Such  a  decision  involves,  in  our 
opinion,  a  declining  of  jurisdiction." 

In  my  opinion,  we  are  bound  to  come  to  as  early  a  determination  of  the 
matter  as  is  possible.  If  the  application  should  be  dismissed,  we  should  dismiss 
it.  If  it  should  be  granted,  we  should  not  delay  the  relief  unduly  and  thereby 
require  the  Railway  Company  to  sustain  for  any  long  period  the  deficit  that  each 
month  of  operation  entails. 

Finding 

In  my  opinion,  the  burden  upon  the  Railway  Company  of  maintaining  the 
operation  of  trains  45  and  46  outweighs  the  need  for  the  trains  of  those  persons 
or  commercial  undertakings  who  use  them,  or  who  may  reasonably  be  expected 
to  do  so  in  the  foreseeable  future. 
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I  would  authorize  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  discontinue 
the  operation  of  trains  45  and  46  between  Lethbridge  and  Spences  Bridge  on  a 
date  after  January  15,  1964,  upon  sixty  days'  notice  to  be  filed  with  the  Board 
and  posted  in  each  railway  station  served  by  the  trains.  Notice  shall  also  be 
published  in  one  issue  in  each  of  a  newspaper  published  or  having  general 
circulation  in  Fernie,  Cranbrook,  Creston,  Nelson,  Trail,  Penticton,  Princeton 
and  Merritt.

panies of  an  aggregate  amount  in  respect  of  the  calendar  year  1963  of 
$50,000,000  to  be  paid  in  instalments  at  such  times  and  in  accordance  with 
such  methods  of  allocation  as  may  be  determined  by  the  said  Board  for  the 
maintenance  by  such  companies  of  the  rates  of  freight  traffic  at  the  said 
reduced  level  (20)  $70,000,000. 

AND  WHEREAS  four-twelfths  of  the  said  Vote  213a  was  authorized  for  pay- 
ment by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  1,  1963,  assented  to  on  June  5,  1963,  and  the 
times  and  methods  of  payments  were  set  out  in  Board  Order  No.  111402  dated 
June  7,  1963. 

AND  WHEREAS  a  further  two-twelfths  of  the  said  Vote  213a  was  authorized 
for  payment  by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  2,  1963,  assented  to  on  August  2,  1963, 
and  the  times  and  methods  of  payment  were  set  out  in  Board  Order  No.  111866, 
dated  August  7,  1963. 

AND  WHEREAS  a  further  two-twelfths  of  the  said  Vote  213a  was  authorized 
for  payment  by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  3,  1963,  assented  to  on  October  8,  1963. 
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AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  the  method  of  claiming  by  compa- 
nies subject  to  Board  Order  No.  96300  and  the  payment  of  claims  and  the  making 
of  interim  payments  in  respect  of  the  further  two-twelfths  of  the  said  $20,000,000 
authorized  for  payment  by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  3,  1963,  should  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  methods  of  claiming  and  making  payments  which  were  in  effect  in 
respect  of  the  Freight  Rates  Reduction  Act  and  subsequent  Governor  General's 
Warrants. 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Board  considers  that  in  determining  the  method  of  alloca- 
tion and  the  times  of  payment  of  instalments  in  respect  of  the  further  two-twelfths 
of  the  said  $50,000,000  authorized  for  payment  by  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  3, 
1963,  it  should  have  regard  to  the  freight  traffic  carried  by  the  said  companies  at 
the  said  reduced  level  of  rates  based  on  an  8%  increase  instead  of  17%  as  author- 
ized by  Board  Order  No.  96300  and  also,  because  of  the  time  lag  in  obtaining 
particulars  of  such  traffic  carried  in  1963  and  other  circumstances,  that  instal- 
ment payments  based  on  similar  traffic  carried  in  1962  should  be  made  for  the 
two-month  period  July  1  to  August  31,  1963,  with  such  adjustment  as  may  be 
necessary  to  provide  for  total  payment  in  accordance  with  the  method  of  alloca- 
tion determined  by  the  Board  and  hereinafter  set  forth.

1.  Companies  claiming  reimbursement  for  diminution  in  their  aggregate  gross 
revenues  attributable  to  maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  at  an  8% 
increase  instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300  in  respect  of 
the  period  April  1,  1963  to  March  31,  1964,  shall  submit  claims  in  the  form  here- 
inbefore ordered  by  the  Board  for  the  submission  of  claims  in  respect  of  the 
Freight  Rates  Reduction  Act  and  subsequent  Governor  General's  Warrants. 

2.  Companies  entitled  to  claim  reimbursement  under  the  immediately  preced- 
ing paragraph  numbered  1  may,  prior  to  filing  such  claim,  apply  to  the  Board  for 
an  interim  payment;  companies  will  submit  with  such  application  an  estimate  of 
the  claim  for  a  particular  month  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  such 
month  and  the  Board  will  thereupon  determine  the  amount  of  the  interim  payment 
in  respect  of  traffic  carried  during  that  month. 

3.  Companies  submitting  a  claim  for  a  month  in  respect  of  which  an  interim 
payment  has  been  received  will  show  the  total  claim  for  that  month  in  accord- 
ance with  past  practice  less  a  final  deduction  in  the  amount  of  any  interim  pay- 
ment received  in  respect  of  that  month. 

4.  Subject  to  paragraph  5  the  method  of  allocation  of  the  further  two-twelfths 
of  $50,000,000  pursuant  to  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  3,  1963,  to  companies 
subject  to  Order  No.  96300  shall  be  the  allocation  to  each  company  of  an  amount 
that  bears  approximately  the  same  relation  to  the  total  amount  payable  to  all  com- 
panies under  the  said  Appropriation  Act  as  the  amount  paid  to  the  company  in 
respect  of  reimbursement  claims  for  diminution  in  aggregate  gross  revenues 
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attributable  to  such  company  maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  at  an  8% 
increase  instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300  during  the  two- 
month  period  July  1  to  August  31,  1963  bears  to  the  total  amount  paid  to  all 
companies  in  respect  of  such  claims  for  the  same  period. 

5.  After  deducting  from  the  said  two-twelfths  of  $50,000,000  the  amount 
payable  therefrom  to  companies  other  than  Canadian  National  Railways  and 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  in  accordance  with  paragraph  4,  the  re- 
mainder shall  be  allocated  60%  to  Canadian  National  Railways  and  40%  to 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

6.  Forthwith  upon  issuance  of  this  Order  the  Board  shall  recommend  an 
amount  for  payment  out  of  two-twelfths  of  $50,000,000  to  each  company  for  the 
two-month  period  July  1  to  August  31,  1963.

In  calculating  the  amount  payable  to  each  company  the  Board  will  make  an 
allocation  based  on  payments  to  companies  in  respect  of  traffic  carried 
during  the  period  January  1  to  August  31,  1962,  with  such  adjustment  and 
deferment  of  payments  as  the  Board  deems  necessary  to  insure  that  the  total 
amount  payable  shall  be  allocated  in  accordance  with  the  method  set  forth 
in  paragraphs  4  and  5.) 

7.  The  Board  may  make  any  amendments  of  this  Order  that  it  deems  neces- 
sary in  order  to  equitably  allocate  the  amount  authorized  for  payment  under  the 
said  Appropriation  Act.

JUDGMENT 

GRIFFIN,  A.C.C.: 

The  Canadian  Transit  Company  is  a  corporation  incorporated  by  Dominion 
Statute  (11-12  George  V  c.57)  being  entitled  "An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Canadian 
Transit  Company'1,  assented  to  on  May  3rd,  1921.  It  undertook  part  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  bridge  over  the  Detroit  River  between  Detroit,  Michigan,  and 
Sandwich,  Ontario.  It  owns  that  part  of  the  bridge,  lying  within  Canada.  The 
bridge  is  one  over  which  the  Board  exercises  jurisdiction  in  respect  of  tolls 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  42  of  the  Railway  Act. 

Detroit  International  Bridge  Company  is  a  corporation  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  It  also  undertook  part  of  the  construction  of 
the  above  bridge  and  it  owns  that  part  of  the  bridge  lying  within  the  United 
States  of  America. 

It  is  proposed  by  both  Companies  that  the  Canadian  Transit  Company  (which 
I  will  refer  to  as  the  ''Canadian  Company")  be  merged  with  and  amalgamated  into 
53  B.T.C 
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Detroit  International  Bridge  Company  (which  I  will  refer  to  as  the  "Detroit  Com- 
pany")»  Resolutions  to  this  effect  have  been  passed  by  the  Directors  of  both 
Companies  and  an  agreement  to  effect  it  has  been  executed  by  the  majority  of 
such  Directors. 

Section  14  of  the  Canadian  Company's  Special  Act  (11-12  George  V  c.57) 
is  as  follows: 

"14.  The  Company  may  unite  with  any  company  or  companies  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Canada  or  of  the  state  of  Michigan  or  of  the  United  States, 
or  any  state  thereof,  in  building,  working,  managing,  maintaining  and  using 
the  said  bridge,  terminals  and  approaches,  and  may  make  agreements  with 
any  such  company  or  companies  respecting  the  construction,  maintenance, 
management  and  use  of  the  said  bridge  and  its  appurtenances,  and  acquiring 
the  approaches  and  lands  therefor  in  Michigan  as  well  as  in  Canada,  and 
may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  one  hundred  and  fifty-one,  one 
hundred  and  fifty-two  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  The  Railway  Act, 
1919,  make  arrangements  with  any  such  company  or  companies  for  conveying 
or  leasing  the  said  bridge  to  such  company  or  companies  in  whole  or  in 
part,  or  any  rights  or  powers  acquired  by  it,  as  also  the  franchise,  surveys, 
plans,  works,  plant,  machinery  and  other  property  to  it  belonging,  or  for  an 
amalgamation  with  any  such  company  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are 
agreed  upon  and  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  the  directors  deem  fit." 
(now  Sees.  153,  154,  155) 

As  is  required  by  the  Special  Act  referred  to  above  and  by  the  law  of  the 
State  of  Michigan,  the  proposed  amalgamation  has  been  approved  by  shareholders 
of  each  Company  representing  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of 
shares  of  the  outstanding  capital  stock. 

Both  Companies  have  applied  to  the  Board  for  an  Order  recommending  to  the 
Governor-in-Council  the  sanction  of  the  agreement  for  the  amalgamation.  Sections 
153  and  154  of  the  Railway  Act  apply  to  the  application  and  agreement. 

If  the  agreement  is  sanctioned,  it  does  not  become  effective  in  the  State  of 
Michigan  until  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Michigan  Corporation  and  Securities 
Commission.  However,  the  evidence  before  the  Board  is  that,  provided  the  agree- 
ment is  regular  upon  its  face,  the  filing  constitutes  its  acceptance  by  the 
Commission. 

If  effect  is  given  to  the  agreement,  the  resulting  amalgamated  corporation 
will  be  carried  on  under  the  same  corporate  name  as  the  Detroit  Company,  i.e., 
under  the  name  of  Detroit  International  Bridge  Company. 

The  authorized  capital  stock  of  the  Canadian  Company  consists  of  50,000 
shares  of  par  value  $100.00  per  share,  of  which  12,800  shares  are  issued  and 
outstanding.  All  of  this  stock  is  owned  by  the  Detroit  Company,  except  for  120 
qualifying  shares  held  by  six  of  the  Directors,  which  shares  are  beneficially 
owned  by  the  Detroit  Company. 
53  B.T.C. 
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In  the  proposed  amalgamation  the  12,800  outstanding  shares  of  the  Canadian 
Company  will  be  converted  into  256,000  shares  of  the  common  stock  of  the 
resulting  amalgamated  corporation,  of  par  value  of  $1.00  per  share,  (being  at  the 
rate  of  20  shares  of  common  stock  of  the  amalgamated  corporation  for  each  share 
of  the  Canadian  Company).  However,  the  agreement  provides  that  the  256,000 
shares  of  the  amalgamated  corporation  shall  not  be  issued  to  the  Detroit  Company, 
nor  held  in  the  Treasury,  nor  be  outstanding. 

The  evidence  is  that  it  is  not  intended  to  wind  up  the  Canadian  Company, 

Evidence  was  given  by  the  Honourable  Charles  McTague,  Q,C,  a  Director 
of  both  the  Detroit  Company  and  the  Canadian  Company  and  Secretary  of  the 
Canadian  Company.  Evidence  was  also  given  by  Mr.  R.  G,  Lancaster,  who  is 
Vice-President  and  General  Manager  of  both  Companies,  and  Secretary  of  the 
Detroit  Company. 

The  evidence  before  the  Board  is  that  the  purpose  of  the  agreement  is  to 
effect  economies,  the  principal  economy  being  an  anticipated  tax  saving  of  some 
$30,000  per  annum,  and  an  administrative  saving  of  some  $4,000  per  annum.  The 
testimony  presented  to  the  Board  is  that  the  proposed  amalgamation  is  a  provident 
one  and  is  beneficial  to  the  shareholders.  However,  it  is  not  entirely  clearwhether 
the  benefit  is  to  the  shareholders,  as  shareholders  of  the  Canadian  Company,  or 
in  their  identity  as  the  Detroit  Company, 

On  the  evidence  I  am  satisfied  that: 

A.  The  proposed  amalgamation  will  effect  economies  and  may  achieve  a  tax 
saving. 

B.  The  proposed  amalgamation  is  in  the  interest  of  the  Detroit  Company 
and  is  not  harmful  to  the  shareholders  of  the  Canadian  Company,  since 
the  outstanding  shares  of  the  latter  Company  are  owned,  or  the  beneficial 
interest  in  them  is  owned,  by  the  Detroit  Company. 

C.  The  resulting  amalgamated  corporation  is  financially  able  to  discharge 
the  liabilities  of  the  Canadian  Company. 

D.  No  change  in  the  mode  of  operation  of  the  bridge  will  flow  from  the 
amalgamation  alone. 

E.  The  proposed  amalgamation  should  not  affect  adversely  the  employees 
of  the  Canadian  Company  nor  their  pension  plan. 

The  amalgamation  will  not,  in  my  opinion,  oust  the  Board's  present  juris- 
diction under  Section  42  of  the  Railway  Act  in  respect  of  tolls  charged  on  the 
bridge.  It  is  possible  for  any  economies  achieved  by  the  amalgamation  to  redound 
to  the  benefit  of  the  users  of  the  bridge. 

Amalgamation  of  the  Canadian  Company  with  another  Canadian  Company, 
or  with  a  Michigan  Company,  is  contemplated  by  Section  14  of  the  Company's 
Special  Act,  which  is  set  out  above. 
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For  the  reason  of  the  potential  savings  mentioned  above,  the  proposed 
amalgamation  seems  to  be  a  provident  one  for  the  shareholders  of  the  Canadian 
and  Detroit  Companies.  There  will  be  nine  Directors  of  the  resulting  amalgamated 
corporation,  only  one  of  whom  will  be  a  person  domiciled  in  Canada.  Although 
this  is  probably  not  a  matter  the  Board  should  weigh  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Railway  Act,  it  is  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  Governor-in-Council. 

Section  153  of  the  Railway  Act  does  not  set  out  the  grounds  upon  which 
such  an  application  may  be  granted  but,  as  the  Canadian  Company  is  already 
owned  by  the  Detroit  Company,  and  as  the  evidence  shows  that  substantial 
annual  savings  may  be  achieved,  it  does  not  appear  to  me  that  the  amalgamation 
effects  such  changes  as  are  contrary  to  the  public  interest. 

There  was  no  opposition  to  the  application  by  letter  or  by  appearance. 

I  would  grant  the  application  and  recommend  to  the  Governor-in-Council  the 
sanction  of  the  agreement.  A  duplicate  original  of  the  agreement  for  merger 
(amalgamation)  will  be  annexed  to  the  Board's  Order.

of  the  merger  and  amalgamation  provided  for  by  this  Agreement.

The  Boards  of  Directors  of  THE  CANADIAN  TRANSIT  COMPANY  and 
DETROIT  INTERNATIONAL  BRIDGE  COMPANY  shall  submit  this  Agreement 
to  their  shareholders  and  the  merger  and  amalgamation  shall  be  effective  and 
this  Agreement  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  Agreement  and  act  of  merger  and 
amalgamation  on  the  Effective  Date  which  shall  be  when  and  only  if: 

(a)  The  votes  of  the  shareholders  of  THE  CANADIAN  TRANSIT  COMPANY 
representing  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  total  number  of  shares  of  its  outstanding 
capital  stock  shall  be  for  the  adoption  of  this  Agreement  and  that  fact  shall 
be  certified  on  this  Agreement;  and  compliance  is  had  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  14  of  the  Special  Act  of  Parliament  of  Canada,  as  amended,  and 
with  the  provisions  of  Sections  151,  152  and  153  of  the  Railway  Act,  1919, 
of  Canada,  to  which  said  Section  14  of  said  Special  Act  was  made  subject.

(a)  Each  share  of  the  issued  and  outstanding  common  stock  (including 
14,678  shares  held  in  Treasury),  par  value  $1.00  per  share,  and  each  share 
of  capital  stock  reserved  for  issuance  upon  exchange  of  bonds  and  debentures 
of  DETROIT  INTERNATIONAL  BRIDGE  COMPANY  shall  be  merged  into 
one  (1)  share  of  common  stock,  par  value  $1.00  per  share,  of  the  Resulting 
Merged  Corporation.  The  presently  outstanding  Certificates  evidencing 
shares  of  the  issued  and  outstanding  capital  stock  of  DETROIT  INTER- 
NATIONAL BRIDGE  COMPANY  hereto  are  adopted  as  the  Certificates 
representing  and  evidencing  the  issued  and  outstanding  shares  of  capital 
stock  of  the  Resulting  Merged  Corporation  and  such  outstanding  Certificates 
shall  continue  to  represent  and  evidence  the  same  number  and  amount  of 
shares  of  the  common  stock  of  the  Resulting  Merged  Corporation  as  they 
heretofore  evidenced  and  represented  with  respect  to  DETROIT  INTERNA- 
TIONAL BRIDGE  COMPANY,  without  any  exchange  or  reissuance  thereof; 
and 

(b)  The  12,800  shares  of  the  issued  and  outstanding  common  stock, 
par  value  $100.00  per  share,  of  THE  CANADIAN  TRANSIT  COMPANY  shall 
be  converted  into  256,000  shares  of  the  common  stock  of  the  Resulting 
Merged  Corporation,  par  value  $1.00  per  share,  being  at  the  rate  of  20  shares 
of  common  stock,  par  value  $1.00  per  share,  of  the  Resulting  Merged  Cor- 
poration for  each  share  of  the  common  stock,  par  value  $100.00  per  share, 
of  THE  CANADIAN  TRANSIT  COMPANY,  provided  however,  that  said 
256,000  shares  of  common  stock  of  the  Resulting  Merged  Corporation  shall 
not  be  issued  to  DETROIT  INTERNATIONAL  BRIDGE  COMPANY  nor  held 
in  the  Treasury  nor  be  outstanding  (since  otherwise  this  would  only  create 
treasury  stock  in  the  Resulting  Merged  Corporation).

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Resulting  Merged  Corporation  is  hereby 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  do  any  and  all  acts  and  things  to  make, 
issue,  deliver  and  file  any  and  all  instruments,  papers  and  documents  which 
shall  be  or  become  necessary,  proper  or  convenient  to  carry  out  or  put  into  effect 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  or  the  merger  and  amalgamation  herein 
provided  for. 
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XIII 

If  and  in  the  event  the  merger  and  amalgamation  of  THE  CANADIAN  TRANSIT 
COMPANY  and  DETROIT  INTERNATIONAL  BRIDGE  COMPANY  shall  become 
effective  as  set  forth  in  this  Agreement,  then  and  in  such  event: 

(a)  The  Resulting  Merged  Corporation  shall  possess  and  be  vested  with 
all  the  undertakings  and  all  the  powers,  rights,  privileges,  franchises,  as 
well  of  a  public  as  of  a  private  nature  and  properties,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  and  all  debts,  due  to  either  of  the  constituent  corporations  on  what- 
ever account  as  well  as  for  stock  subscriptions  as  all  other  things  in  action 
or  belonging  to  each  of  the  constituent  corporations;  and  all  property,  rights, 
privileges,  powers  and  franchises,  and  all  and  every  other  interest  shall  be 
thereafter  as  effectually  the  property  of  said  Resulting  Merged  Corporation 
as  they  were  of  the  several  and  respective  constituent  corporations,  and  the 
title  to  any  real  estate,  whether  by  deed  or  otherwise,  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Michigan  or  the  laws  of  Canada,  vested  in  either  of  said  constituent 
corporations,  shall  not  revert  or  in  any  way  be  impaired  by  reason  of  this 
Agreement;  and 

(b)  The  Resulting  Merged  Corporation  shall  be  liable  for  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  securities,  causes  of  action,  complaints,  debts,  obligations, 
works,  contracts,  agreements  and  duties  to  as  full  an  extent  as  either  of 
said  constituent  corporations  was  liable  at  or  before  the  time  when  the 
merger  and  amalgamation  came  into  effect;  and  the  Resulting  Merged  Cor- 
poration shall  be  subject  to  all  restrictions,  disabilities  and  duties  of  each

CANADIAN  TRANSIT  COMPANY,  or  either  of  them,  DETROIT  INTERNATIONAL 
BRIDGE  COMPANY  and  THE  CANADIAN  TRANSIT  COMPANY,  and  each  of 
them  and  their  respective  proper  officers  and  directors  shall  make,  execute  and 
deliver  all  such  assignments,  deeds,  assurances,  documents,  instruments,  or 
things  and  shall  do  any  and  all  acts  and  things  which  may  be  or  become  neces- 
sary, proper  or  convenient  to  vest  in  the  Resulting  Merged  Corporation  all  of 
such  rights,  properties,  powers,  privileges,  franchises,  benefits,  appointments, 
designations,  nominations  or  interest  and/or  otherwise  carry  out  this  Agreement.

in  the  manner  now  or  hereafter  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Michigan, 
and  all  rights  conferred  upon  stockholders  are  granted  subject  to  this  provision.

2.  Companies  entitled  to  claim  reimbursement  under  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding paragraph  numbered  1  may,  prior  to  filing  such  claim,  apply  to  the  Board 
for  an  interim  payment;  companies  will  submit  with  such  application  an  estimate 
of  the  claim  for  a  particular  month  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  such 
month  and  the  Board  will  thereupon  determine  the  amount  of  the  interim  payment 
in  respect  of  traffic  carried  during  that  month. 
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3.  Companies  submitting  a  claim  for  a  month  in  respect  of  which  an  interim 
payment  has  been  received  will  show  the  total  claim  for  that  month  in  accordance 
with  past  practice  less  a  final  deduction  in  the  amount  of  any  interim  payment 
received  in  respect  of  that  month. 

4.  Subject  to  paragraph  5  the  method  of  allocation  of  the  further  one-twelfth 
of  $50,000,000  pursuant  to  the  Appropriation  Act  No.  4,  1963,  to  companies 
subject  to  Order  No.  96300  shall  be  the  allocation  to  each  company  of  an  amount 
that  bears  approximately  the  same  relation  to  the  total  amount  payable  to  all 
companies  under  the  said  Appropriation  Act  as  the  amount  paid  to  the  company 
in  respect  of  reimbursement  claims  for  diminution  in  aggregate  gross  revenues 
attributable  to  such  company  maintaining  the  rate  level  for  freight  traffic  at  an 
8%  increase  instead  of  17%  as  authorized  by  Board  Order  No.  96300  during  the 
month  of  September,  1963  bears  to  the  total  amount  paid  to  all  companies  in 
respect  of  such  claims  for  the  same  period. 

5.  After  deducting  from  the  said  one-twelfth  of  $50,000,000  the  amount
